ctifiicultr  how  to  abuse."  You,  my  dear 
Sir.  studied  htm,  and  knew  him  well:  you 
venerated  and  ailimred  him.  Vet,  Iuini> 
noui  an  he  was  ujnm  the  whole,  you  perreiv- 
ed  all  the  shadei  which  mingled  in  the  grand 
compo«lUon  ;  all  the  little  tieculiaTitie.4  and 
alight  blemishes  which  marked  the  literary 
Colonus.  Your  very  warm  rominenilotion 
of  the  apedmea  which  I  fnre  in  my  "  .)our> 
nal  uf  aTour  to  the  Hebndea,"  of  my  being 
abk'  to  preserve  bis  conversation  in  an  au- 
thentic niiil  lively  manner,  which  opinion 
the  PuWic  ha»  conllrmed,  was  Ibe  best  en- 
coumgement  lor  xnc  to  ncrscverc  in  my  pur- 
pose ol' producing  the  whole  of  mv  store*. 

In  one  respect,  tliis  Work,  wi^l,  in  some 
paauigea,  he  dlflerent  from  the  former.  In 
my  "  Tour,"  T  waa  almoat  unboundedly 
open  in  my  communications,  ami  from  my 
eagerness  tv  displny  the  wondertul  fertility 
and  readiness  or  Johnson's  wit,  fircely  shew- 
til  t<i  the  world  its  dexterity,  even  when  [ 
was  myself  (he  objett  of  it.  I  tnisliil  that 
I  rhautd  he  UbenillT  understood,  as  linow- 
itig  very  well  what  I  was  about,  and  by  no 
nii-an^na  nimply  unconticitfud  of  the  pointed 
cffecLs  of  the  satire-  1  own,  Sndeetl,  that  I 
was  arrogant  enough  to  suppose  that  the  te- 
nour  of  tile  rest  of  the  boolc  would  sulllclent- 
Iv  guard  me  against  such  a  strange  imputa- 
tion- Dut  it  H.-ein»  I  judgeil  tiio  well  at  the 
wurtd;  for,  though  I  could  Korcety  believe 
it,  1  bivvbecn  undoubtedly  informed,  that 
many  persons,  especially  in  distant  ijuortera, 
nol  penetrating  enough  into  Jobnson'a  clrn- 
racter,  so  as  to  understand  his  mode  of  treat- 
ing liij  friends,  have  arrai^ed  myjudge- 
Tiient,  irtstend  of  seeing  that  I  was  sensiolc 
of  all  that  (bey  fimhl  observe. 

It  is  related  of  the  great  ]>r.  Clarke,  that 
when  in  one  of  bin  leisure  hours  he  was  un- 
Itending  bimself  with  a  few  friends  in  the 
most  pUyftil  and  frolickMonc  manner,  be 
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observed  Beau  Nash  approachine;  upon 
which  he  suddenly  stopped  ; — "  My  boys, 
(naid  he^  let  us  he  grave :  here  comes  a 
fool."  The  vorld,  my  friend,  I  have  found 
to  be  a  ereat  fool,  as  to  that  particular  on 
which  it  has  become  necessary  to  speak  verv 
plainly.  I  have,  therefore, '  in  this  WorV 
been  more  reserved  ;  and  thouch  I  tell  no- 
thins  but  the  truth,  I  have  still  Iccnt  in  ray 
mind  that  the  whole  truth  b  not  always  to 


be  exposed.  This,  htiwevor,  I  have  manaeetl 
HO  as  to  occasion  no  diminution  of  the  plea- 
sure  which  my  book  should  aflbrd  ;  thuuf^h 
malignity  may  sometimes  be  disappointed 
of  its  gratifications.

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I  AT  laat  deliver  to  the  world  a  Work 
which  I  have  long  promised,  and  of  which, 
I  am  afraid,  too  hign  expectations  have  been 
raised.  The  delay  of  its  publication  must 
be  Imputed,  in  a  considerable  degree,  to  the 
extraordinary  zeal  which  has  been  shewn  by 
distinguished  persons  in  all  quarters  to  sup- 
ply me  with  additional  information  concern- 
ing its  illustrious  subject ;  resembling  in 
this  the  grateful  tribes  of  ancient  nations,  of 
which  every  individual  was  eager  to  throw 
a  atone  upon  the  ^ve  of  a  departed  Hero, 
and  thus  to  share  in  the  pious  office  of  erect- 
ingan  honourable  monument  to  bis  memory. 

The  labour  and  anxious  attention  with 
which  I  have  collected  and  arranged  the 
materials  of  which  these  volumes  are  com- 
posed, will  hardly  be  conceived  by  those 
who  read  them  with  careless  facility.  The 
stretch  of  mind  and  prompt  assiduity  bv 
which  so  many  conversations  were  preserved, 
I  myself,  at  some  distance  of  time,  contem- 
plate with  wonder ;  and  I  must  be  allowed 
to  suggest,  that  the  nature  of  the  Work  in 
other  respects,  as  it  consists  of  innumerable 
detached  particulars,  all  which,  even  the 
most  minute,  1  have  spared  no  pains  to  as- 
certain with  a  scrupulous  authenticity,  has 
occasioned  a  degree  of  trouble  far  beyond 
that  of  any  other  species  of  composition. 
Were  I  to  detail  the  books  which  I  have 
consulted,  and  the  inquiries  which  I  have 
found  it  necessary  to  make  by  various  chan- 
nels, I  should  probably  be  thought  ridicu- 
lously ostentatious.  Ijet  me  only  observe, 
as  a  specimen  of  mv  trouble,  that  I  have 
•ometimes  been  obliged  to  run  half  over 
London,  in  order  to  fix  a  date  correctly ; 
which,  when  I  bad  accomplished,  I  well 
knew  would  obtain  me  no  praise,  though  a 
iiiilure  would  have  been  to  my  discredit. 
And  afler  all.  perha))s,  hard  as  it  may  be,  I 
shall  not  be  surprised  if  omissions  or  mis- 
takes be  pointed  out  with  invidious  Bereritr. 
1  have  aiiM)  been  extremely  careful  as  to  the 
exactness  of  my  quotations ;  holding  that 
there  is  a  respect  due  to  the  public,  which 
■hotild  oblige  every  Author  to  attend  to  this, 
Btid  never  to  pr^me  to  introduce  them 


with,—"  1  think  I  have  read ;"— or  "  If  I 
remember  right ;"  when  the  originals  may 
be  examined. 

I  beg  leave  to  express  my  wannest  thanks 
to  those  who  have  been  pleased  to  favour 
me  with  communications  and  advice  in  the 
conduct  of  my  Work.  But  1  cannot  suffi- 
ciently acknowledge  my  obligations  to  my 
fiiend  Mr.  Malone,  who  was  so  good  as  to 
allow  me  to  read  to  him  almost  the  whole 
of  my  manuscript,  and  make  such  remarks 
as  were  greatly  for  the  advantage  of  the 
Work  ;  though  it  is  but  fair  to  him  to  men- 
lion,  that  upon  many  occasions  I  differed 
from  him,  and  followed  my  own  judgement 
I  r<^et  exceedingly  that  I  was  deprived 
of  the  benefit  of  his  revision,  when  not  more 
than  one  half  of  the  book  had  passed  through 
the  press ;  but  after  having  completed  his 
very  laborious  and  admirable  edition  of 
Shaxspeahe,  for  which  be  generously  would 
accept  of  no  other  reward  but  that  fame 
which  he  has  so  deservedly  obtained,  be  ful- 
filled his  promise  of  a  long  wished-for  visit 
to  his  relations  in  Ireland ;  from  whence  bis 
safe  return  fimbit  Atlids  is  desired  by  his 
friends  here,  with  all  the  classical  ardour  of 
Sie  te  Diva  potcru  Cj/pri ;  for  there  is  no 
man  in  whom  more  elegant  and  worthy  qua- 
lities are  united ;  and  whose  society,  there- 
fore, is  more  valued  by  those  who  know  hini. 

It  is  painful  to  me  to  think,  that  while 
I  was  carrying  on  this  Work,  several  of 
those  to  whom  it  would  have  been  most  in- 
teresting have  died.  Such  melancholy  dis. 
appointments  we  know  to  be  incident  to  hu- 
manity ;  but  vc  do  not  feel  them  the  less. 
Let  me  particularly  lament  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Wabtoh,  and  the  Reverend  Dr. 
Adams.  Mr.  Warton,  amidst  his  varietv 
of  genius  and  learning,  was  an  excellent  Bi- 
ographer. His  contributions  to  my  Col- 
lection are  highly  estimable;  and  as  lie  h-.A 
a  true  relish  of  my  "  Tour  to  the  Hebrides," 
I  trust  I  should  now  have  been  gratified 
with  a  larger  share  of  his  kind  Hpprobatio;i. 
l>r.  Adams,  eminent  as  the  bead  nt'  a  Col- 
lege, as  a  writer,  and  as  a  most  amiable  ninn, 
had  known  Johnsok  from  his  early  ycai:»,

Several  valuable  letters,  and  other  cu- 
rious matter,  having  been  communicated  to 
the  Author  too  late  to  be  arranged  in  that 
chronolof^cal  order  which  he  had  endea- 
voured uniformly  to  observe  in  his  work,  he 
was  obliged  to  introduce  them  in  his  second 
edition,  by  way  of  Addexda,  as  commodi- 


ously  aa  he  could.  In  the  present  ediUon 
they  have  been  distributed  in  their  proptf" 
places.  In  revinng  his  volumes  for  a  new 
edition,  he  had  pointed  out  where  some  of 
these  materiaLs  should  be  inserted ;  but  un- 
fortunately, in  the  midst  of  his  labours,  be 
was  seised  with  a  fever,  of  which,  to  the 
great  r^:%t  of  all  his  friends,  he  di^  on  the 
loth  of  May,  i7M6.  All  the  Notes  that  be 
had  written  in  the  margin  of  the  copy  wluch 
had  he  in  part  revise^  are  here  utthfuUy 
preserved  ;  and  a  few  new  Notes  have  been 
added,  principally  by  some  of  those  friends 
to  whom  the  Author  in  the  former  editions 
acknowledged  bis  obligations.

even  most  of  those  were  who  actually  knew 
him,  but  could  know  him  only  partially; 
nherrjw  iliere  i?  here  an  sccutnulatJoo  of 
intelligence  from  various  puintit,  l.v  which 
his  character  is  marc  fully  understood  vhl 
illuktiaU-d. 

Indeed.  I  cannot  conceive  a  nion<  perfect 
mode  ofwritingauv  man's  life,  than  not  only 
relatiiijK  all  the  innst  important  events  of  n 
ill  Ihcir  order,  bat  interweaving  what  he 
privately  irrote,  aiitl  .-uiid,  and  tliou|^t ;  by 
wliirli  miiiikind  are  enabled  as  it  were  to 
see  liim  live,  and  to  "live  o'er  eaeh  swor" 
with  him,  as  be  iictiially  advanctxl  thnwtb 
the  si-venil  stages  of  huilifr.  Hsd  hisotJier 
Iriends  been  as  dili^'iit  and  ardtnt as  I  wu, 
he  niiifbl  h.wi-  bt-eii  olniust  entirely  pre- 
ser%t*d.  As  it  is,  1  wili  venture  to  say,  that 
he  will  be  seen  in  this  work  more  cumpletcly 
than  unv  man  who  has  ever  yet  Itv^i. 

And  iic  will  be  seen  as  he  really  was;  for 
I  profess  to  write,  not  bis  pam^iivric,  which 
must  l>e  itll  praise,  but  his  Lile :  which, 
f^reitt  and  f^oorl  us  he  wa«,  must  not  be  ct»> 
posed  to  bi?  entirely  [lerttvt.  To  be  ana* 
was,  is,  indeed,  subject  of  panejrvrio  enouah 
to  any  man  in  this  state  uf  being  i  but  m 
every  picture  there  should  t»e  shade  ns  well 
as  light,  and  when  I  delineate  him  without 
reserve,  I  dn  what  be  himself  recouunenikdt 
l>otb  by  bis  precejit  and  hiji  example. 

'"If  tile  liiivraplu^r  writes  from  perwnul 
knimlcdge.  diid  nintes  haste  to  ^^tify  the 
public  ciirioiiity,  there  is  dauger  lest  lus 
int^Tost,  his  fear,  hi.-i  gratitude,  or  his  tta- 
dernesis  ovi-rjiower  Ins  fidelity,  and  ttffDpt 
him  to  conceal,  if  nnt  to  invent.  Tliere&re 
many  who  think  it  iin  iw-c  nf  pit-ty  |o  hide 
the  f.inlt^  or  f^ullngri  of  their  iriendl^  CTcn 
when  they  con  nu  longer  suffer  by  ibcir 
detection  ;  we  therefiiri*  »«>e  whuk-  ranks  af 
chaTairler^oilorned  with  unifomi  panegyric. 
and  not  to  be  known  frum  one  aiiotuer  but  by 
extrinsic  and  casuni  circumsum-i-s.  •  Let 
me  reiiU'iubiT,  (-ays  Hale),  when  I  lind  my- 
selfinclined  ta  pity  a  crimtnal.  that  thereU 
likewise  a  pity  due  to  the  countrv.*  If  we 
owe  rej^ird  iti  the  memory  ul'lJie  dead, 
iberr  i^!  yet  mure  respect  to  l>c  paid  ta 
iknowledjw,  to  virtue,  and  to  truth."t 

What  I  consider  as  the  pixnEiar  value  of 
the  followitig  work,  is,  the  ijuantity  it  con-

"There  ore  many  inTisiblecircumalancLti,

virtue,  are  more  imporlant  than  piiMif 
reurreneui.    Thus  Salluat.  the  fp'oat  master 
nature,  has  nut  forgot  in  hi:i  account  uf 
Catiline  to  renurk.  that  his  walk  was  now 
lick,  and  a^vn  slow,  uAaii  indWlioii  of  n 
lind    revolving    with  violent  coninmlion. 
"lus  the  itory  of  Melanctbon  atiords  a 
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•itrikinji  lecture  on  the  Viiluenf  time,  by  in- 
forming Us,  thxt  wb<ii  he  had  made  an  ap- 
pnintmeiit.  he  expected  not  only  the  hour 
Imt  the  minute  to  N'  fisei).  that  the  daj 
mij^it  lint  nm  out  in  the  idleness  of  sa3- 

fcmex  and  all  the  pUiis  and  enterprises  of 
>c  Witt  are  nor  of  Iitw  i  inprrlunce  to  th« 
woi  M  Ihnii  that  part  of  his  porMiiial  character, 
which  rt']>r>eM-nt«  him  a^  caretUl  of  his  health, 
and  n^lieent  of  hU  life. 

"  But  biagrajiliy  has  often  teen  allotted 
to  writers,  wno  seem  very  little  acquainted 
with  the  nature  of  thwr  tank,  or  very  ni-g- 
liijcnt  nbotit  the  jierfonnance-  Tbev'rardy 
aiford  any  oihor  account  than  might  be 
L-olleL'le<l  from  jjiiblic  ii^iK-n,  but  imngine 
themselves  writing  a  life,  when  they  exhibiL 
a  chranolo|];tcal  series  of  actions  or  prefer, 
ments;  and  have  hu  little  rcvard  to  iho 
manners  or  behaviour  of  their  neroes,  that 
more  bwwledge  may  be  g:xined  uf  a  man's 
real  character,liy  a  Bhorl  eunversalion  with 
one  of  his  serrants,  than  tram  a  formal  and 
studied  narrative,  hejfun  with  his  pe<ligree, 
and  endeil  \tilli  Ins  fiiiH'm].^ 

"  There  are,  indeed,  sume  natural  reasoni 
why  these  narmtives  are  often  written  by 
GUc)i  Oft  were  not  likelv  to  give  mucb  in- 
struction or  delist,  and  why  moaturouQtl 
of  pkirtieular  pcTsons  are  barren  and  iiselesa. 
If  a  life  he  delayeil  till  inlen-st  and  eiivy 
are  at  an  end,  we  mar  hope  for  impartiaUty, 
but  mii«t  expect  little  intelligence^' ;  for  the 
iiicidenl^  which  give  exi-ellence  to  liiiHjraphr 
are  of  a  volatile  and  evanescent  kitid,  micd 
oAAoon  esrape  the  menior),  and  arc  rarely 
transmitted  by  trrulition.  We  know  how 
few  can  pniirtray  a  living  acq usiiii lance,  ex* 
ivpt  by  his  most  prominent  and  obser%*ablc 
uarliculArities,  and  the  grosser  features  of 
nis  mind  ;  und  it  mav  lie  eaxilv  imagined  how 
much  oflhis  little  knowledge'  may  be  lost  in 
inipartinc  it.  and  how  soonayiuivssinn  of  co- 
pies will  In«eallre*tfiul!ll«riJ:eoflhfOrigiiiiU."t 
I  am  fiilly  aware  of  the  objections  which 
may  be  made  to  the  minutenew  on  tamt 
occasions  of  my  deUil  of  Johnson's  conver- 
Kition.  and  how  happily  it  is  adapted  for  the 
peity  exercise  of  nJicule.  by  men  of  sujwr* 
timi  understanding  und  luilicnm.^  fumy ; 
hut  I  rvmaiii  linn  and  conlideut  in  my 
opinion,  that  minute  pankulan are  ^equent- 
Ir  characteristie,  ami  always  amusing,  when 
tliey  relate  to  a  distinguished  man.  I  am 
therefore  exceedingly  unwilling  that  any 
thinj^'.  however  slight',  which  my  illustrioiM 
friotid  thought  it  worth  hU  while  to  exprcai, 
with  any  iii-groe  of  point,  shnuld  jierish' 
For  this  alinnst  Mqieml itious  reverence,  I 
huvcfounJ  very  old  and  venerable  authority, 
(liioted  by  our  great  modem  prelute.  .^rki-Ti 
in  whose  tenth  stirmon  there  i»tbc following 
possw:

done  nothing."  Hetotd  Mr.  Lan)^on.  that 
whilf  Hunter  was  tlo)(ginghialioys  unnier- 
citijlly,  he  used  to  say."  And  this  I  do  to 
save  you  from  the  gallows."  .lohnson,  upon, 
all  oceanons,  expreswxl  hi«  apprutiatioo  of 
enforcinaiiutruction  bv  meana  of  the  nxL* 
"  I  would  rather  (muiI  he)  have  the  rod  to 
be  the  i^acral  terror  to  all,  tu  make  them 
k-am,  than  tell  a  child,  if  you  do  tbua,  or 
thus,  yiiu  will  he  imire  estiwmed  than  your 
brothers  or  sislen.

Hlivn  JohnacD  aaw  some  yiiitnv  ladies  in 
Ltacolnslure  who  were  remarkabfy  well  be- 
haved, owing  to  their  mother's  Mtrift  dJsci- 
phne  and  severe  com.'ct  ion,  he  exi,-Uime<],  in 
one  of  Shaktpbare'R  lines,  a  little  varied,! 
■•  Hni,  1  «lll  honoui  Ihae  tor  thii  thy  ihitjr." 

That  auperioritvflver  his  fcUows,  which 
he  miiinuiued  with  so  much  diipiily  in  his 
maivh  throufrh  lite,  was  ut\l  aanumetL  from 
vimilvand  ostentation,  but  wiw  the  natural 
and  constant  clfect  of  those  cxtraordinarr 
now  em  of  nitiid,  of  which  he  could  not  hut 
ue  conscious  bv  cDm|>anNon  ;  (he  intellec' 
tual  difference,'  which,  in  other  ca»es  of 
comparisoii  nf  cliarnrtenv  i^  often  a  matter 
of  undecided  contest,  lieing  as  clear  in  his 
case  as  [be  superiority  ot  stature  in  Home 
men  ahuve  others.  .Tohnson  did  nut  strut 
or  Ktand  on  tiptoe  ;  he  only  diil  not  stonp. 
From  his  earhest  yoais,  his  superioTity  was 
IRTceired  and  ncfcriowli-dged.  lie  was,  from 
the  beginning.  dra{4*J'(>wf,  a  king  of  men. 
HisschooHellow.  Mr.  Hector,  ha.«  ublipnglv 
furnished  me  wiUi  many  pnrticuljirs  of  hu 
bdvi'ih  days;  and  assured  ctie  that  he  tiL-ver 
kn't'w  him'  corrected  at  «hool,  but  for  talk- 
ing and  diverting  other  Iwiys  from  their 
buriine^-t.  He  !»eemetl  to  learn  by  intui- 
tion :  for  though  indolence  and  prorraa- 
tination  were  mherent  in  his  cotwtltiiliim, 
whcueriTlie  made  an  exertion,  he  did  more 
thnn  iiiiy  one  else.  In  short,  he  is  a  mo. 
morable  instance  of  wh.it  has  In-en  otleo 
obaer^'ed,  tliat  the  hoy  is  the  man  in  mi* 
ninture;  and  that  llie  distinguishing  cho*

lie  di^uvcrea  agreat  ambition  to  excel, 
wliii'li  roitved  him  to  counteract  hi«  indo- 
lence  He  was  uncoirmonly  iiiquisilivv  ; 
and  his  tMasicry  was  m  lenadous.  that  he 
never  forgot  ony  thiit^f  that  he  eilhiT  hean) 
or  read.  Mr-  Hector  rtinttnlifrs  having; 
recited  to  lum  eii^hteen  verses,  which,  aiXer 
a  little  pauae,  be  repeated  verbatim,  varviti^ 
ooljr  one  epithet,  by  which  he  iinjirdvi^l  the 
lioe. 

He  never  joined  with  the  other  boys  in 
their  ordinary  dirvr«iona;  bis  only  amiise- 
mest  was  in  winter,  whi-n  he  Itxtk  a  iilraMin.- 
in  h^nf(  drawn  upon  the  ice  by  a  boy  bare- 
feoted,  who  nulled  htm  ulun|t  by  a  fiartcr 
fixed  round  nim  ■.  n»  very  easy  opemtion, 
ifl  his  siee  wa»  remarkably  large.  His  Je- 
fective  flight,  bideed,  prevented  liitr  f^tini 
eno/inff  the  common  sports;  and  he  once 
plaMantlr  remarked  to  me,  '^  bnw  wondi-r- 
nillr  we[l  be  had  cooliivod  to  be  idle  with, 
out' them."  Lord  Chesterfield,  however, 
has  Justly  obaerved  in  one  of  his  letten, 
when  eameatly  cautioning  &  friend  ikgainst 
Uw  pemieiaua  ofTccts  of  iilleneaa.  that 
active  aporta  are  not  to  be  reckoneil  idleness 
in  younK  peuplc  {  and  that  the  Uiitli-sa 
turpor  m  doinff  nalhiri|;,  alone  desc^rves 
that  name.  Of  this  dismal  incrLni-»!  of 
dlfpo«tton,  .lolui«»u  had  all  his  liti-  loo  grcaX. 
a  share.  Mr.  Hector  relates,  thai  "  hi,- 
could  not  oblitfO  him  more  than  by  saimter- 
IDK  away  the  houis  uf  vacation  in  the  licldfl, 
during  vhicb  be  was  mare  c-ii|.ineil  in  tiJk- 
intf  to  himself  than  to  hin  coinpanion." 

l>r.  I'prcT.  the  1(l-Jiu}i  nf  Drwniore,  who 
was  lonfjiniimalelyacqiiaiiiUtl  with  hiin.und 
has  prtTUTved  a  iew  anecdotes  concerning 
him.  regretting  that  he  wan  not  *  more  tli- 
tigent  collector,  informH  mo,  tlial,  *'  wbfri  a 
boy,  Ih*  wu  inuniiiliTuU-lv  fond  of  reattinjj 
jtmaacM  of  chivalry,  uml  be  retained  hw

(adds  hia  lordship)  spendbig  part  of  a 
mer  at  my  jiRrsunsge-hoixe  in  the  enuntiT* 
he  chow 'lor  hi*  TwuUir  reading  the  gk

shire,  of  which  Mr.  Wi-ntworth 
master.  This  »tep  was  taken  bv  tbel 
of  his  cousin,  the  Rev.  >fr.  1-  ord,  a 
in  whom  both  tolentjt  and  good  dinpotdtions 
were  diflgrBced  by  liceDtioUBneaa,t  but  wbt 
was  a  very  nlile  judge  of  what  was  rigfaL 
At  this  achool,  he  did  not  rvceive  wo  awck 
benefit  as  was  expected.

The  "morbid  nicUncholy."  whii-h  was 
lurking;  in  hiM  i-onstitution.  and  to  which  we 
may  ascribe  ihose  mrtiailurities,  and  that 
aversion  bi  n.-g)ilftr  liic,  which  at  a  verv  «ir- 
ly  period  marked  bis  iharacter.  ^tVred 
such  Mrenglh  in  his  twentieth  year,  as  to 
afflict  liiiii  nt  II  dreadful  i)ui:uH-r.  '  While  lie 
WM  al  Lichlield,  iu  the  collt-Ke  vacatiim  ot 
the  year  172M,  he  filt  himself  overwhelmed 
with  a  horribltr  hvpoLhondria,  witlt  i>eqietiial 
irritation.  fretfulneM),  and  imimticnce;  ami 
with  a  de^isctiontghiom,  mid  dt-7i|uiir,  whicb 
inaile  exist*;iice  misery.  From  thiti  dismal 
nmbtdv  be  never  afterward  W4«  perfectly  re- 
lieved: and  all  his  labours,  and  all  his  en- 
joyments, were  hut  lem)>vniry  intemtptioiia

Jnhnann.  upon  the  tint  violent  attack  of 
thb  diaorder,  strove  to  OTenome  it  bv  for- 
cible eiertiona.  He  freijiienllv  walked  to 
Birmiiif^m  and  back  asnin,  aiiit  tiiv^l  manr 
other  expetBenta ;  tnit  ul  in  \-un.  Mis  ex- 
pmdoo  concerning  il  to  me  was.  *'  1  ilid 
not  then  know  how  to  manager  it."  Hi«diB- 
trrm  bvcame  ki  inloVralile.  that  he  a[>i:lit.'d 
to  Dr.  SwinlWn,  phvaician  in  IJchficW.  hU 
oodtathvr,  and  put  lato  liis  haiids  a  vtalc  of 
Sis  cue,  vriR«n  in  Latin.  Dr.  Srinfeii  was 
H  much  Mnick  with  ttie  extraunlinurr  ■- 
CtitenoB,  research,  and  cloquwicv  of  this  pa- 
per, that,  in  Kcal  ti>rhig  giHKm,  bv  tihi-wed 
It  to  aereral  jMMpk-  fll^  (Itiuf^litfr.  AIr». 
Desmvulids,  who  was  many  vcan  humanely 
sopported  in  Dr.  Juhiison's  huueo  in  I^ii- 
don.  lold  iiKS  thnt  upon  his  discovering  Ihnt 
Dr.  Svintbn  had  roninninioatoii  hj&  caac^  h? 
was  so  much  otl'pndrd.  that  bt;  vaa  never  af. 
terward  fully  Teninciled  to  him.  lie  indotti 
had  good  maon  to  be  nffendiid ;  for.  though 
Dr.  Bwinfen'g  Tnoiivc  was  good,  he  inconsi- 
deratelr  betrsycd  a  matter  deeply  interesiT- 
ing  uiid  of  grc»l  ilclicjicv,  which  Imil  b««  in- 
trusted to  him  in  confidpncc:  and  exposed 
aconiplautl  of  hi«yount{  frimdand  patient, 
which,  in  the  superficial  opinion  of  the  gene- 
raUtj  of  mankinil,  ia  attended  with  coDt«tn]>t 
and  disgrace. 

But  let  not  little  men  triumph  upon 
knowing  that  Johnson  wa«  an  Hypockov- 
DSiAC,  was  sut)je?t  to  irtiat  the  leumed, 
philosophical,  and  ptoua  Dr.  Chcme  hat  »d 
welltreoted  under  thi*  title  of  "  'Fhe  Eiig- 
liah  Mabd;.*  Though  he  suHered  wvere- 
Jjr  A-oin  it,  be  was  not  therefore  degraded. 
Tbe  powera  ofhti  great  itiind  might  bv  trou> 
bbd,  lod  their  full  ext-rriAe  «ti]i|>ended  at 
tfaBMt  but  the  mind  itself  was  ever  entire.

il***KL.\A.     Rut  there  is  surelv  a  clear  dix.

Prince  of  (»r»nge,in'aa)nverMlian  wkidil 
bad  with  hiniKveral  vean  ago:  end  be  ex- 
pounded it  thus ;  *''  M  («aid  ht.*)  a  man  tclb 
me  that  he  b  grii-vtnisty  disturbed.  Tor  that 
he  hnapinn  he  tiees  a  niSian  cotuing  against 
him  with  a  drawn  <iw(ird,  thou^  at  the  nne 
time  he  is  amteiotu  it  is  a  deluaiolu  I  m. 
nounoe  him  to  have  a  disordered  itnagim- 
tion  ;  but  if  a  man  tells  me  that  be  sms  this, 
and  in  conKtemation  calls  to  me  to  look  it 
it,  I  pronotitice  him  to  be  ntmL" 

It  i«  t  common  eS'ect  of  low  sfdrilaorBM- 
lanchulv.  to  nuke  those  who  are  sfltieted 
with  it  imagine  that  ihey  are  ■etuallv  snT- 
fering  those  (n-tls  which  happen  to  be  aMM 
strongly  presented  to  their  minds.  Sooae 
have  fiincued  themselves  to  be  deprived  of 
the  use  of  their  limbs.  Mine  to  labour  under 
aeiile  dixeimcs,  other*  to  be  in  extreme  po- 
verty ;  when,  in  truth,  there  waa  not  the 
k^ast  reality  in  any  of  the  suiijMJMtions;  w 
that,  when  the  vapours  were ilunwltoil,  thrr 
were  convince  or  tbe  delusion.  To  John- 
son, wlmrie  supreme  enjoyment  wan  the  ex- 
ercise of  his  reason,  the  diHturbouce  or  ob- 
scuration of  that  fernltv  was  the  e^-il  n«n 
to  he  dreadnl.  lusunttv.  therefore,  was  the 
tiJijcct  of  hifl  ni«rt  dij-Tnal  apprehension  s  od 
he  lancied  himself  seized  by  it,  orai^macb- 
tng  to  it,  at  the  very  time  wb^-n  he  wan  giv- 
ing |Troo(s  of  a  tiinre  than  ordinary  aound- 
netis  and  vigour  of  judgement.  TfaKt  hif 
owndiftea.«ed  iniajj^nation  should  bare  aofa 
deceived  him  is  strange;  bnt  it  is  utrat^er 
•ititl  that   iomc  of  his  tViends  should  have 

S'ven  credit  to  Iti.t  groundless  opinion,  wbn 
ey  had  such  undoubleil  pruuFi  that  Hwas 
totally  fQllaeious :  though  it  i»  by  no  mens 
^ltl^prI^irlg  lha(  tbiM-nlio  wish  to  deprcosAc 
him,  should,  $ini;e  his  death,  huve  laid  boU 
of  this  ^'irL-unist:ince,  and  insisted  upon  b 
with  verr  uiiliiir  aggrBviiliim. 

Amidst  the  opprL'saion  and  dtslractioB  of 
a  disease,  which  very  few  have  felt  in  ill 
full  extent,  but  maiiv  have  experienced  in  ■ 
sbghtcr  degree  John»on,  in  his  writinn 
and  in  his  conver^iation,  never  fUled  toib* 
play  all  the  varictii-s  of  iiitelleclual  excel- 
lence. In  hi^n  march  through  this  world  to 
a  l)otter,  hia  mind  stilt  uiiiicared  grand  ami 
brilliant,  and  impresBed  allaruunuhim  witl 
the  truth  of  Virgil's  noble  sentlmail —

The  history  of  Km  mind  as  to  religion  is  as 
imporUnt  artirJe.  I  have  menboiwd  Or 
«mny  impreMioru  made  Upon  his  lender  ini* 
gination  by  his  mother,  who  rontin(ii<d  her 
ptous  ciuvs  with  assiduity,  but,  in  hia  opU 
ntori,  not  with  Juidj^Ltnent.     *'  Sunday  (fluil 
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he)  waa  s  heavr  dar  with  me  when  I  was  i 
bnr-  Mt  niotaer  coaflnni  me  mi  that  lUj, 
and  made  me  read  'The  Whole  Dutv  of 
Man/  from  a  great  put  of  which  I  could  de- 
rive no  inxtnictiuii-  WTiwi,  for  io-rtaiire,  T 
had  read  the  chapter  on  theft,  which,  from 
mv  infiuicj,  I  tuo  been  taught  was  wron);,  1 
was  BO  more  convinn^d  that  thirft  wa*  wrong 
than  bd(>re ;  ao  there  waa  no  ncce^an  a! 
knowledge.  A  boy  should  ho  introduced  lu 
auoh  hoou,  by  having htiatteutian  direited 
to  the  arrangement,  to  the  ntvle,  and  uther 
excdkodca  of  commniliDti :  that  the  mind. 
bmam  Uios  engaged  hy  an  Amtuing  variety  ot 
o^Ml^iDay  Doigrow  wrary." 

He  communicated  to  me  the  fbllowiRj; 
particulan  upon  the  subject  of  liia  rcligioua 
tuogrtaa.  ""I  (cU  into  an  inattention  to  rc- 
Ugioo,  or  an  indifference  about  it.  in  my 
■tnth  year.  'Vhe  church  at  [jchficld,  in 
which  we  had  a  aeat,  wanted  n^jianitiim,  so 
I  waa  lo  ffo  and  find  a  teat  in  other  churches ; 
and  faavms  bad  eyes,  and  bein^  awkward 
aboot  thia.  1  used  to  go  and  rrad  in  llie  fu-lilj 
oa  Suodar.  Tbii  habit  continued  till  my 
tbottcmth  year ;  and  still  I  find  a  great  reluc- 
tuee  to  goto  church.  I  then  became  a aurt 
ti  lax  lubfr  againat  rclifjion,  lor  I  did  not 
nucfa  lAntJk  sgainit  it;  and  this  Lasted  till  I 
went  to  Ocfbrd,  where  it  wgiild  nut  lie  *v/- 
ftrtd.  When  at  (Jxtbrd,  I  took  up  '  Law's

foond  Law  quite  an  overrtintch  for  me ;  mid 
tkia  WBf  Che  flnt  occasion  nf  my  thinking  in 
cameat  of  rvBgion,  after  I  became  ca|ialjle 
•f  rational  inquiry/'*

the  momentous  ctmciTiis  of  eternity,  and  of 
"what  he  iAinild  do  to  be  saved,"  may 
for  ever  be  produced  in  opposition  to  the 
mpcrficial  and  uometiinea  profime  contempt 
thai  has  been  thrown  upon  tho*c  occasional 
impruHDiw  which  itis  certain  many  Cbris- 
tians  bar*  experienced ;  though  it  mutt  be 
acknowledged  that  weak  itiindm  from  an 
erroneous  supposition  that  no  man  i^  in  a 
state  of  grace  who  haa  not  &H  a  particular 
conversion,  have,  in  some  cases,  brought  a 
degree  of  ridicule  upon  them;  a  ridicule, 
of  which  it  Id  incrvnsidenite  or  unfair  to 
rtiake  a  general  a|i|tli cation. 

How  seriously  Juhii^nn  was  impressed 
with  aseiue  of  religion,  e.-en  in  the  vigour 
nf  his  ynuth,  ap))ears  from  the  following 
Mnage  in  his  minutea,  kept  by  way  of 
diary:  "Sept.  7.  HM.  1  have  this"  day 
entered  npcm  my  28lli  year.  Tklayest  thou, 
O  tiud.  enable  me,  for  Jesus  Ohnst's  soke, 
lo  Rpeiid  this  ill  such  a  manner,  tlml  I  may 
receive  comfort  from  it  at  the  hour  of  death, 
and  in  tlte  tlay  of  jodgeuient  ^  Amen." 

The  particular  course  of  lii.*  rc-aillng  while 
at  Oxford,  and  during  the  time  of  vai:ation 
which  he  pa.>uied  at  home,  cannot  !>e  tmce^L 
Kmuugh  UiL5  been  wiiil  of  hxi  irregular  mode 
of  sluuv.  lie  tolil  me,  thai  from  liis  earliest 
years  lie  Inved  to  read  poetry,  but  hanlly 
ever  read  tiny  poem  tu  uii  end  j  that  he  reail 
^hakjiiieort,'  at  a  i>eri<wl  so  early,  tlml  llic 
Bjieei-htiftlie  (Jhost  in  Hamlet  lorritied  him 
whenhe  was  alone  ;  that  Hor.iic'iiOiledwere 
the  compositions  in  wjiich  he  tuok  most  Ji> 
Xi^xt,  unci  it  was  long  before  He  like<l  hit 
Kpistles  ami  Snliri-s.  lie  told  me  what  lie 
read  toiiiHf/  ut  Oxford  was  Greek  ;  not  the 
flrecian  historians,  tut  Homer  and  Kiiri- 
pjileit.  and  now  and  then  ii  little  Knigram  ; 
that  the  stmlv  of  which  be  wit-i  llie  nHWt 
fond,  WM  ?lfetapliysic*.  but  be  had  nol 
read  niucli,  even  ih  thatvav.  I  always 
thought  that  he  did  himself  iiijuslire  in  Uia 
luvount  of  what  he  had  read,  and  that  he 
must  have  been  spciiking  with  reference  Co 
the  vant  jwrtion  of  stuiTv  which  is  pooailtle^ 
and  to  which  few  scholar*  in  the  wEiole  his- 
tory of  literature  have  attained  j  for  wlien 
I  once  ask^  him  whether  a  ]rt»oii,  whose 
name  I  have  now  foi^ttijn,  *tudied  hard, 
he  answered,  "No,  Sir.  I  do  not  Mieve  he 
studied  hanL  I  never  knew  a  man  who 
studied  hard.  1  comluil'i)',  indeciU  fnmi  th« 
effects,  that  some  inun  liuve  studied  Intnl.  aa 
llenlley  and  Clarke."    Trying  hini  by  that

Hia  apirited  retusal  of  an  eleemosynary 
m|idy  of  aboefl  arow,  no  doubt,  front  a 
raper  pride.

iipcMitUHi  at  times,  as  acknowledged  by 
inuelf  in  bis  Mcdit^ona.  and  the  exunie- 
(tiaoa  with  which  some  have  trcatedtne 
BculiArilies  of  his  character,  I  should  Dot 
oodc-r  to  he.ir  it  ascribed  to  a  principle  of 
tpersiitiou't  iiirtrlifii-atioii  ;  nit  we  aru  told

0>mpellfil.  thc-refore.  byir- 
resiJitible  necesaitT,  he  left  the  Coilege  in 
autumn,  t7HLi  witSimt  adogrve,  IiavingKieen 
a  member  of  it  little  more  than  three  yenn. 
I>r.  Adums  the  worthy  and  rea]»ect4iMe 
master  of  Pemhnike  C'olfep*,  haa  gemTallr 
had  the  repulatioit  of  being  Johnsons 
tulnr.  The  fact,  however,  is.  that  In  17SI| 
Mr.  Jontcn  igtiitted  tlie  College,  and  his 
pupUii  wt:re  transferred  to  I>r.  Adams ;  no 
that  liad  Johnson  returned,  Dr.  Adams 
Hvui'l  Anrw  liem  hu  fuiirr.  It  is  to  l)0  wi3ih<.tl, 
(bat  liiiij  connexion  had  taken  place.  His 
e()ual  temper,  mild  dlspoaition,  and  polite- 
iH->4  (iT  manners,  might  have  insensibly 
sojtened  the  handuiea  of  Johnson,  and  in- 
fustrd  into  him  those  mora  delicate  charities, 
thrill-  jwlil/n  rrtnraiei,  in  whit'h,  it  must  be 
caiite**ed,  our  great  moraU-ot  was  mure  de- 
(inL-nt  titan  hisliest  friends  niulii  fully  Jus. 
lify.  I>r.  Ailiuiis  juiid  .luhnsan  this  high 
comulinrciit-  ile  miti]  to  iiic  at  OxfiirH,  in 
\^^n,  "  I  was  his  numitial  tutor;  Init  he 
was  above  tny  mark."  When  1  repeated  it 
to  .lohnitcnt,  hia  eyes  Hashed  with  grateful 
salififoi'tion,  and  he  exclaimed,  ^  Tnat  was 
libcml  and  noble." 

Ami  now  (t  had  almost  said  poor)  Samuel 
.lohniwii  returned  lu  Ins  native  nlyt  desti- 
tute, and  not  knowing  how  he  shtitdd  gain 
even  a  decent  liveEhood.  lits  Bttber's  mis> 
fortunes  in  trade  rendered  him  unnhlv  to 
support  his  wn ;  and  for  some  time  there 
appeared  no  means  by  wliich  he  oculd  main* 
taui  himself.

&iherot'  thcffrest  oniBmi-nl  of  tiie  llritisb 
stage;  but,  tEarc  all.  Mr.  tlilbert  Walmiu 
ley,*  Refnrtrar  uf  tlic  Kcclefdaatical  Court 
at  Licb&eld,  wh«K  c-hnrsctcr,  lufl|;  aA«r  hii 
d«icane.  Dr.  Johiuton  has,  in  las  tt&  ol 
tlilmimrf  Smith,  thrift  lira wn  iii  the  glowin);

Aniidat  tlii»  cold  obocunty,  there  was  unc 
hrilliunt  circumstance  to  chi-iT  him ;  he  was 
well  act|uainted  with  Mr.  Henry  Iler^ey,' 
one  of  the  hnniL-hea  gf  the  lUilile  fmiiily  vl 
that  name,  whu  bud  Wvu  miartrrcd  at  I.ich- 
tk-ld  aa  an  otticL-rof  the  army,  ami  had  nt 
this  time  a  house  in  Londaii,  where  .Tttlinsun 
w«a  rrmjiientW  eiilertuhnvl,  sind  had  an

He,  however, 
indulged  himself  in  orcoaionol  little  ialliea, 
whidi  the  Kreneh  so  bappilv  express  by  the 
tenn  Jruj-  tTftprit,  and  wnicn  will  be  noticed 
in  their  order,  in  the  iirogma  of  this  work. 

Itut  what  fivl  displayed  hie  transcen- 
dent  powers;,  and  "  gave  the  world  aasu- 
niuceof  the  Mak."  was  his  "  LoynoK,* 
poem  in  Imilution  of  the  Thinl  Satire  of 
.luveual;"  which  came  out  in  May  this 
yoar,  and  liuntt  forth  with  splendour,  the 
ruys  of  which  H'ill  fi>r  ever  encircle  his  naxne. 
Uoileau  had  imitated  the  same  satire  with 
great  muc***.  J^'ptying  it  to  tans  t  but  on 
allemive  cum^ianson  will  satisfy  every  read- 
er, tlul  he  is  much  exwUed  by  tlie  English 
JuveinL  Oldham  had  slw  imitated  it,  and 
applied  it  to  Ixiiidun:  all  whif:b  jierfiirm- 
anoM  concur  to  prove,  thai  grc«t  cities,  in 
every  ajje,  and  in  every  country,  will  fur- 
nirfi  Biiiiibr  topics  of  satire.  Mtether 
JoiiDMjn  luul  pre%-iituHly  read  Oldham's  imi- 
l.itioii,  1  t!u  not  ki'uw:  but  it  is  not  a  little 
r.-uiarkable.  that  Ihur*.-  ia  scarcely  any  coin- 
eidenrc  found  between  the  two  perfinr- 
manees,  though  upon  the  very  samesubioct.

Oldham's,  though  less  elegant,  is  more 
juat:

Where,  or  in  what  manner,  this  poem 
was  composed,  I  am  sorry  that  I  neglected 
to  ascertain  with  j;reci£ion,  from  Johnson's 
own  authority.  He  has  marked  upon  his 
corrected  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  it, 
'■'■  Written  in  173R ;"  and,  as  it  was  publish- 
ed in  the  month  of  Alay  in  thai  year,  it  is 
evident  that  much  time  was  not  employed 
in  preparing  it  for  the  press.  The  hiatory 
of  its  publication  I  am  enabled  to  give  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner ;  and  judgmg  from 
myself,  and  manv  of  my  friends,  I  trust  that 
it  will  not  be  unfnteresting  to  my  readers. 

We  may  be  certain,  though  it  ia  not  ex- 
prejslv  named  in  the  following  letters  to 
Mr.  Cave,  in  1738,  that  they  aO  relate  to 
it!

and  incenious  Mr.  Robert  Dudsley  hail  taste 
enouKli  tti  |>erccire  ita  uumminuii  merit, 
and  thought  it  creditable  to  have  a  sharo  in 
it.

I  may  hen*  ohser^'e,  that  iJohnson  ip> 
penred  to  mc  to  under>-alue  I'au!  Whitehead 
Upon  erery  ocpision  wheii  liu  was  mencioned, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  did  not  do  htm  justice ; 
but  when  il  is  coii.iiiU.'re<l  that  Paul  White- 
head was  a  member  of  a  rict<)u<i  and  profane 
club,  we  may  accaunt  for  .lohttsoti's  h-ivinfj 
a  prejuilirt'  againtt  bin.  P.tiuI  Wliilehwiii 
was.  indeed,  unfortunate  in  belns  n^jt  only 
sU^htcd  bv  Johnson,  but  violently  attacked 
by  Churcbil),  who  utlera  tlie  following  uu- 
precxtion :

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came  out  on  the  same  morning  with  Pope's 
satire,  entitled  "  1738 ;"  so  that  England 
had  at  once  its  Juvenal  and  Horace  as  poet< 
ical  monitors.  The  Reverend  Dr.  Doug- 
las, now  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  to  whom  I  am 
indebted  for  some  obliging  communications, 
was  then  a  student  at  Oxford,  and  remem- 
bers well  the  effect  which "  London"  pro- 
duced- Ever;  body  was  deUghted  with  it ; 
and  there  being  no  name  to  it,  the  first  buz 
of  the  literarr  circles  was,  "  here  is  an  un- 
known poet,^reater  even  than  Pope."  And 
it  is  recordea  in  the  Gentleman's  Magazine 
of  that  year,*  that  it  "got  to  the  second 
edition  in  the  course  of  a  week." 

One  of  the  wannest  patrons  of  this  poem 
on  its  first  appearance,  was  General  Oole- 
THORFE,  whose  "  strong  benevolence  of 
soul"  was  unabated  during  the  course  of  a 
very  long  life ;  though  it  is  painful  to  think, 
that  he  nad  but  too  much  reason  to  become 
cold,  and  callous,  and  discontented  with  the 
world,  from  the  neglect  which  he  experi- 
enced of  his  public  and  private  worth,  by 
those  in  whose  power  it  was  to  gratify  so 
gallant  a  veteran  with  marks  of  distinction. 
This  extraordinan'  person  was  as  remarka- 
ble for  his  learning  and  taste,  as  for  his  other 
eminent  qualities;  and  no  man  was  more 
prompt,  active,  and  generous,  in  encoura- 
ging merit-  I  have  heard  Johnson  grate- 
ful^ acknowledge,  in  his  presence,  the  kind 
and  effectual  support  which  he  gave  to  his 
**  I^ndon,"  though  unacquainted  with  its 
author. 

Pope,  who  then  filled  the  poetical  throne 
without  a  rival,  it  may  reasonably  be  pre- 
sumed, must  have  been  particularly  struck 
by  the  sudden  appearance  of  such  a  poet ; 
aiiA,  to  his  cre<ut,  let  it  be  remembered, 
that  his  feelings  and  conduct  on  the  occasion 
were  candid  and  liberaL  He  requested  Mr. 
Richardson,  son  of  the  jiMuter,  to  endeavour 
to  find  out  who  this  new  author  was.  Mr. 
Richardson,  after  some  inquiry,  having  in- 
formed him  that  he  had  discovered  only 
that  his  name  was  Johnson,  and  that  he  via 
some  obscure  man,  Pope  said,  "  He  will 
soon  be  dtterTi."f  We  shall  presently  see, 
from  a  note  written  by  Pope,  that  he  was 
himself,  afterward,  more  successful  in  his 
inquiries  than  his  ^end. 

That  in  this  justly-celebrated  poem  may 
be  found  a  few  rhymes  which  the  critical 
precision  of  English  prosody  at  this  dav 
would  disallow,  cannot  oe  denied ;  but  witli 
this  small  imperfection,  which  in  the  general 
blaze  of  its  excellence  is  not  perceived,  till 
the  mind  bos  subsided  into  cool  attention, 
it  is,  undoubtedly,  one  of  the  noblest  pro- 
ductions in  our  lajiguage,  both  for  sentiment 
and  expression.  The  nation  was  then  in 
that  ferment  ogunst  the  Court  and  the

Ministry,  which  some  years  after  ended  in 
the  down&l  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole ;  and  ts 
it  has  been  said,  that  Tories  are  Whigs 
when  out  of  place,  and  Whigs  Tories  when 
in  place;  so,  as  a  ^Vhig  Administntion 
ruled  with  what  force  it  could,  a  Torr  Op- 
position had  all  the  animation  and  all  the 
eloquence  of  resistance  to  power,  aided  bj 
the  common  topics  of  patriotism,  liberty, 
and  independence !  Accordingly,  we  find 
in  Johnson's  "  London"  the  most  spdrited 
invectives  against  tyrannv  and  oppresmoo, 
the  wannest  [iredi  lection  lor  bis  own  coun- 
try, and  the  purest  love  of  virtue;  inter- 
spersed with  traits  of  his  own  particular 
character  and  situation,  not  omitting  bs 
prejudices  as  a  "  true-bom  EngliBlinMii,*'^ 
not  onlv  against  foreign  countriea,  bat 
against  Irelimd  and  Scotland.  On  some  ii 
these  topics  I  shall  quote  a  few  paas^^es:

We  may  easilv  conceive  with  whatfedof 
a  great  mind  like  bis,  cramped  and  gaUei 
bv  narrow  circumstances,  uttered  thia  hd 
Lne,  which  he  marked  by  capitalAi  Itc 
whole  of  the  poem  is  enunent^  a'^^fll— t^ 
and  there  are  in  it  such  prooGi  of  «  know- 
ledge of  the  world,  r.nd  of  a  mature  tp"™- 
tance  with  life,  as  cannot  be  cont^uatei 
without  wonder,  when  we  consider  t&itht 
was  then  only  in  his  tweDty-ninth  jttt, 
and  had  yet  been  so  tittle  iii  th«  **\nif 
haunts  or  men." 

Yet,  while  we  admire  the  poeUcal  euA 
lence  of  this  poem,  candour  obliga  ui  Ht 
allow,  that  the  fiame  of  patriotia^i  and  airf 
for  popular  resistance  with  wUdi  H  b* 
frausht,  had  no  just  cause.  There  wMi  ii 
trutn,  no  '*  oppresmon  ;"  the  "  natiflD**  va 
not  "  cheated.'^  Sir  Robert  Walpole  n  t 
wise  and  a  benevolent  minister,  wnoUMN^ 
that  the  happiness  and  prospeiitv  of  s  nM* 
mercial  country  like  ours  wotild  be  belt 
promoted  by  peace,  which  he  sccoidinjilj 
maintained  with  credit,  during  a  Tery  kag 
period.  Johnson  himself  afterward  hona^ 
acknowledged  the  merit  of  Walpole,  whm 
he  called  **  a  fixed  star;"  while  be  dian^- 
terised  his  opponent,  Pitt,  as  ^  a  meteor.* 
But  Johnson's  juvenile  poem  was  natmiB^ 
impr^^ated  with  the  fire  of  opptwlJA

It  docs  ncit  appear  that  he  wrote  any  thing 
in  I7'14  for  the  (ientleman's  Alugii^iiic,  but 
the  Prefiwre-l*]  HislifefTf  Uarrelier  wasnow 
re-published  in  a  p.inii>hU-t  by  ilT'clf.  But  bf 
produced  niie  work  this  year,  fully  hutTiricnt 
to  mHiittuiii  the  high  reputation  which  be 
had  acquired.  This  was  "  The  Liyf  or 
Uechard  Sav*ck;"[*|  a  man.  of  whom  it 
iddiflieitlltospeiilt  Iiutinrtially,  without  won> 
ilcring  that  ho  was  tor  some  time  the  inti- 
mate companion  of  Johnson  ;  for  his  clmnr- 
terf  waa  marked  by  prntligacv,  insolence 
ajid  ingrutitudc  :  yet,  a»  he  undoubtedly  ImhI 
IL  warm  And  vigorous,  though  unregiilattd 
mind,  had  seen  life  in  all  ita  vnriolioa^, 
been  much  In  the  company  uf  the  stdt<~ 
end  wits  of  bj>  tlnit.  he  could  commw 
to  .Tohnson  an  abundant  supply  of  aucb 
teruls  as  hbi  |iliLluai>pblcu  curlatdtT  n«l 
eagerly  desiri>ii ;  nnd,  as  Savt^'a  inlaftir. 
tuiKvi  and  mUconduct  had  reduced  hlai  to 
the  lowest  sLate  of  wretchtfdneaa  as  a  wri.

In  February.  1744,  it  nccunUiigly  came 
forth  from  the  shop  of  Koberts,  between 
whom  and  Johnson  i  have  nnt  traced  any 
lunnexion,  exceiit  the  casual  one  of  thu 
publiration.  In  Johnson's *>  I  jfeof  Savage," 
atUtough  it  must  be  allowed  that  itsniortlb 
the  reversL'  of  -  "  Rtipittre  ejemplar  vitm  mo- 
mmijue  jnUbo,"  a  very  useftil  U-won  is  ineuU 
cxted  to  guard  men  of  wami  pSNtionii  from  a 
toufreflndulgericpuf  tbeni;  and  the  various 
incidents  are  rt'laled  in  so  clear  lUiJ  aiiimnt^Ml 
■  m.-uiner,  and  ILluminatod  throughout  with 
H-  niiK'h  [itiiloujihy,  that  it  is  one  of  the 
most  iiiterestuig  narratives  in  the  Knglisb 
Unguiige.  Sir  -lusliiu  Iteynolds  told  uie, 
that  u]i«n  his  return  front  Italy  he  met  with 
it  in  Itcvnnshiir,  Lmiwing  tmlhiiif^  of  its 
Blithe,  Slid  began  to  reml  it  while  lie  was 
standing  with  his  arm  leaning  against  a 
ehitiiitey'piecc.  It  seized  his  att«ntKin  ao 
stronglv.  that,  not  being  able  to  lay  down  tbe 
liouk  till  he  had  fint^ml  it,  when  he  at< 
lempti-d  to  move,  he  found  his  arm  totaily 
bwumbed.  The  rapidity  with  which  tht« 
work  wus  compoaed,  is  a  wonderful  circum< 
i»tance.    Johnson  has  been  beard  to  say, "  I

He  exhibits  the  genius  of  Savage  to  the 
Dest  advantage,  in  t&e  specimens  uf  his  poe- 
try which  he  has  selected,  some  of  which 
are  of  uncommon  merit.  We,  indeed,  occa- 
sionally find  Buch  vigour  and  such  point,  as 
miffht  make  us  suppose  that  the  K^nerous 
aid  of  Johnson  haQ  been  imparted  to  his 
friend.  Mr.  Thomas  Warton  made  this  re- 
made tome;  and^'in  support  of  it,  quoted, 
from  the  poem  entitled  "  The  Bastard,"  a 
line  in  wliich  the  &ncied  superiority  of  one 
"stamped  in  Nature's  mint  with  ecstasy," 
is  contrasted  with  a  regular  lawful  descend- 
ant of  some  great  and  ancient  family : 
"  No  tenth  tniumltta  of  a  (boUdi  fwx." 
But  the  fiwt  is,  that  this  poem  was  published 
some  years  befbie  Johnson  and  Savage  were 
acQuainted. 

It  is  remarkable,  that  in  thia  biographi- 
cal disquisition  there  appears  a  very  strong 
ivmptom  of  Johnson's  pr^udice  against 
iJiayers ;  a  prejudice  which  may  be  attri- 
Duted  to  the  tbllowing  causes :  first,  the  im- 
perftction  of  his  organs,  which  were  so  de- 
ibctive  that  he  was  not  susceptible  of  the 
fine  impreasions  which  theatrind  excellence 
produces  uiion  the  generality  of  manlcind ; 
secondly,  the  cold  rejection  of  bis  tragedy  ; 
and,  lastly,  the  brilliant  success  of  Garriclc, 
who  had  been  his  pupil,  who  had  come  to 
Ijondon  at  the  same  time  with  him,  not  in  a 
much  more  prosperous  state  than  himself, 
and  whose  talents  he  undoubtedly  rated  low, 
coupared  with  his  own.  Hia  being  out- 
■tripped  by  his  pupil  in  the  race  of  immedi- 
ate nune,  as  well  as  of  fortune,  probably 
made  him  feel  some  indignation,  as  thinking 
that  whatever  might  be  Garrick's  merits  in 
his  art,  the  reward  was  too  great  when  com- 
pared with  what  the  moat  successful  eflbrts 
of  literary  labour  could  attain.  At  all  pe- 
riods of  his  life,  Johnson  used  to  talk  con- 
temptuously of  players,  but  in  this  work  he 
■peuaof  them  with  peculiar  acrimony;  tor 
which,  pciiiapa,  there  was  formerlv  too  much 
reaaoQ,  from  the  licentious  ana  diasolute 
manners  of  those  engued  in  that  profession. 
It  la  but  justice  to  adt^  that  in  our  awn  time 
lucb  a  dunge  has  taken  place,  that  there  is 
no  bnger  room  for  such  an  tmfavourable 
dlitinction. 

His  schoolfellow  and  friend,  Dr.  Tajbr, 
told  me  a  pleasant  anecdote  of  Johnson's 
triumphing  over  his  pupil,  David  Garrick. 
When  that  greet  actor  had  played  some  lit- 
tle time  at  Goodman's  fields,  Johnson  and 
Taylor  went  to  see  him  perform,  and  after- 
wards passed  the  evening  at  a  tavern  with 
bim  and  fM  Gifiard.  Johnson,  who  was 
ever  depredating  stage-players,  after  ccn- 
CuHng  some  mistakes  in  emphaais,  which

Garrick  had  coouQlCted  in  thecoune  of  tbtf 
night's  acting,  8aid>  ^  The  pliyers.  Sir,  hsit 
got  a  kind  ofrant,  with  wUch  they  rmoi, 
without  any  n^urd  either  to  accent  or  ^ 
pfaasis."  Both  Garrick  and  Giffiudvo*  A 
fended  at  this  sarcaam,  and  endeavoured  ts 
refute  it;  upon  which  Johnaon  trioind. 
"  Well  now,  I'll  give  you  aonwChi^  Is 
speak,  with  which  you  are  little  acquainted, 
and  then  we  shall  see  how  juat  mj  oIhbts. 
tioQ  is.  That  shall  be  the  criteriiak  Lrt 
me  hear  you  repeat  the  ninth  Cosanai- 
ment,  '  Thou  shalt  not  hbmr  ialae  ■!!■■ 
against  thy  neif^bour.' "  Both  tried  at  it, 
said  Dr.  Tavtor,  and  both  miatook  the  a- 
pbasis,  whicn  should  be  upon  ntt  and  jUv 
witneu.+  Johnson  put  them  ri^t,  andca. 
joyed  his  victorv  with  great  glee. 

Hia  "  Life  of^ Savage^'  was  no  aooncr  pob- 
lished,  than  the  following  libend  praise  nt 
given  to  it,  in  "■  The  Champiui,*'  a  periodi- 
cal paper :  "  This  pam^phlet  ia,  without  Itt* 
tery  to  its  author,  as  just  and  well  wnttv 
a  piece,  as  of  its  kind  I  ever  aaw ;  ao  tbit* 
the  same  time  that  it  highly  deaerrea.  it  ce* 
tainlv  stands  very  little  in  need  of  thiarwoB- 
menaation.  As  to  the  history  of  the  uafa- 
tunate  person^  whose  memoirs  compoaa  lb 
work,  it  is  certainly  penned  with  equal  ina- 
racy  and  spirit,  of  which  I  am  so  mvA  the 
betterjudge,asl  know  many  of  the  &ctsiwi- 
tioned  to  be  strictly  true,  and  very  &iil;r»- 
lated.  Besides,  it  is  not  only  the  atoiy  of  Jfr. 
Savage,  but  innumerable  incidents  rdMf 
to  other  persona,  and  other  a^ira, which  itt- 
ders  this  a  very  amusing,  and,  withal,  a  ven 
instructive  and  valuable  performaDce.  Tlie 
author's  observations  are  abort,  a^nificant, 
and  just,  as  his  narrative  is  sanaikablv 
smooth  and  well  disposed.  HiBie6ectioin 
open  to  all  the  recesses  of  the  huDHn  heart: 
and,  in  a  word,  a  more  just  or  pleasant,* 
more  engaging  or  a  more  improving,  treatise, 
on  all  tht  excellencies  and  defects  of  humsa 
nature,  is  scarce  to  be  found  in  ourown,  ar 
perhaps  any  other,  language."J 

Johnson's  partialitvior  savage  madeUn 
entertain  no  doubtof  his  story,  however  ei- 
traordinary  and  improbable.  It  never  oc- 
curred  to  him  to  question  hia  being  the 
son  of  theCountess  of  Macclesfield,  of  whoK 
unrelenting  barbarity  he  so  loudly  con- 

Elaine<l,  and  the  particulars  of  which  are  ^^ 
ited  in  so  strong  and  aftecting  a  mynm*  in 
JohnSiin's  Life  of  him.  Johnson  was  cer- 
tainly well  warranted  in  publishing  his  nar-

The  public  has  had  from  another  pen,±  a 
long  detail  uf  what  bati  been  done  in  tliis 
eountrj-  by  prior  Lexicographers:  and  no 
duulil  Johnson  was  wi«e  to  avail  himself  of 
them,  so  ixr  u  they  went  t  but  tbt-  leanied, 
yet  jiidieiuu!'  research  of  etymology,  tlie 
i-arious,  yet  BC<.-urate  display  of  definition, 
and  the  rieb  collection  ut  authnritim,  w)-n> 
n-wrvwl  for  thL-siii>cni»r  mlml  of  our  great 
philoiojfist.  For  tbe  nieclianical  part  he 
emrilrivexl.  as  he  told  me.  six  amanuenses  t 
anil  let  il  Ix!  R-meinlHTv-d  by  the  nativesnf 
North  Britaiu.  to  Hhom  he  is  supposed  to 
have  been  so  hostile,  that  Hre  of  tnem  were 
of  that  country.  There  wt-re  two  Metasietim 
Marbean:  Mr.  Sliiela,  who  we  ihall  here- 
after stv  partly  wrot*'  the  Lives  of  thi'  Poela, 
to  which  .the  name  of  Cibber  is  atHxed  ;§ 
Mr.  Stewart,  son  of  Mr.  <?ei»rpe  Stewart. 
bookseller  at  lyliulmrgh  ;  atiil  ii  Mr.  Mail- 
land.  The  sixth  of  these  humble  aselstants 
was  Mr.  Pvytnn,  wlm,  I  believe  taught 
French,  and  publbhcd  mutK  elenuentary 
tracU.

MactMnui  lud  ftfterwardi  the  honour  of  bdng 
I  jbmian  u>  Archibald,  l>uke  of  Arfnle,  tac 
many  je«n,  but  wm  Irft  without  i  ulllinff. 
Jubniun  wnite  for  him  a  Pre&ce  to  **  A 
HTit«Di  of  Ancient  (ieognphy ;"  and^  bv 
tnc  bvour  of  I^rd  'Iliurloir,  sot  him  ad- 
niittcfl  a  uoor  brother  of  the  Charterhouse. 
For  Khivla  who  died  of  a  consuniption,  he 
had  much  t«ademeiwi  and  it  has  been 
tb(iuf{fat  that  aome  choice  aentencea  in  the 
I  jre«  of  the  Poets  were  supplied  by  him. 
Pejrt«n,  when  reduced  .to  [lenurv,  had  tre~ 
<juent  aid  from  the  bounty  of  Jofinaon,  who 
at  laat  wan  at  the  expeiue  of  burying  him 
and  hbi  wife. 

While  the  Dictionary  was  going  forward, 
Johnson  lived  part  of  the  time  in  Dolbom, 

Crtin  (iough-s<iuan>,  Fleet-atn«t;  and  he 
d  an  ujijier  room  fitted  up  lilcea  counting- 
house  for  the  purpose,  in  which  he  gave  to 
the  copy  ista  their  several  tasks.  The  words 
partly  taktm  from  other  dictionaries,  and 
uartly  supplied  by  himself,  having  been 
lirat  writtvu  down  with  spaces  lefl  between 
them,  he  delivered  in  wntiog  their  etymo- 
lotfies,  deflniUons,  and  various  ugnifications. 
1^  authorities  were  copied  from  the  books 
theuiaelves,  in  which  he  had  marked  the 
IMiBwes  with  a  black-lead  pencil,  the  traces 
<if  which  could  easily  be  eflaced.  I  have 
Bceu  several  of  them,  in  which  that  trouble 
had  not  been  taken ;  so  that  they  were  just 
as  when  used  by  the  copyists.  It  is  remurk- 
able,  that  he  was  ho  attentive  in  the  choice 
of  the  passages  in  which  words  are  author- 
Lud,  ttut  one  may  read  page  after  jiage  of 
his  Dicticmary  ^itn  improvement  and  plea> 
sure ;  and  it  should  not  pass  unobserved, 
that  be  has  quoted  no  author  whose  writings 
liad  a  tendency  to  hurt  sound  religion  and 
morality. 

The  necessary  expense  of  preparing  a 
work  of  such  nufpiitude  for  the  press,  must 
have  been  a  considerable  deduction  from  the 

Jirice  stipulated  to  be  paid  for  the  copyright. 
!  understand  tliat  nothing  was  alloweir  by 
the  booksellen  on  that  account ;  and  I  re- 
member his  telling  oie,  that  a  large  portion 
of  It  having,  by  mistake,  been  wntten  upon 
both  sides  of  tlie  pajter,  so  as  to  be  inconve- 
nient for  the  compositor,  it  cost  him  twenW 
pounds  to  have  it  transcribed  upon  one  side 
only. 

He  is  now  to  be  considered  as  "  tugging 
at  hia  oar,"  as  engaged  in  a  steady  contmued 
course  of  occupation,  suflicient  to  employ  all 
bis  time  for  some  yean ;  and  which  was  the 
best  preventive  of  that  constitutional  me- 
lancholy which  was  ever  lurking  about  him, 
ready  to  truuble  his  quiet  But  nia  enlarged 
and  lively  miud  could  nut  be  satisfied  with- 
out more  diversity  of  employment,  and  the 
pleasure  of  animated  relaxatioiL*    He  there-

Xottitng  can  be  more  erroneous  than  the  no- 
tion which  some  persons  have  entertained, 
that  .'ohnson  wns  then  a  retired  author,  ig- 
norant of  the  worli] ;  and.  of  consequence, 
that  he  wrote  only  fmm  his  imagination, 
when  he  ilescribcd  characters  and  manners, 
lie  said  to  me,  that  )>eforc  he  WTotc  that 
work,  he  hud  been  "running  about  the 
world,"  as  he  exiiressed  it,  more  than  almost 
any  brxly ;  and  I  have  heard  him  relate, 
with  much  satisfiiction,  that  several  of  the 
characteni  in  the  Rambler  were  drawn  so 
naturally,  that  when  it  first  circulated  in 
numtx>ni,  a  club,  in  one  of  the  towns  of  Ks- 
Kcx,  imagined  themselves  to  be  severally  ex- 
hibited iii  it,  and  were  much  incensed  against

The  style  of  this  work  has  been  censured 
by  some  shallow  critics  as  inrolTed  uj 
turgid,  and  abounding  with  antiquated  wA 
hard  words.  So  ill-tounded  is  the  flnt  pal 
of  this  objection,  that  I  will  challenge  ' 
who  may  honour  this  book  with  a  peniflli^ 
point  out  any  English  writ^-  whose  hf 
guage  conveys  Iiis  meaning  with  equal  k* 
and  iwrspicuity.  It  must,  indeedjie  aSis-

MiiMrs  quile  dilferent  from  their eatablishcd 
meaning,  and  those  fn-iiueiitly  very  fimtaa- 
tieal. 

Sir  Thomas  Brown,  whose  lift.-  Johnson 
wrote,  was  remarkably  foml  of  An^Io-l^lin 
dictinn  ;  and  to  hiai  example  we  are  to 
^critie  Johnson's  sometimes  indulcinj^  hins- 
»eir  in  tills  kind  of  i>hriwicoiony-  ^l-lohnsan's 
comprchciwuin  of  mind  was  the  moidd  for 
his  knguiitfe.  Had  Ills  ooiierptions  tieen 
narrower,  his  expression  wuuld  huvL- been 
easier.  His  senleiu-es  have  n  dignified 
luiirch  ;  and  it  is  certain,  that  his  exampla 
has  given  a  general  ciev.ition  to  llic  l-innua^e 
of  hu  country,  fiirmany  of  our  best  wntors 
have  nnprodcheil  very  near  to  him ;  and, 
tmiii  the  influence  which  he  has  had  upon 
our  comtKWitiun,  scarcely  any  thing  ts  wriu 
ten  now  thai  is  not  better  expressed  than 
was  usual  before  he  apjiCArcil  to  lead  ihe 
naliimal  taste.

After  hia  death,  Mr.  Francis  Barber,  his 
faithful  aervant,  iutil  n'-Niduary  le^tce,  oC> 
fereil  this  memorial  of  t^ndemcsx  tn  Mnt. 

Johnson's  daugl1t.1T :  but 
she  tiavins  declined  to  accept  of  it,  he  hail  it 
enmnellca  as  a  mourn  ing-ri  11^  for  his  old 
iiiartU^'r,  anil  pn-^icnted  il  to  liis  wife,  Mrs. 
ItiirtRT,  who  now  has  it- 

The  slntc  of  mind  in  which  n  man  inusl 
be.  upon  the  death  of  a  woman  whom  he  sin> 
cert'ly  loves,  had  been  in  his  contviuplation 
many  veurs  before.  In  hi^  Irexe,  we  find 
the  following  tendirr  and  fervent  speech  of 
T>eiiietriu!>,  addre«ii>ed  to  his  A.->[iaaia  :

him  with  that  complacenrjir  which  is  the 
muft  t'nffat(itii;  qnulity  in  i.  wili-.  But  all 
thlflU  p«rlvctly  compxtible  with  his  tbndnesa 
fbr  hcT,  eAp^viallv  vtIumi  it  in  renLi:iii)M>ru(l 
that  lie  had  ■  high  opinion  of  hi?r  unJer- 
Bt«n<iing,  ami  that  tno  imprc^oris  which 
her  heauCv.  real  or  Imaginan-.  hn'l  origin- 
allv  mativ  upon  his  fiinvy.  hemg  cuiiliiiueil 
bv  habit,  had  not  bDcn  i-fliiL-vi).  though  ^he 
her»eirwii9  doutilloHH  much  nltereil  lor  the 
worse.  The  ilreadfiii  shock  vf  frparation 
took  |iLu%  in  thv  night:  and  he  miiiifdi- 
atdjr  decpalched  a  k-ttcr  to  his  friend,  the 
Rrrorend  llr.  Tavhrr,  which,  as  Tnvlor  told 
me.  ezjiresaed  grief  in  the  strnii^est  maimer 
he  tiati  ever  rcn<l ;  so  that  it  in  much  ■»  bt* 
regretted  it  thoi  not  been  prescr^-ed.*  The 
letter  was  bmu^ht  to  Hr.  Tttvliir,  at  his 
house  in  the  Cluvsters,  Westminster,  about 
threv  in  the  mnmhig  ;  mid  as  it  ai^tlied  nn 
camesl  desire  to  we  him,  he  got  up,  and 
went  to  Johnson  as  iioon  as  as  was  dressed, 
uid  fuund  hint  in  tears  and  In  extreme  agi< 
tullon.  After  being  a  little  while  t^^gether, 
Johnson  requL-!<l*.iI  Tiitn  to  joiu  with  him  in 
nrayer.  He  then  prayed  extempore,  as  did 
llr.'Tavhn-;  and  thus,  by  means  of  thiit 
fiiety  n-tilch  was  ever  hia  primary  objwt,  hia 
tnmihleil  mind  was,  in  sionu-  dc-pret*,  •oolhed 
and  romp<,Med.

He  liad  then  little  for 
tlmself.  but  frequently  sent  money  t«  Mr. 
when  in  distreu.  The  friends  who 
it«d  him  at  tltat  time,  were  chiefly  Ur. 
Bathunt,*  and  Mr.  Dtnmnnd,  an  a[K>the«irv 
in  Cork.«treet,  lJu^liufftoIl■p^rdL^l5,  willi 
whom  be  and  Mm.  WUliants  f^enerally 
dine«l  every  Sundav*  There  was  a  talk  of 
hia  eoingto  Irelaml  with  him,  which  would 
prahibly  hare  happened,  h&d  be  lived.

"Mn.  Hacoulay:  abo.  Mrs.  Gardiner,  wife 
of  a  taUow.<hBndler  on  Snow -hill,  not  in 
the  learned  wav,  but  a  nonhy  ltiimI  woman  : 
Mr.  (now  Sir  Joahun)  Ki-yrMdihi;  Mr,  Mil- 
ler, Mr.  Dodsley,  Mr.  Houqiiet.  Mr.  Pavnc. 
of  PateTTtoater-row,  booksellers:  Mr.  iilra- 
haa.  the  printer  ;  the  Farl  of  Orrcrv,  I.ord 
Southwell.  Mr.Garrick." 

Many  are,  no  doubt,  omitted  in  this  enta> 
togue  of  hla  friends,  and.  in  particular,  his 
humble  friend  Mr.  Uobert  Iam-bI,  an  oh.

that  [  iuro  heard  him  sav  he  should  nut  bo 
Htbfl«d,  though  attcndetlh/  all  the  College 
of  Physletans,  uiik-M  he  had  Mr.  I  *vct  wild 
him.  Ever  since  1  wasacuuainted  with  Dr. 
JuhniKin,  and  many  years  Lefure,  as  1  have 
been  assured  bv  those  who  knew  htm  earlier, 
Mr.  I^ret  hiul  nn  ajuttment  in  his  housf*, 
or  his  chair btrrs.  and  waiter)  upon  him  cvcijr 
mDming,  IJiron^h  t!ie  whole  course  (if  hla 
late  and  tediuiis  breiLkfast.  He  wiei  nf  a 
atnui^^oteiK]ue  u|)|x.-simitce,  still'  and  tor- 
Dial  in  bis  manner,  and  seldom  said  a.  word 
while  aiijr  com|>an^*  was  |>re«etit-f 

The  nrc'le  of  his  Aiends,  iiuleed,  at  this 
time,  wa.s  extensive  and  various,  far  beyond 
what  has  been  ffeneralty  Imapined.  To 
trace  lu.«  aci|uaiiitAncL-  nith  each  imrlicular 
person,  if  it  could  Ite  dnne,  wouhllK-  u  task, 
of  which  the  labour  would  tml  be  repaid  by 
tbe  advantof^  But  exoe[itions  are  to  he 
made;  one  of  which  must  be  a  friend  no 
eminent  as  Sir  Jushikn  Keynolds,  who  was 
truly  his  rfufrr  dcruj,  tiaa  with  whom  be 
maiiitaineil  an  uninterrupted  intimacy  to 
the  last  hour  of  his  life.  When  .Tuhiuuin 
lived  in  Cjui.lle,«tri.-el,  Caveindish-JMiuMrc,  he 
tisetl  frequently  to  visit  two  Eadics  who  lived, 
oppoaite  to  hint,  Misi  Cotterclls,  dau^htem 
of  Admiral  Cctterell.  Keynolils  used  also 
to  visit  there,  and  thus  they  met.  Mr. 
Reynuldn,  ajc  [  have  observed  above,  had, 
frani  the  first  readitiv  of  hi*  IJfe  of  Sara<c, 
conceived  a  veir  hlifh  admiration  nf  John- 
son's  powers  of  writing.  Kis  conversation 
no  \i-xs  dcli^htol  hiiiu;  nml  he  ciil:tivHl4.'d 
his  acquaintance  with  the  kmlable  zeal  of 
one  who  was  ambitious  of  ireneral  improre- 
ment.  Sir  .Itishua.  indeed,  was  luckv  ennu)(h 
at  their  very  first  me^*ting  to  make  a  re- 
mark, which  was  no  much  shove  the  com* 
mon-placo  style  of  convcrsallon,  llial  John- 
son at  ome  perceived  that  Heytiolds  had 
the  haliit  nf  thinViiif{  for  himself.  The 
ladies  were  regretting  the  death  of  a  friend, 
t«  whom  they  owc«l  great  otliffations ;  upon 
which  Heynoldsobscrvenl,  **  \  ou  have,  how- 
ever, the  comfort  of  being  relieved  fscmi  a 
burtien  of  prmlitude.*'  They  were  shockeil 
a  little  at  this  alLeviatinff  sugceittion,  as  too 
selfish  ;  but  Johns^jn  delended  it  in  his  clear 
and  forcible  riiannt-r,  and  wu.t  imicli  plea.'ted 
with  the  mind,  the  fair  view  of  hiintnn  na- 
ture, which  it  exhibited,  like  some  of  the 
retlectiiiivs  uf  Rochefoucaiilt.  The  conse. 
quence  was,  that  he  wont  hume  with  Rey- 
nolds, and  supped  with  him.

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Sir  Joshiu  told  me  a  pleasBiit  chancte*  I 
rigtrcal  anecdote  of  Johusoo,  about  the  time 
of  their  first  acquaintance.  When  they 
were  one  evening  tofether  at  the  Miss  Cut- 
terells',  the  then  Diicheu  of  ATgyle,  and 
anotbei'  lady  of  high  rank,  came  In.  John< 
Hon,  thinking  that  the  Miiu  Cotterells  vere 
too  much  enfp-ossed  by  them,  and  that  he 
and  bis  friena  were  nt^lci'ted,  as  low  com- 
pany of  whom  they  were  somewhat  ashamed, 
grew  ongnr;  and  resolving  to  ihock  thdrsup- 
itosed  pnde,  by  making  their  great  visitors 
imagine  tliat  fiia  friend  and  he  were  low  in. 
deed,  he  addressed  himself  in  n  loud  tone 
to  Mr.  Iloynolds,  saying,  *'  How  much  do 
vuu  think  you  and  I  could  get  in  a  week, 
if  we  were  to  twr*  at  hard  as  we  could  ?" — 
u  If  they  had  been  common  mechanics. 

His  acquaintance  with  Bennet  Langton, 
Ksq.  of  Langton,  in  Lincolniiliirc,  another 
much  valued  friend,  commenced  twon  after 
the  conclusion  of  his  Rambler;  which  that 
gentleman,  then  a  vouth,  had  read  with  bo 
much  admiration,  tliat  he  came  to  London 
cliieflv  witli  n  view  of  endeavouring  to  be 
Introduceil  to  \U  author.  By  a  fortunate 
chance  he  ha))iicncd  to  tnke  lodgings  in  a 
house  where  Air.  Ix:vet  frequent^  visited ; 
and  having  n>jntioned  iiis  wish  to  his  land- 
iulv,  Bheintiodiicod  him  to  Mr.  I^evet,  who 
readily  obtained  .fohnson's  permission  tu 
))ring  Mr.  Lnngtun  to  him ;  as,  indeed, 
*  Johnson,  during  the  whole  course  of  his  life, 
had  no  shyness,  real  or  affected,  but  was 
easy  of  access  to  all  who  were  properly  re- 
commended, and  even  wislicd  to  see  num- 
bera  at  his  leeee,  as  hia  morning  circle  of 
company  might,  with  strict  projirtety,  be 
called.  Mr.  I.angton  was  cxcecilmgly  sur- 
prised when  the  rage  fimt  ajjpearL^l.'  He 
nad  not  received  the  smallent  intimation  of 
Iiis  figure,  dress,  or  manner.  From  ]>erusing 
his  writings,  he  fiincted  he  should  see  a  de- 
cent, well-drest,  in  short,  a  remarkablv  de- 
corous philawpher.  Instead  of  whicli,  (\own 
from  his  bcd^cnamber,  about  noon,  came,  as 
newlyrisen,  a  hugeuncuuth  figure,  with  a  lit- 
tle dark  wig  which  scarcely  covcre<i  his  head, 
and  hisclotnea  hanging  loose  about  him.  Rut 
hia  conversation  was  so  rich,  so  animated, 
and  so  forcible,  and  his  religious  and  poli- 
tical notions  so  congenial  with  those  in 
which  Ijanfrton  had  been  educated,  that  he 
conceived  lur  him  that  veneration  and  at- 
tachment which  he  ever  pre«cr\-e<i.  John- 
ion  was  not  the  less  ready  to  love  Mr. 
Idnirton,  for  his  being  of  a  very  ancient 
&mlly ;  for  I  have  heanl  him  say.  with 
pleasure,  "  I^angton,  Sir,  has  a  grant  of  free 
warren  fnim  Henry  the  Set-ono  ;  and  Car- 
dina)  Stephen  Langton,  in  King  .John'ti 
reign,  was  of  his  family." 

Mr.  Langton,  aflerwsnlfl,  went  to  pursue 
hu  studies  at  Trinity  College,  Oxford, 
where  he  formed  an  at-quaintance  with  his 
lblloHr.:4tu<Ieiit,    Mr.   Toph.am    n.iiuclerk; 


who,  though  their  ojdidoiis  ud  medai  rf 
life  were  so  diffirent,  that  it  aeemed  uncri;f 

3robable  that  they  ohould  mt  all  igm^ 
so  ardent  a  love  of  literature,  »  acMi 
an  understanding,  such  el^ance  of  mmR^ 
and  so  well  dis(»med  the  exellent  qualitiH 
of  Mr.  I.angton,  a  eentleman  eminent  nl 
only  for  worth  and  Teaming,  but  fir  ■  to- 
exhaustible  fund  of  entcTtainii^  ronrcfs- 
tion.  tliat  they  became  intjinate  irien^ 

Johnson,  soon  after  tUs  acquaurtaaa 
began,  passed  a  conndeiable  time  at  Ozfiii 
Heat  flrat  thought  it  Btraii|{e  that  LaaffM 
should  associate  so  much  with  one  whoni 
the  character  of  being  looae,  both  ia  kii 

tirincijdes  and  practiee:  but,  bv  degnft 
le  himself  was  fosdnated.  Mr.  MranAit^ 
being  of  the  SL  Alban'a  &mily,  and  haviw 
in  some  particulara,  a  resemblance  to  Chni 
the  Second,  contributed,  in  Johnaon*»  bm^ 
nation,  to  throw  a  luatre  upon  hia  otfir 
qualities;  and,  in  a  abort  time, the  bmxA 
pious  Johnson,  and  the  gay,  diaaipatcd  BcH- 
clerk,  were  companiona.  ^*  IVhataeoilitka! 
(said  Garrick,  when  he  heard  of  tin:)  1 
shall  have  my  old  friend  to  bail  outoftk 
Round-house."  But  I  can  bear  teatiBMiif 
that  it  was  a  very  agreeable  aaaodatiaa 
Bcauclcrk  was  too  polite,  and  valued  leua- 
ing  and  wit  too  much,  to  otiend  Johnaoa  hi 
sallies  of  infidelitv  or  licentiouaoca;  i^ 
Johnson  delightca  in  the  good  qualities  d 
Beauclerk,  and  honed  to  correct  the  evil 
Innumerable  were  tne  scenes  in  which  Johfr 
mm  was  amused  by  theoe  young  mm.  Bcaa- 
clerk  could  take  more  Uboty  with  him,  thu 
any  body  with  whom  I  ever  saw  him  ;  but 
on  t)ic  other  hand,  Beauclcrlc  was  not  spared 
by  his  rca|iectable  companion,  when  rP|inof 
was])ruper.  Beauclerk  huil  such  a  propn- 
sitv  to  satire,  that  at  one  time  Johnson  aid 
to  him,  '*  Vou  never  open  your  mouth  but 
with  intention  to  give  jiain ;  &nd  you  ban 
often  given  me  pain,  not  from  the  power  sf 
what  you  3ai<l,  out  from  seeing  your  intco* 
tion."  At  another  time  applying  to  bia. 
with  a  slight  alteration,  a  line  of  Fope,  be 
Baid, 

"  Thy  lore  of  fbllT,  and  thy  from  of  Iboh 
Every  thing  thou  dost  shews  the  one,  and 
every  thing  thou  aay'st  the  other."  At 
another  time  hcsaid  to  him,  "  Thy  bodyil 
all  vice,  and  thy  mind  all  virtue.*'*  Bcav- 
olerk  not  seeming  to  relish  the  eompliment, 
Johnson  said,  "Nay,  Sir,  Alexander  the 
(ireat,  mnrching  in  triumph  into  Babylon, 
could  nut  have  desired  to  have  badmore 
saul  to  him." 

Johnson  was  some  time  with  Beauclerk 
at  his  house  at  Windsor,  where  he  was  en- 
tertained with  ex]>crimcnts  in  natural  philo- 
sophy. One  Sunday,  when  the  weather  woi 
verv  fine,  Beauclerk  enticed  hint,  insnt- 
sibfy,  tu  saunter  about  all  thv  mominjt- 
Thev  went  into  a  cliurrh-yanl.  in  the  time 
of  divine  service,  and  Johnson  laid  hhnself 
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down  Ht  bU  ea«e  upon  (nie  of  ihn  t'lmb- 
stonra.  "  No«r,  Sir.  (iaiJ  Uiuiiclcrk,)  vou 
mroliLc  TlagirtiiN  Tille  ApprroUcc."  Wlion 
Johnson  gnt  his  [)cnsian,  Beauolerk  taid  lo 
him.  ID  the  taumorDus  phrase  of  FalaUfT, 
**  1  hope  you'll  ni^w  purf{e  and  lire  deaal/, 
like  a  prnllcnian." 

One  niffht,  phcn  llemuclerk  aadLuifton 
tuu)  supped  at  a  uvcm  in  Loodon,  ana  aat 
till  alwiut  llir\-»  in  tho  iiiuriiin|f,  il  came  inUt 
their  hcaiLi  t»  i^^  .md  knock  up  JiihiiBua,  and 
fleeiJf  ihevcouul  provail  an  hirntojoin  thctn 
in  D  ranidlc.  I'liev  rapped  vialeiitly  at  the 
diwrt  of  his  chvniK-rx  m  the  Temple,  till  at 
lx«t  he  appeared  in  hi»  shirt,  wiUi  his  little 
lilai'k  wi^  on  tho  ton  nf  hi^  bi'ad  instead  of 
■  nightcap,  nndd  pukt-r  in  hUliand,  iiiiaftin. 
ini;,  proli:ilil>-,  that  xome  rulHans  were  coin* 
ing  lu  attoi-k  hini.  Vhctii  he  diKovered  who 
thi-v  vtrcv,  and  wus  tnlil  their  errand,  he 
ami'leil,  and  with  great  ap»tl  humour  agreod 
tu  their  iiropoaal :  *>  What,  iii  it  you,  you 
(U^  !  I'll  liave  B  frifllc  with  vmu."  Ho  whs 
•uon  'lrL-4t,  and  they  Mlliedfurtl)  together 
into  C'ovent-tlarden,  where  the  groeai-gio- 
e«rs  and  fruiterers  were  bcigiaDinp;  to  ftrrange 
their  hampers,  jimt  cnme  in  rtuiii  the  coun- 
try. Johnson  mude  ■wme  atlfinpt»  Ui  hidp 
them ;  hut  the  honent  gaideneri  atared  ao 
•t  btA  flsure  and  manner,  ajid  odd  interfe- 
rencc,  that  be  wnn  yuvi  hia  sterviees  were  not 
raliabeil  They  then  repaired  lo  one  of  the 
neigfabouring  taventD,  and  made  a  bowl  of 
tfau  lii|Uor  called  liUkop,  which  Johnson 
bad  alwara  bkeJ  :  while  in  j<'yoiis  contetnj)!

iif  "  'I'lie  Adrcnlurrr,"  in  which  lie  began 
to  write  Apiil  10,  marking  his  essays  with 
the  sigoaiUFe  T.  by  which  most  of  hu 
papen  in  that  <.-ot]eclion  are  di^-^tinguisbnl: 
those,  howerer.  which  have  that  signature, 
and  h1«o  that  of  Afytarffj/ruj,  were  not  writ- 
ten by  liim,  but,  as  I  suppose,  by  I>r.  Ba- 
ihurst.  Indee«l,  Johnaun'aunergy  ufthoiight 
nnd  richnew  of  language  an  still  more  de- 
cisive marks  thun  any  ittgmiture.  As  a 
proof  of  this,  my  readeis,  f  inuiginc,  will 
not  doubt  thiit  number  311,  on  aleep,  is  his; 
for  It  not  only  ba.s  the  g>.>ncr«l  texture  ant} 
colour  of  his  style,  but  the  authors  with 
whom  h>:-  was  pi>H-uIiarIy  conversant  ar« 
readily  inlroduced  in  it  In  conwry  allusion. 
The  t r.aii!dat  ion  of  a  posoage  In  SlatUta  quo- 
ted in  that  {mper,  and  marked  C.  B.,  haa 
been  crrmieously  iiacribvd  lo  Dr.  Bathurst, 
whine  Chrisliun  name  was  Kichard.  How 
much  this  anifable  mnn  contributed  to  "  The 
AdventuTCT,"  cannot  bt"  known.  I^'t  me  odd 
tluit  Huwkesu-orth's  iniiutions  of  .lohnson 
arcsoniftinifs  no  happy,  that  it  is  extremely 
dilRcull  to  dimingiiish  them,  with  certaint/f 
lix>.ii  the  compositions  of  his  great  arcliety|>e. 
Hiiwkeswortli  wa«  bis  closest  imitator,  a  cir- 
vunistance  of  which  that  writer  would  onco 
h  ive  been  proud  to  be  told ;  thougti,  when  ba 
had  beenme  eUted  by  havingrisen  into  some 
degree  of  conseiiuenfc,  he.  in  a  conversation 
with  me.  had  the  provoking  effrontery  to 
sav  he  was  not  sensible  of  it. 

'Johnson  was  tnilr  zcilous  for  the  succctt 
'<f  "  The  Adventur^>r  ;"  and  very  soon  after 
Itli  engnglng  in  it,  he  urols  the  foUowing 
letter ;

We 
have  considered  that  a  paper  should  consist 
of  pieces  of  inin^natioii,)iictures  of  life,  and 
disquisitions  of  literature.  The  part  which 
depends  on  the  iniagiiiutiun  is  very  well 
supplied,  as  vou  will  luid  wlien  yuu  read  the 
pa^icr ;  for  descriptions  of  life,  there  is  now 
a  treatv  almost  nude  with  an  author  and 
an  Butnaress  ;  and  the  province  of  criticism 
and  literature  they  are  verv  desirous  to 
assign  to  the  commentator  on  Virjjil. 

"I  hope  this  proiiosal  will  not  he  reject- 
ed, and  that  the  next  post  will  briiu;  us 
vour  compliance.  I  speak  as  one  of  the 
fraternity,  though  I  have  no  part  iu  the 
jiaper,  hcyond  now  and  then  a  motto;  hut 
two  oi'the  writers  are  my  particular  frionds, 
and  I  hope  the  jileusure  of  suL'ing  a  third 
united  to  them,  will  not  be  dt-nieu  to,  dear

The  coHKcquence  of  this  letter  was.  Dr. 
IVartou's  enriching  the  collection  with  se- 
renil  admiratdecs-stiys. 

Jdhnsoirs  saying  '■'■  I  liavc  no  part  in  the 
paper  lieycmd  now  and  then  :i  motto,"  uiay 
teem  inconsistent  with  his  Iwi-ing  the  author 
of  the  papers  marked  T.  ISut  he  had,  at  this 
time,  written  only  one  numher;  and  be- 
sides, even  at  any  alter  jieritHl,  he  might 
have  u.sed  the  same  expresiiion,  considering 
it  as  a  point  of  honour  nut  to  own  them  ; 
for  I^Irs.  Williams  told  me  tluit,  "'as  he  had 
given  those  es.tuysto  Dr.  itathui'st,  who  f^]i\ 
them  at  two  guineas  each,  he  never  wuuld 
own  them :  nay,  he  used  to  say  he  did  not 
ipn'ff  them  :  hut  the  fiict  was,  that  he  <iie- 
tate'l  ihem,  while  Balhurst  wrote."  I  read 
to  him  ^Irs.  Williiims's  account ;  he  smikd, 
and  said  nothing. 

I  am  not  quite  .satisfied  with  the  casuistry 
bv  which  the  productions  of  one  jiersun  are 
thus  passed  ujwn  the  world  fur  the  prodiic- 
tionsof  another.  lallow  tJiat  not  only  know- 
ledge, hut  powers  and  ijuaiitie.t  of  mind,  may 
he  communicated;  but  the  actual  eltert  of 
individual  exertion  never  can  be  transltTred. 
with  truth,  to  any  other  than  its  own  uriulnal 
rauite.  One  person's  child  may  bemu(lethe 
child  of  another  person  bv  aduption,  as  among 
the  Komans,nr  i)y  the  amieiit  Jewish  niwle 
of  11  wife  huvmg  children  home  to  her  upon 
ner  knees,  hy  her  liandumid.  But  these  were 
children  in  a  different  sense  from  tliat  of  na- 
ture. It  was  clearly  imilerstoud  that  they 
were  not  of  the  bloutl  of  their  nominal  jm- 
rents.  8n,  in  literary  children,  an  author 
BiRv  give  the  jirofila  and  fame  of  his  nimno- 
ritfon  to  another  man,  but  nmnut  make  tnat 
other  the  real  author.  A  highland  gentle- 
man, a  younger  branch  of  a  family,  once  con. 
■ulted  me  if  he  could  not  validly  ])urchnsc 
tfMCbieftainahipofhis  family,  from  the  Chief 


who  was  H-illing  to  sell  it.  I  told  bim  it  m 
impossible  for  him  to  acquire,  by  purchue, 
a  right  to  be  a  different  -penon  fin>in  what  fat 
really  was;  for  that  the  right  of  ChicAiai. 
ship  attached  to  the  bluod  of  primoaeDituie, 
and,  theretbre,  was  incapable  of  berngtiau- 
ferrctl.  I  added,  that  tuouj^  £miu  told  In 
birthright,  or  the  advantagen  belonging  to  it, 
he  still  remained  the  fir8t>bom  of  £s  p». 
rents ;  and  tltat  whatever  agreement  a  Clucf 
might  make  with  any  of  toe  cLan,  tbe  He. 
ralds'-offiee  could  not  admit  of  the  metaioor. 
phusis,  or  with  any  decency  attest  that  tbe 
younger  was  the  elder  ;  but  I  did  not  con- 
vince the  worthy  gentleman. 

.Tolmson's  ]uij>ers  in  the  Adventurer  ur 
very  similar  to  those  of  the  Rambler;  but 
being  rather  more  varied  in  their  subjects.* 
and  being  mixed  with  essays  bv  other  wri- 
ters, uixm  to])ics  more  geueralfy  attnctt^f 
Ihaneventhe  most  el^ipmt  ethical  discount, 
thesaleof  the  work,  atfintt,  waa  morcextoi- 
sive.  AVithout  meaning,  however,  to  dejire- 
ciate  the  Adventurer,  J  must  observe,  thil 
OS  the  value  of  the  lUmbler  came,  in  the 
jirogress  of  time,  to  be  better  kno«'n,  it  greir 
upon  the  public  estin)ntion,and  that  iu  ale 
has  far  exceeded  that  of  unv  other  perioii- 
cul  papers  since  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne 

In  one  of  the  bocks  of  his  diary  I  find  die 
following  entrj' :

This  air  of  indifti-rcihze,  which  im- 
Iiosed  upon  tb«  woitby  Dodaley,  waa  eer- 
talnly  nothing  but  a  specimen  of  that 
diwbmulation  wbich  Loru  Chesterfield  ln> 
ciilcatcd  as  one  of  the  most  mstntlal  les- 
sons tor  the  conduct  ofUfe.  His  Lordship 
endnvniired  to  jUHXifv  himwtf  to  Dods- 
ley  from  the  •.harges  brou^t  ngoimt  him 
by  Johnson  ;  but  we  may  judge  of  Ihe  fltm- 
siDCM  of  his  defence,  firum  bis  having  ex- 
cused bis  neglect  of  Juhnaon,  by  nying, 
Uuit  "  he  bad  heard  he  bad  chsnifei'l  Jus 
lodgioffs,  and  did  not  know  where  lie  lived ;" 
as  if  tlierc  cuuld  have  tieen  the  Miiallesl 
difticultv  to  iiifurm  himself  uf  that  trircuin- 
Btamx,  W  intiuirinc  in  the  literary  circle 
with  which  his  l»rd<(hip  was  well  uccjuainted, 
and  wa«,  indeeil,  himself,  one  of  ita  ciriu- 
meiiLik 

Dr.  Adams  expostulated  with  Johniioii, 
and  9Uj,tgefted,  that  his  not  being  sdmilterl 
whrii  tic  calleii  on  him,  nan  probably  not  tf> 
be  Imputed  to  Lord  Chesterfield  ; '  Kir  his 
l.ord4ii|iliiid  divlitn-d  to  l>oiUleT.  tluit  •■  be 
wiiuIiL  hiive  turned  otf  the  best  servant  he 
ever  tuul.  If  lie  had  knoun  that  he  denied 
him  to  a  man  who  would  have  been  .-ilways 
mure  t him  welcome  ;'*  and  iti  confirmation 
oF  this,  he  insisted  on  l.onI  Chestcrlleld's 
general  atfubility  and  easiness  of  acveiw, 
especially  to  literary  men.  "Sir,  (sjiid  .Tm9ui- 
w)ri,)  that  is  liut  l^rd  L'hpvterficld  ;  he  la 
the  proudest  man  this  day  exii^tin};."  '*  No, 
{saltt  Dr.  Adauu.)  there  is  one  person,  at 
least,  as  proud;  I  think,  hy  your  own  ftc- 
couiit,  you  ure  Ihe  jjnHnJcr  man  of  thi-  two." 
'*  Hut  mine  rejiUed  Juliiisoii  instantly)  was 
'If/cjuirt  pride.'  This,  as  Dr.  Adams  well 
observed,  was  one  of  thone  happv  turns  Ibr 
whii-li  he  wan  so  remarkably  readv.

That  this  indifference  was 
rather  a  temporair  than  an  habitual  feeling, 
appears,  I  think.'  trom  his  letters  to  >«■- 
\\  arton  ;  and  however  he  may  have  been  af- 
&cte<l  for  the  moment,  certain  it  is  that  the 
honoun  which  his  great  work  procured  him, 
both  at  borne  and  abroad,  were  very  grate- 
ftilUihim.  His  friend,  the  Karl  of  C'orke 
Mid  Orrerv,  being  at  Florence,  presented  it 
to  the  Aca'lemia  delta  Ctv-ra.  That  Acade- 
my sent  Johnson  their  Vocai/ulario,  and  the 
French  Acailcmy  sent  him  their  Dielion- 
naire,  which  Mr.'  Langlon  had  the  pleasure 
to  convey  to  him. 

It  must  undoubtedlv  seem  ntrangc,  that 
the  conclusiuii  of  his  Preface  should  be  ex- 
preued  in  terms  so  desiionding,  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  author  was  then  only  in 
his  forty-sixth  year.  But  we  nuwt  ascribe 
its  gloom  to  that  miserable  dejection  of  spi- 
rits to  which  be  was  constitutionally  subject, 
and  which  was  aggravated  bv  the  ilcnth  of 
his  wiK;  two  vears  before.  I  have  heanl  it 
ingeniously  oWr^'ed  by  a  larlv  of  rank  and 
elegance,  that  '*  his  melancholy  was  then  at 
its  meridian."  Itplea.«ei]  (>od  to)j;nint  him 
almost  thirlv  years  of  life  after  this  time  ; 
and  once,  when  he  was  in  a  placid  frame  of 
mind,  he  van  obliged  to  own  to  me  tliat  he 
bad  enjoyed  happier  days,  and  had  many 
more  Iriends,  since  that  gloon^y  hour,  than 
before. 

It  is  a  sad  saying,  that  "  most  of  those 
whom  he  wishedto  please  had  Kunk  into  the 
gnire  ;"  and  his  case  at  forty-five  was  sin- 
cularly  unhappy,  unless  the  circle  of  his 
mends  was  ve'rv  narrow.  I  have  often 
thought,  that  as  longevity  is  g(.'ncrally  de- 
siretl,  and,  I  Iwlieve,  generally  expected,  it 
would  l>e  wise  to  be  continually  adding  to 
the  numl>er  of  our  friends,  that  the  loss  of 
some  may  be  sujiiilie<l  by  others.  Friend- 
ship, "  tlie  wine  or  life,"  'should,  like  a  wcli- 
Btoeked  celbr,  be  thus  continually  renewed  ; 
and  it  is  consolatory  to  think,  that  although 
we  can  seldom  add  what  will  etpml  tlic  ge- 
nerous Jiml-ffroielh*  of  our  youth,  yet  tVieutl- 
flhip  ItiTomes  insensibly  old  in  much  less 
time  than  is  commonly  imufriiied,  and  not 
many  yearn  are  require«l  to  make  it  very 
mellow  and  ]ilca.sant.  It^armih  will,  no 
doubt,  make  a  considerable  difference.  Slen 
of  atlLHrtionute  temper  and  blight  fiincy  will 
coidesce  a  groat  deal  sooner  than  those  who 
are  cold  and  rlull.

In  IT'**!),  Johnson  found  that  the  crMt 
bmc  of  bis  Uictiocary  had  not  act  him  above 
tbe  necearity  of  **  making  provision  Ibr  the 
day  that  was  passing  uvtTlitni."^  No  royal 
cr  nuhlejulrun  extended  o  muniliceni  hund 
lu  give  iinlepenilenre  to  the  man  who  luid 
cunlerrcd  Btabdity  on  the  knf^tffe  of  bis 
country.  We  may  feel  indij^ant  that  there 
should  luii-r  b<.'!fii  uwh  unworthy  neglect; 
but  we  must,  at  the  same  lime,  cuiigralii late 
ourselves,  wben  we  conaiiler,  that  lu  tbia 
very  ne^gltxt.  ojierattng  to  roj^e  the  naluml 
tnduiente  of  Uin  comitituiLun,  we  owe  nuui/' 
valuable  proiluctttiiiis,  winch  olliL-rwiae,  per* 
baps,  might  never  have  sjifKiirefl. 

He  hail  s]ieDt,  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  the  moiiev  fur  w^iich  lie  had  contract* 
ed  to  write  his  Diaionarv.

I  once  said 
to  him,  "•  I  am  sorry.  Sir,  yuu  did  not  get 
more  for  your  iticlionary."  lli!*  ntmwi-r 
was,  "  1  am  sorrj-  loo.  '  ilul  it  was  venr 
welL  Tbe  boofceellers  arc  generous  liberal. 
minded  men."  He,  u[inn  all  occasions,  did 
ample  justice  to  their  chonwler  in  this  re. 
speit.  Heconaidii^red  ibem  as  the  patrons  uf 
blerature;  and,  indeed,  akhouKb  ihcy  have 
evi-iitunlly  hceii  iihnMdetiible  gainers  by  his 
Dictioiiory,  it  is  tij  llu-iu  that  we  cwe  ita 
having  been  underlal^en  and  carried  thruugli 
at  the  risk  of  ^ent  eacjierse,  (ut  tl»ej;  were 
Dot  absolutely  sure  ol  being  imleoimticd. 

On  the  first  day  of  this  year  ||  we  liild, 
from  his  jirivate  devotions,  tnat  he  bad  then 
recovered framsickiiew.^  and  in  February 
that  his  eye  was  restored  to  its  use.**  Tb« 
pious  gratitude  with  which  heacknowleilges 
merries  upon  every  occasion  is  very  etlilv- 
ing;  as  is  the  hiiinbli'  submission  which  he 
breathes,  when  it  is  the  will  nfbis  bcaveniy 
Father  to  try  him  with  aihiction*.  .\ssucil 
dispositions  become  the  state  of  mnii  litre, 
anil  are  the  true  effects  of  reliaious  iliwl" 
pUne,  we  cannot  but  venerate  in  Johnson 
one  of  tbe  most  exercised  udnds  that  our 
huly  religion  hath  ever  Ibrmcil.     If  there

It  15  worthy  of  remnrk,  in  justtoo  to  John- 
son's political  character,  irhiiJi  haa  been 
iiusrepreAeDted  as  abjectly  niibmiuivc  to 
power,  that  his  "  ObMn-mtiuiis  on  ttie  pre- 
sent State  of  AtTaire"  glow  with  as  ani- 
mated  a  spirit  of  constitutional  libertv  as 
can  be  found  any  where.  Thi«  he  beging : 
"  The  tinit"  ia  now  <"wiie,  in  whifli  every 
Englishman  Mcpccta  to  be  informed  of  the 
national  afiain,  and  in  which  he  has  u  rieht 
to  have  that  expectation  gratiliixl.  For, 
whatever  nuty  Ike  urgol  liy  miiibters,  or 
tha«e  whom  vanity  or  inlert**!  make  the  fol- 
lowm  of  miiusten,  conccniint;  the  necefu 
wity  of  cofllldence  in  our  governors,  and  tiie 
presumption  of  prvinij  with  pmfkne  eyes 
into  the  recesses  1)1^ policy,  it  is  evident  tliat 
ebb  reverence  can  be  claimed  only  by  coun- 
•eUret  unexecuted,  and  nrolect-^  .lUNjiendit] 
in  delibtinttiou.  Dut  wuen  a  deai^  has 
emled  in  miscarriaffe  or  success,  when  every 
eye  and  every  ear  u  witness  to  general  dii- 
cmtent,  or  fteneral  ntilfiKtlon,  it  is  then  a 
nropaar  time  to  disentangle  confuiion  and  il- 
utstrale  utiM-uritr  ;  Ut  anew  Uy  what  eausen 
every  event  was  procliiccd.  and  in  what  ef- 
IsKts  it  is  likely  to  terminate  ;  to  lay  dovn 
with  distinct  particularity  what  rumour  al- 
wiyt  huddled  in  jtenenil  exclamation,  >i>r 
pefplexM  by  indigested  narratives ;  to  <ilaew 
«rhence  heppiueM  or  nlamitv  >s  derived, 
and  whence  it  may  be  ezpecteu;  and  honest- 
ly  to  lay  befi>rt  the  people  what  Inquiry  can 
Kstbei  of  th«  part,  ana  coiyecture  eau  e«tl- 
Bitttc  of  the  fUtun>." 

Here  wc  have  it  assumed  as  an  incontro- 
vertible principle,  that  in  this  country  the 
people-  are  the  fii|>erintendants  of  tKe  con- 
Quel  and  niOiv-iiin^  of  thoew  br  wltrMri  |fu- 
vemmeiit  isadminLirtcrM;  of  tne  beneficial 
efiert  of  which  the  present  reicn  atfordcd 
kn  illustrious  example,  when  addresses  from 
All  uarta  of  the  kiof(doni  cnntroUeJ  an  au- 
tlaelims  atletniit  to  introduce  a  new  power 
■ubversivc  yf  tne  crown. 

A  still  stronger  proof  of  hb  patriotic  vpi- 
jit  appears  in  bis  review  of  an  "  Eany  on 
W^tteru  bv  Dr.  Lucas,"  of  whom,  after 
deacribinff  nim  as  a  man  weU  known  to  the 
world  for  iii«  ilurin^  defiance  of  power,  wlien 
he  ihouKbt  it  exerted  on  the  side  of  wron^, 
be  tbua  speak*  t  *'  The  Irish  ministers  drove 
him  from  hii  native  country  by  a  prbclama- 
tioo,  in  which  they  chai^  him  with  crimes 
of  which  they  never  intended  to  br  calleil  to 
the  nraoC,  and  oppressed  htm  by  ntethnda 
equsuly  irreBisUbte  by  guilt  nn>l  innwcnco. 
driven  into  exile,  for 
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having  been  the  friend  of  bts  country,  be 
received  in  every  other  place  as  a  connssor 
of  liberty  ;  and  let  Ibe  tools  of  power  be 
tautflit  ill  time,  that  they  may  rob,  but  can- 
not impoverish." 

Some  of  hLi  reviews  in  this  Magazine  are 
very  abort  aceovmts  of  the  pieces  noticed, 
ana  I  mention  them  only  that  Dr.  John- 
son's opinion  of  the  works  may  be  known  i 
but  nuinv  of  tlieni  are  example^  of  ela- 
borate criticism,  in  tfae  mast  niaitterly  style* 
III  his  review  of  the  "  Memoirs  of  the  Court 
of  AugLiitus,"  he  baa  the  resolution  to  tbinic 
and  speak  from  Iits  own  mind,  re^iirdleas  of 
the  cant  tran^mitlo)   friitn  tiji^-  tn  nge,  in 

tiraiscof  the  ancient  Komans.  Thus  :  "  I 
now  not  why  any  orie  but  a  scboolbov  in 
his  declamation  should  whine  over  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Rome,  which  gn?w  great  only 
bv  thi-  miserii-  of  (he  rvni  of  inniiktnd.  The 
liomans,  like  others,  as  soon  as  they  grew 
rich,  grew  corrupt;  and  in  thwr  corruption 
sold  the  lives  and  freednm^  of  themselves, 
and  of  one  aimthor."  Again,  "  A  [lefljiic, 
who  while  they  were  poor  robbed  mankind  j 
and,  as  soon  x*  they  became  rich,  rubbed  one 
another."  In  his  reviews  of  the  MiMcllanies 
in  pnjsc  and  venti',  pultlUhed  by  Klizabeth 
Harrison,  but  written  by  many  hands,  he 
gi\'es  an  eminent  proof  at  once  of  hb  ortho- 
doxy and  candour.  *'  The  authors  of  the 
essays  in  pruae  si-wn  generally  to  have  imi- 
tated, or  triknl  to  imitate,  the  ciyii!»usne?n 
and  hnuriancf  of  Mm.  Rince.  Ijiis,  how- 
ever, 18  not  all  their  praise  j  Ihey  have  la- 
bouml  to  odd  to  her  brightness  of  imagery, 
her  puritv  of  sentiments-  The  poets  nave 
hadl)r.  fToitt  before  their  eyes;  a  writtT, 
w])u,  if  lie  st>>r>il  rtut  111  the  ftrnt  claxs  of  ge* 
nius,  compensated  Uiat  defiict  by  a  r*iidy 
auplieatlon  of  his  powers  to  the  pnnnotion  of 
piety.  The  attempt  to  employ  the  orna- 
ments of  romance  in  the  decoration  of  reli- 
Mon,  wtut,  I  think,  first  mode  by  Air-  Hpyle^t 
Martyrdum  nf  TftfoHara  ;  but  fl"v/r'«  philostf- 
phicftl  Btudiesdid  not  allow  liimtime  for  the 
cullivatiifn  fif  5tyle:  and  the  comnWlion  of 
the  p™*-  dwBgn'wasreserveilforMrs.  Hoax. 
Dt,  WatU  was  one  of  the  first  who  tauttht 
the  Dissenters  to  write  and  ^pf^ak  like  other 
men,  by  shewing  them  that  t-U-wintT  irii|^ht 
consist  with  piety.  They  would  Imve  both 
done  btinour  to  a  better  socteCy.  for  they  had 
that  charily  which  mlglit  well  make  their 
Cullng*  be  forgotten,  and  with  which  the 
whole  Christiiin  world  wish  for  communion. 
Thc-y  were  pure  fnim  nil  the  hi-rL-sies  of  an 
age.  to  which  everv  opinion  is  boctinie  a  fa- 
vourite that  the  universal  church  hiis  hither- 
to detested  ! 

"  This  praise  the  general  interest  of  man- 
kind requires  to  be  given  tu  writers  who 
SImw  and  do  not  cornipt,  whu  instmct  a^id 
o  not  weary.  But  to  them  all  hiimnn  eulo- 
giw  iire  vai;i.  whom  I  believe  applauded  by 
at^(el*,  andnumhered  with  thejiut." 
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His  defence  or  Ua  againftt  Mr.  Jonu 
Hantmv's  violent  aLtnck  \i\tiH\  that  elepaiit 
rtkI  popular  bpreragc,  shews  him-  xcry  well 
B  man  of  fftnius  can  write  iijwn  thf  Nlightcsl 
lulycct,  wlii-n  ho  vriitoa,  as  tlic  llaliaiin  sav, 
(vnnmmr:  I  suppuM-no  jiersonevtrenjoycd 
with  more  TclUh  tbe'infusiun  af  ibal  fragrant 
leaf  than  Johnson.  Tlic  qiiantitic*  tvliirh 
he  rfrankof  k  at  »'l  boun  wtre  sr>  great, 
that  liU  ticrvM  must  iave  be«n  uncomnianlv 
strong,  not  to  have  been  extrt^iiielv  relaxed 
bv  auch  an  iti temperate  use  ol"  it.  lie  a.-wureii 
me,  that  he  ne\'er  fcit  the  least  inconve- 
iiiouce  frnm  it;  which  is  a  proof  that  the 
iaulC  of  his  conititution  was  rather  a  tun 
ffical  tension  of  fibres,  than  the  coiilniry. 
Mr.  Kanway  wrute  an  angry  answer  to 
•Tnbnxon's  review  of  lua  Fjuwv  on  Tea.  and 
Johnson,  after  a  t'nl!  and  (iffiKtalo  pauso, 
laadti  a  reply  to  it ;  the  only  instamv,  1  lii'- 
lieve,  in  toe  whole  rour^  of  hie  life,  wbm 
ho  coxidcscendd  to  oppose  any  thing  thnt 
was  written  against  him.  I  Mippcuie,  wht-n 
lie  ihiiuglit  ui  any  ut  bin  little  antagonist!^ 
he  was  ever  Justlr  aware  of  the  high  senlt- 
ment  of  j\jax  in  i)Tii.l :

The  ipmeroflity  with  which  be  pleads  the 
cause  M  Admiral  ISyng  in  bi^liJy  lo  the 
honour  of  his  hi.'art  and  spirit.  Tliongh 
VcUaire  affects  to  be  witty  npon  the  (a.lc-  of 
that  unfortunate  olhcer.'obKTvini^  ihnt  he 
was  shot  "vour  tncouraptr  Irr  nulrfii,'^  thf 
nation  has  long  hioen  satisfied  that  lii'4  life 
wast  R-icriilieil  tn  the  Lii>litieal  fiTS'oiir  wf  the 
tinief*.  In  the  vault  lu-lnnging  <n  (iie  Tor- 
rinjrton  family,  in  ihe  churt-h  "f  ScmthiU.  in 
Bodfordshiret  there  \%  the  following  Epi-

|HiKSi-KHeil  of  lively  talents,  and  a  dtyle  emi. 
nentlr  pure  and  ea^y,  am!  could  very  haiu 
pilypXiy  with  alight'suhji-ct,  either  in  prose 
or  verse;  but  wtien  he  sjicculatcd  on  that 
most  diffiriiit  and  eicniciating  fiuMtion.  the 
Origin  nf  Evil,  h©  "  vcnturedCir  Iwynnil  his

As  one  of  the  little  occasional  advantages 
whifb  he  (Ud  not  dinda'm  to  take  by  hLs  pen, 
as  a  man  wboae  profiission  wu  fiteratun', 
be  thb  year  acoepteii  of  a  guinea  from  Mr. 
Robert  Dodalcy,  for  irritiiig  the  introduc- 
tion to  "The  iJondon  Chronicle," an  evening 
Dew^per  ;  and  even  in  so  flight  a  jwrfann- 
aaeeesiiibited  peculiar  talents.  This  Chro. 
nlde still  mbiii:rta,  arid  from  what  loboervetl. 
when  I  was  abroad,  has  a  inure  extensive 
cireutation  upon  the  Continent  than  any  of 
the  Knglijth  nevrtniaperK.  It  wan  constantly 
rwail  l>y  Johnson  fiimiielf ;  and  it  U  but  just 
to  obaervc,  that  it  iiiot  all  along  t>ee)i  dlilin* 
oiiiahed  for  good  sense,  accuracy,  mudera- 
uoo,  and  delkacy. 

Anotber  instance  of  the  same  nature  has 
been  foinmuinr-ili-il  tn  tiie  by  the  Revere.id 
Dr.  Thomas  ('ampbell,  who  has  done  him- 
aeircon«id4.-nible  credit  by  ills  uvn  wrilings.

He  Ihijycar  resumed  his  scheme  of  giv- 
ina  an  editton  of  Shaltspeaire  wltli  nuu-s. 
lie  Issued  propouU of  coiHi<len.bIe  length.H 
in  which  he  sliewe<l  that  he  [>eriectly  well 
knew  what  a  varietv  of  research  such  an 
undertaking  required :  but  his  indolence 
jirt-vented  him  nom  jmrsuiiijj  it  with  that 
diligen<  e  which  alrnic  can  colUvt  those  scat- 
ten-d  iicla,  that  genius,  however  acute,  pe« 
netrating.  and  miauious,  cannot  discover 
bv  its  own  force.  It  Is  remarkable,  that  ot 
tfiis  time  his  fancnetl  actirily  was  t'cir  (be 
mooient  so  vignruiis,  that  he  promised  hia 
work  should  be  published  before  Cfariftinaa, 
■  7^7-  Yet  nine  rears  elapsed  before  it  flaw 
the  light.  His  tiiroea  in  bringing  it  forth 
had  been  severe  and  n-miitetit ;  ami  at  kuit 
we  mny  almriftt  eonctude  that  the  Ctesartan 
"iw-ratKin  was  pcrtbrmeiJ  by  the  knife  of 
Churchill,  whose  upbraiding  Mtire,  I  dare 
say.  iiiado  Johnson's  friends  urge  him  to  d^ 
fiatch.

Alitnit  this  period  he  was  ollered  a  living 
of  consider  a  Me  value  in  Lincolnshire,  if  he 
were  inclined  Co  enter  into  holy  orders.  It 
was  a  rectory  in  the  gifl  of  Mr.  I.im;^n, 
the  father  uf  his  mueh-valiiii]  frit-rd.  Rut 
he  did  not  accept  of  it :  partly  I  believe 
iVom  n  conscientious  motive,  being  per- 
suaded that  bis  lemjieratid  habits  rendered 
hiin  unlit  fur  that  ju-viduoiis  and  fntniliar 
in«tnictiiiii  of  the  vutgnr  .-ind  igTiurant, 
whi^.'h  he  held  to  be  an  essential  oiity  in  a 
clergyman  :  and  partly  because  his  love  of 
a  I^ndon  life  wa»  so  strung,  that  he  would 
have  thought  bimnelf  an  exile  in  any  other 
idnce,  parlJcularlyif  resiilitig  iii  llici-ourtlry, 
'Vhoever  would  wish  to  we  his  thougliLs 
upon  Uiat  subject  disuEayed  in  ih'eir  full 
fLirce,  may  penue  the  Adventurer,  Number 
lid. 

In  I7>')7t  it  does  not  appear  that  he  pub- 
lislied  any  thing,  except  some  of  thnio  arti- 
cle.i  iti  the  literary  Magazine,  whiih  have 
bit'o  Hieiitioned.  Thai  mngayjne,  ailer 
Johnson  ceased  to  write  in  it,  gradually  de- 
cUned,  tl]o\igh  the  jiopuUr  epithet  ofAntl- 
gallicitn  wiLS  added  to  it  j  and  m  July.  1758,

ging  towards  us,— lie  announced  his  awful 
approach  Ut  me,  somewhat  in  the  manner  of 
an  artor  in  the  part  uf  Horatio,  when  he  aii* 
itresnirH  Hiimlet  iiti  ibo  appeannee  of  lii« 
fnthcr's  ghost,  '■  Look,  my  lord,  it  cornea."

em^vinb!  has  been  made  for  thU  woilt. 
Mr.  I>nvics  mentiioned  my  name,  and  rc- 
pectfuUy  inlri&duced  me  to  him.  I  was

But  Churchill  had  extraonlinai^ 
vijjiitir  both  of  thought  and  exprwBrion.  Hu 
porlmiU  of  the  players  will  ever  l«  valu- 
able tu  the  true  lnven  of  the  diamit.  and  hti 
strong  caricatures  of  several  emioent  men  of 
his  age  will  not  be  forgfvttcii  by  the  nirmtis.

This  generous  sentiment,  which  lie  ut- 
tered with  great  fervour,  i track  me  excced- 
inglv,  and  stirred  mv  blood  to  that  pitch  of 
fancied  resistance,  t£e  poesibility  of  whirh  I 
ant  gbd  to  ke<*]>  in  nrni],  but  to  which  X 
truM,  I  iifvcT  slwll  be  forced. 

**GreBl  abilities  (sail!  he)  are  not  requisite 
for  an  Historian;  for,  in  historical  composi- 
tion, all  the  greatest  powers  of  tlie  hiimntii 
minJ  are  quiescent.  He  lias  fact-t  rcauly  lo 
his  hand;  «>  there  is  no  exercise  uf  inven- 
tion. Imagination  is  not  re<iuired  in  any 
high  degree ;  anlv  about  as  much  as  is  used 
in  tlie  lower  kinds  of  jioetry.  Some  pene- 
tration, accuracv,  and  coUiunng.  will  tit  • 
man  R>r  ihe  Uuti,  If  lie  can  givu  tlieapplica- 
tion  which  is  necessary." 

^  Bayle's  Uictionarv  is  a  verr  usef^il  work 
for  tho«eto  consult  wW  love  tite  biogranhi- 
cal  part  of  literature,  which  is  what  I  love 
moot." 

Talking  of  the  rmtnent  writers  m  <Jucen 
Anne's  reign,  he  observed,  **  I  tbiidi  Dr. 
Arbuthnot  the  lirst  man  among  tlicm.  jto 
was  the  most  iinivenal  genius,  lieing  an  ex- 
cellent pliysiciun,  a  m»ii  of  ilcrp  learning, 
anil  a  man  of  much  humour.  Mr,  Addison 
was,  lo  be  sure,  a  great  man  ;  his  learning 
was  not  profound;  but  his  morality,  his  hu- 
mour, and  hU  ekgance  of  writing,  set  him 
very  liigh." 

Xlr.  Ogilrie  was  unlucky  enough  to  diooae 
fortlie  tiijiii'  iif  hid  cunverutUin  the  praiaea 
of  lii9  nnlive  rounlry.  He  iK-gan  with  say. 
ing,  that  there  was  very  rich  land  around 
Edinburgh-    UuLdsniith.  who  had   studied 

rihysic  there,  contradicted  this,  very  untr\i- 
y,  with  a  sneering  laugh.  Diwuncertol  a 
little  by  this,  Mr.  OgUvie  then  took  new 
ground,  where,  I  suppose,  he  ihotigbt  him- 
self perfcitly  safe:  for  he  observed,  that 
S<'Othind  luid  a  great  umnr  noble  uUd  )jrus. 
iMH:tx.  JoiiNsoK  :  "  I  lu-l'iL-ve,  Sir.  you 
liave  a  great  niany.  Norwav,  Ifmi,  has  no- 
ble wild  prospects  ;  and  Ijiprninl  U  n-mark- 
able  for  prvligitms  nnble  wild  prospects. 
But,  Sir,  let  mc  tell  ycu,  the  n(!ble*t  nrospecl 
which  a  Scotchman  ever  sees,  is  tnc  ntgli 
r«iad  tluil  le-adn  him  to  England  1"  Tnis 
unexpected  and  jioititcd  soffy  proiluceil  a 
roar  of  applause.  AiXcr  all.  however,  those 
whuadn^re  the  rude  Lrmndeur  of  Nature, 
cannot  deny  it  to  C&letloRia. 

On  Saturday,  .July  U,  1  found  .luhnson 
surrounded  with  a  nutnerous  U-veas  but 
have  not  preserved  any  port  of  hi*  convtr 
aation.  On  the  l-lth  we  had  ano;-her  even- 
ing by  ourselves  iit  the  Mitre-.  It  hapiien* 
ing  to  be  a  veiy  rainy  night,  [  utailesouifi 
ciimmon-plaie  ubsenalions  un  the  relaxa- 
tion   of  ucr^'CB  ttiid  ilepreanun  of  spirits 
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which  Bucli  weather  occasioned  ;•  adding, 
however,  that  it  was  Rood  for  the  vefretable 
creation.  Johnson,  wno,  aa  we  have  already 
Bcen,  denied  that  the  temperature  of  the 
air  had  any  influence  on  the  human  frame, 
answered,  with  a  smile  of  ridicule,  "  Wh^, 
yes.  Sir,  it  is  good  for  vegetahles,  and  for 
the  animals  who  eat  those  vegetables,  and 
for  the  animals  who  eat  those  aninials." 
This  observation  of  his  aptly  enourii  intro- 
duccd  a  good  supiwr ;  and  1  soon  forgot,  in 
Johnson's  comi«uiy,  the  influence  of  a  moist 
atmosphere' 

Feeling  myself  now  quite  at  Mse  as  his 
companion,  though  I  had  all  possible  reve- 
rence for  him,  I  expressed  a  recret  that  I 
could  not  be  so  easy  with  my  father,  though 
he  was  not  much  older  than  Johnson,  and 
certainly,  however  respectable,  had  not 
more  liirning  and  greater  abilities  to  de- 

Srcss  me.  I  asked  nim  the  reason  of  this. 
oiiNSUN  :  "  ^^Tiy,  Sir,  I  am  a  man  of  the 
world.  I  live  in  the  world,  and  I  tnke,  in 
'  some  degree,  the  colour  of  the  world  as  it 
moves  along.  Your  father  is  a  Judge  in  a 
remote  part  of  the  inland,  and  all  his  notions 
are  taken  from  the  old  world.  Besides,  Sir, 
there  must  always  be  a  struggle  between  a 
father  and  son,  while  one  aims  at  power 
and  the  other  at  independence."  I  said,  I 
was  afraid  my  father  would  force  me  to  be  a 
lawyer.  Johnsos  :  "  Sir,  you  need  not  be 
ofnud  of  his  forcing  you  to  be  a  laborious 
practising  lawyer ;  that  is  not  in  hia  power. 
For  as  the  proverb  says, '  One  man  may  lead 
a  horse  to  the  water,  but  twenty  cannot 
make  him  drink.'  lie  may  be  displeaseil 
tliat  you  are  not  what  he  wishes  you  to  be ; 
tut  tliat  displeasure  will  not  go  tar.  If  he 
insists  only  on  your  having  as  niiuh  law  as  is 
necessary  for  a  man  of  property,  and  then 
endeavoum  to  get  you  into  I'urliamcnt,  he 
is  <uiile  in  the  right." 

lie  enlarged  very  convincingly  upon  the 
excellence  of  rhyme  over  blan)i  verse  in 
English  ]ioetry.  I  mentioned  to  him  that 
Ht.  Adam  Smith,  in  bis  lectures  upon  com- 
position,  when  1  studied  under  him  in  the 
College  (if  (>la.<<guw,  had  maintained  the 
same  opinion  strenuously,  and  1  repented 
some  ot  Ills  arguments.  Johnson  :  "  Sir, 
I  was  imie  in  company  with  Smith,  and  we 
did  nut  take  to  each  utl'ier  ;  but  had  1  known 
that  lie  loved  rhyme  as  much  as  you  tell 
me  he  does,  1  should  liave  n('<ir>Fn  him." 

Talking  of  those  who  denied  tiic  truth 
of  Christianity,  he  said,  "  It  i«  always  easy 
to  be  on  the  negative  side.  If  a  man  were 
now  to  deny  that  there  is  sidt  upon  the 
table,  you  cuuhl  not  reduce  him  to  an  al>- 
sunlily.  Come,  let  us  trv  this  a  little  fur- 
ther.    I  deny  Ihut  Canada  is  taken,  and  I

— Very  tnie.  But  the  ministry  bart  ptt 
us  to  an  enormous  expense  by  the  war  m 
America,  and  it  is  their  interest  to  penuade 
us  that  we  have  got  somethiiur  for  our 
money. — ^  But  the  fact  is  conflnwd  If 
thousands  of  men  who  were  at  the  taking  oT 
it.' — Ay,  but  these  men  bare  BtiU  more  in- 
terest in  deceiving  us.  They  don't  wint 
that  you  should  think  the  French  have  beU 
them,  but  that  they  have  beat  the  Frcodi 
Now  suppose  you  should  go  over  and  fiol 
that  it  IS  really  token,  that  would  only  n- 
tisfy  yourself ;  for  when  vou  come  home  » 
will  not  believe  you.  \Ve  will  sar,  rou 
have  been  bribed. — Yet,  Sir,  notwitfi^aod- 
ing  all  these  plausible  objections,  we  hire 
no  doubt  that  Canada  is  really  ours.  Such 
is  the  weight  of  common  testimony.  How 
much  stronger  are  the  e\-idenci»  of  tlw 
Christian  rtdigion  ?" 

"  Idleness  is  a  disease  which  must  k 
combated  ;  but  I  would  not  advise  a  riciJ 
adherence  to  a  particular  pl^n  of  stuily. 
I  myself  have  never  jieraisted  in  any  plin 
for  two  days  together.  A  man  ou^t  to 
read  just  as  incUnation  leads  him  ;  for  wbct 
he  reads  as  a  task  will  do  him  little  gooi- 
A  young  man  should  read  five  hours  ini 
day,  and  so  may  acquire  a  great  deal  el 
knowledge." 

To  a  man  of  vigorous  intellect  and  anlot 
curiosity  like  his  own,  reading  without  » 
regular  plan  may  be  beneficial;  thoiUEb 
even  sucn  a  man  must  submit  to  it,  if  at 
would  attain  a  full  understanding  of  any  of 
tbe  sciences. 

'I'o  such  a  degree  of  unrestrained  trtsA' 
ness  had  he  now  accustomed  me,  that  io

Incidents.  .liiiiNHoN  :  "There  is  nothing, 
Nlr,  too  little  torso  little  a  creature  as  man. 
It  In  hy  sliidyinu  little  things  thut  we  attain 
the  great  nrtof  naving  iis  little  misery  and 
as  much  luippiiicss  us  jHissible." 

N'exl  morning  Mr.  Dempster  hamtenetl 
to  rail  on  me,  uml  was  so  nmch  struck  even 
with  the  inijierfivt  nccount  which  I  gave 
him  of  hr.  .lohnson's  conversation,  that  to 
ills    honour  be  it  rivorditl,  when   I    coni< 

Idnineil  that  drinking  port  and  sitting  up 
ate  with  him  atUvteil  mv  ncrvw  for  some 
time  at\er,  he  said,  "  <^ne  had  Iwiter  be 
jMilsleil  at  eightivn  than  nut  keep  eom|)any 
with  such  a  man." 

On  'I'uesilny,  .Tuly  in,  X  found  tall  Sir 
Thomas  llobinson  sitting  with  ilohn.wn. 
8ir  Thomas  said,  that  the  Kin^  of  Prussia 
valued  himself  uimiu  throe  tlungs;— upon 
iK'ing  a  hero,  a  musician,  and  an  author. 
.ToitNsoN  i  "  I'relly  well.  Sir,  for  one  man. 
As  to  his  being  an  autlior,  I  have  nut  lookeil 
at  his  ^HH'try  ;  but  his  prose  is  ]>uor  stuff. 
He  wnles  just  as  you  would  suppow  Vol- 
taire's fiMitlioy  to  do,  who  has  been  his  ama- 
nuensis. He  has  such  jtarts  as  the  volet 
might  have,  and  altuut  as  much  of  the  co- 
louring of  the  stvle  as  niiglit  tte  got  by  tran- 
•cribing  his  works"  When  I  w.-is  at  l-'er- 
ncy,  I  reiH.*ated  this  to  Voltaire,  in  onler  to 
reconcile  him  somewhat  to  Johnson,  whom 
he,  in  affecting  the  Knglish  mfnic  of  ex- 
pression, had  previously  eharBCterized  as 
•'a  sujwmtitious  dog;"  but  after  hearing 
iiifh  A  criticism  on  t  rcderic  the  Creat,  witn 


whom  he  was  then  on  iMd  Cascl.  ^  cb 
claimed,  **  An  honest  feUov  '." 

But  I  Lbink  the  critwum  mucb  Xa»  k> 
rere ;  for  the  ^  Menuun  a£  the  H,iaar  d 
Brandenhui^"  aze  vrittei  ■■  wvU  •  ^mf 
works  of  that  kiniL  His  pottrj,  fer  mt 
style  of  which  be  hinis«ilf  mafca  a  tmk 
apology,  "  JargammMmt  mm  Fwmmema  kmimt^ 
tnouf^  fraught  with  penncious  nnap  tf 
infidelity,  has,  in  manr  plawca.  jEim  in- 
mation,  and  in  some  a  patbeCk  lada- 
nesfl. 

Upon  this  contemptuous  ■"'■*rl't™'* 
on  the  King  of  Prusna,  I  obserreil  to  J«te- 
son,  "  It  would  seem  then.  Sir,  that  mick 
less  parts  are  neceasarj  to  nuke  a  Kia^ 
than  to  make  an  Author ;  lor  the  EiBC  of 
Prussia  is  confnsedlj  the  greatest  hof 
now  in  Europe,  yet  you  think  be  niakei  a 
very  poor  fif^re  as  an  Author.** 

Mr.  I.e\'et  thlsday  shewed  me  Dr.  Jsba- 
flon's  library,  which  waa  contained  ia  m 
garrets  over  his  Chunbera,  vhoc  IJntst. 
son  of  the  celebrated  bookseller  of  thit 
name,  had  formerlv  hia  warehouse.  I  fiaiad 
a  number  of  good  Dooka,  but  rerr  dusty  aid 
in  great  conmaion.  The  floor  was  stnnd 
witn  manuscript  leaves,  in  Jofanaao's  on 
hand'writing,  which  I  beheld  with  a  ieftt 
of  veneration,  supposinffthej  perhaps  mufat 
contain  portions  of  the  Kambier.  or  of  lui- 
selos.  I  observed  an  apparatua  da  diynical 
experiments,  of  which  Johnson  was 'all  b 
life  very  fond.  The  place  aeemed  to  be 
very  favourable  fVn-  returemcnt  uid  mediu. 
tioii.  Johnson  told  me,  that  he  went  np 
thither  without  mentioning  it  to  his  semit 
when  he  wanted  to  studr,  aecure  from  is- 
terniption ;  for  he  woula  not  allow  hisKT- 
vant  to  say  he  waa  not  at  home  when  ka 
really  was.  ."  A  servant's  strict  remtd  ts 
truth  (said  he)  must  be  we^ened  bv  suck 
a  practice.  A  philosopher  may  know'that  it 
is  merely  a  form  of  decual ;  but  &w  tcr* 
vants  are  such  nice  distiDsuiahers.  If  1 
accustom  a  serroDt  to  tell  a  ue  for  me.  hsve 
I  not  reason  to  apprehend  that  he  irill  tdl 
many  lies  for  himieff9"  I  am,  howerer, 
satisfied  that  everv  servant,  of  any  depce 
of  intelligence,  understands  saying  nis  out. 
ter  i.s  not  at  home,  not  at  all  as  the  affirvu* 
tion  of  a  fact,  but  as  customary  wonb,  is- 
timating  that  his  master  wiahea  not  to  be 
seen ;  so  that  there  can  be  no  bod  effect 
from  it. 

Mr.  Temple,  now  vicar  of  St.  Gluviat. 
Cornwall,  w^o  had  been  mv  intimate  fiicnd 
for  many  years,  had  at  thu  time  dumkn 
in  Farrar's-buildings,  at  the  bottom  of  Ic* 
ner-Temple-lone,  which  be  kindly  leol  iv 
upon  quitting  mv  lodgings,  he  bnns  to  m 
turn  to  Trinity  fiall,  Cambridge.  I  fiainl 
them  particularly  convenient  for  me.  a*  tbtj 
were  so  near  Dr.  Johnson'^

JuhttMui,  lh'.ni{i;li  Ik- con- 
curred in  the  opinion  which  ^as  olIcrwardB 
nnctioned  br  ■  judguMml  of  the  House  of 
lionls,  that  ihert  was  no  sut-lt  riflit,  was  al 
this  time  wny  anf^y  that  the  boolctellen  of 
IjoodoDt  for  whom  he  unifonnlj  profeMcd 
roach  r^jird,  abuuld  sutler  from  an  inrailon 
of  what  the?  Itad  ever  ccosidered  to  be 
secure  i  and  ne  was  luud  and  violent  a^nst 
Mr.  Donaldsou.  *'  Heis  a  fellow  who  takes 
■dvantaj^of  the  Uwtoii\jure  hit  brethren  : 
for  notwithstanding  that  the  statute  -le. 
cures  only  fiiurt^Hti  y»iir»  of  eXcliiMPe  right,

the  pn>[»erly,  succeed  so  well  as  to  brinj?

be  iisty  veant."  Demps-tzr  :  "  Dnijnld- 
•on.  Sir,  is  anxious  for  the  encourajrenieiit 
of  hterature.  He  reduces  the  price  of 
books,  to  that  poor  students  iruiT  buy  them." 
JoaxaoN  (liuiffhinft):  "Welt,  Sir,  iillifw. 
iD|t  that  tt)  be  his  motive,  he  is  no  better 
tlwn  Uohin  Hou-L  who  robbed  Ihc  rli:h  in 
order  to  |{ivc  to  the  poor." 

It  ia  remarkable,  thut  when  lite  fT'oet 
i]Ui.-«tion  ronceminft  Literary  Properly  came 
to  be  ultimately  tried  betore  the  supretue 
tribunal  of  this  country,  in  (.-onf«e[|iience  of 
the  Tery  apirited  exertions  of  >(r.  Donald. 
aao.  Dr.  Johnson  was  Kealous  ajtininst  a  per- 
jM^uity  :  but  he  thouf(ht  that  the  term  of 
excltuive  richt  of  authora  sliuuld  be  enn' 
•Ueiably  enlarged.  He  was  then  for  ^^ranl* 
ton  a  hundred  years.

David  Hume's  style.  doHimoy:  **  Wliy, 
Sir,  his  style  is  not  KngUsh  :  the  strurture 
of  his  senti-nccs  is  French.  Now  the  French 
strui'ture  and  the  Knglish  Ktrurture  niav,  in 
the  nature  of  tbin^is  be  equally  good.  Bui 
if  you  nllow  that  the  EiiftCish'  unguage  la 
established,  he  ia  wrong.

nur  happmciM  ht  very  mui-h  owing  to  the 
goo<l  opinion  of  mankind.  Nnw,  Sir,  in  civi- 
li/A-il  .MK'iety,  external  ailvantogcs  make  us 
more  respected.  A  man  with  a  gooil  coat 
upon  his  hack  meets  with  abetter  reveptiun 
than  he  who  has  a  bad  one<  Sir,  you  may 
analyze  l]ii«,  and  aay  what  b  (here  In  It'? 
But  ttiat  irill  avail  you  nothing,  for  it  is  a 
p«rt  ol*a  general  system.  I'uunil  Sl  Paul  s 
churL-h  into  aLum^,  and  con-iider  uny  ftingLc 
atom  :  it  ia,  to  lie  sure,  good  Ibr  nothing  : 
liut,  puL  nil  these  atoms  together,  and  you 
hare  St.  Paul's  church.  So  it  is  with  human 
telicity,  which  is  made  up  of  many  Ingrc- 
dienta,  each  of  which  niuy  l>e  Hliewn  to  be 
very  inaigriiAcant.  In  civilLxed  Miclety, 
persniuil  nK*rit  will  not  serve  you  bo  much 
H.1  money  will.

If  ycu  wish  only  to  stipiwrt  nature, 
Sir  William  Petty  fixM  your  allowaTM:e  at 
'M.  a  year  ;  but  an  times  are  mu*h  idtered, 
let  IIS  cat]  il  6/.  This  sum  M-ill  lill  your 
lielly,  shelter  you  from  the  weiither.'anJ 
even  get  you  a  strong  lasting  cnal,  supposing 
it  to  be  iiiaiJo  of  gond  bulrs  hide.  Ni>w, 
Sir,  all  bi-vonil  llii^  uinrliliriiiLaiiil  iKilejured 
in  onk-r  to  ol>tain  a  greater  liegrc  nf  respect 
from  our  fellow -crest  ures^  And,  Sir,  if  400L 
a  vcar  procure  a  man  mDreconAcquence^utd, 
of  cnurse,  111414-0  happineea,  than  iV.  a  veer, 
tlio  snmc  pruportioa  will  hultl  an  U)  OOtXU, 
and  so  on,  a^  tkr  ta  opulence  can  he  carried. 
IVrhafM  he  who  has  a  large  fortune  may  not 
be  su  hajipy  as  he  who  has  n  small  one  ;  hut 
that  must  proceed  from  other  causes  than 
from  his  lia\-ing  the  large  (orlune :  for.  e4wie- 
rii  parifrtu,  he  who  in  nth  In  m-ivilixed  *n- 
cietv,  must  he  hapjiii-r  tJun  lie  who  it  poor  ;

the  wrong  Hide  of  a  debate,  because  most 
iiievnioua  thinf^,  that  in  to  say,  most  new 
thing!!,  could  be  said  u])du  it.

what  was  unjustly  got  it  must  be  unjuxt  to 
It'ocp,  where  is  the  humi  in  one  man's  taking 
tho  pnmerty  of  another  from  him  ?  lic- 
Hiilen,  Mr,  when  wc  consider  the  bad  use 
that  many  [leuidc  make  of  their  property, 
unci  Ikjw  much  belter  use  the  tliicV  may 
make  of  it,  it  may  be  defended  as  a  vei^' 
iillDwuhle  practice.  Yet,  Sir,  the  expe- 
rience of  niiuikind  hart  discovered  stealmg 
to  be  MO  very  bad  a  thing,  that  they  make 
no  M-niple  to  hang  a  man  for  it.  When  I 
was  nnming  about  this  town,  a  very  poor 
fellow,  I  was  a  great  arguer  for  the  advan- 
tages of  poverty  ;  but  I  was,  at  the  same 
time,  very  mtrry  to  be  poor.  Sir,  all  the 
Hrgiiment !«  which  are  brought  to  reitresent 
IMiverty  ns  no  evil,  shew  it  to  be  evidently  a 
ffreat  evil.  You  never  iiud  i)c<tple  labour- 
ing to  convince  you  that  you  may  live  very 
liappily  upon  a  i>lcntiful  forttme. — So  vou 
hear  ]K'0])le  talking  how  miserable  a  ifiug 
niiint  lie  j  and  yet  they  all  wish  to  be  in  his 
plitce." 

It  was  suggested  that  Kings  must  be  un- 
hup|iy,  LeciiUNc  tliev  are  <ie|irivod  of  the 
grciitcMt.  of  nil  nutisliictions,  easy  luid  unre- 
served society.  .loiiKsoK  :  "  That  is  an 
llI-founde<)  notion,  lieinir  a  Kingdoen  not 
exclude  a  man  from  such  aocietv.  IJreat 
KingH  have  always  been  social.  'J'lie  King 
ofl'mssia,  the  only  p-eat  King  at  ju'esent, 
is  very  stK'inl.  t'liitrles  the  Second,  the  last 
King  of  Kngland,  who  was  a  man  of  parts, 
was  H(K'ial ;  ami  our  Henrys  and  l^dwanls 
were  all  social." 

Mr.  Denijisler  having  endeavoured  to 
mnintaiii  that  intrinsic  merit  outjht  to  make 
the  only  distinction  amongst  mankind : — 
•Ion  N  SON:  "  Whv,  Sir,  mamiind  have  found 
that  this  cannot  lie.  How  shall  we  deter, 
mine  the  iirojtortion  of  intrinsic  merit  ? 
Vere  that  to  be  theonlydistinctionamongst 
mankind,  we  should  soon  quarrel  altout  the 
dep-ees  of  it.  Were  all  distinctions  abo- 
lisneil,  the  strongest  would  not  long  ac- 
quiesce, but  woulil  endeavour  to  obtain  a 
BU|wriority  by  their  btHlily  strength.  But, 
Sir,  as  aulKirdi  nation  is  very  necessary  fur 
society,  and  contentions  for  superiority  very

dangerous,  mankind,  that  is  to  amy,  all  rifU 
lized  nations,  have  settled  it  upon  a  pbin  ia. . 

A  man  is  bom  ta  ba» 
ditary  rank ;  or  hia  being  appointed  ta  te^ 
tain  officea,  gives  him  a  certain  rank.  8A> 
ordination  tends  greatly  to  human  hm^ 
nesa.  Were  we  all  upmi  an  equality,  «c 
should  have  no  other  enjoyment  than'aiai 
animal  pleasure."

should  hesitate  which  to  prefer.  Jomaoi: 
"  To  bcsure,  Sir, If  you  were  to  dinefliilf 
once,  and  it  were  never  to  be  known  wbov 
you  dined,  you  would  choose  rather  todiK 
with  the  mat  man  of  Kenius :  but  to  oa 
most  respect,  you  should  dine  with  tbant 
l>uke  in  England.  For  nine  people  in  ta 
that  you  meet  with  would  have  a  higkr 
opinion  of  you  for  having  dined  v^  a 
Duke;  and  the  great  genius  himaelf  wMiy 
receive  you  better,  because  you  had  bca 
with  the  great  Buke." 

He  took  care  to  guard  himself  uaia* 
any  possible  suspicion  that  hia  settledp^ 
ciples  of  reverence  for  rank  and  respect  fir 
wealth  were  at  all  owing  to  mean  or  a> 
terested  motives ;  for  he  aaserted  hia  on 
independence  as  a  literary  man.  '■•■  So  aiM 
(sai(l  he]  who  ever  lived  by  litetatmci,  1m 
lived  more  independently  than  I  have  dona.' 
lie  said  he  had  taken  longer  time  tkaa 
he  needed  to  have  done  in  composing  fab 
Dictionary.  He  received  our  comnlimottt 
uj)OU  that  great  work  with  comuacoiCT, 
und  told  US  that  the  Academy  dVwaOvM 
could  scarcely  believe  that  it  was  done  by 
one  man. 

Next  morning  I  found  him  alone,  ind 
have  preserved  the  foUowing  fiagmenta  of 
his  conversation.  Of ageDtleman  who  was 
mentioned,  he  said,  "  I  have  not  met  witb 
any  man  for  a  long  time  who  haa  givflnne 
such  general  displeasure.  He  ia  totally  un- 
fixed in  his  principles,  and  wants  to  pitule 
other  iKJople."  I  said  his  principles  bad 
betii  poisoned  by  a  noted  inlwel  writer,  but 
that  lie  was,  nevertheless,  a  bimeroloit 
good  man.  .Tounsov  :  **  We  can  have  as 
i1e))endancc  upon  that  instinctive,  that  as* 
stitutional  goodness  which  is  not  finuMled 
upon  principle.  I  grant  you,  that  such  a  dub 
may  be  a  very  amiable  member  of  sodetT. 
I  can  conceive  him  placed  in  such  a  aitua. 
tion  that  he  is  not  much  tempted  to  de- 
viate from  what  is  right ;  and  as  every  *«"■ 
prefers  virtue,  when  there  is  not  somertrov 
incitement  to  transgress  its  prci-epts,  I  out 
ctmceive  him  doing  nothing  wrong.  But 
if  such  a  man  stood  in  nec>d  of  moner,  I 
should  not  like  to  tnist  him  ;  and  I  should 
certainly  not  trust  him  with  voung  ladies, 
ibr  there  there  is  always  teinpta'tiun.

1'hough  he  mar 
nut  know  any  thing  iterfcH-tLv,  the  general 
maaa  of  knowledge  tast  be  fuu  acmiiredls 
conaiderable.  TUnc  will  do  for  nim  all 
that  is  wanting." 

The  conversBtion  tiien  took  a  philosophi- 
cal turn.  JoHMBOX  :  "  Human  experience, 
which  is  constantly  contradicting  tiieory,  Is 
Uie  greatest  letit  of  truth.  A  nystcin,  built 
upon  the  discweri«,-9  of  a  great  many  minds, 
is  always  of  more  strength,  than  what  is 
produced  by  the  mere  worktnga  of  any 
one  mind,  'which,  of  itaelf  can  do  little. 
There  is  not  so  poor  a  book  in  llie  world 
tint  would  not  be  a  prodigious  vllbrt  were  it 
wrouKbt  nut  entirely  hy  a  single  mind,  with- 
out the  niil  uf  prior  investigators.  Tfao 
French  writera  are  superficial.  Ix-cause  tliey 
are  not  scholar*,  and  so  proceed  uixm  the 
mere  power  of  their  own  minds  ;  onu  we  see 
hiJW  verv  little  power  thev  httvc." 

*'  A.-I  til  the  Christian  refigion.  Sir,  bcsidei 
the  strong  evi^ienee  wliich  we  have  for  it, 
there  is  a  bsbncc  in  its  favour  from  Uio 
number  of  great  men  who  have  been  con- 
vinceti  of  itn  inilh,  after  a  serious  conside- 
ration of  the  question-  Grotius  waa  an 
acute  man,  a  lawyer,  a  man  accustomed  to 
examine  crvidence,  and  ha  vai  convince*!. 
Grntius  was  not  a  recluse,  but  a  man  of 
the  world,  who  certainly  had  mi  biaa  tu  the 
side  of  religion.  Sir  Isaac  Newton  set  out 
an  infidel,  And  came  to  be  a  very  firm  be- 

lit-VlT." 

He  this  evening  again  reconimended  ti» 
rac  to  perambulate  Spain-+  I  saiil  it  would 
amuse  him  to  get  a  latter  from  me  (bit4?d 
at  .Salamanciu  .Tonxsox :  "-I  love  the 
University  of  Snlamiinca ;  for  when  the 
Spaniards' were  in  doubt  as  to  the  lawful- 
iK-?tn  of  iliifir  conrjuering  America,  tba 
L'niventity  of  Salamanca  ftave  it  as  their 
xininion  that  it  via  not  lawful."  He  spoke 
this  with  great  emotion,  anil  with  tliat  ge. 
nerous  wuniith  which  ilictattMl  the  liaaa 
in  hia  "  London,*'  against  Spmiish  encroach, 
ment.

THE  LIFE  OF  DB.  JOHNSON.

I  cxpres^d  my  i^pinion  of  my  friend 
Derrick  as  but  a  poor  writer.  Johnson  t 
"  To  he  sure,  Sir,  he  is :  I)Ut  you  are  to 
consider  that  his  bcinc  a  literary  man  has 
cot  for  him  all  that  he  has.  It  has  made 
him  King  of  Bath.  Sir,  he  has  nothing 
to  aay  for  liim:iclf  but  that  he  is  a  writer. 
Had  he  not  boon  a  writer,  he  must  have 
been  sweeping  the  crossings  in  the  streets, 
end  asking  haifi>ence  from  every  bo<ly  that 
passed." 

In  justice,  however,  to  the  memory  of 
Mr.  Derrick,  who  was  first  tutor  in  the 
ways  of  London,  and  shewed  me  the  town 
in  all  its  variety  of  departments,  both  li- 
terary and  sportive,  the  particulars  of  which 
Dr.  Johnson  advised  mc  to  put  in  writing, 
it  is  proper  to  mention  what  Johnson,  at  a 
subsequent  period,  said  of  him  both  as  a 
writer  and  an  editor :  "  Sir,  I  have  often 
said,  tliat  if  Derrick's  letters  had  been  writ- 
ten tiy  one  of  a  more  established  name,  tliey 
would  have  been  thought  very  pretty  let- 
ters."" And,  *' I  sent  Derrick  to  Dryden's 
relations  to  gather  materials  for  his  life ; 
and  I  believe  he  got  all  that  I  myself  should 
have  got-"*!- 

Poor  Derrick !  I  remember  him  with 
kindness.  Yet  I  cannot  withhold  from  my 
readers  a  pleasant  humorous  sally  which 
could  not  have  hurt  him  had  he  been  alive, 
and  now  is  perfectly  harmless.  In  his  col- 
lection of  poems,  there  is  one  upon  enter- 
ing the  harbour  of  Dublin,  his  native  city,, 
after  a  lung  absence.     It  begins  thus : 

"Rblatia!  much  loved  dty,  hull  t 
WhLTe  flnt  1  law  the  llRht  at  day." 

And  after  a  solemn  reflection  on  his  being 
*'  numbered  with  forgotten  dead,"  there  is 
the  following  stanza : 

"  Unleu  my  lines  protract  my  ramc. 

Ami  Lhone  who  chance  (u  read  thmii  cry, 
I  knew  him  !  Derrick  wu  hU  namu. 
In  yonder  tomb  hii  aihcs  lie :" 

which  was  thus  happily  parodied  by  Mr. 
John  Home,  to  whom  we  owe  the  beautiful 
and  pathetic  tragedy  of  "  Douglas  :" 

"  UDleM  my  dtetU  protract  my  fame. 
And  he  vrhopatue*  ladJy  ring», 
I  knew  him  !  Derrick  wai  hli  name. 
On  yondtr  tree  hii  careat*  rwtng* .'" 

I  doubt  mucii  whether  the  amiable  and 
ingenious  author  of  these  burlesque  lines 
wul  recollect  tbcm ;  for  they  were  pro<luced 
extempore  one  evening  while  he  and  I  were 
walking  twether  in  the  dining-room  at  Eg- 
lingtounc  Castle,  in  1760,  and  I  have  never 
mentioned  them  to  him  since- 

Johiison  said  once  to  me,  "  Sir,  I  ho- 
nour Derrick  for  his  presence  of  mind.  One 
night,  when  Floyd,J  another  poor  author, 
was  wandering  about  the  streets  in   the

night,  he  found  Derrick  <ast  uleep  upns  a 
bulk  ;  upon  b^ng  suildenly  waked.  Der- 
rick started  up,  *  Aly  dlear  Flovd,  I  an 
sorry  to  see  you  in  this  destitute  state;  vill 
you  go  home  with  me  to  mjr  tadgingt  f 

I  agun  bgmed  his  advice  as  to  mv  inetiNd 
of  study  at  Utrecht  "■  Come,  (said  hr,)  kt 
UB  make  a  day  of  it.  I^et  ui  go  don  la 
Greenwich  and  dine,  and  talk  of  it  therr." 
The  following  Satuzilay  was  fixed  fin*  t^ 
excursion. 

As  we  walked  along  the  Strand  ttuwlit, 
arm  in  arm,  a  woman  of  the  town  acrmlcd 
US,  in  the  usual  enticing  manner.  ^N«, 
no,  mj  girl,  (said  Johnson.)  it  wont  ic" 
He,  however,  did  not  treat  her  with  hanli- 
ness  ;  and  we  talked  of  the  wretched  life  of 
Buch  women,  and  agreed,  that  much  more 
misery  than  hapjiiness,  upon  the  whole,  ii 
produced  by  iUicit  conunerce  between  tkc 
sexes. 

On  Saturday,  July  30,  Dr.  Johnson  aad 
I  took  a  sculler  at  tne  Temple-Btaira,  ud 
set  out  for  Greenwich.  I  awed  him  if  he 
really  thought  a  knowledge  of  the  Gie^ 
and  Ijitin  languages  an  essential  rniiufite 
to  agood  education.  Jonvsoir  :  "  Most  cer- 
tainly. Sir ;  for  those  who  know  them  htre 
a  very  great  advantage  over  tiuve  who  do 
not.  ^y.  Sir,  it  is  wonderful  what  a  differ- 
ence learning  makes  upon  people  even  in  tbt 
common  intercourse  of  life,  which  does  oat 
appearto  be  much  connected  with  it.*'  '*Aiid 
yet,  (said  I,)  people  go  throuf^  the  worid 
very  well,  and  carry  on  the  business  of  Gfc 
to  good  advantage  without  leamii^.''— 
Johnson:  "Why,  Sir,  that  mav  be  tnif 
in  cases  where  learning  cannot  ponibly  Ik 
of  anv  use  ;  for  instance,  this  bov  rttw*  m 
as  well  without  learning,  as  it'  he  could  va% 
the  song  of  Orpheus  to  the  ^Vivonauts,  who 
were  the  first  sailors."  He  then  calM  ta 
the  boy,  *'  What  w^ould  you  give,  mr  bi 
to  know  about  the  Argonauts  ?**  *'  Sir,'  (ni<I 
the  boy.)  1  would  give  what  I  hare-" 
Johnson  was  much  pleased  with  his  answer, 
and  we  gave  him  a  double  fare.  Dr.  JoIuk 
son  then  turning  to  me,  **  Sir,  (said  be.)  ■ 
desire  of  knowledge  is  the  natural  feelhif; 
of  mankind ;  and  every  human  being,  whow 
mind  is  nut  debauched,  will  be  willing  to 
give  all  that  he  has,  to  get  knowlcilge." 

We  landed  at  the  Old  Swan,  and  wdkeJ 
to  nillingsgate,  where  we  took  oars  asd 
moved  smoothly  along  the  silver  Thainet- 
It  was  a  -very  fine  day.  We  were  enter- 
tained with  the  immense  number  and  v»- 
riety  of  ships  that  were  lying  at  snckor, 
and  with  tne  beautiful  country  on  laA 
side  of  the  river.

Sir,  (said  he),  ami  we  will  lire  In  the 
otd  rastlc ;  and  if  there  is  not  a  rcKnn  in  it 
remalnitig,  wewUlbulM  unr."

to  be  idle.  He  then  came  to  London,  where 
he  has  hevD  very  Jdte ;  and  now  he  is  going 
tu  tjtnx-ht,  wliere  he  will  be  as  itUc  u 
ever."  1  asked  him  privately  how  he  could 
expose  me  to.  Jobmsom:  "  Pob,  poh  ! 
(Hpid  he)  tbey  knew  nothing  almut  rou,  and 
will  tliink  uf  it  no  more.  In  tJie  aller> 
noon  the  gentlewoman  talked  violently 
against  the  Kottun  Catholics,  and  of  itte 
hnrrom  of  the  Intiuiiiitiuii.  'i'n  the  utter 
astniiiiUimenl  of  nil  the  pasw-ngcrv  but  my- 
.self,  who  knew  that  he  could  talk  upuii  aiiy 
side  of  a  ijuestlon,  he  ilefendnl  tlie  Iimui- 
■itiun,  and  maintained,  that  '*  fitlse  dw-tniH; 
should  be  checked  iin  Its  lirst  npjK'arancc ; 
thiit  the  civil  power  should  unite  with  the 
church  in  puniMhinc  those  wbo  dared  to  at> 
tack  tlie  estaliliabeu  ri;ligion,  artd  that  such 
only  were  punished  by  ttie  Inquixilion." 
a  V  had  in  his  pocket  "  Fomponim  Mela  dCr 
Situ  OrWj."  in  which  he  read  occasionally, 
and  seemed  wry  intent  ujion  ancient  «»• 
itrajihy.  Though  by  no  means  niegsrdlv, 
nii  atrention  to  what  was  generallv  right 
WES  so  minute-,  that  having  observeil  at  one 
of  tiie  stages  thai  J  ustenlatiously  gave  a 
shilling  to  the  coachman,  when  the  custom 
was  for  each  naasenger  to  give  only  six> 
pence,  he  took  me  a^de  and  scoldctl  me, 
saying,  Uuit  what  I  had  dune  wouhl  make 
the  cnaehnian  dissatL-died  with  all  thi*  rest 
of  the  pagaengiTS,  who  gave  him  no  more 
than  his  due.  This  was  a  just  reprimand  t 
lor  in  whatever  way  anmn  may  indulge  his 
generosity  or  his  vanity  in  si)^i)diiig  his 
mune^,  fur  the  sake  of  others  he  uu^hl  iiuL 
to  raise  the  price  of  any  article  for  w  hich 
t)K*re  is  a  constant  demand. 

He  talked  of  Mr.  Blacklock's  poetr>-,  k> 
fiir  aj  it  was  descriptive  of  visible  objects; 
and  nhsen'eit,  lliat  "aA  its  aiithur  IiihI  tho 
iiiiiifortune  to  be  blind,  we  may  be  alisolute- 
ly  sure  that  sucb  passages  are  comtnoatlons 
of  what  he  has  remembered  of  the  works  of 
other  writen  who  ctmid  aee.  Tliat  foolish 
fellow,  S|>cncc,  itax  laboured  to  explain  pht- 
loaophivaily  how  BlackJock  may  have  dune, 
by  means  of  Us  own  ftniltiea,  what  it  Is 
Impoa^ble  ba  should  do.  The  solution,  as 
I  tuve  given  It,  is  plain.  Suppose,  I  know 
n  innn  to  bi-  so  hime  that  he  is  ahaolulely 
incapable  to  move  himself,  and  I  find  him 
in  a  ditfcrent  room  from  that  in  which  I 
left  him  :  shall  I  puszle  mvself  witti  idle 
conjivture<(,  tliat,  perhaps,  tils  nerves  have 
br  some  unknown  cliange  all  at  once  be- 
come efK-ctivc  ?  \o.  Sir,  it  ia  dear  how  he 
got  intoadiflerent  room:  he  wax  rarrv^** 

Having  stopped  a  niglil  at  Colchester, 
Johnson  talkinl  of  tluit  town  with  veneni- 
tion,  Ibr  having  stood  a  «ic^c  for  CliarlH 
the  First.  The  Dutchman  alone  now  re> 
main«*d  with  tis.  He  niHike  Kngli*h  tnle. 
rablr  well  :  anri  thitiking  to  recomniend 
htmsc'lf  to  us  by  ex[iatialmg  on  the  tmite- 
riurity  oflhe  criminal  jurisprudence  of  tnis 
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countrv  over  that  of  Holland,  he  iareighed 
Qgunatthe  barbarity  of  putting  an  accused 
person  to  the  torture,  in  order  to  force  a 
confession.  But  Johnson  vas  as  ready  for 
this,  as  for  the  Inquisition.  "  Whr,  Sir, 
you  do  not,  I  find,  understand  the  law  of 
your  own  country.  To  torture,  in  Holland, 
u  considered  as  a  &vour  to  an  accused  per- 
son ;  for  no  man  is  put  to  the  torture  there, 
unless  there  is  as  much  evidence  against 
him  as  would  amount  to  conviction  in  Eng- 
land. An  accused  person  among  you,  there- 
fore, has  one  chance  more  to  escape  punish- 
ment, than  those  who  are  tried  among  us." 
At  supper  this  night  he  talked  ot  good 
eating  with  uncommon  satis&ction.  *'  £nne 
peopK  (said  he)  have  a  fooli^  way  of  not 
minding,  or  pretending  not  to  mind,  what 
they  eat.  For  my  part,  I  mind  my  belly 
very  studiously,  ana  very  carefully  ;  for  I 
look  upon  it,  that  he  who  does  not  mind  his 
belly  will  hardly  mind  any  thing  else-"  He 
now  appeared  to  me  Jean  Bull  philotophe. 
and  he  was,  for  the  moment,  not  only  senous 
but  vehement.  Yet  I  have  heud  him, 
upon  other  occasions,  talk  with  great  con- 
tempt of  people  who  were  anxious  to  gra- 
tify their  palates;  and  the  206th  number  of 
his  Uambler  is  a  masterly  essay  against  gu> 
losity.  His  practice,  indeed,  I  must  ac- 
knowledge, may  be  considered  as  casting 
tJie  balance  of  bis  different  opinions  upon 
this  subject ;  for  I  never  knew  any  man 
who  relished  good  eating  more  than  he  did. 
When  at  table,  he  was  totally  absorbed  in 
the  business  of  the  moment ;  his  looks 
■eemed  rivetted  to  lua  j)Ute ;  nor  would  be, 
unless  when  in  very  high  company,  say  one 
word,  or  even  pay  the  least  attention  to 
what  was  said  by  others,  till  he  had  satisfied 
his  appetite ;  wliich  was  so  fierce,  and  in- 
dulged with  such  intenseness,  that  while  in 
the  act  of  eating,  the  veins  of  his  forehead 
swelled,  and  generally  a  strong  perspiration 
was  visible.  To  those  whose  sensations 
were  delicate,  this  could  not  but  be  disgust- 
ing ;  and  it  was  doubtless  not  very  suitable 
to  the  character  of  a  philosopher,  who  should 
lie  distinguished  by  self  command.  But  it 
must  be  owned,  that  Johnson,  though  he 
could  be  rigidly  a&itcmioua,  was  not  a  ten- 
vtrate  mail  either  in  eating  or  drinking. 
He  could  retrain,  but  he  could  not  use 
moderately.  He  told  me,  that  he  had 
&sted  two  days  without  inconvenience,  and 
that  he  had  never  been  hungry  but  once. 
They  who  beheld  with  wonder  how  much 
he  eat  upon  all  occasions  when  his  dinner 
was  to  his  taste,  could  not  easily  conctave 
what  he  must  have  meant  by  hunger ;  and 
Dot  only  was  he  remarkable  for  the  extra> 
ordinary  quantity  which  he  eat,  but  he  was, 
fir  aflected  to  be,  a  man  of  verv  nice  dis> 
cemment  in  the  science  of  cooKery.  He 
used  to  descant  criUcally  on  the  dishes 
wfaicli   had  been  at  table  where    he   had 


dined  or  nipped,  and  to  recollect  Tciy  » 
nutely  what  be  had  liked.  I  mneMihr, 
when  he  was  in  Sootlmnd,  his  {■■inng'i  Cm- 
don't  patete"  (■  diah  of  palates  at  Oe  Ha- 
nourafale  Alnander  GordooTi),  with  i 
warmth  of  ezinession  which  vu^t  hm 
done  honour  to  more  important  aaljeelft 
"  As  fcHT  Maclaurin*s  imitatiaa  of  a  aak 
<liiA,  it  was  a  wretdied  attetupt.''  Ht 
about  the  same  time  was  so  much  oinkasri 
with  the  perfimnaiice  of  a  iiiilifl—'i 
French  cook,  that  be  ezclaitned  with  nh^ 
mence,  "■  I'd  throw  such  a  rsseal  ints  Or 
river;"  and  be  then  proceeded  to  alara  i 
lady  at  whose  house  he  was  to  sup,  \rj  tk 
following  manifesto  of  his  skiU :  **  I,  3b 
dam,  who  live  at  a  raiiety  of  good  tdta, 
am  a  much  better  judge  of  cookar.  Ika 
any  person  who  has  a  veiy  tdosble  cask, 
but  lives  much  at  home;  fi>r  his  pslrteii 
gradually  adapted  to  the  taste  of  his  oook  s 
whereas,  Madame  in  trying  by  a  «^ 
range,  I  can  more  exquisitelj  ju^B^*— 
When  invited  to  dine,  even  with  an  iati. 
mate  fHend,  he  was  not  plrasrd  if  mos- 
thing  better  than  a  plain  Hj^^nyr  wm  sit 
prepared  for  him.  I  hare  hesxd  bin  mj 
on  such  an  occanon,  **■  This  was  a  gosd 
dinner  enough,  to  be  sure  ;  but  it  wm  bm 
a  dinner  to  ofi;  a  nun  to."  On  the  otko' 
hand,  he  waa  wont  to  i  ipnaa.  with  cittf 
glee,  his  satisfiwtlon  when  he  bad  nsn 
entertained  quite  to  his  mind.  One  dn, 
when  he  had  dined  with  bia  ntif^bour  aai 
landlord    in    Bolt-court,    Mr.   AUen,  tke 

Erinter,  whose  old  housekeeper  had  ftndiad 
is  taste  in  every  thing,  he  pronounced  I3m 
eulogy ;  "  Sir,  we  could  not  have  had  i 
better  dinner  had  there  been  a  Sg»ii  if 
Cook:" 

While  we  were  left  by  oursdrea,  afltr 
the  Dutchman  had  gone  to  bed.  Dr.  J«kB- 
son  talked  of  that  studied  bdiaviour  whick 
many  have  recommended  and  practised 
He  disapproved  of  it :  and  said,  **  I  never 
considered  whether  I  should  be  a  gran 
man,  or  a  merry  man,  but  juit  let  incfini- 
tion,  for  the  time,  have  its  couracw** 

He  flattered  me  with  some  hopea  that  be 
would,  in  the  course  of  the  fuUowing  sum- 
mer, come  over  to  Holland,  and  accompany 
me  in  a  tour  through  the  Netherlands. 

I  teased  him  with  &nciful  apprehcnsiooi 
of  unbappiness-  A  moth  havlns  fluttered 
round  the  candle,  and  burnt  itself,  be  lud 
hold  of  this  little  incident  to  admonish  me; 
saying,  with  a  sly  look,  and  in  a  solemn  but 
a  quiet  tone,  "  That  creature  waa  its  ova 
tormentor,  and   I  beUeve    its    name  vas 

BOSWEIL." 

Next  day  we  got  to  Harwich  to  dinner; 
and  my  passage  in  the  packetJioat  to  H<1- 
voetsluvs  being  secured,  and  my  bi^gs((s 
put  on  Doard,  we  dined  at  our  in'o  by  our- 
selves. I  happened  to  say  it  would  be  ter* 
rible  If  he  should  not  find  a  speedy  v'fV'' 
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tunlty  of  retumitiff  to  I»ndun,  uid  be 
cnofined  in  bo  dull  n  place.  Jouiraax  : 
**  DudX  ^t  accUHtom  ^miraelf  tn  uw  lii^ 
ironic  for  little  inaltcn.

prove  the  non-existence  of  matter,  and  that 
•very  Uiing  in  the  univenc-  U  merely  ideal.

Eftve  her  for  hia  toast,  and  draoK  her  in  two 
umuers." 

The  Btrictness  of  his  self-examination,  and 
scrupulous  Christian  humility,  appear  in  his 
pious  meditation  on  Easter-day  this  year. — 
**  I  puq>ose  again  to  partake  of  the  olrased 
Hcrament ;  yet  when  1  consider  how  vainly 
I  have  hitherto  resolved,  at  this  annual  com- 
memoration of  mv  Saviour's  death,  to  regu- 
late my  life  by  his  Inwa,  I  am  almost  a&ald 
to  renew  my  resolutions." 

The  concluding  words  are  verr  remark' 
able,  and  shew  that  he  laboured  under  a 
ipvcre  dcprctwion  of  spirits.  "  Since  the 
last  Easter  I  have  reformed  no  evil  habit ; 
my  time  has  been  unprofitably  spent,  and 
Mems  at  a  dream  that  has  left  nothing  be- 
hind. My  memmy  growM  oonfuted,  and  I 
knmo  not  hmc  the  dayt  jxua  ovtr  me.  Good 
Ijord,  deliver  me  I*" 

No  man  was  more  gratefully  sensible  of 
any  kindncM  done  to  him  than  .Johnson. 
There  is  a  little  cin.'umntance  in  bis  diary 
this  year,  which  shews  him  in  a  very  amiable 

light. 

"  .Julv  2.  I  pai<l  Mr.  Simpson  ten  gui- 
neas, whii-h  he  had  fonnertv  lent  me  in  my 
nn'OHHity,  and  for  which  Tctty  expressed 
her  (jrotitude.**

Tlirir  praiacra 
like  that  of  a  counsel,  iijwi)  his  own  *Ue 
iif  the  cause  i  .Tuhniion'a  wns  lil^^  the  grm, 
ivell  ronsidercil,  ami  impartiiil  opinioa  of  tbe 
judge,  which  fidla  from  hia  lips  with  weif^t. 
nnii  is  receivCTl  with  reverence  What  bf 
did  us  a  corami:ntaCor  hoa  no  anuU  •bare  of 
merit,  though  his  lesearchcs  were  not  m 
ample,  and  bin  lnve.<>ligatioiu  to  acutet  is 
they  might  have  been,  which  we  now  err* 
tuinlr  know  from  the  Labours  of  other  aUr 
nml  ingenious  critics  who  hare  followed  bin.

Juhoiioii 
was  at  first  angry  that  Keiihtk'*  attack 
•boolJ  have  the  credit  of  an  answer,  llul 
Aftenranla.  consideriw  the  youna  man'fi 
good  intention,  he  kiualy  nutifnl  hitn,  and 
pnibablr  would  have  dune  mure,  bad  not 
the  young  man  died. 

In  bis  Pre&ce  to  Shakspearc.  Johnson 
treated  Voltaire  verv  conienipliiouflr.  oh- 
arrving  u)Kin  some  uf  hb  remains.  "  Tlie*f 
arc  the  petty  caviLi  of  jit-tlv  minds."  Vol- 
taire, in  revenge,  miult-  an  attack  u[)oii 
JohnJon,  in  one  of  his  numerous  literary 
akllica,  wMfh  I  rvnienitier  to  have  reail :  biit 
there  being  no  eeneral  index  to  his  vulumi- 
nnu^  wiirk^  1  have  searched  in  vain,  bikI 
thereliirc  cannot  quote  ;t. 

V'olt^re  was  an  antajronist  with  whom  I 
thought  Jubn-wn  shouUlnot  di.^lain  to  con. 
Lend.  I  prcncd  him  to  answer,  tie  said, 
he  perhaps  nuKht ;  but  tie  never  did. 

Xlr.  Rumey  having  occasion  to  write  Ui 
Jnhnwm  for  sime  ref  eipta  for  subscriiitions 
to  his  Sbakspeare,  wbicfa  Joluwan  hadomit- 
ted  to  deliver  whm  the  money  wa*  paid,  he 
availed  bimseU'of  that  opportunity  of  thank- 
ing Johnson  for  the  ^reat  pliiuiirc  w hich  hr 
hm  receivud  from  the  pcruvl  of  hi-t  I'rt-fiice 
to  Shslrspeare  :  which,  although  It  excited 
much  clunoiir  against  him  at  tirst.  is  now 
Justly  nmked  among  the  most  exi-elietit  of 
bin  writings.

Dr.  .TohiiMon  wait  so  hunly  emploved  with 
his  e<lition  of  Shakspe^re,  as  to  have  bad 
little  ifi*ure  for  any  other  lit<Tary  exertion, 
or.  indei-d,  oven  for  private  corrc»pfindencc. 
He  did  not  &vour  mc  witli  a  single  letter 
for  mort'  than  two  years,  for  which  It  will 
appear  that  he  atU-rward  apologized. 

lie  was.  howe\-er.  nl  all  times  ready  lo 
give  assisunce  to  his  Iriemls,  and  cithers,  in 
revising  their  workj,  and  in  aTiOrg  for 
Ih'-m,  or  greatlv  improving,  th«ir  Dedica- 
tion*. In  that  'i-«urtly  snecic*  of  composi- 
tion no  man  excelled  lir.  .lobnaon.  Though 
the  luttiness  of  his  mind  prevented  him 
from  ever  dedicating  In  bis  own  |ierson,  he 
wrote  I  very  great  number  of  Ix-dicnlinns 
for  others.  Some  of  these,  the  persons  who 
were  favoured  with  them  are  unwilling 
■botdd  be  mentiunetl,  from  a  too  anxious 
apprehension,  as  I  think,  that  Ihev  might 
be  suspected  of  havlrg  receiveii  larger 
nR«i«tnTice;  and  some,  alter  all  thedili^ice 
1  hare  bestowed,  have  c*4-siped  my  intiuiries. 
He  told  me,  a  ffreat  manv  ywir*  ag*).  "  be 
believed  be  hadT^dedkated  to  all  the  Royal 
Familv  round  ;"  and  It  was  Indifferent  to  him 
whut  WBR  the  .tuhji-tt  of  the  work  dedicated, 
providpd  it  were  innocent.  He  once  dedl> 
catediwrne  Music  fnr  the  German  Klute  to 
Edward.  Duke  of  York.  In  writing  Dedi- 
cations for  others,  he  considered  bimwlf  as 
bv  tui  means  speaking  hi.i  own  sentimLi.ts- 
'  Notwith-iurtding  his  long  silorce,  I  never 
oniitted  to  write  to  him,  when  t  bnd  any 
thing  worthy  of  communicating.  I  gene- 
rally kept  copies  of  my  letters  to  him,  thiit 
I  might  hove  a  full  view  uf  our  cirrespon- 
dt-nce,  and  never  be  at  a  Itwa  to  underxLand 
any  reference  in  his  letters.

don came  out.  obtaim-^l  the  acqu&intani-e  of 
Dr.  Johnatm,  who  justly  esteemed  him  oh  a 
very  worthy  man-  It  secnia,  some  wf  tha 
metnbera  or  the  Ktciety  in  Scotland  for  pro. 
pagntiiig  Christian  kiiowleilge  had  opposed 
the  Bt'lienie  of  tr&nsUtiiig  the  holy  Scrip, 
tur*-*  into  the  Er»e  or  liaelick  language, 
from  political  conaideration*  of  the  dtwul- 
ranlage  of  keeping  up  the  dbttinction  be- 
tween the  HifftiUiiders  and  the  other  in- 
habilanta  of  North-ltntain.  \}t.

He,  tl>striiliiril«rily 
conilnuea  Isnonnce,  is  guilty  "f  all  tlu3 
crimes  wbico  ignarance  iinxluccs  ;  as  to  liitn 
that  should  eictinguish  tJw  La]iL.-rH  of  a  light  - 
hottse.  might  justlv  be  imgiiLtcd  the  cala- 
mitlea  of  Bolpwrec^i.  Chriitianity  is  tho 
highest  perfection  of  humanity  :  and  u  no 
man  U  good  but  as  he  wishi^  thi.-  guod  of 
other*,  no  man  can  be  good  in  tin*  highest 
degree,  who  wiMie*  not  to  others  tbe  lai;ge*t 
nuaaures  of  the  gruatnit  gustA.  To  omll 
for  a  year,  or  fiir  a  day,  tbe  moat  elEeaclous 
method  of  advancing  Christianity,  iit  cum. 
pliance  with  any  piirpo«cs  that  tenniunt*! 
on  this  side  of  the  grave,  ii  a  crime  of 
wb'di  I  know  not  that  the  world  lujyct  bad 
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■n  eaamiile,  except  in  the  pnctice  of  the 
pUnters  of  America,  a  race  of  mortAls 
whom,  I  suppose,  no  other  nuui  wishes  to 
resemble. 

"  The  Papists  hare,  indeed,  denied  to  the 
laity  the  use  of  the  Bible ;  but  this  prohi* 
liition,  in  few  places  now  very  rigorously 
tiiforced,  is  dctended  by  aivuments,  whicti 
have  for  their  foundation  toe  care  at  souls. 
To  obscure,  ujiun  motives  merely  political, 
tlieUght  of  revelation,  is  a  practice  rcsterved 
for  the  refonned ;  and,  surelv,  the  blackeiit 
midnisht  of  jiopery  is  nit^ridian  sunsliine 
to  such  a  refonuatibn.  I  am  nut  vcrv  wil- 
ling that  any  language  should  be  tut^illr  ex- 
tingiiialied.  The  similitude  and  deriv'ution 
of  Iduiguages  aitord  the  ino^^t  indubitable 
Jiroof  (3'  the  traduction  of  nations,  and  the 
genoilosy  of  mankind.  They  add  often 
jihysical  certainty  to  historical  evidence; 
and  often  supply  the  only  evidence  of  an- 
cient mignitioua,  and  of  the  revolutions  of 
0^  whicn  left  no  written  monuiuenCs  be- 
hintl  them. 

"  Kvery  man's  opinions,  at  least  his  de- 
sires, are  a  little  innuenced  by  his  fiivourite 
studies.  My  xeal  for  languages,  may  seem, 
perhaps,  rather  ovcr-beated,  even  to  those 
tiv  whom  1  desire  to  be  well  esteemeiL  To 
tfiose  who  have  nothing  in  their  thouglits 
but  trade  or  jtolicy,  present  (lower,  or  pre. 
sent  money,  I  should  not  think  it  necessary 
to  defend  my  oiunions ;  but  with  men  of 
letters  I  would  not  unwillingly  compound, 
by  wishing  the  continuance  of  every  lan- 
guage, however  narrow  in  its  extent,  or 
however  incommodious  for  conmion  ]iur- 
poses,  till  it  is  re|H)stte<)  in  some  version  of 
a  known  book,  that  it  may  be  always  here- 
after examined  and  comitarvd  with  other 
languages,  and  then  pennitting  its  disuse. 
For  this  purpose,  the  translation  of  the 
Bible  is  most  to  be  desired.  It  is  not  cer- 
tain that  the  same  method  will  not  presen-e 
the  Highland  language,  for  the  puiposes  of 
learning,  and  abolish  it  from  daily  use. 
AV'heii  the  Highlanders  read  the  Bible,  they 
will  naturally  wish  to  have  its  obscurities 
cleared,  and  to  know  the  history,  collateral 
or  appendant.  Knowledge  always  desires 
increa.-'e ;  it  is  like  tire,  which  must  first 
be  kindled  by  some  external  agent,  but 
whii-h  will  afterward  propagate  itsclK 
When  they  once  desire  to  learn,  they  will 
naturally  have  recourse  to  the  nearest  lan- 
guage by  which  that  desre  can  be  gratified; 
and  one  will  tell  another,  tliat  if  he  would 
attain  knowledge,  he  must  leam  English. 

"  This  s]>eculation  may,  perhajw,  be 
thought  more  subtle  ttian  the  grorane^s  of 
real  life  will  easily  admit.  I^t  it,  how. 
ever,  be  reniemberol,  that  the  efficacy  of 
ignorance  has  long  been  tried,  and  has  not 

fruduced  the  cmisequence  expected.    I^ 
nowledge,  therefore,  take  its  turn ;    and 
let  the  patrons  of  privati<ni  stand  awhile 


aside,  and  adniii  the  operation  of  pMilin 
principlea.

Ilui  M^JMty  haritift   oUervcd   to  faim 
thmt  lie  sup^wMn)  he  must  have  roul  a  great 
deal,  Johown  uswered,  Uut  h«  thought 
more  than  b«  read;    that  he  had  read  a 
ffreat  deal   in    the  early  narl  of  bU  life. 
Gut,   hsTuiK  fallen   into  \u  health,  lie  had 
not  been  able  to  read  much,  compared  with 
otlien :   lur   instsncf.  he   Mid  he  had  not 
read  miirh,  comjMml  with  Or.

^Hponmed,  **  Warburton   has  most  genem), 
^BlDoat  aeholaslic.  learning;    I.owtb   is  the 
^  luuieeorrvct  scholar.    1  do  not  know  which 
9f  them  calls  namea  best."    The  King  w-as 
pleased  to  say  be  was  of  the  same  o|iiii)tiiit 
•ddJog,  '•  You    do   not    think    then.    Dr. 
Johnson,  that  there  wa*  much  argument  is 
the  case."    Johnson  said,  he  did  not  think 
there  was.     "  Why  truly,  (aaid  the  King,)

His  Majeatr  then  Asked  him  what  he 
tkought  of  I^ord  lAttelton's  history,  which 
vaa  tbeo  juit  published.  Johnson  saiil,  lu- 
ihouofat  ms  style  pretty  good,  hut  that  lie 
liad  blamed  Henry  the  Second  rather  tuu

*wer«d  Johnson.)  nut  tu  Kings."  Uiil  frar. 
iiig  to  be  mi9underBtoo<l,  he  procec<ied  to 
otplsin  himself;  and  immediately  su^oin- 
fd,  '*  That  for  thoae  who  afrake  worse  of 
Kiogi  than  they  deserved,  be  could  find  no 
Ub-use;  but  that  be  could  moreeasilT  con- 
ceive bow  some  might  speak-  better  of  them 
than  they  deaerved,  without  any  ill  Inten. 
Ckm  ;  for,  ai  Kingv  hml  inurh  in  (lii'ir  |i(in-cr 
to  fi^ft  lht/*v  «'ho  were  fsvourcd  bv  llicm 
wmld  frequently,  from  grstituclc,  exagge- 
nt0  their  praises:  and  as  this  proceoled 
from  a  good  motive,  it  was  certainly  exnis- 
sbU'.  as  far  BS  error  could  beexcusaole."

able  to  detect  him. 

"  I  naw,(said.lahmantohi.'t  triends,  when 
relating  what  had  |iaiine<l,)  U-giin  to  cunsiiler 
that  I  was  depreciating  lliis  niiui  in  the  es- 
timation of  Itbi  .Suvereigii.  and  Ihinight  it 
was  time  for  me  tusay  sumcthing  that  might 
be  inure  fiivounble  "  Ele  oiuled,  there, 
fore,  thai  Dr.  Hill  was,  not  witlistsndmg.  a- 
very  curious  observer ;  andlf  bewouldliaro 
)ie«i  contented  to  tell  the  world  no  more 
than  he  knew,  be  nii|^t  have  been  a  very 
cotisidcrablc  man,  and  neeiled  not  lo  hare 
recourse  to  such  mean  expedients  to  raise 
bis  reputation. 

The  King  then  talked  of  literary  jour- 
nals, tncnliom'd  particularly  the  JmuiuU 
det  Sanmt^  and  asked  Johnson  if  it  was  well 
done.  Johnson  taid,  it  was  formerly  rery  well 
done,  and  gave  some  account  of  the  panona 
who  In^n  it,  and  carried  it  on  for  some 
years  !  eiihirging,  at  tliu  same  time,  on  the 
nature  and  use  uC  Mich  works.  The  King 
asked  him  if  it  was  well  dune  now.  .luhnson 
answered,  bo  had  no  reason  to  think  tiiat  it 
was.  The  King  then  anked  him  if  tliere 
were  any  otlier  literary  Journals  published 
in  thu)  kingdom,  exc<-pt  the  Afunthly  and 
t'ritlcal  R<.'%'iew»:  and  on  being  answered 
there  was  no  other,  his  Alajci^ty  asktxl 
whicli  of  tliem  was  the  best :  Johnson  aO' 
su-4^cd,  that  the  Itfunttdy  Ile%'iew  was  done 
with  most  care,  the  Criiii.'al  upon  the  best 
principles ;  adding,  tlut  the  aiitiion  of  the 
Monllily  Kevii-'w  were  enemies  to  the 
ChuriTh.  This,  the  King  s^d,  lie  was  sotrj 
to  hoar. 

The  conversation  next  turned  on  the 
I'hilaiophicAl  Transactions,  when  Johnson 
olMerved,  that  they  had  now  a  better  me- 
thod of  arranging  their  nuitemls  tlian  for* 
nierly.  '•  Ay,  (said  the  King.)  they  are 
obliged  tn  Dr.  Johnson  for  Uial  ;"  for  his 
Miyesty  bad  lieani  and  reniemberwl  the 
circumataace,  which  Johnson  liinLself  had 
fontot. 

His  Mi^estj  expressed  a  desire  to  have 
the  literary  btngraphy  of  Uits  country  ably 
executed,  and  prnjHitu.il  U>  lir.  Johnson  to 
undertake  it.  Jiibnwn  aigniiied  his  readi> 
nesa  to  comply  with  his  M^eaty*s  wisfaca- 

During  the  wliole  of  thu  interview,  Jofan- 
son  talked  to  hi"  M;\jestv  with  profound  re- 
■[leci,  but  atill  in  his  linn  manly  manner, 
with  a  sonorous  roi««t  s'^d  never  m  llMrt  cub* 


ik»' 
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dued  tone  whlcli  ia  commonly  used  at  the 
levee  and  in  the  drnwinf^-room.  After  the 
King  withdraw,  .Ti)]iiis<>n  shewed  himself 
faigluy  pleased  with  his  M^esty's  conventa> 
tiun  and  gracious  beha\-iour.  He  said  to 
Mr.  Ba/nard,  "  Sir,  they  may  talt  of  the 
King  88  they  will ;  but  he  is  the  finest  frcn- 
Ueman  I  have  ever  seen."  And  he  alter- 
ward  observed  to  Mr.  Lanuton,  "  Sir, 
his  manners  are  those  of  as  hne  a  gentle- 
man  as  we  may  suppose  l^ewis  the  Four- 
teenth, or  Cbarles  the  Second." 

At  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds's,  where  8  circle 
of  Johnson's  friends  was  collected  round  him 
to  hear  his  account  of  this  nienionible  conver- 
sation, Dr.  .Joseph  Warton,  in  his  frank  and 
lively  manner,  was  very  active  in  pressing 
him  to  mention  the  particulars.  "  Come, 
now.  Sir,  this  is  an  interesting  matter ;  do  fa- 
vour us  with  it-"  Johnson,  with  great  good 
humour,  complied. 

He  told  tnem,  "  I  found  his  Majesty 
wished  I  should  talk,  and  I  made  it  my 
business  to  talk.  I  find  it  does  a  man 
0ood  to  be  talked  to  by  his  Sovereign,  In 
the  first  place,  a  man  cannot  be  in  a  pas- 
sion— "  Here  some  question  interrupte'I 
him,  which  is  to  be  regrettetl,  as  he  cer- 
tainly would  have  pointed  out  and  illus- 
trated many  circtmistances  of  advantage, 
from  bein^  in  a  situation  where  the  powers 
of  the  mind  are  at  once  excite<)  to  vigo- 
rous exertion,  and  tempo^  by  reverential 
awe. 

I>urinc  all  the  time  in  which  Dr.  Johnson 
was  empUiyed  in  relating  to  the  circle  at  Sir 
JoKhna  Ueynolda's  the  particulars  of  what 
passed  b^'tween  the  Kmg  and  him,  Dr. 
Goldsmith  remuiiied  unmoved  upon  a  sofa 
at  some  distance,  affecting  not  to  join  in 
the  least  in  the  eager  curiosity  of  the  com- 
pany. He  nssigiicil  aa  a  reoson  for  his 
gloom  and  seeming  inattention,  that  lie 
apprehended  Johnson  had  rclintiuiahcd  his 

{iuq>osc  of  fiiriiishing  him  with  a  Pro- 
ngue  to  his  play,  witt  the  hopes  of  wliich 
he  had  been  nattered  j  but  it  was  stronglv 
suspected  tliut  he  was  fretting  with  cha- 
grin and  envy  at  the  singular  honour  Dr. 
Johnson  liad"  lately  enio;k'ed.  At  lengtii, 
the  frankness  and  simplicity  of  his  natural 
character  prevailed.  He  sprunff  from  the 
sofa,  advance<l  to  JnhnsBn,  and  in  a  kind 
of  flutter,  from  imagining  himself  in  the  si- 
tuation  which  he  Imd  ju.*t  been  hearing  de- 
Bcrilfed,  exclaimeil,  "  Well,  vou  acquitted 
yourself  in  this  conversation'tietter  than  I 
rfiould  have  done ;  for  I  should  have  Iniwed 
■ltd  stammered  through  the  whole  of  it." 

I  received  no  letter  from  JohnMon  this 
year;  nor  have  I  discovered  any  ofthcror- 
reajxmdence'  he  hod,  except  the  two  letter*

**  I  then  kissed  her.  She  told  nie,  that  to 
part  was  the  greatest  pain  that  she  had  ere 
felt,  and  that  she  hoped  we  should  meet 
again  in  a  better  place-  I  exprewvd,  ailk 
swelled  eyes,  and  great  emotion  of  toads'- 
ness,  the  same  hojiea.  AVe  lcisaed,aiulpBi^ 
ed-  I  humblv  hope  to  meet  sgain,  aai  to 
part  no  more.'^'J

upon  Jolmson  as  a  man  of  a  harril  wi 
stern  character,  let  tltix  tender  and  ific- 
tionate  scene  be  candidly  read ;  lad  Id 
them  then  judge  whether  more  wamth  if 
heart,  and  gratefid  kindnesa,  is  often  ftvl 
in  himian  nature.

Uo»wli.l:  "  IJut,  Sir.  does  not 
aUectinfT  a  wivmith  wh.n  you  have  no 
woTTulh,  and  apiiuaring  to  he  clearly  ufune 
iipiiiiiin  wlu!n  you  are  in  reality  vf  unotlicr 
■jpiniun.  iloes  not  aiich  di^hnulation  im- 
pair unv'a  honesty  ?  I«  there  not  Moir  dan- 
ffCT  that  a  lawyer  may  |iul  on  the  aamtf 
ma.4k  in  rominou  life,  in  the  iuttTcouTM 
with  his  friCTiiU?"  JoiiN^DV  ;  "  \\'hy  no, 
Sir.  Every  body  tnowii  you  ore  paid  for 
affecting  warmth'  for  your  client ;  and  it  is, 
therefore,  properly  no  ilisyimuliilioii :  the 
moment  you  come  Vioni  the  l>ar,  you  resume 
your  imuaI  l>ehavlour.  Sir,  a  iu:.n  will  no 
more  carry  the  artifice  of  the  ti;ir  Into  tltf 
conuoon  intercourae  of  wcietY.  than  ■  ro*n 
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f  luw-woriii ;  I  am  sorry  1  did  not  ask  where 
it  was  to  be  I'uund. 

Talking  of  the  Russians  and  the  Chinese, 
he  advis^  nie  to  read  Bell's  Travels.  I 
asked  him  whether  I  should  read  Du  Halde's 
Account  of  China.  "  ^^'hy,  yea,  ^said  he,) 
as  one  reads  such  a  book ;  that  is  to  aey, 
consult  it." 

He  talked  of  the  heinouaness  of  the  crime 
of  adultery,  by  which  the  peace  of  &miljes 
was  destroyed.  He  said,  "  Confusion  of 
proeeny  constitutes  the  essence  of  the  crime ; 
and  therefore  a  woman  who  breaks  her  mar- 
riage vows,  is  much  more  criminal  than  a 
man  who  does  it.  A  man,  to  be  sure,  is 
crimtnal  in  the  bight  of  God  ;  but  he  does 
uot  do  bis  wife  a  material  injury,  if  he  does 
not  insult  her ;  if,  fur  instance,  from  mere 
wantonness  of  apjKtite,  he  steals  privately 
to  her  chambermaid.  Sir,  a  wife  ought  not 
greatly  to  resent  this.  I  would  not  receive 
home  a  daughter  who  hod  run  away  fVom 
her  husband  on  that  account-  A  wife  should 
study  to  reclaim  her  husband  by  more  at- 
tention to  please  him.  Sir,  a  man  will  not, 
once  in  a  hundred  instances,  leave  his  wife 
and  go  to  a  harlot,  if  his  wife  has  not  bem 
Diligent  of  pleasing." 

Here  he  discovered,  that  acute  discrimi- 
nation, tliat  solid  judgement,  and  that  know- 
ledge of  human  nature,  for  which  he  was 
upon  all  occasions  remarkable.  Taking  care 
to  keep  in  view  the  moral  and  religious  duty, 
as  understood  in  our  nation,  he  shewed 
dearly   from   reason   and  good  sense,   the 

Sreater  decree  of  culpability  in  the  one  acx 
eviating  ironi  it  than  the  other ;  and,  at  the 
same  time,  inculcated  a  very  useful  lesson 
as  to  Ihr  Kay  to  keep  him. 

I  asked  him,  if  it  was  not  hard  that  one 
deviation  from  chastity  shoulil  so  absolutely 
ruin  a  young  woman.  Johnson  :  "  AVhy 
no,  Sir ;  it  is  the  great  principle  which  she 
is  taught.  When  she  has  given  up  that 
principle,  she  has  given  up  every  notion  of 
lemale  honour  and  virtue,  which' are  all  in- 
cluded in  chastity." 

A  gentleman  talked  to  him  of  a  lady  whom 
he  greatly  admired  and  wished  to  marry, 
but  was  aiCraid  of  her  superiority  of  talents- 
*'  Sir,  f said  he,)  you  need  not  be  afraid ; 
marry  tier.  IJeforc  a  year  goes  about,  you'll 
find  that  reason  much  weaker,  and  that  wit 
not  so  bright."  Yet  the  gentleman  may  be 
justiBed  in  his  apprehension  by  one  of  Dr. 
Johnson's  admirable  sentences 'in  his  life  of 
Waller :  *'  He  doubtless  praised  many  whom 
he  would  have  been  nfmid  to  marry  ;  and, 
perbnpa,  married  one  whom  he  would  have 
been  ashamed  to  pmise.  Afany  qualities 
contribute  to  domestic  happiness,  upon 
which  poetry  has  no  colours  to  bestow : 
and  many  airs  and  sallies  may  delight  Ima- 
gination,'which  he  who  Hatters  them  never 
can  approve." 

He  pnised  Signor  Baretti.  *'  His  account 


of  Italy  to  a  verj  entert^niiig  booki  m^ 
Sir,  I  know  no  man  who  carxica  hb  hmi 
hif^er  in  coBTerBation  thui  BanttL  Ttav 
are  stnmg  powos  in  hla  mindU  He  baa  aot, 
indeed,  many  hooka ;  but  with  what  bo<b 
he  has,  he  grapple*  verjr  fiircib^.*' 

At  this  time  I  obaerwed  upon  the  Al> 
plate  of  Ilia  watch  a  short  Gre^  Inaer^itiaa, 
taken  from  the  New  Teatament,  MH  W 
I^X*T(Ui  being  the  firat  wozda  of  our  B*. 
viour'b  flolemn  adnumitian  to  the  hnpnv^ 
ment'  of  that  time  which  la  allowed  ta  la 
prepare  for  eternity ;  *^  the  nij^t  codkU 
when  no  inan  can  worfc."  He  Kmiettne 
afterwards  laid  aside  thto  dialrplate;  aad 
when  I  asked  him  the  reaaoD,  he  wid, "  It 
mi^t  do  very  well  upon  a  dock  wtudis 
man  keeps  in  his  closet ;  but  to  bare  it 
upon  bis  watch  which  be  cairiea  about  with 
him,  and  which  is  often  looked  at  by  otbos, 
might  be  censured  aa  ootentatioua."  Ur. 
Steevens  is  now  possessed  of  the  dial-pktc 
inscribed  as  above. 

He  remained  at  Oxford  a  conndenUe 
time ;-  I  was  obliged  to  go  to  Liondon,  where 
I  received  his  letter,  which  had  been  n- 
turaed  from  Scotland.

igin  lIalf-MooD.«treet,  wa«^uite  aa- 


tis6ed  with  my  explanation,  and  was  in  the 
kindest  and  most  acreeable  ft»me  of  mind. 
An  he  htui  objected  to  a  part  of  one  of  his 
letlen  bcingpubliahed,!  ttkou^t  it  right  lo 
take  this  opportunity  of  askinf^  Mm  expli- 
citly, ttU-tbiT  it  would  he  improper  to  pub- 
Uflh  bis  lotterB  after  his  death.  Hia  answer 
was,  «*  Nay,  Sir,  when  I  an  deail,  you  may 
do  as  you  will." 

He  talked  in  bis  usual  style  with  a  rough 
contempt  of  papular  liberty-  "  They  make 
a  rout  about  vnivertal  Lib<^ty,.  witiuMil  con- 
sidering  that  nil  that  is  to  be  valued,  or  in* 
deed  can  be  et\iDvcd  bv  Individuals, is  jM'cato 
liberty.  PolUit-al liberty  Usood  only  ao&raa 
it  pr((dtic(-s  private  liberty.  Now,  ^r,  then?  is 
the  liberty  of  tl»e  ureas,  whuihyou  knowisa 
consUBt  topic  Sup[>ostr  you  anii  Land  two 
hundred  more,  were  restrained  from  prinLina 
our  thouchu  i  What  then  'f  Vn»l  ma\tat. 
tiuu  w<iiiU)  that  restraint  upon  us  bear  to 
the  iinvate  happlnoM  oftlie  nation?" 

This  mode  of  representing  the  Incenve- 
niencea  of  restraint  as  light  and  inaignifi- 
caat,  was  a  kind  of  BOphlstrv  in  whicli  ho 
deUghted  toindtilm  hlmaelr,  in  opposition 
to  the  extreme  laxity  for  which  it  btu  bevn 
fashionable  fur  too  many  to  argue,  when  it 
is  evident,  ufMUi  rellcction,  that  the  very 
easeutv  of  government  is  restraint ;  and  ccr. 
lain  it  is,  that  as  govenini«-nt  produtes  ra- 
tionol  tuppineM,  U>o  niuib  reHtraint  U  bet- 
ter than  too  Uttlc  But  when  n-Htraint  is 
unniM'CMary,  and  so  close  as  to  gall  Uiuse 
who  are  su'ttFCct  to  it,  the  people  may  and 
ought  lo  remonstrate  t  and,  if  relief  is  not 
granted,  to  reaisU  Of  tbis  manly  and  spl- 
riteil  orinciiide.  no  man  m»  ntore  convinced 
than  .lohnson  himself. 

AI)out  this  tijiie,  Dr.  Krurick  allacked 
hiin.  thnittgh  my  siiles,  in  a  pamphlet,  enti- 
lle<l  "  An  Kpis'tle  to  Jnmes  UoswcU.  l>q. 
occBsioned  by  his  having  transmitted  tho 
moral  Writinga  of  Dr.  &n)ut-l  .TohitMin  to 
Pascal  Faoli,  tJeneml  nf  tlu;  Cursirans-"  \ 
was  at  I) rat  iiwUneil  to  nn^wer  this  pamphlet  i 
but  .Tolinaon,  who  knew  that  my  douig  to 
wtmld  only  gratify  Kenriclc,  by  kcepuig 
ahve  what'  would  soon  die  away  of  itself, 
would  not  suffer  me  u>  takeany  notheof  iL 
His  sincere  regard  for  Frant -ia  nnrber,  bia 
faitliftil  negro  mrrviint.  niaiU'  lijm  so  deaurona 
of  his  farther  impravement,   that  he  now

Soon  afterwards,  he  supped  at  the  Crown 
and  Anchor  tavern,  in  tne  Strand,  with  a 
company  whom  I  collected  to  meet  him. 
They  were  Dr.  Percy,  now  Bishop  of  IJro- 
more,  Dr.  Douglas,  now  Bishop  of  Salis- 
Iniry,  Mr.  L^ngton,  Dr.  Bobertwn  the  hi»- 
tonan.  Dr.  Hugh  Blair,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Daries,  who  wished  much  to  be  introduced 
to  these  eminent  Scotch  literati ;  but  on 
the  present  occanon  he  had  very  little  op- 
portunity of  hearinff  them  talk,  for  with  an 
excess  of  prudence,  Torwhlch  Johnson  after- 
wards found  &ult  with  them,  they  hardly 
opened  their  lips,  and  that  only  to  say  some- 
thing which  tney  were  certain  would  not 
expose  them  to  tne  sword  of  Goliath ;  such 
was  their  anxiety  for  their  iame  when  in 
the  presence  of  Johnson.  He  was  this  even- 
ing m  remarkable  rigour  of  mind,  and  eager 
to  exert  himself  in  conversation,  which  ne 
did  with  great  readiness  and  fluency ;  but 
I  am  sorry  to  find  that  I  have  preserved 
but  a  small  part  of  what  passed. 

He  allowen  high  praise  to  Thomson  as  a 
poet ;  but  when  one  of  the  company  said  he 
was  also  a  very  good  man,  our  moralist  con- 
tested this  with  great  warmth,  accusing  him 
of  gross  sensuality  and  licentiousness  ofman- 
ners.  I  was  very  much  afraid  that,  in  writing 
Thomson's  life.  Dr.  Johnson  would  have 
treated  his  private  character  with  a  stem  se- 
veritv,  but  I  was  airreeably  disappointed  ; 
and  (  may  claim  a  little  merit  in  it,  from 
my  having  been  at  puns  to  send  him  au- 
thentic accounts  of  the  aflectionate  and  gene- 
rous conduct  of  that  poet  to  his  sisters,  one 
of  whom,  the  wife  orMr.  Thomson,  school- 
master at  liSnark,  I  knew,  and  was  pre- 
sented by  her  with  thret;  of  his  letters,  one 
of  which  Dr  Johnson  has  inserted  in  his 
life 

He  was  vehement  agunst  old  Dr.  Moun- 
sey,*  of  Chelsea  College,  as  "  a  fellow  who 
swore  and  t^ed  bawdy."  *'  I  have  been 
often  in  his  company  (said  Dr.  Percy,)  and 
never  heard  him  swear  or  talk  bawdy." 
Mr.  Davies,  who  sat  next  to  Dr.  Percy,  hav- 
ing after  tiiia  hod  some  conversation  aside 
with  him,  'made  a  discovery,  which,  in  his 
zeal  to  pay^cmirt  to  Dr.  Johnson,  he  eagerly 
proclaimed  aloud  from  the  foot  of  the  table : 
**  O,  Sir,  I  have  found  out  a  very  good  rea- 
son why  Dr.  Percy  never  heard  Mounsey 
swear  or  talk  hawdy,  for  he  never  saw  him

"And  so.  Sir,  (said  Dr.  JofaDaon  loudlr  !•

because  lie  did  not  do  to  at  the  l>akc  ■ 
Nortbumberland's  taUe.  Sir,  70a  mMt  at 
well  tell  us  that  jrouhnd  aecn  Umhdd^ 
his  hand  at  the  Old  Bailey,  and  henetthff 
swore  nor  talked  hawdy  1  or  that  no  kad 
seen  him  in  the  cart  at  Tyhuzn,  ana  he  Hi- 
ther swore  nor  talked  bawdy.  And  is  it 
thus,  Sir,  that  you  preaume  to  caiitmittt 
what  I  liave  reuted?"  Dr.  Johnaon's  »■ 
madvendon  was  uttered  in  mteb  a  maano', 
that  Dr.  Percy  seemed  to  be  dlaplwird.  aal 
soon  afterwams  left  the  eompui j,  of  whkk 
Johnson  did  not  at  that  time  take  any 
notice. 

Switt  having  been  mentioned,  Johasgn, 
as  usual,  treated  him  with  little  icapeet  m 
an  author.  Some  of  u«  endeavoured  loiqb 
port  the  Dean  of  Su  Patrick*a,  by  varisw 
arguments.  One  In  particular  planed  his 
"Conduct  of  the  Allies."  JoBwaov:  •*8ir, 
his  *  Conduct  of  the  Ailiea  *  ia  a  perfbns- 
ance  of  very  little  ability."  **  Surely.  Sr, 
(said  Dr.  IJouglas,)  you  must  allow  it  hm 
strong  iacts."tJoHK80irt  "Why  yea,  Sr; 
but  iniat  is  that  to  the  merit  of  the  coana- 
sition  ?  In  the  Seariona-paper  oT  the  (W 
Bailey  there  are  strong  fiwta.  Houieknak 
ing  is  a  strong  &ct  t  robbexT'  is  a  atroag 
fii^;  and  muraer  is  a  wilfk^  atrmg  fret; 
but  is  great  praise  due  to  the  hiatonan  sf 
those  strong  bets  ?  No,  Sirt  Swift  hiataU 
what  he  had  to  tell,  distinctly  — *iH*|rit|  but 
that  isalL  Hehad  to  count  ten,  andhehH 
counted  it  right." — Then  recoUectin){  thd 
Mr.  Davies,  by  acting  as  an  <i(/arawr,  hid 
been  the  occasion  of  his  taUdngaonewhat 
too  harshly  to  his  friend  Dr.^erer.  f« 
which,  probably,  when  the  first  dnuhtioa 
was  over,  he  feU  some  compunction,  he  task 
an  opportunity  to  give  him  a  bit :  ao  addsd^ 
with  a  preparatory  laugh,  **  ^']hy.  Sir,  T«a> 
Davies  might  have  written  *■  I'he  Coaduet 
of  the  Allies.' "  Poor  Tom  being  thus  sud* 
denly  dra^^  into  ludicrous  nouce  ia  pn* 
sence  of  the  Scottish  Doctors,  to  wbun  he 
was  ambitious  of  appearing  to  advantagi^ 
was  grievously  mortined.  Kor  did  his  pu- 
nishment rest  here;  for  upon  aiiliai niant 
occasions,  whenever  he^  **atateaniea  aU 
over,"t  assumed  a  atrutting  impmtaace,  I 
used  to  hail  him—"  A#  AtMcr  qf  «W  Cm- 
duct  0/  the  AUiet."

His  "  Meditations"  too  ■(ronf^ly 
prore  that  be  auflitroil  much  both  in  body

gainst  «W,  and  iiuMy  i-ndravmiruif;  to  ad- 
vancr  his  intclh-ctual  and  devotional  Im- 
uiuveuieut.  Krt^ry  BmeToua  and  orateful 
neart  mtiat  fet.-l  fur  the  ittstrMMS  ofso  eml- 
oeaL ft  beneCwtorta mankind;  and  now  iliat 
hi*  unhanpioMa  ia  cntainly  ktiuvn,  must 
ic^MWt  taat  dignity  of  charncter  which  |irc. 
vimte<l  him  from  cuniplainin((. 

His  M^e<ty  having  the  preceding  rear 
inatitutcd  the  Ruyal  Airademy  of  Artjt  in

1  came  to  London  in  the  autumn,  and 
having  intbrmed  bin  that  I  was  goinf^  to  be 
msmoil  in  a  ftw  moatht,  I  wUhcd  to  liuve 
us  nimh  uf  bis  can  reflation  as  I  <Hitild  tielbre 
engaging  in  a  state  of  life  whiHi  would  pro* 
baoly  keep  mc  mortr  in  Hcutland.  and  prevent 
me  seeing  Mm  so  often  as  when  I  was  a  single 
man ;  but  I  found  he  was  at  Brighthehn- 
stone  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thrale.  I  was  very 
sorry  that  I  had  not  hts  company  with  roe 
at  the  Jubilee,  in  honour  of  Shakspeare,  at 
StralfonJ-iipon-Avon,  the  great  poet's  na- 
tive litviti.  JuhnAun's  connexion  both  with 
StuikiijKvre  and  Cnxruck  fuundvil  a  double 
claim  tu  hU  ]ir(-miir^-;  atiil  it  would  hare 
been  highly  grstilVing  to  Mr.  (iarrlck. 
Upon  thTa  occasion  1  particularly  lamented 
that  be  bad  not  that  wannth  or  iVienilsltlp 
tur  his  brilliant  pupil, whii-h  womaysuppoae 
would  hare  had  a  benignant  effect  un  path. 
When  almost  every  iimti  uf  eminence  in  tbe 
literarr  world  was  happy  to  {partake  in  thifl 
festival  of  geuiua.  the  absence  of  Johnson 
could  not  liut  be  wondered  at  and  rc^vlted.

DiakiDff  notes  of  his  ccmvcnatitm,  ibou^ 
not  with  to  much  uaiduitj  as  I  wldi  I  W 
done.  At  this  time,  iDdeed,  I  had  a  nA. 
dent  excuse  fbr  not  being  mble  to  ippn^ 
priate  so  much  time  to  mj  jouinil;  fir 
General  Faoli,  after  CorucaluM  beiD  onr 
powered  by  the  monarchy  of  Frances  «m 
now  no  longer  at  the  head  of  his  bfart 
countirmen,  but  bawiziK  with  difficultv» 
caped  Rom  his  native  iaund,  had  lou^t  iB 
asylum  in  Great  Bribun ;  and  it  va*  bit 
duty,  aa  well  as  niy  pleasure,  to  attend  man 
upon  him.  Such  particulars  of  Johasn*! 
conversation  at  this  period  asl  hare  am* 
mitted  to  writing,  1  shall  here  intnduer. 
without  any  strict  attention  to  mctlwdial 
arrangement.  Sometimes,  short  notes  of  fi£ 
lerent  days  shall  be  bl«ided  together,  sql 
sometimes  a  day  may  seem  Impoitsnt  enottth 
to  be  separately  distinguished. 

He  sold,  he  would  not  have  Sundav  lift 
with  rigid  severity  and  ffltiom,  but  wiib  a 
gnivitv  ond  simplicity-  of  behaviour. 

I  told  him  that  David  Hume  had  made  i 
short  collection  of  Scotticisms.  **  I  womUr 
(said  Johnson),  that  iir  shoultl  find  them.'* 

He  would  not  admit  the  impoitance  of  ibe 
question  concerning  the  legality  of  geneni 
warrants.  "  Such  a  power  (he  oboerred) 
must  be  vested  in  every  government,  to 
answer  particular  cases  of  neeesitT ;  sud 
there  can  be  no  iust  complaint  but  whea  ti 
is  abused,  for  wnich  those  who  adndmricr 
government  must  be  answerable-  It  is  i 
itiatter  of  such  indifference,  a  matter  aboot 
which  the  peoplecare so  very  little,tbatwefe 
a  man  to  be  sent  over  Britain  to  offer  tbem 
an  exemption  from  it  at  a  balfpennT  a  piete; 
very  few  would  purchase  it.'*  This  n  i 
specimen  of  that  laxity  of  talking,  which  I 
hJad  heard  him  fiiirly  acknowledge;  far. 
surely,  while  the  power  of  granting  genenl 
warrants  was  supposed  to  be  legal,  and  the 
opprehension  of  tnem  hung  over  our  heads, 
we  did  not  possess  that  security  of  ficcdma, 
congenial  to  our  happy  constitution,  and 
which,  by  the  intrepid  exertions  ^  Sir- 
Wilkes,  Has  been  happilv  established. 

He  said,  "  The  duration  of  Pkrliament, 
whether  for  seven  years,  or  the  life  of  ibe 
King,  appears  to  me  so  immaterial,  that  I 
would  not  give  half  a  crown  to  turn  the 
scaleone  wayor  theother.  TbehaUmtt^ 
l»u  a  the  single  advaiitwe  whicji  our  eo- 
vemment  has  over  that  ot  other  countries" 

On  the  30th  of  September  we  dined  to- 
fptherat  the  Mitre-  1  attempted  toanptc 
tor  the  superior  happiness  of  the  savage  me. 
upon  the  usual  fnnafiil  topics.  JoHxsnx : 
"  Sir,  there  can  be  nothing  more  false.  The 
savages  have  no  bodily  advantages  berund 
those  of  civilized  men.  They  have'  not

Dr.  .luhnson  bod 
probably  been  kin<!  enough  to  ^pcuk  well  of 
me,  for'tliis  evcniiig  he  delivered  me  a  wry 
jKilile  can!  frr>m  Mr.  Ilirole  and  bcr,  uw 
viling  me  lo  Streathnm- 

On  the  Cth  nf  Oclolier  I  complied  wi(h 
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thii  obliging  invitation,  and  found,  at  an 
client  villa,  six  miles  fVom  town,  every 
eircumntance  that  can  make  socictj'  pleasing, 
johnaun,  thotigh  quite  at  home,  was  yet 
looked  up  to  witb  an  awe,  tempered  by  if- 
ftctiun,  and  aecmed  to  be  etjuulv  the  care 
of  bis  host  and  hoatesB.  I  rqoiced  at  seeing 
him  so  hapjiy. 

He  played  oil'  his  wit  against  Scotland 
with  a  gitod-bumoured  pleasantry,  which 
gavo  me,  though  no  bigot  to  national  jire- 
jutlicca,  an  opiwrtunity  for  a  little  contest 
with  him.

1  iHuuitvd  that  we  had  the  honour  of  being 
the  llrst  to  abolish  the  unhospitable,  trou- 
blesome, and  ungracious  custom  of  f^vlng 
vails  to  servBiitti.  JonHsoKi  "  Sir,  you 
abulishtHl  voils,  because  vou  were  too  poor 
tu  bo  able  to  give  thvui." 

Mn.  Tbrole  dtMiutcil  with  him  on  the 
merit  of  Prior,  lie  alloclced  htm  power- 
AiUy ;  said  he  wrote  of  love  like  a  man  who 
hod  never  telt  it :  his  love-versea  were  col- 
Kw  vcraoa;  and  be  repeated  the  song, 
**  Aleais  slmnn'd  his  fellow  swains,"  &c.  in 
so  ludicrous  a  niuiner,  as  to  make  us  all 
wonder  how  any  one  could  have  been  pleased 
with  such  fantastical  stutf.  Airs.  I'lirale 
■UhmI  to  her  gun  with  great  courage,  in  do- 
fenif  of  amorous  ditties,  wliich  Johnson  de- 
•pised,  till  he  iit  last  silemxtl  her  bv  saving, 
*'  My  desr  lady,  tulk  no  more  of  this.  iN'oiu 
■eiiM'  can  be  detended  but  bv  miii.ioiiso." 

AI  nt  'Mirale  then  praised  {tsrrick's  talents 
for  light  gay  ]K>etry  ;  and,  as  a  ajtccmieii,  re- 
IKvlitl  Ills  song  in  *'  l-'lurixel  and  Perdito," 
and  dwelt  with  jieculiar  pUnsun.*  on  this  line : 

"  I'll  uulte  with  Um  ilmpto,  and  tetd  with  the  voor." 

Johnson  i  "  Nay,  my  dear  Ijidy,  this  will 
never  do.  Poor'  I)avltl  I  Smllo  with  the 
almploi— What  fully  is  that?  And  who 
would  feed  with  the  jHwr  that  can  help  it  P 
No,  no )  let  me  stiule  with  the  wise,  und 
feed  with  the  rich."  I  reiwateil  this  sally 
to  (iarrick,  and  wondered  to  find  his  sensi- 
bility as  a  writer  not  a  little  Irritated  by  it. 
To  soothe  him,  1  observed,  that  Johnson 
■pored  none  of  us ;  and  I  quoted  the  passage 
In  Horace,  in  which  he  compares  one  who 
•ttackshisfirtendsfor  the  sake  of  a  laugh,  to 
a  pushing  ox,  that  is  marked  by  a  bunch  of 
hay  put  upon  his  horns:  Jiauim  habet  jn 
asnui.  **  Ay,  (said  Ganick,  vehemently,)  he 
hu  a  whole  hmo  of  it." 


Talking  of  hiitorr,  JolnMon  wuA,  "  Wc 
may  know  blstorkal  &cts  to  be  tnw,  as  *t 
may  know  Acta  in  cominon  life  to  be  tme. 
Motives  are  aenerally  mibuown.  We  ca- 
□ot  trust  til  the  chozacten  we  find  io  hbbaT, 
unlen  when  they  are  dnwn  1^  these  wio 
knew  the  peraona  i  as  thoae,  nr  iiistaaeik 
by  Sallust  and  by  Lord  ClaraidaD.* 

He  would  not  allow  much  merit  to  Wist- 
field's  oratory.  "■  Hb  pt^uhuitr,  Sr,  (md 
he,)  Is  chiefly  owing  to  tlw  peculiarity  cf  Ui 
manner.  He  wtniM  be  fidfowed  bj  ooadi 
were  he  to  wear  a  iiig;ht.cap  in  the  po^ 
or  were  he  to  preach  trtMn  a  Czee.* 

I  know  not  from  what  ajnrit  of  cfHitm&- 
tion  he  burst  out  into  a  violent  dedanstin 
against  the  Corucana,  of  whoae  hcxoim  I 
talked  in  hi^  terma.  ^  Sir,  (said  he,)«bt 
is  all  this  rout  about  the  Canicuii  t  Tbcr 
have  been  at  war  with  the  Genoese  fir  np- 
wards  of  twenty  ^ears,  and  hare  new  vet 
taken  their  fiirtifled  town^  Thn'  oi^ 
have  battered  down  thrir  walli,  andrsdoMd 
them  to  powder  in  twenty  yean.  Thrr 
might  have  pulled  the  walla  m  piecca,  sm 
cracked  the  stones  wiUi  their  teeth  in  tvcstj 
years."  It  was  in  vain  to  anue  with  Uw 
upon  the  want  of  artUleiyt  &  wu  not  (a 
be  reaiated  for  the  momenL 

On  the-evening  of  October  10,  I  jwcscBt- 
ed  l>r.  Johnson  to  General  Fteoli.  I  ksd 
greatly  wiahed  that  two  men,  fin-  whoai  I 
hod  the  bluest  esteem,  should  meet.  Titf 
met  with  a  manly  ease,  mutually  fwisriwa 
of  their  own  abilitiea,  and  of  Che  aUUtia  rf 
each  other.  The  General  m^  Italiaa,  aad 
Dr.  Johnson  Etiriish,  ana  undentood  ow 
another  very  weU,  with  a  little  aid  of  iatcr- 
pretation  from  me,  in  which  I  wapswJ 
myaelf  to  an  isthmus  which  joins  two  gnat 
continents.  Upon  Johnson'a  approach,  the 
General  said,  **  From  what  I  have  raid  tf 
your  works.  Sir,  and  fnm  what  Mr.  Bos* 
well  has  told  me  of  you,  I  have  lou  hdd 
you  In  great  veneration."  The  mdrsI 
talked  of  languages  being  formed  on  the  par. 
ticular  notions  and  manner*  of  a  peopk* 
without  knowing  which,  we  cannot  know 
the  language.  We  may  know  the  direct 
signification  of  single  worda ;  but  by  the* 
no  beauty  of  expression,  no  sally  of  BeniMi 
no  wit  is  conveyed  to  the  mind.  All  lUi 
must  be  by  allusion  to  other  ideas.  **  Sir, 
(said  Johnson,)  you  talk  of  language.,  ■■  if 
you  had  never  done  any  thing^lae  bat 
study  it,  instead  of  governing  a  natiun.' 
The  General  said,  "  Qnesbt  i  tm  Inpfrngrm 
eomplimento ;"  this  is  too  great  a  compli* 
menu  Johnson  answeretl,  I  should  hare 
thought  so.  Sir,  if  I  had  not  heard  von 
talk."  The  General  asked  him  what' hs 
thought  of  the  sjurit  of  infidelity  which  «ss 
soprevolent.  Joaksok  :  "  Sir,  thisgloonof 
infidelity,  I  hope,  is  only  a  tranaimt  cloud 
passing  through  the  hemisphere,  which  will 
soon  be  dissipated,  and  the  sun  break  fiuth 
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witbhlsufualspltftulour."  ■*  You  think  then, 
(a^  the  Gt-neral.)  that  l)i«r  wUl  chingK 
ttotAe  {irindplcs  Uie  tlieir  ilulhes."  Jouy. 
■Off  :  "  Why,  Sir,  if  they  l»eatrtw  no  more 
thouglit  (111  {irim-iplM  than  on  driiA,  it  must 
beto-"  The  Gftural  nid,  that  "  n  gre«t 
put  nf  tbc  fiutuoDible  iofidellty  was  vwing 
to  a  iaan  of  stMwinft  courage.  Men  who 
1mt«  no  onnortunitles  of  ahevinf  It  aa  to 
tfaiiyrBin  uim  lifi',  take  tkath  aiuf  fulurity 
«s  o^ect*  on  vtaich  to  display  it."  Joits-- 
■ox :  *^That  u  mighty  t'ooliab  all'cctatiun. 
Fear  is  odc  of  tbe  paasioiu  of  buntan  na- 
Utr9,  of  whkb  it  ia  unpoodble  to  direst  it 
You  mncmber  that  tfac  Emperor  CharU-s 
V.  when  be  raad  upon  tbe  tomb-etonc  of  a 
Spaniab  DDbletnan,  *  Here  Uca  one  vho 
never  knew  (an,'  wittily  said,  '  Thi-n  he 
Brvrr  unutTtnl  a  candle  with  liia  lingers'  " 

He  talkctl  a  ftrw  word*  of  French  t« 
tbe  General ;  but  tinding  be  did  not  do  it 
with  bdllty,  he  aaked  for  pen,  ink,  and 
paper,  and  wrote  the  fbllowing  note :

Tbe  General  imniecliatvly  informol  him 
tluit  tbe  Uiifma  nwftra  wu  only  ■□  Sardinia. 

Dr.  JabMDo  went  home  with  me,  and 
dranlc  tea  till  late  in  the  night.  Jlc  said, 
*'  <^ii-nrral  Paoli  hail  the  lufLiest  iiort  of  any 
man  he  ha<]  rver  Kvn-"  He  ui-nink  thiit 
mUitary  men  were  alwaya  the  best  bre<I 
men.  **  Perfect  good  breeding."  he  obMT%*- 
ed,  **  oonatata  in  bariing  no  [aiticular  awcV 
of  mnj  {irofvwlun,  but  a  grncrnl  elegniite 
cf  muDen;  wbercaa,  in  a  TOilitary  man, 
jeu  GIB  coonnonly  diatlnguijh  the  brand 
of  a  ecJiUer,  rAonow  dTipU- 

l)r.  Jobnaon  ahunnei)  to-night  any  diS' 
cuaaion  at  the  |)crpteae«l  queatiun  of  fiitc 
and  free-will,  which  I  attempted  to  agitsic  : 
"Sir,  (iaid  he,)  we  A«Mir  our  will  ii  free, 
and  Uiirre't  an  cad  on't." 

He  hoaiiured  nie  with  hi«  company  at 
iHiiTT  nn  the  llilh  of  October,  at  my  uA^- 
1b^  in  Old  Bond.«treet,  with  Sir  Ifotbuu 
Scynobln,  Atr.  Garrick,  Dr.  Gokkniith, 
Mr.  Munihy,  Mr.  Bii-keislair,  ami  Mr. 
Thomas  I)avie«.  Garrii-k  jiluvcil  munil 
blai  with  a  fond  rivacity,  taking  tioUl  of  the 
biaif  ■  of  his  coat,  and  looking  up  in  hit 
ftaC  with  a  lively  archness  coniptimented 
Una  on  the  good  health  wliicb  he  affiled 
Ibaita  enjov  ;  while  tbe  augv,  nhaking  liia 
bad,  b^telil  bim  with  a  gentkc  eoin|il«Ken- 
CT.  Oaa  of  tbe  company  not  bring  come  at 
H^Uk  ippoinled  hour,  I  fropoead,  »  usual 


upon  ffuch  occasioru,  to  order  dinner  to  bo 
aerredi  adding,  "Ought  wx  iwople  to  be 
kept  waiting  h>r  one  V"  "  Why,  yes,  (an- 
Bweml  Johnmn,  wilb  a  delicate  bumaoity,) 
if  the  one  will  suffer  more  by  your  Milting 
down,  Iban  tbe  six  will  do'by  waiting." 
Croldsmltb,  to  divert  tbe  tedioim  minulea, 
ntrulted  about,  bragging  of  hia  dreaa,  and 
I  believe  waa  sertoualy  vain  of  it,  far  hia 
mind  was  wonderfully  prune  tu  Huch  im- 
presaiooi.  **  Come,  come,  (said  Garrick,} 
talk  no  more  of  that.  You  are,  jMrrhapa, 
the  wiint — eh,  eh  t"  Goldsmith  was  ea- 
gerly att4>m[iling  to  interrufjt  bim,  when 
Garrick  went  on.  aughing  ironically, "  Nay, 
you  will  always  fooAHikc  a  gentleman  :  but 
I  am  talking  of  being  well  or  iU  drei^." 
"  Well,  let  me  tell  you,  r«uJ  Goldsmith,) 
when  my  tailor  brouglit  ooine  my  blDom> 
coloured  coat,  he  laid. '  Sir.  I  have  a  bvour 
to  beg  of  you.  When  any  body  asks  yo« 
who  made  vour  clothe*,  be  pleaaed  to  men- 
tioi)  John  Pilby,  at  tbe  Harrow,  In  Water. 
lane-'"  JuiiysoNi  *' Why,  Sir,  that  waa 
because  he  knew  the  strange  colour  wimld 
attract  cruwds  to  gaze  it  it.  and  thus  Ibey 
might  hear  of  him,  and  we  huw  well  be 
coulil  make  a  coat,  even  of  so  absurd  a 
colour." 

After  dinner  our  coDvcrBution  first  lunieil 
upon  Ptjpc  Johnson  said,  hia  cbancters  of 
men  wereadmintMy  dlrawn,  tboae  of  women 
nut  tut  wi'll.  He  reiR-aletl  to  ui.  in  his  forci- 
ble melodiou*  manner,  tlie  runclmling  Ivnei 
of  the  Uundiul.  While  he  was  talking  [uu<l- 
ly  in  praise  of  those  tines,  one  of  the  compa- 
ny ventured  lo  say,  "Too  fine  lor  siicn  a 
poem  :— a  poem  on  what  ?'"  Johnsou, 
(wiUi  a  disdaiiiful  loiik,)  "  Why.  i>n  duneei. 
It  wa!<  worth  while  being  a  dunce  then. 
Ah,  Sir,  hailNt  'A'tu  UveiT  in  thuse  days  I 
It  is  not  worth  while  being  n  dunce  now, 
when  there  are  no  wita."  Btckerstaif  ob- 
M-rved,  sa  a  peculiar  circumstance,  that 
Pu[)e*9  fame  wai  higher  when  be  was  alive 
than  it  wai  then.  Johnaon  a^A,  hU  Pas- 
toralii  were  poor  iLings,  though  the  veral- 
fu-Jition  was  Ihie.  He  told  ua,  with  high 
satisfaelion.  the  iuiec>lt>tc  of  Pope's  ini^uu 
ring  who  was  the  author  of  hb  **  I^ndon-** 
antl  saying,  he  will  be  soon  deterri.  He 
observwl,  that  in  Dryden's  [wtlry  there 
wen*  paHsagea  drawn  from  a  profundity 
wbtrb  I'tjjM.-  could  never  reach.  He  re- 
peated some  fine  Hnes  on  luve,  by  the 
ibmicr,  (which  I  have  now  forgotten.)  and_ 
gave  great  appliiuHe  lu  the  character  of 
Xiiiiri.  Guldxiiiilb  »tid,  that  Fn|>e'R  cha- 
racter of  Addisun  ihewcil  u  deep  Viiowledgo 
of  the  human  fat>art.  Johnson  said,  lliat  the 
deseriptiun  ot  the  temple,  in  '"  Tbe  Mourn- 
iiig  Itri<)e,"*  was  the  noest  poetical  paasage 
he  hail  e%"er  rrail ;  he  recollected  none  in 
Shakapeare  equal  to  it.—"  Bui,  (said  Gar- 

•  [Art lust.*    «  1 
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rick,  all  alarmed  for  '  the  sod  of  his  idola- 
tiT,'}  we  know  not  the  extent  and  vaiiety 
of  hm  powers.  We  are  to  nippose  there  are 
such  passages  in  his  works.  Shakspeare 
must  not  suffer  from  the  badness  oi  our 
memories."  Johnson,  diverted  by  this  en- 
thusiastic jealousy,  went  on  with  great  ar- 
dour ;  "  No,  Sir ;  Congreve  has  nature" 
(smiling  on  the  tragic easemess  of  Ciarrick); 
but  L'om)ioi>ing  himseltj  ne  added,  '*  Sir,  this 
is  not  comparing  Congreve  on  the  whole 
with  ShBkii[)eare  on  tae  whole ;  but  only 
maintaining  that  C'ongreve  has  one  finer 
passage  than  any  that  can  be  found  in  Shak> 
spcare.  Sir,  a  man  may  have  no  more  than 
ten  guineas  in  the  world,  but  he  may  have 
those  ten  guineas  in  one  piece  ;  and  so  may 
have  a  finer  piece  than  a  man  who  has  ten 
thousand  pounds :  but  then  be  lias  only  one 
ten-guinea  piece. — AVhaC  I  mean  is,  that 
you  can  shew  me  no  passage  where  there  is 
simply  a  description  of  material  objects, 
without  any  intermixture  of  moral  notions,* 
which  produces  sucli  an  ei}ect."  Air.  Alur- 
phy  mentionet)  Shakspeare's  description  of 
the  niglit  before  the  battle  of  Agmcourt ; 
but  it  was  observed  it  had  men  in  it.  Mr. 
Davics  suggested  the  speech  of  Juliet,  in 
whicli  she  ngurca  herself  awaking  in  the 
tomb  of  her  ancestors.  Some  one  mention- 
ed the  descrintion  of  Dover  ClilT.  John- 
BOM  :  "  No,  Sir ;  it  should  be  all  precipice, 
— all  vacuum.  The  crows  im{)ede  your  fall. 
The  dlminislicd  appearance  of  the  boat, 
and  otlier  circumstances,  are  all  very  good 
description  ;  but  do  not  impress  the  mind 
at  once  with  tlic  horrible  itlea  of  immense 
height.  The  impression  is  divided;  you 
pass  on  by  computation,  from  one  stage  of 
the  tremendous  sjwce  to  another.  Had  the 
girl  in  'The  Mourning  Hride*  said,  ^e 
could  not  cost  her  shoe  to  the  top  of  one  of 
the  pillars  in  the  temple,  it  would  not  have 
aided  the  idea,  but  weakened  it." 

Talking  of  a  ItArristcr  who  had  a  had 
utterance,  some  one  (to  rouse  Johnson) 
wickedly  said,  that  he  was  unfortunate  in 
not  having  been  taught  oratory  by  Sheri- 
dan. JoiiNNOX  :  **  >^y.  Sir,  if  ne  had  been 
taught  by  Slieridon,  he  would  have  cleared 
the  room."  (ixnaicK  :  "  Sheridan  has  too 
nmch  vanitv  to  Iw  a  gowl  man." — We  shall 
now  Mf  .lonnson's  mode  of  defending  a  man  ; 
taking  him  into  hisown  hands,  and  discrimi- 
nating. Joiimsoh:  "No,  Sir.  There  Is,  to 
beBUre,in  Sheridan,  some  thing  to  reprehend, 
and  every  thing  to  laugh  at ;  but,  Sir,  he 
in  not  a  bad  man.  No,  Sir ;  were  mankind 
to  be  divided  into  good  and  bad.  he  would 
stand  considerably  within  the  ranks  of  |n>o<1. 
And,  Sir,  it  must  be  allowed  that  Sht^dan

I  should,  pofaapB,  luTe  sui^mned  tlu 
disquintion  coaceniiiiff  ■  person  of  wboR 
merit  and  worth  I  think  with  respect,  hd 
he  not  attacked  Johnaon  so  outngeoudr  ii 
bis  Life  of  Swift,  and,  at  the  aune  tuM, 
treated  us  hia  admirers  as  m.  set  of  |rinii» 
He  who  bas  provided  the  lash  of  wit,  cm- 
not  compLun  that  he  nnarts  from  it- 
Mrs.  Montague,  a  ladj  distingui^d  fa 
having  written  an  Enaj-  on  Hnk^ene, 
being  menfioned  ; — Rkyxolds  :  "  I  thU 
that  essa^  does  her  honour."  Jobvsov: 
"  Yes,  Sit,  it  does  her  honour,  but  it  wgoU 
do  nobody  else  honour.  I  have,  imlfifi, 
not  read  it  alL  But  when  I  take  np  Ike 
end  of  a  web,  and  find  it  pack-thread,  I  do 
not  expect,  by  loiJ^ing  &rther,  to  find  aa- 
brtnde^.  1^,  I  will  venture  to  say,  then 
is  not  one  wntence  of  true  criticim  ii  As 
book."  Garbick  j  *•  Buti  Sir,  surdy  H

The  admirers  of  this  l-'i—i  |  wf 
be  offended  at  the  slighting  i»miw  ii 
which  Johnson  spoke  of  itTlmt  let  it ka 
remembered,  that  be  gave  his  honest  oiii- 
nion  unbiassed  by  any  prejudice,  or  say 
proud  jealousy  of  a  woman  intruding  ber* 
self  into  the  chair  of  criticism;  fo  Sir 
Joshua  Remolds  has  told  me,  that  wba 
the  Essay  Brst  come  out,  and  it  was  not 
known  who  had  written  it,  Johnaonwoa- 
dered  how  Sir  Joshua  could  like  it.  At  tUi 
time  Sir  Jfuhua  himself  had  rcMiTcd  m 
information  concerning  the  author,  except 
being  assured  by  one  of  our  moat  eniiMBl 
literati,  that  it  was  clear  its  author  iBA 
not  know  the  Greek  tragedies  in  the  Qri|p- 
nol.  Uiie  day  at  Sir  Joehua's  taUe,  wha 
it  was  related  that  Mrs.  Monugue,  a  an 
excess  of  compliment  to  the  author  of  a

be  afler  his  life,  tlian  that  he  had  not  been 
before  he  b^^n  to  exist.  Joiivbon  :  "  Sir, 
if  he  really  thinks  so,  \m  perceptions  are 
(li8turl)ed  ;  he  is  mad :  if  he  does  not  think 
so,  he  lies.  He  may  tell  you,  he  holds  his 
finger  in  the  tlatne  of  a  candle,  without  feeU 
ing  pain ;  would  you  believe  him?  When 
he  dies,  he  at  least  siTes  up  all  he  has.'' 
BoflWELL :  "  Foote,  Sir,  told  me,  tliat  when 
he  was  very  ill  he  was  not  afraid  to  die  ?" 
Joiikson:  "  It  is  not  true,  Sir.  Hold  a 
pistol  to  Foote's  breast,.or  to  Hume's  breast, 
and  threaten  to  kill  them,  and  you'll  see 
how  they  behave.'*  Bosweli.  :  "  But  may 
we  not  fortify  our  minds  for  the  approach  of 
death  7" — Here  I  am  sensible  I  was  in  the 
wrong,  to  bring  before  his  view  what  he  ever 
look^  upon  with  horror ;  for  although  when 
in  a  celestial  frame  of  mind  in  his  '*  Vanitv 
of  Human  Wishes,"  he  has  Bujiposed  deatn 
to  he  "kind  Nature's  signal  for  retreat," 
from  this  state  of  being  to  "  a  happier  ueat," 
his  thoughts  upon  this  awful  change  were 
in  general  full  of  dismal  apprehensions.  His 
mind  resembled  the  vast  amphitheatre,  the 
Colisfeum  at  Uome.  In  the  centre  stood 
his  judgement,  which,  like  amightv  gladia- 
tor, combated  those  apprehensions  t^iat,  like 
the  wild  beasts  of  the  Arena,  were  all  around 
in  cells,  ready  to  be  let  out  upon  him.  Afler 
a  conflict,  he  drives  them  back  Into  their 
dens  ;  but  not  killing  them,  they  were  still 
assailing  him.  To  my  question,  whether  we 
might  not  fortify  our  minds  for  the  approach 
of  death,  he  answered  in  a  passion,  "  No,  Sir, 
let  it  alone.  It  matters  not  how  a  man  dies, 
but  how  he  lives.  The  act  of  dying  is  not 
of  importance,  it  lasts  so  short  a  time."  He 
added,  (with  an  earnest  look)  "  A  man  knows 
it  must  be  so,  and  submits.  It  will  do  him 
no  good  to  wliine." 

I  attempted  to  continue  the  converaatioo. 
He  was  so  provoked,  that  he  said :  "  Give 
us  no  more  of  this  ;"  and  was  thrown  into 
such  a  state  of  agitation,  that  he  expre^ed 
himself  in  a  way  mat  alarmed  and  distressed 
me;  shewed  an  impatience  that  I  should 
leave  him,  and  when  I  was  going  away, 
called  to  me  sternly,  "  Don't  let  ua  meet  to- 
morrow." 

I  went  home  exceedingly  uneasy.  All 
the  harah  observations  which  I  had  ever 
heard  made  upon  his  character,  crowded 
into  my  mind ;  and  I  seemed  to  myself  like 
the  man  who  had  put  big  head  into  the  lion's 
mouth  a  great  many  times  with  perfect 
lafcty,  but  at  last  hatl  it  bit  off. 

Next  morning  I  sent  him  a  note,  stating 
that  I  might  have  been  in  the  wrong,  but  it 
was  not  inlentionallv  ;  he  was  therefore,  I 
could  not  help  thinking,  too  severe  upon  me. 
That  notwithstanding  our  agreement  not  to 
meet  that  day,  I  would  call  on  him  m  my 
way  to  the  city,  and  stay  five  minutes  by  my 
watch.  "  You  are  f  said  I)  in  my  mind,  since 
Jwt  night,  ■urrounded  with  cloud  and  storm.

Upon  entering  bis  study,  I  waa  ^ad  that 
he  was  not  al<»ie,  whidi  would  hare  made 
our  meeting  more  awkward.  Time  wet 
with  him,  Mr.  Steevena  and  Mr-  Trera,  batk 
of  whom  I  now  aaw  for  the  fitat  time  itj 
note  had,  on  hia  own  reflection,  at^cned  Um, 
for  he  received  me  very  complaonitly;  ■» 
that  I  unexpectedly  found  myself  at  chc; 
and  joined  in  the  conversation.

Me  was  so  good  as  to  accompany  me  to 
I*ndoii,  and  see  mc  into  the  poat>chais« 
which  was  to  corrv  me  nn  my  nw)  In  Scnt< 
land.  And  aura  I  am,  that  however  im-on^ 
siderable  many  of  the  particulars  recorde'l 
at  this  time  may  appear  to  some,  thoy  will 
be  esteemed  b^  the  heat  nart  of  my  rcailers 
as  genuine  trailji  of  his  cnaractcr,  contHbu< 
ling  together  to  give  a  full,  lair,  and  distinct 
view  of  it. 

In  177".  he  publinhed  a  pnlitUid  jmni- 
|jhlel,  eiililK-il  "The  False  Alann,''  iii- 
lemWd  lo  justify  the  conduct  of  mini.ttry 
and  their  ui^onty  In  the  Iloude  of  C->ni- 
mons,  for  having  virtually  iissuiiieil  it  ai)  ntt 
axiom,  tliat  the  expuUion  of  a  Member  nf 
Parliament  was  e^juivslent  to  exclusion, 
and  thus  ha^Hng  di>clurei)  Colonel  Luttcrel 
lo  Ix;  duly  ilfittil  fur  the  count  V  of  Middle- 
sex, m>lwi I h standing  Mr-  AVjlkes  had  & 
great  majority  of  votes.  This  being  justly 
coniddered  as  a  gross  viiilation  of  the  right 
uf  election,  an  nlitrm  fur  the  coiKtilutTon 
extended  itself  all  over  the  kingdom.  To 
prove  thtM  alarm  to  he  fj]j»e,  wait  llie  nuqiosc 
of  Juliiiiuin's  panijihlet ;  but  even  his  vast 
puwers  WL'n;  ijiadeiiuate  to  cnw  with  cotwti- 
tiitiijiiul  truth  and  reuHon,  and  hU  arminienl 
failed  of  efleel ;  and  the  House  oT  Com- 
mons  have  since  expuncvd  the  ofiensire  re- 
flolution  front  tlunc  .Tuumals.  That  the 
House  of  Comnuins  inii*ht  hnvccxfiellcd  Afr. 
Wilkca  repeatedly,  annas  often  as  he  should 
be  rc-chot«l,  was  not  denied;  but  Lncapa- 
dtitiim  cannot  be  but  by  an  act  of  llie 
whole  Icgifdnture.  It  was  wmiderful  to  sec 
how  a  iirdudice  in  fiivour  of  gt)veniment 
in  general,  and  an  aver^i'in  to  popular  cla- 
iiiiiiir,  L'oiild  blind  and  eonlmel  such  an  un- 
derBtonding  as  Johnson's,  in  this  partieular 
case :  yet  tKc  wit.  the  sarcasm,  tlie  eloquent 
vivacity  which  this  pamphlet  display  L'd,  made 
it  bo  read  with  grcjC  uvldity  at  the  time, 
and  it  will  ever  be  rend  with  pleasure,  for 
the  »nke  of  ilacDm|Hi.<iition.  That  it  cndea- 
vaure>)  to  iafuK  a  narcotic  indifference,  as 
to  puhlic  nincenvH,  into  ihe  minds  of'the 
people,  and  that  it  broke  out  sometimes  into 
an  extreme  coarscne««  nf  contemptuous 
ulmse,  is  but  tos^i  evident. 

It  must  not,  however,  bo  nmilteil,  tluit 
when  the  ftorm  of  bis  violence  suUtidcs, 
he  take4  a  filr opportunity  to  pav  a  grateftil 
coinnlinienl  to  tlte  King,  who  had  reward- 
cd  bts  merit  :  "  Th.-se  low. bum  rulei  s  have 
endeavoured,  surely  a-ithout  effect,  to  alie- 
nate th«  afliictSaus  of  the  people  from  the 
only  king  who  for  almost  a  century  has 
much  upjwarcd  to  desire,  or  luucli  endea- 
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vouretl  to  deserve  them."  And, "  Every  ho- 
nest  man  must  lameat,  that  the  fiictiun  has 
been  regarded  with  fri^d  neutrality  by  the 
¥uries,  who  being  long  accustomea  to  sig- 
iialize  their  principles  dv  opposition  to  the 
court,  do  not  yet  consider,  that  they  have 
at  last  a  king  who  knows  not  the  name  of 
party,  and  who  wishes  to  be  the  common 
uther  of  all  his  people." 

To  this  pamphlet,  which  was  at  once  diB> 
covered  to  be  Johnson's,  several  answers 
came  out,  in  which  care  was  taken  to  re- 
mind the  public  of  his  former  attacks  upon 
ffovemmeut,  and  of  bis  now  being  a  pen- 
uoner,  without  allowing  for  the  honourable 
terms  upon  which  Johnson's  penuon  was 
granted  and  accepted,  or  the  change  of  Sys- 
tem which  the  British  court  had  undergone 
upon  the  accession  of  his  present  M^esty. 
He  was,  however,  soothed  in  the  bluest 
strain  of  i^anegyric  in  a  poem,  called  "The 
Aemonstrance,"  by  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Stockdfde,  to  whom  he  was,  upon  many  oc- 
casinns,  a  kind  protector. 

The  fallowing  admirable  minute,  mode 
by  him,  describes  so  well  his  own  state,  and 
that  of  numbers  to  whom  self-examination 
is  habitual,  that  I  cannot  omit  it : 

**June  1,  1770.  Every  man  naturally 
jicrsuades  himself  that  he  can  keep  his  re- 
solutions, nor  is  he  convinced  of  his  imbe- 
cility but  by  length  of  time  and  frequency 
of  experiment.  This  opinion  of  our  own 
constancv  is  so  prevalent,  that  we  always 
despise  him  who  sulTers  his  general  and 
settled  purpose  to  be  overpowered  by  an 
occasional  desire.  They,  therefore,  whom 
frc(iuent  failures  have  made  desperate, 
cease  to  form  resolutions ;  and  they  who 
are  become  cunning,  do  not  tell  them.  Those 
who  do  not  make  them,  are  very  few,  but 
ofthcirefiect  little  is  perceived;  for  scarce- 
ly any  man  persists  in  a  course  of  life  plan- 
ned by  choice,  but  as  he  is  restrained  from 
deviation  by  some  external  power.  He 
who  mav  live  as  he  will,  seldom  lives  long 
in  tlie  observation  of  his  own  rules."'

tion.  Tlte  wry  ninulitf  of  such  a  character 
miwl  Ik*  riitrrnrtlnf;,  nnd  may  be  conipoml 
to  the  tilinpt  of  dimiiundii. 

"Id  palitii-a  he  was  dHrnu-d  a  Tory,  Imt 
certunly  tvaa  n»t  mo  in  the  ol)iiuxiiiuii  or 
party  ■cnse  of  the  term  '.  for  wliile  he  aa- 
tertttd  the  legal  and  Balutary  prenwatWctt  of 
the  crown,  Le  no  1e&.i  re&pected  the  consti- 
Uttional  liberties  of  the  people.  AVbhwuim, 
at  the  time  of  the  lU-vohiiion,  he  said,  wa« 
acmmpanied  witb  certain  prioaplcs;  hut 
latterly,  as  a  mere  party  dutinction  under 
1Val|Hil«  aiiil  the  Pi'lhaniH,  ivmh  no  lietter 
than  the  politics  of  stock 'Rubbers,  and  the 
religion  orintideht. 

"  He  detested  the  itlca  of  (^Teminf;  by 
IKtrliantetitary  romi|itiuii,anda0eft(i)  iiioKt 
nlrenuouBly.  thai  a  prince,  rtcadilj  andcan> 
ipiruotuly  pursuing  the  inlereal*  of  bia 
people,  cuuld  not  fad  of  parliainenlary  c«i- 
ce.  A  prinee  of  ability,  he  C90teodcd. 
■nd  AoiiU  be  the  directinff  soul  ami 
at  Ua  own  wfainniatration  ;  in  •hort, 
ora  mUrtcr,  and  not  the  ncre  bead 

r  a  saoty :  aad  then,  and  not  llU  then, 
waaM  Ibe  rwysl  ttfpulj  be  luccrvly  n-

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to  shew  their  power,  from  envr,  jeaknuy, 
■nd  perrenity  of  dupootion ;  uianut  gaining 
thcinseWes,  would  hate  uid  omxise  all  who 
d^ :  not  loving  the  person  oi  the  prince, 
'  md  concei^'ing  they  owed  him  little  grati- 
tude, from  the  mere  spirit  of  insolence  and 
contradiction,  thej  would  oppose  and  thwart 
him  upon  all  occasions.' 

**TDe  inseparable  imperfitction  annexed 
to  all  human  governments,  consisted,  he 
said,  in  not  being  able  to  create  a  sufficient 
fund  of  virtue  and  principle  to  carry  the 
laws  into  due  ana  effectual  execution. 
Wisdom  might  plan,  but  virtue  alone  could 
execute.  And  where  could  sufficient  virtue 
be  finind  ?  A  variety  of  delegated,  and  often 
discretionary,  powers  must  be  intrusted 
somewhere ;'  which,  if  not  governed  by  in- 
tegrity and  conscience,  would  necessarily 
be  abused,  till  at  last  the  constable  woulil 
acll  his  for  a  shilling. 

''This  excellent  person  was  sometimes 
charanl  with  abetting  slavish  and  arbitrary 
principles  of  govemment.  Nothing  in  my 
opinion  could  be  a  grosser  calumny  and 
misrepresentation ;  for  how  can  it  be  rati- 
onallv  supposed,  that  he  should  adopt  such 
l)eraicioufl  and  Bl>surd  opinions,  who  sup- 
IMrte<l  his  ])hiloaophical  character  with  so 
much  (lignitv,  was  extremely  jealous  of 
his  personal  liberty  and  independence,*  and 
could  not  brook  the  smallest  appearance 
of  nq^ect  or  insult,  even  from  the  highest 
peiaonages? 

**  But  let  us  view  him  in  some  instances 
of  niorv  bmiliar  life. 

**  His  general  mode  of  life,  during  my 
acquaintance,  seemed  to  be  pretty  unifonn. 
AlKiut  twelve  o'cloi-k  I  commonly  visited 
liim, and  frequently  found  him  inbed,  orde> 
claiming  over  his  tea,  which  he  drank  very 
[ilcntifuily.  Hegenerallyhadaleveeofmoni. 
ing  visitors,  chetlymen'of letters;  Hawkes. 
worth,  Goldsmith,  T^Iurphy,  Langton,  Stee- 
vens,  Ileauderk,  &c.  &c.,'  and  sometimes 
learned  ladies ;  particularly,  I  remember 
a  French  lady  of  wit  and'  fashion  doing 
him  tlic  honour  of  a  visit.  He  seemed  to 
mc  to  Im?  considered  as  a  kind  of  public  ora* 
cle,  whom  every  Ixxly  thought  they  had  a 
right  to  visit  and  consult ;  and  doubtless 
they  were  woll  rewanletL  I  never  could 
discover  how  he  lliuiid  time  for  his  compo- 
sitions. He  declaimed  all  the  morning, 
then  went  to  dinner  at  a  tnvem,  where  he 
ct>iuinunly  stavetl  bite,  and  then  drank  his 
tea  at  wnic  trit-nd's  house,  over  which  he 
lottentl  a  great  whiK-,  but  seldom  took  sup- 
Iicr.  I  fancy  he  niuat  have  read  and  wrote 
chiefly  in  the  night,  for  1  can  scarcely  re- 
collect that  he  ever  reiiised  going  with  me 
to  a  tavern,  and  he  oflen  went  to  llanelagh,

which  he  dffmwl  a  place  of  innoccBt  recte> 
ation. 

**  He  fipequently  gave  all  the  nlver  in  hit 
pocket  to  the  poor,  who  watched  hhn,  be- 
tween his  house  and  the  taveni  when  he 
dined.  He  walked  the  streets  at  all  houn, 
and  said  he  was  never  robbed,  for  the  rogues 
knew  he  had  httle  money,  nor  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  having  much. 

"  Though  the  moat  acoesdble  and  com- 
mimioative  man  alive,  yet  when  he  su^iected 
he  was  invited  to  be  exbiluted,  be  ceostaoUy 
spumed  the  invitation. 

"  Two  young  women  from  StafionUure 
vintcd  him  when  I  was  present,  to  consult 
him  on  the  subject  of  Methodism,  to  which 
they  wo'e  inchned.  '  Come,  (said  be,)  you 
pretty  fools,  dine  with  Maxwell  and  me  at 
the  Xlitre,  and  we  will  talk  over  that  sub- 
ject ;'  which  they  did,  and  after  dinner  be 
took  one  of  them  upon  bis  knee,  and  findled 
her  for  half  an  hour  together. 

"  Upon  a  visit  to  me  at  a  etmntiy  lo^ 
lag  near  Twickenham,  he  asked  wast  sort 
of^society  I  had  there.  I  told  him,  hot  !>• 
different ;  a»  they  chiefly  eonnated  of  op^ 
lent  traders,  retired  from  buaiiicaB.  Bw 
said,  he  never  much  liked  that  da«  sf 
people ;  <■  For,  Sir,  (said  he,)  they  have  kit 
the  civility  of  tradesmen,  Without  mttpaiwg 
the  manners  of  gentlemen.* 

**  Johnson  was  much  attached  to  Lon- 
don :t  he  observed,  that  a  man  atcned  Ibs 
mind  better  there,  than  any  where  diej 
and  that  in  remote  ntuationa  a  man**  bodv 
might  be  feasted,  but  his  mind  was  atarrca, 
and  his  fiiculties  apt  to  d^enente,  flvaa 
wont  of  exercise  and  competitioa-  No 
place,  (be  said,)  cured  a  man*s  vanity  cr 
am^nce,  so  well  as  London  ;  for  M  Da 
man  was  either  great  or  good  fer  m,  bat 
as  compared  with  othera  not  so  good  or 
great,  be  was  sure  to  find  in  the  meti^ 
polls  manv  bis  equals,  and  some  Us  w^ 
periors.  He  observed,  that  a  naan  in  Lott- 
don  was  in  less  danger  of  fidling  in  lot* 
indiscreetly,  than  any  where  elaei  ftr 
there  the' difficulty  of  deciding  bctww 
the  conflicting  pretenuons  of  a  vast  wk^ 
of  objects,  kept  him  safe.  He  told  Mik 
that  he  had  frequently  been  oficfid  caia> 
trv  preferment,  if  lie  would  ccamnt  !■ 
take  onlera ;  but  he  could  not  leave  tW 
improreil  society  of  the  cajdtal,  or  coBMIi 
to  exchange  the  exhilaratingjoya  and  nli^ 
did  decorations  of  jmbUc  life,  for  the  aaM> 
rity,  insi|?idity,  and  unlfmnuty  of 
ait  nations.

**  He  loved,  be  said,  the  nid  blaclc-lptUT 
booka:  Oivy  men  rich  in  iiiattirr,  thnugli 
Uitfir  at^Ie  was  inelefpnt :  worulerfull/  m, 
considt^ng  how  convcnanl  the  wntcn 
were  with  ibe  best  models  of  antinuily. 

•*  DurtonS  '  Analnmv  id'  ^Ii-lnnrhrly,'  he 
maid,  w»  the  only  booli  thai  ever  toolf  hitn 
out  of  bed  two  houn  sooner  than  he  wUh- 
wd  to  rise. 

*•  Hk  frmiicnllv  (Txbort^^  me  to  set  about 
wriU^  a  Hislonr  of  Ireland,  and  an-hlv 
mnvved,  tbi*rr  uad  been  some  ^ood  Irish 
VriUvB,  and  that  one  Irisbman  nii^dl  nl 
leaat  aijiirc  lo  be  etjoal  to  aootbcr.  He 
bad  gnat  cam|ai«ion  Gh-  the  mu«m<iii  uiid 
dterOMei  of  ibt  Irish  nation,  [karticularlv 
ifcc  Papists  :  iind  Ktr^-rn-lv  r«-|iriitiii1'.-il  the 
hvterous  drbiUtatin^  policr  of  Ibc  llritlah 
eurrmment.  which.  Otf  atai,  wa#  llie  most 
ucCestaiile  mode  of  pcnecution.  To  a  f^en- 
tletaan,  wbo  bintcil  snrb  jHdtcy  rntghl  be

*  l^et  the  authority-  of  the  Kn^lJsh  giivt-m- 
incnl  perish,  ratli«r  ihaii  \k-  mainlaiued  by 
lnit|uitr.

"  I>r,  Johnaoa  wan  often  accuscil  of  pre- 
Jisdicrs,  nat,  antipathy,  with  regard  to  the 
amtira  of  Scotland.  'Surely,  so  illiberal  a 
pniutlice  oerer  entered  bis  mind  :  nnd  it  is 
arcU  known,  many  nntivi-s  of  thut  n-sp<.-et< 
able  country  pomessid  a  Uirjre  sliare  in  liii 
esteem  i  nor  were  any  of  them  ever  exilu- 
ded  from  his  frooJ  uftu'ea.  as  tkr  as  ()|i|h>Mu> 
nit Tpermi lied.  True  it  is,  he  cunsidered 
tb«  Scotch,  nationally,  aji  a  cnd\y,  design- 
iw  V^*ffi*t  «ff*rly  atU'Dtive  tu  their  own 
iMeraat,  and  too  ant  ti>  ovitIooIc  ibe  rluims 
■tul  prvl«.-iMinii<i  of  lit  hit  people.  '  White 
tbcir  cofilmc  their  benevolence,  in  a  maij- 
ner.  exclusively  to  those  of  their  own  mun- 
l^,  Ihi-y  expect  to  sltare  in  iho  «"<"'  'illitvn 
or  uther  [^icoiiU-.  Now  (aaid  Jonii»on)  this 
pciociple  u  either  ri((bt  or  wronff;  if  right, 
we  abould  do  well  to  inutate  suen  conduct ; 
U*  nrtiag.  wecaniiut  too  much  <lct£St  it.' 

"  B«in|p  solicited  to  compoae  a  fiineral 
wertoon  &r  the  daughter  or  a  traideamui. 


be  naturally  inijulred  into  the  clumcter  of 
(be  deceased  :  and  beinc  tolil  thv  was  re- 
markable f''>r  her  buminty  and  i-onilearen- 
aion  lo  inferiors,  be  obaervetl,  that  those 
were  rtrj  laudable  i|ii.ilitics,  but  it  mittht 
not  be  so  easy  to  discover  who  the  laar'a 
inferiors  were. 

"  Of  a  certain  player  be  remarlceil,  tliat 
his  conversation  u^uallv  threatened  and 
announced  more  than  it  |)erionned ;  that 
he  fed  you  with  a  continual  renoration  of 
hope,  to  end  in  a  constant  auccesaion  of  dJs. 
ap}H)intmrnt. 

"  When  exaspente<l  by  contraillclion,  ne 
WIS  apt  to  treat  bis  ojiponenta  with  too 
much  acrimiiny  :  a;*,  '  Sir,  you  don't  see 
your  way  tbniugh  that  question:' — •Sir, 
yiiu  talk  the  lanmuf^  of  If^orani-e.'  On 
my  observing  lo  him,  that  a  certain  gi-nl  le- 
man  hud  reniaiiuil  siWiit  the  urhole  ei-en- 
ing,  in  the  midst  of  a  v&y  brilliant  and 
learned  society,  *  Sir,  (said  he,)  tbeeonver. 
ration  overdowtil,  ami  druwn<n(  him.' 

"  His  philfiMiphy,  ihouf^  austere  and 
auleniri.  was  by  no  means  morose  ami  cyni- 
cal, and  never  blutilod  the  laudable  wnitibi. 
lities  of  his  fhanu-ter,  or  exempted  him 
Irnin  the  inttiutir^- of  the  tender  pasdona. 
Want  of  tenderness,  he  always  alt^j^ed,  wan 
wont  ofpartf,  and  was  no  Iltm  a  proof  of 
stupidity  than  de|inivilv. 

'•  SijfakiiiB  of  Mr.  lianway,  who  pub- 
lialn-J*  An  Ei|flit  Days'  Journey  ftom  Lon. 
don  lo  Portsmouth,'  '  Jonas  (saJd  hv)  af 
quired  some  reputation  by  tmvellinff  abroad, 
but  loft  il  all  by  trnvcllin);  at  home.' 

"  Of  the  pBMion   uf  ]iu-i-  he   rvmarbe*!,  ■ 
that  its  violence  and  ill  eHccts  were  much 
exaggerate*! ;  for  who  knows  any  real  suf- 
lmng«  on  that  bead,  more  llion  from  the  ex- 
nrbitani'y  of  any  oIIkt  jiassion  ? 

"  He  miicli  commended  '  I.aw'8  Serious 
Call,'  which,  he  said,  was  the  finest  piece  of 
hortatory  theoln^r  in  any  tanuuuge.  *  Ijiw 
(said  he)  lell  Intterly  into  llie  revpnes  of 
Jacob  nehmen,  whom  I  jiw  alleged  to  have 
been  »<miewhat  in  the  same  state  with  St. 
PauL  nnd  to  hare  seen  vmiitlfrnlte  (hiuffi. 
Wire  it  even  !>n,(ftaiil.Tidiii.'Un).).Iucoti  would 
have  resembled  St.  Paul  sitlll  man*,  by  not 
attempting  to  utter  them.' 

'*  lie  observed,  that  the  ostablistied  clerijy 
in  treneral  did  not  preach  plain  i-nuugn  ; 
and  llint  polished  iierio<li)  and  irlitlering  sen- 
tenceJi  tiew  nvcr  llie  heads  ul  the  coiniiiiin 

Iieoplc.  without  niiy  iinprcMiun  upon  tfaeir 
K-nrts.  Something  might  be  necesatary,  be 
observetl,  to  excite  the  a&ections  or  the 
conimtin  people,  wbo  were  stink  in  latignur 
and  Mhurgj',  ami  therefore  he  suijposed  that 
the  new  cuncnndtnnta  of  metho^iisin  misht 
pt-otfably  pnxhtce  »a  desirable  an  etio-l. 
The  iiiiiiil,  like  Ibe  body,  he  observeil,  de- 
lighletl  in  chnngi"  iind  novelty,  and,  even  in 
relifrion  itsett^  courtol  new  appearances  and 
aiodmcaciona.    Whatever  might  b«  thought 
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of  some  methodist  teachers,  lie  said,  he 
could  scarcely  doubt  the  sincerity  of  that 
man,  who  travelled  nine  hundred  miles  in 
the  month,  and  preached  twelve  times  a 
week ;  for  no  adequate  reward,  merely  tem> 
poral,  couhl  be  given  for  such  indefatigable 
labour. 

*'Of  Dr.  Priestley's  tbeoUwical  works, 
be  remarked,  that  they  tendea  to  unsettle 
every  thing,  and  ret  settled  notliing. 

"  He  was  much  aiTected  by  the  death  of 
his  mother,  and  wrote  to  me  to  come  and 
assist  him  to  compose  his  mind,  which,  in- 
deed, I  found  extremely  af^tated.  He  la- 
mented that  all  serious  and  religious  con- 
versation was  banished  from  the  society  of 
men,  and  yet  great  advantages  might  be 
derived  from  it.  All  acknowlet^^,  he 
said,  what  hardly  any  body  practuetl,  the 
obligations  we  were  under  of  making  the 
concerns  of  eternity  the  governing  princi- 
ples of  our  lives.  Kvery  man,  he  ooserved, 
at  last  wishes  tor  retreat:  he  sees  his  ex. 
pectatinns  frustrated  in  the  world,  and  be. 
jrins  to  wean  himself  from  it,  and  to  prepare 
far  everlasting  separation. 

"■  He  observed,  that  the  influence  of 
London  now  extended  every  where,  and 
that,  from  all  manner  of  cunmunication 
being  opened,  there  shortly  would  be  no 
remains  of  the  ancient  simplicity,  or  places 
of  cheap  retreat  to  be  found. 

"  He  was  no  admirer  of  blank-verse,  and 
said  it  alwDvs  fiuled,  unless  sustained  by 
the  dignity  oi  the  subject.  In  blank-verse, 
he  Goid,  the  language  suflered  more  distor- 
tion, to  keep  it  out  of  ))rose,  than  any  in- 
convenience or  limitation  to  be  apprehended 
from  the  shackles  and  circumspection  of 
rhyme. 

**  He  reproved  me  once  for  saying  grace 
without  mentjoning  the  name  ot  our  Lobi> 
Jesus  Christ,  ^d  hoped  in  future  I 
would  be  more  mindful  of  the  apostolical 
iiyunction. 

"  He  refused  to  go  out  of  a  room  before 
ine  at  Mr.  Langton*s  house,  saying,  he 
hoped  he  knew  his  rank  l>etter  than  to  pre- 
sume to  take  place  of  a  Doctor  in  Divinity. 
I  mention  such  little  anecdotes,  merely  to 
shew  the  peculiar  turn  and  habit  of  his 
mind. 

"  He  used  frequently  to  observe,  that 
there  was  more  to  be  endured  than  enjoyed, 
in  the  general  condition  of  human  life ; 
and  frequently  quoted  tliose  lines  of  £hy- 
den  : 

'  Stranae  coMDWe !  none  would  live  pMtjcanagaln, 
Yet  aU  hope  pMwuie  Oom  what  illll  rooaia.' 

For  his  part,  he  said,  he  never  passed  that 
week  In  his  life  which  he  would  wisli  to 
repeat,  were  an  angel  to  make  the  proposal 
tODini. 

*'  He  was  of  opinion,  that  the  English 
nation  cultivated  both  their  soil  and  tlieir 
reuoo  better  than  any  other  people ;  but 


admitted  that  the  fVencb,  tim^  not  the 
highest,  perhaps,  hi  any  depaitmeBtoC  Ht» 
rature,  yet  in  everr  depntment  woe  vey 
high.  Intellectual  pre-enlneiice,  he  <» 
■erved,  was  the  highest  ntpeiioiitr;  tai 
that  every  nation  deiired  tbefa-  o^thHt 
reputation  fh»n  the  splendour  and  dig- 
nity of  their  writers.  Voltaire,  he  saia. 
was  a  good  narrator,  and  that  hb  ptiacipd 
merit  consisted  in  a  hmppj  aelecoao  iai 
arrangement  of  circuoistaiKea. 

"  Speaking  of  the  Frendi  norda,  ena- 
pma  with  Bichardson^s,  he  ai^  ther 
might  be  pretty  baubles,  but  a  wren  was  aot 
an  eagle. 

"  In  a  I^atin  conversation  with  the  tin 
Boscovitch,  at  the  house  at  Mn.  Chobnon- 
deley,  I  h^rd  him  maintaia  the  8iiperi«iti 
of  Sir  Isaac  Newton  over  all  ftrdgn  jdm> 
Bophers,*  with  a  dignity  and  eloquence  thst 
surprised  that  learned  fordgner.  It  being 
observed  to  him,  that  a  rage  fiir  erecj  thing 
English  jwevailed  much  in  Fnace  after 
Lonl  Chatham's  glorious  war,  he  said,  be 
did  not  wonder  at  it,  fiir  that  v»  bad  drab- 
bed  those  fellows  into  a  proper  revewBce 
for  us,  and  that  their  natimuu  petulance  re- 
quired periodical  chastisement. 

**  I^rd  Lyttelton's  Dialogues,  be  deemed 
a  nugatory  performance:  "That  man  (sud 
he)  sat  down  to  write  ■  hook,  ta  tell  the 
worhl  what  the  worhl  had  aU  bb  life  bees 
telling  him.* 

"  ^mebody  obserrod  that  the  Scutck 
HigkUnders,  in  the  year  1745,  had  made 
surprising  efibrts,  considerinf^  their  name- 
roua  wants  and  disadvantages  i  *  Yes,  Sir. 
(ttid  be,)  their  wanta  were  numerous :  bat 
you  have  not  mentioned  the  greateA  of 
them  all,— the  want  of  law.' 

"  Speaking  of  the  imoard^U,  to  wliidi 
some  methodista  pretended,  be  aald,  it  vat 
a  principle  utterly  incompatible  with  sorat 
or  civil  security.  *  If  a  man  (said  he)  pre- 
tends to  a  principle  of  actioa  of  wbicn  I 
can  know  nothing,  nay,  not  to  much  as  that 
he  has  it,  but  on^  that  he  pretends  to  it : 
how  can  I  tell  wliat  that  person  mar  be 
prompted  to  do  f  'When  a  person  pnwsses 
to  be  governed  by  a  written  asccrtaiDcd 
law,  I  can  then  know  where  to  find  him.* 

"  The  poem  of  FingaU  be  aaid,  was  a

•'  A  giiitleman  wlm  hml  been  very  un- 
happy III  nvuriage,  married  tinmeduitely 
al\or'  hia  wife  died :  Johnson  said.  It  was 
the  triumph  of  liope  qvct  experience. 

"  He  abacnrrd,  tbat  a  nun  of  tense  and 
education  aliould  meet  n  mitahl?  cunipanioii 
in  a  rife.  It  was  a  miscralile  tliinfc  when 
the  converutiui]  could  nn\y  be  such  m,  whe- 
ther the  mul  tiMi  ^tiuuld  be  iKtiled  nr  routed, 
an<)  tirobably  a  dUpute  nimut  that. 

**  He  did  not  opprovc  of  late  marriages, 
obserring.  tlint  more  vat  lost  in  jHilut  of 
time,  titan  eompptisalcd  for  by  any  posaihle 
adviuiln^eS'  l^ven  ill-a.-t^orteil  niarria^^ 
were  preferable  to  cbcerlcM  celibacy- 

'■•■  Of  old  Sheridan  be  remarked,  tbat  he 
neither  H-snled  parta  nor  literature ;  but 
that  hU  vanity  uiiil  (^uixoltsui  obscured  hia 
merits. 

"  He  nid,  fopp«7  waa  nerer  cured  :  it 
ura«  the  bad  stamina  of  tbe  luijid,  which, 
like  tboxeof  UiebiKly,  were  never  rectified  i 
once  a  coxcomb,  and'aiirays  acoxcoml*. 

"  Being  told  that  Gilliert  Cowper  called 
him  the  Caliban  of  literature: '  Well,  (uiid 
he,)  I  ntnttt  duti  biiti  the  Ptiiiicliiiiello.' 

"  Speaking  of  the  old  Earl  of  Cork  anil 
Orrery,  he  suid,  *  that  man  spent  his  life  in 
catching  at  an  ubje^t  [literary  eminence,] 
w'hii-h  be  liail  not  piiwertii  grasp.' 

"  To  Jin<l  n  siib»tiCullon  for  violated  rao- 
rolity,  be  said,  wns  the  leading  feature  in  all 
perversions  of  religion. 

"  He  onen  used  to  ^uotc,  with  great  pa- 
thos, thotfe  tine  lines  at  Virgil:*

eH,  that  the  advice  given  to  Diomed*  by  hia 
latliert  when  he  sent  liini  In  the  Trojan 
war,  Ktts  the  nuldcst  exhortation  that  coubl 
be  Inslancetl  in  any  heathen  writer,  and 
cumprl^etl  in  a  single  line  : 

whiih.  if  [  rcciilU-ct  well,  is  translated  by 
Dr.  Clarke  thus  ;  temprr  apptiere  pntsluH^ 
titfima,  el  omnil/us  aliiitsnlreiUen, 

"  He  observed,  '  it  was  a  moat  mortifying 
refli.'ctioi3  for  any  man  to  consider,  rrAa/  he 
ha'Jdoiie,  coiiipaml  with  what  fi€  miffht  liavt 
Uoiu.' 

"  He  said,  few  people  hail  intellectual  rc- 
Rources  sullicient  to  fon-go  the  pleasures 
of  wine.    They  could  not  otherwise  eon-

'■'■  He  went  with  me,  one  Sunday,  to  hear 
my  old  Master,  Gregory  Sharpe,  preach  at 
the  Temple. — In  the  prefatory  prayer, 
Sharpe  ranted  about  Libert;/,  aa  a  blessing 
most  fervently  to  be  implored,  and  its  con* 
tinuance  prayed  for.  Johnson  observed, 
thai  OUT  liberty  was  in  no  sort  of  danger: — 
he  would  have  done  much  better,  to  pray 
against  our  licentioumeu. 

"  One  evening  at  Mrs.  Montagu's,  where 
a  splendid  company  was  assembled,  consist* 
ing  of  the  most  eminent  literary  characters, 
I  thought  be  seemed  highly  pleased  with 
the  respect  and  attention  that  were  sbewii 
him,  and  asked  him,  on  our  return  home,  if 
be  was  not  highly  gratified  hv  his  visit: 
'  No,  Sir,  (saia  he,)  not  highly  gmtified  ,• 
yet  I  do  not  recollect  to  have  passed  many 
evenings  with  fexeer  objectioiu.' 

'^  Though  of  no  high  extraction  himself, 
he  had  much  respect  for  birth  and  family, 
especially  among  ladies.  He  said,  '  adven- 
titious accomphahments  may  he  possessed 
by  all  ranks;  but  one  may  easily  distin- 
guish the  born  gentlewoman.' 

*'  He  said,  '  the  poor  in  England  were 
better  provided  for,  than  in  any  other  coun- 
try of  the  same  extent :  he  md  not  mean 
little  Cantons,  or  petty  Republics.  Where 
a  great  proportion  of  the  people  (said  be) 
are  sufferea  to  languish  in  helpless  miserv, 
that  country  must  be  ill  policed,  and  wretch- 
edly governed :  a  decent  provision  for  the 
poor  IS  the  true  test  of  civilization — Gen- 
tlemen of  education,  he  observed,  weze 
pretty  much  the  same  in  all  countries ;  the 
condition  of  the  lower  orden,  the  poor  es- 
pecially, was  the  true  mark  of  national 
discriniination.' 

"  "When  tlie  corn-laws  were  in  agitation 
in  Ireland,  by  wliich  that  country  has  been 
enabled  not  only  to  feed  itself,  but  to  export 
com  to  a  large  amount.  Sir  Thomas  Ituuin- 
wn  observed,  that  those  laws  might  be  pre- 
judicial to  the  corn-trade  of  England.  '  Sir 
Thomas,  (said  he,)  you  talk  the  language  of 
a  savage  :  what,  Sir,  would  you  prevent 
any  people  from  feeding  themselves,  if  by 
any  honest  means  they  can  do  it  ?' 

'*  It  being  mentioned,  that  Garrick  assist- 
ed Dr.  Brown,  tlie  author  of  the  '  Esti- 
mate,'  in  some  dramatic  composition,  *  No, 
Sir,  (sud  Johnson ;)  he  would  no  more 
flufifer  Garrick  to  write  a  line  in  his  play, 
than  be  would  sufier  him  to  mount  his  pui> 
pit.' 

"  Si)eaking  of  Burke,  he  said,  -  It  was 
commonly  ooscrved  he  spoke  too  ol\cn  in 
parliament ;  but  nobody  could  say  he  did 
not  speak  well,  though  too  frequently  and 
too  familiarly.' 

"  Speaking  of  economy,  he  remarked,  it 
was  hardly  worth  wliile  to  save  anxiously 
twenty  pounds  a  year.     If  a  man  could  save 


to  that  dqp«e,  ao  as  to  enable  him  to  aatume 
a  difterent  rank  in  society,  then,  indeed,  it 
might  answer  some  puq>ose. 

*-^  He  observed,  a  principal  source  of  eno. 
neous  judgement  was,  viewing  things  par- 
tially and  only  on  one  ndt  i  as,  for  instance, 
fcTtwu-hunter$,  when  they  contemplated  the 
fortunes  tingl;/  and  wparote/y,  it  waa  a  das- 
zling  and  temptins  object ;  but  when  they 
came  to  possess  tlie  wives  and  their  for- 
tunes toffet/ter,  they  began  to  suspect  tb^ 
had  not  made  quite  so  good  a  bannin. 

''  Speaking  of  the  late  Duke  crf^ortbaiB- 
berland  living  very  magnificentlr  when 
lAird  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  somebody  re- 
marked, it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  suit- 
able successor  to  him :  then,  exclaisied 
Johnson,  he  it  oaiyjU  to  nteeeed  himutff. 

"  He  advised  me,  if  possible,  to  hare  a 
good  orchard.  He  knew,  be  said,  ■  deigf- 
man  of  small  income,  who  brought  up  a 
family  very  reputably,  which  be  chiefly  bi 
with  apple-dumplings. 

"  He  said,  be  bad  known  sereral  good 
scholars  among  the  Irish  gentlemen ;  but 
scarcely  any  of  them  correct  in  qmmUiif. 
He  extended  the  same  observation  to  Scot- 
land. 

"  Speaking  of  a  certain  prelate,  wbo  ex- 
erted himself  very  laudably  in  building 
churches  and  parsonage-bouses ;  *  bowerer,* 
said  he, '  I  do  not  fina  that  he  is  esteemed  a 
man  of  much  professional  lenming,  or  t 
liberal  patron  of  it :— yet  it  is  well,  where 
a  man  possesses  any  strong  pondve  excel- 
lence.— Few  have  all  kinds  of  merit  be- 
longing to  their  character.  We  must  not 
examine  matters  too  deeply. — No,  Sir,  ■ 
faliibie  being  unll/ail  aometcnere.^ 

"  Talking  of  the  Irish  cleigy,  be  said, 
Swift  was  a  man  of  great  parts,  and  the 
instrument  of  much  good  to  his  countir. 
— Berkeley  was  a  profound  scholar,  as  well 
as  a  man  of  fine  imagination  ;  but  Uiber, 
he  said,  waa  the  great  luminarr  of  tbe  Irifk 
church  ;  and  a  greater,  headifed,  no  cfaurdi 
could  boast  of;  at  least  in  modem  timet. 

"  We  dined  ttte^^U  at  the  Mitre,  u  I 
waa  preparing  to  return  to  Ireland,  aAcru 
absence  of  many  years.  I  regretted  moA 
leaving  London,  where  I  had  formed  manr 
agreeable  connexions.  *  Sir,  (said  be,)  \ 
don't  wonder  at  it ;  no  man,  fond  of  letten, 
leaves  I,ondon  without  r^jret.  But  ic 
memt>er,  Sir,  you  have  seen  and  enjored  ■ 

Sreat  deal ;— you  have  seen  life  in  itan^licit 
ecorations,  and  tbe  world  has  nothiiw  w* 
to  exhibit. — No  man  is  so  well  quali&d  to 
leave  public  life  as  he  who  has  long  tried  it 
and  known  it  welL  We  are  always  hanler- 
ing  after  untried  situations,  and  imaj^ning 
greater  felicity  from  them  than  the? «« 
afford.  No,  Sir ;  knowledge  and  virtue 
may  be  acquired  in  all  countries,  and  your 
local  consequence  will  make  you  some  ■- 
mends  fur  the  intellectual  gratificatious  too

Mr.  Strahan,  the  printer,  who  had  been 
lon^  in  intimacy  with  Johnson,  in  the  course 
of  nis  literary  fuboura  ;  who  was  at  once  his 
friendly  agent  in  receiving  his  pension  for 
him,  and  bis  banker  in  supplying  bioi  with 
money  when  he  wanted  it;  who  was  him- 
self now  a  Member  of  Parliament,  and  who 
loved  much  to  be  cmiiloyed  in  political  ne- 
gotiation ;  thought  be  should  do  eminent 
service,  both  to  govemn'cnt  and  Johnson,  if 
lie  could  be  the  means  of  his  getting  a  seat 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  With  this  view, 
he  wrote  a  letter  to  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Treasury,  of  which  he  mve  me  a  copy  in 
his  own  hand-writing,  which  is  oa  follows :

traordinary  senae  and  unimpeadied  Vbtiib 
would  secure  him  the  attention  of  Ike 
House,  and  could  not  fiil  to  give  him  ■ 
proper  weight  there. 

"  He  is  capable  of  Ibe  greatest  upIicaUai, 
and  can  undergo  anj  degree  ox  labour, 
where  he  sees  it  neceamy,  «nd  when  hii 
heart  and  affections  are  stronriy  rngfpi 
His  Miyesty'a  miniitera  mif^t,  thn&c^ 
securely  depend  on  his  dmng,  upon  evOT 
proper 'occasion,  Uie  utmost  that  could  be 
expected  fixtm  him.  They  wouM  find  In 
ready  to  vindicate  such  measurea  aa  teniU 
to  promote  the  stability  of  govfonmenttaid 
resolute  and  steady  in  carrying  them  Ista 
execution.  Nor  is  any  thiof  to  be  UOK- 
bended  from  the  auppoaed  impetuonty  of 
his  temper.

This  recommendation,  we  know,  via  not 
effectual;  but  how,  or  for  what  reasoo,  caa 
only  be  conjectured.  It  is  not  to  be  believvd 
that  Mr.  Strahan  would  have  applied,  tink« 
Johnson  had  approved  of  it.  I  nevcrbeaxd 
him  mention  the  sulyect ;  but  at  a  lata 
period  of  his  life,  when  Sir  Joshua  BeymM 
told  him  that  Mr-  Edmund  Buite  had  aid, 
that  if  he  had  come  early  into  Parliament,  he 
certainly  would  have  heen  the  eieatcat 
sneaker  that  ever  was  there,  Johnaoo  ex- 
claimed, >'  I  should  like  to  try  my  iaai 
now." 

It  has  been  much  agitated  among  Ui 
friends  and  others,  whetlier  he  wouUHisve 
been  a  powerful  speaker  in  Farllament,  h^ 
he  been  brought  in  when  advanced  in  lift- 
I  am  inclined  to  think,  that  his  extensin 
knowledge,  his  Quickness  and  force  of  mind, 
his  vivacity  and  richness  of  ex]ire«Mon,liia 
wit  snd  liiimour,  and  above  all  liis  poignancv 
of  sarcasm,  would  have  had  great  eflw.t  in'a 
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popoliir  nsxinblr  ;  >n)l  thai  ihi?  miigniltiile 
of  bU  fl]iure,  anil  stritinit  jietmlMrity  uf  In* 
niaiuier,  would  tutve  ftidea  tlu*  vtTcct.  But

In  October,  I  again  wrote  to  him,  thank- 
ing him  for  his  last  letter,  and  his  obliging 
reception  of  Mr.  Ueattie ;  informing  nim 
that  I  had  been  at  Alnwick  lately,  and  had 
good  accounts  of  him  from  Dr.  Percy. 

In  his  religious  record  of  this  year  we  ob- 
serve that  he  was  bettor  than  usual,  both 
in  body  and  mind,  and  better  satisfied  with 
the  rt^ilaritv  of  his  conduct.  But  he  is 
still  "  trying  Ills  ways"  too  rigorously.  He 
charges  himself  with  nut  rising  early  enough; 
yet  he  mentions  what  was  surelr  a  sutfident 
excuse  for  this,  supposing  it  to  Be  a  duty  se- 
siuusly  required,  as  he  all  his  life  appears  to 
have  thought  it.  "  One  great  hinderance  is 
want  of  rest ;  my  nocturnal  complaints 
grow  less  troublesome  towards  morning ; 
and  I  am  tempted  to  repair  the  deficiencies 
of  the  night.""  Alas  !  how  hard  would  it 
be,  if  this  mdulgence  were  to  be  imputed  to 
a  sick  man  as  a  crime.  In  his  retros{)ect  on 
the  following  Kasltr-eve,  he  says,  "  When 
I  review  tlie  last  year,  I  am  able  to  recol- 
lect so  little  done,  that  shame  and  sorrow, 
though  iK>rhups  too  weakly,  come  ujmu 
me."  Had  he  Ix-en  judging  of  any  one  else 
in  the  same  circumstances,  Tiow  clear  would 
he  have  been  on  the  fiivourahle  side.  How 
very  difficult,  and,  in  my  opinion,  almost 
constitutionally  impossible  it  was  for  him 
to  be  raised  early,  even  by  the  strongest  re- 
■olutions,  appears  from  a  note  in  one  of  his 
little  pancr-books,  (containing  worrU  arrang- 
ed for  his  Dictionary,)  written,  I  suppose, 
■bout  1753:  "I  do  not  remember  that,  since 
I  left  Oxfiird,  I  ever  rose  early,  by  mere

it  hud  iKt-'ii  a  temporary  act,  peih^ipa,  to 
have  exnii-cd  with  the  centuiy.  I  nm 
against  ntK(li!>liii)f;  it  i  beenuM*  that  wuulil 
tie  deelsring  it  wroii^  tu  estalilish  it;  but  I 
shoidd  have  no  objection  lo  make  an  act, 
continuing  it  far  another  century,  and  then 
letting  it  eajiire." 

Hk  di!«ppru\-ed  uf  the  Royal  Marrti^ce 
Bill :  '*  Because,  (said  he,)  I  would  not  bare 
the  jteople  think  tliat  the  validity  of  murri* 
af(c  de|ienda  on  the  will  of  man.  or  that  the 
ri^bt  of  a  linfT  iIi'Ik^iiiIh  utt  the  will  n!'  mnn- 
I  nhiiidd  not  have  been  against  inskinK  the 
marriage  of  any  of  the  royal  tamily  witiioLit 
the  apjrrubiition  of  KIji^  and  rarliantent, 
highly  criminal." 

In  the  morning  we  bad  talked  uf  old  fa. 
iiiilie-s.  and  the  rospectdue  lo  them.  Johk- 
80M  ;  ••  Sir,  you  Iiave  a  right  tuUiat  kind  of 
reiipcct,  and  are  arguing  tor  voiinelf.  I  nni 
for  fttijipurling  the  jjrineiple,  and  am  disin. 
U-'reHied  in  aoiug  H.  a*  1  have  no  such 
right."  BoswELL:  "■  UTsy,  Sir,  it  la  one 
more  imitement  tn  a  man  lo  du  well." 
JoiiKfiov  :  "  Ves,  Sir;  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
Dpiiiiiin,  very  necessary  to  keep  society  lo- 
gi-ther.  Wliat  Is  it  but  opinion,  by  whiuh 
we  liavo  a  resjiet-t  fiir  aiLthurity,  tliat  pre- 
veiilH  us,  who  are  the  rabble,  from  ri-.iiig 
u}>  and  piilUnff  down  you  who  arcgcntleinen 
("rum  your  places,  ajid  nying,  '  We  will  be 
gentlemen  in  our  turn /'  Now,  Sir.  tliat 
resjtect  for  auibtintv  i^  nmcb  mure  laaily 
granted  lo  a  man  wfione  fiither  has  had  it, 
than  tu  an  upstart,  and  so  SDciety  is  more 
eJisilv  supiiortcd."  Boswet.i.  :  "  I'erhapa, 
Sir,  it  mij;hC  he  done  by  the  respect  belong- 
ing to  u)b;-c,  as  an^ong  the  ItuniuntL,  where 
the  dre%s,  the  <«^a,  inspired  reverence." 
JouHsoN  :  "Why.  we  knuw  very  little 
nbiwl  the  Romans.*  Dut.  surely,  it  is  mucb 
coner  to  I'esftect  a  man  who  hiis  alway-i  had 
rcspei't,  Ihun  to  n^pect  a  man  who  we  know 
was  last  year  no  better  than  ourselves,  and 
will  be  no  l«?iter  next  year.  In  repubUes, 
there  is  no  reaped  for  aulbority.  but  a  feir 
itf  iKjwcr."  BoawRt.Lt  "  At  present.  Sir, 
J  tliink  richea  sii-m  to  giiin  luiwt  n'specU" 
.ToHKaoM)  ■*  No,  .Sir,  riches  do  not  gain 
lienrtT  rc^«ect :  they  only  procure  extenml 
nitetition.  A  very  riib  man,  Irom  low  be- 
innningD,iray  buy  biselLvtion  inahin^ueh  t 
Iml,  ortMt  panbw,  e  man  oftiimil/  will  be 
jireft-rred.  I'eople  will  prefer  a  'nmn  for 
whose  father  their  talhers  have  voted, 
ihouch  tliey  shuuld  gel  no  mon'  money,  or 
evni  lt«.  Tlul  Khowa  that  the  napect  tor 
luniily  is  not  iiicrelv  laui.'ifiiL,  but  has  an  ac- 
liuil  operation.  Vl  gentlemen  of  Ihmilv 
would  allew  llie  richujutarts  lo  sfvendthctr 
money  profusely,  wlucb  Ihtv  nre  rcwty 
enough  tu  do,  ond  mil  vie  wKfi  them  in  ex- 
jierixe,  the  upstarts  wniibl  soon  be  at  an 
end.  and  ihe  geutleswn  would  remain  i  but 
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if  llii-  ^ntlciiien  will  vie  in  expense  with 
till*  iii>slurU,  wliifh  \»  very  foolish,  thej' 
niiiut  l)u  rtiinod." 

I  gave  him  an  arcuiint  of  the  excellent 
niiniicry  of  a  friead  of  mine  in  ScutlanJ  ; 
observing,  at  the  same  lime*,  that  some  pen- 
pie  thoutflit  it  a  very  mean  thing-  JoHK- 
SON  :  "  Why,  Sir,  it  is  malcina  a  very  mean 
use  uf  maii*s  powers.  Uut  to  be  a  goocl  mi- 
mic, re(|iiires  great  powers ;  great  acute- 
ness  of  oDservation,  ^eat  retention  of  what 
ia  observed,  and  great  pliancy  of  organs,  to 
represent  what  is  observed.     I  renieinbcr 

a  lady  of  fpiality  in  this  town.  Lady , 

who  wits  a  wonderful  mimic,  and  used  to 
make  me  laugh  immoderately.  I  have 
heanl  she  is  now  gone  mad."  Bobwell: 
*'  It  is  amazing  how  a  mimic  con  not  only 
give  you  the  gestures  and  voice  of  a  person 
whom  he  represents;  but  even  what  a  per- 
son would  say  on  anv  particular  subject." 
JoiiNsow  !  "  Why,  f^ir,  you  are  to  consider 
that  the  manner  and  some  particular  phrases 
of  a  person  do  much  to  impress  you  with 
an  idea  of  him,  and  you  are  not  sure  that  he 
would  say  what  the  mimic  says  in  his  cha- 
racter." BoswELL :  "  I  don't  think  Foote 
a  good  mimic,  Sir."  Johnson:  *' No, 
Sir  ;  his  imitations  ore  not  like.  He  gives 
you  something  different  from  himselt,  but 
not  the  character  which  he  means  to  assume. 
He  goes  out  of  himself,  without  going  into 
other  people.  He  cannot  take  on  any  jier- 
Bon  unless  he  is  strongly  marked,  such  as 
George  Faulkner.  He  is  like  a  jwinter 
who  can  draw  the  portrait  of  a  man  who  has 
a  wen  iijton  his  fiice,  and  who  therefore  is 
easily  known,  [f  a  man  hops  upon  one 
leg,  Foote  can  hop  upon  one  leg.  But  he 
has  not  tliat  nice  discrimination  which  your 
friend  seems  to  possess.  Foote  is,  hoivever, 
very  entertaining,  with  a  kind  of  conversa- 
tion between  wit  and  butfixinerj'." 

On  Monday,  Slarch  23,  I  found  him 
busy,  preparing  a  fourth  edition  of  his  Iblio 
Dictionary,  flir.  Peyton,  one  of  Iiis  origi- 
nal  amanuenses,  was  writing  for  him.  1 
put  him  in  mind  of  a  meaning  of  the  word 
tide,  which  he  had  omitted,  viz.  relation- 
ship ;  as  father's  side,  mother's  side.  He 
inserted  it.  I  asked  him,  if  hvmiliating  was 
a  good  word.  He  said,  he  had  seen  it  fre- 
quently  used,  but  he  did  not  kntiw  it  to  be 
legitimate  Knglish.  He  would  not  admit 
ciOT/ijrafton,  but  only  riei/Hy.  Witli  great 
deference  to  him,  I  thought  Hnlixalimi,  fi  om 
to  dmiise,  better,  in  the  sense  opposed  to 
barbariljf,  than  civilitt/;  as  it  is  better  to 
have  a  distinct  wonl  for  each  sense,  than 
one  word  with  two  senses,  whifh  civility  is, 
in  his  way  of  u^ing  it. 

He  aeemetl  nUa  to  be  intent  on  some  sort 
of  chyniical  o]>eration.  I  was  entertained 
by  ubsi'rving  how  he  contrived  to  send  Mr. 
J'eylciii  on  on  errand,  without  iteeming  to 
degrade   him  ;   '*  Mr.   Peyton,— Mr.   Pev- 


ton,  will  you  be  so  good  as  to  take  ■  walk 
tu  Temple-bar  ?  You  will  there  aee  a  c1it> 
mist's  snop,  at  which  you  will  be  plcaacd  to 
buy  for  me  on  ounce  of  oil  of  ntriol ;  not 
spirit  of  vitriol,  but  oil  of  vitricd.  It  will 
cost  three  half-pence."  Peyton  ictmediatel^ 
went,  and  returned  with  it,  and  told  tun  it 
cost  but  a  penny. 

I  then  reminded  bim  of  the  aehnolna*- 
ter's  cause,  and  proposed  to  read  to  htan  the 
printed  papers  concemina  it.  "Ko,  Sir, 
[said  he,*)  I  can  read  quTcker  than  I  an 
hear."    So  be  read  then  to  hiiwlf- 

Af^er  he  had  read  for  some  time,  we  wcit 
interrupted  br  the  entrance  of  Mr.  Km- 
trom,  •  Swede,  who  vaa  tutor  to  msim 
young  gentleman  in  the  city.  He  toU 
me,  that  there  was  a  very  good  Hiftnr  ef 
Sweden,  by  Daline.  Havinff  at  that  tune 
an  intention  of  writing  the  uitory  of  tint 
country-,  I  asked  Dr.  Johnson  wbetho*  noe 
might  write  a  history  of  Sweden,  without 
oomg  thither.  "  Yes,  Sir,  (aald  he,)  sne 
for  common  use." 

We  talked  of  languaffea-  Johnson  ob- 
served, that  Leibnitz  had  made  stsne  pro- 
gress in  a  work,  tracing  all  languages  up 
to  the  Hebrew.  "*  Why,  Sir,  {aaS  he.) 
you  would  not  imagine  that  the  Freoch 
/cur,  day,  is  derived  from  the  latin  ^ia, 
and  yet  nothing  is  more  certain;  and  the 
intermediate  steps  are  very  clear.  Tna 
diet,  comes  diumuM.  Diu  is,  by  inacconta 
ears,  or  inaccurate  pronunciation,  easily 
confounded  with  jriu.-  then  the  Italinu 
form  a  substantive  of  the  ablative  of  aa 
a^ective,  and  thence  ghimo^  or,  as  tbev 
make  it,  ffiomo  t  which  is  readily  rontrartcil 
into  ffiour,  or  jour."  He  observed,  that  the 
Bohemian  bnguage  was  true  Sclavonic. 
The  Swede  said,  it  had  some  sfmilarilr 
with  the  German.  Jonvaow:  ^  "Whr, 
Sir,  1 1  be  sure,  such  parts  of  Sclavanii  a* 
con6ne  with  Germany,  will  borrow  Ger- 
num  words ;  and  such  parts  aa  confine  villi 
Tartary  will  borrow  Tartar  words." 

He  said,  he  never  hod  ft  pt^ieriy  as- 
certained that  the  Scotch  Highlanders  ud 
the  Irish  understood  each  other.  I  tcU 
him  that  mv  cousin,  Colonel  Gisham,  of 
(he  Boyal  Highlanders,  whom  I  net  s( 
Drughe^a,  tola  me  they  did.  JoHnoir: 
"  Sir,  if  the  Highlanders  understood  Ink, 
why  translate  the  New  Testament  iato 
Erse,  as  was  latelv  done  at  Edinbui^ 
when  'inhere  is  an  Irish  tranriatlon  i"  Bof- 
wELL  :  **  Although  the  Erse  and  Irish  art 
both  dialetts  of  the  same  language,  tbeie 
may  be  a  good  deal  of  divcnfitv  bctvctn 
them,  as  between  the  diflerent  ^ialecti  is 
Italy." — The  Swede  went  away,  and  Mr. 
Johnson  continued  his  readlmr' of  the  [a- 
i»erj.  I  said,  *'  I  am  afraid.  Sir,  il  istnw- 
blesonic."--"  Why,  Sir,  (sdid  he.)  1  d(in(4 
lake  iinu-h  delight  in  it  t  but  I'llguthnni^ 
it,"

Sir,  when  people  watvh  me  narrowly,  and 
I  do  not  watch  myselt^  tbey  will  lind  lue 
out  to  be  of  u  (nrticular  county.  In  the 
aaine  manner.  Dunning  tiinv  be  ttiuml  out 
to  be  a  Devonshire  man.  bo  moat  Scotch- 
men may  be  found  out.  But,  Sir,  little 
ubcmtiiiiiHareuf  ni)di9a[lvaiitagc.  1  never 
catciieil  MalL<''t  in  a  Scutch  accent ;  and  yet 
Atallcl,  I  mipposc,  was  past  ttre>and> 
twenty  before  be  came  to  I»nd»n." 

Upon  another  occnston  I  udked  to  him  OD 
this  Rubjcct,  having  myself  taken  aonitt 
pains  to  iionrovtf  my  pronundatiun,  by  the 
aid  of  the  late  >Ir.  Love,  of  Drury-buie 
ihcalrei  when  he  wiw  a  player  at  Edin> 
burgh,  and  also  of  old  Mr.  Sheridan,  .fohn* 
»on  »aid  lo  me,  ''Sir,  your  pmnunciation  la 
not  otlen^ve."  With  this  cDiiceiwion  I  was 
pretty  well  mlisiiL-d  :  and  let  me  give  my 
cmiutrynieii  ol  Vorlli  Itriliniii  nn  ndvuv,  nut 
to  aim  at  nl'.Molute  perfection  In  tJiis  re- 
spect ;  not  to  speak  /Hfth  fngiM,  as  we  are 
apt  tu  call  what  \a  fiir  reinured  from  Ihc 
SecO'Jt,  hnl  which  is  by  no  owana  ^oorf  £ng- 
luA,  and  m.ikes  "the  fiiols  who  use  it" 
truly  ridiculous.  Goiid  English  is  plain, 
easy,  and  smooth,  in  tbo  mouth  uf  an  un. 
aObcted  Knglish  gentleman.  AstiidicilanJ 
factitious  pronunciation,  which  reqtiires  pcr- 
pi-tual  attention,  and  imposes  per]>ctual 
conslreiiit,  ia  cKcCflingly  disgvisting.  A 
small  intennlxture  of  pruvinciul  iwruiinri- 
ties  may,  perhaim,  have  an  agreeaole  cltcct, 
OS  the  noten  of  «lillerent  birds  cuiicur  in  the 
harmony  of  ihv  grove,  ami  pUuse  more  than 
if  they'  were  all  exactly  alike.  I  couM 
name  some  gentlemen  ol  Irelnnd,  tn  w  lumi 
a  alight  pro|)urCiDn  <if  the  accent  and  rccit«. 
tiveuf  iMflt  oirtiijtry  is  an  ndvuntiige.  'ITie 
saru?  oliwrn-aliiiii  will  apply  to  tJie  gentle- 
men of  Scotliuiil.  r  ilo  not  mean  that  wc 
should  sticak  as  broad  lut  a  certain  pnujieniua 
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rr ;  not  that  it  is  jioorly  writtMi,  but  tliat 
had  poor  matcnals ;  for  nobodv  can 
write  the  life  of  a  man,  but  those  who  have 
eat  and  drunk  and  lived  in  social  intercourse 
with  him." 

I  said,  that  if  it  waa  not  troublesome  and 
presuming  too  much,  1  would  request  him 
to  tell  me  all  the  littk*  circumstances  of  his 
life;  what  schools  he  attcndeil,  when  he 
came  to  Oxlord,  when  he  came  to  London, 
&&  &c.  He  did  not  disapprove  of  my  curio- 
sity ss  to  lhc»e  particulars:  but  said, 
'*  They'll  come  out  by  degrees,  as  we  talk 
tiwether." 

He  censured  HufFhead's  Life  of  Pope ; 
and  said,  "  he  knew  nothing  of  Pope,  and 
nothing  ofpoetnr."  He  praised  Dr.  Joseph 
Warton's  Essav'on  Pope  t  but  said,  he  sup- 
posed we  shoufd  have  no  more  of  it,  as  the 
author  had  not  bceii  able  to  persuaiie  the 
world  to  think  of  Pope  as  he  did.  Bos- 
well  :  "'Why,  Sir,  should  that  prevent 
him  from  continuing  his  work  P  lie  ia  an 
ingenious  Counsel,  who  has  made  the  most 
ofhis  cause  i  he  is  not  obliged  to  min  it." 
JoiiysoH !  "  But,  Sir,  there  is  a  difference, 
when  the  cause  is  of  a  man's  own  making." 

We  talked  of  the  proper  use  of  riches. 
JoiiKSON  :  **  If  I  were  a  man  of  a  great 
estate,  I  would  drive  all  the  rascab  whom  I 
did  not  like  out  of  the  county,  at  an  election." 

I  asked  him,  how  Gu:  he'  thought  wealth 
should  be  employed  in  hoauitality.  Johm- 
SOH :  "  You  are  to  consider  that  ancient 
hospitality,  of  which  we  hear  so  much,  was 
in  an  uncommerciui  country,  when  men, 
being  idle,  were  glad  to  be  entertained  at 
rich  mcn'fl  tables.  But  in  a  commercial 
country,  a  busy  country,  time  becomes  pre- 
cious, and  therefore  hospitality  i.t  not  so 
mucli  valuetL  No  doubt  there  is  still  room 
for  a  certain  degree  of  it ;  and  a  man  has  a 
satisfaction  in  seeing  his  friends  eating  and 
drinking  around  luni.  But  promiscuous 
hospitality  is  not  the  way  tu  gain  real  influ- 
ence.  You  must  help  some  people  at  table 
before  others ;  you  must  ask  some  people 
how  they  like  their  wine  oftcner  than  others. 
You  therefore  offend  more  people  than  you 
please.  You  are  like  the  Frenon  statesman, 
who  said,  when  he  granted  a  fiivour,  '  J'ai 
fait  rfi.r  mfconienit  et  «n  inffraf  Besides, 
Sir,  being  entertained  ever  so  well  at  a 
man's  table,  impresses  no  lasting  regard  or 
esteem.  No,  Sir ;  the  way  to  make  sure  of 
power  and  influence  is,  l)y  lending  monev 
confidentially  to  your  ncighliours  ut  a  small 
interest,  or  perhaps  at  no  interest  at  all. 
and  having  tneir  bonds  in  your  possession." 
BoHWELi. :  "  May  not  a  man.  Sir,  employ 
his  riches  to  advantage,  in  etlucating  vountr 
men  of  merit  ?"  Joiinhoh  :  "Yes,  Sir,  if 
they  fall  in  your  way  ;  but  if  it  be  under- 
stood tliat  you  patnmise  voung  men  of 
merit,  yim  will  l>c  hnntssed  with  solicila- 
tions.     You  will  liave  numbers  forced  ujiun 


you,  who  have  no  merit ;  Kmie  will  force 
thcni  upon  you  fVom  mistaken  partiality ; 
and  some  bma  downright  interested  ino- 
tives,  without  scruple ;  and  .vou  will  be  di»- 
griced." 

"  Were  I  a  rich  man,  I  would  propagate 
all  kinds  of  trees  that  will  ^ow  in  the  opfn 
air.

The  conversation  now  turned  on  critical 
sulyecta.  JoBxsox  i  *■'■  Bayes,  in  *  Tlw 
Beheanal,*  is  a  mishty  silly  character.  If 
it  was  intended  to  be  like  a  particular  man, 
it  could  only  be  diverting  while  that  mm 
was  remembered.  But  I  qucsUon  whetbCT 
it  was  meant  for  Dryden,  as  has  been  r> 
pOTted ;  for  we  know  srane  of  the  paas^gcs 
said  to  be  ridiculed,  were  written  smce  the 
Rehearsal ;  at  least,  a  paaiaiM  mentioned  in 
the  Preface  j-  is  of  a  later  oste.**  I  msin- 
tained  that  it  bad  merit  as  a  general  ntiie 
on  the  self-importance  of  dramatic  authcn- 
But  even  in  this  light  be  held  it  Terr  dieui. 

We  then  walked  to  the  PantheoD.  The 
first  view  of  it  ^d  not  strike  us  so  mudi  as 
Banelagh,  of  which  he  said,  the  **  cMip  £ml 
was  the  finest  thing  he  had  ever  aetn." 
The  truth  is,  Ranela^  is  of  a  more  beau- 
tiful form ;  more  of  i^  or  rather  indeed  the 
whole  rotutula^  appears  at  once,  and  it  is 
better  lighted.  However,  as  Johnsoo  ub- 
servcd,  we  saw  the  Pantheon  in  time  of 
mourning,  when  there  was  a  dull  unifbr* 
mity  t  whereas  we  had  seen  Banel«gfa,wlin 
the  view  was  enlivened  with  a  g^  profu. 
sion  of  colours.  Mrs.  Bosville,  of  Gunth- 
wait,  in  Yorkshire,  jinned  us,  and  entered 
into  conversation  with  us.  Johnson  nld  Ia 
me  afterwards,  **  Sir,  this  is  a  mighty  intet 
ligcnt  lady." 

I  said  tliere  was  not  half  a  guinea's  wortfi 
ofpleasurc  in  seeing  this  place.  Johksov : 
"  But,  Sir,  there  is  naif  a  guinea's  worth  of 
inferiority  to  other  people  in  not  turiif 
seen  it."  Boswell  :  "I  doubt.  Sir,  whe- 
ther there  are  many  happy  people  here.''

not  yet  orduinLiI,  is  called)  was  npposetl  in 
his  application  to  be  inducteiU  bocaiise  it 
wail  alle^l  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  ftir- 
nication,  live  yean*  before.  JoHMsoy; 
"  Why,  Sir,  if  he  has  repented,  it  is  not  a 
sutficieni  objection.  A  man  who  i^  good 
enough  to  go  to  lienveii.  Is  gnml  enougii  tu 
lieu  elergyman."  This  was  a  humane  and 
liberal  Kentiment.  But  the  character  of  a 
clergvman  is  more  sacreil  than  that  of  an  or- 
dinary Chri-itiau.  As  be  is  to  instruct  with 
authority,  he  should  he  regarded  with  reve- 
rence, as  one  upon  whom  divine  truth 
lias  hiul  the  efl'eet  to  set  him  nbove  such 
transgreasions,  as  men,  le^  exalted  by  spi- 
rit jaI  habits,  and  yet  upim  the  whole  not  to 
he  exetuded  from  he»ven,  have  !*«!  be- 
tniyvd  into  by  the  iiredominance  of  pusion. 
That  clergymen  may  be  cojisidereil  as  sin- 
ners in  general,  as  all  men  are,  cannot  be 
denifd ;  but  thia  retluclion  will  nal  euviuler.

He  said,  he  went  more  frequently  to 
churcli  when  tlicre  were  [irayers  only,  than 
when  there  was  also  a  sermon,  as  the  peoide 
required  more  an  example  for  the  one  tlian 
the  other ;  it  iK-iiifr  much  easier  tor  them  to 
hear  a  sormuii,  than  to  lix  their  minds  on 
jirayer. 

On  .Honday.  April  fi,  I  dined  with  him 
at  Sir  Alexander  Mactlonald's,  wliere  was 
ji  youiiff  ollicer  in  tlie  regimentals  of  the 
Scots  Ituyal,  who  talked  with  a  vivacity, 
tluency,  and  precision  so  unconnnon,  that 
he  attracted  particular  attention.  He  prov-

But  however  provoked,  he  never  exceeded 
the  limiis  of  m<.>dercition.  for  he  inflicted  no- 
tMntf  beyond  present  pain  :  and  hnw  much 
tif  that  was  required,  no  man  is  wi  little  able 
to  determine  at*  (hose  who  have  determinotl 
iigiiiri»«t  him  :— the  pajents  of  the  oHendera. 
— It  has  been  said,  that  he  itseil  unpreor* 
dented  nnd  iinprojit^r  infjininii^-iils  of  correc- 
tion, Of  this  accusation  the  meaning  is  not 
very  eauy  to  be  fuund-  No  Instrjnient  of 
CLirrection  is  more  proper  than  another,  but 
as  it  is  better  adapted  to  [inxhu-e  iimient 
pain  without  Lasting  nilschicr.  Whatever 
wet*  his  iiialnimmtii,  im  tnsting  mischief 
has  ensued ;  and  thcrctbre,  however  unusual, 
in  bands  so  cautious  they  were  proper. — 
It  has  been  objt.'cted,  that  the  respondent 
admits  Ihe  charge  of  cniolCv,  by  pniducinjr 
no  evidence  lo  ciinfuCe  it.     Let  it  be  conaw

BoawELLt  "  But, 
Sir,  ill  there  not  a  (juality  calletl  taste, 
which  ciinsJ.tUi  uitTely  in  |>eree|jtMiii  iir  in 
liking?  For  iiiiitonce.  we  tind  pennle  dtller 
much  as  lo  what  is  lht>  W?it»tyleorKiigli^ 
composition.  Some  think  Swift's  (he  best ; 
others  prefer  a  fuller  ami  grander  way  of 
writing."  .loHifsow  :  •*  Sir,  vou  must  ftrrt 
define  wh;it  ytiii  mean  by  style,  before  yuu 
can  Judge  wtio  has  a  goo<l  taste  in  style,  and 
who  has  »  bad.  Tbti  two  claadies  of  per^ 
flona  whom  you  have  mentioned,  don't  differ 
as  to  good  and  bad.  Thirv  l)otb  agree  that 
Swift  lias  a  good  nrst  style  i  liut  one  loves 
aueat  alyle.  another  loves  a  style  uf  more 
splendour.  In  like  manner,  one  loves  a 
plain  L'liat.  anutber  love«  a  laced  coat ;  but 
neither  will  deny  that  each  ■a  good  in  ita 
kind." 

While  I  remained  in  Tendon  thisMin-ingi 
I  wu  with  himal  several  other  limes,  both 
liv  himself  and  in  company.  I  dined  with 
him  one  ilav  at  the  t'lown  and  Anchor  ta* 
rem.  in  tnc  Strand,  with  l^nl  FUliaiik, 
Mr.  Langton,  and  Dr.  Vansittart  of  Ox.

iiutivii  was,  that  Ciarrick  wanU<d  ti>  be 
courted  for  them,  and  that,  on  themntrary, 
(iarrick  ihouliT  have  courted  him,  ami  seal 
liini  thi>  plaj-i*  of  his  own  accord.  Bui,  Jn- 
ilecd,  i-wnsidcrifiK  lh»*  dliivenly  and  care- 
leas  manner  \n  which  books  wefi-  treutvd  b_v 
Johnson,  it  could  uot  be  expected  that 
scarce  and  valuable  editlonii  sliould  liave 
Iweii  lent  tohim-

<.'uiicetti.-<l  ft-llow.  Were  ii  niuii  to  writir  mo 
now,  the  hoys  would  throw  atones  si  him." 
He.  however,  did  n«t  alter  mv  opinion  of 
u  favourite  author,  to  whom  i  wim  first  di. 
recteil  by  liis  Iwinf;  i^uottil  in  **  The  Spei  - 
tatiir,"  and  in  whom  I  have  found  much

Afen  continue  to  pruwiculv  their  own  ad- 
vantages by  the  nearest  way;  and  the  ut- 
most seventy  of  the  civil  law  is  neeevwirv 
to  restrain  Individuals  from  plundering  encn 
other.  The  rePtr4int5  Ihcu  necessarv,  ore 
restraints  from  plunder,  from  acls  v'l'  pub- 
lie  violence,  and  undiaguiaed  oupreasion. 
The  ferocity  of  ojr  ancisitura,  as  of  all  other 
nations,  uroduced  not  fraud,  hut  rapine. 
They  had  not  yet  learned  to  cheat,  and  at- 
tcmplcd  only  to  rob.  As  msnncrs  grow 
more  poUibed,  with  the  knnwledgv  of  good 
men  attain  likewise  dralerity  in  evil.  Open 
rapine  becomes  less  frequent,  and  violence

On  BHtiirday,  April  3,  the  day  alter  my 
arrival  in  ]»ndon  this  year,  I  went  to  his 
house  bite  in  the  evening,  and  sat  with 
_Mni.  Williams  till  be  came  home.  I  found 
in  the  London  C'lironlclc,  Dr.  Goldsmith's 
apDlogy  to  tbe  public  fur  beating  Ktods,  a 
boakaellert  nn  fui-uunt  of  a  piiragraph  *  ui  a 
nrw»pnptT  publishL-d  by  Inm,  which  Guld- 
nmith  lliougot  impertinent  to  him  and  to  a 
L-Ldy  ui'hia  acquainlonce.  The  apol<^  was 
wn'iteii  uti  much  in  Dr.  Johnsons  maimer, 
■  but  liutli  ^fm.  AVilltanu  and  I  supposed  it 
t«  tie  his  :  but  when  he  come  home,  he  soon 
undeceived  us.  When  he  said  to  Mrs.  Wil- 
ItBRKi,  "  Well,  Dr.  Goldsmith's  mamtfetlo  has 
gilt  ioto  vour  piiper;"  I  imLed  Iiini  if  l>r. 
Goldsmith  had  written  it,  with  an  air  that 
made  him  se«  I  xu^-ctetl  it  was  bis,  though 
ftubsfribeilbv  GolilKniith.  .Toiinsom  :  "  Sir, 
Itr.  Goldnmith  would  no  mure  have  asked 
me  to  write  such  a  thing  as  that  for  him,

nuted  his  imbecility.  I  as  much  believe  that 
he  wrote  it,  as  if  1  had  seen  bim  do  tt.  Sir, 
had  he  shown  it  to  any  one  friend,  he  would 
not  have  been  allowed  to  publish  it.  He 
has,  indeed,  done  it  very  well;  but  it  is  a 
foolish  thing  well  done.  I  suppose  he  has 
been  so  mucn  elated  with  the  success  of  his 
new  comedy,  that  he  has  thought  every 
thing  that  concerned  him  must  oe  of  im- 
portance to  the  public"  BoswBLL  :  *'  I 
Buicy,  Sir,  this  is  the  first  time  that  he  has 
been  ennged  in  such  an  adventure."  Johh- 
sox :  "  Why,  Sir,  J  believe  it  is  the  first 
time  he  bas  biat ;  he  may  have  been  baUen 
before.  This,  Sir,  is  a  new  plume  to  him." 
I  mentioned  Sir  John  Dalrjrmple's  **  Me- 
moirs of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,"  and 
Us  discoveries  to  the  prejudice  of  Lord 
Aussel  and  Algernon  Sydney.  Jounsov  : 
"_  Why,  Sir,  every  body  who  had  just  no- 
tions  of  Government  tnought  them  nscals 
before.  It  is  well  that  ail  mankind  now  see 
them  to  be  rascals."  Boswbll  :  "  But, 
Sir,  may  not  those  discoveries  be  true  with- 
out their  being  rascals."  Johhsow  ;  "  Con. 
aider.  Sir,  would  any  of  them  have  been 
wiUins  to  have  had  it  known  that  they  in- 
trigued with  France  ?  Depend  upon  it.  Sir, 
he  who  does  what  he  is  afraid  should  be 
known,  has  something  rotten  about  him. 
This  Dalrymple  seems  to  be  an  honest  fel- 
low ;  for  he  tells  equally  what  makes  against 
both  sides.  But  nothing  can  be  poorer  than 
his  mode  of  writing,  it  is  the  mere  bouncing 
of  a  schoolboy :  Great  He !  '  but  greater 
She!  and  sued stuB'." 
_  I  could  not  agree  with  b'ltu  in  this  criti- 
cism ;  for  though  Sir  John  Dalrymple's 
style  is  not  r^^urly  fomie<l  in  any  respect, 
and  one  cannot  help  uniibng  sometimes  at 
his  affected  qrandUo^nce,  there  is  in  liis 
writing  a  pointed  vivacity,  and  much  of  a 
gentlemanly  spirit. 

At  Mr.  Thrale's  in  the  evening,  he  re- 
peated  his  usual  paradoxical  dodamation 
against  action  in  public  speaking.  "  Action 
can  have  no  effect  upon  reasonable  minds. 
It  may  augment  noise,  but  it  never  can  en- 
force ailment.  If  vou  speak  to  a  dt^,  you 
use  action ;  you  hold  up  you  hand  thus, 
because  be  is  a  brute ;  and  in  iiroiwrtion  as 
men  are  removed  from  brutes,  action  will 
bave  the  less  influence  ujion  them."  Mbb. 
TuBALE  I  «  What  then,  Sir,  becomes  of 
Demosthenes's  saying  ?  '  Action,  action, 
action  I* "  JoHHsow  t  "  Demosthenes,  Ma. 
dam,  spoke  to  an  aisembly  of  brutes ;  to  a 
barbarous  people." 

I  thought  it  extraordinary,  that  he  should 
deny  the  power  of  rhetoncid  action  upon 
human  nature,  when  it  is  proved  by  innu- 
merable &cts  in  all  stages  of  society.     iUa-

Lord  Chesterfield  being  maitiaoed,  John- 
son remarked,  that  aliuast  all  of  that  cele- 
brated noltleinan's  wittr  Myuiga  wcx«  punt. 
He,  however,  allowea  the  'meilt  of  goad 
wit  to  hi*  LordahipTaiftying  of  Lord  Tjnw- 
ley  and  himself  wbia  both  tcit  old  and 
infiimt  "  Tyravln-  and  I  have  beaa  dead 
these  two  years ;  tnit  ve  dont  duoae  to 
have  it  known." 

He  talked  with  an  ajiqnobation  of  an  in- 
tended eiUtion  of  the  "  The  Spectator," 
with  notes  ;  two  volumei  <tf  wliim  had  ben 
prepared  by  a  gentleman  emiaesit  in  the 
lltenuy  world,  and  the  materials  wUcfa  be 
had  collected  for  the  renuixider  had  bea 
transferred  to  another  hand.  HeobKTved. 
that  all  works  which  describe  tnannerai  le- 
quire  notes  in  nxty  or  aerenty  yean,  or 
less ;  and  told  us,  he  had  communicated  all 
he  knew  that  could  throw-  Ua^t  apon  "  The 
Spectator."  He  aaid,  **  Admaon  had  made 
his  Sir  Andrew  Freeport  a  true  Whi^ 
arguing  against  giving  charitr  tobegpn, 
and  throwing  out  other  sucn  UBgrKUB 
sentiments ;  but  that  be  had  thought  betta, 
and  made  amentis  bv  making  |&  Ibimd  a 
hospital  for  decayed  farmerB.'*  Hccalbd 
for  the  volume  of  "The  Spectator,"  n 
which  that  account  is  contained,  and  read  it 
aloud  to  us.  He  read  so  well,  that  enfy 
thing  acquired  additional  weight  and  grace 
from  his  utterance. 

The  conversation  having  turned  en  bm^ 
dem  imitations  of  ancientEalladSjandsme 
one  having  praised  their  ^m^idtr,  he 
treated  them  with  that  ridicule  vdilcfa  he 
always  displayed  when  that  lulgect  wu 
mentioned. 

He  disapproved  of  introducing  Scripture 
phrases  into  secular  diacourse.  Toisaeannl 
to  me  a  question  of  some  difficulty.  A  Scrip- 
ture expression  may  be  used,  like  a  U^Iy 
classical  phrase,  to  [nt>duce  an  instantaDeoni 
strong  impression ;  and  it  niav  bcdcnewitk- 
out  being  at  all  improper.  Vet  I  own  there 
is  danger,  that  applying  the  language  of  our 
sacred  book  to  ordinary  subjects  mar  tend 
to  lesseif  our  reverence  for  it.  If  tbenebre 
it  be  introduced  at  all,  it  ahould  be  witli 
venf  great  caution. 

On  Thursday,  April  6,  I  sat  a  good  1*^ 
of  the  evening  with  bim,  but  he  was  rtr 
silent  He  said,  "  Bumet'a  '  Htstory  of 
his  Own  Times,'  is  very  entertaining. 'The 
style,  indeed,  is  mere  chit-chat  I  do  not 
believe  that  Burnet  intentionally  lieO ;  but 
he  was  so  much  prejudiced,  that  he  took  v 
pains  to  find  out  the  truth.  He  was  likei 
man  who  resolves  to  r^^late  his  time  br  t 
certain  watch ;  but  he  will  not  Inqum 
whether  the  watch  is  right  or  noL" 

Though  he  was  not  disposed  to  talk,  be 
was  unwilling  that  I  should  leave  him ;  and 
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wbm  I  Inohvit  at  itit  walch,  and  told  him  it 
WW  twelvp  o'cWk.  lie  frieil,  "  What's  tbxt 
to  you  and  me  ?"  and  ordered  Frank  to  tell 
Mn.  WilUanu  that  we  were  coming  to  drink 
tea  with  ber,  wbich  we  did.  It  waa  nettleil 
that  we  ihouM  go  to  cburth  together  Dext 
dav. 

'On  tbe  9tb  of  April,  being  Good  Frida/, 
I  tireak(aat«il  wltli  him  oti  t«a  mid  rrws- 
tiiins ;  Daclur  Level,  aa  Frank  cdlcd  him. 
making  tea.  Me  carried  me  with  him  to 
tba  church  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  where  he 
had  hi*  aeal  i  and  bU  Wfaariuur  wait,  ns  I 
had  imutiwd  to  m^ielf^  sotnnuljr  devout 
I  never  uuU  forget  the  tremuloua  earnest- 
■MM  with  which  h«  pronounfed  tbe  awful 
petition  in  tbe  I jtan;  i  "In  tlie  hour  of 
cicatb,  and  at  tbv  day  of  Judgment,  good 
Lxi  an  deliver  us-" 

We  vent  to  church  both  in  the  morning 
and  erening.  In  ibe  interval  lieiwrt-n  (he 
two  tertitx*  we  diil  not  dme  ;  but  he  read 
in  tbe  Greek  New  Teataineat>  and  I  turned 
over  acreraJ  of  hk  boolra. 

In  Arcbbuhop  Ijiud's  Diarv,  I  found  the 
following  [lossage,  wbich  I  rvwl  to  Dr  John- 

W9.  February  I,  Sunday.  1  stood  bv 
Ibe  moK  illustrious  IVince  Charles,  *  n't 
diniter.  He  wa»  then  »etT  mcrrr,  and 
talked  occaiianaU/  of  many  Lhin;^  with  hia 
ittendanta.  Among  other  things,  be  »aid, 
that  if  be  were  necewtated  tu  laVe  any  tMU*- 
ticular  prafiMsion  of  life,  he  runlil  not  be  a 
bwyrr,  adding  bia  reasons  :  *  I  cannot  (wiitb 
he)  de&odabad,  nor  vield in aguod  cause.'" 
JoHXtoy  :  *-  Bit,  tbu  u  &lae  rtaAoningt 
becauae  every  cause  baa  ■  bad  sdc  t  and  a 
lawyer  i«  not  overcome,  though  tbe  ctuae 
which  be  baa  endeavoured  to  nipport  be 
determined  aninat  him." 

I  told  him  that  Gald«nith  bad  said  to  mc 
a  Sew  day>  before,  "  As  I  take  my  dioca 
fixnn  tbe  aboemaker,  and  my  coat  &um  the 
tailor,  ao  I  take  my  religion  troiu  ihi- jirir«t-" 
I  regretted  Umluume  way 'if talLintf.  Juiiv. 
•oH  /  "  Sir,  be  knows  nothing ;  he  tut  made 
up  bia  mind  about  nothing." 

To  my  great  surprise  be  asketl  metodino 
with  bim  on  Eaater-day.  I  ne\-er  Bui>[>(»e(l 
rliat  be  had  a  dinner  at  bis  bouie :  for  I 
had  not  tben  beard  ofanv  one  of  his  fiiends 
having  been  enUrtatni><f  at  biii  Utile.  He 
Iwld  lue.  "  I  gfUL-rally  have  a  m<-at>pic  on 
Sunday  ;  it  iB  buked  at  ipublicoTen,  which 
is  rtr^  pro[>eTly  allowt^,  liecauKe  one  iiiun 
tm  attentl  it ;  and  lliua  the  advantage  in 
obtaincl  ofnut  kei-jiingservantafivmcburcb 
to  dn'»  diniirra." 

April  11.  being  Ea«ter.SundBy,  aAerhnv- 
Ing  attended  Divine  Service  at  St.  PaulN, 
I  rvpaired  to  l>r.  JohnaoR's.  I  bad  grali. 
fled  my  euriosily  much  in  dining  with  J  nxv 
J^nvin  SLovtaKAV,  while  bolivi-d  in  the

wilds  of  Neufthatelt  I  had  aagreatacurio- 
slty  to  dine  with  Da.  Samuel  Joiimiow,  in 
the  dusky  receaa  of  a  court  in  Fleet-strvet. 
I  siip]:Kisetl  we  nliould  ncarcely  have  knivea 
anil  lorks.  and  only  aume  strange,  uncouth, 
ill-drvst  dtah :  but  I  found  every  tblog  in 
very  good  order.  Vic  bad  no  other  company 
but  Mis.  Willlaiiu  and  a  young  woman 
whom  I  did  not  know.  As  a  dinner  here 
was  considered  as  a  singular  phenomeuuD, 
and  as  1  wu  frccjuentiy  interrogated  on  the 
subject,  mr  readers  ma>  perhafw  be  desiruus 
to  kriuw  our  ImU  of  fare.  Foote,  1  rt^^iicni. 
ber.  in  alluiiion  to  Francis,  the  nfym,  waa 
willing  to  »utK|>uitc  that  our  repast  was  Hack 
btvth.  Dut  the  fact  was,  that  we  bad  a  verjr 
gowl  souii,  a  boiled  leg  uf  lamb  and  spinach, 
a  vval  pic.  and  a  rice  wddtag- 

Ut  Dr.  John  CampbeU,thc  autbor.hesaJd, 
*'  He  is  a  very  inquisitive  aiid  a  very  able 
man.  and  a  tiian  iil'gixHt  religious  nriiiciplea, 
thuogfa  1  am  afraiulu.-  bos  bern  ikllcicnt  in 
practice.  Campbell  la  radically  right ;  and 
we  may  hope,  that  in  time  there  wiU  be  good 
practice." 

He  owned  that  be  thought  Hawkeswortb 
was  one  of  his  imitators,  but  he  did  nut  think 
Goldsmith  was.  (.iolJjimith,  he  aakl,  bad 
great  iiirriU  ItoiwtLL  :  "But  Sir,  lie  is 
much  indebted  lo  ywu  tor  lib  getting  w 
high  In  the  pubLic  estimation."  JoBvaoiri 
■•  \*Ti_v.  Sir,  Ik-  hiis  perhaps  got  wower  to  it 
by  his  intimacy  with  uie.' 
'Goldftmilb,  ibougb  his  vanity  cttlcQ  cxci> 
ted  him  to  ticcasional  competition,  bad  a  very 
high  regard  for  Johnson,  which  he  had  at 
tbu  time  expressed  in  the  strvngtst  manner 
in  the  Dedication  of  hi*  Comedy,  entitled, 
"  She  Stoops  to  CoDijuer."* 

Johnson  observed,  ibut  there  were  very 
few  books  printetl  in  ScolUnd  before  (lie 
Union.  He  had  seen  a  complete  collection 
of  thciia  in  the  tMHsmsiini  of  the  Hon.  Arrb- 
ibald  Carapbcll.  a  ntin'Juring  bishopt  I 
wish  this  collection  had  been  kept  entire. 
Many  of  ttieia  are  in  the  library  of  the  Fa- 
culty of  AilvocateA  at  Kilinburgh.  I  told 
Dr.  Jolinsoii  thut  I  had  aoniv  intention  lo 
write  the  life  of  the  Iranied  ami  wurlhy 
Thomas  Kuddinun.  He  said,  '>  I  should 
Lake  pleasure  in  helping  rod  to  do  honour  to 
him.  lUit  bin  tirewelV fetti-r  to  the  faculty 
of  Advocates,  when  be  resigned  the  olRcc  of 
their  Ubrnrinn.  altoiitd  have  been  in  1.atin." 

I  put  a  iiuestion  t<i  hitti  upon  a  fact 
in  common  Utc,  which  be  did  not  answer, 
nor  hare  I  found  any  one  elao  who  could.

much  harder  than  the  male  ?"* 

He  told  me  that  he  hod  twelve  or  fourteen 
times  attempted  to  keep  a  journal  of  his  life, 
but  never  could  persevere.  He  advised  me 
to  do  it.  ^*  The  great  thing  to  be  recorded 
(said  he,)  u  the  state  of  your  own  mind ;  and 
you  should  write  down  every  thing  that  you 
remember,forjoucannotjudge  at  Brat  what 
is  good  or  bad  ;  and  write  immediately  while 
the  impression  is  &eah,  for  it  will  not  be  the 
■ame  a  week  afterwards." 

I  again  solicited  him  to  communicate  to 
me  the  particulars  of  his  early  life.  He  said, 
"  You  shall  have  them  all  for  two-pence.  I 
hope  you  shall  know  a  great  deal  more  of  me 
before  you  write  my  L.ife-"  He  mentioned 
to  me  this  day  many  circumstances,  which  J 
wrote  down  when  I  went  home,  and  have  in- 
terwoven in  the  formerport  of  this  narrative. 

On  Tuesdar,  April  13,  he  and  Dr.  Gold- 
smith  and  I  dined  at  General  Oglethorpe's. 
Goldsmith  expatiated  on  the  common  topic, 
that  the  race  of  our  people  was  degenerated, 
and  that  this  was  owing  to  luxury.  Johk- 
BOx  I  **  Sir,  in  the  lirst  place,  I  doubt  the 
&ct.  I  believe  there  ore  as  many  tall  men 
in  England  now,  as  ever  there  were.  But, 
seconuiv,  supposing  the  stature  of  our  peo- 
ple to  be  diminished,  that  is  not  owing  to 
luxury ;  for.  Sir,  consider  to  how  very  small 
a  |)roportion  of  our  people  luxury  can  reach. 
Our  soldiery,  surely,  are  not  luxurious,  whu 
live  on  Bix-{>ence  a  day  ;  and  the  same  re- 
mark will  apply  to  almost  ail  the  other  dun- 
es. I-.uxury,  BO  iar  as  it  reaches  the  poor, 
will  do  good  to  the  race  of  people ;  it  will 
strengthen  and  multiply  them.  Sir,  no  na- 
tion was  ever  hurt  by  luxury ;  for,  as  I  said 
before,  it  can  reach  but  to  a  very  few.  I  ad- 
mitthat  the  great  increase  of  commerce  and 
manufactures  hurts  the  military  spirit  of  a 
icople ;  bi^cause  it  produces  a  competition 
'hr  something  else  than  martial  honours, — a 
competition  Tor  riches.  It  also  hurts  the 
bodies  of  the  people  ;  for  you  will  observe, 
there  is  no  nian  who  works  at  any  particular 
trade,  but  you  may  know  him  from  his  ap-

y  being  more  used  than  the  rest,  he  is  in 
some  degree  deformed  t  but.  Sir,  that  is  not 
luxury.  AtailoraiUcrosa-legged;  butthatis 
not  luxury."  GoLnsMiTit :  "  Come,you're 
just  going  to  the  same  pUce  by  another 
road.  Johnson:  Nay,  Sir,  I  say  that  is 
not  Ittjmr]/.  Let  us  take  a  walk  from  Cha- 
ring-cross  to  White-cbapeU  through,  I  sup- 
pose, the  greatest  series  of  shops  in  the  world.

We  drank  tea  with  the  ladles  ;  and  Gold, 
smith  sung  Tony  Lumpkin's  sou  in  his  ov 
medy,  "She  Stoops  to  ConquerT^and  a  voy 
pretty  one,  to  an  Irish  tune,*  which  bebid 
designed  for  Miss  Hardcastle  1  but  as  Hn. 
fiulkeley,  who  played  the  pBrt*  could  sot 
nng,  it  was  left  out.  He  aftonrards  wnte 
it  down  for  me,  by  which  mnenn  it  was  n- 
served,  and  now  appears  amongrt  his  posM. 
Dr.  Johnson,  in  nu  war  home,  storaed  it 
my  lodgings  in  Piccadilly,  and  sat  wHhsK, 
drinking  tea  a  second  time,  till  ■  late  boor. 

I  told  lum  that  Mrs.  Macmulay  said,  she 
wondered  how  be  could  reconcile  hia  poGti- 
cal  principles  with  his  moral  i  his  notMUof 
inequality  and  suboidination  with  wtrim^ 
well  to  the  happiness  of  all  mankind,  who 
might  live  so  agreeably,  had  they  all  thdr 
portions  of  land,  and  none  to  dommeer  ors 
another.  Johnson  t  "  Why,  Sir,  I  recoB* 
cile  my  principles  very  well,  becuiae  aun- 
kind  are  happier  in  a  state  of  inequality  sod 
subordination.  Wesee  they  to  oe  in  tbii 
pretty  state  of  equality,  they  would  soon  ^ 
generate  into  brutes  j— they  would  becraie 
Monboddo's  nation; — their  tjjlf  vouU 
grow.  Sir,  all  would  be  losers,  were  all  to 
work  for  all :— they  would  have  no  intdlov 
tual  improvement  All  intellectual  in. 
provement  arises  from  leisure :  all  Icinire 
arises  from  one  working  for  another." 

Talking  of  the  family  of  Stuart,  he  nid. 
"  It  should  seem  that  the  &mily  at  present 
on  the  throne  has  now  established  as  goods 
right  as  the  former  &milv,  by  the  long  con* 
sent  of  the  |)eople ;  and  that  to  disturb  this 
right  might  be  considered  as  culpable  At 
the  same  time  I  own,  that  it  is  a  very  diffi- 
cult question,  when  considered  with  reniecl 
to  the  house  of  Stuart.  'I'o  oblige  people  to 
take  oaths  as  to  the  disputed  rwut,uwrag. 
I  know  not  whether  I  could  take  them  i  but 
I  do  not  blame  those  who  do."  So  codm- 
entiouB  and  so  delicate  was  he  upon  thk 
sutyect,  which  has  occauoned  so  mudi  cb- 
mour  against  him. 

Tolkmg  of  law  cases,  he  said,  '■'■  The  Eng- 
lish reports,  in  general,  are  very  poor:  on^ 
the  hull' of  what  has  been  said  is  taken  down; 
and  of  thathalf^  much  is  mistaken.  Where- 
as, in  Scotland,  the  arguments  on  each  side

10 cor> 
rupted.  or  at  least  something  so  ditferent 
from  what  I  think  right,  as  to  maintain, 
that  a  memlier  uf  parliament  should  go  along 
with  his  party  right  or  wrong.  Now,  Sir, 
this  is  so  remote  from  native  x'irtue,  tVoin 
scholastic  virtue,  that  a  good  man  must 
have  undergone  a  B^^  change  before  be 
can  reoonclff  hiniselTto  such  a  doctrine  It 
is  innintuiniiiu  that  you  may  lie  to  the  pub* 
lie:  for  you  Tic  when  yuu  call  that  right 
which  you  think  wrwig,  or  tbe  reverse.  A 
friend  of  oura,  who  i«  too  much  an  echo  of 
that  gentleman,  observed,  that  a  man  who 
doca  not  stlcV  nniformlv  to  a  party,  is  only 
waiting  to  be  b<nigbt.    Why  tneo,  said  I.  be 
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ifl  only  wfuting  to  be  what  that  gentleman 
is  a^eady." 

We  talked  of  the  King's  coming  to  see 
Goltlamith's  new  play.— "I  wish  he  would," 
said  Goldsmith ,  adding,  however,  with  an 
affected  indifference,  "Not  tliat  it  would  do 
methe  least  good."  Johwron  :  "  Wellthen 
Sir,  let  us  say  it  would  do  Aim  good,  (laugh- 
ing). No,  Sir,  this  affectation  will  not  pass; 
^t  is  mighty  idle.  In  such  a  state  aa  ours, 
who  would  not  wish  to  please  the  Chief  Ma- 
gistrate?" Goldsmith:  "  I  do  wish  to 
please  him.    I  remember  a  line  in  Dryden, 

'  And  0VBT  po«t  li  the  moniKh'i  Mend,' 
It  ought  to  he  reversed."    JonMsoK:"Nay, 
there  are  finer  lines  in  Dryden  on  this  sub- 
ject: 

<  For  conqtM  on  bounteoiu  R  bw  depend. 
And  never  rabd  ww  to  uti  a  MhkL"* 

General  Paoli  observed,  that  successful  re- 
bels might.  Martimelli  :  "  Happy  re- 
bellions." Goldsmith  s  "  We  have  no 
such  phrase."  GzyEaAL  Paoli:  "But 
have  you  not  the  thtTigf"  Goldsmith: 
"Yes;  all  our  Aappy  revolutions.  They 
have  hurt  our  constitution,  and  will  hurt  it^ 
till  we  mend  it  by  another  happy  »evo- 
LUTiOM," — I  never  before  discovered  that 
my  friend  Goldsmith  had  so  much  of  the  old 
prejudice  in  him. 

General  Paoli,  talkingofGoldsmith'snew 
play,  Bud,  "//  a  fait  un  eomptiment  Irit 
gnamur  &  unecertmne  grande  dame  ;"  mean- 
ing a  Duchess  of  the  first  ranlt. 
^I  expressed  a  doubt  whether  Goldsmith 
intended  it  in  order  that  1  might  hear  the 
trut^  from  himself.  It,  perhaps,  was  not 
quite  &ir  to  endeavour  to  bring  him  to  a 
confession,  as  he  might  not  wish  to  avow  po- 
sitively his  taking  part  against  the  Court. 
He  smiled  and  hesitated.  The  General  at 
once  relieved  him,  by  this  beautiful  image , 
"  Montieur  Goldmilh  ett  comme  la  mer,  ifui 
Jfttg  det  perlea  et  beaucoup  d'atUret  belUt 
cAosM,  tatu^enapperceDoir."  Goldsmith: 
**  Tret  bien  dU,  et  trh  itiffamment." 

A  person  was  mentioned,  who  it  was  saiil 
coultt  take  down  in  short  hand  the  speeches 
in  parliament  with  pertect  exactness.— 
Johnson  i  "  Sir,  it  is  impossible.  I  re- 
memlwr  one  Angel,  who  came  to  me  Ut 
write  for  him  a  Preface  or  Dedication  to  a. 
book  upon  short  hand,  and  he  professed  to 
write  as  Gist  as  any  man  could  speak.  In 
order  to  try  him,  I  took  down  a  oook,  antt 
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inily  all  round  t  that  is  to  n^,  to  tba  lait 
generation  of  the  Royal  Family."  Gou»- 
suiTu :  "  And  periupa,  Kr,  not  oiw  mo- 
tmceof  wit  inawholeDe^catlan.*'  JoBV- 
son:  "Perhaps  not,  Sir."  BofWKLLi 
■'  What  then  is  the  reason  for  ^i^yliig  toa 
liarticular  person  to  do  that  which  any  ow 
may  do  as  well  F"  JoHxaoit  t  "  Whj;,  flfav 
one  man  has  greater  reddineaB  at  dangit 
ihan  another. 

I  spoke  of  Mr.  Haixia,  of  Salisbmy,  ai 
being  a  very  learned  man,  and  in  putienbr 
an  eminent  Grecian.  JoHwaov  i  *^I  aa 
not  sure  of  that.  His  friends  fdve  him  out 
as  such,  but  I  know  not  who  of  Ua  fnoidf 
ore  able  to 'judge  of  it."  GoLDSMiTni 
'*■  He  is  what  is  much  better :  he  is  a  wor* 
thy  humane  man."  Johxbox  t  "  Nay,  fir, 
that  is  not  to  the  purpose-  of  our  aigunwnt ; 
that  will  as  much  prove  that  he  can  ^Mj 
upon  the  fiddle  as  well  aa  Giardiiii,  ■ 
that  he  is  an  eminent  Grecian."  Gold- 
smith :  "  The  greatest  muaicalperftnDcn 
have  but  small  emoluments.  Giardlni,  I 
am  told,  does  not  get  above  seren  fauadnd 
a  year."  Johxsov  i  "  That  ia  indeed  but 
little  for  a  man  to  get,  who  does  best  tkst 
which  so  manv  endeavour  to  do.  "Tbae  if 
Dothing,  I  think,  in  whidi  the  power  ct 
art  is  shewn  so  much  aa  in  plajiiw  on  the 
fiddle.  In  all  other  things  we  can  oo  sooa- 
thingatfirst.  Anr  man  will  forage  a  bar  of 
iron,  if  you  give  nim  a  hammer ;  aot  ■> 
well  as  a  smiu,  but  tolerably.

We  <trank  t«a  with  Mrs.  Williams.  I  in. 
troduoed  a  nuestiaii  wliich  haa  been  much 
aeitated  in  llio  Church  •>(  Scotland,  whether 
1  Reclaim  of  Iny -patrons  to  prewnt  ndnislers 
to  pari;i.htM  bo  well  founded;  and  supposing 
it  to  be  well  r<>uiide<l.  whether  it  9ugbi  to  be 
exercised  without  the  cuncurrcnce  of  the 
people?  That  Church  is  comixMed  of  a 
aeries  of  jiMlicaturcS!  a  Vreabytery, — a 
Synod,  and,  really,  a  General  Aimrmbly: 
before  all  ut'  which,  this  matter  may  be  con- 
tended: and  in  some  cases  the  Presbytery 
having  refused  to  induct  or  tetth,  as  they 
call  it,  the  pemn)  jireeented  by  the  patron, 
it  has  been  found  neceMary  to  apiH'iil  to 
the-  (ii-nernl  Aiwi-inWy.  Hi-  said,  I  might 
Rpp  the  subject  well  trentedin  the  '*  Defence 
of  i'luialilies:"  and  akhouith  he  thought 
thai  a  patron  should  exercise  bi.i  right  with 
tcNdcTiiesH  t(t  the  inclinations  of  Che  peonle 
«>f «  pariah,  he  was  very  clear  as  lo  liis  right. 
Then  supposing  the  question  to  be  jileodeil 
before  the  (Iciit^ral  A-Bteitibly,  he  dictated 
lo  m4.>  whflt  li>lloW5  : 

"AoAiKST  llie  right  of  patrnn^  is  com- 
monly opposed,  by  llie  Infenor  Judicatures, 
the  plea  of  nmarience.  Their  i-onsH-ieiicc 
lellti  them,  tbot  the  people  ui^bt  tu  choose 
Ibcir  pastor:  their  i-onsi-iencc  tell'!  them, 
that  lliey  ought  nol  to  imjKWC  upon  a  con- 
gregation a  minister  ungrateful  and  unai-.

nothing  more  than  a  coti\*tction  tell  hy  our-

un])erp!i-xe«l  niitmlily,  conscience  ia  very 
ot^en  n  guide  that  mar  l>e  trusted.  But 
l>el(ire  conscience  can  oetermlne,  the  state 
of  the  ij^ueAtion  is  snjipttwd  Ui  be  i-umnletely 
known.  In  (jucslioiia  of  law,  or  of  fact, 
conscience  ia  very  oiWn  confounded  with 
opinion.  No  man's  conscience  can  tell  hlni 
Ine  right  at  another  man ;  they  must  be 
known  1>y  rational  invest ivatiun  or  hist4>rii-«l 
inquiry.'  Opinirm,  which  lie  that  holds  it 
may  call  his  cotwdcucc,  may  teadi  sMnv 
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lady,  and 
Temple.

AfaqihcTson  little  knew  Ihe  charac- 
ter of  Dr.  Ji>lin9uD,  if  he  mp|>osc(I  that  he 
could  be  easily  ioUmiilatea;  for  no  nuin 
ITM  ovvr  mure  renuu-kablv  fur  jK-nKin^l 
eoun|{e.  He  had,  inJL-ctI,  nii  awiul  dreaJ 
of  drathi  or  nthrr,  "of  lonK^thinft  zflcr 
dcsth;"  and  whAt  rationid  mui.  who  •eri- 
Oful/  ihinkfl  of  quitting  all  that  he  ha? 
VTCT  knuirn,  and  {^MRg  >'tt(i  a  iK-Kand  un- 
knofrn  HUitc  of  being,  can  be  witfaout  tliat 
dread?  But  hta  fear  wai»  Iroin  n-tJcclion; 
his  eotuafp  natural.  Ills  fear,  in  that  oine 
itiataiicc,  waa  the  result  urphtliMtjJiicalantl 
reHnoua  coiMUcmliun.  He  iViircd  death, 
but  De  feucd  ooihing  else,  not  even  wlint 
mlflht  occiiion  death.

till  the  waUh  came  up,  and  carried  both 
hLn  and  them  to  the  round  huu^e.  In  lh< 
pUjr-bouHaC  LJclifield,  aa  Mr.  Giurkk  in- 
Konted  mc,  Johnson  liarinu  for  a  niouiicat 
qdiltvd  II  chair  whit'h  was  iilakvil  liir  liiiii  be- 
tween the  Bwle-ticenesi  ■  gentleman  livok 
potw Ion  of  it,  and  when  Juhnton  on  hlK 
return  driUy  demaoded  bia  seat,  rudely  re- 
ftiaed  ta  glrc  it  upi  u|Hiti  whleh  Juhii^m 
ladd  hold  of  it)  and  taaseil  him  and  the  L-linir 
iato  the  pit,  Foote,  who  s'j  suecessfi^lly 
rvrtred  tbe  old  comedy,  by  exhibiting  llv- 
iott  chanctera.  had  rc^olvetl  to  imitate 
Jannaon  on  the  stage,  rx|N<cling  great  |iro- 
lita  from  hi*  ridicule  uf  s«  cekbratod  a  man. 
Ji4iiuon  being  int'urmed  of  hii  intcntiian, 
and  being  at  dinner  at  Mr-  Tbinnu  Da- 
viea'a  the  bookseller,  from  whum  I  had  the

His  "  Joumev  to  the  Western  Isl^ndjioi' 
Scotland,"  ["]  is  a  moat  valuable  perform- 
ance. It  abounds  in  extensive  philiiM)jihiciil 
viewH  of  vk-iely.  and  in  ingeitioiiH  M-ntittient 
and  livelydescription.  A  consideraljle  part  of 
it,  imlec-<U  con^isti'  of  tpeculatlona,  which, 
many  years  tielbre  he  saw  the  wild  ri.-ghius 
which  we  viKilcil  lugelhi-r,  pruLwibly  hat\ 
eiHuloyed  his  BlIenLiuii,  tbuujfh  the  actual 
ai&fit  uf  iboK  scene*  unduitbtedlv  quicken- 
ed and  augmented  them.  Mr.  (irme,  the 
very  able  mslorian,  agreei]  with  uic  in  this 
opinion,  wliicli  (u-  thus  stronjfly  expri>s<ied  ; 
— **  There  are  in  that  book  thoughts,  which, 
by  long  revolution  in  the  great  mind  of 
Ji>hnson,  have  l>een  ftinued  and  polialieil, 
like  iielilden  rolleil  in  the  ocean  !'* 

'L'riiit  he  was  to  some  degree  of  exceaa  a 
Irut-Urn.  EafflMmum^  ao  ai  to  have  enter- 
tained an  undue  pr^udice  against  both  the 
country  and  the  jieople  of  Sei'tlund,  muat  ho 
alluwed.  But  it  was  a  prejudice  of  Che  head, 
and  not  of  the  heart.  He  bad  no  UI  will 
to  the  Scotch ;  for,  if  he  liad  been  conscioua 
of  that,  be  never  would  have  thrown  bimaelt 
into  the  U>Mum  uf  their  (.-ouiitry,  iuliI  lniat«>l 
to  the  jirotcction  of  its  remote  inbabitanta 
with  a  fearless  contldencc.  Hla  remark 
upon  the  nakedness  of  the  country,  fhim  iu 
being  denuded  of  trees,  was  made  after 
having  ImvelM  twu  Imndred  miles  along 
the  Eutem  coast,  where  certainly  tree*  are 
not  to  be  Ibund  near  the  road ;  and  be  aaid 
it  was  ''  a  map  of  the  road"  which  he  gave. 
His  tliabeller  of  ibo  autticnticitr  ot  ibo 
poenu  ascribed  to  0»ian,  a  Iligliland  bard, 
was  runflnncd  in  ibc  course  of  bia  joumey, 
bv  a  verv  strict  examination  uf  (lieeviileneo 
ottered  lor  it ;  i/nd  although  their  auttieiiti. 
city  was  made  too  much  a  nation-tl  |x>)nt  bv 
the  ficoicli,  there  were  manv  respectable 
pi'rsons  in  that  cuunlry,  wlio  did  not  concur 
III  tills;  so  that  bis  judgnu'nt  ujitm  the 
question  i^URht  not  tone  decried,  even  liy 
tliQse  who  duTer  fhim  him-  \3  to  mv»cir,'l 
can  only  aay,  upon  a  subject  now  become 
very  un interest iug,  that  when  the  frag- 
meiils  of  Highland  pKctry  (IrBtcame  out,  I 
was  much  ploased  with  Their  wild  p»-cti- 
liniitv,  and  wbb  one  of  those  u-lm  Mib^cribed 
t.i  i-iiahle  their  editor,  Mr  Moeiiherson, 
then  a  young  mar,  to  make  a  search  In  Ibc 
Highlands  and  Hehridft*  for  a  long  poem  in 
the  Erse  language,  which  wan  reported  lo  1)6 

£ri-aeri'efl  ftonicwhere  in  those  rcctuns- 
lut  when  there  came  forth  an  epic  room 
in  six  books,  witli  ail  the  common  rircum- 
stances  of  former  L-ompottiUona  of  that  na- 
ture; and  when,  upon  an  attentive  examl- 
nation  of  it,  there  was  found  a  perpetual  re- 
currcncc  of  the  same  imag«a  which  appear 
in  the  fVagmenlsi  and  when  no  ancient 
iiianuwript,  to  auth*^^licalo  iJie  work,  was 
dcponiietl  In  any  public  bbrarv,  though  that 
WM  insisted  on  as  a  nasonablc  primf,  u-li/t 
cxnild  forbear  lo  doult  ? 
2  H 
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.Jolinson'ii  ^teful  acknuwledsemeDts  of 
kindness  received  in  the  course  of  thia  tour, 
completely  refute  the  brutal  reflections 
which  have  been  thrown  out  afiaiost  him,  as 
if  he  had  made  an  ungrateful  return ;  and 
his  delicacy  in  sparing  in  his  book  those  who 
we  find,  from  his  letters  to  Mrs.  Thrale,  were 
just  objects  of  censure,  is  much  to  be  a(l< 
mired.  His  candour  and  amiable  disposition 
is  conspicuous  from  his  conduct,  when  in< 
f<Hinea,  by  Mr.  Macleod,  of  Rosay,  that  he 
had  committed  a  mistake,  which  gave  that 
gentleman  some  uneasiness.  He  wrote  him 
a  courteous  and  kind  letter,  and  inserted  in 
the  news-papers  an  advertisement,  correct- 
iiigthe  mistake.* 

The  observations  of  my  friend  Mr.  I>emp- 
ster  in  a  letter  written  to  me,  soon  after  he 
had  read  Dr.  Johnson's  book,  are  so  just  and 
liberal,  that  they  cannot  be  too  oitten  re- 
peated. 

"  There  is  nothing  in  the  book,  from  be- 
ginning to  end,  that  a  Scotcliman  need  to 
take  amiss.  What  he  says  of  the  country 
is  true ;  and  liis  observations  on  the  people 
are  what  must  naturally  occur  to  a  sensible, 
observing,  and  reflecting  inhabitant  of  a 
convenient  metropolis,  where  a  man  on 
thirty  pounds  a  year  ma^  be  better  accora- 
modated  with  all  the  httle  wants  of  life, 
than  Col  or  Sir  Allan. 

"  I  am  charmed  with  his  researches  con- 
cerning the  £rse  language,  and  the  anti- 
quitjir  of  their  manuscripts.  I  am  quite 
convinced ;  and  I  shall  rank  Ossian  and  his 
Pingals  and  Oscars,  amongst  the  nursery 
tales,  not  the  true  history  of  our  country, 
in  all  time  to  come. 

"  Upon  the  whole,  the  book  cannot  dis- 
please, for  it  has  no  pretensions.  The  ou-' 
thor  neither  says,  he  is  a  geographer,  nor  an 
antiquarian,  nor  very  learned  in  the  history 
of  ScotUnd,  nor  a  naturalist,  nor  a  fossilist 
The  manners  of  the  people,  and  the  fece 
of  the  country,  are  all  he  attempts  to  des- 
cribe, or  seems  to  have  thoudtt  of.  Much 
were  it  to  be  wished,  that  they  who  have 
travelled  into  more  remote,  and  of  course 
more  curious  regions,  had  all  possessed  his 
good  sense.  Of  the  state  of  learning,  his 
observations  on  Glasgow  University  shew 
he  has  formed  a  very  sound  judgement. 
He  understands  our  climate  too :  and  he 
has  accurately  observed  the  changes,  how- 
ever slow  and  imperceptible  to  us,  which 
Scotland  has  undergone,  in  conaetiuence  of 
the  blessiuL's  of  libertv  and  internal  peace." 
•••'■■a  ' 

Mr.  Knox,  another  native  of  Scotland, 
iwho  has  since  made  the  same  tour,  and  pub- 
lished an  account  of  it,  la  equally  lib(.'ral. 
*'  I  liavc  read  (saya  he)  his  book  again  and

again,  travelled  with  him  from  Berwkk  to 
(i^enelg,  throu^  countries  with  whUkl 
am  well  acquainted ;  luled  with  lum  fioB

and  Icolmkill,  but  hare  not  been  able  |o 
correct  him  in  anv  matter  of  conseqnaier 
I  have  often  admired  theaccura^,  the  pre- 
cision, and  the  juatness,  of  whmt  heama- 
ces,  respecting  Doth  the  country  and  the 
people. 

'*  The  Doctor  has  every  where  ddircnd 
hb  sentiments  with  freedom,  and  in  wmj 
instances  with  a  seeming  lefnrd  for  the  be- 
nefit of  the  inhabitants,  atd  the  onameat 
of  the  country.  His  remarks  on  tbewiat 
of  trees  and  hedges  for  dude,  as  wdlasfi* 
shelter  to  the  cattle,  are  well-finiaded,  snd 
merit  the  thanks,  not  the  illibeial  ceuuK, 
of  the  natives.  He  also  felt  for  the  distresHi 
of  the  Highhmders,  and  eiqilodes  with  giot 
propriety  the  bad  management  of  the 
grounds,  and  the  neglect  of  timber  u  tht 
Hebrides." 

Having  quoted  Johnson^a  just  coaipK' 
ments  on  the  Raaay  femily,  fae  siys,  **  Ota 
the  other  hand,  I  found  thig  fitmlly  cqosllj 
lavish  in  their  encomiums  upon  the  Doc- 
tor's conversation,  and  his  suuequent  dri- 
lities  to  a  young  gentleman  of  that  cooatiT, 
who,  upon  waiting  upon  him  at  LondDa, 
Vas  well  received,  and  experienced  all  ihe 
attention  and  regard  that  a  wazm  fniBi 
could  bestow.  Mr.  Macleod,  haviu  abi 
been  in  I^ndon,  waited  upon  the  ificlar, 
who  provided  a  magnificent  and  expenww 
entertainment  in  honour  of  his  cdd  Hcbri- 
dean  acquaintance." 

And  talking  of  the  militaiy  road  by  Fat 
Augustus,  he  says,  ^'  Br  this  road,  UiMfh 
one  of  the  most  nuned  in  Great  Britau, 
the  celebrated  Dr.  Johhaon  paaaed  fiom  In- 
verness to  the  Hebride  Isles.  Kii  olatr 
vattona  on  the  country  and  peo[de  are  o- 
tremely  correct,  judicious,  and  instnic- 
tive."-f- 

Mr.  Tytler,  the  acute  and  able  Tin&slcr 
of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  in  one  of  fait  let- 
ters to  Mr.  James  El^iinstone,  pabliAcd 
in  that  gentleman's  "  Forty  Years'  cons- 
nondence,"  says,  "I  read  Dr.  Jchnsv^ 
Tour  with  very  great  pleasure.  Sone  fn 
errors  he  has  fallen  into,  but  of  no  git* 
importance,  and  those  ore  lost  fai  the  aan- 
berless  beauties  of  his  work.

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lUerefore  may  be  supuweO  to  cunvcv  his

bnd,  and  hhi  etnnloying  tut  many  native?!  of 
tlutt  i-iiiinlry  u-s  his  mnnniu'iiK-s,  pmrc  Ihiit 
his jirqjudii.e  was  not  virulent  ;  and  I  have 
deposiloi  iu  the  British  Mu»vutii,  amongst 
oUier  pieces  of  his  writing,  the  folloMing 
note  in  answer  to  one  from  nu\  AHlinK  if  ha 
wiiuld  meet  me  at  dinner  at  Ibc  Mitre, 
though  aiiicnd  of  uilDC.aScutciunaii,  waste 
be  there : — "  Mr.  Jobnaoo  doca  not  see  wh/ 
Mr.  Boswell  should  aupfiaae  a  SLOti;hnian 
IcMK  acrcptalilo  than  any  other  man.  Ur 
will  be  at  the  Mitre." 

My  niuch-valiied  friend  Dr.  Bamard,noir 
bis}t«|i  uf  Killulue,  huviitg  unce  es|ireased 
to  liim  an  apnrrht-nailiin,  that  if  1r*  should 
vi>it  Ireland  lie  might  treat  the  people  of' 
that  cotmtrv  more  unlavourably  thjin  h« 
bad  dune  llie  Si-ulcb,  hi.-  answered,  with 
strung  [H>iiit«il  doubh--edinil  wit,  "  Kir,  vuu 
have  no  reason  to  be  auuid  of  mc.  ilie 
Iriah  are  not  In  a  conipirac;  to  cheat  the 
world  by  false  reprcaentationa  of  tho  merits 
of  their  countrymen.  No,  Siri  the  Iruh 
aw  a  rain  peoi-i-i:  ; — they  ne%'er  sjwak  well 
of  one  another." 

Johnson  told  me  of  an  instance  of  Scottish 
nattnnalily,  which  made  a  very  unfiivuur- 
alde  impression  upon  hia  mind.  A  8cotch> 
man  of  some  cocirid«ration  iu  London,  aoli- 
cited  him  to  reconiBumd,  by  the  weight  of 
his  Learned  authority,  to  lie  niAater  uf  on 
Knglish  ftchool,  a  person  of  whom  he  who 
renmimendi^l  liim  conli^ssed  he  knew  nu 
mure  but  that  he  Mon  his  eoitntryman. 
Jolmson  was  allocked  at  this  unconscientious 
conduct. 

All  the  miserable  cavillings  af^ainat  hia 
**  Journey ,"  in  newsiiiijH'ns  magaxlnea,  and 
other futfilive  publications,  1  can  sprak  from 
certain  knowledge,  only  l\imishcd  him  wllh 
sport.  At  hLst  there  came  out  a  scurrilous 
volume,  larger  llian  Johnson's  own,  filled 
with  malignant  ubuM%  under  a  name,  n-n\  or 
Betitiuua,  of  some  lew  man  in  on  ul»cure 
corner  uf  S«:<i>tlitn<l.  though  aupliooed  to  be 
the  work  of  another  Scotdinian,  who  haa 
Giiind  means  to  nmke  himself  well  known 
both  ill  Svuihiud  and  Knglan«L.  The  cttect 
which  il  bad  u]>on  Juhnvin  woa,  to  produce 
tbij  pk-aaant  ohser^-atiuii  lo  Mr.  Seward,  to 
whom  he  lent  the  book  :  "  Thi»  lellow  must 
be  a  bl(irkb(^.  They  don't  kouw  how  to  go 
about  their  atittw.-.  Who  will  read  a  fiv«. 
shilling  book  ugainst  me  'f  No.  Sir,  if  tbey 
hud  wit,  thi^y  sliuuld  have  kepi  pelting  me 
with  |uiin)dileta."

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able  man,  though  not  marked  with  »udi  ac- 
tive quiiiities  as  his  brolheri  Mr.  Maclean 
of  Torloisk  in  Mull,  a  gentleman  of  &r 
Allan's  fomily ;  and  two  of  the  clan  <irant ; 
•0  that  tlio  Higliland  and  Hebridean  genius 
reigned.  We  lad  a  great  deal  of  conversa- 
tion about  vou,  and  drank  your  health  in  a 
buinper.  "the  toast  was  not  proposed  by  me, 
whld  is  B  circumstance  to  be  remarked,  for 
I  am  now  ao  connected  with  you,  that  any 
thing  I  can  say  or  do  to  your  honour  has  not 
the  value  of  on  additional  compliment.  It 
la  only  giving  you  aguinea  out  of  that  trea- 
sure of  admiration  which  already  belon«  to 
you,  and  which  ia  no  hidden  treasure ;  for  I 
BUppose  my  admiration  of  you  is  co-existent 
with  the  knowledge  of  my  character. 

"  I  find  that  the  HighUnders  and  Hebri- 
dcans  in  general  are  much  fonder  of  your 
'  Journey,"  than  the  low  country  or  hither 
Scots.  One  of  the  Grants  said  to-day,  that 
he  was  sure  you  were  a  man  of  a  good  heart, 
and  a  candid  man,  and  seemed  to  hope  he 
should  be  able  to  convince  you  of  the  anti. 
quity  of  a  good  proportion  of  the  poems  of 
OsBian.  Atler  all  that  has  passed,  I  think 
the  matter  ia  capable  of  being  proved  to  a 
certain  dgrree.  I  am  told  that  Slacpherson 
got  one  oH  Erse  MS.  from  Clanranald,  for 
the  restituUon  of  which  he  executed  a  formal 
obligation ;  and  it  is  affirmed,  that  the  Gae- 
lick  (call  it  Erse,  or  call  it  Irish)  has  been 
written  in  the  Highlands  and  Hebrides  for 
many  centuries.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose, 
tliat  such  of  the  iuhabitanta  as  acijuired  anv 
learning,  possessed  the  art  of  writing  as  well 
as  their  Irish  neighbours  and  Cellick  cou- 
sins ;  and  the  question  is,  can  sufficient  evi- 
dence be  shewn  of  this? 

"  Those  who  arc  skilled  in  ancient  writings 
can  determine  the  age  of  AISS.,  or  at  least 
can  ascertain  the  century  in  which  they 
were  written  ;  and  if  men  of  voracity,  who 
are  so  skilled,  shall  tell  us  that  MSS.  in  the 

Ejssession  of  tamilics  in  tlie  Highlands  and 
tes,  arc  the  works  of  a  remote  age,  I  think 
we  should  be  convinced  by  tiieir  testimonv. 
"  There  is  now  come  to  this  city,  Ranald 
Macdonald  from  the  Isle  of  Egg,  who  has 
several  MSS.  of  Erse  poetry,  which  he 
wishes  to  publish  by  subscription.  I  have 
engagcfl  to  take  three  copies  of  the  book,  the 
pnce  of  which  is  to  be  six  shillings,  as  I 
would  subscribe  for  all  the  Erse  that  can  be 
printed,  be  it  old  or  new,  that  the  language 
may  be  prescrred.  'rhis  man  says,  that 
some  of  bis  mantiscripts  are  ancient :  and, 
to  be  sure,  one  of  them  whii-h  was  shewn  to 
me  does  apjx-ar  to  liave  the  duskyncss  of  an- 
tiquity.

Doat 
be  credulous ;  you  know  how  little  a  Hi^ 
lander  can  be  trusted.  Macpherson  ia,  sa 
far  as  I  know,  very  quiet.  Is  not  that  proof 
enough  ?  Every  thing  is  agunat  him.  Ko 
visib^  manuscnpt:  no  inscription  in  the 
language :  no  correspondence  amoneinends: 
no  transaction  ofbusineas,  of  which  mmA 
scrap  remains  in  the  andent  families  Mac- 
pherson's  pretence  is,  that  the  diaracter 
was  Saxon.  If  he  had  not  talked  unikilfiillT 
of  manmcriplty  he  might  have  finif^t  wita 
oral  tradition  nmch  longer.

Then  came  this  paragraph : 

"  Their  numbers  are,  at  present,  not  quite 
n^/Unentfor  the  greatnes*  which,  in  somefurm 
qf  government  or  other,  is  to  rival  the  ancient 
monarchies ;  but  by  Dr.  Franklin's  rule  cf 
progresnoH,  they  wUI,  in  a  century  and  a  quar- 
ter, be  more  than  equal  la  the  inhabitants  of 
Europe.  When  theWhigtqf  America  are  thus 
multiplied,  let  the  Princes  of  the  earth  tremble 
in  their  palaces.

These  pamphlets  drew  upon  him  numC' 
rous  attacKS.  Against  the  common  weapons 
of  literary  warfare  he  was  hardened  ;  but 
there  were  two  instances  of  animadversion 
wliii-h  I  communicated  to  him,  and  from 
what  I  could  judge,  both  from  his  silence 
and  bis  looks,  appeared  to  me  to  impress  him 
much. 

One  was, "  A  liCtter  to  l^r.  Samuel  John- 
son, occasioned  by  his  late  (iolitical  Publica- 
tions." li  appeared  previous  to  Iiis  "  Tnx- 
atinn  no  Tyranny,"  and  was  written  by  Dr. 
Joseph  Towers.  In  that  perfumiance.  Dr. 
Johnson  was  treate<l  with  tne  rcsiHjct  due  to 
ta  eminent  a  man,  while  bis  conduct  as  a  [lo- 
Htical  writer  was  boldly  and  pointedly  ar- 
raigned, as  inconsistent  with  the  character 
of  one,  who,  if  he  did  employ  his  pen  itp<in 
politics,  "  it  might  leoHonably  be  expected 


should  distinguish  binuel^  not  b^  pnij  vi- 
olence and  rancour,  but  by  moderiiitm  and 
by  wisdom." 

It  concluded  tbus  t  **  I  would,  hoverer, 
wish  you  to  TemtmbeTt  should  jou  i^iii 
address  the  public  under  the  character  of  a 
jMlitical  writer,  that  luxuriance  of  imi^na- 
tion  or  energy  of  language  will  ill  compen- 
sate for  the  wont  of  candour,  of  juitice,  and 
of  truth.  And  I  ahall  only  add.  that  ibowld 
I  hereafter  be  disposed  to  rema,  aa  I  here- 
tofore have  done,  the  most  excellent  of  ill 
your  performances,  'The  Bamblek,*  tbe 
pleasure  which  I  luve  been  accustomed  to 
find  in  it  will  be  much  diminished  by  the 
reflection  that  tbe  writer  of  ao  moral,  so  ele- 
gant, and  so  valuable  a  work,  was  cqi^ile 
of  prostituting  bis  talents  in  such  nroduc- 
tions  as  '  The  r'olse  Alarm,*  the  *  TEougfaU 
on  the  Transactions  respecting  Falkland's 
Islands,'  and  '  The  Patriot.'  " 

I  am  willing  to  do  jusUce  to  the  merit  of 
l>r.  Towers,  of  whom  I  will  saj,  that  al- 
though I  abhor  bis  W*liiffB|lsh  democnticil 
notions  and  propensities,  (ior  I  will  not  call 
them  principles,)  I  esteem  him  aa  an  ii^ 
nloua.  Knowing,  and  vet^  convivial  man. 

The  other  instance  was  a  paraipiaph  of  a 
letter  to  me,  from  my  old  and  most  inti- 
mate friend  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tem[je,  who  wmte 
thecharacterof  Gray,  which  luaa  had  theko- 
nour  to  be  adopted  both  by  Mr-  Mason  sad 
Dr.  Johnson  in  their  accounts  of  that  poet 
The  words  were :  "  How  can  your  gnat,  I 
will  not  say  your  pious,  but  your  sMral 
friend,  support  the  barbarous  mcasum  of 
administration,  which  they  have  not  Ihe 
iace  to  ask  even  their  infidel  pensioner  Hubk 
to  defend." 

However  confident  of  the  rectitude  of  hii 
own  mind,  Johnson  may  have  felt  nncen 
uneasiness  that  his  conmict  should  be  erro- 
neously imputed  to  unworthy  motives,  bj 
Cd  men ;  and  that  the  influence  of  his  va- 
l)lc  writinp  should  on  that  account  be  is 
an  V  degree  obstructed  or  lessened. 

He  compl^ned  to  a  Bight  HonouraUe 
friend  of  distinguished  talents  and  verr  efe- 

Ct  manners,  with  whom  he  maintained  a 
j  intimacy,  and  whose  generxMitT  toTudi 
him  will  afterwards  appear,  that  lus  pensoa 
baring  been  fnven  to  him  as  a  literary  dot- 
racter,  be  had  been  applied  to  by  sdnuBif- 
tration  to  write  politicail  pamphlets ;  and  be 
was  even  so  mucn  irritated,  that  be  dedarri 
his  resolution  to  resign  his  pension.  Bh 
friend  sliewed  him  the  impropriety  of  lucb 
a  measure,  and  he  afterwards  expressed  his 
gratitude,  and  said  he  had  received  good 
advice.  To  that  friend  he  onre  slfpiimd  s 
wish  to  have  his  pension  secured  to  him  fie 
his  life ;  but  he  neither  asked  nor  received 
from  government  any  reward  whatsorm 
for  his  political  labours.

Sheridan,  how  came 
voii  to  give  a  gold  medal  to  Houic,  f-ir  writ- 
ing  that  iVnili^i  pliiy  ';'  Thia,  you  S<'e,  waK 
wanton  and  insolent ;  but  1  m^anl  to  be 
wanton  and  intolenL  A  metbil  luu  no  value 
but  as  a  stamp  of  merit.  And  was  Sheridan 
to  ftsauine  to  bimnelf  the  right  'nf  giving 
liitti  ^tainp?  If  Shc-ridan  was  magnificent 
cnuugh  to  ItestQwii  gold  medal  ait  an  honor* 
ary  n-ward  of  dramatic  excellence,  he  shoulil 
hare  reiniested  one  of  the  Unt  venitieii  tu 
diuoM*  the  penon  on  whom  it  sboulcl  be 
conlerreil.

Ahingtun*!!  beneflt.  *'  She  wu-h  visiliiig  oome 
ladii-s  whom  I  was  visiting,  arHl  begged  tliat

could  not  hear:  but  she  insiistetl  so  much  nii 
my  coming,  that  it  would  have  been  brutal 
Co  ba\-e  refused  her."  This  was  a  speeili 
iiuite  ciiaracterictjcal.  He  loved  lo  bring 
forward  his  having  been  in  tbegay  circle^ 
of  lilc ;  and  be  wa^  perhapa.  a  little  vain  of 
the  solicitations  of  this  el^nt  and  faahion- 
able  Bi'tre^v  He  tuld  us,  the  play  was  tu 
lie  "  The  Hypocrite,"  altered  froin  t'ibljer's 
"  Nonjuror,  *  soaatoMtiriiec  the  Methodist*. 
"  I  do  not  think  (said  be]  the  character  of 
the  HvpLH-rite  justly  a)ipl)cabU-  In  the 
Itfethoihsls,  but  it  wiui  very  apjilifshle  In 
the  Nunjuront.  I  once  said  to  Dr.  Aludnm, 
a  clergymati  of  Ireland,  who  was  a  great 
Wh^,  that  perfaaps  a  Noi^uror  wouhl  have 
]ieeii  leiu  criminal  in  taking  the  oatha  im- 
pnscil  by  the  ruling  power,  than  ix>(\i5ing 
tiuTH ;  because  rHuning  tluMii  nrcewwrily 
liiid  him  under  almost  an  irresistible  tenip- 
tstion  lu  be  more  crimiiul ;  for  a  man  mmf 
live  ;  and  if  he  precludes  himaelf  I'runi  the 
support  fumislu-d  by  the  establiahim-nt, 
will  probably  be  reduced  to  very  wiclicd 
shifts  tu   muntain  iilniAelf"^     Boswrti. :

Had  not 
bit  own  &ther  complied  with  the  requisition 
of  government,  (as  to  which  he  once  observed 
to  me,  when  I  pressed  him  upon  it,  "  TiuU, 
Kr,  he  was  to  settle  with  himseU;'')  he  would 
probably  have  thought  more  un&vourably 
uf  a  Jacobite  who  took  the  oaths :

Mr.  Strahan  talked  of  launching  into  the 
great  ocean  of  London,  in  order  to  have  a 
chance  for  rising  into  eminence ;  and,  ob- 
serving that  many  men  were  kept  back 
from  trying  their  fortunes  there,  oecause 
they  were  bom  to  a  competency,  said, 
*'  Small  certainties  are  the  bane  or  men  of 
talenU ;"  which  Johnson  confirmed.  Mr. 
Strahan  put  Johnson  in  mind  of  a  remark 
which  he  had  made  to  him;  "There  are 
fkw  ways  m  which  a  man  can  be  more  inno- 
cently employed  than  in  getting  money." 
"  The  more  one  thinks  of  this  (saia  Strahan,) 
the  juster  it  will  appear." 

Mr.  Strahan  han  taken  a  poor  buy  fttsm 
the  country  as  an  apprentice,  upon  Johnson's 
recommendation.  Johnson  having  inquired 
after  him,  said,  "  Mr.  Strahan,  let  me  have 
five  guineas  on  account,  and  I'll  give  this 
boy  one.  Nav,ifaman  recommends  a  bov, 
and  does  nothing  for  him,  it  ia  sad  work. 
Call  him  down." 

I  followed  him  into  the  court-yard,  be- 
hind Mr.  Strahan's  house ;  and  there  I  had

Upon  mlnda  not  eulttd  to  biflexlble  rectitude, 
or  ralod*  In  which  aca]  fur  a  (any  U  pndixninant  to  ex- 
ceu,  cakinn  that  ualh  a|{aliul  conviction  may  hive  been 
palliated  under  the  plea  of  necewliy,  or  ventured  upon 
in  heat,  a»,  upon  iha  wh<rie,  producing  more  cood  than 
evil. 

At  a  county  election  bi  Sontland,  many  yean  ano, 
when  there  wax  a  warm  contiit  between  the  ft-lnids  of 
the  Hanoverian  luccevloni  and  those  anlint  h,  the 
oath  of  abjuralloa  havlnR  been  detnaniled,  the  free- 
buldeta  uptm  one  tide  roae  to  fp  away.  -  Upon  which  a 
very  Mnnuine  Kcntleman,  one  of  Ibelr  number,  ran  to 
the  door  10  atop  them,  callkncoul,  with  much  eanwit- 
neai,  "  Stay,  *tay,  my  fi-lcndt,  and  let  ui  swear  the 
lOpici  out  ii(  It !" 
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a  proof  of  what  I  had  hend  Um  profcw, 
that  he  talked  alike  to  aU.  ^  Some  people 
tell  you  that  th^  let  tbemielTca  down  to 
the  capacity  of  uieir  hearer*.  I  never  do 
that.  I  Bpedi  uniformly,  in  as  intelUgible 
a  manner  as  I  can." 

"  Well,  my  boy,  how  do  jou  go  on  ?  '— 
"Pretty  weQ,  ffir;  but  they  axe  a&aU  I 
an't  Btrong  eoouidi  for  aome  parts  of  tlie 
business."  Joh^sov:  *-Wby  I  riiaU  be 
sorry  for  it;  fbr  when  you  connder  with 
how  little  mental  power  and  corpoveil  labnr 
a  printer  can  get  a  guinea  a  wed,  it  fa  a 
very  de^rable  occupation  fbr  you.  Do  you 
hear,— take  all  the  pains  you  can  \  and  if 
this  does  not  do,  we  must  think  of  aoaw 
other  way  of  life  fbr  you.  There's  a  gidnes." 
Here  was  one  of  the  many,  many  in- 
stances of  his  active  benevolence.  At  tbe 
same  time,  the  slow  and  sonorous  soIemoitT 
with  whichi  while  be  bent  hunself  down,lie 
addressed  a  little  thick  ahort-lcgged  boy, 
contrasted  with  the  hoj's  awkwaztbiMs  snd 
awe,  could  not  but  excite  some  lutficrous 
emotions. 

I  met  him  at  Drury-Iane  plavhousein  tke 
evening.  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  at  Mn- 
Abington's  request,  had  promised  to  fanofi 
a  \»ay  of  wits  to  her  benefit  ;  and  hariu 
secured  forty  places,  in  the  front  bcaet,hid 
done  me  the  honour  to  put  me  in  tbe  voup- 
•Johnson  sat  on  ^e  seat  directly  behind  me: 
and  as  he  could  neither  see  nor  hear  at  sud 
a  distance  from  the  stage,  be  was  wrapped 
up  in  grave  abstracUon,  and  seemed  quite  ■ 
cloud,  amidst  all  the  sunshine  of  glitter  asd 
gaiety.  I  wondered  at  his  patience  in  sitliiv 
out  a  play  of  five  acts,  and  a  fiuxe  of  two- 
He  said  very  little :  but  after  the  proloKW 
to  "Bon  Ton"  had  been  spoken,  whicb  he 
could  hear  pretty  well  from  the  more  iln 
and  distinct  utterance,  he  talked  on  pn>- 
logue-writing,  and  observed,  "  Dryden  ha 
wntten  prologues  superior  to  snr  thit 
David  Gamck  has  written,  but  David  Gar. 
rick  has  written  more  good  prolofraef  than 
Dryden  has  done.  It  is  wondoral  that  be 
has  been  able  to  write  such  variety  of  tbem." 
At  Mr.  Beauclerk's,  where  I  supped.  w» 
Mr.  Garrick,  whom  I  made  hx^  with 
Johnson's  praise  of  his  prologues;  snd  1 
suppose,  in  gratitude  to  bun,  he  took  up  sac 
of  IDS  fiivourite  topics,  tbe  nationality  of  thf 
Scotch,  which  he  maintuned  in  a  plesMH 
manner,  witli  the  aid  of  a  little  poctiol 
fiction.  "Come,  come,  don*t  deny  It:  thiy 
are  reallv  national  Why,  now^uie  AdsB^ 
are  as  liberal-minded  men  as  any  in  tk 
world :  but,  I  don't  know  how  it  is,  all  thdt 
workmen  are  Scotch.  You  are,  to  be  HRt 
wonderfully  free  from  that  nationality:  but 
so  it  happens,  that  you  employ  the  obIt 
Scotch  snoe-black  In  London."  He  imitalM 
the  manner  of  his  old  master  with  ludiciW 
exaggeration  ;  repeating,  with  pauses  0^ 
half-whistlings  interjected. 
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*'  O*  bonim  Mbllnw  d«dll,— Mrtunwiuc  turri 

looking  ilnwavanlB  all  th«  time,  anil,  while 
pronnuncing  ibp  fuur  Luit  Kiinls,  alnululely 
touching  the  rround  with  ■  kind  of'  con- 
torted ffottnilation. 

Gkr&k,  hnwever,  when  he  pleuted,  could 
Unilalc  Johnwn  %*?rj  rxnrllj  ;  far  ihitKTcat 
actor,  with  hu  diMiiifruLtbnJ  powers  gi  ex- 
|RCMioa,  which  w«r«  to  univenully  admind, 
|ii— imml  iliiii  an  adminble  talent  of  miniic- 
Tj.  He  was  always  jcaluus  that  Johnsun 
vpobv  Ufflttl.r  of  him.  1  recollvcl  his  ex- 
blblUng  htm  to  me  one  dar,  u  if  sayinft, 
"  Dart  baa  mine  nmvivial  iilenaantTY  alxnit 
him,  but  'tia  a  futile  fellow ;"  whicli  be  ut- 
tend  porftctlj-  with  Uw'  lone  and  air  of 
Juhnanu.

Ami  lot  it  be  considered, 
that  ihe  claim  of  a  ilotighu-r  who  ha:i  ;kcted 
thu.s,  tul>e  reetoretl  to  her  former  situation,  it 
fitlier  fantosticnl  or  ui^fiist.  If  there  be  no 
value  in  the  diHtmction  of  rank,  what  does 
.die  surter  by  being  kept  in  the  situation  to 
whiihsliebosiicMceniled?  If  thtrcU-avalue 
ill  llml  iliHliiu'tidii.  il  ought  to  be  steadilr 
loainlnincl.  II  imUiljiemTi  be  shewn  to  iucn 
contlucl,  and  iho  nlk-niiers  know  llml  in  a 
longer  or  rtifrter  time  tbwy  shall  be  received 
as  well  8fi  if  Uiey  had  not  contaminated  tlioir 
Mood   liv  a  baw  alliance,  the  great  check

lies,  and  I  asked  if  he  wok  not  a  man  of 
lense.  Joimtox  :  '*  Why,  Sir,  he  ia  not  a 
dirtinct  relater ;  and  I  ihould  sav,  be  la  nei- 
ther Abounding  nor  deticient  in  senae.  1 
did  not  ptTcei%-e  any  Bup«.'norily  ol"  under- 
stunding."  BoswELL  t  **  But  will  ^vou  not 
allow  buo  a  nublcneasof  resvlutiun,  in  pene* 
trdling  into  distant  renins?"  Jduksom  ■ 
"That,  8ir,  ik  not  to  Uie  present  ^irpose : 
Wc  are  tiUkiiig  of  sense.  A  lighting;  cock 
has  a  Dublencu  of  rewlutioil." 

Next  day.  Sunday,  Aprils,  I  dined  with 
hbu  at  Mr-  lloolc'8.  We  talkol  ul"  Piipc- 
J<>ux*uK  1  '-He  wrote  his  '  Dunciad*  lor 
faille.  That  was  his  primarr  motive.  Had 
it  not  been  for  (hat,  the  dunces  niif{ht  have 
railed  atrainst  bini  till  they  wi-rc  w^-ary, 
wilhiHil  tiLa  truubhiig  hlnuetf  about  tfaeni. 
He  lU-liglitvd  tn  vex  tbcni,  no  duubt ;  but 
he  liad  more  delight  iti  seeing  bow  well  he 
could  vex  liiem." 

'ITie  "Odes  to  Olacnrity  and  ObUvion," 
in  ridicule  of  "  tool  Maiuin  and  w  arm  Gray," 
being  mentioned.  Johnson  said,  "They  are 
Colnum's  best  Lliinjfs."  L'i>on  its  being  ob- 
served  that  it  was  litlieved  thwe  Odes  were 
made  by  Lolniaii  and  Liuydjoinlly  — Johx- 
soK  ;  '•  Nay,  Sir,  huw  can  two  [n-oplc  itwkc 
An  Ode?  I'crhnpa  one  made  one  of  them, 
and  vw  the  iilhur."  I  ol)(ien.*«d  that  two 
|KH)]it<.'  had  made  a  jday,  and  cinuted  the  nn- 
L'cdolf  of  Bt'iiiiiiuint  and  Klctilior,  who  were 
brimghl  under  sij»]J!cion  of  treajwju.  liecause, 
while  concerting  th«;  plan  ofatragedy  when 
silting  together  at  a  tarem,  one  of  tliem 
wm  overbiiird  savingtu  tlie  other, "  I'll  kill 
the  King."  Jojiksok  :  "  The  first  of  thi'se 
Odes  is  the  best ;  but  they  are  both  good. 
Tbi?y  ex^MiM^l  a  very  bad  kind  of  writuig." 
KoswKLL  :  "  Surely,  Sir,  Mr.  Mason's  '  rJ- 
frida'  is  •  fine  poeni :  at  leant  you  will  allow 
there  are  some  good  poainges  In  iu"  Johw- 
iiox  !  *'  Then*  are  now  and  then  some  good 
imitations  of -Miltuti's  li:id  manner." 

]  oflt-n  wi^ndered  at  hi*  lim  entinuitionof 
the  wrilingfiof  Gray  ond  Mason.  OfGray's 
poetry  I  have,  in  a  Vormer  |uu-t  of  Lhis  work, 
exprv-sM^l  my  high  opinion  ;  and  lor  that  of 
Mr.  Meson  I  have  ever  entertaiiu-ii  u  wnnTi 
admiration.  His "'  Klfrida"  is  exijuiaite.  Iiotli 
in  tKH-'tiriil  ilt-M'ription  aiid  iiiurul  nentiniL'nt ; 
nnd  ■'  Caractacus"  is  u  iiuble  dmma.  Nur 
can  I  ouiil  paying  my  tribute  of  praise  to 
Mime  of  his  smaller  poenis.  whk-h  1  have 
reail  willi  pleasure,  and  whiili  no  critii-ism 
rihail  [KTDUsdc  nie  not  to  like.  If  1  won- 
dereii  ni  .TuhiiMin's  not  tasting  the  works  of 
Mosun  and  t>niy,  still  more  have  I  won- 
dered at  their  not  tasting  his  works:  that 
(bey  should  be  iniu.-i>!able  to  his  energy  uf 
dictiim,  to  hts  sjdcndour  of  image*,  and  com- 
prehension uf  thought.    Taitea  jat^  ditltx 
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as  to  the  violin,  the  flute,  tlie  hautboy,  in 
abort  all  the  lesser  instruments :  but  who 
can  be  insensible  to  the  powerful  impres- 
sions of  the  majestic  otvan  F 

His  "  Taxation  no  'i^ranny"  being  men- 
tioned,  he  said,  "■  I  think  I  have  not  been 
attacked  enough  for  it-  Attack  ia  the  reac- 
tion ;  I  never  think  I  have  hit  hard,  unless 
it  rebounds."  Boswell  :  "  I  don't  know. 
Sir,  what  you  would  be  at.  Five  or  six  shots 
of  small  arms  in  every  newspaper,  and  rc< 

Fated  cannonading  in  pamphlets,  might, 
think,  satisfy  you.  But,  Sir,  you'll  never 
make  out  this  match,  of  which  we  have 
talked,  with  a  certain  political  lady,  since 
you  arc  so  severe  against  her  principles." 
JoHMSOH  :  "Nay,  Sir,  I  have  the  better 
chance  for  that.  She  is  like  the  Amazons 
of  old  ;  she  must  be  courted  by  the  sword. 
But  I  have  not  been  severe  upon  her." 
Boswell  :  "  Yes,  Sir,  you  have  made  her 
lidic'Uous."  JoRHSOK  :  "  That  was  already 
done,  Sir.  To  endeavour  to  make  her  ridi- 
culous, is  like  blacking  the  chimney." 

I  put  faim  in  minu  that  the  landlord  at 
Kllon  in  Scotland  said,  that  he  heard  he  was 
the  greatest  man  in  England, — next  to  I^urd 
Mansfield.  "  Ay,  Sir,  (said  he,)  the  excep* 
tlun  defined  the  idea.  A  Scotchman  could 
gu  no  farther. 

'  The  force  of  Nature  couM  no  Eirther  go,'  " 

Iiadv  Miller's  collection  of  verses  by  fe- 
shionablc  people,  which  were  put  into  her 
vase  at  Batheaston  villa,  near  Bath,  in  com- 
petition  for  honorary  prizes,  being  mention* 
ed,  he  held  them  very  cheap;  SohU  rimh 
(said  he)  is  a  mere  conceit,  and  on  o/if  conceit 
rwMJ ;  I  wonder  how  people  were  persuadeil 
to  write  in  that  manner  for  this  lady."  I 
named  a  gentleman  of  his  acquaintance  who 
wrote  for  the  vase.  Johnson  j  "  He  was 
a  blockhead  for  his  pains."  Boswell  : 
"  The  Dutchess  of  Northumberland  wrote." 
JuHXSON :  "  Sir,  the  Dutchess  of  North- 
umberland may  do  what  she  pleases :  no- 
body will  say  any  thing  to  a  lady  of  lier  high 
ranic.  But  I  should  he  apt  to  throw  ••••"••g 
verses  in  his  face." 

I  talked  of  thecheerfulness  of  Fleet-street, 
owins  to  the  constant  quick  succession  of 
people  which  we  perceive  passing  through  it. 
JoHKSOif  I  "  Why,  Sir,  Fleet-street  has  a 
very  animated  appearance  ;  but  I  think  the 
full  tide  of  human  existence  is  at  Charing> 
cross." 

He  niade*the  common  remark  on  the  un- 
happiness  which  men  who  have  led  a  busy 
life  experience,  when  they  retire  in  expec- 
tation of  enjoying  themselves  at  ease,  and 
that  thev  gener^y  languish  for  want  of 
their  habitual  occupation,  and  wish  to  re- 
turn to  it.  He  mentioned  as  strong  an  in- 
■tance  of  this  as  can  well  be  iinogincdT  "  An 
eminent  tallow. chandler  in  London,  who  had 
■oquirt-d  a  considerable  Curtunc,  gave  the 


trade  in  &vour  of  hia  foreman,  and  went  to 
live  at  a  country-house  near  town.  He 
soon  grew  weary,  and  paid  frequent  vints 
to  his  old  shop,  where  he  denrud  they  nigfac 
let  him  know  their  uteUmg-dmifs^  aod  he 
would  come  and  aamst  them  ;  which  be  ac- 
cordinglv  did.  Here,  Sir,  was  s  man,  to 
whom  toe  most  diifnutiiig  (drcumatance  ia 
the  bunoess  to  which  be  had  been  used,  vas 
a  relief  from  idleness." 

On  Wednesday,  April  fi,  I  dined  with  kirn 
at  Messieurs  DUly's,  with  Mr.  John  Scott 
of  Amwell,  the  Quaker ;  Mr.  Lanstoo ; 
Mr.  Miller  (now  Sir  John  ;)and  Dr.  Twhoh 
Campbell,  an  Irish  Cleii^nun,  whom  I  took 
the  liberty  of  inviting  to  Mr.  Dillj'st^fe, 
having  seen  him  at  Mr.  Tbimle'a,  and  been 
told  that  he  had  come  to  F.fg^and  ddefly 
with  a  view  to  see  Dr.  Johnson,  fbr  whoa 
he  entertained  the  highest  Teneiation.  H« 
has  since  published  **  A  Pliiloao^iical  Sur- 
vey of  the  South  of  Ireland,"  a  very  enttr. 
taming  book,  which  baa,  however,  one  ftolt : 
— that  it  assumes  the  fictitious  chuactcr  of 
an  Englishman. 

Wetalked  of  public  8peakinf(. — JoBiraox: 
'MVe  must  not  estimate  a  man's  powen  I17 
his  beine  able  or  not  able  to  deliver  his  sot- 
timents  in  public.  Isaac  Hawldna  Biune, 
one  of  the  first  wits  of  this  country,  got  inte 
Parliament,  and  never  opened  ma  moutk 
For  my  own  part,  I  think  it  is  more  dU- 
graceful  never  to  try  to  apeak,  Uian  to  try 
it,  and  fail;  as  it  is  more  oiwncefiil  not  to 
fight,  than  to  fight  and  beSeaten."  Thii 
argument  appeared  to  me  fallacious ;  fat  if 
a  man  has  not  spoken,  it  may  be  said  tbatbe 
would  have  done  very  well  if  he  had  tried; 
whereas,  if  he  has  tried  and  fidled,  tlwre  ii 
nothing  to  be  said  for  him.  "  WTiy  thea  (I 
asked,)  is  it  thought  diagraceftil  for  a  fflsa 
not  to  fight,  and  not  disgraceful  not  tospok 
in  pubhc?"  Johnson:  '^Because  tMre 
may  be  other  reasons  for  a  man's  not  speak- 
ing in  public  than  want  of  resolution :  be 
may  have  nothing  to  say  (lauf^iing.]  nime- 
as.  Sir,  you  know  courage  ia  reckroed  tk 
greatest  of  all  virtues  ;  because,  unlesi  a 
man  has  that  virtue,  he  baa  no  security  fbr 
preserving  any  other." 

He  observed,  that  *'  the  statutes  af(unit 
bribery  were  intended  to  prevent  uprtaiU 
with  money  from  gettinginto  I^liameitr 
adding,  that  "if  he  were  a  gentleman  d 
landed  propertv,  he  would  turn  out  aQbii 
tenants  who  di'd  not  vote  for  the  can^ikte 
whom  he  supported."  Lahoton  :  *•  WouU 
not  that,  ^ir.  be  checking  the  freedon  d 
election?"  Johnson.-  "Sir,  the  law  doc* 
not  mean  that  the  privilgie  of  voting  AoM 
be  independent  of  old  family  interest;  of 
the  permanent  property  of  the  countiy." 

On  Thursday,  April  C,  I  dined  witn  hi" 
at  Mr.  Thomas  Davies's,  with  Mr.  Hictj. 
the  painter,  and  my  old  actiuaiiitancr,  JUr. 
Moody,  the  player. 
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Dr.  Jufauon,  M  UKuI.  spoke  conUTiiptu. 
irtjJr  nf  Collev  C-ibI*r.  "  ft  ia  wonilCTftil 
that  a  mu),  wfiu  far  fnrty  vL-ars  had  lived 
vith  the  R[o^  ^"<'  wiltv.  i)ic>um  hare  sc- 
ijllired  10  UI  the  talents  oVconrenatian  i  anil 
lie  bwl  but  half  tc  furoiah ;  fur  uae  half  of 
what  be  wd  vaa  oatlu."  He,  howerer, 
tUowed  ooondomble  merit  to  nine  of  bia 
romediea,  i&d  mid  there  was  no  muon  tn 
bclirrc  Uiat  the  "CarctcM  lliiKbanil"  was 
nat  vrillco  bj  bii>uK-t£  D-iviey  auiJ,  he 
vaa  the  flnt  dnmatic  trriter  who  introduced 
senteel  Udiea  upoo  the  ita^e.  JohnAon  rr< 
ruled  hta  obaemtion  b^  inirtanciiifr  wvptsI 
Kuch  dunctcts  io  comeuieg  b«rure  tiis  time. 
Djivit*  (tirioi;  t*  de&Qil  binudf  from  a 
cbatwe  of  ignorance  i)  *'  1  mean  gt*nli-rl  mo- 
ral diaractn*."  "I  think  (uid  HicliT) 
oratiUtT  tad  tnaralitj  are  inaeiurabk'-" 
JUotwzLt :  *'  Br  no  mean*,  Skr.  Th<?  ^n- 
t«ele3t  i!har3ct(?rfi  are  otteii  the  ninaL  imino- 
nl>  l>M-4  not  I^>rd  C'lu-tlcHicM  give  pr^ 
cepta  I'oT  unitinf^  wick«dneM  and  the  mcea  f 
A  man,  indcttil,  u  not  geoteel  when  be  gvtA 
dnink  ;  but  most  vicn  may  lie  committed 
vvTT  avntcelly :  a  man  may  debauch  bia 
biatdt  wife  f{«nteelly :  he  mav  cheat  at 
nrda  j;cnte«|]T."  II  icxr :  '- 1  <)<>  nnl  ihink 
lio/  ta  veoteei."  Ilonwr-n. :  "  Sir,  11  may 
Diri  be  like  a  gentleman,  but  it  may  be  gen- 
te*L"  JoRvsoir:  "  Yoii  are  meaning  two 
dlSereot  Uungs.  One  mcanM  exu-rior 
gnoe;  the  other,  honour-  It  is  certain  that 
■  nm  nay  be  very  immoral  with  exterior 
gnce.  I^relace.  in  •  Clariaaa.'  U  a  very 
cratecl  and  i  verv  wicked  cbaracter.  Tom 
TlervOT,  who  died  t'other  day,  tlujugh  a  vi. 
cioua  man,  wa.>  one  of  the  ^enteclrst  men 
that  eeer  Ured."  Tom  Daviea  instanced 
Charlea  the  Second.  JoiiXitov  (laklnff  fire 
b1  any  attack ii^Hiu  that  I'rimc,  fur  itlmin  lir 
had  an  extraordinary  ^nrliality  :)  ''Cluirlcs 
the  Second  was  licentious  in  his  practice ; 
but  b*  always  had  a  rtrercnce  fur  what  was 
ie»od.  Qkanea  the  Scc-ond  knew  hia  peniilc, 
and  rewarded  meriU  The  Cliurcb  was  at 
DO  time  better  filled  than  in  his  n.'icii>  He 
waa  the  best  King  we  liarc  bad  from  his 
lime  till  the  reien  of  his  present  x^iajosty, 
itcept  .laniea  the  Second,  who  waa  a  refv 
fitHiA  Kiiift.  but  unhappily  believed  that  (t 
waa  ncjaaaiuy  fi>r  the  aalvation  of  bis  nib- 
jrrtM  that  Ifae^  should  W  Hiuiuin  Catli(jlic9. 
//«  had  the  ra<Tit  of  <.-iidouvuurin^  to  do 
what  bv  Ibou^t  was  fur  the  aalTltioD  of  the 
aoula  of  bia  subjects,  till  be  lost  a  Creat  eiii> 
jnre,  IFif,  wbu  tliou^iit  that  we  Hhould  no/ 
be  wrcd  if  we  were  Koman  (.'atholics,  had 
the  Bierit  of  maintaininf;  our  reli^on.  nt  the 
cayeiM*  of  mbniittinj;  ourselvf*  lo  the  go. 
vcnunmt  of  King  >\  illutm,  fur  it  cnuld  mtl 
W  done  otherwise, — to  the  gnrcnimenl  of 
one  of  the  motit  wortUesi  acotindreU  that 
rrer  rsisleil.  _   Xn ;  Cliarlra  the  Second  w.is 

Dot  nich  a  man  a* ,  (naming  aimther 

I  did  not  destroy  his  liiluL-r's  will. 
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ilc  took  money,  indeed,  (torn  France  t  but 
be  did  not  betray  tho9eovpr  whom  hcmled> 
Me  did  not  let  t bo  French  lleet  paM  oun. 
Cicorge  the  Tint  knew  nothing,  and  dMlnd 
to  know  notlting  t  did  niitbing,  and  dedml 
to  do  nothing;  and  the  only  goml  thing  thai 
is  told  of  hiai  is,  that  he  w^cd  to  mtore 
thecrown  toits  hereilitarj-  successor."  He 
roared  with  pro()i)(i'<iiH  violence  againxt 
George  the  Sc^-ond.  When  be  ceased.  Bloo- 
dy inti-rjc^'teiU  in  an  Irish  tone,  and  with  a 
comic  look, '"  Ah  I  poor  (jeorge  the  Second." 

I  mentioned  Uiat  Dr.  Thomas  CatnpltcU 
iuui  come  rrtiiii  Ireland  to  London,  princl 
pally  to  sea  l>r.  Johnson.  He  seemed  an- 
gry at  this  observation.  Daties  :  "Why, 
you  know.  Sir,  thertf  nuiiea  man  from  Sttam 
to  9MH-  IJvy  :*  and  Corelli  caine  to  Engund 
to  see  I'uicelUf  uid,  when  he  beard  be  was 
dead,  went  directly  back  ag^n  to  Italy." 
.loHMsoMt  "  1  diniildnnt  hare  wished  to' be 
dead  to  disappoint  Camphell,  bad  he  l>een  so 
fooliab  at  you  represent  him;  but  I  sbnuld 
have  wished  to  have  been  a  hundred  miles 
off."  Thi*  was  ajijiarently  pervenK:  and  I 
iln  beliere  it  was  not  his  real  way  of  think- 
ing  {  be  could  nut  but  like  a  man  who  came 
BO  far  to  see  him.  He  lauche<l  with  some 
eomptaeeiicv,  when  I  told  bini  Campbell's 
ixl<l  expresaon  to  me  concerning  him  i "  That 
having  seen  such  a  man,  was  a  thing  to  talk 
of  a  century  hence," — aa  if  b«  tould  live  so 
lonu. 

"  c  got  bito  an  argument  whether  the 
Judges  who  went  to  India  might  with  pro* 
[iriety  engajre  in  trade.  Johnson  warmly 
maiDtoiced  that  Ihcy  might,  "  For  why  (he 
urged)  sliuiild  not  Judges  get  riebea,  as  well 
as  thow  who  dew.T\'e  Ihem  lena?"  I  said, 
they  should  hare  sutlioient  salaries,  and 
have  nothing  to  tidcc  nil  their  attention  from 
the  aj&irs  or  the  public*  Johsbom;  "No 
Judge,  Sir,  can  give  bis  whole  attention  tn 
bis  olfice;  and  it  is  very  proper  that  be 
should  employ  wlial  lime  be  has  to  himself, 
to  his  own  advnntnge,  in  llie  moct  profit* 
ahle  manner."  "  Then,  Sir  (told  Davies, 
w_ho  enlivened  the  dispute  by  making  it 
samewJuil  drAinalJc,)  he  may  become  nn  in. 
surer;  end  when  be  is  going  to  the  bench, 
he  may  be  sloppt-d, — 'Your  lordship  can- 
not go" vet :  here  is  a  bunch  of  invoices ;  se- 
veral sfiips  are  about  losall.'"  Joiiswst 
"  Sir.  yon  may  s*  well  say  a  Judge  should 
not  have  a  bouse;  forther  may  come  and 
tell  him, '  Your  Lordship's  house  la  on  fire  :* 
imd  fo,  instead  of  nr^noing  the  bu#inen8  of 
his  court,  he  is  to  be  occupied  in  getting  the 
engine  with  the  greatest  speed.  There  Li 
no  end  nf  ihii.  Kvery  Judge  who  has  land. 
trailes  to  a  certain  extent  in  com  or  in 
cattle;  and  in  the  laml  itself  urduubtedly 
his  slewiwd  acta  for  him.  and  ho  iId  clerks  for

It  ia 
ironil'mul,  whcni  o  calculation  is  maile.  flow 
little  llu^  min<L  is  actually  employed  in  tbe 
disdiar});c  oCany  profcnsiiuri.  No  man  wuiild 
be  a  Judge,  U[>oii  ttie  comlHion  oC  bpin^  to- 
tally  a  Judge.  The  best  em[)loytd  lavrviT 
boK  Ui«  tiiinil  ill  work'  but  fur  a.  omall  prntun- 
tion  nt'his  time:  a  prcai  iUmI  uf  liis  uci-u|iu- 
tion  U  merely  mcoliunioal — I  once  wrote 
Inr  a  majniiiinu:  I  made  a  calculatiun,  tbjt 
if  I  sbould  write  but  a  [Mgc  a  day.  at  the 
aame  rate,  1  should,  in  ten  yeare.  write  nine 
volumes  in  fuHo,  of  an  ordinary  size  and 
print."

there  was  some  happiness  produced  bv  hope. 
Being  pressed  upon  this  subject,  and  asked 
if  he  really  was  of  opinion,  tnat  though,  in 
Deneral,  luippi»ess  was  very  rare  in  human 
life,  a  man  was  not  sometinies  happy  in  the 
moment  that  was  present,  he  answered, 
**  Never,  but  when  he  is  drunk." 

He  urged  General  Oglethorpe  to  give  the 
world  hia  Life.  He  said,  '■'■  I  know  no  man 
whose  Life  would  be  more  interesting.  If 
I  were  furnished  with  materials,  I  would 
be  very  glad  to  write  it."» 

Mr.  Scott  of  Amwell'a  El^es  were  ly- 
ing in  the  room.  Ur.  Johnson  observed, 
"  They  are  very  well;  but  such  as  twentv 
people  might  write."  Upon  this,  I  took 
occasion  to  controvert  Horace's  maxim, 

" poedlocrtbus  ene  poetli 

Nod  Dl,  aoa  hoaUae*,  nan  coatenere  columimt'' 

for  here  (I  observed)  was  a  very  middle-rate 

}>oet,  who  pleased  many  readers,  and  there- 
ore  poetry  of  a  middle  sort  was  entitle*)  to 
some  esteem ;  nor  could  I  see  why  poetry 
should  not,  like  every  thing  else,  have  dif- 
ferent gradations  of  excellence,  and  conse- 
quently uf  value.  Johnson  repeated  the 
cimmion  remark,  that  '^as  there  is  no  neces- 
sity for  our  having  poetry  at  all,  it  being 

ptctcd  uhI  unsolicited.  Soon  after  the  publkmUoD  of 
mjr  "  Account  orCor-ica,"  he  did  me  the  honour  in  call 
Ml  me,  and  approBchlng  me  with  «  frank  courteout  air, 
laU,  "  My  name,  Sir.  ii  ORlelhorpe,  and  I  wiih  to  be 
■cquainterl  with  you."  I  WM  not  a  Utile  flattered  to  be 
Ihu)  acUtrcwcd  by  an  eminent  man,  of  whom  I  had  read 
In  l'u|ie,  from  my  early  yean,

No  more  of  hia  convenation  for  aome  dan 
appears  in  uiy  journal,  except  that  when  a 
gentleman  tmd  him  be  had  Eou^t  a  wit  of 
Uce  fur  his  lady,  he  said,  "  Well,  Sir,  ytn 
have  done  a  gtwd  thiof  and  s  wise  tUw." 
**  I  have  done  a  good  thuur,  (aaid  the  geoue. 
man,)  but  I  do  not  know  mat  I  have  une  a 
wise  thing."  Jobmson  :  "  Ves,  Sr ;  no 
money  is  Getter  spent  thmn  what  is  laid  out 
for  domestic  satismction.  A  man  ia  picas. 
ed,  that  his  wife  is  dreat  as  vdU  aa  olber 
people ;  and  a  wi&  is  pleased,  that  ibe  ii 
dreat." 

On  Friday,  April  14,  being  Good-Fiiday, 
I  repaired  to  him  in  the  morning,  accor^ng 
to  my  usual  custom  on  that  dar,  and  tocik- 
fiisted  with  him.  I  observed  that  he  fisted 
so  very  strictly,  that  he  did  not  even  taste 
bread,  and  took  no  milk  with  his  tea;  Inj^ 
pose,  because  it  is  a  kind  of  animal  lood. 

He  entered  upon  the  state  of  tlie  nation, 
and  thus  discoursed:  '*  Sir,  the  great  ntit- 
fortune  now  is,  that  government  hai  too 
little  power.  All  that  it  has  to  faertow  mii5t 
of  necessity  be  f^ven  to  support  itaelf  t  n 
that  it  cannot  reward  merit.  No  nun,  fin 
instance,  can  now  be  made  a  Bishop  fiir  hii 
learning  and  piety  ;J  his  only  chance  £» 
promotion  is  his  being  connected  withsome- 
Dodr  wlio  has  parliamentarr  interest.

— a  man  who  meant  welf^ — a  man  who  had 
his  blood  full  of  prerogative, — was  a  tbet^ 
retical  statesman — a  book-ininister,--anil 
thought  this  country  could  be  ffovenied  bv 
the  influence  of  the  Crown  alone.  Thai. 
Sir,  he  gave  up  a  great  deal.  He  adri. 
sed  the  King  to  agree  that  the  Judges 
should  hold  tbeir  places  for  liie,  instmi 
of  losing  them  at  the  accesaioD  ot  a  oev 
King.  Lord  Bute,  I  suppose,  thouf^t  to 
make  the  King  popular  by  his  rnnrfwiii' 
but  the  ]>cople  never  nunded  it;  anditni 
a  most  impolitic  measure-  There  is  no  rea- 
son why  tt  Judge  should  hold  his  office  far 
life,  more  than  any  other  person  in  pubb:

A  Judge  may  bi* 
come  corrupt,  and  yet  there  mav  not  be  l^ 
gal  evidence  against  him.

.UoswKLi.:  ''  BociUiHe,  Sir,  he  found  a  rut- 
ten  building,  'i'he  |iolilii.'al  coach  wtLs  drawn 
br  a  aet  of  bad  horK's ;  it  was  acreMory  tu 
CMOge  theni."  Johksos  :  '*  But  he  should 
have  cliangcd  thera  oneliv  one." 

I  told  bim  thiLt  I  had  l>et>n  informed  by 
Mr.  Orme,  that  many  parts  of  tbe  Kast  hi- 
diirs  wore  better  mapped  than  the  High* 
lands  of  Si'ntlaad.  .Tounhun:  "That  a 
country  may  be  mapped,  il  nitist  be  IraveU 
letL  over."  "  Nay,  (said  I,  meaning  to 
laugh  with  him  at  one  of  hii  prejudice] 
can't  you  uy,  it  is  not  worth  ituip|jiiig  ?" 

An  we  walketl  to  St-  C'K-irnnil'ii  rlntrcbi 
and  raw  sercral  shupii  open  upon  this  moat 
solemn  &st-day  of  the  Christian  worbl.  [ 
reniarkvtl,  that  one  disadvantage,  arising 
from  tbe  immensity  of  lAiiidou,  ivua,  that 
nobody  was  heeded  by  his  neighbour  ;  there 
was  no  fear  of  censure  fur  not  observing 
Good-Friday,  as  it  oiiglil  tu  be  kei>l,  and  M 
it  is  kept  in  country  t^iwiia.  He  said,  it 
wB^  upon  the  whole,  very  well  observed 
even  in  London.  He,  however,  ownedi 
that  Ix>udon  was  too  Urse  ;  but  added,  "  It 
a  [M'lmeiige  t»  s&y,  tUc  nead  Is  too  big  for 
the  body.  It  woubl  be  as  much  too  big, 
though  tbe  body  were  ever  00  targe :  that 
t.t  to  nay,  though  the  country  were  ever  so 
extensive.  It  has  no  similarity  to  a  hsBcl 
connected  with  n  bodv." 

Dr.  ^V'etherelL,  Slajtcr  of  Uaiverutj 
Cullegv-,  f  Oxford,  a(Toiii)ia»ieil  u.s  litrnie  frutn 
chiircii  1  and,  atttrr  he  was  gone,  there  came 
two  other  gentlemen,  one  of  whom  uttered 
the  coniman-place  complaints,  tiiat,  by  the 
incroaae  of  taxett,  labour  woulrl  be  dear, 
other  nations  would  underwell  wt,  and  our 
commerce  would  be  niineil-  Joiiksok, 
(amiliag:)  "Never  fear.  Sir.  Our  com* 
uieree  is  m  a  very  goo<l  state;  and  suppose 
we  Iiad  no  commerce  at  all,  we  could  live 
very  well  on  the  prwluce  of  our  own  coun- 
try." I  rannot  omit  Id  mmlioii,  that  I  ne- 
ver knew  any  man  wlio  was  less  dis|)09ed  to 
lie  nuerulouH  than  Johnson.  Whether  the 
subject  was  his  own  silttatiim,  or  tbe  slate 
ofiiie  public,  or  the  sUte  of  human  nature 
in  general,  though  he  saw  the  evils,  hla 
minij  was  lumetTtn  rcaoluliun.  and  never 
to  whining  or  oimplaiut. 

We  went  wain  to  St.  Clement's  in  the 
afternmin.     lie  bad  found  lault  with  Ihc 

Iireacber  in  the  momiitg,  fur  not  choosing  a 
cxt  adapteii  to  the  day.  The  preacher  lu 
the  afternoon  liad  chosen  uiie  extrenu-ly 
proper ;  "  It  Is  finished." 
Aft«r  the  evening  service,  be  will, "  Conus 
Sk 
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vou  shall  go  home  with  me,  and  sit  just  an 
nour."  But  he  was  better  tlian  his  word  t 
fiir  after  we  had  drunk  tea  with  Mrd.  Wil- 
liams, he  asked  me  to  go  up  to  his  study 
with  him,  where  we  sat  a  long  while  tof^ 
ther,  in  a  serene  undisturbed  frame  of  mind, 
sometimes  in  silence  and  sometimes  con- 
Tersing,  as  we  felt  ourselves  inclined,  or, 
more  properlv  speaking,  as  he  was  inclined  ; 
fbr,  during  all  the  coune  of  m;  long  intima- 
cy with  him,  mj  respectful  attention  ne- 
ver abated,  and  my  wish  to  hear  him  was 
such,  that  I  constantly  watched  every 
dawning  of  communication  from  that  great 
and  illuminated  mind. 

He  observed,  **  All  knowledge  is  of  itself 
of  some  value.  There  ia  nothmgso  minute 
or  inconsiderable,  that  I  would  not  rather 
know  it  than  not.    In  the  same  manner,  all 

Eower,  of  whatever  sort,  is  of  itself  deaira- 
le-  A  man  would  not  submit  to  learn  to 
hem  a  ruffle,  of  his  wife,  or  his  wife's  maid ; 
but  if  a  mere  wish  could  attain  it,  he  would 
ntherwish  to  be  able  to  hem  a  ruffle." 

He  anin  advised  me  to  keep  a  journal 
fliUy  ana  minutely,  but  not  to  mention  such 
triifes  aa,  that  meat  was  too  much  or  too  little 
done,  or  that  the  weather  was  tair  or  rainy. 
He  had,  till  verv  near  his  death,  a  contempt 
fiir  the  notion  toat  the  weather  affects  the 
human  frame 

I  told  him  that  our  friend  Goldsmith  had 
s^d  to  me  that  he  bad  come  too  late  into 
the  world,  for  that  Pope  and  other  poets  had 
taken  up  the  places  in  the  Temple  of  Fame  t 
so  that,  as  but  a  few  at  any  period  can  pos- 
sess poetical  reputation,  a  man  of  genius 
can  now  hardly  acquire  it.  Johhbok: 
"  That  is  one  of  the  most  sensible  things  I 
have  ever  heard  of  Goldsmith.  It  is  difficult 
to  get  literary  feme,  and  it  is  every  day  grow- 
ingf  more  difficult.  Ah,  Sir,  that  should 
make  a  man  think  of  securing  happiness  in 
another  world,  which  all  who  try  sincerely 
for  it  may  attain.  In  comparison  of  that, 
how  little  are  all  other  things !  The  belief 
of  immortality  is  impressed  upon  all  men, 
and  all  men  act  under  an  impression  of  it, 
however,  they  may  talk,  and  though,  per^ 
baps,  they  may  iJe  scarcely  sensibfe  of  it" 
I  said,  it  appeared  to  me  that  some  people 
had  not  the  least  notion  of  immortality ; 
and  I  mentioned  a  distinguished  gentleman 
of  our  acquaintance.  JonvsoM  :  "Sir,  if 
it  were  not  for  the  notion  of  immortality,  he 
would  cut  a  throat  to  fill  his  pockets." 
When  I  quoted  this  to  Beoucleii,  who 
knew  much  more  of  the  gentleman  tlun  we 
did,  he  said  in  his  acid  manner,  "  He  would 
cut  a  throat  to  fill  hii  pockets,  if  it  were  not 
for  fear  of  being  hanged." 

Dr.  Johnson  proceeded  :  "  Sir,  there  is  a 
great  cry  about  Infidelity :  but  there  are,  in 
reality,  very  few  infidela.  I  have  heard  a 
penon,  orijnnaUj  a  Quaker,  but  now,  I  am 
■frdd,  a  Deift,  aay,  that  he  did  not  believe 


there  were,  in  all  Kngland,  above  two  hun- 
dred Infidels." 

He  was  pleased  to  mj,**  If  yoneaoete 
settle  here,  we  will  have  one  day  in  the 
week  on  which  we  will  meet  by  ounelvet. 
That  is  the  happiest  convereaUon,  when 
there  is  no  competition,  no  vanity,  but  a 
calm  quiet  intercnange  of  sentiinenta.**  la 
his  private  roister,  this  eveniiw  is  tfaoa 
marked,  "  Boawdl  aat  with  me  tm  ai^f 
we  had  some  serious  talk."*  It  also  sa. 
pears  from  the  same  record,  that  after  I  Mk 
him  he  wasoccnjued  in  xel^pous  dutka,ia 
"  giving  Franas,  his  servant,  some  &n. 
tlmis  for  preparation  to  cammunicat« ;  m  i^ 
viewing  his  life,  and  resolviiig  on  bettar 
conduct"  The  humility  and  ntety  wUdi 
he  discovers  on  such  occasiona,  is  truly  cdi- 
f^g.  No  saint,  however,  in  tlw  coune  af 
his  religious  war&re,  was  more  senaUk  of 
the  unhappy  fitilure  of  pious  reaolvea,  tban 
Johnson.  He  said  one  day,  **llri»«g  to  an 
acquaintance  on  this  sulgect,  **  Sir,  Hdl  i> 
paved  with  good  intentions. **•!- 

On  Sunday,  April  le,  bring  Easter-day, 
after  having  attended  the  aolenm  service  it 
St  Paul'a,  I  dined  with  Dr.  Johnsoa  and 
Mra.  Williams.  I  maintained  that  Hsckc 
was  wrong  in  placing  h^imneaa  la  yUad- 
mtroH,  f(ff  that  I  thouriit  admiratiott  CMtf 
the  most  wreeable  oif  ul  our  leelings;  aad  I 
TepetteA  Uiat  I  had  lost  much  of  my  dii^ 
aition  to  admire,  which  people  generally  do 
aa  they  advance  in  lifb.  JoBvaoir :  **  Sir, 
as  a  man  advances  in  life,  be  gets  what  ■ 
better  than  admiration, — judgment,  to  es- 
timate things  at  their  true  value.**  I  stiU 
insisted  that  admiration  was  more  plfwi-g 
than  judgment,  as  love  is  mcov  plcaaag 
than  iriendship.  The  feeling  of  fiiendahut 
18  like  that  of  being  comfort&lv  filled  wiu 
roast  beef;  love,  liae  being  enuvened  with 
champagne.  Jouxsok  ■  *■*  No,  Sir ;  adui- 
ration  and  love  are  like  being  Intoxkated 
with  champagne ;  judnnent  and  ftiendridp 
tike  being  cnltvened.  w^aller  has  hit  upon 
the  same  thought  with  you  i  X  but '  <^'' 
believe  you  have  borrowed  firom  Waller.  I 
wish  you  would  enable  yourself  to  bonw 
more." 

He  then  took  occasion  to  enlazge  on  the 
advanta^  of  reading,  and  combated  the  idle 
superficial  notion,  that  knowledge  enouh 
may  be  acquired  in  conversation.  "The 
ftiundation  ^sald  he)  must  be  laid  by  readfaf  ■ 
General  principles  must  be  had  from  boob,

1  hod 'brought  with  mc  a  great  bundlo  of 
Scotch  magazine*  mid  newapajK-rs,  in  whii-b 
hi»  "  Jotimey  to  the  Western  If.liinds"'  wna 
attacked  in  every  mode  ;  and  I  read  a  great 
part  of  them  to  him,  knowing  thev  would 
atTord  him  erlertainnienl.  [  wiah  tW  writ- 
ers of  thc^n  had  XtvKW  presui-n^:  they  would 
have  bccnsuHiL-icnllv  vexi-d.  Om-  ludicrous 
imitntioii  iif  his  *lyl(>,  by  Afr.  Sfa^biurin, 
now  one  of  the  Scotch  Judp-Ji,  with  tbe 
title  of  LorJ  Drcghoni.  was  disttnyniahed 
by  him  tirom  tbe  rude  mass.  "  This  (uid 
be]  i.t  tbe  bc^U  Dut  I  could  caricature  my 
own  style  much  better  tny^elt"  Uo  w- 
fended  his  remark  upon  the  general  innifli- 
cicncy  of  education  in  Scotland  ;  and  con- 
firmed to  me  tbe  authenticitr  of  his  witty 
Aayinfj  on  the  learning  of  the  Scotch  ; — 
'*  Their  learning  \a  like  bread  in  a  besieged 
town  :  every  man  gets  a  little,  but  no  man 
geU  a  full  meal"  "  There  Is  (said  he)  in 
VoUaiid  a  diffusion  of  learning,  a  certain 
portion  of  it  wirk-ly  and  thinly  spread.  A 
merchant  has  as  much  learning  as  one  of 
their  clci^." 

He  tailed  of  Isaac  Wallon'a  tivei,  which 
WIL1  one  (fT  bin  moat  fiivourittt  boolia.  Dr. 
Donne's  Life,  be  said,  was  the  most  perfect 
of  them.  He  observed,  that  '•  it  was  won- 
derful thai  Walton,  who  was  in  a  very  low 
Aittiatinn  in  life,  should  have  been  Cimiliarlr 
received  by  no  many  great  mi-n,  and  that  at 
a  time  when  the  runts  of  socifly  wrir  itept 
more  seuanile  than  they  are  now."  He  sup- 

toitetl  tnut    Widtuii  hud  then  given  up  bis 
usincTt  an  n  lineii.draper  and  sempster,  and 
was  only  an  autlH)r;*  and  addetl,  "  that  be

qualitv  will  get  a  man  more  iriendB  than  a 
aispuution  to  admire  the  qualities  of  others. 
I  do  not  mean  flattery,  but  a  sincere  admi. 
ration."  Johnson  :  "  Nay,  Sir,  flattery 
pleases  very  generally.  In  the  first  place, 
the  flatterer  may  think  what  he  says  to  be 
true :  but,  in  the  second  place,  whether  he 
thinks  so  or  not,  he  certainly  thinks  those 
whom  he  flatters  of  consequence  enough  to 
be  flattered." 

No  sooner  had  we  made  our  bow  to  Mr. 
Cambridge,  in  his  librarr,  than  Johnson  ran 
eagerly  to  one  side  of  tne  room,  intent  on 

Soring  over  the  backs  of  the  btwks.'  Sir 
oshua  observed,  (aside,)  "  He  runs  to  the 
books  as  I  do  to  the  pictures :  but  I  have  the 
advantage.  I  can  see  much  more  of  the 
pictures  than  he  can  of  the  books."  Mr. 
Cambridge,  upon  this,  politely  said,  "  Dr. 
Johnson,  I  am  going,  with  your  pardon,  to 
accuse  myself,  mr  i  have  the  some  custom 
which  I  [lerceive  you  have.  But  it  seems 
odd,  that  one  should  have  such  a  desire  to 
look  at  the  backs  of  books."  Johnson,  ever 
ready  for  contest,  instantly  started  from  his 
reverie,  wheeled  about  and  answered, "  Sir, 
the  reason  is  very  plain.  Knowledge  is  of 
two  kinds.  "We  know  a  subject  ourselves, 
or  we  know  where  we  can  find  information 
upon  it.  When  we  inquire  into  any  subject, 
the  first  thing  we  have  to  do  is  to  know 
what  books  have  treated  of  it.  This  leads 
us  to  look  at  catalogues,  and  the  backs  of 
books  in  libraries."  Sir  Joshua  observed  to 
me  the  extraordinary  promptitude  with 
which  Johnson  flew  'upon  an  ar^ment 
**  Ves,  (said  I,)  he  lia^  no  formal  prejiaration, 
no  flourishing  with  his  sword  ;  he  is  through 
your  body  in  an  instant." 

Johnson  was  here  solaced  with  an  elegant 
entertainment,  a  very  accomplished  iitmily, 
and  much  good  company  ;  among  whom  was 
Mr.  Harris  of  Salisbury,  who  p^d  him  many 
compliments  on  his  "  Journey  to  the  West- 
em  Islands." 

The  common  remark  as  to  the  utility  of 
reading  liistory  being  made ;— Johnson: 
"  We  must  consider  how  very  little  history 
there  is ;  I  mean,  real  authentic  history. 
That  certain  kings  reigned,  and  certain 
battles  were  fought,  we  can  depend  upon  as 
true ;  but  all  the  colouring,  all  the  philoso- 
phy  of  history,  is  conjecture."  Boswell  : 
♦'  Then,  Sir,  you  would  reduce  all  history  to 
no  better  than  an  almanack,  a  mere  chrono- 
logical series  of  remarkable  events."     Mr.

Gibbon,  who  miut  at  that  time  hare  bea 
employed  upim  bis  histocy,  of  wUcb  be 
published  the  first  volume  in  tbe  loUoviiig 
year,  was  present,  but  did  not  step  fieth  ia 
defence  oflhat  spedes  of  writing .  He  pn^ 
bably  did  not  Uke  to  tnut  Unuelf  with 
Johnson  ?^ 

Johnson  observed,  that  the  force  of  oar 
early  habits  was  so  great,  that  though  rea- 
son approved,  nay,  though  our  senses  n- 
lishea  a  different  course,  almoat  emy  una 
returned  to  them.  ..I  do  not  believe  there 
ia  any  observation  upon  human  nature  bet- 
ter founded  than  thia ;  and,  in  many  cMea, 
it  is  a  very  painful  truth  ;  for  where  early 
habits  have  been  mean  and  wretched,  tlMJof 
and  elevation,  resulUnff  from  better  mooa 
of  life,  must  be  damped  by  the  gloanr  eoa- 
sciousness  of  bdiw  under  an  ahnost  inevit- 
able doom  to  sink  back  into  a  ntuatioa  wUci 
we  recollect  with  di^pist.  1 1  surdj  may  be 
prevented,  by  constant  attenticn  and  iuot- 
mitting  exertion  to  establish  contrary  h$tiu 
of  superior  efficacy. 

"  The  Sugar's  Opera,"  and  the  comnoa 
question,  whether  it  was  pernicious  in  its  ef- 
fects, Iiavingbeen  introduced ;— Johvson: 
"  As  to  this  matter,  which  has  been  veiy 
much  contested,  I  myself  am  of  opiniMi, 
that  more  influence  has  been  sacrioed  to 
*  The  Befnar's  Opera,'  than  it  in  reality 
ever  had  fror  I  do  not  believe  that  any  man 
was  ever  mode  a  n^e  by  being  present  al 
its  representation.  At  toe  aame  time,  I  do 
not  cleny  that  it  may  have  some  influence, 
by  making  the  character  of  a  rogue  funiUir, 
and  in  some  degree  pleasing.**}  Ilien,  col- 
lecting himself  as  it  were,  to  give  a  hetvr 
stroke :  "  There  is  in  it  such  a  lai^aOatim 
of  all  principles,  as  may  be  ii^jurious  to  mo- 
rality." 

A^ile  he  pronounced  this  response,  we 
sat  in  a  comical  sort  of  restraint,  smothering 
a  laugh,  which  we  were  afraid  mia^t  burst 
out.  In  his  life  of  Gay,  he  has  been  still 
more  decisive  as  to  the  inefficiency  of"  Tbe 
Beggar's  Opera"  in  corrupting  society-  But 
I  have  ever  thought  somewhat  diflerently; 
for,  indeed,  not  only  are  the  gaiety  and  he- 
roism nf  a  highwayman  very  captivating  to 
a  youthful  imagination,  but  the  argumnts 
for  adventurous  depredation  are  so  plausible, 
the  allusions  so  lively,  and  the  contrasts  witb 
the  ordinary  and  more  painAil  modes  of  sc-

W«  talked  of  a  young  gentlL-man's  mar- 
riage with  an  eminent  iimger,and  bia  deter- 
mination  Uiat  nhe  should  no  lunger  sing  in 
putilir,  thuugh  bis  tiither  wa^  very  earnest 
sbc  ibould,  DOcauao  her  talenti  would  be 
Bbcrallj  rewarded,  so  a*  to  make  her  a  good 
ftrtvne.  It  wu  quest iviuil  whether  the 
young  ffralleman,  who  bad  not  a  shilling  jn 
the  world,  but  was  bleit  with  very  uncom- 
mon talents,  was  not  foolishly  delicate*,  or 
foulislily  gmnid,  and  his  father  t ml v  rational 
without  WinK  mean.  Johnson.  wUli  nil  tb« 
hi)^b  <i)iirit  'ifii  IloBUUI  senator,  extljiimed, 
-*  lit  re»«ilveJ  wbelyand  nobly,  to  Ite  sure. 
fie  I*  aliravf  man.  Would  not  a  geiillc- 
nun  bi^  tllfgmeed  by  harlng  hia  wife  singing 
publkclr  for  hire?  No.  Srr,th(rrccan  l>eno 
doubt  here.  I  know  nut  if  I  ahuuUI  not 
prrvnrr  myself  for  a  public  singer,  lut  rnulily 
AM  (el  my  wife  be  one." 

JiibuMtn  arraigned  the  modern  politics  of 
i)it^  country,  as  entirely  devoid  of  ail  prin- 
<:jjlc,  of  whater<>r  kind.  "  Politics  (said 
hmi  are  DOW  nothing  amre  than  mexni  of 
tMttag  in  the  worhl.  With  this  sole  \ipw  do 
■WCDgim*  in  politics,  and  ttielr  whole  con- 


duct proceeds  upon  it.  How  different  in 
that  respect  is  the  state  of  the  nation  now 
from  wlul  it  was  in  the  time  of  Cluirles  the 
Fir»l,  during  (hi.-  ITsuriintiiH) :  aiidotWftJie 
Kestoration,  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  Se- 
cond, iludihras  atfor<b  a  strong  proof  bow 
much  hold  political  principles  had  then  upon 
the  minds  uf  men.  There  is  in  Hudibraii  a 
great  deal  of  bllUion,  which  will.ilways  k't 
But,  to  be  aure,  the  brightest  strokes  of  his 
wit  owed  their  force  to  the  impression  of 
the  characters,  which  was  upon  men*s  nilnda 
at  the  time ;  to  their  knowing  them  at  table 
and  in  the  street:  in  sliort,  lieing  familiar 
witli  them ;  and,  above  all,  to  his  satire  being 
tUreiU-d  against  thnse  whont  a  Uttlc  while 
liefiire  lhc'\  hati  hal^'d  ^uid  feared.  The  na* 
lion  in  giiiiTiil  ha.t  ever  iK-eu  l(iyid,haabeeD 
at  all  times  attached  to  the  monarch,  though 
a  few  daring  rcltela  have  t>een  woiiderfufly 
powerful  for  a  time.  The  murderof  CharlM 
Uie  First  was  undouMedly  not  eonunitled 
with  the  approbation  or  consent  nf  the 
people.  Had  that  bc«n  the  case,  I'arlia- 
meni  would  not  hare  ventured  to  consign 
the  re^cides  to  iheir  diiiervcd  punishnieilL 
Anil  we  know  wlint  (nctiliemiu-eaf  joy  thi-rc 
was  when  C'liarlea  the  Second  waa  restored. 
If  Charles  the  Second  had  bent  til  hIaninU 
to  it,  had  made  U  bis  sole  ol^ect,  he  might 
have  been  as  abaolut4;  as  I.ouis  the  Four- 
teenth." A  gentleman  obwvrvetl,  he  would 
have  dune  no  htfm  if  he  had.  Joiikiok: 
"  Why,  Sir,  absolute  princes  aeldom  do  an/ 
harm.  But  they  who  arc  governed  by  them 
arc  govenicd  by  chance.  Tbeie  i*  no  se* 
curity  fargoodgoremment."  CaxBBiDOE  i 
"  ThiTe  have  li«-n  many  nad  victuns  toab> 
wlute government."  .Ioukros  :  '*So,  Sir, 
have  inere  been  to  popular  factions."  Boa. 
WELL  :  "  The  question  la,  which  is  worst, 
one  wild  bi-.x«t  or  ""ury  ?" 

Johnson  praised  "'ITieSPBCTATOll,"  par- 
ticularly the  character  of  Sir  Koger  de  Co- 
verlry-  He  said.  "  Sir  Iloger  did  not  die  a 
riok'nt  dt^lh,  ashas  becagi^iiefitllr  fiitiriiil. 
He  wa*  not  killed  ;  he  uietl  only  b«xauae 
others  were  to  die.  and  because  his  death  %£■ 
forde<l  an  opjKirtunitT  to  Addison  for  wnnt 
viTT  fine  writing.  We  have  the  example 
ofCenranlcs  making  l^on  Quixote  die.— I 
nerer  could  ace  why  Sir  Rogwia  represent- 
ed u  a  little  crackH.  It  appean  to  me  tliat 
the  stAry  oifthe  widow  was  intended  to  hare 
something  supcrinduceil  upnn  it;  but  the 
superstructure  did  not  come." 

Somebody  found  fault  with  writing  verses 
in  a  deail  language,  maintaining  that  they 
were  merely  arrangements  of  so  manr  words, 
and  laughed  at  the  t'mvcnitu-s  of'  Oxl'iml 
and  Cambridge,  for  scnJing  forth  collections 
of  them  not  only  in  Greek  and  I  jtio.  lul 
eve^  in  Syriac,'  Arablck,  and  other  more 
unknown  tuugue^  Joumsom  :  "  1  would 
have  as  mnnv  of  tliese  as  |HMsible  •  1  would 
have  verses  in  every  tnnKUBgc  that  there  are 
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more  tlian  ordinary  exertions  of  that  tlutia- 
guishing  faculty  of  iiuin,  whicli  haa  puzzled 
uhilosophers  so  much  to  explain.  Johnson's 
lauufa  was  OS  remarkable  as  any  circumstance 
in  his  manner.  It  was  a  kind  of  good  hu- 
moured erowl.  Tom  Davies  described  it  drol- 
ly  enouf{D  :  "  He  laughs  like  a  rhinoceros."

Here  his  .lournal  *  ends  abruptly.  Whe- 
ther he  wmle  any  more  ttivr  Xbu  time,  1 
Itnnw  not ;  but  probably  not  much,  as  he 
arriveil  in  F.nglaii<l  about  tlie  13th  of  \o> 
vember-  These  short  n»te»  of  his  tour, 
though  thcY  may  seem  minute  tolrti  singly, 
nialce  togctlicr  a  ConsidL'rable  mass  of  infbr- 
ntation,  and  exhibit  «uch  an  ardour  of  in- 
quiry and  Bcuteuens  of  examinatiotv,  as^  1 
wlicve,  arc  found  in  but  ivw  travellers,  es. 
pecUUy  at  an  advanced  age.  They  com- 
pletely reiUte  the  idle  notion  which  faju  hwa 
jnropantcd,  Hnu  ha  cotM  not  kc  .■  and,  if  he 
aaa  uk*D  the  troubl«  to  revise  and  d  gf^st 
them,  he  undoubtedly  could  have  expanded

**  It  cannot  but  occur  that '  Women  have 
natural  and  equitable  claims  as  well  as  men, 
and  these  claims  are  not  to  be  capriciously 
or  liriitl;  superseded  or  infringed.'  When 
fiefi  implied  military  Mrrice,  it  is  eaailv  dis- 
cerned why  females  could  not  inherit  them ; 
but  that  reason  is  now  at  an  end.  As  man- 
ners make  laws,  manners  likewise  repeal 
them. 

"■  These  are  the  general  conclurions  which 
I  have  attained.  None  of  them  are  very 
&vourab]e  to  your  scheme  of  entail,  nor 
perhaps  to  any  scheme.  My  observation, 
that  only  he  who  acquires  an  estate  may  be- 
queath It  capriciously,*  if  it  contains  any 
conviction,  includes  this  position  likewise, 
that  cmly  he  who  acquires  an  estate  may 
entail  It  capriciouslv.  But  I  think  it  may 
be  safely  presumea,  that  '  he  who  inherits 
an  estate,  inherits  all  the  power  legally  con- 
cmnitant  ;*  and  that  *  He  who|pve8or  leaves 
unlimited  an  estate  legaMj  Umitable,  must 
be  presumed  to  give  that  power  of  limita- 
tion which  he  omitted  to  take  away,  and  to 
commit  future  contingencies  to  fUture  pru- 
dence.' In  these  two  positions  I  beheve 
Lord  Halles  will  advise  you  to  rest;  everr 
other  notion  of  possession  seems  to  me  fuil 
of  difficulties,  and  embarrassed  with  scru- 
ples. 

"  If  these  axioms  be  allowed,  you  have 
arrived  now  at  full  liberty  without  the  help 
of  particular  circumstances,  which,  however, 
have  in  your  case  great  weight.  You  very 
ri^tly  observe,  that  he  who,  passing  by  h& 
brother,  gave  the  inheritance  to  his  nephew, 
could  limit  no  more  than  he  gave ;  and  by 
Lord  Hailes's  estimate  of  fourteen  years' 
purchase,  what  be  mve  was  no  more  than 
you  may  easily  entul  according  to  your  own 
opinion,  if  tlut  opinion  shouM  finally  pre- 
vaiL 

*^  Lord  Hailes's  suspicion,  that  entails  are 
encroachments  on  the  dominion  of  Provi- 
dence, may  be  extended  to  all  hereditary 
Srivileges  and  all  permanent  institutions ;  I 
0  not  see  whv  it  may  not  be  extended  to 
any  provision  for  the  present  hour,  since  all 
care  about  futurity  proceetla  upon  a  suppo- 
sition, that  we  know  at  least  in  some  degree 
what  wilt  be  future.  Of  the  future,  we  cer- 
tainly know  nothing ;  but  we  may  form  con- 
jectures from  the  past ;  and  the  power  of 
forming  conjectures  includes,  in  my  opinion, 
the  duty  of  acting  in  conformity  to  that  pro- 
bability wliich  we    discover.      Providence

'*  Few  things  are  more  unpleasant  than 
the  transaction  of  business  with  men  who 
■re  above  knowing  or  caring  what  they  have 
.  to  do ;  such  as  the  trustees  for  Lord  Com- 
bury's    institution    will,   perhaps,    appear, 
when  you  have  read  Dr.  •••••••'s  letter. 

"  The  last  part  of  the  Doctor's  letter  is  of 
great  importance.  The  complaint*  which 
he  makes  I  have  heard  long  ago,  and  did  not 
know  but  it  was  redreese<C  It  is  unhappv 
that  a  practice  so  erroneous  has  not  been  al- 
tered ;  for  altered  it  must  be,  or  our  press 
will  be  useless  with  all  its  privil^^.  The 
booksellers,  who,  like  all  other  men,  have 
strong  prejudices  in  their  own  fitvour,  are 
enough  inclined  to  think  the  practice  of 
printing  and  selling  books,  bv  any  but  them- 
selves, an  encroachment  on  tne  rights  of  their 
flmtemity ;  and  have  need  of  stronger  in- 
ducements to  circulate  academical  publica- 
tions than  those  of  another ;  fbr,  of  tnat  mu- 
tual co-operation  by  which  the  general  trade 
is  carried  on,  the  University  can  bear  no 
part.  Of  those  whom  he  neither  loves  nor 
fears,  and  from  whom  he  expects  no  recipro- 
cation of  good  offices,  whv  should  any  man 
promote  the  interest  but  for  profit?  I  sup- 
pose, with  all  our  scholastic  ignorance  of 
mankind,  we  are  still  too  knowing  to  expect 
that  the  booksellers  will  erect  themselves 
into  patrons,  and  buy  and  sell  under  the  in- 
fluence of  a  disinterested  zeal  for  the  pro- 
motion of  learning. 

"  To  the  booksellers,  if  we  look  for  either 
honour  or  profit  from  our  press,  not  only 
their  common  profit,  but  something  more 
must  be  allowed  ;  and  if  books,  printed  at 
Oxford,  are  expected  to  be  rated  at  a  high 

gfice,  that  price  must  be  levied  on  the  pub- 
C  and  paid  by  the  ultimate  purchaser,  not 
by  the  intermediate  agents.  What  price 
shall  be  set  upon  the  book,  is,  to  the  booksel- 
lers, wholly  indifferent,  provided  that  they 
gain  a  proportionate  profit  by  negotiating 
the  sale. 

"  Why  books  printed  at  Oxford  should  be 
particularly  dear,  I  am,  however,  unable  to 
find.  We  pay  no  rent ;  we  inherit  many  of 
our  instruments  and  materials ;  lodging  and

victuals  are  cheaper  than  at  London ;  and, 
therefore,  workmanship  ought,  at  least,  not 
to  be  dearer.  Our  expenses  are  naturally 
less  than  those  of  bookaeUers ;  and;  in  most 
cases,  communities  are  ctmtent  with  kss 
profit  than  individuals. 

"  It  is,  perhaps,  not  considered  thiou^ 
how  many  hands  a  book  oft«n  paaacs,  befinv 
it  comes  into  those  of  the  re^oer ;  or  what 
part  of  the  profit  each  hand  must  retain,  ai 
a  motive  tor  transmitting  it  to  the  next 

"  We  will  call  our  primary  agent  in  Lon- 
don, Mr.  Cadell,  who  receives  our  books  from 
ua,  gives  them  room  in  his  wardiouse,  and 
issues  them  on  demand  ;  by  him  they  are 
sold  to  Mr.  Dillr,  a  wholnale  bocAsdler, 
who  sends  them  into  the  countxr  ;  and  the 
last  seller  is  the  country  bf>okseUer.  Here 
are  three  profits  to  be  paid  between  the 
printer  and  the  reader,  or.  In  the  style  of 
commerce,  between  the  manu&cturer  and 
the  consumer;  and  if  any  of  these  profits  ii 
too  penuriously  distributed,  the  pnweas  t£ 
commerce  is  interrupted. 

"  We  are  now  come  to  the  practical  ques- 
tion, what  is  to  be  done?  You  will  tellme, 
with  reason,  that  I  have  said  nothing,  till  I 
declare  how  much,  according  to  mv  o^sasm, 
of  the  ultimate  price  ouf^t  to  be  ffistnbuted 
throi^h  the  whole  succession  of  sale. 

^'  The  deduction,  I  am  afraid,  will  appear 
very  great :  but  let  it  be  consldoed  benre  it 
is  refused.  We  must  allow^  for  profit^  be- 
tween thirty  and  thirty-five  ptr  eenL  be- 
tween six  and  seven  shillings  in  the  pomid ; 
that  ia,  for  ever^  hook  wh&h  costs  tne  last 
buyer  twenty  shillings,  we  must  dwrge  Mr. 
Cadell  with  sometbing  less  than  finiileai. 
We  must  set  the  copies  at  fourteen  ahillii^ 
each,  and  superadd  what  ia  called  the  quar- 
terly book,  or  fiir  every  hundred  books  so 
charged  we  must  deliver  a  hundred  and  fiwr. 
"  The  profits  will  then  stand  thus: 
"  Mr.  Cadell,  who  runs  no  hasard.  and 
gives  no  credit,  will  be  paid  for  warehouse 
room  and  attendance  by  a  shilling  jwofit  im 
each  book,  and  his  chance  of  the  quaiterly- 
book. 

"  Mr.  Dilly,  who  buya  the  book  fbr  fif- 
teen shillings,  and  who  will  expect  the  quar- 
terly-book il'he  takes  five-and-twenty,  will 
send  it  to  his  country-customer  at  nxtccs 
and  sixpence,  by  which,  at  the  hazard  of 
loss,  and  the  certainty  of  long  credit,  he  niat 
the  regular  profit  of  ten  per  eenL  wfaioi  ii 
expected  in  the  wholesale  trade- 

'^  The  country  bookseller,  buying  at  six- 
teen and  sixpence,  and  commonly  tmatiaBS 
considerable  time,  gains  but  three  and  >a- 
pence ;  and,  if  he  trustsayear,  not  much  moR 
than  two  and  dxpence  x  otherwise  thao  ss  he 
may, perhaps,  take  as  long  credit  as  be^vea 
"  With  less  profit  than  this,  and  men  vm 
see  he  cannot  nave,  the  country  bookaoki 
cannot  live ;  for  his  receipts  are  unall,aod  ba 
debts  sometimes  had.

merce;  tlinl  the  proportion  altuvritl  tolieen. 
tailed,  should  be  parieiUit  out  so  that  no  b- 
rally  could  enUil  above  a  certain  quanlitv. 
Let  a  family,  according  to  the  abilities  of  lU 
rejire%cnt«lives,  be  riiher  or  poorer  in  ditt'iT- 
ent  genemlionn,  or  always  rich  if  ita  n-iire- 
sentalivcs  be  always  wise:  but  let  its  alj#c- 
luteiwramncnry  I>c  moderate.  In  this  way 
we  NliouW  be  certain  of  there  being  nlways  a 
number  of  establishei)  roots  ;  and  as,  Jn'tho 
course  of  nature,  there  is  in  every  age  an  ex- 
tinction of  Hime  Gwiilles,  there  would  be 
cimliiuial  opening*  for  men  ambitious  o 
perpetuity,  to  phmt  a  stock  in  the  enuH 
ground."!

Thi!  kniiuliHlire 
of  hij  having  luth  a  pnncipk>  and  hfkbit 
BUde  his  firieods  have  a  perfect  reliance  on 
(be  truth  of  every  thing  that  he  tvUl,  ltow> 
ever  It  might  have  been  doubted  if  told  by 
many  others.  Asaniuatanc«  of  this,  I  mav 
mention  an  odd  Incident  whit;h  lie  reUilod 


as  having  happened  to  him  one  night  in 
Flevt-,<lreel.  "  A  gentlewomnn  (sjid  be) 
bi^tged  I  would  give  her  my  arm  to  uniit 
]kt  in  cn*."p«iiig  the  street,  whii:h  I  accord- 
ingly  tlid ;  upon  which  nbe  olVered  me  a 
•huling,  suppiiwng  nu;  to  be  Ihp  watchman. 
I  perceived  that  ahc  was  somewhat  in  li- 
i|Uor."  This,  if  told  by  moai  people,  would 
have  tieen  ibmighl  nri  inventitin  \  when  told 
by  Johnson,  it  was  believed  by  hi*  friertds 
OS  much  ad  if  they  hod  seen  what  passed. 

We  landed  at  the  Temple-stair*,  where 
we  |uirted. 

I  found  him  in  the  evening  in  Mrv-  Wit. 
liaina's  room.  We  talked  of  relirious  order*. 
lie  said,  '*  It  is  as  unreMonAliU-  for  a  man 
tu  gi)  into  a  Carthuiiian  convent  for  fear  of 
bt-ing  immoral,  aa  tiir  a  man  to  cut  otf  his 
hantU  for  fear  he  should  stea^  There  ia, 
bidced,  great  resolution  in  the  immediate 
net  of  oismemberinc  himself:  but  when 
lliai  is  once  done,  he  has  no  longer  any  me- 
rit :  for  titough  it  is  out  nf  his  power  to 
steal,  yet  he  may  ail  his  life  be  a  chief  in 
his  heart.  So  when  a  man  hu  once  become  a 
C-arthusian,  he  is  obliged  tu  continue  ki, 
whether  he  chooses  it  or  not-  Their  silence^ 
loo,  is  absurd.  We  read  in  the  Gospel,  of 
the  apoalles  being  sent  to  preach,  but  not  to 
hold  thi-ir  LoiiguesL  All  severity  that  Aix* 
rot  lend  to  incr^ac  good,  or  prevent  evil, 
is  idle.  I  said  to  the  Lady  Abbess  of  ■  Con> 
vent,  *  Ma<lam,  you  are  here  not  for  the 
love  of  virtue,  but  the  fear  of  vice.'  She 
taid,  '  She  should  remember  this  as  long  as 
slie  lived.'"  I  thought  it  hard  to  give  her 
Ihin  view  of  her  situation,  whm  she  could 
not  help  it ;  and,  indeed.  I  wondered  at  the 
whale  of  wiiat  he  now  said  ;  because,  both 
iu  Ills  ^  Rambler"  and  '*  Idler,"  he  treats 
religious  susleritios  with  much  soleninily 
of  respect. 

Finding  him  still  persevering  in  his  ab- 
stinence (roni  wlnis  I  ventured  tu  spiiik  to 
him  of  it- — JoiJMBOKi  "  Sir,  I  have  no  ob. 
jection  to  a  raan'v  drinking  wine,  if  be  can 
do  it  in  moderation.  I  found  my»elf  apt  to 
go  to  excess  in  it,  and  therefore,  after  hav- 
ing heen  for  some  time  without  it,  on  ac- 
count of  ilhiesa,  1  thought  it  better  not  to 
return  to  it.  Every  man  is  to  .fudge  for 
himself,  according  to  the  eHects  which  he 
experiences.  One  of  the  fathers  tells  us, 
he  found  fnnting  made  him  so  ])eevi«h  that 
he  <Ud  not  practise  it-" 

Though  tie  often  enlargetl  upon  the  evil 
uf  intflxic-ation,  he  was  by  no  means  luinh 
an^I  unforgiving  to  thoee  who  indulged 
in  occasional  escen  of  wine.  Chic  of  ois 
friends.  I  well  remember,  came  to  j)up  at  a 
tavern  with  him  and  sonie  other  gentlemen, 
and  too  plainly  di»coverc<l  that  he  had  drunk 
too  much  at  dinner.  When  one  who  loved 
misi'hief,  thinking  to  produce  a  severe  cen- 
sures asked  Johnson,  a  lew  days  afterwardic, 
"  Arell,   Sir,  what  ilid  your  friend  say  to 
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^oUi  u  Ro  ■pologir  ^f  being  in  nuch  a  hUuh- 
Uon  ?"  JonnaoD  answercu,  "  Sir,  he  niil 
bU  thM  B  nun  «A«tiM  say .-  he  said  he  wai 
wrry  for  it." 

I  beard  him  once  f^ive  a  rerr  Judicioiit 
pmctical  advin;  it[ii}ii  thin  miTiject :  "A 
man  -who  bu  been  drinking  wine  at  all 
freely,  sliouUl  never  go  into  ■  now  coin- 
pRoy'  With  those  wbo  have  furtaken  wine 
with  him,  he  mar  be  prettv  well  in  uniitun  t 
but  he  wiU,  probaWy,  bv  ulTi-nsivo,  (ira|>* 
]>eat  ridiculous,  to  oDier  [leoiile." 

He  allowed  very  great  ionu^nce  to  edu- 
cation. "  I  do  not  aeny.  Sir,  but  there  i» 
■ome  ori(;inal  difference  in  minds  :  but  it  is 
nothing  in  compariBon  of  what  is  formed  by 
education.  MV  mar  instance  the  sfionce 
vt  tMtnifrs,  which  afl  uiindH  arv  eijually  i^n- 
jiablc  oC  uttiiininff:  yet  we  tixid  a  pnidi- 
gioui  diQerencc  in  the  powers  of  dinerent 
men,  in  thut  r««pect,  aUer  they  aro  grown 
lip,  because  their  miniU  hare  been  more  or 
]«»  exerriaed  in  it  i  and  I  Hunk  Ihc  simc 
catiae  will  explain  tbe  diitcTcncc  of  excel- 
lence in  other  things,  gradations  adniiltinff 
alwavs  some  ^fference  in  the  fimt  pritui- 
jile*. 

This  a  a  difftcult  aubjecl ;  but  it  is  best 
to  hope  that  diUsence  may  do  a  f^cAt  deai. 
We  artntrtfof  vrnat  it  caiidu,  in  inereasing 
our  mechaniiTal  ton-i?  and  dexterity-

When 
men  conic  to  like  a  sea-Life,  they  arc  not  tit 
to  live  on  land." — "  Then  (said  I)  it  would 
be  cruel  in  a  father  1^  bn.ni3  his  son  to  the 
sea."  Joujfsow  t  "  Jt  wtiiild  tiecruelina 
fiither  wlii>  tbiiikit  lut  I  do.  Men  go  to  Ka, 
before  they  know  the  unhappineM  of  that 
way  of  life;  and  when  they  have  come  to 
know  it,  tliev  cannot  eacajie  fn,>m  it,  bc- 
eaiisc  it  U  tuen  too  late  to  ehiKiBe  another 
profession  ;  as  indeed  is  generally  ?1k-  caBC 
with  men,  when  tbey  hiLve  once  engnged  in 
any  ikartii'ulitr  way  of  life." 

On  TueMlny,  >farch  lj>,  which  was  Axed 
for  our  propwied  Jaunt,  we  met  in  the  morn- 
ing at  tbe  Sfffiierset  coflK'-houiu;  in  the 
Strand,  where  we  were  taken  up  by  the 
Oxford  Ciwch.  He  was  accompanied  bv 
Mr.  Gwyn,  the  architect;  and  a  gentleman 
of  Merlon  coUego,  whom  we  did  nut  kiiuw, 
hai]  the  fourth  s.-mt.  Wesoim  got  into  con- 
TCTWlion  !  for  it  was  very  remarkable  of 
Johnasn,  that  the  prcMnce  of  a  stranger 
had  no  reatraint  upon  tus  talk.  1  obacrx-ed 
tlul  (iarriik,  who  was  about  to  quit  the 
Blage,  wouhltmonbareancMierlife.  Joun- 
aoji  I  "I  doubt  ibat.  Sir."  Hoswcll: 
"  "'!'.>'•  **ir,  he  will  Iw  Atlas  with  Ihc  bur- 
then on  hit  biU'k."    Jouvsok:   *>  But  I 


know  not.  Sir,  if  be  will  be  so  Mewlr  with- 
mit  hia  load.  However,  be  aboula  never 
play  any  more,  but  be  entirely  the  gmtlc- 
man,  and  not  partiv  the  player  :  beatasoU 
no  longer  subject  hinueu  to'  bv  hi«ed  by  a 
mob,  or  to  be  insolently  treated  by  perfiitm- 
ers,  whom  he  used  to  rule  with  ■  Ugh 
hand,  and  who  wauM  Rlftdly  retaGate." 
lloHWKLL  :  '*  I  thitdc  h«  ilnould  play  oMtl 
vear  for  tbe  henetit  of  decayed  actina,  Hit 
liaa  been  aaid  ho  mcana  to  do."  Joavaoyt 
"  Alas,  Sir  I  he  will  soon  be  a  de(.-ayed  ac- 
tor himwIC" 

Johnson  expressed  bis  diaapprofaalldn  of 
ornamental  architecture,  such  ■■  EOtgidfi- 
cent  colunna  mpporting  a  portico,  or  ex- 
pcfiflve  inlaateri  supporting  meraly  tbair 
own  capitals,  ■■  herause  it  eonsumea  labosr 
divprupurtionnlv  Co  ita  utility."  For  Ibe 
aamc  reason  be  satirised  statuary.  **  mut- 
ing (mid  be)  consumes  labour  not  ditffv- 
giortionate  to  lU  efleet  ]  but  a  fellow  vtl 
Iinek  half  n  vear  4t  a  block  of  inaible^  to 
make  somethinv  in  stone  that  hardlT  tmob* 
hies  a  man.  The  value  of  statuary  la  owing 
to  Its  diffiL-ulty.  You  would  not  value  tlie 
fifleat  head  cut  uiMin  a  rarruu"  Hcwke 
Mi.-med  (o  me  to  Ix-  straoffeljr  dcBdeni  to 
taite :  for,  surely,  statuary  u  a  noble  sit 
of  imitation,  antf  preser%'es  a  wonderfiiles* 

freasion  of  tbe  varieties  of  tbe  buRUB 
ramr ;  and  although  it  must  be  allowed 
that  the  ctrcumstancea  of  difficulty  enhunc 
tbe  value  of  a  marUa  bfad,  we  idiuuld  rOB' 
sider,  that,  If  it  requires  a  long  time  in  tbs 
perfimnance,  it  has  a  proportiuoale  vahir  to 
durahUity- 

Gwyn  was  a  fine,  lively,  mttiinc  Mkm. 
Vt.  Johnson  kept  him  lo  sutyecnMu  but 
with  a  kindly  authority.  The  sjiirit  of  tfae 
arti.M.  however,  ruvr  a^inst  wbal  h> 
thought  a  Oolhic  nttaek,  and  b*  made  s 
brisk  defence.  *'  Whut,  Sir !  will  you  aUcrw 
no  value  to  beauty  in  nrchiterturror  iarfa- 
tuarr  ?  Whv  slinuld  we  allow  it  Uien  m 
writing  F  Why  do  you  take  the  tniuUe  ta 
give  us  so  many  tine  allu^ons,  and  te%hC 
images,  and  elegant  phrases.  Ymi  mq^ 
convey  all  your  instruction  wjthmit  tlisae 
omanu>nt«."  Johnson  smiled  with  tuiuiih 
eeney ;  but  said,  "  ^Vhy,  Sir,  ail  tb«K  or 
naments  are  UMfiil.  because  they-  obtain  ■ 
easier  receptioD  for  truth  <  but  a  buil£B| 
is  mil  at  uQ  mure  cutivenienl  for  beinc  dec» 
rated  with  su|>eriluous  car\*ed  wcrk.**^ 

Gwyn  at  lost  was  lucky  cnpuofa  to  nuU 
one  T^y  to  I>r  .Tcdiii«on,  which  nc  allowl 
to  be  excellent.  Johnson  censured  to 
for  taking  down  a  church  which  miKht  btfV 
stood  many  years,  and  building  a  nr«  «M 
at  a  diQc'renL  pUi-e,  fur  no  otlier  reaaoa  but 
that  Lhere  might  b«.>  a  direct  road  to  «  vf 
bridge  ;  and  hid  expression  waa,  "  Ygo  sfff 
taking  a  chureh  out  of  the  way.  that  ita 

Eeonfe  may   bo   in  ■   straight  line  to  llks 
ridge."—"  No.  Sir,  (said  Gwyn.)  I  an  p«l> 


tuift  th«  church  in  the  vay  that  ihe  iiouplr 
tOAj  not.  go  oal"/ lAe  tmy."  JuuxouN  (with 
•  hvarly  r<Mj(l  lotigh  orapurobation :)  *'  Speak 
no  more.

Upon  our  Arrira]  At  Oxtord,  Dr.  Jolmsoo 
■nd  I  went  directly  to  Universiiy  CoU(!|fc,

We  then  went  to  Pembroke  College,  and 
waited  on  bis  old  fiiend  Dr.  Adams,  tl»c 
master  of  it,  whom  I  found  to  be  a  moat  po- 
lite, pleading,  cummunlcativc  man.  Before 
ilia  advanc-eineiit  to  the  bcadxbip  of  his  col- 
lege, 1  hAil  intended  to  go  and  visit  liiiii 
Bt  Shrewsbury,  where  be  was  rci-tor  uf  St. 
Cliad's,  In  iiriler  to  gel  fruin  bim  what  {lar- 
liculars  be  could  recuUect  of  Johnson's  aca- 
demical life.  He  now  ol>llg>nglv  gave  me 
part  of  that  authentic  information,  which, 
MiUi  what  I  alWrwanls  owei)  lu  Ilia  biinU 
next,  will  be  found  incorporated  in  its  pro* 
per  place  in  thla  work. 

Dr.  Adamg  had  dUtingulshod  hlnuelf  by 
an  able  answer  to  David  H  ume'a  **  Koaay 
on  Miracle*-"  He  lubl  uie  he  htid  i>nc«  dined 
in  company  with  ilumc  in  London  i  that 
Hume  sbwtk  handA  with  him,  aiid  aold, 
•'  Vou  have  treated  me  much  btHt-r  tlwn  1 
dt-stTVe  ;"  and  (luit  lltey  exrhiutged  vinta. 
I  took  the  liberty  to  object  to  treating  aa 
intidel  writer  with  smooth  dvility.  Wmro 
there  in  a  controversy  concerning  a  pssaage 
ill  o  (-U^aic  nMthtir.  or  L'oiiceriiinK  a  i^uenlioB 
ill  iintiijttilii-s,  I'T  niiyuthiT  iiiibjivt  in  which

**  Marriage  Is  the  best  ftkte  fbr  nun  In  gene' 
nd ;  and  every  man  is  a  Worse  man,  in  pro- 
portion  as  he  is  unfit  for  the  married  state." 

I  have  always  loved  Uie  simplicity  of  man- 
Dfirs  and  tiie  spiritual-mindedness  of  the 
Quakers ;  and  talking  with  Mr.  Llord,  I 
otwerved,  that  the  essential  part  of  religion 
was  pietj,  a  devout  intercoune  with  the  Di- 
vinity ;  and  that  many  a  man  was  a  Quaker 
without  knowing  it. 

As  Dr.  Johnson  had  said  to  me  in  the  morn- 
ing, while  we  walked  ttwcther,  that  he  liked 
individuals  among  the  Quakers,  but  not  the 
sect  j  when  we  were  at  Air.  Lloyd's,  I  kept 
clear  of  introducing  any  questions  concerning 
the  peculiarities  of  toeir  faith.  But  I  ha- 
ving asked  to  look  at  Baskerville's  edition  of 
J'  Barclav's  Apology,"  Johnson  laid  bold  of 
it  t  and  Lne  chapter  on  baptism  happening  to 
open,  Johnson  remarked,  **  He  says  there  is 
neither  precept  nor  practice  for  baptism,  in 
the  Scriptures ;  that  is  false."  Here  he  was 
the  aggressor,  by  no  means  in  a  gentle  man- 
ner I  and  the  ffood  Quakers  had  the  advan- 
tage of  him  ;  Tor  he  had  read  negligently, 
and  had  not  observed  that  Barclay  speaks  of 
i^flm^  baptism  ;  which  they  calmly  made  him 
perceive  Air.  Lloyd,  however,  was  in  a 
great  mistake  ;  for  when  insisting  that  the 
Tite  of  baptism  by  water  was  to  cease,  when 
the  <pirt/tM/ administration  of  Christ  began, 
be  maintained,  that  John  the  Baptist  said, 
*'  M]f  baptum  lihall  decrease,  but  hu  shall  in- 
crease" Whereas  the  words  are,  "  He  must 
increase,  but  I  mutt  decrease."* 

One  of  them  having  objected  to  the"ob- 
■ervance  of  days,  and  months,  and  yearti," 
Johnson  answered,  "  The  Church  aoea  not 
superstitiously  observe  days,  merely  as  days, 
but  as  memorials  of  important  facts.  Christ- 
mas  might  be  kept  as  well  upon  one  day  of 
the  year  as  another;  but  there  should  be  a 
stated  day  for  commemorating  the  birth  of  our 
Saviour,  because  there  is  danger  that  what 
mav  be  done  on  any  day,  will  be  neglected." 

He  said  to  me  at  another  time,  *^  Sir,  the 
holiday<!  observed  by  our  church  are  of  great 
use  in  religion."  There  can  be  no  doubt  of 
this,  in  a  Uniited  sense  ;  I  mean  if  the  num- 
ber of  such  consecrated  portions  of  time  be 
not  too  extensive.  The  excellent  Air.  Nel- 
son's "  Festivals  and  Fasts,"  which  has,  I 
understand,  the  greatest  saleofany  book  ever 
printed  in  England,  except  the  Bible,  is  a 
most  valuable  help  to  devotion  ;  and,  in  ad- 
dition to  it,  I  would  recommend  two  sermons 
on  the  same  subject,  by  Mr.  Fott,  Archdeacon 
of  St.  Albon's,  equally  distinguished  for  piety 
and  elegance  I  am  sorry  to  have  it  to  say, 
that  Scotland  is  the  only  Christian  country. 
Catholic  or  Protestant,  where  the  great 
events  of  our  religion  are  not  solemnly  com- 
memorated by  its  ecclesiastical  establish- 
bent,  on  days'  set  apart  for  tbe  purpose.

Mr.  Hector  waa  so  good  as  to  wcaa^UT 
me  to  see  the  great  woniof  llr.  Bolbn^u 
a  place  which  ne  has  called  Soho,  about  two 
mUes  from  BimuDgfaam,  wiiich  tbe  very  bi. 
genious  proprietor  shewed  me  faimaeLf  to  the 
best  advantage.  I  wished  Johneon  bed  been 
with  us  t  for  it  was  a  scene  wliidi  1  AouU 
have  been  glad  to  contemplate  by  hie  U(|ht. 
The  vastneas  and  the  contnvance  of  feme  of 
the  machinery  would  have  **  »niitrhf4  hit 
mighty  mind."  I  ahall  never  fixnet  Mr. 
Bolton's  exjiresnon  to  me.  **  I  aell  nare,  Sir. 
what  all  tbe  world  desires  to  have — Powkb." 
He  lud  about  seven  hundred  people  at  woit. 
I  contemplated  him  as  an  tren  dHt/Wa,  and 
he  seemea  tobealkther  to  bis  tribe.  Optti 
them  came  to  him,  complaining  grievously  of 
his  landlord  for  having  distrainea  bia  goads. 
"  Your  landlord  is  in  Uie  right.  Smith,  \mai 
Bolton.)  But  1*11  tell  you  what :  find  yea  a 
friend  who  will  lay  dowu  one  half  of  ymt 
rent,  and  I'll  lay  down  the  other  half;  and 
you  ahall  have  your  goods  again." 

From  Mr.  Hector  1  now  wamt  many  vm- 
ticulars  of  Dr.  Johnson'a  early  bib,  wln^ 
with  others  that  he  gav-e  me  at  ^KkbI 
times  since,  have  contributed  to  tbe  fbiB^ 
tion  of  this  work. 

Dr.  Johnson  said  to  me  in  tbe  moiwiaK 
"  You  will  see,  Sir,  at  Mr.  Hector'a,  iSi 
sister,  Mrs.  Careless,  a  clemnnaii's  widav. 
She  was  the  first  woman  with  wbosn  I  «w 
in  love.  It  dropt  out  of  mv  head  imnercq»> 
tibly ;  but  she  and  I  aball  alwaya  nave  a 
kindness  for  each  other.*'  He  laughfd  at 
the  notion  that  a  man  can  never  be  really  in 
love  but  once,  and  coondered  it  aa  a  ven 
romantic  fancy. 

On  our  return  from  Mr.  B<dtaB^t  Jtt. 
Hector  took  me  to  his  bouse,  where  we 
found  Johnson  sitting  placidly  at  tea,  with 
his^rsi  love;  who,  tmiugh  now  advanced  ia 
yean),  was  a  genteel  woman,  very  agfCfalJr 
and  well-bred. 

Johnson  lamented  to  Mr.  Hector  tbe  state 
of  one  of  their  schoolfellows,  Mr.  Cbarla 
Congreve,  a  clergyman,  which  be  thus  d» 
scribed  :  "  He  obtained,  I  beUeve,  cous^. 
able  preferment  in  Ireland,  but  now  liva 
in  London,  quite  as  a  valetudinarian,  afiiid 
to  go  into  anv  bouse  but  hia  own.  He 
takes  a  short  airing  in  his  post-cbaiae  tntj 
day.  He  has  an  elderly  woman,  wbon  he 
calls  cousin,  who  lives  with  him,  andiop 
his  elbow,  when  his  glass  has  stood  toe  fa^ 
empty,  and  encourages  him  in  driakiw,  ia 
which  he  is  very  wimng  to  be  encoursacd; 
not  that  he  getsdmnk,  ror  he  is  avervpuws 
man,  but  be  is  always  muddy.  He  caafts- 
ses  to  one  buttle  ot  port  every  day,  and  he 
probably  drinks  more.  He  is  quite  ^^■nftTi*! ; 
his  conversation  is  quite  monosrllahic^  i  tad

It  was  pleasant  to  mctofiod  that  *'a^," 
tbe  "ftod  ^har*t*,"  were  so  much  used  as 
this  f-jod  <if  At  ptopU  in  I)r.

and  Hjmke  the  forttl  Enulisl)."  (  duutitcd 
as  to  the  last  article  ui  ihia  euluKy  1  lur 
they  had  several  inttvincial  gouiuls :  as,  4iharv 
pronuvinced  like  fctr.  Instead  of  like  /nir  t 
wMv,  |ironoun4X-d  ttvoiuf,  Inaletid  otu^H»t  or 
ttrtmn,  Juhnaon  tuRHolf  nover  got  cntlrwlv 
free  of  thosi*   jiroviiK-ial  sccvnts.     Oarrlci 

iMnt  IniOdlni*.  b  Io  -TtM  0«aitn)Ma%HaeMln#'A)« 
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•ometimes  used  to  take  faim  off,  iqueezing 
■  lemon  Into  a  puncb-bowl,  with  uncoutS 
gesticulation!,  looking  round  the  company, 
and  calling  out,  "  Who's  for  poomh  f"  * 

Ycrj  little  business  appeared  to  be  going 
Bannad  in  lichfield.  I  round,  however,  two 
atrange  manufiu:tures  for  so  inland  a  place, 
«il-<&th  and  streamers  for  ships ;   and  I 

-  observed  them  making  some  saudle-cloths, 
and  dressing  sheep-skins :  but  upon  the 
whole  the  bus;  hand  of  industry  seemed  to 
be  quite  slackened.  "  Surely,  Sir,  (said  1,} 
you  are  on  idle  set  of  people."  '^  Sir,  (said 
Johnson,)  we  are  a  city  of  pbilooophem,  we 
work  witn  our  heads,  and  make  the  boobies 
of  Birmingham  work  for  us  with  thdr 
hands." 

There  was  at  this  time  a  company  of 
players  performing  at  Lichlield.  The  ma- 
nager. Mr    Stanton,  sent  his  compliments, 

-  ana  bef^d  leave  to  wait  on  Dr.  Johnson. 
Johnson  received  Iiira  very  courteously,  and 

,  he  drauk  a  ^dass  of  wine  with  us.  He  was 
a  phiin,  decent,  well-behaved  man,  and  ex- 
pressed hiH  gratitude  to  Dr.  Johnson  for 
Living  once  gut  him  permission  from  Dr. 
Taylor,  at  Ashbourne,  to  play  there  upon 

-  moderate  terms.  Garrick's  name  was  soon 
Introduced.  Johmsok  :  "  Garrick's  conver- 
sation is  gay  and  grotesque.  It  is  a  dish  of 
dtl  sorts,  out  all  good  things.  There  is  no 
stdidmeatinit ;  there  is  a  wont  of  sentiment 
in  it.  Nut  but  that  he  has  sentiment  some- 
times, and  sentiment  too  very  poweifiil  and 
very  pleading ;  but  it  has  not  its  full  propor- 
Uon  m  hia  conversation." 

When  we  were  by  ourselves  he  told  me, 
**  Forty  years  ago,  Sir,  I  was  In  love  with  an 
actress  here,  Airs.  Emmet,  who  acted  Flora, 
in  '  Hob  in  the  WelL*  '*  What  merit  this 
lady  had  as  an  actress,  or  what  was  her 
figure,  or  her  manner,  I  have  not  been  in- 
fiirmed ;  but,  if  we  mav  believe  Mr.  (larrick, 
his  old  master's  taste  in  theatrical  merit  was 
by  no  means  refined  ;  he  was  not  an  eleffant 
fltrmarHm  spectator.  Garrick  used  to  tell, 
that  Johnson  said  of  an  actor,  who  plavcd 
Sir  Harry  Wildair  at  Lichfield,  "  There  is 
a  courtly  vivacity  about  the  fellow ;"  when, 
in  fiict,  according  to  Garrick's  account,  "  he 
was  the  most  vulgar  ruffian  that  ever  went 
upon  boarda," 

We  had  promised  Mr.  Stanton  to  be  at 
Us  theatre  on  Monday.  Dr.  Johnson  jocu- 
larly proposed  mc  to  write  a  Prologue  for 
the  occasion  j  "  A  Prologue,  by  James  Bos- 
well,  Esq.  ftora  the  Hebrides."  I  was 
roUly  Incnned  to  take  the  hint.  Methought, 
**  Prologue,  spoken  before  Dr.  Samuel  Jonn- 
■on,  at  I.tcofield,  1 776;"  would  have 
sounded  as  well  as,  "  Prologue,  spoken  be- 
fore the   Duke  of  York,  at  Oxford,"  in

Uuth  ought 
have  been  nid  of  what  lidifleld  had  done 
for  Sbakspeaze,  br  produdng  JohniDn  and 
Garrick.  But  I  lotuid  he  waa  aroK  tn  It. 
We  went  and  viewed  the  muieum  of  Mr. 
Richard  Green,  apotheeaiy  here,  wlw  told 
me  he  was  proud  of  being  a  rebrtun  of  Ihr. 
Johnson's.  It  was,  ttulTt  n  wonderftil  col- 
lection, both  of  antlqultua  and  natural  «- 
riinitiet,  and  ingenioua  wofin  of  art  Be 
had  all  the  articles  accuratelj  arraooed,  vhli 
their  names  upon  labeh,  jmntcd  at  Uf  «vn 
little  press  ;  and  on  the  itaircaae  leaiBiur  to 
it  was  a  board,  with  the  names  rfeantnou- 
tors  marked  in  gold  letten.  A  printed  cata- 
logue of  the  coUecticm  waa  to  ne  bad  at  a 
bookseller's.  Johnson  rTnrrastiJ  hU  admi- 
ration  of  the  activity  and  diligence  and  good 
fortune  of  Mr.  Green,  in  gettii^  tonOwr, 
in  his  situation,  so  great  a  variety  at  vih^  i 
and  Mr.  Green  told  me  that  JohnKM  ooce 
said  to  him,  ^  Kr,  I  should  aa  aoon  have 
thou^t  of  building  a  man  of  war,  «  of  tsl- 
lecting  such  a  museum.*'  Mr.  Oiecn'i 
obliging  alacrity  in  shewing  it  was  rtir 

E leasing.  His  engraved  portrait,  wilfa  wUrb 
e  has  nvoured  me,  has  a  motto  t  rulj  dmac- 
teristicalofhiadlarosition,  "JVAMAAiMMf," 
A  iriiyBician  being  mentioned  who  h.d 
lost  us  practice,  because  his  whimsicdlT 
changing  his  religion  had  made  people  £>■ 
truatml  of  him,  I  maintained  that  Ous  «■■ 
unreasonable,  as  religion  is  uneonnected 
with  medical  skiU.  Jonwsov  t  **Kr,  hb 
not  unreasonable ;  for  when  peo]^  see  a 
man  absurd  in  what  they  understand,  they 
may  conclude  the  same  m  him  in  what  thiy 
do  not  understand.  If  a  pbysician  were  to 
take  to  eating  of  horseflesh^  nobody  would 
employ  him ;  though  one  mav  eat  hone- 
flesh,  and  be  a  very  skilful  ph<fsidjui.  If  a 
man  were  educated  in  an  absurd  rehfriwi, 
his  continuing  to  profess  it  would  notDurt 
him,  though  ois  changing  to  it  wauI(L"f 

We  drank  tea  and  coffee  at  Mr.  Peter 
Garrick's,  where  was  Mia.  Aston,  one  «' 
the  maiden  sisters  of  Mrs.  Walnudey,  vift 
of  Johnson's  first  friend,  and  sister  ahn  of 
the  lady  of  whom  Johnson  used  to  qtfst, 
with  the  wannest  admiration,  by  the  nane 
of  Moily  Aston,  who  was  afterwanb  mar- 
ried to  Captain  Brodte  of  the  navy. 

On  Sunday,  March  24,  we  brediftstcd 
with  Mis.  Cobb,  a  widow  ladv,  who  lived 
in  an  agreeable  sequestered  pface  dose  by 
the  town,  called  the  Friary,  it  having  bcc* 
formerly  a  religious  house.  She  and  her 
niece.  Miss  Adey,  were  great  adraima  af 
Dr.  Johnson  ;  and  he  behaved  to  them  with 
a  kindness  and  easy  pleasantry,  sudi  as  we 
see  between  old  and  intimate  acquaiataim 
He  accompanied  Mra.  Ct^b  to  St.  Mart's

finil  in  ilic  wil«  nf  the  metnipnlia.  Dr.  .rirhn- 
Min  went  with  mc  U*  the  cathiilral  in  the 
sfternnon.  It  wasf^id  anil  pleasing;  tocoii> 
tetnpUte  this  illustrioaf  wnt«r,  now  fiiU  of 
fiuiic,  wiir^liijnng  in  *'  the  sulenin  tcinjile" 
of  his  native  nly. 

I  returned  to  tea  and  coH'ee  at  Mr.  t'eter 
Garrick'H,  and  theh  found  Dr.  Johnson  at 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Sewanl's,  Canon  lle.iiilen. 
tianr,  who  inhahitcil  the  lUHho])'*  palace, 
in  wbirh  Mr.  WalmalcT  lived,  and  which 
had  been  the  Kene  of  nianv  bappv  hinir»  In 
JohiMon'fl  ewly  lite,  ^f  r.  ^-wiinf  had,  wiili 
ecelealaatirai  hospitality  and  (NiUteness, 
■flked  me  in  the  mominj^,  merely  as  a  strsn- 
f{«r,  todine  with  him  :  and  in  the  atlcruoon, 
when  I  WM  introikiccii  to  him.  he  allied  Ilr. 
J<&nsan  and  me  to  spend  the  evenini{  mid 
nip  wiUi  him.  He  wa^  a  peiituel  wdUbrctl 
dif^iQcd  clergrman,  bad  tnivellt;d  witli 
Lord  Charlaa  Titznur,  uncle  of  the  preoent 
Duke  of  Grafton,  who  died  when  abmud, 
uad  be  had  lived  much  in  the  (^eat  vmrltl. 
He  wu  an  inseninun  am)  lltorarv  man,  lind 
jHibliahed  an  euitinn  of  Bcauin<jiit  and  Ftet< 
cher,  and  writl*.*n  ver»e»  in  Dodiley'a  col- 
krtion.  Hlf  lady  was  the  ibuj^htcr  of  Mr. 
Hunter,  .tohasnn's  first  Bcl)nolma.4ter.  And 
now,  t^>r  the  fir>t  time,  I  had  tliu  jileaiture 
of  •ccing  hi*  cele'imtc'I  dmighler.  Mi^i 
Anna  Sewartl,  to  whom  1  have  5inc«  been

Mr.  Srwmn)  mentioned  to  us  the  obscn-a- 
tloflS  wUch  be  bad  made  upon  the  strata  of 
Aartli  in  voleanM,  Eram  nrhich  it  A|ii>e«nnl. 
that  they  wen*  no  very  ilitrerenl  in  dejilhat 
dif&rent  periods,  that  no  calculation  what< 
ever  coiilil  l«  made  as  to  the  lime  required 
for  their  fijrmatlon.  This  fully  refuted  an 
uiti-nuxiuical  remark  intHxhice^l  itito  Cap- 
tain Brydonc's  cnicrtaiaing  tour,  1  hope 
iMedlMMy.  fVoni  a  kiml  of  vanity  which  'i» 
loo  common  in  tJiose  who  have  not  bu(Ec1>

}ecta.  I>r-  Johnson,  inikxtl,  hml  said  be- 
fore, independent  ofthisob«ervntiun,  ".Shall

When  be  hod  rentTit,  he  cx- 
L-laimod,  "  One  uf  the  most  drmdfull  thin^ 
llial  has  happened  in  my  time."  'I'he  pbra^ie 
my  f*D»f,  like  the  word  age,  ia  usujIIv  under> 
Mood  to  refer  to  an  event  of  a  piibltc  uf  Ce- 
neral  na[uri>.  J  imajpneil  wmethtnf^  like 
an  aimMinatiun  of  the  King— lllie  a  gun* 
powder  plot  earned  into  execution — or^tke 
anothernreof  I^ndun.  Whenaskei),  "  Wlml 
is  it.  Sir  'f"  he  answcrnJ,  *•  .Mr.  I'hrulc  baa 
lost  his  only  son  :"  This  was,  no  doubt,  a 
very  ^jreat  affliflion  to  Mr.  and  Mn.  Thrje, 
which  tlieir  friendit  woulil  consitler  aix-unl. 
In^lv  ]  but  fnmi  the  manner  in  which  Ibc 
intelligence  of  it  was  coinmunicdted  by 
Jchnson,  it  nppcaretl  for  the  moment  t<i  lie 
comparatively  small.  I.  however,  soon 
felt  a  sJnciTC  cuiu'eni,  and  wa*  turidiia  to 
observe,  how  Dr.  Johti-<uti  wiiubl  1m-  alR-cted* 
Hesaid,  "  Thisis  a  total  extinction  to  their 
fiimily,  a.1  much  as  if  they  were  »uM  into 
caiitivity,"  Upon  my  mentiuuinj'thBt  Mr. 
Tlirale  had  dauuhlerM,  who  miglit  inherit 
his  wenJili ;  -"  lUaughlers,  {wiiil  Johnson, 
wannly,)  he'll  no  more  value  bla  dnugbters 
than—'*  I  waa  going  to  spcik,— *'  Sir,

name."  In  short,  I  saw  male  succeuion

need  not  say  how  mudi  tbev  winli  tv  see 
Tou  in  London."  He  saia,  '*  We  aball 
nuten  back  from  Taylor'a." 

Mrs.  Lucy  Porter  and  some  other  ladies 
of  the  place  talked  a  great  deal  of  him  when 
be  was  out  of  the  room,  not  only  with  vene- 
ration but  affection.  It  pleased  me  to  find 
that  he  was  so  much  bewvad  in  hia  native 

Mrs.  AsttHi,  whom  I  had  seen  the  preced- 
ing night,  and  her  sister,  Mrs.  (Wastrel,  a 
widow  lady,  had  eucb  a  bouse  and  garden, 
and  pleasure-ground,  prettily  situated  upon 
Stowhill,  a  gentle  eminence,  adjoining  to 
Lichfield.  Johnson  walked  away  to  diimer 
there,  leaving  me  by  myself  without  any 
apolt^  t  I  wondered  at  this  want  of  that 
ndlity  of  manners,  from  which  a  man  boa 
po  dimculty  In  carrying  a  friend  to  a  house 
where  he  is  intimate  ;  I  leltit  very  unplea- 
sant to  be  thus  left  in  solitude  in  a  country 
town,  where  I  was  an  entire  stranger,  and 
began  to  think  myself  unkindly  deserted: 
but  I  was  soon  relieved,  and  convinced  that 
my  friend,  instead  of  being. deficient  in  de- 
licacy, had  conducted  the  matter  with  per- 
fect proprictv,  for  I  rec«vcd  the  following 
note  in  bia  hand-writing :  "  Mrs.  Gastre^ 
at  the  lower  house  on  Stowhill,  desires  Mr. 
Boswell's  company  to  dinner  at  two."  I 
accepted  of  the  mvitation,  and  hod  here 
anotiier  proof  how  amiable  his  character 
waa  in  the  opinion  of  those  who  knew  him 
best.  I  wai  not  informed,  till  afterwards, 
that  Mrs.  tiastrel's  husband  was  the  clergy- 
man, who,  while  he  lived  at  Stratford-uiwn- 
Avon,  where  he  was  proprietor  of  Sluks- 
peare'a  garden,  with  Gothic  barbarity  cut 
down  bis  mulberry-tree,*  and,  as  Dr.  John- 
son told  mc,  did  it  to  vex  his  neighbours. 
His  lady,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  on  the 
same  authorilv,  participated  in  the  guilt  of 
what  the  enthusiasts  of  our  Immortal  bard 
deem  almost  a  species  of  sacrilege. 

After  dinner  Dr.  Johnson  wrote  a  letter 
to  Mrs.  Thrale,  on  the  death  of  her  son.  I 
•aid  it  would  be  very  distressing  to  Thrale, 
but  she  would  soon  forget  it,  as  she  hod  bo 
many  things  to  think  o£  Johnsok  ;  "  No, 
Sir,  Thrale  will  forget  it  first  Site  has 
many  things  that  she  may  think  of.  He  has 
many  things  that  be  must  think  of."  This 
WM  a  very  just  remark  upon  the  different 
etf*ects  of  those  light  pursuits  which  occupy 
ft  vacant  and  easy  mind,  and  those  serious 
ei^agements  which  arrest  attention,  and 
keep  us  from  brooding  over  grief- 
He  observed  of  Lord  Butt.-,  "  it  was  said 
of  Augustus,  that  it  would  have  been  better 
for  Itoiue,  that  he  had  never  been  bom,  or 
had  never  died.  So  it  would  have  been 
better  for  this  nation  if  Lord  Dute  bad  never 
been  minister,  or  had  never  resigned." 
In  the  evening  we  went  to  the  Town-

see  Dr.  Johnson  littitig  in  ai  coo^icuoiu 

Ct  of  tlie  pit,  and  receivinf  aficctigaate 
Etage  from  all  bUacquaintaiue.  WewMt 
^uite  gay  and  merry-  I  afterwards  nei- 
tioned  to  him  that  I  condemned  myself  lor 
being  so,  when  poor  Mr.  aud  Mrs.  Thrale 
were  in  such  dutreo.  Johnmh  :  **  Y«ia 
are  wrong.  Sir;  twenty  yean  henees  Ui. 
and  Mrs.  Thrale  will  not  suti*er  much  pun 
from  the  death  of  their  son.  Now,  Sir,  yoa 
are  to  conuder,  that  distance  of  place,  ■• 
well  as  distance  of  time,  operatea  upon  the 
human  feelings.  I  would  not  havtt  ywi  W 
gay  in  the  presence  of  the  dlstrened,  tiecaiiic 
it  would  shock  them  ;  but  you  may  be  m 
at  a  distance.  Fain  fur  theloM  of  a  fnenil 
or  of  a  relation  whom  we  luve^  is  ocxaAaaeL 
by  the  want  which  we  feel.  In  time,  the 
vacuity  is  filled  with  fometlung  cbe ;  ar 
sometunes  the  vacuity  eloaes  up  of  itself 

Mr.  Seward  and  Mr.  Feaxson,  aaaths 
clergyman  here,  supped  with  ua  at  our  ina, 
and  after  they  left  ua,  we  sat  up  lata  aa  ai 
used  to  do  in  London. 

Here  I  shall  record  aome  Gwinenta  of  aj 
friend's  convenatioo  duriiu  thu  jauaL 

"  Marriage,  Sir,  is  mucn  more  necaaniT 
to  a  man  than  to  a  woman  :  for  be  is  bimb 
less  able  to  supply  hinuelf  with  dnmitr 
comforts.  You  will  recollect  my  aayinc  ts 
some  ladies  the  other  day,  that  I  had  ofts 
wondered  why  young  wumen  should  manyi 
as  they  have  so  muoa  more  freedom,  and  m 
much  more  attention  paid  to  them  wbila 
unmarried,  than  when  married.  I  intlMd 
did  nut  mention  the  ttrvnff  reason  for  ihtir 
marrying— the  mechaaietd  reasoo."  Bos>

'Kt'ery 
uan  ali'iuld  form  such  a  pUn  of  hiinf;  a>  Ik 
ean  vxocute  complelety.  I-vt  htm  not  dmw 
Ml  fmUine  wider  than  ne  run  fill  viu.

•Mn  many  akeletona  of  show  urn  ma^iil- 
cmfe  whirh  excite  at  once  ridicule  and  pily-

Ba««orth.  lie  was  a  diligent  justice  of  the 
WtaK9\  and  prniiled  over  the  town  tif  Aith- 
bownc.

He  had  consequently  a 
considerable  j^iolilical  inieivst  in  the  county 
of  Derby,  uhich  he  employed  lo  support  the 
Devinijihire  fiuuily  ;  fur,  ihougli  the  school • 
fellnw  and  friend  of  Juhn^oii,  he  was  a  Whiff. 
I  could  not  |)ereeive  in  his  diancter  muui 
congeniality  of  any  sort  with  that  of  John- 
son,  who,  howevt-T,  said  to  nie,  **  Sir,  be 
has  n  very  slrtatg  undcrnianding."  His  sire, 
and  tigure.  ana  countenance,  and  manner, 
were  tDat  of  a  hearty  Kiicliah  'siinire,  with 
the  paiiion  super -induceu:  and  1  tmik  ]Kir> 
ticular  notice  of  his  uppcr-wervant,  Mr.  Pe- 
terv,  a  decent  grave  man,  in  purple  clothes, 
and  a  large  white  wig,  like  the  butler  or 
tiutjoT  ifmno  iif  a  hijibop. 

Dr.  Jolm»t^>ii  and  I>r.  Taylor  met  with 
irreat  cordiahty :  and  Johnson  aoon  gave 
him  the  same  aad  account  of  their  srbooj* 
fellow,  C'tHigreve,  that  he  hud  given  to  Mr. 
Hf^-tfir;  Hihliiig  a  rviniirk  of  aiu-h  moment 
tn  the  rali>cknal  conduct  uf  a  man  in  the  de- 
cline of  life,  that  deserves  lo  be  imprinted 
upon  cver^-  mind :  "  There  is  iiothiiig 
against  whicJi  an  old  man  should  tie  so  mu<£ 
upon  hit  guard  a*  putting  himself  to  nurse." 
Innumerable  hare  been  the  mvUnrholy  in- 
stat>ce«  of  men  once  disUngulabed  fbr  nrm- 
ne«s,  resnlution,  and  ipirit,  who  in  thefr  lat- 
ter ilayn  Imvv  been  giivenied  like  children, 
by  interested  Itinnic  artiticv. 

Dr.  Taylor  commended  a  physician  who 
was  known  to  hltn  and  Dr.  Johnson,  and 
siud.  "  I  light  many  Itallles  lor  him.  as  many 
people  in  tliecouiitry  dislike  liim."  Johk- 
s(iM  :  "  ItiiC  yn  should  consider.  8ir.  that 
by  every  one  of  yoair  vict^jrtea  he  is  a  lo«er  j 
f<>r.  every  man  of  whom  you  gel  the  better 
will  l»e  very  angry,  and  resolve  not  lo  em- 
ploy him  :  whereas  if  |>eopl«  get  the  better 
of  Vdu  inargumeiit  nbvut  him,  ttiey 'II  think, 
*  vVell  seiw  ftT  Dr.  "•••  neverihfl««,'  " 
This  was  an  obscnralion  de.>p  and  sure  in 
human  nature. 

Next  day  we  talked  of  a  book  in  which 
an  eminent  Judge  was  arrwgned  before  the 
bnr  (if  the  public,  as  having  |inMimiiii-«l  nn 
uuju»t  decision  in  a  great  cause.  Dr.  John- 
Mtii  inntntaincd  that  this  piiblscntion  would 
not  givennv  um-astncsa  to  the  judge.  "  For, 
(said  be.)  either  he  arted  honertly,  or  he 
meant  lodoinjiutice.  if  hearted  huDflatly, 
his  own  cnuaciousneffii  will  protect  him ;  if 
be  meant  to  du  injiistice,  he  will  be  glad  to 
ae«  Uie  man  who  attacks  him,  so  niuH 
vexed." 

Kext  day,  QH  Dr.  Johnsim  had  acquainted 
Dr.  Taylor  of  the  reason  for  his  returning 

3»cedily  to  Londim,  it  was  resolveil  that  we 
lOulJ  set  out  alWr  dinner.  A  low  of  Dr. 
Tarlofs  neighbours  were  hia  (fuesU  that 
daf. 

Dr.  Johnunn  talked  with  approbation  of 
one  who  bad  attaiued  to  the  state  of  tlie 
phlloaoplilcal  wise  man.  that  i*>  lo  have  no 
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want  of  any  tliinff.  *'  Then,  Sir,  (said  I,) 
the  savage  u  a  wue  man."  *'  Sir  (taid  he,) 
I  do  not  mean  aimply  beinj;  without, — but 
not  having  a  want."  I  maintained,  against 
this  proud^tion,  that  it  was  better  to  have 
line  clotnes,  for  iostaiice,  than  not  to  feel  the 
want  of  them.  Johmson  :  '*  No,  Sir;  fine 
clothes  are  good  only  as  they  supply  the 
want  of  other  means  of  procuring  reajiect. 
Was  Charles  the  Twelfth,  thinlt  you,  lesri 
respected  £ot  his  coarse  blue  coat  and  black 
■tock  t  And  you  find  the  King  of  Prussia 
dresses  plain,  because  the  dignity  of  his  cha- 
racter is  sufficient."  I  here  brought  myself 
into  a  scrape,  for  I  heedlessly  said,  '*  AVould 
not  ytm,  Sir,  be  the  better  for  velvet  embroi- 
dery P"  Jonirsox  :  "  Sir,  you  put  an  end 
to  all  argument  when  you  introduce  your 
opponent  himself.  Have  you  no  belter 
manners  P  There  is  j/oar  wantJ"  I  apoto- 
eised  by  saving,  I  had  mentioned  him  as  an 
instance  ot  one  who  wanted  as  little  as  any 
man  in  the  world,  and  vet,  perhaps,  might 
receive  some  additional  lustre  from  dress. 

Having  left  Ashbourne  in  the  evening,  we 
■topped  to  change  horses  at  Derbv,  and 
■vailed  ourselves  of  a  moment  to  enjoy  the 
conversation  of  my  countrymau,  Dr.  Butter, 
then  physician  there.  He  was  in  great  in- 
dignation because  Lord  Mountstuart's  bill 
for  a  Scotch  militia  had  been  lost.  Dr.  John- 
son was  as  violent  against  it.  "  I  am  g'Ud 
(■■id  he)  tliat  pailiamenl  has  had  the  spirit 
to  throw  it  out.  Vou  wantetl  to  take  sdvan- 
tageof  the  timidity  of  our  scoundrels"  (mean- 
ing, I  suppose*  the  ministry.)  It  may  be  ob- 
served, that  he  used  the  epithet  scoundrel, 
verv  commonly,  nut  quite  in  the  senile  in 
which  it  is  generally  understood,  but  ns  a 
strong  term  of  disapprobation  ;  as  when  he 
abruntly  answered  Sirs.  Thrale,  who  had 
aske<i  him  how  he  did,  "  Readv  to  become  a 
scoundrel.  Madam ;  with  a  little  more  spoil- 
ing, you  will,  I  think,  make  me  a  complete 
rascal  :"• — he  meant,  easy  to  become  a  ca- 
pricious uid  self-indulgent  valetudinarian  ;  a 
character  for  which  I  have  heard  him  express 
great  disgust. 

Johnson  had  with  him,  upon  this  jaunt, 
*'  //  Pahnerino  tTInghilterra"  a  romance 
praised  bv  Cervantes ;  but  did  not  like  it 
much.  Ite  said,  he  read  it  for  the  language, 
b^  way  of  preparation  for  his  Italian  ez{)eili- 
bon. — We  lav  this  night  at  Loughborough. 

On  Thursilav,  March  28,  we  pursued  our 
ioume^ir.  1  mentiiinetl  that  old  Mr.  Sheridan 
complained  of  the  inffratitude  of  Mr.  Wed- 
derbume  and  (ienend  Fraser,  who  had  been 
much  obliged  to  him  when  they  were  young 
Scotchmen  entering  upon  life'  in  Knglanil. 
JoHWSON  !  **  Why,  Sir,  a  i»;in  in  very  apt  to 
complain  of  the  ingratitude  of  those  wlionave 
risen  far  above  him.  A  mun  when  he  gets 
into  a  higher  sphere,  into  other  habits  oflife,

Then,  Sir*  those  who  knew  Um  fccmerW 
upon  I  level  with  themselTCB,  nny  thini 
that  they  ought  still  to  be  treated  as  on  ■ 
level,  which  cannot  be ;  and  an  acquuntance 
in  a  former  ntuation  tnav  bring  out  thiiigi 
which  it  would  be  vei7  duaftreaable  to  have 
mentioned  before  higgler  ecHnpanj,  tboucb. 
perhaps,  everr  body  knowi  of  llieiii.*  H« 
placed  this  suqject  in  a  new  li|^t  to  me,  anJ 
showed,  that  a  man,  who  baa  risen  hi  the 
world,  must  not  be  condemned  too  hanhly, 
fur  being  distant  to  former  acqunntan. 
even  though  be  may  have  been  much  ob^^ 
to  them.  It  is,  no  doubt,  to  be  wiabed,  tfail 
a  proper  degree  of  attention  ■houU  be  Atm 
bv  great  men  to  thnr  early  friends.  Bat  if 
either  fVom  obtuse  insenululity  to  £fibfim 
of  situation,  or  presumptuous  fbrwardoM, 
which  will  not  submit  even  to  an  extenor 
observance  of  it,  the  dignity  of  bigli  pb(« 
cannot  be  preserved,  when  tber  ire  aamit' 
ted  into  the  rompany  of  those  nised  abort 
the  state  in  which  they  once  were,  eooMch- 
ment  must  be  repelled,  and  the  kinder  fcfU 
ings  sacrificed.  I'o  one  of  the  verr  fbrtu- 
nate  persons  whom  1  have  mentioned,  tt»i»>- 
ly,  Mr.  Wedderbume,  now  Loi4  l^ni^ 
borough,  I  must  dotfaeJustlcetoTtlate,tltit 
I  have  been  assured  by  another  cariy  v- 
^uaintauce  of  his,  old  Mr.  ^JtwH™,  -m  ■*■ 
Bisted  in  improving  his  pnmundation,  tb: 
he  found  him  very  gntefuL  Maiilia.  I 
suppose,  had  not  pressed  upon  hu  alleristiM 
with  80  much  eagemesa,  as  the  gentkou 
who  complained  or  him.  Dr.  Jubnsoa^  re- 
mark as  to  the  jealousy  entertained  of  osr 
friends  who  rise  far  above  ua,  is  certaiulf 
very  iust.  By  this  was  withered  the  orij 
friendship  between  Charles  TowndMod  m 
Akenside ;  and  many  MTifii|ar  instances  nigfat 
be  adduced.

pensive ;  whereas  a  woman  who  btings'nsK 
will  be  very  moderate  in  expenses.

A  woman  of  fortune  being  used  to  thebarf. 
ling  of  money,  spends  it  judicioualy :  hit  i 
woman  who  gets  the  command  of  noocy  fir 
the  iirst  time  upon  her  marriaoe,  has  sucbi 
gust  in  a]>eiuling  it,  that  ihe  throws  it  mt 
with  great  protusion." 

He  praised  the  ladies  of  the  present  sfi> 
insisting  that  they  were  more  fiulUnl  >• 
their  husbands,  and  more  virtuous  In  <tva^ 
respect,  than  in  former  times,  because  tbv 
understandings  were  better  cultivated.  I' 
was  anundouDtedproof  of  hisgoodsRue*'

1 
was  not  pleased  lliat  his  iiilirnaiy  wLtlt  Ms- 
Thrall's  fiimily,  tbougli  it  no  doubt  contri- 
buted much  to  hb  comfort  and  ei^jnynient, 
was  not  without  some  degree  of  restraint  j 
not,  as  has  been  ^roasly  suggMtcd,  that  tt 
was  required  uf  luni  aa  a  task  to  talk  far  thf 
enlertamment  of  them  aiul  th^  company; 
but  that  ha  was  not  t^uite  at  bis  case  t  which, 
however,  might  partly  be  owing  lo  his  own 
honest  jiride— tbat  dignity  of  mind  which  is 
always  jealous  of  appearing  loo  compliant.

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On  Sunday,  March  SI ,  I  called  on  him, 
imd  shewed  mm  as  a  curiosity  which  I  had 
discovered,  his  "  Translation  of  Liobo's  Ac- 
count of  Abysrinia,"  which  Sir  John  Pringle 
had  lent  nie,  it  being  then  little  known  as  one 
of  his  worlis.  He  said,  "  Take  no  notice  of 
it,"  or  "  don't  talk  of  it."  He  seemed  to 
think  it  beneath  him,  though  done  at  six. 
•nd-twenty.  I  said  to  htm,  "  Your  style. 
Sir,  Is  much  improved  since  you  translated 
this."  He  answered,  with  a  sort  of  trium. 
phant  smile,  "  Sir,  I  hope  it  is." 

On  Wednesday,  April  3,  in  the  morning 
I  fimnd  him  very  busy  putting  his  books  in 
order,  and  as  they  were  generally  very  old 
ones,  clouds  of  dusl  were  uyina  around  him. 
He  had  on  a  pair  of  large  gloves,  such  as 
bedgers  use.  His  present  appearance  put 
me  m  mind  of  my  uncle  ^3r.  Boswell's  de- 
aisiption  of  him,  "  A  robust  genius,  bom  to 
grapple  with  whole  libraries." 

r  gave  him  an  account  of  a  conversation 
vhicn  had  passed  between  me  and  Captain 
Cook,  the  day  before,  at  dinner  at  Sir  John 
Pringle's;  and  he  was  much  pleased  with 
the  conscientious  accuracy  of  that  celebrated 
drcumnavigator,  who  set  me  right  as  to 
many  of  the  exaggerated  accounts  ^ven  by 
Dr.  Hawkeswortn  of  his  Voyages.  I  told 
him  that  while  I  was  with  the  Captain,  I 
catched  the  enthusiasm  of  curiosity  and 
adventure,  and  felt  a  strong  inclination  to 
ffo  with  him  on  his  next  voyage.  JoHitaoy: 
>*  Why,  Sir,  a  man  doet  feel  so,  till  he  con- 
fers how  very  little  he  can  learn  from  such 
voyages."  Bobwell:  "  But  one  is  carried 
away  with  the  general  grand  and  indistinct 
notion  of,  AVer  AGE  boumd  the  World." 
JoHNSOX  :  "  Yes,Sir,but  a  man  istoguani 
himself  against  taking  a  thing  in  generaL" 
I  said  I  was  certain  that  a  great  port  of 
what  we  arc  told  by  the  travellers  to  the 
South  Sea  must  be  conjecture,  because  they 
had  not  enough  of  the  language  of  those 
countries  to  understand  so  much  as  they 
have  related.  Objects  fiilling  under  the  ob- 
servation of  the  senses  might  be  clearly 
known ;  but  every  thing  intellectual,  every 
thing  abstract — politics,  morals,  and  relif^on, 
must  be  darkljr  guessed.  Dr.  Johnson  was 
of  the  same  opinion.  He  upon  another  oc- 
canon,  when  a  triend  mentioned  to  bim 
sereral  extraordinary  fiicts  as  communicated 
to  htm  by  the  circumnavigators,  slily  ob- 
served, "  Sir,  I  never  before  knew  how  much 
I  was  respected  by  these  gentlemen ;  they 
told  me  none  of  these  things." 

He  had  been  in  company  with  Oinai,  a 
native  of  one  of  the  South  Sea  IsUnds,  afier 
he  had  been  some  time  in  this  country.  He 
was  struck  with  the  elegance  of  his  bdiavi- 
our,  and  accounted  for  it  thus  :  "  Sir,  he  had 
passed  his  time,  while  in  England,  only  in 
the  best  company ;  so  that  all  that  he  had 
acquired  of  our  manners  was  genteeL  As  a 
proof  of  this,  Sir,  Lord  Mulgrave  and  he 


dined  one  day  at  Streatham  i  theyHtmtli 
their  httkB  to  the  li^t  frontliig  me,  n  that 
I  could  not  see  distinctly  i  ana  there  was  so 
little  of  the  savage  In  Omai,  that  I  «■■ 
afraid  to  speak  to  ather,  lest  I  ibouU  Bda> 
take  one  for  the  other." 

We  agreed  to  dine  to-dnr  at  the  Ultra, 
tavern,  after  the  rinng  of'^tfae  House  of 
Lords,  where  a  branch  m  the  litigatioD  con* 
ceminc  the  Douglas  Estate,  in  miidi  I  was 
one  or  the  counsel,  was  to  come  on.  I 
brought  with  me  Mr.  Murray,  Solidtor- 
Genera]  of  Scotland,  now  one  tn  the  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Session,  with  the  title  of  Lotd 
Henderland.  I  mentioned  Mr.  SoUdtis^ 
relation.  Lord  Charles  Hay,  with  whom  I 
knew  Dr.  Johnson  bad  Men  acquainted. 
JouxsOH  t  ^^  I  wrote  something  ior  Lotd 
Charles ;  and  I  thou^t  he  had  nothing  to 
fear  from  a  court-martiaL  I  sufibred  agrest 
loss  when  he  died ;  be  was  a  nug^^plcauig 
man  in  conversation,  and  a  reamng  msa. 
The  character  of  a  soldier  is  bifA.  They 
who  stand  forth  the  ibremoat  In  danfrer,  for 
the  community,  have  the  respect  a  man- 
kind. An  oflfcer  Is  much  more  respected 
than  any  other  man  who  has  as  little  money. 
In  a  commercial  country,  money  will  always 
purchase  respect.  But  you  find  an  sAov, 
who  has,  properly  msafcing,  no  msii^,  h 
every  whtae  well  received  and  treated  «itk 
attention.  The  character  of  a  aoUUer  always 
stands  him  In  stead."  Boswsi.i. :  **  Yet, 
Sir,  I  think  that  common  aol^ers  axe  wane 
thouriit  of  than  other  men  in  the  same  la&k 
of  life;  such  as  labourers.**  Jonirsoir; 
"  Why,  Sir,  a  common  soldier  is  usuaUy  i 
very  gross  man,  and  any  quality  which  pro- 
cures respect  may  be  overwhelmed  by  gnat- 
ness.  A  man  of  learning  may  be  so  vibns 
or  so  ridiculous  that  you  cannot  respect  huo. 
A  common  soldier,  too,  aenerally  cats  moie 
than  he  con  pajr  for.  But  when  a  commai 
soldier  is  civil  in  his  quarters,  his  red  cost 
procures  him  a  degree  of  respect.**  IVpe- 
cuiiar  respect  paiato  the  mOitaiy  ddndcr 
in  France  was  mentioned.  Boswkll  t  "  I 
should  think  that  where  military  men  are  so 
numerous,  thev  would  be  less  valueJ  as  not 
being  rare."  JoHXSOX  t  "  Nay,  Sr,  wber. 
ever  a  particular  character  or  profcssiwi  it 
high  in  the  estimation  of  a  people,  those  who 
are  of  it  will  be  valued  above  other  mca- 
We  value  an  Englishman  bif^  in  tbii  coun. 
try,  and  vet  E^gUshmen  are  not  rare  ir  iu" 
Mr.  Murray  praised  the  ancient  jdulssB- 
phers  for  the  candour  and  good  humour  riti 
which  those  of  diflerent  sects  disputed  with 
each  other.  Joiivsoki  "Sir,  they  "fi* 
puted  with  good  humour,  because  they  weft 
not  in  earnest  as  to  religion.  Had  Uw  as- 
dents  been  serious  in  their  belief^  we  should 
not  have  had  their  Gods  exhibited  in  tk 
manner  we  tind  them  represented  in  thr 
Poets.

Now  and  then,  perhap;*,  there  U  a 
fellow  who  grows  old  io  his  college;  hut 
this  is  aniost  hU  wUl,  ii&leas  he  be  a  man 
very  indolflntindeed.  A  hundretl  a  year  is 
reckoned  a  sood  fellowship,  and  that  is  no 
TiKire  than  is  neccssarv  to  keep  u  man  de. 
cently  as  a  iKholar.  We  do  not  allow  our 
fellows  la  many',  became  we  consider  aca- 
demical institutions  as  prenarulory  to  a  set. 
tlemenl  in  the  world.  It  ]s  only  by  being 
einpliiycd  us  a  tutor,  tliiit  a  felliiw  ean  iih- 
tjiiii  any  thing  mure  than  a  Uvelihooil.  I'o 
be  sure,  a  man,  who  has  enough  without 
teaching,  will  probably  not  teach  ;  for  wc 
would  all  be  idle  if  we 'could.  In  the  same 
maimer,  a  man,  who  is  to  get  nothing  by 
teaching,  will  not  exert  hiiiiM-lf.  Gri'sham. 
College  was  intended  as  a  place  of  inslnjc- 
tion  lor  l^indon ;  able  professors  were  to 
read  lectures  gratis,  they  contrived  to  have 
no  si-holArs;  wher^-as,  if  they  bad  been  al- 
loweil  to  receive  but  sixpence  o  lecture  from 
each  .scholar,  thev  would  have  been  emu- 
lous to  have  bad  many  scholars.  Every 
body  will  agree  that  it  should  be  the  Interest 
of  those  wild  teadi  to  have  scholars :  and 
Lhis  is  the  cium-  in  our  ITmvt-rsltiea.  That 
ihey  are  too  rich  is  certainly  not  true;  for 
they  have  nothing  good  enough  to  keep  a 
man  of  eminent  learning  with  them  fur  liis 
life.  In  the  foreign  Universities,  a  protes- 
»orship  is  a  high  thing.  It  is  us  much  al- 
most as  a  man  can  moke  by  bis  learning; 
Olid  therefore  we  find  the  most  learned  men 
ahrooil  are  in  the  Unlvernities.  It  is  not  so 
with  us.  OurUiiivi'r!iitU-4un>ini|Kiverished 
of  learning,  by  the  penury  of  ineir  provl- 
sionii.  I  wish  there  were  in^iny  )ilaccs  of  a

a.1  it  was  reckoned,  before  meana  were  found 
to  Bcouire  tha»e  immense  nima  which  have 
been  orougbt  from  thence  of  bite  i  he  was 
a  Bcbolar,  nnd  on  agrei-utilf  uinn,  mid  livcit 
very  prettily  in  London,  till  his  wife  died. 
Aftcrher  death,  he  took  to  tli:f»ipatti>n  am! 
gaming,  and  ]o«t  all  he  had.  OnL-  evening, 
ns  lost  1,0(K>/.  to  a  geiilleiiinji  wbuse  nuiiie 
I  ant  sorry  I  bave  forgotten.  \ext  nioni- 
ii»g,  he  sent  the  gentlemnn  WW/,  with  an 
apology  that  it  wok  nil  he  hnd  in  the  world. 
'I  he  gentleman  sent  the  money  bflck  to 
bim,  declaring  he  would  t^ot  acct-pt  of  It ; 

and  adding,  that  if  Mr. bad  occa- 

siun  for  MM.  innre,  he  would  tend  it  lo  him. 
ITr  rfsolvc-d  to  go  out  npnin  lo  the  East 
Indies,  and  make  bis  fortune  anew.  He 
gat  a  considcTsblc  appointment,  and  I  bad 
sonic  intention  of  acoompanving  him.

I  admit 
that  the  spirits  ore  raised  by  drinking,  aa  by 
the  common  particijiation  of  any  pleasure  ■ 
cock-ti^hting,  or  bear-baiting,  will  raise  the 
spirits  of  a  company,  as  drinking  does, 
tnough  surely  thev  will  not  improve  conver- 
sation. I  abo  admit,  that  there  are  some 
iluggish  men  who  are  improved  by  drink- 
ing ;  09  there  are  fruits  which  are  not  good 
till  they  are  rotten.  There  arc  such  men, 
but  they  are  medlars.  I  indeed  allow  that 
there  have  been  a  very  few  men  of  talents 
who  were  improved  by  drinking ;  but  I 
mainuin  that  I  am  right  as  to  the  efiecta  of 
drinking  in  general :  and  let  it  be  considered, 
that  there  is  no  position,  however  false  in 
its  universality,  which  is  not  true  of  some 
particular  man."  Sir  William  Forbes  said, 
**  Might  not  a  man  warmed  with  wine  be 
like  a  bottle  of  beer,  which  is  made  brisker 
by  being  set  before  the  fire  ?" — "  Noy  ^said 
Johnson,  laughing,)  I  cannot  answer  tuat : 
that  is  too  much  tor  uie." 

I  observed,  that  wine  did  some  people 
harm,  by  inHaming,  confusing,  and  irntating 
th«ir  minds;  but  that  the  experience  oi' 
mankind  had  declared  in  favour  of  moderate 
drinking.  Joukson  :  "  Sir,  I  do  not  say 
it  is  wrong  to  produce  selt<complacency  by 
drinking ;  T  only  deny  that  it  improves  the 
mind  ^Vhen  I  drank  wine,  1  scorned  to 
drink  it  when  in  company.  I  have  drunk 
many  a  bottle  hy  myself;  in  the  first  place, 
because  1  had  need  of  it  to  r^isc  my  spirits; 
in  the  second  place,  because  I  would  liave 
nobudv  ti)  witness  itH  cfiects  uiion  nie." 

>1l>' tuld  us,  "almost  all  uis  Itumblers 
were  written  just  as  they  were  wanted  for 
the  press ;  tliat  he  sent  a  certain  portion  of 
the  copy  of  an  essay,  and  wrote  the  remain- 
der, while  the  former  part  of  it  was  print- 
ing. When  it  was  wanted,  and  he  had  fairly 
sat  down  tu  it,  he  was  sure  it  would  be  done." 

He  said,  that,  for  general  improvement,  a 
m:in  tihouhl  rcafl  whatever  his  immediate  in- 
clination pruni]>t3  him  to ;  though  to  be  sure, 
if  a  man  has  a  science  to  lt!arn,  he  must  re- 
gularly and  resolutely  advance.  He  added, 
*'  what  we  read  with  inclimiliun  makes  a 
much  .stronger  impression.  If  we  read  with- 
out inclination,  half  the  mind  is  employed 
in  fixing  the  attention  ;  so  thtere  is  but  one

On  Monday,  April  29,  he  and  I  made  an 
excursion  to  Bristol,  where  I  was  enter, 
tained  with  seeing  him  inquire,  upon  the 
apot,  into  the  authenticity  of  "  BouMg'i  po- 
etry," as  I  had  seen  him  inquire  upon  the 
spot  into  the  authenticity  of"  0«rion'*  poe- 
try." George  Catcot,  the  pewterer,  who 
was  as  z^ous  for  Rowley,  as  Hugh  Blair 
was  for  Ottiaoy  (I  trust  my  Itererend  friend 
will  excuse  the  comparison,)  attended  us  at 
our  inn,  and  with  a  triumphant  air  of  lively 
simplicity  called  out,  *^  I'll  make  Dr.  John- 
sou  a  convert."  Dr.  Jdinson,  at  his  desire, 
read  aloud  some  of  Chatterton'a  fabricated 
verses,  while  Catcot  stood  at  the  back  of  hii 
cbur,  moving  himself  like  a  pendulum,  and 
beating  linie  with  Iiia  feet,  and  now  and  then 
looking  into  Dr.  Johnson's  &ce,  wondering 
that  he  was  not  yet  convinced.  We  called 
on  Mr.  Barret,  the  surgeon,  and  saw  some 
of  the  ariginatgy  as  they  were  called,  which 
were  executed  very  artificially  ;  but  from  a 
careful  inspection  of  them,  and  a  considera. 
tion  of  the  circumstances  with  which  they 
were  attended,  we  were  quite  satisfied  of  the 
imposture,  which,  indeed,  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated  from  internal  evidence,  by  se. 
veral  able  critics." 

Honest  Catcot  seemed  to  pay  no  attention 
whatever  to  any  objections,  out  insisted,  as 
an  end  of  all  controversy,  that  we  should  go 
with  him  to  the  tower  of  the  church  of  St. 
Mary,  Kedciifl',  and  vUw  wUh  our  own  et/e* 
the  ancient  chest  in  which  the  manuscripts 
were  found.  To  this,  Dr.  Johnson  good- 
naturedly  agreed ;  and,  though  troublea  with 
a  shortness  of  breathing,  laboured  up  a  long 
flight  of  steps,  till  we  came  to  the  place 
where  the  wondrous  chest  stood.  "  Tltere^ 
(said  Catcot,  with  a  bouncing  confident  cre- 
dulity,) rtw-*  is  the  very  cheat  itselJF."  Afler 
this  ocular  demorutratwn,  there  was  no  more 
to  be  said.  He  brought  to  mv  recollection 
a  Scotch  Highlander,  a  man  of  learning  too, 
and  who  had  seen  the  world,  attesting,  and 
at  the  same  time  mving  his  reasons  tor,  the 
authenticity  of  l-'ingal :— "  I  have  heard  all 
that  poem  when  1  was  young."—"  Have 
you.  Sir  ?  Pray,  what  have  you  heard  ?" — 
*'■  1  have  heard  Ossian,  Uscar,  and  eoerj/  one 
of  ihem^* 

Johnson  said  of  Chatterton,  "  This  is  the 
most  extraordinary  voungman  that  has  en- 
countered my  knowledge.  It  is  wonderful 
how  the  whelp  has  written  such  things."

I  dined  with  faiB 
at  Dr.  Taylor's,  at  GeoermI  p({lethani'% 
and  at  General  Faoli'a.  To  avoid  %.  temoui 
minuteneaa,  1  shall  group  together  what  I 
have  preserved  of  hu  caoTaaation  duiiflf 
this  period  also*  without  speoiyii^  an 
scene  where  it  passed,  except  oiic«  wUck 
will  be  found  so  remarkable  as  oertaiidy  to 
deserve  «  very  particular  relation.

Notwithstanding  the  high  veneration 
wlii^'li  I  enlertained  fur  Dr.  .Tohiiaon.  I  was 
sensible  that  he  was  aometimes  a  little  ri.-- 
tuated  bv  tha  spirit  of  eontradirtiim,  and  by 
meana  of  tliat  I  hoped  1  slionld  gain  my 
puint.  I  wii^  perniitdcd,  that  U*  I  had  come 
upon  him  with  a  direct  proposal,  "  .Sir,  will 
you  dine  in  company  with  Jack  Wilkes?" 
lie  would  have  ilnwn  into  a  paaAon.  and 
would  iirubaWy  have  answered,  "Dine  with 
Ja*l:  Wilkes,  Sir!  I'd  aa  soon  dine  with 
.laik  Ketch."*  I  therefore,  while  we  wore 
sitting  quietly  by  ourselves  at  liis  bouse  in 
an  evening,  iwik  oreasion  to  n[>en  my  ^itan 
thus  !— '•  Afr.  Dilly,  Sir,  sends  his  rcspett. 
ful  eomplimenls  to  you,  and  would  be  happr 
if  you  would  do  him  the  honour  to  dine  with 
him  on  Wednesday  next,  along  with  me,  as  [ 
must  soon  go  to  Scudajid.  Juhhsom  ; 
"  Sir,  I  am  ubltged  la  Mr.  DtlLv.  1  will 
wait  upon  him— '  DoswBLLt  "" Provide<i, 
Sir,  I  siipiione,  ihnt  the  n)m|)4i)y  which  he 
is  til  have,  is  agreeable  to  you."  Jobuson  : 
"  What  do  you  mean,  Sir  ?  What  do  you 
take  mo  for?  Do  you  think  I  am  so  igmt- 
r,mt  of  the  world,  as  to  imagine  that  1  am  to 
prescribe  to  a  geirtlcman  wfa«t  company  he 
IS  to  have  at  his  table  ?"  Boswkli.  : "  I  beg 
your  pardon,  6Ur,  for  wishing  to  prevent  you 
from  meeting  people  whom  you  might  not 
lik'e-  Perhaps  ne  may  have  some  of  what  he 
culls  his  iMlriuttr  frinids  with  him.*'  Joiik- 
.toK  :  "  Well.  Sir.  anil  what  tlxMi  ?  What 
care  I  foT  ilia  pat rio/i/nfrienwU  f  Puh!"  Uoa- 
wELi. :  **  I  should  nitt  l>e  surpriscl  to  find 
Jack  W^ilkes  there."'  Joiiyaox  :  "  And  if 
.laek  Wilkes  siotild  be  there,  what  is  that  tn 
WW,  Sir?  My  ilear  friend,  let  us  have  no 
more  of  this.  I  am  sorry  to  be  angry  with 
you  ;  but  really  it  is  treating  me  slnuigely, 
to  talk  to  me  as  if  I  could  not  meet  anv  I'ont. 
pany  whatever,  ureas  inn  ally,"  Boswkll  :

Thus  I  secured  him,  and  told  Dilly  tlist  he 
would  find  him  very  well  pleated  to  be  one 
of  his  guests,  on  the  day  npiuMrilctl.

Here  was  a  sad  dilemma.  I  feared  that 
what  I  was  so  n>nfti1eril  I  hadsecurc>d,  would 
yet  bu  friDitrjtod.  lie  liud  iii?i'U:>tntne<l  him- 
■elf  to  shew  Mrs.  Williams  such  (idi-^ri-e  of 
humane  attention,  as  frequently  imposed 
sonitf  ro«trsint  upon  him  ;  and  I  knew  Ibat 
if  ahc  should  be  obsliiuite,  he  would  nut  atJr. 
I  haaCened  down  ntairx  to  the  blind  lady's 
room,  Bnd  told  her  I  wn^  in  great  uneasi- 
ness, for  Dr.  Jobn:!on  bnd  ensured  tg  mc  to 
dinethU  day  it  Mr.  Uilly's,  hut  that  he  bad 
told  me  hv  had  forgotten  hit  engoeement, 
and  had  nnletL-d  dinner  at  biime  *'  Ye<i,Sir, 
{■atil  she,  protly  pel■vi^hly,)  Dr-  Johiiion  is 
to  dine  at  home-  ' — Madam  (lalO  I,)  tus  re- 
spect for  you  it  such,  that  I  know  he  will 
not  leave  you,  unEe»  you  absoluCvly  desire 
iL  But  as  you  have  io  matrh  of  bis  com- 
pany, I  hiipe  you  will  Ik-  eiitti  enough  to 
Ibrego  it  lor  a  Jay,  as  Mr.  iJilly  is  a  very 
woruiy  man,  has  freijucntly  had  ngreeflble 
pcrtlm  at  hi*  house  Ibr  Dr-  Johnson,  ami 
wUl  b«  vexed  If  the  I>octor  neglects  him  to- 
daT.  And  then.  Madam.be  iiTeaaed  to  con. 
sicler  my  situatinn  ;  I  i-nrrieil  the  nK-K.tngc, 
and  1  asauretl  TVIr.  Tlilly  Uint  Dr.  Johnson 
WHS  to  come;  and  no  doitbt  he  has  made  a 
dinner,  and  invited  a  comnany.  and  boasted 
of  the  honour  he  exjwctea  to  have-  1  shall 
bei^uite  disgraced  if  the  Doctor  is  not  there:." 
She  gradually  soflriiol  l»  my  solicitations, 
whien  were  certainly  as  earnest  aa  most  en- 
treaties to  ladies  upon  any  occtsion,  and  was 
riouflly  pleased  to  empower  me  Id  tell 
Johnson,  "  That,  oU  things  considered, 
she  thought  he  should  certainly  go."  I  Bew 
b«ck  to  him,  still  In  dust,  ar^d  careless  of 
what  should  be  the  event,  "'  indifferent  in 
hU  choice  to  go  or  stay  ("  l>ut  ta  soiin  aa  I 
hadutnounceutu  him  Mrs.  Wil]ianr»  eon- 
sent,  he  roareil,  "  Frank,  ii  clcjin  shirt  !"and 
was  verv  soon  drest-  When  I  hod  him  fair- 
lyaeatcJ  in  a  hsickney-caadi  with  me,  I  ex- 
ultt^lua  much  as  a  fortune-hunter,  who  has 
goi  KD  heirc-M  into  u  iioHt<haitie  with  him, 
to  set  out  fur  Grelnn-Oreen- 

When  we  eniertxl  Mr.  DiLly's  drawing, 
room,  he  found  himself  iu  the  midst   at  a 
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company  he  did  not  know.  J  kept  myaelf 
snug  and  silent,  watching  how  oe  «mU 
cynduet  himMrIf-  1  observed  him  whi^)«r- 
ing  to  Mr.  Dillv,  "  Who  ia  that  gentletuan. 
Sir  ?" — "Mr.  Arthur  Lee-"— Jons so»  j 
"  Too,  too,  too,"  (under  his  breath,)  which 
was  one  of  hia  habitual  mutterlDgb  Mr. 
Arthur  I.ee  could  not  be  very  obnoxiou  lo 
Jahnson,  for  he  was  not  only  a  patriM,  but 
on  ^mmam-  He  was  afterward*  miliistcT 
fVom  the  L'nited  States  at  the  court  of  M». 
dhd.  "  And  who  is  the  gentleman  in  Uoe  y 
"  Mr.  Wilkes,  Sir-"  lliis  informatloD  cob- 
founded  him  slill  more  i  he  had  some  diffi- 
culty to  restrain  himtclt^  and  taking  up  a 
book,  sat  down  upon  a  window -leat  and  ftad, 
or  at  least  kept  oil  tj9  upon  it  intently  be 
some  time,  till  he  compnaed  himself.  RIs 
feeling?!,  1  daresny,  wen-  awkward  emmgh. 
But  he  no  doubt  recolkctcd  his  having  T%lti 
me,  for  supposing  that  he  could  be  at  all 
dlsconcerlea  by  any  company,  anil  be,  thcrt* 
fore,  restdulrly  set  himself  to  behave  ^uit* 
as  an  easy  mjui  of  the  wurlil,  who  <«aU 
udapt  himself  at  once  to  the  dtspoaitiaa  ii4 
niauners  of  those  whom  be  mlKOt  dunccl* 
me«t.

Sir  j-  It  il 
betUr  here— A  little  of  the  brown— 5aaM 
fat.  Sir— A  little  of  the  stuffing— 8aM 
gravy — Let  m«  hnve  the  pleasure  of  ^vn| 
you  Mine  butter — Allow  me  to  recoonm 
a  Muecicc  of  this  oTmn|[e: — or  Che  leaok 
peiiiBpa,may  havemorc  s«st." — '*Sir,Str.l 
am  obliged  to  you.

Jobm- 
Boir :  "Tbe  first  lime  I  •ras  in  rom[ttny 
with  Foote,  was  at  Kilzherlicrt's.  Having 
no  ifood  opinion  of  the  fellow,  1  wuremlved 
tiot  to  be  pleated  ;  antl  it  ia  very  difficult  to 
plcaac  a  man  against  his  will,  t  went  on 
e«ting  my  dinner  prvlty  sulU-nly,  alKvling 
out  to  Rund  hitn-  But  the  dofr  vaa  ao  very 
comical,  (hat  I  was  obli)^'«l  to  lav  down  my 
kniie  and  Tork,  thruw  myaelf  had:  upon  my 
chair,  and  fairly  laugh  it  out-  N»,  Sir,  he 
wu  irmifttble.*  lie  upon  xme  (Kcanoii 
mptfitoeed,  in  an  extraordinary  dej^ree, 
the  efficacy  of  his  powera  of  cnlcrtatriin)?. 
Amongst  tnc  many  hikI  vnrious  mndes  whicn 
he  tried  of  gettina  money,  he  became  apart- 
ner  with  a  gmall-beer  brewer,  and  he  was  to 
bBreashiut?  of  the  pru  tits  fur  prorurilif;  iJri- 
tomcrs  amtiii^t  hia  nuiuerous  actjuaintaiiL-e. 
Filzhrrbert  wu  one  who  took  hta  Hrnull- 
beer;  but  it  was  so  bad  that  thcaervent^rc- 
»It«<]  doc  to  drink  It.  They  were  at  aome 
loM  bow  to  notify  their  r^olution,  boing 
afraiil  of  ofTtrnding  their  roaater,  who  tliey 
knew  likrd  Foote  mu<:h  a-i  a  cu'ximmun.  At 
last  tbev  tixed  upon  a  little  black  bov,  who 
waa  ntiier  a  favourite,  to  be  their  ifcputy, 
lUtd  deliver  their  remonstrance  ;  and  having 
inrerted  him  with  the  whole  auihoriiy  of 
the  kitchen,  he  wus  to  inform  ^Ir.  Fitxher- 
bert,  in  all  their  names,  upon  a  certain  day, 
that  they  would  drink  Foote's  nmall-beer  no 
loajfcr.  On  that  day,  Foote  happened  to 
dine  at  Fitzherbert'ii,  ami  this  hoy  served  at 
table;  he  maa  ku  ilt-lightt'il  urilh  Funte's 
•toriea,  and  merriment,  and  grimace,  tlmt 
wben  he  went  down  stairs,  be  told  them, 
*  This  la  the  finest  man  I  have  ever  »oen.  1 
will  not  deliver  your  message.  I  will  drink 
hia  atuall-lieer.' 

SoBiebodv  observed  that  Garrlck  could  not 
hsre done  tVis.  Wilkes:  "  Uarrick  would 
baTcuude  the  small-beer  atili  smaller-  lie 
la  DOW  leaving  the  stage  i  hut  he  will  play 
StnM&  all  his  life-"  I  knew  that  .Tiihn«on 
wouM  let  nobody  attactt  Garrick  but  himself, 
aaGirrick  said  to  mc,  and  I  had  heani  him 
prxiae  his  liberality  ;  so,  to  bring  out  bis  com- 
meudation  nf  his  cclebnitcil  mipU,  I  «aid. 
loudly,  "  I  liMve  heard  Garrick  is  liberal." 
JoRiTfCiv !  *•  Yes.  Sir,  I  know  that  Garrick 
baa  mven  away  more  money  than  any  man 
in  Kn^fUml  Dial  I  .im  ui-iju!iint4>d  with,  and 
th»i  itiit  frum  o^tcnt.Tlioui  views.  Garrick 
w»«  very  p-jor  wben  he  began  life  :  so,  when 
he  came  to  have  money,  he  probably  was 
Tery  unskilful  in  giriog  nway,  and   saved 
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wlien  lie  should  not.  But  Gamck  began  to 
be  liberal  as  aooa  as  he  could  ;  and  I  am  of 
opinion,  the  reputation  of  avarice  which  bo 
hiLH  h^d,  has  Ix-en  very  lucky  fur  him,  and 
prevcTitca]  liis  having  many  enemies.  You 
dcvpisv  u  man  for  avarice,  but  d«  not  hate 
him.  Garrick  might  have  been  much  bet- 
ter attacked  fur  living  with  more  Rplt-Diiliiur 
than  is  suilnble  to  it  gdayer ;  if  thev  had  had 
the  wit  to  liflve  assault^  him  in  that  quar- 
ter, they  might  have  galled  him  more.  But 
tliey  have  kept  clamouring  about  his  ava- 
rice, whieh  hits  rescued  him  from  much  ob> 
loquy  and  envy." 

Talking  of  the  great  diERculty  of  obt^p. 
ing  authentic  inlormatiun  for  bingraphy* 
.I<innKun  told  us.  "  When  I  waaayoungfd- 
low,  I  wanted  to  write  the  *  Life  of  Uryuen,* 
and,  in  order  to  get  matonals,  J  a{>[med  to 
t3ie  anlv  two  ^lerstiiis  then  nlive  wno  hod 
seen  him  ;  these  were  obi  Swinney,  and  old 
Cibber.  Swinney's  informatinn  waa  no  more 
than  this,  '  Thai  at  Will's  coHfcc-house  Dry- 
den  had  a  particular  chair  for  himself,  which 
wiiH  Kcl  by  thu  fire  in  winler,  and  was  then 
called  his  winter-choir ;  and  thut  it  waa  car- 
ried out  lor  him  to  the  balcony  in  summer, 
and  WAS  then  called  Iiia  summer -chair.*  Ctb- 
bcT  could  tell  no  more  but  ■  That  he  remem- 
iH'rt-d  him  a  decent  irld  man,  arbiter  of  criti- 
cal disputes  at  Will's.'  You  arc  to  consider 
Ihat  Cibber  was  tbcn  at  a  great  distance 
from  Uryden,  had  perhaps  one  leg  only  in 
therooni,  and  durst  not  <iraw  In  the  other." 
DnswELL :  "  Dut  Cibhcr  was  a  man  of  ob- 
iiiTvation  ?"  JoHKBOH !  *'  I  think  not." 
UoswELL  :  *'  You  will  allow  hi-t  '  Apolt^' 
ti>  be  well  done."  Joiimsoj*  :  "■  Very  well 
done,  to  b«  sure,  Sir.  That  )>Dok  is  a  strik- 
ing proof  nf  the  justice  of  Pope's  remark ;

B0SWK1.L :  '*  And  his  plays  are  good."

I  admit  that  the  beadle  within  him  was 
often  so  eager  to  apply  the  lash,  that  the 
Judge  had  not  time  to  consider  the  case 
with  fluHtcieot  deliberation. 

That  he  was  occasionally  remarkable  for 
violence  of  temper,  may  be  granted:  but  let 
us  ascertain  the  degree,  and  not  let  it  be 
supposed  that  he  was  in  a  perpetual  rage, 
and  never  without  a  club  in  his  hand  to 
knock  down  every  one  who  approached  him. 
On  the  contrary,  the  truth  is,  that  by  much 
the  greatest  part  of  Ms  time  he  was  civil, 
obliging,  nay,  polite  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  word ;  so  much  so,  that  many  gentle- 
men who  were  long  acquainted  witn  him 
never  received,  or  even  heard,  a  strong  ex- 
pression from  bim.

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"  Tlie  edition  of  the  I'octs,  now  printing, 
will  do  honour  to  the  English  press ;  and  a 
concise  account  of  the  lite  of  each  author,  h^ 
Dr.  Johnson,  will  he  a  very  valuable  addi- 
tion, and  stamp  the  re|>utation  of  this  edi- 
Uon  superior  to  any  thing  that  is  gone  be- 
fore. The  first  cause  that  gave  rise  to  this 
undertaking,  I  believe,  was  owing  to  the 
little  trifling  edition  of  the  Poets,  printing 
by  the  Martins  at  Edinburgh,  and  to  be 
iold  by  Bell,  in  I^ondon.  Upon  examining 
the  volumes  which  were  pniited,  the  ty|>e 
was  found  bo  extremely  small,  that  many 
persons  could  not  read  ihem  ;  not  only  this 
inconvenience  attended  it,  but  the  inaccu- 
racy of  the  press  was  very  conspicuous. 
These  reasons,  as  well  as  the  idea  of  an  in- 
vasion of  what  we  call  our  Literarv  Pro- 
perty,  induccil  the  I^ondon  Booksellers  to 
print  an  elegant  and  accurate  editiun  of  all 
the  English  poets  of  reputation,  from  Chau- 
cer to  the  present  time. 

"  Accordinglv,  a  select  number  of  the 
moat  respeotabfe  booksellers  met  on  the  oc- 
casion ;  and,  on  consulting  together,  af^eed, 
that  all  the  proprietors  ot'  copyright  m  the 
various  poets  should  be  summonetl  together; 
and  when  their  opinions  were  given,  to  pro- 
ceed immediately  on  the  business.  Accord- 
inj^y,  a  meeting  was  held,  consisting  of  about 
forty  of  the  most  respectable  booksellers  of 
Ixindon,  when  it  was  agreed  that  an  elegant 
and  uniform  edition  of*  The  English  Poets* 
should  be  immediately  printed,  with  a  con- 
ase  account  of  the  life  of  each  author,  by 
Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  ;  and  that  three  per- 
sons should  be  deputed  to  wait  upon  Dr. 
Johnson,  to  solicit  him  to  undertake  the 
Ijivc>3,  vix.  T.  Davies,  Strahan,  and  Cadell. 
The  Doctor  verv  politely  undertook  it,  and 
seemed  cxceotlnigly  pleased  with  the  pro- 
posal. As  to  the  terms,  it  was  left  entirely 
to  the  Doctor  to  name  his  own ;  he  mention- 
ed two  hundred  guineas-."  it  was  immedi- 
ately agreed  to ;  and  a  farther  compliment, 
I  believe,  will  he  made  him.  A  committee 
was  likewise  apirainted  to  engage  the  best 
engravers,  vis.  Bartolozzi,  Sherwin,  Hall, 
&c.  I^ikcwise,  another  committee  forgiving 
directions  about  the  paper,  printing;,  &c.  so 
that  the  whole  will  be  conducted  with  spirit, 
and  in  the  best  manner,  with  respect  to  au- 
thorship, editorship,  engravings,  &c.  Sec 
My  brother  will  give  you  a  list  of  the  Poets 
we  mean  to  fnve,  manv  of  which  are  within 
the  time  of  the  Act  of  Queen  Anne,  which 
Martin  and  Uell  cannot  give,  as  they  have 
no  property  in  them  ;  the  proprietors  are  al- 
most all  the  booksellers  in  London,  of  con- 
sequence.

Jomitsokj  "  Ves 
Sir  t  and  nf5f  btf  was  a  dunce."  Mr  friei>d 
eecmcHi  now  not  much  to  relLih  talking  of 
thin  vlllinn. 

On  Moiidny,  September  \\  Dr.  Joliiwin 
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and  revRrd,  with  bis  chacnt  comfortti, 
Tour  pbiUntiiropic  actions,  uid  enable  me 
•t  all  times  to  exjireas  what  I  feel  of  the 
bigb  ami  uncommon  obligation  wbich  I  owe 
to  Ibe^nt  man  in  our  times." 

On  Sundav,  June  22,  he  writes,  b^gpng 
Dr.  Johnson's  assiiatance  in  franui^  a  sup- 
piicatoiT  letter  to  his  Majesty  : 

'*  If  his  M^esty  woula  be  pleased  of  his 
rojal  clemency  to  stpaie  me  and  mv  family 
the  horrors  and  ignominy  of  a  puiHia  dtatH, 
which  the  puUic  itself  is  solicituus  to  wave, 
and  to  gn\\t  me  in  some  silent  dLitant  cor- 
ner of  the  globe  to  pasit  the  remoinilcr  of 
my  days  in  penitence  and  prayer,- 1  would 
bless  bis  clemeiicy  and  be  humbled." 

This  letter  was  brought  to  l)r.  Johnson 
when  Id  church.  He  atoojied  dutvu  and 
read  it,  and  wrote,  when  he  went  hume,  the 
fitllowing  letter  for  Dr.  Dodd  to  the  King : 

"Si», 

"  Mat  it  not  ofTi'nd  your  Majestv,  that 
the  moat  miserable  ol'  men  anpUes  tiiniaelf 
to  your  clemency,  as  hia  last  nope  and  Ids 
last  refuge ;  tbat  your  mercy  is  most  ear- 
nestly and  humbly  imploreil  by  a  clergy- 
maa,  whom  your  Lisws  and  Judges  have 
condemned  to  the  horror  and  ignominy  of  a 
public  execution. 

'  "  I  confess  the  crime,  and  own  the  enor- 
mity of  its  consequences,  and  the  danger  of 
its  example.  Nor  have  I  the  confidence  to 
petition  for  impunity  ;  but  humblv  hope, 
that  public  sccuTity  may  be  established, 
without  the  spectacle  of  a  clergyman  drag- 
ged through  the  streets,  to  a  death  of  inta> 
my,  ami£t  the  derision  of  the  proflignt? 
and  profane ;  and  that  justice  may  be  sa- 
tisfied with  irrevocable  exile,  perpetual  dis- 
grace, and  hopt^lcss  penury. 

"  My  life.  Sir,  has  not  been  useless  to 
mankind.  I  have  benefited  many.  But  my 
oflences  against  God  are  numberlcsti,  nn'd 
I  have  hau  little  time  for  reptaiitance.  Pre- 
serve me,  Sir,  by  yimr  prerogative  of  mer- 
cy, from  the  necessity  of  appearing  imnre- 
pared  at  that  tribunal,  before  whidi  Kings 
and  Subjects  must  stand  at  last  together. 
Permit  me  to  hide  my  guilt  in  some  obscure 
comer  of  a  foreign  country,  where,  if  I  can 
ever  attain  confidence  to  hope  thai  my 
prayers  wlU  be  heard,  thcv  shall  be  jtuure'd 
with  all  the  fervour  of  gratitude  for  the  life 
and  happiness  of  your  Slaiestv.  I  am,  Sir, 
"  Your  Slajesly's,  &».■." 

Subjoined  to  it  was  wrilten  as  follows  :

(•aid  JohnsonO  the  house  of  Stuart  suc- 
ceeded to  the  mil  right  of  both  the  houses 
of  York  and  Lancaster,  whose  common 
source  had  the  undisputed  right.  A  right 
to  a  throne  is  like  a  right  to  any  thing  else. 
.Poaseasion  is  sufficient,  where  nobetter 
rlj^t  can  he  shewn.  This  was  the  case  with 
the  Roval  Family  of  England,  as  it  is  now 
with  the  King  of  France :  for  as  to  the 
first  beginning  of  the  right  we  are  in  the 
dark." 

Thursday,  September  18.  Last  night.  Dr. 
Johnson  hod  proposed  that  the  crystal  lus- 
tre, or  chanaelier,  in  Dr.  Taylor's  larf^ 
room,  should  be  lighted  up  some  time  or 


we  were  in  the  Isle  of  Sky,  Johnson  had  de- 
sired me  not  to  mention  his  birth-day.  He 
did  not  seem  pleased  at  this  time  that  I  men- 
tioned it,  and  said  (somewhat  sternly)  "  he 
would  not  have  the  lustre  lighted  the  next 
day." 

Some  ladies,  who  had  been  present  yes- 
terday when  I  mentioned  bis  birth-day, came 
to  dinner  to-day,  and  plagued  him  uninten- 
tionally, by  wishing  him  .joy.  I  know  not 
why  he  disliked  having  his  birth-day  men- 
tioned, unless  it  were  that  it  reminded  him 
ofhis  approaching  nearer  to  death,  of  which 
he  bad  a  constant  dread. 

I  mentioned  to  him  a  friend  of  mine  who 
was  (lirmerly  gloomy  from  low  spirits,  and 
much  distressed  by  the  fear  of  death,  but 
was  now  uniformly  placid,  and  contempla- 
ted faia  dissulution  without  any  perturbation. 
**  Sir,  (said  Johnson,)  thisis  only  a  disordered 
imagination  taking  a  difierent  turn." 


We  talked  of  a  coUecUon  balag  vad*  rf 
all  the  English  PoeU  who  had  pubUihad  a 
volume  ofpoems.  JohnaoD  told  me  **  ttat 
a  Mr.  Coxeter,*  whom  he  knew,  had  gcaa 
the  greatest  length  toward*  thia;  ha^ag 
collected,  I  think,  about  five  bundrad  n- 
lumes  of  poets  whow  worka  were  Uttk 
known ;  but  that  upon  hia  death  Tom  Ofr 
borne  bouf^t  them,  and  they  were  ditpmai, 
which  bo  thought  a  pity,  aa  it  waacurieosta 
see  any  aeries  complete  ;  and  in  eveiy  vo- 
lume of  poems  8omethiiif{  good  may  bs 
found." 

He  observed,  that  a  gentleman  of  etni- 
iience  in  literature  hadjgot  into  a  bad  style 
of  Poetty  of  kte.  «  He  puU  f  said  be)  a 
very  common  thing  in  a  strange  oieaa  tiUlw 
does  not  know  it  himself  and  thinks  other 
peopledonot  knowit."  Bobwell:  "That 
ts  owing  to  his  being  so  much  venant  in  dd 
English  poetry."  Johksox  :  ^  What  ii 
that  to  the  purpose,  &  P  If  I  Bay  a  man  it 
drunk,  and  you  tell  me  it  ia  owitig  to  Ui 
taking  much  drink,  the  matter  is  not  nMod- 

ed.    No,  Sir, has  taked  to  an  odd

Dr.  Manningham,  nhysJelan  In  London, 
who  wax  visitmg  at  Lord  Scarsdalc's,  ac- 
companied us  (farough  many  ot  the  rooms, 
and  sooo  anerwards  my  Lord  himself,  to 
whom  Dr.  Juboaonwasknown,apjienccd.Bnd 
dt<l  the  honours  of  Uk>  house.  We  talked 
of  Mr.  Langton.  Johnson,  with  ft  warm 
vehemence  of  uttectionatc  rc^^d,  exclaim- 
ed, '*  Tbe  earth  dues  not  bear  a  w«rt);icr 
iiiHri  than  Beiint^t  I.anjitijn.  We  saw  a  good 
many  line  picliire^.  wnich  I  think  are  de- 
Kribed  in  one  of  "  Yyung's  Touni."  1'bera 
is  a  printed  catalogue  uf  them,  which  the 
liwiwkeejicr  put  into  my  hanfl;  I  should 
Likf  to  view  tncm  at  leisure'.  1  was  much 
struck  with  Daniel  interpreting  Nebuchod. 
nezzar'a  dream,  by  Uembrandl.— We  were 
shewn  a  pretty  large  library.  In  his  Lord> 
ship's  drening-room  Ur  Johnson's  small 
Dictionary  :  he  shewed  it  to  me,  with  some 
eiigemess,  saying,  "  Look'ye  1  Qiui  rtffio 
m  lemt  naiiri  non  plena  lahoritV  He  oh- 
served,  also.  Goldsmith's  "  Animated  Na- 
ture ;"  and  said,  "  Here's  our  friend  !  i'ba 
poor  Doctor  would  have  been  happy  to  bear 
of  thiC 

In  our  -way,  Johnson  strongly  expressed 
hii  lore  ofdririogEastin  apu«t.chai9e.  '*  If 
(said  he]  I  had  no  duties,  and  no  reference 
l«i  futurity,  I  would  spend  my  life  in  driv- 
ing briskly  in  a  post.chm^  with  a  pretty 
woman;  btit  she  should  be  one  who  could 
understand  me.  and  would  add  something 
to  the  converaatinn."  I  ubBer%'ed.  that  we 
were  thi.i  day  to  stt>p  juKt  where  the  Hi^li- 
land  army  (lid  In  1746.  JotixsoK:  *"lt 
was  a  noble  8ttemI^t"  Boswfll:  "  I  wish 
wt  could  have  an  authentic  history  of  it." 
JoBirsoK  t  "  If  you  weri-  not  an  idle  ilug, 
vou  mieht  write  it,  by  cuHecting  from  every 
body  what  they  can  teil,  and  putting  down 
your  authorities."  IIoswei.l  i  '■  llut  I 
Cfluld  not  have  the  ailvantage  uf  it  in  my 
lilt'-time-"  JouNBOK  .•  '*  \  nu  might  havt 
have  the  satisfkction  of  its  fame,  by  print* 
ing  it  in  Holland ;  aivd  as  to  prolit,  consi- 
der how  long  it  was  before  writing  came  to 
be  conmderctl  in  a  pecuniary  view.

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lemg  Oeep."*  Dr.  Taylor  remained,  I  think 
Terr  jtutlj,  that  *'  a  man  who  does  not  feel 
■n  inclination  to  sleep  at  the  ordinary  times, 
insteid  of  being  stronf^r  than  other  people, 
must  not  be  well;  for  a  man  in  health  naa 
all  the  natural  inclinations  lo  eat,  drink,  and 
deep  in  a  strons  degree." 

Johnson  advised  me  to>night  not  to  rtfine 
in  the  education  of  my  chudren.  "  Life, 
(said  he)  will  not  bear  refinement;  you 
must  do  aa  other  people  do." 

As  we  drove  back  to  Ashbourne,  Dr.  John. 
SOD  recommended  to  me,  as  he  had  often 
done,  to  drink  water  only  :  '^  For  (said  he) 
you  are  then  sure  not  to  get  drunk ;  where- 
as, if  vou  drink  wine,  you  are  never  sure." 
I  saia  drinking  wine  was  a  pleasure  which  I 
was  unwilling  to  give  up.  ''Why,  Sir,  (said 
he,)  there  is  no  doubt  that  not  to  drink  wine 
is  a  great  deduction  from  life :  but  it  may 
be  necessary."  He  however  owned,  that  in 
his  opinion  a  free  use  of  wine  did  not  shor- 
ten hfe  ;  and  said  he  would  not  give  less  for 
the  life  of  a  certain  Scotch  Lord  (whom  he 
named)  celebrated  for  hard  drinking,  than 
for  that  of  a  sober  man.  "  But  stay,  (said 
he,  with  his  usual  intelligence,  and  accuracy 
of  inauiry,)  does  it  take  much  wine  to  make 
him  orunk  P"  I  answered,  '^  a  great  deal  ei- 
ther of  wine  or  stiong  punch."—"  Then 
(said  he)  that  is  the  worse."  I  presume  to 
illustrate  my  friend's  observation  thus ;  "  A 
fortress  which  soon  surrenders  has  its  walls 
less  shattered,  than  when  a  long  and  ob- 
stinate resistance  is  made." 

I  ventured  to  mention  a  person  who  was 
as  violent  a  Scotchman  as  he  was  an  Eng- 
lishman ;  and  literally  had  the  same  con- 
tempt for  an  Englishman  compared  with  a 
Scotsman,  that  he  liad  for  a  Scotsman  com- 
pared wiih  an  Enirlishman  ;  and  that  he 
would  say  of  Dr.  .Johnson,  "Damned  ras- 
cal !  to  talk  us  he  does  of  the  Scotch."  This 
seemed,  for  a  moment,  "  to  give  him  pause." 
It,  periiaps,  presented  his  extreme  prejudice 
against  the  Scotch  in  a  point  of  view  some- 
what  new  to  him,  by  the  efl'ect  of  contrast. 

Qy  the  time  when  we  returned  to  Ash- 
bourne, Taylor  was  gone  to  bed.  Johnson 
and  I  sat  up  a  long  time  by  ourselves. 

He  was  much  diverted  with  an  article 
which  I  shewed  him  in  the  "  Critical  Ke-

Johnson  laughed  heartily  at  this  gmd 
Quietist's  self-condemning  minutes ;  parti- 
cularly at  his  mentioning  with  such  a  seri- 
ous regret,  occasional  instances  of  '■'■nebnA- 
ness"  m  eating,  and  "  dogpedneas  of  temptr.' 
He  thought  the  observations  of  the  Cntica) 
Reviewers  upon  the  importance  of  a  nun  to 
himself  so  ingenious,  and  so  well  expressed, 
that  I  shall  here  introduce  them. 

After  observing  that  "  there  are  few  wn- 
ters  who  have  gained  any  reputation  by  re- 
cording their  own  actions,"  tney  say,

I  talked  to  faisi  of  ForMci^a  **  Voyage  to 
tb3  South  Snaa,"  whkh  nlcaaed  me  t  but  I 
fuund  be  (fid  not  like  it  •*  Sir,  (said  he,) 
tbi^re  i*  a  great  aOeetallfn  of  fiat  wrUngn 
iu"  UoswzLL  t  "*  But  he  carricnyao  i£qg 
with  him."  Joavioir :  '-'  Na  fSa  ;  bedues 
not  carry  ««  along  with  him  i  be  leaves  me 
behind  him  :  or  rather,  indrc<l,  be  seta  me 
Lefure  fatra  ;  for  he  makes  me  tarn  over  many 
Icavca  at  a  time." 

On  Sunday,  September  1 2,  we  went  to  the 
dnirrh  of  Auboume,  which  ia  one  of  the 
largert  and  most  lonrinoua  that  I  have  aeon 
in  otiT  town  of  the  aama  mxt.  I  frit  great

Johnson  and  T^t  lor  were  ao  difierent  &  oan 
cad)  other,  that  I  wondered  at  their  pre- 
Bcrving  an  inliaiacy.  llk^  Ikaving  been  at 
acbool  and  coUeg*  together,  mlf^L,  in  amac 
di^gree,  account  fiir  this ;  but  Sir  Josliua 
Keynolds  has  furnished  mc  with  ■  struoger 
rcaaon :  fi>r  Johnson  mentioned  to  him  tut 
be  had  been  told  br  Taylor  he  waa  to  be  bis 
heir-  I  shall  not  £ake  upon  ma  to  anitnad. 
vert  upon  this  :  liut  certain  il  i%  that  John, 
aon  paid  gr«9l  atlrntion  to  Tailor-  Hcnow, 
however,  said  to  me^  "  Sir.  I  love  him  :  but 
I  do  not  lovv  him  more ;  my  re^jrd  fur  him 
doeanot  inoeaaa.    As  it  is  uiU  in  the  Apo-

to  lire  under  the  eye  of  perpetual  disappro* 
bation." 

I  have  no  doubt  that  a  f^d  many  sermons 
were  composed  for  Taylor  by  Johnson.  At 
this  time  1  found,  U])on  his  tabic,  a  part  of 
one  whii'h  he  had  newly  begun  to  write : 
Uid  Conciopro  Tayloro  appears  in  one  of  his 
diaries.  \Vhcn  to  these  circumstances  we 
add  the  internal  evidence  from  the  power  of 
thinkinff  and  stvie  in  the  collection  which 
the  Iteverend  Sir.  Hayes  had  published, 
with  the  ngnijkanl  title  of"  Sermons  left  far 
publication  by  the  Keverend  John  Taylor, 
LL.D."  our  conviction  will  be  complete. 

I,  however,  would  not  have  it  thought, 
thnt  Dr.  Taylor,  though  he  could  not  write 
like  Johnson,  (as,  indeed,  who  could  ?)  did 
not  sometimes  compose  sermons  as  good  as 
tliosc  which  we  generally  have  from  very 
resuectable  divines.  He  shewed  me  one 
wiln  uotes  on  the  margin  in  Johnson's  hand- 
writing ;  and  I  was  present  when  he  read 
another  to  Johnson,  that  he  might  have  his 
opinion  of  it,  and  Johnson  said  n  was  ''*  very 
well."  These,  ve  may  be  sure,  were  not 
Johnson's ;  for  he  was  above  little  arts,  or 
tricks  of  deception. 

Johnson  wa^  bv  no  means  of  opinion,  that 
cverr  man  of  a  learned  profession  should 
coniiidcr  it  as  incu:iibent  upon  him,  or  as  ne- 
Ci?s-iary  to  his  credit,  to  appear  as  an  author- 
When,  in  the  ardour  of  ambition  for  literary 
fame,  I  regreltcd  to  him  one  day  that  an 
eminent  .ludge  had  nothing  of  it,  and  there- 
lore  wonM  leave  no  perpetual  monument  of 
himstif  to  poslcritv  ;  "  Alas,  Sir,  (said  John- 
non,)  whit  a  mast  of  confusion  should  we 
have,  if  every  Itishop,  and  every  Judge, 
every  I.;iwyer,  Phyaicain,  and  Divine,  were 
to  write  books." 

I  mentioned  to  Johnson  a  respectable 
persiiii,  of  a  very  strong  mind,  who  had  little 
of  that  tenderness  which  is  common  to  hu> 
man  u:iture  ;  as  an  instance!  of  which,  when 
I  suppeiitcd  to  him  that  he  should  invito  his 
son,  who  had  been  settled  ten  years  in  fo- 
reign parts,  to  come  home  and  pay  him  a 
visit,  liis  answir  was, ''  No,  no,  let  him  mind 
his  business."  Jounson  :  ■"  I  do  not  agree 
with  him,  Sir,  in  this.  Getting  money  is  not 
all  a  man's  business :  to  cultivate  kindness  ia 
a  valuable  part  of  the  business  of  life." 

In  the  evening,  Johnson,  being  in  very 
good  sjiirita,  cntertaincdus  with  several  clia- 
racteristical  portraits ;  I  /egret  that  any  of 
them  escaped  my  retention  and  diligence.  I 
finiiid  froju  experience,  that  to  collect  my 
friend's  conversation  so  as  to  exhibit  it  with

any  degree  of  its  original  flavour,  it  was  ne- 
cessary to  write  it  down  without  delay,  'lo 
record  his  sayings,  atler  Isume  distance  of 
time,  was  like  preserviiiff  or  pickling  long- 
kept  and  faded  fruits,  or  other  ve^taUe*, 
which,  when  in  that  state,  have  UtUe  or  no- 
tUiig  of  their  taste  when  fresh. 

I  shall  present  my  readers  with  a  wrieso. 
what  I  gathered  thi^  evening  from  the  John- 
sonian garden. 

"  My  friend,  the  late  Earl  of  Curie,  bad 
a  great  desire  to  maintain  the  literary  cht- 
ractcr  of  his  lamily;  be  was  a  geDteelaiao, 
but  did  not  keep  up  the  dignity  of  bii  rank. 
He  was  so  generally  civil,  that  sobcdj 
thanked  him  tor  it." 

*'  Did  we  not  hear  so  much  said  of  Jade 
Wilkes,  we  should  think  more  highly  of  lus 
conversation.  Jack  has  a  great  variety  d 
talk.  Jack  is  a  scholar,  and  Ja4.-k  has  tbi 
manners  of  a  gentleman.  But  after  heanng 
his  name  sounded  fi-oni  pole  to  pole,  as  tu 
phtcnix  of  cunvivial  felicity,  we  are  disip- 
pointed  in  his  company.  He  lias  always  t«en 
at  mf :  but  I  wouhl  do  Jack  a  kindnev, 
rather  than  not.     The  contest  ia  now  over." 

"  Garrick's  gaiety  of  conversation  has  de- 
licacy and  elegance ;  Foote  makes  you  bu^ 
more ;  but  Foute  has  the  air  of  a  buliwD 
paid  for  entertaining  the  company.  He,  in- 
deed,  well  deservea  nia  hire." 

"  Collcy  Cibber  once  consulted  me  as  t« 
one  of  his  birth-day  Odes,  a  long  time  be- 
fore it  was  wanted.  I  objected  very  froAj 
to  several  passages.  Cibber  lost  Mtirace, 
and  would  not  read  his  Ode  to  an  end.  Whes 
we  had  done  with  criticism,  we  walked  over 
to  Kichardson's,  the  author  of  *  C'lariasa,' 
and  I  wondered  to  find  Kicfaardson  displeutnl 
that  I  '  did  not  treat  Cibber  with  mere  r*. 
ipect.^  Now,  Sir,  to  talk  of  retptet  for  * 
plat/tr!"  (smiUng disdainfully.)  Boswell: 
"  There,  Sir,  you  are  alwaya  heretical :  you 
never  will  allow  merit  to  a  player."  Joux- 
BON  ;  "  Merit,  Sir,  what  merit  ?  Do  you 
respect  a  rope-dancer,  or  a  baIlad-Biiig(3'  r" 
BoswELi. :  "  No,  Sir;  but  we  resjwct  a grtal 
player,  as  a  min  who  can  conceive  lolXv  jec- 
tiuienta,  and  can  express  them  gniceluiiy." 
Johnson  :  "  What,  Sir,  a  fellow  who  ciip* 
a  hump  on  his  back,  and  a  lump  on  bi»  U>;. 
and  cries,  ^Jam  Richard  the  Third  i'  NaT, 
Sir,  a  ballad -singer  is  a  higher  man,  forb^ 
does  two  things  ;  he  repeats  and  be  a:np: 
there  is  both  recitation  and  music  in  his|wr- 
fbrmance  j  the  player  only  recites."  Bos- 
well  j  "  My  dear  Sir!  you  may  turn  any 
thing  into  ridicule.  I  allow,  that  a  plsvn 
of  farce  is  not  entitled  to  respect :  he  dges  a 
little  thing:  but  he  who  can  represent  exact- 
ed characters,  and  touch  the  noblest  passions, 
has  very  respecUl»Ie  jKiwers  :  and  minkind 
have  agreed  in  admiring  groat  Ulentf  for 
the  stage.

This  was  a  liberal  testimony  IVnm 
the  I'ory  .Tolinson  to  the  virtue  uf  a  great 
Whig  iioblemu). 

.Mr.  Burke'a  **  I>ett«r  to  the  SlieriSs  of 
Brwtol,  on  the  affairs  of  America,'*  being 
mentionetl,  .Inhnann  ceTMiiirt.-il  the  composi- 
tion much,  and  he  ridiculed  tlie  dctlniliun  of 
a  fiw  government,  vijr.  "  For  any  pracltcal 
purpose,  it  is  what  the  peojile  thi'nk  so."" — 
■'  1  will  let  the  King  of  France  govern  me 
on  those  conditions  (ii^id  be,)  for  it  is  to  be 
(pvemcd  nisi  as  I  ulease."  And  when  Dr. 
Tuylor  talked  of  a  girl  bang  sent  to  a  psrUh 
woi'khoiiM>,  and  atkeil  how  niiich  site  could 
be  obligcil  to  work,  "  IVby,  (viid  .lobnituti,) 
ns  mucn  as  is  reasonalile :  and  what  is  lliaL  P 
as  much  as  shcthinkt  reasonable." 

Dr.  Juhnson  obligincly  jiropoaed  to  carry 
me  to  see  Islam,  a  lomantic  seene,  now  be- 
loiifl^ng  to  n  fnmily  of  the  name  i^f  Pert,  but 
fimieny  the  scot  of  the  Congrcvc".  I  sup- 
pose it  IB  well  dewribcd  income  of  ihe  Tours. 
JohnHon  described  it  distinctly  niid  viriiUy, 
at  which  I  ouuld  not  but  express  to  him  my 
wonder  j  becauM,  though  my  ores,  as  he  ob- 
«tr%'ed,  were  belter  than  his.  I  could  not  by 
any  mean<i  equal  hirn  tn  rrjiivsen ling  visible 
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olyccta.  1  »id,  the  diflTerciire  between  ua 
in  ttUs  reapcct  was  as  Ihat  between  a  tnun 
tthi>  has  a  Md  instrument,  but  playv  well  on 
it,  aiul  n  man  whnhiM  a  good  instrucncut, on 
which  he  can  play  verj-  Impi^rfei-lly. 

1  rftollect  a  very  tine  amphitheatre. nir. 
rounded  with  bills  covered  with  woodii,  and 
walks  iii-utly  fxrmetl  along  the  aide  of  a 
rocky  steep,' on  Wvi  (juarttr  next  the  house, 
with  recesBes  under  projections  uf  rock, 
overahadowed  with  trees :  in  one  of  whub 
recesses,  we  were  told,  CengTe^■c  wrote  his 
"  (Ibl  Bachelor."  We  viewed  a  remaikable 
natural  curiosity  allslam :  two  rivers  bur»l- 
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ing  Dear  each  other  from  the  rock,  not  iVom 
iinmediate  sprinn,  but  after  having  run  for 
man^  miles  under  ground.  Flutt,  in  hu 
*'  Hutoiy  of  Staffordshire,"*  gives  an  ec 
count  of  thla  curiosity  ;  but  Johnson  would 
not  believe  it,  though  we  had  the  attestation 
of  the  fiardener,  who  sud,  he  had  put  in 
corks,  vnere  the  river  Manvfitid  nnks  into 
the  ground,  and  had  catchedthem  In  a  net, 
placed  before  one  of  the  openings  where  the 
water  bursts  out.  Indeed,  such  subterrane- 
ous courses  of  water  are  found  in  various 
parts  of  ourfflobe."+ 

Talking  ot  Dr.  Johnson's  unwillingness  to 
beUeve  eztraorduuuy  things,  I  ventured  to 
ujf  ^  Sir,  you  comp  near  Hume's  argu- 
ment afflioat'miracles  t  '  That  it  is  more  pro- 
bable witnesses  should  lie,  or  be  mistaken, 
than  that  tharshould  happen."  JoBVSoxt 
"  Why,  Sir,  Hume,  takfi^  the  proposition 
limply,  is  right.  But  the  Christian  revela- 
tion is  not  proved  by  the  miracles  alone,  but 
as  eonnectal  with  prophecies,  and  with  the 
doctrines  in  confirmation  of  which  the  mi- 
racles were  wrought." 

He  repeated  his  observation,  that  the  dif- 
ferences among  Christians  are  really  of  no 
consequence.  "For  Instance,  (said  he,)  if 
a  Protestant  objects  to  a  Papist, '  You  wor- 
ship images  ;'  the  Papist  can  answer, '  I  do 
not  insist  on  your  doing  it  i  you  may  be  a 
very  good  Papist  without  it  i  I  do  it  only  as 
a  liclp  to  my  devotions/  "  I  said  the  great 
article  (^  Christianity  is  the  revelation  of 
immortality.    Johnson  admitted  It  was. 

In  the  evening,  a  gentlcman-fitrmer,  who 
was  on  a  visit  at  Dr.  Taylor's,  attempted  to 
dispute  with  Johnson  in  &vour  of  Mungo 
Campbell,  who  shot  Alexander,  Earl  of  f^. 
lintoune,  upon  his  having  &llen,  when  re- 
treating from  bis  Lordship,  who  he  believeil 
was  about  to  seize  hin  gun,  as  be  had  threat- 
ened to  do.  He  said,  he  should  have  done 
just  as  Campbell  did.  Joiikson  :  "  AVho- 
ever  would  do  as  Campbell  did,  deserves  to 
be  hanged ;  not  that  1  could,  as  a  juryman, 
have  found  him  legally  guilty  of  murder ; 
but  I  am  clad  they  found  means  to  con- 
vict him."  The  gentleman<lkrmer  said,  "  A 
poor  man  has  as  much  honour  as  a  rich 
man :  oiiil  Campbell  had  that  to  defend." 
Johniun  exclaimed,  "  A  poor  man  has  no 
honour."  The  English  yeoman,  not  dis- 
mayed, proceeded  ;  '*  Ixira  Eglintoune  was 
a  (lanined  fuol  to  run  on  upon  Campbell, 
»fter  being  wariiod  that  Campbell  would 
shoot  him  ifht  did."  Johnson,  who  could 
not  bear  any  thing  like  swearing,  angrily  re- 
plied, "  He  wiia  not  a  damned  tool :  lie  only 
thought  too  H-cU  of  Campbell.  He  did  not 
believe  Ciimjjbell  would  be  such  a  damned 
BCDiiiidn'l,  as  to  do  so  damned  a  thing."  His 
emplinsls    on    damiied^    accompanied     with 
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frowning    looks,   reproved    his   oppoBesn 
want  ofdecorum  in  hit  preience. 

Talking  of  the  danger  of  bong  ncctiU 
by  rgectwn,  when  mAing  appmchn  tatkB 
acqujuntance  of  the  sreat,  I  ofaNrTed,'! 
am,  however,  genezallf  for  tXTing,  *Neliim 
venture,  nothing  hare.***  Jobmsov  :  **Yflij 
true,  Sir;  but  I  h«Te  always  been  MBt 
afraid  of  ^line,  than  hopeftd  cf  mkBBm^ 
And,  indeed,  though  we  bad  all  Jnit  n^Mt 
for  rank,  no  man  erer  leat  courted  the  ^ 
vour  of  the  great. 

During  this  interview  at  AJJwiai^ 
Johnson  seemed  to  be  more  ttnUbr^  s^ 
cial,  cheerfiil,  and  alerl,  than  I  bad  aoMtf 
ever  seen  him.  He  was  prompt  on  gMk 
occaiDons  and  on  smalL  Taylor,  wbofniHl 
every  thing  of  hia  own  to  f  ■  i  im,  ta  Aati 
**  whose  geeae  were  all  swana,**  ai  tbi  » 
verb  says,  expatiated  on  the  cxoellenee  « 
bull-dog,  which,  he  told  ua,  wai  **  pcAdlf 
well  shaped."  Johnaon,  after  csBDaifagtk 
animal  attentively,  thus  reprcsatd  tkei^ 
glory  of  our  host  t— **  No,  Sr,  be  if  Ml 
well  shaped ;  for  there  la  not  the  qtddtia. 
aitlon  from  tiie  thickness  of  the  ibmfsiUts 
the  teauijy — the  thin  part— bdundr-i^itk 
a  bull^dog  ought  to  oare.**  This  l«% 
was  the  only  hard  seorrf  that  I  beard  Iteiv 
during  this  interview,  and  it  will  be  ofaKnri, 
he  instantly  put  another  f  Tpnasiw  ia  'M 
place.  Taylor  said,  a  small  buIl>dawwM« 
good  as  a  large  me.  JoHarsov ;  '^Ho, Sri 
tor,  in  proportloa  to  bis  rijge^  he  has  stnigtti 
and  your  argument  would  prove,  that  smI 
bulldog  may  be  as  small  as  a  mouse.*^  It 
was  amachig  how  he  entered  with  poai. 
cuity  and  keenness  upon  eveij  ttii?^  tW 
occurred  in  conversation.  Most  men,  whoa 
I  know,  would  no  more  think  of  dianaang 
a  question  about  a  buU^dog,  than  of  attack- 
ing a  bull. 

I  cannot  allow  any  fragment  wfastenr 
that  Hosts  in  my  memory  concemw  the 
great  sul^ect  of  this  work  to  be  lost  TuN^h 
a  small  particular  mav  appear  trifliag  Is 
some,  it  will  be  relished  by  others;  wbls 
every  little  spark  adds  something  to  the  »■ 
ncral  blaze  i  and  to  please  the  Inie,  '■■"■fi*, 
warm  admirers  of  Johnson,  and  in  any  de- 
gree increase  the  splendour  of  his  rnnitatioa, 
1  bid  defiance  to  the  shafts  of  ridicule,  or 
even  of  malignity.  Showera  of  them  hsvt 
been  dischar^d  at  my  **  Journal  of  a  Tour 
to  the  Hebndea;"  vet  it  atiU  sails  uahmt 
along  the  stream  or  time,  and  ss  an  atteo- 
dant  upon  Johnson,

One  morning  after  hreakftst,  when  the 
sun  shone  bright,  we  walked  out  tcf^hcr, 
and  "  pored"  for  some  time  with  jilscJd  in- 
dolence upon  an  artitidal  water-fiiu7vhi(k 
Dr.  Taylor  bad  made  by  building  a  strpoff 
dyke  of  stone  across  the  river  behind  tte 
garden.     It  was  now  somewhat  o^tiucted

bw)  cuiiic  ilijwn  the  rivt-r,  ami  Mrttlvil 
dose  to  it.  JutmtcHi.  partljr  frum  i  ilcsiro  to 
K«  it  pla/  more  freely,  and  partly  flrom  thiit 
indination  to  activity  which  wUl  antmMe.at 
tiotea,  the  aioat  inert  uid  slufij^iih  mortal, 
look  a  Imi^cptilv  which  wiu  lyiiif^  un  n  iKUik, 
am)  raiyti«l  ilowu  st'Tcrnl  parcels  of  this 
wn>  R  with  pilnl'ul  asiiduily,  whik-  I  stood 
quietly  br,  wondcritift  to  behold  the  uge 
uiua  ctiriuuily  employed,  aiul  smiling  with 
B  humorous  nli^factiun  cacli  tiim?  wltt-ti  he 
earned  his  txuiit.  He  worked  till  he  was 
qik^out  oi  breath  :  and  huvinj;  found  a 
UtKe  dead  cut,  w  licavv  tlmt  he  could  not 
more  it  aft*T  several  i-ft'ortti,  "  Come,"  mid 
W,  (throwing  down  the  pole,)  '''^u  sball 
take  it  DOW ;  which  I  accordingly  did,  aud, 
b^ng  a  fr«sb  man,  aooa  oiadA  thu  t-at  tamble 
ovet  the  cascade.  Thia  may  l>c  laughed  at 
M  too  trilling  to  record  ;  but  it  t.i  n  mdoII 
diaracteristic  trait  in  the  Flcmisb  picture 
whuh  I  t^ve  of  niv  fi'lend,  and  in  whidi, 
tbcrofore,  I  mark  tno  tiitMt  minute  partJcu. 
lank  And  let  it  be  reuienibcred,  that "  .Ksop 
at  play"  i«  one  of  the  instructive  apoluf^vs 
of  anUquity. 

I  mentioned  an  old  (;eall*Dian  of  our  ac- 
tance  whoae  meuiury  was  beginning;  to 
JoHHSOH  !  "Thereinusllie  adiseiiied 
here  there  b  a  Ikilure  of  tnetnor>-  st 
ty.  A  man's  heid,  Sir,  must  lie  mor- 
bid, if  ba  fUb  ao  sooo."  My  fncud,  being 
Bair  himtalf  sixty -ei^fat,  might  think  thus  : 
but  I  imagine,  tliat  Uirtacon  and  fart,  the 
Faalmiit's  ^riad  uf  sound  himtaii  life  in 
LU«r  "gcs,  ma^  hare  ■  tiiilure,  thoujjb  there 
be  no  tuaetae  in  the  constitution. 

Talking  of  Bocheater's  Foenu,  he  said,  he 
had  ffiTen  them  to  Mr.  Stecvens  to  coiitraCe* 
for  the  edition  uf  tin-  jiucts,  Ut  which  lu^  wu 
to  write  Prvfiurea.  Dr.  Taylor  (the  only  time 
I  erer  heard  him  say  any  thine  wittT)t  ob-

ad  himsielf^  his  ex.-t.-]itionable  poema  would 
not  bare  b««ti  written-"  I  uked  if  Burnet 
hatl  not  given  h  good  Ufe  of  Uoche«ler. 
JoBwsoKi  "  We  have  a  gooal />faf4  :  there 
la  not  much  Life."  I  sskeil  whether  Prior's 
Poems  were  to  be  printeil  entire:  Ji>liTLson 
•aiii,  they  were.  I  cnrntiontil  liord  IIadi»t's 
eezuure  of  Prior,  in  his  Prelate  to  a  ccllcc- 
lion  of"  Sacred  Poem*,''  by  various  hands, 
pubH^bfid  by  him  at  Edinburgh  a  great  many 
years  ago,  where  he  iiientioiLs  "  those  im* 
pure  tales  which  will  be  the  vternul  oji[itu> 
brium  of  their  inaenious  author."  JnitK- 
loKi  *' Sir.  Lard  llAik-j  has  forj^ot.  There 
ia  notbiiig  in  Prior  that  will  excite  to  lewd* 
DOM.  It  I,«rd  Hailes  thinks  there  is.  he 
nuat  be  niurecuoibustiblc  than  other  jieuplv." 
X  tostanced  the  tale  of*  Paulo  Purganti  and

No,  Sir,  Prior  Is  a  lady's  book.  No  lady  U 
ashamed  to  have  it  standing  In  her  Ubrary." 
The  hypochondriac  disorder  being  men* 
tioned,  Ur.  Johnaun  did  not  think  it  ao  cuin- 
mon  OS  I  fupitoeed.  *'  Dr.  Taylor  (iwid  hel 
is  the  same  one  day  as  onether.  liurke  anil 
lleynolda  are  the  samo.  Beauclerk,  except 
when  in  pain,  ia  the  um«.  I  am  not  so  niy< 
self ;  but  this  I  do  not  mentiun  commonly." 
I  complained  of  a  wretched  chai^vtUnesa, 
so  that  I  could  not  preaemj  fbr  atiy  long 
continuance,  the  same  viewt  of  any  tbuig.  It 
was  moat  comfortable  to  me  to  experience, 
in  Dr.  Johnson's  corapimy,  u  relief  from  tins 
uneasinetf.  His  stesior  vigonmi  mind  faeid 
lirm  before  me  those  oqjects  wluch  my  own 
feeble  and  tremulous  imagination  frequently 
|iniK-nlcil,  in  such  n  wavrriti((  state,  toat  my 
rcawn  could  not  judge  well  of  them. 

Dr.  JohnsoD  advised  me  to-day,  to  have 
AS  many  books  about  me  as  I  could;  that  I 
might  read  u^xni  any  subject  ujion  which  I 
hod  a  desire  for  Instruction  at  the  timc^ 
**  What  you  read  then,  (said  he,)  vou  will 
remember ;  but  If  you  have  not  a  hook  im- 
mediately ready,  and  the  subject  moulds  in 
your  mind,  it  is  a  cfaance  if  rnu  hare  agaia 
a  desire  to  study  it."  He  added,  '■■Ifaman 
never  has  an  eager  desire  for  instruction,  be 
should  prescribe  n  task  for  himself.  Uut  it 
is  better  when  i  man  r«ads  fironi  Immediaio 
inclination. 

He  ropeatcd  a  good  many  lines  of  Ho- 
race's Odes,  while  we  were  in  the  chaise  i  I 
remember  particularly  the  tJde**  Ekeu,ftt- 
gacet:*    [1.  II.  Od.   14.] 

Hi;  ftsid,  the  diNjiule  as  to  the  comparative 
excellence  of  Homer  or  ViigilJ  was  mac- 
oiratc.  '•  We  must  consider  (said  he.J  whe- 
thor  Homer  was  not  Uiej^reatcsl  poet,  tliougfa 
Virgi]  may  have  prnducf  il  the  tineat  poeni.^ 
Virgil  was  indebted  to  Ifonier  furtlivwbol* 
invention  of  the  structure  of  lui  ciiic  poemi 
and  for  many  of  his  beautici-" 

He  told  me,  that  Bacon  was  a  bwurltQ 
author  w  itb  him  j  but  he  had  never  read  hi* 
workit  till  lie  Was  complUiig  the  Enpliah 
Dietiunary,  in  whiili  Ik^  said,  I  nUfjhc  see 
Bacon  very  often  quoted.  Air.  Seward  re* 
collects  hi^  having  mc-ntioni-d,  that  a  Die* 
tionarv  of  the  fjtglish  Ijinguage  might  bc 
c«mj>>lvd  fnim  Bucdu's  writings  alone,  and 
that  be  had  once  an  intention  of  giving  an

man.  Had  he  executed  thn  intentimi,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  he  would  have  done  it 
in  a  most  niaatcrlv  manner.  ^lullet's  Life 
of  Bacon  ha^  no  iiicoH»idi.'niblc  merit  as  an 
acute  and  elegant  di&sertuliun  relative  tu  its 
subject ;  but  Mallet*s  mind  was  not  com- 
prehensive enough  to  embrace  the  vast  ex- 
tent of  Lord  Verulam's  |(eiiius  and  research. 
Dr.  Warburton  tlicrelore  observeil,  with 
witt>- justness,  "that  ^lullet  in  his  Life  of 
Bacoir  hud  forgotten  that  he  was  ajihiloso- 

Sher ;  and  if  he  should  write  the  Life  of  the 
>uke  of  ^larlboniugh,  which  he  had  under- 
tulcen  to  do,  he  would  probablv  lurget  that 
he  was  a  General." 

Wishing  to  be  satisfied  what  degree  of 
trutli  there  was  in  a  story  which  a  friend  of 
Johnson's  and  mine  had  told  told  me  tu  hb 
disadvantage,  I  mentioned  it  to  him  in  di- 
rect terms;  and  it  was  to  this  eilect :  that  a 
gentleman  who  hail  lived  in  great  Intimacy 
with  him,  shewn  him  much  kindness,  and 
even  relieved  him  from  a  spunging-house, 
havmg  alterwards  fallen  into  bad  circum- 
stances, was  one  day,  when  Johnson  was  at 
dinner  with  him,  seized  fur  debt,  and  car- 
ried to  prison  ;  that  Juhnson  sat  atill  un- 
disturbed, nnd  went  on  eating  and  drinking; 
upon  which  the  gentleman's  sister,  who  was 
present,  could  not  suppress  her  indignation ; 
"  What,  Sir  (said  she,)  areyuu  so  unfeeling, 
as  not  even  to  offer  to  go  to  my  brother  Ei 
his  distress;  youwho  tiavo  been  so  much 
obliged  to  hiiii?"  And  that  Johns<m  an- 
swered, -*  ^Vfarlani,  I  owe  him  no  obligation  ; 
what  he  did  for  ine  he  would  have  uone  lor 
a  dog." 

Jolinsnn  assured  me,  that  the  story  was 
absolutely  filse :  but  like  a  man  conscious 
ofbdngm  the  right,  and  desirous  of  com- 
pletely vindicating  himself  from  such  a 
charge,  he  did  not  arrogantly  rest  on  a  mere 
denial,  and  on  his  general  character,  but 
proceeded  thus: — "Sir,  I  was  very  inti- 
mate with  that  genileman,  and  was  once 
relieved  by  him  troni  an  arrest ;  but  I  ne- 
ver was  present  when  he  was  arrested,  never 
knew  that  he  was  arrested,  and  I  believe  he 
never  was  in  <litiiculties  atler  the  time  when 
he  relieved  mc.  I  loved  him  niuch  :  yet,  in 
talkini.'  oi'hia  general  character,  I  may  have 
H;iid,  thoiigli  I  do  not  remember  that  I  ever 
dill  sny  fio,  that  xi  his  generosity  jirocceded 
from  no  iirinciiilc,  hut  was  a  part  of  his  pro- 
fusion. liL'  would  do  fiir  a  dog  whsit  he  would 
do  I'lr  a  friend  :  hut  F  never  applied  this  re- 
m.iik  to  any  iiarlicular  instance,  and  cer- 
tainly not  to  Ills  kindness  to  me.  If  a  pro- 
Iusl-  UMn.  w!io  does  not  value  his  money, 
aud  L'ive.J  a  l,uj,-i'  sum  to  a  whore,  gives  half 
a.(  niLii'lK  (>r  an  e<iu.illy  large  sum  to  relievo 
a  Inciid.  it  c.-innol  Ik-  esteemed  as  virtue. 
TIii.i  was  .ill  thai  I  lould  imy  of  that  gentle- 
iiui; ;  and,  if  s.iid  at  all,  it  iaast  have  been 


said  after  hii  death.  Sir,  I  would  hare  gta 
to  the  world's  end  tu  relieve  him.  I'he  re- 
mark about  the  dog,  if  made  bv  me.  wu  such 
a  sal)  V  as  might  escape  oue  yehen  painliug  ■ 
man  nighly." 

On  'fuealay,  September  23,  Johnion  wu 
remarkably  cordial  to  me.  It  being  nere^ 
sary  for  me  to  return  to  Scotland  soon,  I  had 
fixed  on  the  next  day  for  mj  setting  out, 
and  I  felt  a  tender  concern  at  the  thoujzbt 
of  parting  with  him.  He  had,  at  this  lime, 
fVankly  communicated  to  me  nuny  particu- 
lars, n'hich  are  inserted  in  this  work  id  tJi<^ 
proper  places ;  and  once,  when  I  happened 
to  mention  that  the  expense  of  my  jaunt 
would  come  to  much  more  than  I  had  ccm- 
puted,  he  said,  "  Why,  Sir,  if  the  expesst 
were  tu  be  an  inconvenience,  vou  voulu  bare 
reason  to  r^ret  it :  but,  it^  jou  have  hid 
the  money  to  spend,  I  know'nut  that  you 
could  have  purchased  as  much  pleasure  with 
it  in  any  other  way." 

During  this  interview-  at  AshbooiiK. 
Johnson  and  I  frequently  talked  with  wvc- 
derful  pleasure  of^mere  trifles  wliiih  lud 
Occurred  In  our  tour  to  the  Hebrides  j  forit 
had  left  a  most  agreeable  and  lasting  iiii[n*- 
sion  upon  his  mind. 

He  found  fault  with  me  for  using  the 
phrase  to  make  money.  *'  Don't  tou  we 
(said  he)  the  impropriety  of  it  ?  I'o  Mob 
money  is  to  coin  it ;  you  should  sav  fe!  na. 
ney."'  The  phrase,  however^  is,  'l  think, 
pretty  current.  But  Johnson  was  at  all 
times  jealous  of  infractions  upon  the  pan- 
ine  English  Language,  and  prompt  to  n- 
press  colloi|uial  barbarisms ;  such  as  j/lHg- 
iiuf  myself,  for  undertakinp ;  line,  for  lUptrt- 
menl,  or  liraitch,  as,  the  cii-U  line,  the  ianl-i.y 
line,  ile  was  particularly  indignouta^inM 
the  almost  universal  use  of  the  won)  wfc^  ia 
the  senscofn<rfi9riuro/jiHipR.  when  it  is  clear 
that  idea  can  only  signify  xomethinc  'l* 
which  an  image  can  be  tbmied  in  the  n'lind. 
We  may  have  an  idea  or  i.maffc  of  a  mnuntiin, 
a  tree,  a  building;  but  we  cannot  nurdy 
have  an  vlea  or  imoffc  of  an  arpuau-iU  or  pntj^- 
sitiiMi.  Yet  we  hear  tlie  sages  of  the  hw 
"■delivering  their  ideaa  upon  the  queKtioo 
under  consideration  ;"  nnd  the  first  si)eikai 
in  parliament  "entirely  coinciding  in  llie 
idea  which  has  been  abfy  state<l  liv  an  h.*- 
nourable  member;" — or  'TepHdiatin"  an 
idea  unconstitutional,  and  fraught  witf  the 
most  dangerous  consequences  to  a  crett  sod 
fi-ee  country."  Johnson  called  tffis  "  mo- 
dern cant." 

I  perceived  that  he  pronounoeii  the  mcri 
heard,  as  if  spell,  with  a  double  e,  heer.i,  in- 
stead  of  sounding  it /irn/,  as  is  most  ui.;'llr 
dune."

where  else.  Hut,  as  Xerses  wept  when  he 
riewMl  hi*  immentc  army,  ami  comidered 
thai  not  one  uf  that  ureiil'mviHituili-  would 
be  »live  a  hundred  year*  aAerwards  soil 
went  to  my  heart  tu  ponsiiler  that  tliei-e  waa 
not  one  in  all  that  brilliant  circle,  that  waa 
not  a&ald  to  go  home  and  think  ;  but  tliat 
the  tbought^of  eai'h  imlividunl  there  would 
be  dititreatitng  when  alone."  This  rcHeclion 
was  ex|>crinu-iit"lly  just.  The  feeling  of 
lannior,*  which  vucceetla  tlie  animation  of 
fpitty,  ia  itaelf  a  very  scviTe  pain ;  and 
when  the  mind  la  then  vacant,  a  thuuuutd 
dU.ip|uiinlnient9  and  vexalioni  rush  in  and 
excruciate.  Will  nnl  many  even  of  my 
taireat  readers  allow  ibia  lo  lie  true? 

I  siiiQ^ested,  tbat  being  in  lave,  and  flat, 
tered  with  hopei  of  nicccas ;  or  having  »orae 
lavourite  scheme  in  view  for  tlic  ne»t  day, 
might  jirevonl  that  wretchcdnew  of  whtcU 
we  had  been  talking.  JoitXhOtf  :  "Why, 
Sir,  it  may  simulJmea  be  m  aa  you  KUp)ioae  t 
but  my  I'uiK'lunon  is  in  general  but  tot 
true." 

>V'hilc  .Tohnaon  and  I  atood  in  calm  c<w- 
ferent-e  by  ouraelvet  In  Dr.  Taylor's  garden, 
at  a  ptettT  late  hour  in  a  serene  autunin 
night,  looting  up  to  the  heavens,  I  din-ctt-it 
the  discourse  lo  the  subject  of  afiiture  ttate> 
My  Jiiend  was  in  a  placid  and  most  ben!a> 
nant  frame  of  mind.  "  Sir,  (aald  he.)  I  do 
not  imagine  that  all  Ihings  will  be  nia«l« 
clear  to  iis  ioimedlalely  after  death,  hut  that 
tlic  wavs  of  I'rovtdcnce  will  lie  eapUineii  to 
us  verv  gradually."  I  ventured  toask  htm 
whether,  although  the  worda  of  s-ime  texts 
n(  Scripture  seemed  rtrong  in  nipiwrt  of 
the  dreadful  doctrine  of  an  eternity  of  pu- 
nbdnnant,  we  nUBbt  not  hope  that  tlte  de> 
nuoctation  wu  figuntlve.  and  woubl  not 
liteimlly  bo  executed  Joiivsny  :  "-Sif, 
vou  are  tocnnaidier  the  intention  of  puntah- 
ment  in  a  fotureaUte.  We  bare  ao  ruaon 
tu  be  sur*  Hut  wc  ahsll  then  be  no  longar 
liable  to  offend  i^dnft  God.     W«  do  not 
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know  that  *wai  tbe  aagcla  arc  auiw  in  a 
•tste  of  security  t  nay,  we  know  ttiat  wnie 
oribem  have  bUeo.  It  duv  therefore,per> 
lu|M,  bcncnansrvgin  onler  toprtfservcDoth 
men  antl  anuviit  m  a  alut^  nf  rectitude,  tJiit 
Uwy  aboulu  hav^-  continnjjlv  before  lliem 
tbe  punisbnient  oftbovc  who  "bare  dcrtatcd

prev^nteO.  Some  ol'lhc  tcxt^of  8cn|)tur(^ 
upon  this  BubJL-ct,  are,  an  you  Mbaa.-rve,  iii- 
tlt-cilslmiig  I  but  Iho'  uiarailtnit  ul'n  mitt- 
gntvil  itittTproUtion."  Jlc  tnlked  to  me 
upon  this  awful  and  drllcKte  nucnioD  in  a 
gentle  tone,  and  u  ir&I'raid  to  W  decMve. 

AAer  auppcr  I  Bccompanied  him  to  bis 
ftputRMot,  and  at  my  rct^ut^t  he  dictated 
to  me  an  argument  in  lavour  of  thcnrgro 
who  was  then  cloiminc  bis  liberty,  in  an  k- 
lion  in  the  Court  or  Session  in  Scotland. 
He  hii<t  nlways  been  very  uatous  af[alnst 
slavery  in  every  fonn,  in  which  I  with  all 
di-(l'n*itcc  thought  that  be  dUcovereil  "a 
jccal  without  knowledge."  Upon  une  occa- 
siuo,  when  In  comiuuiy  wJlb  some  very 
grave  men  at  OKfoni,  bin  toust  was.  **  Here's 
to  tbe  next  iusurrei-tion  of  the  negroee  In 
the  West  Indii-a,"  Ilia  vlolont  pr^judiee 
affaiiist  our  West  ImUan  and  American  set- 
tiers  apiK-areil  wbcnerer  lliere  was  nn  op- 
portunity. Towards  tbe  conclurion  of  his 
"laxation  no  Tvranny,"  be  says,  *' How 
w  It  that  we  hear  the  loudest  yW/w  for  li. 
beity  amonn  the  drivt-rs  of  nc(noe»?"  and 
in  bis  conTeX!iali.in  with  Mr.AvUkM*  he 
^ed,  "  ^Vlu'te  did  JJcckfonl  and  Treio- 
thu-k  lc«m  Engbsh?"  That  Trecnthick 
coukl  both  apeak  and  write  good  English,  is 
well  known.  I  myaelf  vaa  Eivourcd  with 
aU  correspondcDCc  oonccming  the  brave 
Cornnna.

From  this  meeting  at  Asboume  I  derived

(Jn  Saturday,  April  4,  I  drank  tea  with 
Johnson  at  Dr.  'laylor's,  where  he  had 
dined.  He  entertained  us  with  an  account 
of  a  tragedy  wrilteti  bvuDr.  Keniiedv,  {not 
the  Lisbon  physician.)  'J'ho  catastrophe  of 
it  (said  he)  was,  that  a  King,  who  was  jea- 
loud  of  his  Queen  witli  Jiis  iirime-minister, 
ca.-5tiated  himselt'.*  This  tragedy  was  ac- 
tual! v  shewn  about  iu  manuscript  to  several 
peopk',  and,  amongst  others,  to  Mr.  l'"itz- 
iierbert,  who  repeated  to  me  two  lines  of 
Ihe  I'rologue: 

'  Our  hfnj's  fale  we  liarc  hut  Rciitly  tnucliM  ; 
Thu  fair  inlglit  blame  us,  if  It  were  Icm  couched.' 

It  is  hardK  to  lie  believed  what  .-ilisurd  and 
indecent  images  men  will  inlroikioe  into 
thoir  writingji,  without  being  seusil>Ie  of  the 
abwurdity  and  indeccncv.  I  rciueinber  Lord 
Orrery  told  me,  that  I'here  was  a  pami»LU*t 
written  against  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  the 
whole  of  which   was  an   allegory   on    the

He  was  very  silent  this  crening;  and 
read  in  a  variety  of  books :  suddenly  thnv- 
ing  down  one,  and  takiag  up  another. 

He  talked  of  going  to  Streatham  thtt 
night.  Tatlob:  "You'll  be  robbed,  if 
vou  do;  or  you  must  shoot  a  hlgbwaymaii. 
Vow  I  would  rather  be  robbed  than  do  that; 
I  would  not  shoot  a  highwayman."  Johi- 
sov :  "  But  I  would  rather  shoot  him  is 
the  instant  when  he  is  attempting  tn  rob  dk, 
than  afterwards  swear  against  nim  at  the 
Old  Bailer,  to  take  away  his  life,  after  be 
has  robbed  me.  I  am  surer  I  am  right  in 
the  one  case,  than  in  the  other.  I  may  be 
mistaken  as  to  the  man  when  I  swear:  I 
cannot  be  mistaken  if  I  ahoot  him  in  the 
act.  Besides,  we  feel  less  reluctance  t» 
take  away  a  man's  life,  when  we  are  heated 
by  the  iiOu>7«  than  to  do  it  at  a  distance  of 
time  by  an  oath,  after  we  have  ctwled' 
Boswell  :  "  So,  Sir,  you  would  raUier  act 
from  the  motive  of  private  passion,  tbu 
that  of  public  advantage."  JoHKsoii:'''NaT, 
Sir,  when  I  ahoot  the  hi^waynian,  1  act  frncD 
both."  BoswBLL:  "Ver;^  well,  very  well 
— There  is  no  catching  him."  Jonxvoy: 
"At  the  same  time,  one  does  not  know  vbit 
to  say.  For  perhaps  one  may,  a  vear  after, 
hang  Uiniselt  from  uneasiness  fnr  havinjc 
shot  a  highwavnian.+  Few  mimis  are  lit  to 
betrustciiwithsogreatathing."  Bosweil: 
"Then,  Sir,  you  would  not  shoot  him." 
Johnson  :  "  But  I  might  be  vexed  after- 
terwanis  for  that  too." 

Thrnle's  carriage  not  having  come  fin

Tidlciiig  uf  fame,  for  which  there  is  u 
great  a  desire,  1  utner^-eil,  hnw  little  there 
Lt  of  it  in  reality,  compared  with  the  olher 
objecta  of  huinan  attention.  *'  Let  cv«r/ 
luan  recollect,  and  he  will  be  senMblc  how 
anudl  a  {lart  of  his  time  is  employcit  in 
talking  or  thinking  of  Shaksiieare,  Voltaire, 
or  anv  of  the  most  celebrated  men  tltat  have 
ever  lived,  or  are  now  supjwsed  lo  occupj 
the  attention  and  adniiratinii  of  thtfVuriiL 
Liel  this  be  extracted  aiid  eo(npre»«d ;  into 
wliat  a  narrtiw  Mjtace  will  it  go!"  I  then 
nlily  inlroituci-d  Jlr,  Garrick's  fmiie,  and  his 
assuming  the  air»  of  a  great  man.  Jikin- 
Kox  :  "  Sir.  it  ia  wonderful  bow  liith  tlar- 
riik  a-ViuRies.  No,  Sir,  (J.-irrick  Jortunnm 
revrrj^nlrr  fialirl.  C«ni>ider,  Sir  ;  celebrated 
men,  such  as  you  have  mentioned,  have  had 
Cheir  applause  at  a  distance ;  but  (jarrick 
had  it  (io-ihiHi  in  his  fan'-,  sounded  in  bis 
earn,  ami  went  home  every  night  with  the 
ptauditsof  a  Uiousand  in  hi»rTYT«iiii7i.  Theii^ 
Sir.  Oarriclc  did  noljfW,  but  madf  his  way 
to  the  ublcs,  the  levee*,  and  almost  the 
tied.chai libers  of  ihe  great.  Then,  Sir,  Gar- 
rick  had  under  him  a  numerous  botly  of 
IHMjptci  who,  from  fear  of  his  power  and 
lojies  of  his  favour,  and  admiration  of  his 
tatents,  were  conittantly  submiwive  tu  bim. 
And  here  is  a  man  who  has  advanced  tbo 
dignity  of  his  prufcasion.  GarricV  has  ni.-ide 
a  player  a  higher  character."  Scott:  "  And 
he  is  a  very  sprightly  writer  loo."  Juiik- 
SQK  !  "  Yes,  Sir;  and  tUl  this  «opp<wted  by 
great  wealth.of  his  mh  aciutaition.  If  all 
tluti  had  happeneil  to  uie,  I  ^h<luld  have  had 
a  couple  of  telluws  with  uiig  pole<  walking 
before  me,  to  knock  down  every  I>otly  lliaC 
htoiNl  tu  the  wav.  CoiiMitvr.  it  all  ihii  liad 
happcnctl  to  C*i)>her  or  (Jiiiii,  they'd  have 
jumped  ov«r  the  moon. — Vet  Garritlc  ipvaks 
totu,  {(nuiiing.)"  Uoiwillj  '*  And  Gar- 
I  tick  is  a  very  good  man.  a  charltahlo  man." 
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JoKKSOH :  "  Sir,  a  liberal  man.  He  has 
nvea  away  more  money  than  any  man  iii 
England.  There  may  be  a  little  ranity 
miud :  but  he  hasabewn,  that  money  ia  not 
his  first  object."  Boswell  :  "  Yet  Foote 
used  to  say  of  bim,  that  he  walked  out  with 
an  intention  to  do  a  generous  action  ;  but 
turning  the  comer  of  a  street,  he  met  with 
the  ghost  of  a  haU^nny,  which  frightened 
him.^'  JoHKSOK !  "  Why,  Sir,  that  is  very 
true,  too ;  for  I  never  knew  a  man  of  whom 
it  could  be  said  with  less  certainty  to^day, 
what  he  will  do  to-morrow,  than  GarricK ; 
it  depends  so  much  on  bis  humour  at  the 
time.  Scott  :  "  1  am  glad  to  hear  of  his 
Ilbenlity.  He  has  been  represented  as  very 
saving."  Jouhbok  :  "  With  bis  domestic 
saving  we  have  nothing  to  do.  I  remember 
drinkmg  tea  with  him  Tong  ago,  when  P^ 
WoffingtoD  made  it,  and  he  grumbled  at  her 
for  making  it  too  strong.*    He  had  then  be- 

fun  to  feel  money  in  hts  purse,  and  did  nut 
now  when  he  should  have  enough  of  iU" 
On  the  subject  of  n-ealth,  the  proper  use 
of  it,  and  the  etiects  of  that  art  which  is  cal. 
led  economy,  be  observed,  *'  It  is  wonderful 
to  think  how  men  of  very  large  estates  not 
only  spend  their  yearly  incomes,  but  are 
often  actually  in  want  of  money.  It  is  clear 
they  h&ve  not  value  for  what  they  spend. 
Lord  Sbelbunie  told  me,  that  a  man  of  high 
rank,  who  looks  into  his  own  affairs,  may 
have  all  that  he  ought  to  have,  all  that  can 
be  of  any  use,  or  appear  with  any  advantage, 
&r  5.000/.  a  year.  Therefore  a  great  pro- 
portion must  go  in  waste  ;  and,  indeed,  this 
is  the  case  with  most  people,  whatever  their 
fortune  is,"  Boswell  :  "  I  have  no  doubt. 
Sir,  of  this.  But  how  is  it?  What  is  waste  ?" 
Johnson  :  "  Whv,  Sirj  breaking  bottles, 
and  a  thousand  otiicr  things.  Waste  can- 
not bo  accurately  told,  tbougli  we  are  sensi- 
ble bow  destructive  it  is.  Economy  on  the 
one  hand,  by  which  acertain  income  is  made 
to  maintain  a  man  genteelly,  and  waste  on 
the  other,  by  which,  on  the  same  income, 
another  man  lives  shabbily,  cannot  be  defin- 
ed. It  is  a  very  nice  thing ;  as  one  man 
wears  bis  coat  out  much  sooner  than  an- 
other, we  cannot  tell  how." 

We  talked  of  war.  JoiiNsoy  :  "  Every 
man  thinks  meanly  uf  himself  fur  not  ha- 
ving been  a  soldier,  or  not  having  been  at 
sea."  Boswell  !  "Lord  Mansfield  does 
not."  .Johnson:  "  Sir,  if  Lord  ^^lansfield 
wore  in  a  company  of  General  Officers  and 
Admirals  who  have  been  in  service,  he 
would  shrink  ;  he'd  wisli  to  creep  under  the 
table."  Boswell:  "No;  heM  think  he 
could  tr^  them  all."  Johnson  :  "  S'cs,  it 
lie  could  cntch  them  :  but  they'd  try  him 
much  soonor.  No.  Sir ;  were  Socrates  and 
Charlt's  the  Twelfth  of  Sweden  both  present

in  any  company,  and  Socrmtei  to  njt'Fd- 
low  me,  and  hear  a  lecture  in  jibiiaiaf^^ 
and  Charles,  laying  his  bmnd  on  hii  •word, 
to  say,  *  Follow,  me,  and  dethrone  the  Cm  \' 
a  man  would  be  aahamed  to  fijllow  Soottes. 
Sir,  the  impression  is  univenal ;  yet  it  is 
strange.  As  lo  the  sailor,  when  ym  look 
down  tiwn  the  quorter-^leck  tothctpuebN 
low,  you  see  the  utmost  extremity  of  In- 
man  miserv :  such  crowding,  sudi  flhfc, 
such  stencn  !**  Boswkli.  :  ^  Yet  snlm 
are  happy."  Johnson  ;  **  Tbey  m  iam 
as  brutes  are  happy,  wiUi  a  piece  of  rob 
meat, — with  tbe  grossest  sensuality-  Bat, 
Sir,  theproteuion  of  soldiers  and  sailmbH 
the  dignity  of  danger-  Mankind  levatnee 
those  who  have  ffil  over  fear,  whid  h  to 
general  a  weakness."  Scott  :  **  But  knot 
courage  mechanical,  and  to  be  acqaiicdr 
Johnson  i  *'  V>^yt  res.  Sir,  in  a  collertiTe 
sense.  Soldiers  consider  themaelvci  ^If 
part  of  a  great  machine."  Scott  ;  **  w« 
find  perale  fond  of  being  sailon.**  Joav- 
soN  :  "  I  cannot  account  for  that,  aay  auR 
than  I  can  account  for  other  aCm^  pentr- 
sions  of  imagination.** 

His  abhorrence  of  the  profeadoi  of  aw- 
lor  was  uniformly  violent ;  but  in  eenvcis- 
tion  he  always  exalted  the  profcsaoo  rf  ■ 
soldier.  Ana  yet  I  have,  in  my  Uifs  nd 
various  collection  of  his  writlnn,  a  letter  to 
an  eminent  fiiend,  in  whichbe  iA|afM 
himself  thus  :  '*  My  god-wm  called  oa  ik 
lately.  He  is  weanr,  and  rationally  won, 
of  a  military  life.  If  you  can  place  Inai » 
some  other  state,  I  thuih  Tmi  may  Iboom 
his  happiness,  and  secure  nia  virtue.  A  nl- 
dlei's  time  is  passed  in  distress  and  danger, 
or  in  idleness  and  corruption.'*  Sockvu 
bis  cool  reflection  in  his  study  ;  but  vhet- 
ever  he  was  warmed  and  animated  bj  the 
presence  of  compsny,  be,  like  other  rfailo- 
sophers,  whose  minds  are  in^negnated  witk 
poetical  fancy,  caught  the  common  entkii* 
sism  for  splendid  renown- 
He  talked  of  Mr.  Charles  Fox,  of  wbcsr 
abilities  he  thought  highly,  but  obierreL 
that  he  did  not  talk  much  at  our  Cx-rs.  I 
have  heard  Mr.  Gibbon  remark,  "  th^  Mi- 
Fox  could  not  be  a&aid  of  Ur.  .lohnson ;  Trt 
he  certainly  was  very  shy  of  saying  ■■* 
thing  in  Dr.  Johnscm'a  presence."  Mr- 
Scott  nowquotcd  what  was  said  of  AkitHsdc 
by  aGrcek  poet,  to  which  Johnsonaseitidt

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I  took  up  the  book,  and  read  a  jussage  to  | 
him.  .JoHysoN  :  "  Pretty  well,  if  you  are 
previously  <Iisj>o3ed  to  like  them."  I  read 
another  passaj^,  with  which  he  was  better 
pleaaetl.  He  then  took  the  book  iuto  tiLi 
own  hands,  and  having  looked  at  the  prayer 
at  the  end  of  it,  he  said,  ^'  What  eci-Jence 
is  there  that  this  was  composed  the  night 
before  he  suffered  P  /  do  not  believe  it." 
He  then  read  aloud  where  be  prays  for  the 
King,  &c.  and  observed,  **  Sir,  do  you  think 
that  a  man,  the  night  before  he  is  to  be 
hanged,  cares  for  the  successiiDn  of  a  royal 
&nuly  ?  —Though,  be  may  have  coinjiosed 
this  prayer,  then.  A  man  who  has  been 
canting  all  his  life,  may  cant  to  the  last.— 
And  vet,  a  man  who  has  been  refused  a  jmr- 
don  af^r  so  much  petitioning,  would  hardly 
be  praying  thus  fer\-entlvfor  the  King." 

lie  ana  I,  and  Af  rs.  Williams,  went  to 
dine  with  the  Reverend  Dr.  Percy.  Talking 
of  (iuldsmith,  Johnson  said,  be  w(u  very  en- 
vious. I  defended  him,  by  observing  that 
he  owned  it  frankly  upon  all  occasions. 
JoHKSoy ;  "  Sir,  you  are  enforcing  the 
charge.  He  ha<i  so  much  envy,  that  he 
could  not  conceal  it.  He  was  so  full  of  it 
that  h(?  overflowed.  He  talked  of  it,  to  be 
sure,  often  enough.  Now,  Sir,  wliat  a  man 
a\'ows,  he  is  not  ashamed  to  think  ;  though 
many  a  man  thinks  what  he  is  ashamed  to 
avow.  We  are  all  envious  naturally  ;  but, 
by  checking  envy,  we  get  the  better  of  it. 
So  we  are  all  thieves  naturally  ;  a  child  aU 
ways  tries  to  get  at  what  it  wants  the  near> 
est  way ;  by  good  instruction  and  good  ha- 
bits this  is  cured,  till  a  man  has  not  even  an 
inclination  to  seize  what  is  another's  ;  has 
no  stniggitt  with  himself  about  it." 

And  here  I  shall  record  a'  scene  of  too 
much  heat  between  Dr.  Johnson  and  Dr. 
Percy,  which  I  should  have  supjiressed,  were 
it  not  that  it  gave  occasion  to  displav  the 
truly  tender  and  benevolent  heart  of  .fohn- 
9on,  who,  as  soon  as  he  found  a  friend  was  at 
all  hurt  by  any  thing  whioli  he  had  '■^  said  in 
his  wrath,"  wjis  not  only  prompt  and  desirous 
to  be  reconciled,  but  exerted  hunself  to  make 
ai>u>le  reparation. 

Books  of  Travels  having  been  mentioned, 
Johnson  jiraised  Pennant  very  Jiighly,  as  he 
did  at  Duiivegan,  in  the  Isleof  Skyi*  Dr. 
Percv,  knowing  himself  to  he  the  heir  male

P^'B  knowledge.  Johnwn'a  letter  placed 
Dr.  Percy's  unqueationable  merit  m  the 
direst  mmit  of  view:  and  I  contrived  that 
Lord  Percy  should  hear  the  correspondence, 
by  introducing  it  at  General  Paoli'a,  as  an 
instance  ofo:.  JohnEon'a  Hod  disposition 
towariU  one  in  whom  hk  Lordship  was  in- 
terested. Thus  every  un&vourable  unpres- 
rion  was  obviated,  that  could  possibly  have 
been  made  on  tho«  by  whom  he  wished 
most  to  be  iwtsided.    I  breakfeated  the  day 
after  with  hnn,  and  informed  him  of  mr 
scheme,  and  iU  happy  completion,  fcr  which 
he  thanked  me  in  the  warmest  terms,  and 
was  lughly  delwhted  with  Dr.  Johnson's 
letter  in  Ks  pnuSe,  of  which  I  gave  him  a 
copy.

It  will  be  for  me,  and  my  children 
and  BrandKjhildren."  Dr-  Johnson  havmg 
afterwards  asked  nw  If  I  bad  given  him  a 
copy  of  it,  and  being  told  I  had,  was  offended, 
and  insisted  that  Ishould  get  it  back,  which 
I  did.    As,  however,  be  tud  not  desire  me 
to  destroy  eitlier  the  original  or  the  copy, 
or  forbid  me  to  let  it  be  seen,  I  think  my- 
self at  liberty  to  apply  to  it  his  general  de- 
claration to  me  concerning  his  own  letters.

he  aid.  "  I  was  obliged  to  ^ieak  to  Mua 
IleynDlds,  lo  let  bcr  know  thai  I  desired  she 
w<iuld  not  flatter  me  so  much."  Somebody 
now  observed,  "  Slic  flatten  Garrirk." 
JoilwsoK :  "  She  is  in  the  right,  to  flatter 
Garrick.  She  is  in  the  right  tor  two  rea- 
sons ;  first,  bcenuae  slie  has  the  world  wHh 
her,  wbu  linve  bivn  prainng  Garrick  these 
thirty  yean  ;  and  secondlv.  becauic  she  la 
rewarded  lor  it  bv  GarricV.  Why  should 
she  flatter  ntef  f  can  da  nothing  for  her. 
Ia'I  her  rarrv  her  {iruim-  tu  ■  lietler  market. 
(Then  turning  to  Mrs  Knuwles.)  Voti,  A(a- 
dsm,  bave  been  flattering  me  all  the  even- 
ing ;  I.wiibyou  would  give  Bvswell  a  little 
now.  If  vou  knew  bis  merit  as  well  as  1  do. 
you  would  aay  a  great  deal ;  he  la  the  best 
travelling  enin|Mii1on  in  the  world." 

Somebody  mentioned  the  ]tevcmid  Mr, 
Mason's  prosecution  of  Mr-  Murray,  th« 
bookseller,  fur  having  insertetl  a  coUerdoo 
of  "tJrer's  Poenu,'  only  fifty  Uoea,  of 
which  Mr  KfasuQ  luul  atiU  the  exclusive 
property,  utuler  the  statute  of  Quesn 
Anne:  and  that  Mr-  Maaoo  had  penfr* 
rcred^  notwithstanding  his  being  requcat- 
ed  lo  name  hit  own  terms  of  esmponaa- 
tion.+  Johiuoa  signified  hia  dbplfquure  at 
Mr-  MaKn's  conduct  very  strongly  ;  but 
added,  by  way  of  ibewing  that  he  waa  not 
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nirpnsed  at  it,  "  Mason's  a  Whig."  Mks. 
Knowlrs:  (nut  hearing  distiuctlv,)"  What ! 
a  Prig,  Sir?"  Johnson:  "Worse,  Ma- 
dam ;  a  Whig  I  But  heia  both." 

1  exprenra  a  horror  at  the  thought  of 
death.  Mrs.  Kvowles:  "  Nay,  thou 
■hould'st  not  have  a  horror  for  what  is  the 
gate  of  life."  Johnson  :  (standing  upon  the 
hearth,  rolling  about,  with  a  serious,  solemn, 
and  somewhat  gloomj  air,)  "■  No  rational 
man  can  die  without  une^  apprehension." 
Mrs.  Knowles  :  "  The  Scriptures  tell  us, 
*  The  rif^teous  shall  have  hope  in  his 
death.*"  Johnson:  "Yes,  Madam;  that 
is,  he  shall  not  have  despair.  But,  consider, 
bu  hope  of  salvation  must  be  founded  on 
the  terms  on  which  it  is  promisetl  that  the 
mediation  of  our  Saviquk  shall  be  applied 
to  us, — namely,  obedience  ;  and  where  obp> 
dlence  has  fidled,  then,  as  si'Diiletorj  to  it, 
repentance.  But  what  man  can  My  that  his 
otwdience  has  been  such,  as  he  would  ap- 
prove  of  in  another,  or  even  in  himself  upon 
doae  examination  ;  or  that  bis  repentance 
has  not  been  such  as  to  require  being  re- 
pented of?  No  man  can  be  sure  that  his 
obedience  and  repentance  will  obtain  salva- 
tion." Mas.  Knowles  :  "  But  divine  in- 
timation of  acceptance  may  be  made  to  the 
■ouL"  Johnson !  "Madam,  it  may;  but 
I  should  not  think  the  better  of  a  man  who 
should  tell  me  on  bis  death-bead,  he  was 
sure  of  salvation.  A  man  cannot  be  sure 
himself  that  he  has  divine  intimation  of  ac- 
ceptance ;  much  less  can  he  make  others 
■ure  that  he  has  iL"  Boswell:  "Then, 
Sir,  we  must  be  contented  to  acknowledge 
that  death  is  a  terrible  thing."  Joiixsoy: 
"  Yes,  Sir.  1  have  made  no  approaches  toa 
state  which  can  look  on  it  as  not  terrible." 
Mas.  Knowles;  (seeming to  ciijoy  apleas- 
ing  serenity  in  the  perauasion  of  benignant 
divine  light,)  "  Docs  not  St.  Paul  say,  '  I 
have  fought  the  good  fight  of  faith ;  I  have 
finished  my  course ;  henceforth  is  laid  up  for 
me  a  crown  oflife?'*'  Jounsok:  "Yes,  Ma- 
dam ;  but  here  was  a  man  inspired,  a  man 
who  had  been  converted  by  supernatural  in- 
terposition." BoswELL  ;  "  In  in-osi)ect, 
death  is  dreadful ;  but,  in  fact,  we  ^ud  that 
people  die  easy."  Juhnson  i  "  \yhy.  Sir, 
must  people  have  not  thought  much  of  the 
matter,  so  cannot  say  much,  aiid  it  is  sup- 
posed they  die  easy.  Few  believe  it  certain 
they  are  then  to  die ;  and  those  who  do,  set 
themselves  to  behave  with  resolution,  as  a 
man  does  who  is  going  to  be  hanged :— he  is 
not  the  less  unwiDing  to  be  hanged."  aiiss 
SEwiRn :  "  There  is  one  mode  of  the  fear 
of  death,  which  is  certainly  absurd :  and 
that  is  the  dread  of  annihilatioa,  which  is 
only  a  pleasing  sleep  without  a  dream." 
JouNsoir  t  "It  is  neither  pleasing,  nor 
aleep ;  it  is  nothing.  Now,  mere  existence 
to  so  mdch  better  tliui  nothing,  that  one 
vouM  rather  exist  ereo  in  pain,  Uun  not 


exist."  Boswell:  "  If  aniuhilatioDbpiD- 
thing,  then  existing  in  p«in  ia  not  aconm- 
ratiTe  state,  but  is  a  positiTe  evil,  wIpcb  I 
cannot  think  we  should  choose.  1  unrtiw 
allowed  to  difier  here ;  and  it  would  lews 
the  hope  of  a  future  state,  fijunded  on  tbt 
argument,  that  the  Suprenie  Being,  who  is 
good  as  he  is  great,  will  hereafter  compes- 
sate  for  our  present  sufferings  in  this  lift. 
For  if  existence,  such  as  we  have  it  berc,  bt 
compaiRtirely  a  good,  we  have  no  ream  to 
complain,  though  no  more  of  it  should  he 
given  to  us.  But  if  our  only  state  of  ci> 
istence  were  in  this  world,  then  we  mS^ 
with  some  reason  complain  that  we  are  n  £*• 
satisfied  with  our  enjoymenta  compared  vitb 
our  desires."  Jouwsox  :  '■*■  l^be  ladj  coa- 
founds  annihilation,  which  ja  nothing,  witk 
the  apprehension  of  it,  which  is  dnadfiiL 

It  IS  in  the  apprehension  of  it  that  the 
horror  of  annihilation  consista.*' 

Of  John  Wesley,  he  said,  ^  He  cao  td 
well  on  any  subject."  Boswell  ;  "  Vnj, 
Sir,  what  has  he  made  of  his  storr  of  the 
ghost?"  Johnson  :  "  Why,  Sir,  hebcUem 
it;  but  not  on  sufficient  authority.  HefiJ 
nut  take  time  enough  to  examine  the  girL 
It  was  at  Newcastle,  where  the  gboit  «■ 
said  to  have  appear^  to  a  young  woman  th 
vcral  times,  mentioning  something  about  tk 
right  to  an  old  house,  advising  applicatkm  k 
be  made  to  an  attorney,  which  wm  doite; 
and,  at  the  same  time,  saying  the  attomer 
would  do  nothing,  which  proved  to  be  IH 
fact.  'This  (says  John)  is  a  proof  that  ■ 
ghost  knows  our  thoughts.'  Now,  (Uu^iiif<) 
it  is  nut  necessary  to  Itnow  our  thou^ti,te 
tell  that  an  attorney  will  sometimes  do  Ba- 
thing. Charles  Weslev,  who  is  a  more  itt> 
tionary  man,  docs  not  believe  the  stoir.  i 
am  aon^-  that  John  did  not  take  morepuM 
to  inquire  into  the  evidence  for  iU"  jlui 
Seward  :  (with  an  incredulous  mile.) 
''What,  Sir!  about  a  ghost  P"  Josysoii 
(with  solemn  vehemence,)  '*  Ves,  Madia  i 
this  is  a  question  which,  af^er  five  tbouno' 
rears,  is  yet  undecided :  a  question,  whete 
tn  theology  or  philosophy,  one  of  the  iport 
important  that  can  come  before  the  huoiM 
understanding." 

Kfrs.  Knowles  mentioned,  as  a  pnaelrtc 

to  Quakerism,  Miss  ,  a  youi^  lai^ 

well  known  to  Dr.  Johnson,  for  whom  ■ 
had  shewn  much  afiet.-tion ;  while  she  em 
had,  and  still  retained,  a  great  respect  fir 
him.  Mrs.  Knowles  at  the  sune  time  took 
an  opportunity  of  letting  him  know  "thit 
the  amiable  young  creature  was  sonr  H 
finding  that  he  was  otf*endc(1  at  her  learaf 
the  Cnurch  of  England  and  embnrinfa 
simpler  fiiith ;"  and,  in  the  gentleM  ■n' 
moat  [lersuasivc  manner,  solicited  his  bad 
indulgence  for  what  was  sincerelvaaaatta 
of  conscience.  Johnson:  (frowning  vtn 
angrily,)  "  Madam,  she  iaan  odious  vnck 
She  could  not  have  any  proper  eonvfctiw 
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part  of  what  WM  in  his  "Journev  to  the 
Wcotem  Islands  of  Scotland,"  had  been  in 
bis  mind  before  he  left  London.  Johvsok  : 
*'  "Why,  yes,  Sir,  the  topics  were ;  and  books 
of  travels  will  be  good  in  projwrtion  to  what 
a  man  has  previously  in  his  mind ;  his  know- 
ing what  to  observe :  his  power  of  contrast' 
ing  one  mode  of  life  with  another.  As  the 
Spanish  proverb  says, '  He  who  would  bring 
home  the  wealth  of  the  Indies,  must  carry 
the  wealth  of  the  Indies  with  him.'  So  it 
u  in  travelling ;  a  man  must  carry  know- 
ledge with  bifti,  if  he  would  bring  home 
Imowledge."  Boswell:  "The  proverb,  I 
suppose.  Sir,  means,  he  must  carr^'  a  large 
stocx  with  him  to  trade  with."  Joun&om  : 
»  Ye^  Sir,' 

It  was  a  delightful  d^ :  as  we  walked 
to  St.  Clement's  church,  I  again  remarked 
that  Fleet-street  was  the  most  cheerful 
■cene  in  the  world.  "  Fleet-street  (said  1) 
is  in  my  mind  more  delightful  than  Temp^.' 
JoiiKsoH :  "  Av,  Sir ;  but  let  it  be  com- 
pared with  MuU." 

There  was  a  very  numerous  congregation 
to-day  at  St.  Clement's-church,  wnii.'n  Dr. 
Johnson  said  he  observed  with  pleasure. 

And  now  I  am  to  give  a  pretty  full  ac- 
count of  one  of  the  most  cunous  incidents 
in  Johnson's  life,  of  which  he  himself  has 
made  the  following  minute  on  this  day : 
"  In  my  return  from  church,  I  was  accosted 
by  Edwards,  an  old  fellow-collaiian,  who  had 
not  seen  me  mnce  \12ti.  He  knew  me,  and 
asked  If  I  remembered  one  Edwards ;  I  did 
not  at  first  recollectthe  name,  butgradually, 
as  we  walked  along,  recovered  it,  and  told 
him  a  conversation  that  had  passed  at  an  ale- 
house between  us.  My  purpose  ia  to  con- 
tinue our  acquaintance.  '• 

It  was  in  Butchei-row  that  this  meeting 
happened.  Mr.  Edwards,  wliowas  a  decent- 
looking  elderly  man  in  gray  clothes,  and  a 
wig  of  many  curls,  accosted  Johnson  with 
familiar  confidence,  knowing  who  he  was, 
while  Johnson  returned  his  salutation  with 
a  courteous  formality,  as  to  a  stranger.  But 
as  soon  as  Edwards  had  brought  to  his  re- 
collection their  having  been  at  Pembroke 
College  together  nine-and-forty  years  ago, 
he  seemed  much  pleased,  asked  where  nc 
livetl,  and  said  he  should  be  glad  to  see  him 
at  Bolt-court.  Edwabds  :  '*  Ah,  Sir !  we 
are  old  men  now."  Johvsok  :  jwho  never 
liked  to  think  of  being  old,)  "  Don't  let  us 
discourage  one  another.  Kdwabds  :  "Why, 
Doctor,  you  look  stout  and  hearty,  I  am 
hanny  to  see  you  so ;  for  the  newspajiers 
tola  UH  you  were  very  ill."  Johnson  : 
"  Ay,  Sir,  they  are  alwayd  telling  lies  of  lu 
otd/eUowt." 

Wishing  to  be  present  at  more  of  so  sin. 

SiUr  a  conversation  as  that  between  two 
llow-coU^iana,  who  had  lived  forty  years

Edwaidi 
informed  Dr.  Johnson  that  he  had  pnctiwd 
long  as  a  solicitor  in  Chancery,  but  that  be 
now  lived  in  the  country  upon  a  little  bnn, 
about  sixty  acres,  just  by  Stevenaoe  in  Hert- 
fordshire, and  that  be  came  to  Lflndwi  (to 
Bamard's-inn,Mo.C)generaUj  twice  twccL 
Johnson  appearing  to  me  in  a  rererie,  Hr.

His  cunltnl  and  pUcid  behaviour  l«i 
an  uhl  ffilow-coUe^an,  a  man  so  di(K*rcnt 
from  himaeli;  aad  his  telling  him  that  he 
would  go  down  to  his  (knn  and  viaiL  him, 
shewed  a  kindnesgof  dtepoakton  v«rv  nrt 
at  an  ndvaiwed  age.  He  nbserved,  "  how. 
wonderful  il  was  that  thev  bod  both  been  In 
rxmdoa  forty  years,  witnout  having  ever 
once  meU  and  both  walkers  in  the  street 
too !"  Mr.  K<itt-ardit,  when  going  airav, 
again  recurred  to  hi»  consciousneaa  of  aeni- 
lity,  and  looking  full  in  -fohnson's  face,  wid 
tc  him.  "  You'll  find  in  I>r.  Young, 

'  O,  tny  «er»U !  remnantiof  founEUb." 
Jifhnsoo  did  not  relish  this  ut  all ;  but  nhoolt 
liishead  with  impatience.  Edwards  walked 
otf',  seemingly  highly  pleased  with  tfte  honour 
«.r  liaving  been  tliu"  noticed  by  Dr.  Ji^hn- 
son.  ^Vhen  he  vtm  gone.  I  saici  to  Johnson, 
I  thought  him  but  a  weak  man.  .Tonvsoxi 
"  Wliv,  ves.  Sir.     Here  is  a  man   who  baa 

fassetl  iLrough  life  without  experience :  yet 
would  mther  have  him  with  me  tbaii  a 
more  sensible  man  who  will  not  talk  readily. 
'I'hli  man  is  always  wdling  to  sav  what  he 
boa  to  fty."  Vet  Dr.  Johtison  had  himsdi* 
by  no  means  that  wilUngne<A  which  he 
praised  so  mudi,  and  I  think  xo  ju.itly  i  for 
who  has  not  felt  the  painful  ctlcct'of  the 
dreary  void,  when  then'  is  a  total  silence  la 
acompanv,  for  anv  length  of  time;  or.  which 
la  nt  buf,  or  pfrnaM  worse,  when  the  con. 
veraadon  is  with  dilDculty  kept  up  by  a  |K.'r- 
petiial  effort  ?

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Johnson  once  obsen'etl  to  me,  "  Tom 
Tyers  (le«cribed  me  the  best :  *  Sir  (said  be,) 
70U  are  like  a  ghost ;  you  never  speak  till 
you  are  spoken  to.'  " 

The  (gentleman  whom  he  thus  &milJarly 
mentioned,  was  Mr.  Thomas  Tyers,  son  of 
Mr.  Jonathan  Tvers,  the  founds  of  that 
excellent  place  of  public  amusement,  Vaux- 
hall  Gardens,  which  must  ever  be  an  estate 
to  its  proprietor,  as  it  is  peculiarly  adapted 
to  the  taste  of  the  English  nation ;  tnere 
1)eiog  a  mixture  of  cunous  show, — gay  ex- 
hibition,— music,  vocal  and  instrumental, 
not  too  refined  fur  the  general  ear ; — for  all 
which  only  a  shilling  is  paid  ;*  and,  though 
last,  not  least,  good  eatmg  and  drinking  tor 
those  who  choose  to  purchase  that  r^ale. 
Mr.  Thomas  Tyers  was  bred  to  the  law  ; 
but  having  a  handsome  fortune,  vivacity  of 
temper,  and  eccentricity  of  mind,  he  could 
not  confine  himself  to  the  ra^laritr  of  prac- 
tice. He  therefore  ran  about  tiie  world 
with  a  pleasant  carelessness,  amusing  every 
body  by  his  desultory  conversation.  He 
abounded  in  anecdote,  but  was  not  sufii. 
ciently  attentive  to  accuracy.  I  therefore 
cannot  venture  to  avail  myself  much  of  a 
biographical  sketch  of  Johnson  which  he 
published,  being  one  among  the  various  per- 
sons ambitious  of  appending  their  names  to 
that  of  my  illustrious  Mend.  That  sketch 
is,  however,  an  entertaining  little  collection 
of  firagmeata-  Those  which  he  published  of 
Pope  and  Addison  are  of  higher  merit ;  but 
his  &me  must  chieUy  rest  upon  his  "  Poli- 
tical Conferences,"  in  which  he  introduces 
several  eminent  persons  delivering  their 
sentiments  in  the  way  of  dialcwuc,  and  dis< 
covers  a  considerable  share  of  learning,  va- 
rious knowk'dge,  and  discernment  of  ctuirac- 
ter.  I'his  much  may  I  be  allowed  to  say 
of  a  man  who  was  exceedingly  oblij^ng  to 
me,  and  who  lived  with  Dr.  Johnson  in  as 
easy  a  manner  as  almost  any  of  his  very  nu- 
merous acquaintance. 

Mr.  Edwards  had  said  to  me  aside,  that 
Dr.  Johnson  should  have  been  of  a  profes- 
sion.  I  rejteated  the  remark  to  Johnson 
that  I  might  have  his  own  thoughts  on  the 
subject.  JoiiNsoK  :  "  Sir,  it  would  have 
been  better  that  I  had  been  of  a  profession. 
I  ought  to  have  l)een  a  lawyer."  Boswei.l  ; 
"  I  do  not  think.  Sir,  it  "would  have  been 
bettor,  for  we  should  nut  have  had  the  Eng- 
Bsh  Dictionary."  Johnsom  :  "  But  you 
would  have  had  Reports."  Boswell: 
"  Ay ;  but  there  would  not  have  been  ano- 
ther, who  could  have  written  the  Diction. 
ary.     There  would  have  been  many  very

good  Judges.  Suppose  rou  had  bees  Lori 
Chancellor ;  you  wouM  Dave  delivered  cqa- 
nions  with  more  extent  of  nuDd,  indiaa 
more  ornamented  manner,  thanperti^««ij 
Chancellor  ever  did,  or  ever  will  do>  But, 
I  believe,  causes  have  been  as  judidouitf 
decided  as  you  could  hare  done."  Johx- 
SON :  "  Yes,  Sir.  Fropertj  has  beso  u 
well  settled." 

Johnson,  however,  had  a  noble  amUtiiM 
floating  in  his  mind,  and  had,  undoubtedtv, 
often  speculated  on  the  possibility  of  In 
supereminent  powers  being  rewarded  in  Udi 
great  and  liberal  country  by  the  hi^MMks- 
nours  of  the  state.  Sir  WilliainBcatt  in- 
forms me,  that  upon  the  death  of  the  lale 
Lord  Lichfield,  who  was  Chancellor  of  tW 
University  of  Oxford,  he  said  to  Jobuaa, 
**  ^Vhat  a  pity  it  is.  Sir,  that  you  did  IM 
follow  the  profession  of  the  law.  You  might 
have  been  Lord  ChanceUor  of  Great  BriSn, 
and  attained  t-o  the  dignitr  of  the  peer^; 
and  now,  that  the  tit^  of  Lichfield,  your 
native  dty  is  extinct,  rou  might  have  had 
it."  Johnson,  upon  this,  seemed  much  sp- 
tated  t  and,  in  an  angry  tone,  exclaimed, 
'*  Why  will  you  vex  me  by  suggesting  Ibis, 
when  it  is  too  late." 

But  he  did  not  repine  at  the  pronierity  of 
others.  The  late  Dr.  Thomas  Lduid  toU 
Mr.  Courtney,  that  when  Mr.  Edanud 
Burke  shewed  Johnson  his  fine  bouse  ind 
lands  near  BeaconsfieU,  Johnson  coolly  aid, 
^  Non  eqvidem  mrirfra  ;  minr  mmfif.'-t 

Yet  no  nun  had  a  hij^ier  notion  of  tbt 
dignity  of  literature  than  Jtriinson,  or  wm 
more  determined  in  maintaining  the  n^ect 
which  he  justly  considered  as  doe  to  it 
Of  this,  besidM  the  general  tenour  1/  Us 
conduct  in  society,  some  diaractcrikkal  la. 
stances  may  be  mentioned.

1  remember,  many  years  ago,  when  my 
ima^iiation  was  worm,  and  1  liajipeni-d  to 
be  in  meluicfaoly  mood,  it  distr^-ssed  ni« 
to  think  of  going  into  a  state  of  being  iii 
whiefa  Shakspeare's  poetry  did  not  exist. 
A  lady  whom  I  then  much  admired,  ■  wry 
amlalile  woman,  humoured  my  fjincy.  and 
relieved  me  by  saying,  *  Tbe  first  tiling 
you  will  meet  in  tbe  other  world,  will  be 
on  elotfiiit  copy  of  Shaks(>ean)'s  works  pre- 
sented to  yiM.'  "  Dr.  .Iul]ii»oD  smileti  he- 
nignaiitly  at  this,  ami  did  not  apjicar  to  dis- 
apiiroTe  of  the  notion. 

We  went  to  St.  Clement's  church  again 
in  the  alWmoon.  and  thfo  returned  and 
drank  ten  and  cnfTee  in  Mrs.  Williams'! 
rnoHL  ;  Mn.  Uesmouliiw  d«dii|r  thebonouri 
of  the  tea.table.  I  obeerred  that  he  would 
not  eveu  louk  at  a  proof-abeet  of  bin  '*  lile 
of  Waller"  on  (Joad-Krlday. 

Itfr.  Allen,  the  [trinter,  brotbght  a  book 
on  agriculture,  which  was  printed,  and  was 
Miun  to  be  publislied.  1 1  was  a  very  strango 
perlbnnoiice,  tbe  author  h.;ivini;  mixed  in  it 
ni«  own  thoughts  uiioii  varimu  tojiics,  along 
with  Ilia reiitarktt nn  piim((hitig,  soHJiig,  unu 
other  farming  npcrnliun*.  He  seemed  to 
be  an  absurd  promnc  fellow,  nad  had  iDtro> 
duced  in  bis  book  many  sneers  at  religion, 
with  equal  ignorance  and  conceit.  I}r. 
Johnson  penuiltcd  me  to  read  somepasaagea 
oluuiL  One  was,  that  he  resolved  to  work 
ui)  .Sunday,  and  did  work,  but  he  owned  be 
felt  Ktme  weak  comptiiYction  ;  and  be  had 
this  verv  curious  rellcctloQ :  "  I  was  bom 
in  the  wiMs  of  Christianity,  and  the  brion 
and  Ihonii  still  haiigiibmit  aw,"  Dr.  Julin* 
Mill  could  nol  help  laughing  nt  this  ridicu- 
lous image,  yet  was  yery  angry  at  the  t«l. 
low's  impiety.  "  llowevcr,  (said  he.)  tbe 
Iteviewers  will  make  him  bang  bhnaeif." 
He,  however,  obaenred,  "that  fbnnerjj 
there  might  have  been  a  dis|)ensatian  ob- 
tained for  workiiiK  on  Sunday  in  the  time 
of  hftn-e<l-"'  Jnd«.'d,  in  ritual  ob»cr\-ance«, 
were  all  the  ministers  of  religtuti  what  tbey 
sliuuld  be,  anil  what  many  ol  them  are,  .lucu 
a  power  iiiiglit  be  wisely  and  salely  lodged 
with  tbe  Church. 

(Jn  Salurdar,  April  l4,  I  dranli  tea  with 
him.  He  praised  the  bite  Mr.  DuricoJnbe.'l' 
of  CAnlcrbury,  as  a  pleasing  man.  "  He 
used  to  come  to  me;  I  did  nut  seek  much 
aller  Aim.  IiidtViI,  I  never  »oUglit  much 
after  any  bisly  "  BoswKLt.;  '*|j>rd  Or. 
rery,   I   suppose."     Joukboh  j  "No,  Siri 
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I  never  wenl  to  him  but  when  he'ient  for 
me."  BofWELL.-  ^^  ilicbardson  P"  John- 
ion  :  Yes,  Sir.  But  I  sought  after  George 
FtelmtinRzar  the  most.  I  used  to  go  and 
fit  with  him  at  an  alehcuae  in  the  city." 

I  am  happy  to  mention  another  instance 
which  I  discovered,  of  his  seekiriff  after  a 
man  of  merit.  Soon  alter  the  Honourable 
l>ained  Barrington  had  published  his  excel- 
lent "  Observations  on  the  Statutes."* 
Johnson  waited  on  that  worthy  and  learned 
gentluman  ;  and,  having  told  him  his  name, 
courteously  said,  ^'-  I  have  read  your  book, 
Sirt  with  great  pleasure,  and  wish  to  be  bet- 
rer  known  to  you."  Thus  began  an  ac- 
quaintance, which  was  continued  with  mu- 
tual regard  as  long  as  Johnson  lived. 

Talking  of  a  recent  seditious  delinquent, 
be  said,  ^  They  should  set  him  in  the  pil- 
lory, that  he  may  be  punished  in  a  way  toat 
would  disgrace  liim."  I  observed,  that  the 
|iiUory  does  nut  always  disgrace.  And  I 
niLuitioned  an  instance  of  a  gentleman,  who 
I  thought  was  nut  dishonoured  by  it.  Johh- 
■OM  !  '*  Aye,  but  he  was,  Sir.  He  could 
not  mouth  and  strut  as  he  used  to  do,  after 
having  been  there.  People  are  nut  willing 
to  ask  a  man  to  their  tables,  who  has  stood 
u  Uie  plltury." 

The  Uentleman  who  had  dined  with  us 
atl^r.  Percy's-f-  came  in.  Johnson  attacked 
the  Americans  with  intemperate  vehemence 
of  abuse.  I  said  something  in  their  favour ; 
and  added  that  I  was  oiwavs  sorry  when  he 
talked  on  that  subject.  This,  it  aeema,  ex- 
asperated him  ;  though  he  said  nothing  at 
the  time.     The  cloud  was  charged  with  sul- 

Ehureou^  vapour,  which  was  afterwards  to 
urst  in  thunder. —  VVe  talked  of  a  gentle- 
man wlio  was  running  out  his  fortune  in 
Jjondon ;  and  I  said,  "  We  must  get  him 
out  of  it-  AH  hia  friends  must  quarrel  with 
him,  and  that  will  soon  drix'e  nim  away." 
Johnson  :  "Nay,  Sir,  we'll  send  jrou' to 
him.  If  your  company  does  not  drive  a 
man  out  of  his  house,  nothing  will-"  This 
was  a  horrible  shock,  fur  which  there  was 
□o  visible  cause.  I  afterwards  asked  him, 
why  he  hnd  said  so  harsh  a  thing.  Johm- 
■OS  :  "  Because,  Sir,  you  made  me  angry 
about  the  Americans."  Bobwell:  "But 
why  did  you  not  take  vour  revenge  direct- 
ly?" Jonsso-V!  (smiling.)  "  Because,  Sir, 
I  had  nothing  ready.  A  man  cannot  strike 
till  he  has  weapons."  This  was  a  candid 
andplea.sant  conte^on. 

lie  shewed  me  to-night  his  drawing-room, 
very  gentet-lly  fitted  up  ;  and  said,  "  Jfrs. 
Thrale  sneered,  when  I  talked  of  my  hav- 
ing asked  yuu  and  your  lady  to  live  at  my 
house.  I  was  obligi-d  to  tell  her,  that  you 
would  be  in  OS  re«{>crtable  a  situation  in  mv 
house  OS  in  hers.      Sir,  the  insolence  of 

*  r4to.  IfdO.  The  worlhy  atithor  dieil  many  yean 
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wealth  will  creep  out"  Boivkll  i  **  Sba 
has  a  little  both  of  the  iiuolence  of  wolth 
and  the  conceit  of  parts.**  JoHVSoa.- 
"  The  insolence  of  wealth  is  a  frrrtrhad 
thing ;  but  the  conceit  of  parts  has  tana 
foundation.

We  Ulked  of  the  numbers  of  people  d« 
sometimes  have  composed  the  hooaehoU  «f 
great  fiunilies.  I  mentioned  that  thoe  wen 
a  hundred  in  the  family  of  the  present  JE^ 
of  ^lintoune's  father.  Dr.  Jonnson  ieei» 
ing  to  doubt  it,  I  began  to  enumente. 
*'  Let  us  see  :  my  Lord  and  my  LmAj  two." 
Johnson  :  '^  Nay,  Sir,  if  you  are  to  cnmt 
by  twos,  you  may  be  ions  enough."

It  was  written  and 
sold  to  a  bookseller,  before  his  *  Traveller ;' 
but  published  after;  so  little  expectation 
had  the  bookseller  (nm  it.  Had  it  been  sold 
after  the  *  Traveller,'  he  mij^ht  have  had 
twice  as  much  money  for  it,  thougli  sixty 
guineas  was  no  mean  price.  The  bookseller 
had  the  advantage  of  Goldsmith's  reputation 
from  '  The  Traveller '  in  the  sale,  though 
Goldsmith  had  it  not  in  selling  the  copy." 
Sib  .FosHUA  Retxolds:  '^  *  The  Bef^ar'a 
Operti"  afibrds  a  proof  how  straogely  people 
will  differ  in  opinion  about  a  literary  per- 
formance. Burke  thinks  it  has  no  merit." 
JoKXsoy :  *'■  tt  was  refused  by  one  of  the 
houses ;  but  I  should  have  tboui^t  it  would 
succeed,  not  from  any  great  excellence  in  the 
writing,  but  from  the  novelty,  and  the  ge- 
neral epiril  and  gaiety  of  the  i»ece,  which 
keeps  the  audience  always  attentive,  and 
dlBmissea  them  in  good  humour." 

We  went  to  the  drawing-room,  wherewas 
a  considerable  increase  of  company.  Several 
of  us  fjot  round  Dr.  Johnson,  and  complained 
that  he  would  not  give  usan  exact  catalogue 
of  his  works,  that  tnere  mif^tbe  a  complete 
edition.  He  smiled,  and  evaded  our  en- 
treaties. That  he  intended  to  do  it,  I  have 
no  doubt,  because  I  have  heard  him  say  so  ; 
and  I  have  in  my  possession  an  imperfect 
list,  fairly  written  out,  which  he  entitles 
Hittoria  Studiorum.  I  once  got  from  one  of 
his  friends  a  list,  which  there  was  pretty 
good  reason  to  suppose  was  accurate,  for  it 
was  written  down  in  his  presence  by  this 
friend,  who  enumerated  each  article  aloud, 
Vid  had  some  of  them  mentioned  to  him  by 
Mr.  Levett,  in  concert  with  whom  it  was 
made  out  ;  and  Johnson,  who  heard  all  this, 
did  not  contradict  it.  But  when  I  shewed 
a  copy  of  this  list  to  him,  and  mentioned  the 
evidence  for  its  exactness,  he  laughed  and 
said,  "  I  was  willing  to  let  them  go  on  as 
they  pleased,  and  never  interfered."  Upon 
which  I  read  it  to  him,  article  bv  article, 
and  cot  him  positively  to  own  or  refuse; 
and  tlicn,  having  obtained  certainty  so  far, 
I  got  some  other  articles  confirmed  by  him 
directly,  and  afterwards,  from  time  to  time, 
made  additions  under  his  sanction. 

His  fiiond,  Kdward  Cave,  having  been 
mentioHwJ,  he  told  us,  "  Cave  used  to  sell 
ten  thousand  of 'The  Gentleman's  Magt- 
rme ;  yet  such  waa  th«n  his  minute  atten- 


tention  and  anxiety  that  the  m1«  riMMiU  not 
suffer  the  smallest  decrease,  that  he  wooU 
name  a  particular  person  who  he  heard  )ud 
talked  of  leaving  off  the  Magazine,  ud 
would  say,  '  Let  us  have  aomething  good 
next  month.' " 

It  was  observed,  that  avarice  was  nihe- 
rent  in  some  dispositions.  Jobmsox  i  ^'Ns 
man  was  bom  a  muer,  because  no  maa 
was  bom  to  ^toasesaion.  Every  man  is  ban 
cu/ndiw— desiroua  of  getting;  but  notwa. 
rw, — desirous  of  keeping.'  Botwu.Lt 
"  I  have  heard  old  Mr.  Sheridan  w*«mfwii, 
with  much  ingenuity,  that  a  complete  misv 
is  a  happy  man ;  a  miser  who  ^ves  lumaelf 
wholly  to  the  one  passion  of  savrng.**  Johti- 
son:  "Thatisflyinff  in  the  &ceofaUtke 
world,  who  have  called  an  avaridmu  um 
a  mMtfr,  because  he  is  miserable.  Ko,  Sir; 
a  man  who  both  spends  and  saves  money  is 
the  happiest  man,  because  he  hu  both  en- 
joyments." 

The  conversation  having  turned  <m  .Bm- 
MoU,  he  quoted,  &om  one  of  the  Anm,  aa 
exquisite  mstance  of  flattery  in  a  maid  of 
honour  in  France,  who  bring  asked  bv  tbt 
Queen  what  o'clock  it  was,  answered, "  frhA 
your  Majesty  pleases."  He  admitted  thst 
Mr.  Burke's  classical  pun  uponMr.'WiIkei's 
being  carried  on  the  shoulders  of  the  atdb,

was  admirable ;  and  though  he  was  stzu^ 
ly  unwilling  to  allow  to  t£at  extraordioan 
man  the  talent  of  wit,f  he  also  laughed  viu 
approbation  at  another  of  his  playfot  cot- 
ceits ;  which  was,  that  '*  Horace  has  in  tat 
tine  given  a  description  of  a  good  desirable 
manor:

Johnsou  :  "Nav, 
Sir,  conversation  is  the  key  :  wine  is  a  pick-

H.  A  man  should  cultivate  his  mind,  so  as 
to  have  that  confidence  and  readiness  with- 
out  wine,  which  wine  gives."  Boswell  : 
"  The  great  difficulty  of  resisting  wine  is 
from  benevolence.  For  instance,  a  good 
worthy  man  asks  you  to  taste  his  wine, 
which  he  has  had  twenty  vears  in  his  cel- 
lar."

ihey  saj  they  have  had  the  wine  twenty 
years ;— three  would  rather  save  the  wine  ;— 
one,  perhaps,  cares.  I  allow  it  is  something 
to  please  one's  company ;  and  people  are 
always  pleased  with  those  who  partake  plea- 
sure' with  them.  Hut  after  a  man  has 
brought  himself  to  relincjuish  the  great  per- 
sonal pleasure  which  arises  from  drinking 
wine,  any  other  consideration  is  a  triHe-  To 
please  otners  by  drinking  wine,  is  something 
only,  if  there  be  nothing  against  it.  I 
should,  however,  be  sorry  to  offend  worthy 
men :

His  poetry  waa 
biffbly  admired  in  his  lifetime,  more  a  great 
deal  than  alter  his  death."  Johxson  :  *•  .Sir, 
it  ha.H  not  been  less  admired  since  h'n  death ; 
mi  authors  ever  hiul  so  much  tame  in  their 
own  lijetime  as  Pope  and  Toltalre  i  and 
Pope's  poetry  ha»  l>een  as  much  admired 
since  his  death  as  during  bis  life:  it  has  only 
[Ml  \tovii  an  much  talked  of,  but  that  is  ow. 
ing  to  itk  being  now  mure  ilLstant,aniLpeonIe 
having  other  writings  to  talk  of.  Virgi!  Is 
less  talked  cfthan  I'ope,  and  Homer  Is  leas 
talked  of  than  Virgil;  hut  ibcy  are  not  less 
admirvtl.  We  muNt  read  what  the  world 
reads  at  the  moment.  It  has  been  main- 
tained that  this  superfetation,  ihU  teeming 
of  ihenres*  in  modern  times,  is  pr^udiciaJ 
to  gooa  Utemture.  because  it  obliges  us  to 
reM  K>  much  of  what  ia  of  inferior  value,  in 
order  to  be  in  the  fashion  ;  >o  that  better 
works  are  neglected  for  want  of  time,  be- 
cause a  man  will  have  more  gratiflcation  of 
bu  vanity  in  conversation,  frnrn  having  road 
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niodem  booki,  than  from  bavuij;  read  the 
best  wurks  of  antiquity.  But  it  must  be 
eunsitlered,  that  wc  hare  now  more  know- 
ledge generally'  dittiued ;  all  our  iadiea  read 
now,  which  is  a  great  extension.  Modem 
writers  are  the  moons  of  literature ;  they 
ftbine  with  redectcd  light,  with  light  bor- 
niwed  from  the  ancients.  Greece  appears 
to  me  to  be  the  fountain  of  knowledge; 
Kome  of  elegance."  Hambay:  "  I  suppose 
Uomer's  '  iJiad'  to  be  a  collection  of  pieces 
which  had  been  written  before  bis  time.  I 
•hould    like  to  see  a   translation    of  it  in 

Soetical  prose,  like  the  book  of  Itutb  or 
ob."  ItoBEATBOif:  "Would  you.  Dr. 
Johnson,  who  are  master  of  the'  Knglish 
language,  but  try  your  hand  upon  a  part  of 
it. '  JoHKBOH  :  '*  Sir,  you  could  not  read 
it  without  the  pleasure  ol  verse."" 

We  talked  of  antiquarian  researches. 
JoHNSOM  t  "  All  that  is  really  hnmcn  of  the 
ancient  state  of  Britain  is  contained  in  a  few 
pagea.  We  can  know  no  more  than  what  the 
old  writers  have  told  us ;  yet  what  large 
books  have  we  upon  it,  the  whole  of  which, 
excepting  such  parts  as  are  taken  trom  those 
old  writers,  it  all  a  dream,  such  aa  Whita- 
ker*a  *  Manchester.'  I  have  heard  Henry *s 
*  History  of  Britain'  well  spoken  of:  I  am 
told  it  ia  carried  on  in  separate  divisions,  as 
the  dvil,  the  military,  the  reUgioui  history ; 
I  with  much  to  have  one  branch  well  done, 
and  that  is  the  history  of  manners,  of  com> 
mon  life."  Kobehtbov:  "  Henry  should 
have  applied  hia  attention  to  that  alone, 
which  ia  enough  for  any  man ;  and  he  might 
have  found  a  great  deal  scattered  in  varioui 
books,  had  he  read  solely  with  that  view. 
Henry  erred  in  not  soiling  his  first  volume 
at  a  moderate  price  to  the  bookseUera,  that 
they  might  have  pushed  him  on  till  ho  had 

got  reputation.  I  sold  my  '  Hiatory  of 
cotland'  at  a  moderate  price,  aa  a  work  by 
which  the  bookaeUeia  might  either  gain  or 
not ;  and  Cadell  haa  told  me,  that  Miller 
and  he  have  got  six  thousand  pounda  by  it 
I  afterwards  received  amuch  higher  price  for 
my  writings.  An  author  should  sell  his  Hrst 
work  for  what  the  booksellers  will  give,  till  it 
shall  ap]icar  whether  he  is  an  author  of  merit, 
or,  whicb  is  the  same  thing  as  to  purchase- 
money,  an  author  who  plcaiiesthe  public*" 

l>r.  Robertson  exjtatiated  on  the  charac- 
ter of  a  certain  nobleman;  that  he  was  one 
of  the  strongest  minded  nien  that  ever  lived ;

On  Saturday,  May  S,  I  dined  with  hint 
at  Sir  Joahua  Reynold's,  where  there  waa  \ 
verj  large  cotn^nny,  and  a  great  deal  of 
convcmiion  ;  but  owing  to  Come  clrcum- 
staoces  which  I  cannot  now  recollect,  I  b^ve 
no  record  of  any  |uirl  of  it,  except  tlutt  thurc 
were  turvrral  people  there  bv  no  meant  of 
the  Johnsonian  schoO't ;  «o  tliat  less  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  him  than  uiusil,  which  put 
him  out  of  humour ;  and  upon  some  imagi* 
narv  nSeiKu  frnm  me,  lie  nttJicked  me  with 
such  njdetieM,  that  [  waa  vexed  and  angry, 
bci-auMi  it  gave  those  persons  an  opportunity 
of  enlarging  upon  his  supposed  ferocity,  and 
111  treotoient  of  his  bert  ftiends-  I  was  ao 
much  hurt,  nod  bad  my  pride  so  much  rous- 
ed, (hat  [  l(cpt  away  frJim  litni  fur  a  wt^ek,  and 
perhaps  might  have  kept  away  mui-b  lonijer, 
nay,  gone  to  Scotland  without  seeing  nim 
ngt'tln,  had  not  we  fortunately  met  aniibcen 
rccontilt-d.  To  such  unhappy  chinces  tr« 
human  friendnhipM  liable. 

On  I-'riday.  May  8,  I  dined  with  him  at 
Mr.  Langton'j.  I  was  reserved  and  silent, 
wliioh  I  suppose  be  perceived,  and  niiaht 
recollect  the  cause.  Aflcr  dinner,  wiien 
Mr.  I^ngton  wai  called  out  of  the  room„ 
and  wc  were  by  ounolvoK,  he  drew  bis  chair 
near  to  mine,  and  said,  in  a  Cone  1^ concilia* 
ting  courtesy,  "Well,  how  have  you  June  I-" 
UoswELt :  "Sir,  you  hive  nude  me  very 
aneasv  by  your  behaviour  to  m«  when  we 
were  last  at  Sir  Joshua  Reynoldn's-  Toii 
know,  my  dt^r  Sir,  no  uiau  haa  a  pnlttT 
respect  and  afiection  &r  you,or  woiilil  sw^ner 
go  to  the  end  of  the  world  to  serve  you. 
''ow  to  treat  me  so — ."  He  Insisted  that 
I  had  ictcniptcd  him,  which  I  assured  him 
wu  not  the  case;  and  proceeded— "But 
why  treat  me  so  before  people  who  neitliec 
love  you  imr  uie!-"  .Toaxsox  :  "  Well^  I 
am  sorry  for  it.  I'll  make  it  up  to  you 
twenty  ditterent  waya,  as  you  plesao-"  Bos- 
wEtl :  '*  I  said  to-day  to'  Sir  Joshua,  when 
he  observed  that  you  lossod  rac  gmmetimeft 
— r  don't  can.^  how  often,  or  how  high  hi 
tosses  me.  when  only  friends  arc  present, 
fur  then  1  fall  on  sofl  ground  :  but  I  du  not 
like  billing  on  stone:s,  whit;h  is  the  case  whea 
enemies  are  present — I  tliiuk  thUJsaprettv 
good  inuge.  Sir."  Joiixsnif :  '"Sir,  it  i« 
«nc  of  the  happiest  I  have  ever  hwinl." 

'I'he  truth  is,  there  WiW  no  venom  in  thtf 
wounds  which  he  inflicted  at  any  time,  unless 
ther  were  irritated  by  some  malignant  in- 
fusion by  other  hands.  We  were  instantly 
as  cordiiu  sg&in  ■*  ever,  and  joined  in  hearty 
laugh  at  some  ludicrous  but  innocent  pecu- 
lianties  ofone  of  our  friends,  Boswkll: 
**  Do  you  tbiiik.  Sir,  it  is  always  culpable  to 
lau^  at  a  man  to  hiii  face?"  Johmsoxi 
"  Why,  Sir,  That  depend*  upon  the  ninti  and 
the  thing.  If  it  is  a  sligt't  man,  and  a  slight 
thing,  vou  may  i  Ibr  you  take  nothing  valua- 
ble ^nm  hitn." 

Ho  said,  "I   rc*d  yerterdny  Dr.  BTalrll 
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him  at  the  moment.  Some  time  «Aerw«rda 
be  eaid,  "  IJord  Marchmont  will  call  on  me, 
■nd  then  I  sball  call  on  Lord  Marchmont.*' 
Mn.Thrale  was  uneasyat  his  unaccountable 
cqirice ;  and  told  me,  that  if  I  did  not  take 
«ire  to  bring  about  a  meeting  between  Lord 
Jiarchmont  and  him,  it  would  never  take 
place,  which  would  be  a  great  pitj.  I  sent 
a  card  to  bis  Lordship,  to  be  left  at  John- 
ton's  house,  acquunting  him  that  Dr.  John- 
BOD  could  not  be  in  town  next  daj,  but 
would  do  himself  the  hcnour  of  waiting  on 
him  at  another  time.— I  give  this  aceOunt 
&iiiy,  at  a  specimen  of  thatunhappy  temper 
with'  which  this  great  and  good  man  had  oc. 
caaionty  to  strusgle,  from  aomethlog  morfoid 
in  his  constitution.  Let  the  most  censorious 
of  mj  readers  suppose  himself  l»  have  a 
▼iolent  fit  of  the  tooth-ache,  or  to  have  re. 
ccived  a  severe  stroke  on  the  shin.bone,  and 
when  in  such  a  state  to  be  asked  a  question ; 
md  if  he  has  any  candour  he  will  not  be 
aurprised  at  the  answers  which  Johnson 
■ometimes  gave  in  moments  of  irritation, 
which,  let  me  assure  them,  is  exquisitely 
painfiiL  But  it  must  not  be  erroneously 
nipposed  that  he  was,  in  the  smallest  degree, 
careless  concerning  any  work  which  he  un- 
dertook, or  that  he  was  generally  thus  pee- 
vish. It  wUl  be  seen  that  in  the  following 
year  he  had  a  very  agreeable  interview  with 
Lord  Marchmont,  at  his  Lordship's  bense ; 
and  this  very  afternoon  he  soon  fbrgot  any- 
fretfUlness,  and  ft^  into  conversation  as 
usual. 

I  mentioned  a  reflectioa  having  been 
thrown  out  against  four  Peers  for  naving 
presume<l  to  rise  in  opposition  to  the  opinion 
of  tiie  twelve  judges,  m  a  cause  in  the  House 
of  I^rds,  as  if  that  were  indecent.  Jonir- 
BOK  :  "  Sir,  there  is  no  ground  for  censure. 
The  Peers  are  Judges  themitetves  ;  and  sup- 
posing them  really  to  he  of  a  different  opi- 
nion, th^  might  from  duty  be  in  opposition. 
to  the  Judges,  who  were  there  only  to  be 
consulted." 

_  In  this  observation  I  fully  concurred  with 
him  ;  for  unquestionably,  all  the  Peers  are 
vested  with  the  highest  judicial  powers  j 
and  when  they  are  confident  that  tney  un- 
derstand a  cause,  are  not  obliged,  nay  ought 
not  to  acquiesce  in  the  opinion  of  the  or- 
dinary Law  Judges,  or  even  in  that  of  those 
who  from  their  studies  and  experience  are 
called  the  I^w  Lords.  I  consider  the  Peers 
in  general  as  I  do  a.  jury,  who  ought  to  listen 
with  rcspectl'ul  attention  to  the  siiges  of  the 
law ;  but.  if  after  hearing  them,  they  have  a 
firm  ojitnioii  of  their  own,  are  bound  as  ho- 
aest  men,  to  decide  accordingly.  Nor  is  it 
30  diiiiciilt  for  thi.'ni  to  iinderatand  even  law 
questions,  aa  isgcncrallv  thuught ;  provided 
Uiey  will  bestow  sulficieot  attention  upon 
then.  This  observation  was  made  by  my 
honoured  relation  to  the  late  I,ord  Cathcart, 
who  hwl  spent  his  life  in  camps  and  courts ;

I  cannot  think  so-"  Joff^ivoM  :  *'Nav, 
Sir.  there  is  no  talking  with  a  man  who  will 
dispute  what  every  Ixxly  knows:  <angrilv.) 
Dnii't  you  know  thi«i'"  Boswrii.  i  "  ?7cs 
Sir ;  and  I  wish  to  think  better  of  your 
country  than  you  represi>nt  it.  J  knew  tn 
Scotland  a  gentleman  obliged  to  leave  it  for 
de)tfuchiti|;  a  taciv;  and  in  imeofiiur  coun- 
ties an  tori's  brother  Ii«t  hi*  oleclion.  be- 
cause he  bad  ilcUaucbed  the  lady  of  another 
>:aTl  in  that  countv,  and  deotroyed  the  peace 
of  a  noble  family.* 

Still  he  woul({  not  yield.  Heproceeded:

Boswell:  "  You  will  reoolleet,  Kr,  that 
Dr.  Bobeftaon  said,  be  cut  his  IbnAt  be- 
rauM-  hr  wnf  wpary  of  still  life :  little  ihinn 
not  being  Bullirient  lo  move  bis  great  rainiT" 
JoRxsox  !  (very  ongry.J  "  Nay.  Sir,  what 
slulf  ia  this  ?  You  liao  no  more  this  opi- 
nion afWr  Bntiortson  aaid  It,  than  before. 
I  know  nothing  more  offensive  than  repeat* 
ing  what  oiH  iuiQws  10  he  Iboti^  tUnip,  It 
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way  of  continuing  a  dispute,  to  see  what  a 
man  will  answer, — to  make  him  your  butt!" 
(angrier  still.)  Boswell  s  "  My  dear  Sir, 
I  had  no  such  intention  as  you  seem  to  sus- 
pect: I  had  not  indeed.  Might  not  this 
nobleman  have  frit  evwry  thing  '  weary, 
Btale,  flat,  and  unprofitable,'  as  Hamlet 
says!"  Johnson:  "Nay,  if  you  are  to 
bring  in  gabble,  I'll  talk  no  more.  I  will 
not,  upon  my  honour-" — My  readers  will 
decide  upon  this  dispute. 

Next  morning  I  stated  to  Mrs.  Thrale  at 
break&st,  before  he  came  down,  the  dispute 
of  lust  night  as  to  the  influence  of  character 
upon  success  in  life.  She  said  he  was  cer- 
tainly  wrong ;  and  told  me,  that  a  baronet 
lost  an  election  in  Wales,  because  he  had 
debauched  the  sister  of  a  gentleman  in  the 
country  whom  he  made  one  of  his  daughters 
invite  as  her  companion  at  hia  seat  in  the 
country,  when  his  lady  and  his  other  cbit> 
dren  were  in  Tendon.  But  she  would  not 
encounter  Johnson  upon  the  subject. 

I  staid  all  this  day  with  him  at  Strcatham. 
He  talked  agreat deal  in  very  good  humour. 

Looking  at  Afessrs.  Dilly's  splendid  edi- 
tion of  Lord  Chesterfield's  miscellaneous 
works,  be  laughed,  and  said,  "  Here  are  now 
two  speeches  ascribed  to  him,  both  of  which 
were  written  by  me :  and  the  best  of  it  is, 
they  have  fuund  out  that  one  is  like  Demos- 
thenes, and  the  other  like  Cicero." 

He  censured  I>ord  Karnes's  "  Sketches  of 
the  History  of  Man,"  for  misrepresenting 
Clarendon's  account  of  the  appearance  oi 
Sir  George  ViLlier's  ghost,  as  u  Clareoilun 
were  wetixly  credulous  j  when  the  truth  is 
that  Clarendon  only  says,  that  the  story  was 

Xn  a  better  foundation  of  crctlit,  than  usu- 
.  such  discourses  are  founded  upon  ;  nay, 
speaks  thus  of  the  person  who  was  reported 
to  have  seen  the  virion,  "  the  poor  mnu,  if 
he  had  been  at  all  waking  f"  which  I^jrcl 
Kames  has  omitted.  He  added,  "  in  this 
book  it  is  maintained  that  virtue  is  natural 
to  man,  and,  that  if  he  would  but  consult  our 
own  hearts,  we  should  be  virtuous.  Now, 
after  consulting  our  own  hearts  all  we  can, 
and  with  all  the  helps  we  have,  we  find  how 
few  of  us  are  virtuous.  This  is  saying  a 
tiling  which  all  mankind  know  not  to  be 
true."  BoswELL  :  "  Is  not  modesty  na- 
tural ?"  Johnson  :  "  I  cannot  say.  Sir,  as 
we  find  no  people  quite  in  a  state  of  nature; 
but  I  think  tlie  more  they  are  taught,  the 
more  modest  they  are.  'X'he  French  are  a 
gross,  ill-bred,  untaught  people ;  a  lady 
there  will  spit  on  the  floor  and  rub  it  with 
her  foot.  AV  hat  I  gained  by  being  in  France 
was,  learning  to  l>e  better  satisfied  with  my 
own  country.  Time  may  be  employed  to 
more  advantage  from  nineteen  to  twenlv- 
four,  almo!<t  in  any  way  than  in  travelling  ; 
when  you  set  triivelling  against  more  nega- 
tion, against  doing  nolliiiig.  it  Is  better  to 
be  sure;  but  how  much  more  would  a  young 


man  improve  were  be  to  ituuy  UuriogtlHHe 
ycara.  Indeed,  if  a  young  man  is  wild,  md 
must  run  after  women  and  bad  company,  it 
is  better  this  should  be  done  abroad,  u  oo 
Lis  return,  he  can  break  ofT  such  connenons, 
and  begin  at  home  a  new  man,  with  a  da* 
racter  to  form,  and  acquaintancea  to  maka 
How  little  does  traveUing supply  tothecoo* 
versation  of  any  man  who  Has  trarelUi 
how   little    to    Beauderk  ?"      Boswelli

Boswell:  "Bat, 
Sir,  IS  it  not  a  sad  thing  to  be  at  a  dittnoe 
from  all  our  literary  fricnda  ?"  JoBMCurt 
"  Sir,  you  will  by  and  by  haveenou^rf 
this  conversation  which  now  delists  jot » 
much." 

As  he  was  a  zealous  friend  of  ■ubordiB»> 
tion,  be  was  at  all  times  watchfiil  to  lenca 
the  vulgar  cant  against  the  manners  o(  the 
great;  "  High  people,  Sir,  (said be) ■» tke 
best  i  take  a  hundred  Uiies  of  quality,  ^11 
find  them  better  wives,  better mothen,Mts 
willing  to  sacrifice  their  cwn  plsMajre  t# 
their  cnildren,  than  a  hundred  otiier  vooca. 
Tradeswomen  (I  mean  the  wives  cl*  trader 
men)  in  the  city,  who  are  worth  from  10  to 
I5,U0(M.  are  the  worst  creatures  upon  the 
earth,  grossly  ignorant,  and  thinking  ^i- 
ciuusness  fashionable.  Farmera,  I  uioL 
are  often  worthless  fellows.  Few  lopdswill 
cheat ;  and,  if  they  do,  they 'U  be  ashamed  cf 
it;  farmers  cheat  andare  not  ashamedcifit: 
they  have  all  the  sensual  vices  too  of  the  no- 
bility, with  cheating  into  the  bargain.  There 
is  as  much  fornication  and  adulteiy  amongX 
farmers  as  amongst  noblemen."  BoawELti 
"  The  notion  of  the  world.  Sir,  howerer,  ii. 
that  the  murals  of  women  of  qualitr  iff 
worse  than  those  in  lower  stations."  Joiy- 
SON :  "  Yes,  Sir,  the  licentiousness  of  (■• 
woman  of  quality  makes  more  nwe  iktf 
that  of  a  numberof  women  in  lower  statios)! 
then.  Sir,  you  arc  to  consider  the  maligaitj 
of  women  in  the  city  asainst  women  of  qu^ 
lity,  which  will  make  them  beliereanv  ibjaji 
of  them,  such  as  that  ther  call  their'ccu^- 
men  to  bed.

He  came  to  me  in  the  evening,  and  brought 
^i  Joshua  Reynolds.  I  neea  scarcely  say, 
that  their  conversation,  while  they  sat  by 
my  bed-side,  was  the  most  pleasing  opiate 
to  pain  that  could  have  been  administered. 

Johnson  being  now  better  disposed  to  ob- 
tain intbrmation  concerning  Pope  than  he 
was  last  year,*  sent  by  me  to  my  Lord 
Marchmont,  a  present  of  those  volumes  of 
his  "  Lives  of  the  Poets,"  which  were  at 
this  time  published,  with  a  retiuest  to  have 
permission  to  wait  on  him  ;  and  his  J.ord- 
ship,who  had  called  on  him  twice,  obligingly 
appointed  Saturday,  the  first  of  May,  for 
receiving  us. 

On  that  morning  Johnson  came  to  me 
from  Streatham,  and  ailer  drinking  choco- 
late, at  General  Paoli's,  in  South  Audley- 
street,  we  proceeded  to  I>ord  Marchmont's, 
in  Curzon -street.  His  Lordship  met  us  at 
the  door  of  his  library,  and  with  great  po- 
liteness said  to  Johnson,  "  I  am  not  going  to 
make  an  encomium  upon  myself,  by  telung 
you  the  high  respect  I  have  for  ^>u,,  Sir.'' 
Johnson  was  exceedingly  courteous ;  and 
the  interview,  which  lasted  about  two  hours 
during  which  the  Earl  communicated  his 
anecdotes  of  Pope,  was  as  agreeable  as  I 
could  have  wished.  "When  we  came  out,  I 
said  to  Johnson,  that,  considering,  his  Lord- 
ship's civility,  I  should  have  been  vexed  if 
he  had  ^wos\  failed  to  come.  "  Sir,  (said  he,)

BOciote  with  the  avowed  enemies  of  rcligiun ; 
fiir,  in  the  flrst  place,  almost  every  man'i 
mind  niay  be  more  or  leas  'corrupted  hy 
evil  communications ;'  secondly,  toe  voria 
may  very  naturally  suppose^  that  thejr  are 
not  realW  in  earnest  in  religion,  who  can 
ea^y  bear  its  opponents;  and  thirdlr,  if 
the  profane  find  tnemselves  quite  well  re- 
ceived by  the  pious,  one  of  the  checks  upon 
an  open  declaration  of  their  infidelity,  and 
one  of  the  probable  chances  of  obllfpng  them 
seriou^y  to  reflect,  which  their  being  shun- 
ned would  do,  is  removed. 

He,  I  know  not  why,  shewed  upon  all  oc- 
cauons  an  aversion  to  go  to  Ireland,  where 
I  proposed  to  him  that  we  should  make  a 
tour.  Joiinson:  "It  is  the  last  place 
where  I  should  wish  to  travel."  Boswell  : 
"  Should  you  not  like  to  see  Dublin,  Sir?" 
JonNsoH :  "  No,  Sir  ;  Dublin  is  only  a 
worse  capital."  Boswell  i  ''Is  not  the 
Giant '8-cau9.^way  worth  seeing  P"  JouN- 
BOS  !  "  Worth  seeing  ?  yes ;  but  not  worth 
going  to  sec." 

Yet  he  had  a  kindness  for  the  Irish  nation, 
and  thus  generously  expressed  himself  to  a 
gentleman  &om  that  country,  on  the  subject 
of  an  UNION  which  artful  I'oUticians  have 
often  had  in  view — *-'  Do  not  make  an  union 
with  us,  Sir ;  we  should  unite  with  vou,  only 
to  rob  you.  We  should  have  robbed  the 
Scotch,  if  they  had  any  thing  of  which  we 
could  have  robbed  them." 

Of  an  acquaintance  of  ours,  whose  man- 
ners and  every  thing  about  him,  though  ex- 
pensive, were  coarse,  he  said^  "  Sir,  you  sec 
m  him  vulgar  prosperity." 

A  foreipi  minialcrof  iiu  very  high  talents, 
who  had  been  in  hiii  company  for  a  consider- 
able time  quite  overlouknl,  hapjwned  luckily 
to  mention  that  he  Lad  read  some  of  bis 
^^RamMer  "  in  Italian,  and  atlmired  it  much. 
Tlii'<  pleased  liim  greully ;  he  observed  that 
the  title  bad  been  translated,  //  Getiia  crraiUe, 
though  I  have  been  told  it  was  rendered 
more  ludicrously,  H  yagalondo ;  and  find- 
ing that  this  minister  gave  sucha  proof  of  his 
taste,  he  was  all  attention  to  him,  and  on  the 
first  remark  which  he  made,  however  simple, 
exclaimed,  "The  Ambassador  says  well: — 
His  excellency  observes—;"  And  then  he 
expanded  anil  enriche<l  the  little  that  had 
been  said,  in  no  strong  a  manner,  that  it  ap- 
peared Momelliiiig  of  consequence.  This 
was  exceedingly  entertiiining  to  the  com- 
pany who  were  present,  anil  many  a  time 
afterward:*  it  funii!(lic<l  a  pleasant  topic  of 
merriment;  '*  TAc  AmfmttadoT  »ays  tcell," 
became  a  laughable  term  of  applause,  when 
no  mighty  matter  had  been  expressed. 

I  lell  Ij)ndon  on  Monday,  October  18, 
and  accomiMinied  Colonel  Stuart  to  Chester, 
where  his  regiment  was  to  lie  for  some  time.

While  Johnoon  was  thus  eDgagtd  In  pro* 
paring  a  delightful  Uteronr  cntcrtaintDCDti 
for  Ibe  n-orld.  the  tranqullhly  of  thenwtro> 
poli*  of  Great  Britain  was  unexpectedly  dU- 
turbed,  by  the  most  liorrid  .-un-it^  of  outrage 
thai  ever  dii^^ceil  a  invilizcd  country-  A 
relaxation  ol  some  of  the  severe  penal  pro- 
vi^uns  ^ninst  our  fellow-^utijccta  of^the 
Cothuric  omnmunlon  had  baen  granted  by 
the  Legislature,  with  an  op;^tion  so  \npoa- 
siderable,  that  the  genuine  mildness  of 
Cliristianity,  imited  with  llbeni  p«li*Tr, 
seemed  to  hav«  become  general  in  this  £«.

Being  disapntiintei)  in  mv  hopea  oFniect- 
ing  JohiiMin  ifiin  year,  so  llul  I  could  hear 
noiie  of  bis  luimirnblc  sayiugn,  I  sliall  com- 
p(.-nsalc  fur  this  wont  by  uiacrtlng  a  colWe- 

l(«(ei>.u.   M.) 
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tlon  of  them,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  in; 
worthy  friend  Mr.  I.angton,  whofie  lind 
communications  have  been  separately  inter- 
woven in  many  parts  of  this  work.  Very 
few  articles  of  this  collection  were  commit- 
ted to  writing  by  himself,  he  not  havinc 
that  habit;  which  he  r^^ta,  and  which 
those  who  know  the  numerous  opportunities 
be  had  of  gathering  the  rich  fruits  of  John- 
amian  wit  and  wisdom,  must  ever  reff^et. 
I  however  found,  in  conversation  with  him, 
that  a  good  store  of  Johvbohiana  was 
treasured  in  his  mind ;  and  I  compared  it 
to  Herculaneum,  or  some  old  Roman  field, 
which,  when  dug,  fully  rewards  the  labour 
employed.  The  authenticity  of  every  article 
ia  unquestionable.  For  the  expression,  I, 
who  wrote  them  down  in  his  presence,  am 
partlv  answerable. 

"  Theocritus  is  not  deserving  of  very  high 
respect  as  a  writer ;  as  to  the  pastoral  part, 
Virfpl  is  very  evidently  superior.  He  wrote, 
when  there  had  been  a  larger  influx  of  know- 
ledge  into  the  world  than  when  Theocritus 
lived.  Theocritus  does  not  abound  in  de- 
scription, though  living  in  a  beautiful  coun- 
try: the  manners  painted  arip  coarse  and 
gross.  Virgil  has  much  more  description, 
more  sentiment,  more  of  nature,  and  more 
of  art.  Some  of  the  most  excellent  parts  o 
Theocritus  are,  where  Castor  and  Pollux, 
going  with  the  other  Argonauts,  land  on  the 
Bebrycian  coast,  and  there  fall  into  a  dispute 
with  Amycus,  the  king  of  that  country; 
which  is  as  well  conducted  as  Kuripides  could 
have  done  it ;  and  the  battle  is  well  related. 
Aflerwarda  they  carry  utf  a  woman,  whose 
two  brothers  come  to  recover  her,  and  ex- 
postulate with  Castor  and  I'oUux  on  their 
iiijusticc;  but  they  pay  no  regard  to  the 
brotliers,  and  a  battle  ensues,  wiiere  Castor 
and  liis  brother  are  triumphant. — Theocritus 
seems  not  to  have  seen  that  the  brothers 
have  the  advantage  in  Llieir  argument  over 
his  Argonaut  lieroea. — '  The  Sicilian  Gos- 
sips' is  a  piece  of  merit." 

"  Callimaclius  ia  a  writer  of  little  excel- 
lence. The  chief  thing  to  be  learned  Irom 
him  is  his  account  of  Kites  and  Mythologv  ; 
which,  though  desirable  to  be  known  for  tlie 
sake  of  understanding  other  parts  of  ancient 
authors,  is  the  least  jiieasing  or  valuable  part 
of  their  writings." 

"  ^lattaire's  account  of  the  Ste])hani  is  a 
heavy  book.  He  seems  to  have  been  n  puz- 
zlf-headed  man,  wilh  a  large  share  of  siliolar- 
shij),  liut  with  a  little  geometry  or  Idgic  in 
his  head,  without  method,  and  iioasesseil  of 
little  genius.  He  wrote  I^tin  verses  from 
time  to  time,  and  published  a  set  in  his  old 
ace,  which  he  called  '  Setiifia .-'  in  which  he 
shews  so  little  learning  or  taste  in  writing, 
as  to  make  Carteret  a  dactyl. — In  matters 
of  genealogy  it  is  necessary  to  give  the  hare 
names  as  tuey  are;  but  in  poetry,  and  in 
prose  of  any  elegance  in  tlie  writing,  they 


require  to  have  inflection  given  to  tfaetn.— 
His  book  of  the  Dialects  is  a  sad  ht'ap  lA 
confusion ;  the  only  way  to  write  on  them 
is  to  tabulate  them  with  Nutes,  added  st  tbc 
bottom  of  the  page,  and  references." 

"  It  may  be  questioned,  whether  there  ii 
not  some  mistake  as  to  the  niethuds  of  «m. 
ploying  the  pour,  eeemingW  on  a  suppoiiti« 
that  there  is  a  certain  portion  of  work  \A 
undone  for  want  of  personA  to  do  it ;  but  if 
that  is  otherwise,  ana  all  the  materiaU  vc 
have  are  actually  worked  up,  or  all  the  nua- 
nu&ctures  we  can  use  or  dispose  of  are  il. 
ready  executed,  then  wb&t  in  given  to  the 
poor,  who  are  to  be  set  at  wurk,  must  be 
taken  from  some  who  now  have  it  s  as  tiiM 
must  be  taken  for  learning  (according  to  Sut 
Wilham  Petty's  observation,)  a  certain  put 
of  those  very  materials  that,  as  it  is,  sit 
properly  worked  up,  must  be  spoiled  by  the 
unsKilfulness  of  novices.  We  may  ipplr 
to  well  meaning,  but  misjudging,  perscauin 
particulars  of  this  nature,  what  GianiNOC 
said  to  a  monk  who  wanted  what  he  called 
to  convert  him :  *  Tti  wet  santo,  ma  In  mhm 
Jiloaapha,' — It  is  an  unhappy  cirtinnitBiee 
that  one  might  give  away  five  faundied 
pounds  in  a  year  to  those  that  imnatuoein 
the  streets,  and  not  do  any  fnxjd.** 

"  There  is  notbinfi;  more  likely  to  betray 
a  man  into  absurdity,  than  cmiaetnum: 
when  he  seems  to  suppose  his  undentanding 
too  powerfiil  for  bis  company." 

"Having  asked  Mr.  I^angton  if  his  btber 
and  mother  had  sat  for  their  pictures,  which 
he  thought  it  right  lor  each  genentiw  of  a 
&milv  to  do,  and  being  told  they  hid  op- 
posed it,  he  said,  *■  Sir,  among  the  anfrartu- 
osities  of  the  human  mind,  I  know  not  if 
it  may  not  be  one,  that  there  \*  a  lureriti- 
tious  reluctance  to  sit  for  a  picture.' 

"  Jolm  Gillicrt  Cooper  related,  that,  won 
after  the  publication  of  his  Dictionary.  Gsr- 
rick  being  asked  by  Johnson  what  peoiii* 
said  of  it,  told  him,  that  among  other  ani- 
madversions, it  was  objected  that  he  cilt^ 
authorities  which  were  beneath  the  dipiii^ 
of  such  a  work,  and  mentioned  Itichanisjr, 
'  Nay  (said  Johnson,)  I  have  done  Mcm 
than  that :  I  have  cite<l  thee,  I>avid.' "

It  is  not  so  just  be- 
tween  the  Greek  dnmatlc  writers  and  Sbak- 
speare. It  may  be  replied  to  what  is  said 
by  one  of  the  remarkers  on  Sbakspeare,  that 
though  Uailus's  shade  had  pmdence,  it 
does  not  necessarily  follow  that  he  had  all 
fott  particulars  revealed  to  him.' " 

"  Spanish  plays,  being  wildly  and  impro- 
bably Arcical,  would  please  children  here, 
as  children  are  entertajned  with  stories  full 
of  prodigies ;  their  experience  not  being  suf- 
ficient to  cause  tbem  to  be  so  readily  start- 
led at  deviations  from  the  natural  course  of 
life.  The  machinery  of  the  Pagans  is  unin- 
teresting to  us  1  when  a  goddess  appears  in 
Homer  or  Virgil,  we  grow  weary ;  still  more 
so  in  the  Grecian  tragedies,  as  in  that  kind 
of  composition  a  nearer  qiproach  to  Nature 
Is  intended. — Yet  there  are  sood  reasons  for 
reading  romances;  as — the  Tertility  of  In- 
vention, the  beauty  of  style  and  exprenion, 
the  curiosity  of  seeing  with  what  kind  of 
performances  the  age  and  country  in  which 
they  were  written  waa  delighted :  for  it  is 
to  be  apprehended,  that  at  the  time  when 
very  wild  improbable  tales  were  well  re- 
ceived, the  people  were  in  a  barbarous  state, 
And  so  on  the  footing  of  children,  as  has  been 
explained." 

**  It  is  evident  enougn  that  no  one  who 
writes  now  can  use  the  Pagan  deities  and 
mythology  ;  the  only  machinery,  therefore, 
seems  that  of  ministering  spirits,  the  ghosts 
of  the  dejtarted,  witches,  and  Ikiries,  though 
these  latter,  as  the  vulfrar  supcratition  con- 
cerning them  (which,  wlille  in  its  force,  in- 
fected at  least  the  imagination  of  those  that 
had  more  advantage  in  education,  though 
their  reason  set  them  tree  from  it,)  is  every 
dny  wearing  out,  seem  likely  to  be  of  little 
farther  assistance  in  the  machinery  of  po- 
etry. As  I  recollect,  Ilomniund  introduces 
a  hag  or  witch  into  one  of  his  love  elegies, 
wheta  the  cflect  is  unmeaning  and  disgust- 
ing. 

"'■  The  man  who  uses  his  talent  of  ridicule, 
in  creating  or  grossly  exaggerating  the  in- 
stances he  gives,  who  ^^putes  absurdities 
that  did  not  hapiwn,  or  wnen  a  man  was  a 
little  ridiculous,  describes  him  as  having 
l>een  very  much  so,  abuses  his  talenU 
greatly.  The  great  use  of  delineating  ab- 
surdities is,  that  we  may  know  how  &r

Though  upon  a  particular  comparison  of 
Deiuonax  and  Johnson,  there  d<«B  not  tttm 
lo  be  a  ^reat  deal  of  sinuLihty  bctwaan 
them,  this  Dedication  in  a  just  compliment 
from  the  general  dianu-ler  given  by  Lucian 
of  the  ancient  .Sage,  "  Itfurror  ww  oAa  ^7^ 
ipiAoTilL^*-  ytt^f^tmv,  the  best  philosopher 
whom  1  bare  erer  wen  or  known." 

In  1781.  Johnson  at  last  completed  bis 
'*  Ijres  of  the  I'uels"  uf  which  he  gives 
this  account :  "  .Sume  lime  in  Morrh  I 
linifiliod  ibi; '  Lives  of  tbc  I'octs,'  which  I 
wrote  in  xnv  u«iin1  wnv,  dilntnrtlv  and  has. 
tity,  unwilling  to  work,  and  Morkiug  with 
vigour  and  hastc."f  In  a  tneinorandiim 
previhus  to  this,  he  says  i>rtbem  :  *'  Writ- 
U-n,  I  bu[io,  in  such  a  manner  as  tniLy  tend 
totiie  prumution  of  ptt^tr."^ 

This  is  Ihe  work,  which  of  all  Dr.  John, 
son's  writings  will  perhaps  he  read  most 
generallv.  and  with  tnonl  ulesjure.  Ffailo- 
logy  and  biogrmphr  were  nia  fiiToorite  pur- 
nuts,  and  those  wtio  lived  most  In  Intimacy 
with  him,  beard  him  upon  all  occasions,  when 
there  wan  a  proper  opiiorlunity,  take  delight 
in  rxiiAtiatingupon  tlievsriuus  mt-rilsof  the 
Kngluh  Poete ;  u]>on  the  nic^tties  of  Iheir 
chanicters,  and  tbc  cvcnls  of  their  progresi 
through  tiia  world  which  they  t-ootrlbute  to 
illununate.  Ilui  mind  was  so  tuU  of  that 
kind  uf  infurmatiMi,  and  it  was  su  well  ar. 
ranged  in  his  memory^  that  in  performing 
what  he  had  nndertokcn  in  thia  way,  be  baa 
little  more  to  do  than  to  put  his  thouAta 
upun  [Miper;  exhibiting  fir<l  each  Pt^iet'sTUe, 
and  (hen  subjoining  a  critical  examination  of 
hid  genius  aiid  works.  Bui  when  he  began 
t4i  write,  the  subject  swelleil  In  such  a  man- 
lier, that  instead  of  preJaces  to  each  [>oet,of 
no  more  than  a  few  pages,  as  be  Iwd  origi- 
oally  iDtended,g  h*  produced  an  ample.

The  booknellera, 
Justly  sensible  of  the  great  additional  value 
of  the  copyrijjht,  presented  him  with  another 
hundrea  pounds,  over  and  above  two  hun- 
dred, for  which  his  aereement  was  to  fur- 
nish such  pre&ces  as  he  thought  fit. 

This  was,  however,  but  a  small  recom- 
pense for  such  a  collection  of  biography,  and 
■uch principles  and  illustrations  of  criliciam, 
u,  if  digested  and  arranged  in  one  system, 
by  some  modem  Aristotle  or  Longinus, 
might  form  i  code  upon  that  subject,  such 
as  no  other  nation  can  shew.  As  ne  was  so 
good  as  to  make  me  a  present  of  the  greatest 
part  of  the  original  and  indeed  only  manu- 
acript  of  this  admirable  work,  I  have  an  op- 
portunity of  observinK  with  wonder  the  cor- 
rectness with  which  ne  rapidly  struck  off 
nich  glowing  composition.  He  may  be  as- 
inmilated  to  the  Lady  in  AValler,  who  could 
impress  with  "  Utve  at  first  sight :"

It  is  remarked  by  Johnson,  in  conn&riy 
the  works  of  a  poet,-f-  that  '*amendaa> 
are  seldom  made  without  aome  takm  rfi 
rent ;"  but  I  do  not  find  that  thififi|ft' 
cable  to  prose.  J  ^Ve  ahall  see  that  ttap 
hy  amendments  in  this  work  are  iortkM- 
tcr,  there  is  nothing  of  the  paimui  chM; 
the  texture  is  unitonn  :  and  indeed,  >H 
had  been  there  at  first,  is  very  leldM^ 
to  have  remained.

When  I  mentiuneil  this  to  a  very 
eminent  literary  rliaractcr.^  he  oppMcd  me 
vehemently,  cxclaiminf;, '*  No,  no;  itianof 
a  )tood  imitation  bf  Jobnion  ;  It  haa  all  his 
pomp  without  his  force  ;  it  baa  all  the  nt^ 
diisities  of  Uie  oak  sritliout  its  strength." 
ThU  was  an  Image  so  happy,  that  one 
might  bare  tbouont  be  woula  luve  been 
ntistied  with  it :  liut  be  was  oot.  And  Mt- 
tin^  hii  mind  again  to  work,  beadded,  with 
ex<)uisite  feliritv,  "It  has  all  the  contor- 
tions of  the  sibyl,  without  the  inspiration."

Howling-Green.**  A  letter  fVom  a  noble 
foreigner  la  quoted,  in  which  be  b  mid  to 
have  been  ■<■  very  pleasant  in  conrvrtaUoa." 

Mr.  Langton.  who  frequently  ▼tslted 
hin,  infunns  me  that  there  waa  an  air  of 
benei'nlpnre  In  his  nuinner,  but  Uiat  he 
could  obtain  from  him  less  information  than 
he  had  hoped  to  receive  tVom  one  who  had 
lived  so  much  in  tnttrrcourte  with  the  bright- 
eat  men  i>f  what  hns  lieen  l^IM  the  Augus- 
tan age  of  Eii}i;Unil  ;  unci  tlint  he  sliewed  a 
degree  of  eager  curiosity  concerning  the 
common  occurrences  that  were  tbvn  pas- 
sing, which  a])pear(Hl  somewhat  nmarkable 
in  n  tnnii  nf  siurh  intellectual  atocca,  of^u'h 
an  ■tlvani-rd  age,  and  who  had  retired  frooi 
life  with  declared  diaappoinlment  in  bia  ex- 
pectations-

some  time;  at  last,  turning  to  lU-auclerk, 
be  said,  by  no  mt:an)  in  a  whispt-r,  '•  Thia 
merriment  of  parsons  ia  mighty  otiensire." 

Kren  the  dress  of  a  clergyman  should  bc 
in  character ;  und  noCbing  can  be  more  de« 
snicahk'  than  conceited  attempts  at  avoiding 
ttic  appeurunce  of  the  clerical  order;  at- 
tempts which  arc  as  inetfei?tual  a»  they  at* 
pitiful.  Dr.  Porteus.  now  Bi-.hop  of  J^n- 
don,  in  bis  excellent  charge  when  presiding 
over  the  dloceas  of  Chester,  justly  animal 
verts  upon  this  mibject;  and  obierves  of  a 
rwverend  fop,  that  be  "can  be  but  Aaff  m 
btvu." 

Addidon,  in  the  "  The  Speetator."  has 
given  us  a  fine  portrait  of  aclerg.vmaii,  wbo 
u  nippooed  to  bc  a  member  of  hia  Chtb ;  and 
Jobiuon  bfts  exbibitcd  a  mo<lcl,  in  the  cha- 
racter of  Mr.  Mudgc,*  which  baa  eecaped 
the  collectors  of  hi^  works,  hut  which  be 
owned  to  me,  and  which  indeed  he  shewed 
to  Sir  .Joshua  Reynolds  at  the  time  when 
it  was  written.  1 1  bear*  the  genuine  marts 
of  Johnson's  best  manner,  and  is  as  follows : 

"The  Reverend  Mr,  ZwAoriaA  Mudifv, 
Prebendary  of  F.xetrr,  and  Vicarof  St  An- 
drew's in  'Plymouth:  a  man  enuolly  emi- 
nent ^rbis  virtues  and  abilities,  and  at  onc« 
beloved  as  a  companion  and  reverenced  as  a 
pastor.  He  had  the  general  curioaity  lo 
which  no  kind  of  knowledge  is  tndilTerent 
or  superliuoun ;  and  that  general  benevo< 
lence  by  which  no  order  of  men  is  bated  or 
despirtcd. 

'■^  His  principle*  both  of  thoujfht  and  ac- 
tion were  great  and  comprebenaive.  By  a 
solicitous  examination  of  objections,  and  ju- 
diciou'4  tomiiarison  of  opjiosile  arjpiroenla; 
be  attained  what  imiiiirv  never  givea  but 
to  industry  and  perspicuity,  a  firm  M»d  yn. 
shaken  aetllement  of  conviction.  But  bis 
firmness  waa  without  aa|x.Tilv  ;  for,  know- 
ing  with  bnw  murb  dtlHeulty  truth  waa 
siimetimes  found,  he  did  not  wonder  thai 
manv  missed  it.

— "  Id  the  year  I7G3,  a  youns  bookseller, 
who  waa  an  apprentice  to  Mr.  Whi^ton 
waited  on  him  with  a  aubacriptioii  to  hit 
'  Shdkspearc :'  and  obtcrving  that  the  Doctor 
made  no  entry  in  any  book  of  tbv  nubecri- 
ber'it  nonie,  ventured  diHidentlv  to  aak, 
whether  be  wuuld  pleaae  tn  hav«  tlie  gentle 
man'M  adilrMs,  that  it  might  be  properly  in- 
serted in  the  prinlwl  list  of  suUerihers. —

Johnson,  witli great  abruptness:  ttut  almost

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Johnson  could  not  brook  appearing  to  be 
wonted  in  aif^ument,  even  when  be  bad 
taken  the  wrong  side,  to  shew  the  force  and 
dexterity  of  his  talents.  When,  therefore, 
be  perceived  that  hia  opponent  gained 
ground,  he  bad  recourse  to  some  sudden 
mode  of  robust  sopbiatir.  Once,  when  I  was 
presaing  upon  Yarn  witn  visible  advantage, 
be  stopped  me  thus  i — "  My  dear  Boswell, 
let's  have  no  more  of  tlus ;  you'll  nuke 
nothing  of  it  I'd  rather  have  you  whistle 
a  Scotdi  tune." 

Care,  however,  must  be  taken  to  distin« 
Kuish  between  Johnson  when  he  "talked 
KfT  victory,"  and  Johnson  when  he  bad  no 
desire  but  to  inform  and  illustrate. — "  One 
of  Johnson's  principal  talents  (says  an  enii> 
nent  friend  of  his)*  was  shewn  in  maintain- 
ing the  wrong  side  of  an  argument,  and  In  a 
qjilendid  perversicm  of  the  truth. — If  you 
could  contrive  to  have  bis  fhir  opinion  on  a 
subject,  and  without  any  bias  from  personal 
prguiUce,  or  from  a  wish  to  be  victorious 
In  argument,  it  was  wisdom  itself  not  only 
convincins,  but  overpowering." 

He  hai^  however,  all  bis  Ufe  habituated 
binuelf  to  consider  conversation  as  a  trial  of 
intellectual  vigour  and  dtill ;  and  to  this,  I 
think,  we  may  venture  to  ascribe  that  un- 
exampled  richness  and  brilliancy  which  a^ 
peared  in  bis  own.  Asaproofat  once  ofhis 
agcmcsB  for  colloquial  diatinction,  and  his 
Ugh  notion  of  this  eminent  friend,  be  once 

a^ressed  him  thus:  " ,  we  now  have 

been  several  hours  together ;  and  you  have 
■aid  but  one  thing  for  which  I  envied  you." 

He  disliked  much  all  speculative  d«pon- 
ding  considerations,  which  tended  to  dis* 
courage  men  from  diligence  and  exertion. 
He  was  in  this  like  Dr.  Shaw,  the  great 
traveller,  who,  Mr.  Dainea  Barrington  told 
me,  used  to  say,  *^  I  hate  a  cut  bono  man." 
Upon  being  asked  by  a  friend  what  be  should 
thmk  of  a  man  who  was  apt  to  say  no»  ea: 
tanti; — "That  he's  a  stujiid  fellow,  Sir, 
(answered  Johnson :)  What  would  these 
tanti  men  be  doing  the  while  ?"  When  I,  in 
a  low-spirited  fit,  was  talking  to  him  with 
indifference  of  the  pursuits  which  generally 
engage  us  in  a  course  of  action,  and  inqui- 
ring a  reanon  for  taking  so  much  trouble ; 
*'  Sir  (said  he,  in  an  animated  tone,)  it  is 
driving  on  the  svstem  of  lite." 

He  told  me,  tliat  he  was  glad  that  I  bad, 
by  Cieneral  Oglethorpe's  means,  become  ac- 
quainted with  Dr.  Shebbeare.  Indeed  that 
gentleman,  whatever  objections  were  made 
to  him,  bati  knowledge  and  abilities  much 
above  the  class  of  ordinary  writers,  and  de- 
serves to  be  remembered  as  a  respectable 
name  in  literature,  were  it  only  for  bis  nd- 
niiraHc  "  Letters  on  the  English  Nation," 
under  the  name  of  "Battista  Angeloni,  a 
Jesuit."

Johnson  and  Sbebbeuef  were  fttqaeidy 
named  together,  ai  hiring  In  faruus  niga 
bad  no  predilection  for  tbe  fimily  of  Haoo. 
ver.  The  author  of  the  celebrated  **  Hemic 
Epistle  to  Sir  WiUiam  Citunbcnrs,"  intn). 
duces  them  in  one  Use,  in  ■  lift  at  thoK 
**  who  tasted  the  sweet*  of  Ua  pre«it  Hs- 
jesty*a  reign."  Such  was  Johaaon's  amM 
relish  of  tbe  merit  of  that  satire,  tlM  he 
allowed  Dr.  Goldsmith,  as  be  UM  ne,  to 
read  it  to  him  from  tx^nning  to  end,  lad 
did  not  refiise  his  praise  to  its  exenitiaB. 

Goldsmith  could  sometimes  take  sAtcb- 
turoua  liberties  with  him,  and  eaape  na- 
punished.  Beauclerk  told  me,  that  who 
Ooldsmitb  talked  of  a  project  tag  InnBgi 
third  Theatre  in  Ixmdon  mlely  for  the  a- 
bibition  of  new  plays,  in  order  to  d^lvci 
authors  from  tbe  auppoaed  tyranny  afimia- 
gen,  Johnson  treaUn  it  aljghtii^y,  vpu 
which  Goldsmith  said,  ^  Ay,  ay,  tb  bit 
be  nothing  to  rou,  who  can  now  ahdter  jagr. 
self  behind  tne  comer  of  a  pennon ;"  sad 
Johnson  bore  this  with  good-oiunour. 

Johnson  praised  the  Earl  of  Cailirie'i 
Poems,  which  bis  Lordship  had  pubBiM 
with  bis  name,  as  not  disdaining  to  be  a  ea. 
didate  for  literary  fame.  TiilymeaA  wn  of 
opinion,  that  when  a  man  of^ratdt  appeattd 
in  that  character,  be  deserred  to  hare  b 
merit  handsomely  allowed.^  In  this  I  ttU 
he  was  more  Ubeial  than  Mr. 'Wilfiam'WUb. 
bead, in  his  •'Elegy  to  Lord  Ylffien.'B 
which,  under  the  pretext  of  **'mxpeng  toik 
demanding  all  their  care,**  be  Jaaenat  i 
jealousy  m  tbe  great  pajii^  thdr  oomtto 
tbe  Muses :

Johnson  had  called  twice  on  the  Ilishon  of 
Killaloe  before  his  I>ordsliip  set  out  fur  Ire- 
land, hariiif;  missed  him  the  first  time.  '  lie 
^d,  "It«ould  have  hung  heavy  on  my 
heart  if  I  had  not  seen  him.  No  man  ever 
pild  more  attention  to  another  than  he  has 
done  to  me;'  and  I  have  nef^lecte^l  him, 
not  wilfully,  but  from  beins  otherwise  oc- 
cupied. Always,  Sir,  set  a  nigh  value  on 
■pontaneous  kindness.  He  whose  inclination 
prompts  bim  tu  cullivate  your  friendship  of 
nil  own  accord,  will  love  you  more  than  one 
vbom  you  have  been  at  pains  to  attach  to 

TOU." 

Johnson  told  me,  that  he  was  once  much 
]ileased  to  find  that  a  carpenter,  who  lived 
nesr  bim,  was  very  ready  tu  shew  him  some 
thiiiffs  in  bis  business  which  he  wishe<l  to 
■ee  s  **  It  was  paying  (said  he  )  respect  to 
literature." 

I  asked  him,  if  he  was  not  diMsatisfied  with 
having  so  small  a  share  of  wealth,  and  none 
of  those  diitinctions  in  the  state  which  are 
the  objects  of  ambition.  He  had  only  a  pen- 
sion of  three  hiuidrcd  a  year.  Wbv  was  he 
not  in  such  circumstances  as  to  teep  his 
coach?  Why  had  he  not  some  considerable 
f>fliceP  Johmson:  "Sir,  I  have  never  com- 
ntained  of  the  world ;  nor  do  I  think  that  I 
nave  reason  to  complain.  It  is  rather  to  be 
wondered  at  that  I  have  so  much.  My  pen- 
rion  is  more  out  of  the  usual  course  of  thmgs 
than  any  instance  that  I  have  known.  Here, 
Kr,  was  a  man  avowedly  no  friend  to  Go- 
Temment  at  the  time,  who  got  a  pension 
without  asking  for  it.  I  never  courted  the 
great ;  they  sent  for  me  ;  but  I  think  they 
now  give  me  up.  They  are  satisfieil :  tbey 
have  seen  enough  of  me."  Upon  mv  ubser- 
Ting  that  I  could  not  believe  this,  ibr  they 
must  certainly  be  higblv  pleased  by  hiscon- 
veraation ;  coDscioiis  o^his  own  superiority, 
he  answered,  "No,  Sir;  great  I^rds  and 
great  Ladies  don't  love  to  have  their  mouths 
•topped."  This  was  very  expressive  of  the 
cmct  which  the  force  of  his  undestanding 
and  briUianey  of  his  fancy  could  not  but  pro-

duce  :  and,  to  be  sure,  the^  must  ham  found 
themselves  strangely  diminished  in  his  cum- 

r,ny»  MTien  I  warmly  declared  how  happy 
was  at  all  times  to  bear  him  ; — "  Yes,  Sir 
(said  he ;)  but  if  you  were  I^ord  Chancellor, 
it  would  not  be  so  t  you  would  then  consider 
your  own  dignity." 

There  was  much  truth  and  knowledge  of 
human  nature  in  this  remark.  But  certainly 
one  should  think,  that  in  whatever  elevated 
state  of  life  a  man  who  knew  the  value  of 
the  conversation  of  Johnson  might  be  placed, 
though  he  might  prudently  avoid  a  situation 
in  which  he  might  appear  lessened  by  coni- 

Iiarison ;  yet  he  would  frequentlv  gratify 
limself  in  private  with  the  participation  of 
the  rich  intellectual  entertainment  which 
Johnson  could  fumiiih.  Strange,  however, 
is  it,  to  consider  huw  few  of  the  great  sought 
his  society ;  so  that,  if  one  were  disposed  to 
take  occasion  for  satire  on  that  account,  verv 
conspicuous  objects  present  theniEelvcs.  His 
noble  friend,  Iiord  Elibank,  well  observed, 
that  if  a  great  man  procured  an  interview 
with  .Tohnson,  and  did  not  wish  to  see  him 
more,  it  shewed  u  mere  idle  curiosity,  and  a 
wretchetl  want  of  relish  for  extraordinary 
powers  of  mind.  Mrs.  Tbrale  justly  and 
wittily  acctmnted  for  such  conduct  by  sav- 
ing, that  .lohnson's  conversation  was  fiy 
much  too  strung  for  a  ]>erson  accustomed  to 
ol»equiuusnes3  and  (latti^ry ;  it  was  mtulani 
in  a  young  chiliTt  mouth  ! 

One  dav.  when  I  told  him  that  I  was  a 
zealous  iory,  but  not  enough  "  according 
to  knowledge,"  and  should  ne  obliged  to 
him  for  "  a  reason,"  he  was  so  candid,  and 
expressed  himself  so  well,  that  I  b^[ed  of 
him  to  repeat  what  he  had  said,  and  Iwrute 
down  as  follows  i

"  A  Vise  Tory  and  a  wise  Whig,  I  be. 
lieve,  will  agree,  llieir  prinriples  are  the 
same,  though  their  modes  of  thinking  are 
different.  A  high  Tory  makes  government 
unintelligible:  it  is  lost  in  the  clouds.  A 
violent  VVhig  makes  it  impracticable :  he  is 
for  allowing  bo  much  liberty  to  e^-ery  man, 
that  there  is  not  power  eiiough  to  govern 
any  man.  The  prejudice  of  the  Tory  is  for 
establishment ;  the  prejudice  of  the  Whig 
la  for  innovation.  A  Tory  does  not  wish  to 
fpve  more  real  power  to  Government ;  but 
that  Government  should  have  more  rever- 
ence. Then  they  differ  as  to  the  Church. 
The  Tory  is  not  for  sivingmore  legal  power 
to  the  Cfergy,  but  wishes  thev  shoula  have 
a  considerable  influence,  founded  on  the  o_pi- 
nion  of  mankind;  the  Whig  is  for  limiting 
and  watching  them  with  a  narrow  jealousy."

On  Saturday,  June  2, 1  set  out  for  Scot- 
land, and  had  promised  to  pay  a  visit,  in  mv 
wav,  as  I  sometimes  did,  at  SouthiU,  in  Bed- 
for'dsliire,  at    the    hospitable    mansion    of 
•Squire  DiUy,  the  elder  brother  of  my  wor- 
thy Wends,  the  booksellers,  in  the  Poultrjf. 
Dr.  Johnson  agreed  to  be  of  the  party  this 
vcar,  with  Mr.  Charles  Dilly  and  me,  and 
to  BO  and  see  Lord  Bute's  seat  at  Luton 
Hoe.     He  talked  little  to  us  in  the  canine, 
being  chietlv  occupied  in  rea(Ung  Dr.  ^Vat- 
son'st  second  volume  of"  Chemical  Essays, 
which   he  liked  very   well,   and    his    own 
"  Prince  of  Abyssinia,"  on  which  he  seemed 
to  bo  intensely  fixed ;  having  told  us,  that 
he  had  not  looted  at  it  since  it  was  first  pub^ 
lished.     I  happened  to   take  it  out  of  mv 
pocket  this  day,  and  he  seized  upon  it  witli

give  laws  to  their  natural  princes?     The 
same  wind  that  carried  them   back  would 
bring  us  thither.''—"  They  are  more  power-^ 
ful.  Sir,  than  we,  (answered  Imlackj  be- 
cause  they  are  wiser.     Knowledge  will  al- 
ways prodominate  over  ignorance,  as  man 
covcrna  the  other  animals.     But  why  their 
knowledge  is  more  than  ours,  1  know  not

tht>  Law:j  uf  heaven  und  earth  are  iiisuilicieiit 
tu  restrain  them  Irum  criniea. 

"  Whiitever  difKiulty  thnre  may  he  in  the 
coRceptiun  of  vicariuns  [tiiiiihhinentit,  it  is  an 
o|]iitii.n  whieh  has  had  jiuitsessioii  of  miinkind 
in  all  Hf^es.  There  isnu  nation  that  has  not 
Used  the  iiractice  of  sacrilices.  Whoever, 
therL'fure,  denies  the  projiriely  of  viedrioud 
punishments,  hoUU  nn  opinion  which  the 
sentimentn  and  pracliee  of  mankind  have 
contradicted,  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world.  The  gr^-at  snerilice  tor  tlie  sins  of 
mankind  was  ulfered  at  the  death  of  the 
Messiah,  whu  is  called  in  Scripture,  'The 
Ijamb  of  tioi),  that  taketh  away  the  sina  of 
the  world.'  Tu  jud^^e  of  the  reasonableness 
of  the  scheme  of  redemption,  it  must  be  con- 
sidered as  ncccttsarv  to  the  government  of 
the  universe,  thut  Ciou  should  make  known 
bis  perpetual  ant)  irrecuncileahle  detestation 
of  mural  evil.  He  niiirht  indeed  punish, 
and  punish  only  the  utienders;  but  as  the 
end  of  punishment  is  not  revenge  of  crimes, 
but  projiagatiun  of  virtue,  it  was  mure  be- 
couiinff  the  Divine  clemency  to  find  another 
manner  of  proceeding,  less  destructive  to 
man,  and  at  least  eiiuallv  powerful  to  pro- 
mote goodness.  The  end  of  punishment  is 
to  reclaim  and  warn.  That  imniblnnent  will 
both  reclaim  and  warn,  which  shews  evi- 
dently auch  abhorrence  ct' sin  in  t^oD,  as 
may  ileter  us  Irom  it,  or  itlnke  us  with  dread 
of  vengeance  when  we  have  committed  it. 
This  is  ellected  by  vicarious  punii^hineiit. 
Nothing  could  more  testify  the  opiiosiliun 
betwet-n  the  nutnro  nf  (ioi>  mid  moral  evil, 
or  mure  Bni)ily  displuy  his  histiiv.  lo  men 
and  angel.H,  tu  nil  orders  uiui  ^nci'C^^ion.s  i>l' 
bi-ingii.  than  that  it  was  neci'>Miiry  lur  the 
hi^he:it  and  purest  nature,  even  ti)r  Divi- 
xiTY  itself,  to  iiucify  the  demmid.i  of  ven- 
geance, by  u  painful  death ;  of  which  the  na- 
tural etii-ct  will  be,  that  when  ju-.tice  is  ap- 
peiLsed.  there  is  a  ]»ro])er  place  fiir  tlie  exer- 
cise of  mercy;  ami  thiit  such  propitiatiun 
idiitll  su]iply,  in  some  degree,  the  iin|K'rft.r- 
tidiid  of  our  obedience,  anil  the  inellica^'v  of 
our  rej.entaiice:  for,  obedience  and  repent- 
ance, such  as  we  cnn  perl'unn.  are  still  ne- 
cessary. Our  SAviorit  ha^  told  us,  that  he 
did  nut  come  to  destroy  the  law,  but  to  fulfil : 
to  fulfil  the  ty])ical  law.  liy  the  [H.'rturn:aiice 
of  what  thosi' types  bad  lores-liewn  ;  iind  the 
moral  law.  by  jirccejilsuf  greater  purity  un<l 
higher  exaltation." 

[Here  he  said,  "  Goii  bless  von  with  it." 
I  acknowleiiged  myself  niucli  obliged  to 
him;  but  I  begged  that  he  would  go  on  as 
to  the  propitialKm  lieirgtbe  chief  object  nf 
our  most  holy  taith.  He  then  dictated  this 
one  other  parugraph-J 
"The  peculiar  doctrine  of  Christianity  is, 


that  of  an  uoiversaT sacrifice,  mnS.  peijieCual 
propitiation.  Other  proiihets  only  proclun- 
ed  the  will  and  the  tbreateniiigs  of  Goo> 
Chrut  satisfied  hia Justice." 

The  Ilevetxjud  Mr.  I'almer,*  Fellow  of 
Queen*s  College,  Canibridfte,  dined  with  ua. 
He  expressed  a  wish  that  a  better  provifioa 
were  made  for  pariah-clerks.  Jobvsok: 
"  Yes,  Sir,  a  pariah-clerk  should  be  a  mao 
who  is  able  to  make  a  will,  or  write  a  letter 
for  any  body  in  the  pari^'h." 

I  mentioned  X^rd  Moiiboddo's  notiimt 
tliat  the  ancient  Egyptians,  with  all  tbrir 
learning,  and  alt  their  arts,  were  not  only 
black,  but  woolly-haired,  Mr.  Palmeraskiil 
how  did  it  a]ipear  upon  examining  the  mun- 
mies  ?     Dr.  Johnson  appruved  of  this  teiL 

Although  upon  most  occasions  I  nerer 
heard  a  more  strenuous  advocate  for  the  ad* 
vantages  of  wealth,  than  I)r.  Johnson,  he 
this  day,  I  know  not  from  what  caprice,  took 
the  otlier  side.  "  I  have  not  obserred  (aid 
he)  that  men  of  very  large  fortunes  eqjo^ 
any  thing  extraordin'arj  tliat  makes  haus- 
ness.  AVhat  has  the  Duke  of  Bed&ior 
What  has  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  ?  The 
only  great  instance  that  I  have  everknon 
of  the  enjuvment  of  wealth  was,  tliat  of  Ji- 
niaica  Dawkina,  who  going  to  visit  PalmiiSt 
and  hearing  that  the  wav  wa«  infette<f  I7 
robbers,  hired  a  troop  of  Turkish  horie  to 
guard  him." 

Dr.  (libbons,  the  dissentinft  nunistfr. 
being  mentioned,  he  said,  "  I  took  to  Dr. 
Gibljons."  And  nddrussing  himself  to  Mr. 
Charles  Dilly,  adtled,  •■■■  I  shuU  be  gUd  tu 
see  him-  Till  him,  if  he'll  call  on  mc,  mi 
dawdle  over  a  di.ih  of  tea  in  oil  al^emoon.  1 
shall  take  it  kind." 

The  ileverend  Mr.  Smith, Vicar  of  S^tLtb- 
ill,  a  very  respectable  nuiii-  with  a  very 
agrteable  family,  sent  an  iiivil;ition  tn  u<  to 
ili'ink  tea.  I  remarked  Dr.  •li.IinM:n'>  ttrr 
resjtectful  ]joliteiiess.

But  the  truth  is, 
there  was  no  a?umtu  inptriattdi.  It  was  only 
an  tttumut  irritandl,*  which  happening  to  be 
exercised  upon  a  genva  irritaMc  produced 
unexpected  violence  of  resentment.  Their 
irritability  arose  only  from  an  opinion  of 
their  own  importance,  and  their  delight  in 
their  new  exaltation.  What  misfat  have 
been  borne  by  a  Proairator  could  not  be 
home  by  a  Solicitor.  Your  lordships  well 
Imow,  that  hoiwret  mutant  more*.  Titles 
and  dignities  play  strongly  on  the  fiuicy. 
As  a  niadmaii  is  apt  to  think  himself  grown 
suddenly  great,  so  he  that  grows  auudcnly 
great  is  apt  to  borrow  a  litUe  from  the  mad- 
man. To  co-operate  with  their  resentment 
would  be  to  promote  their  phrensy ;  nor  is 
it  poswble  to  guess  to  woat  they  might 
proceed,  if  to  the  new  title  of  Solicitor, 
should  be  added  the  elation  of  victory  and 
triumph.

and  enclosed  them  in  a  letter  to  his  country 
enthusiast,  who  received  them  with  due 
teTcrence.  The  Doctor  was  so  sensible  of 
the  honour  done  him  bv  a  man  of  genius 
and  science,  to  whom  he  was  an  utter  stran> 
(^,  that  he  said  to  Dr.  Burnej, '  Sir,  there 
u  no  man  possessed  of  the  smallest  portion 
of  modesty,  but  must  be  Hattered  with  the 
admiration  of  such  a  man.  I'll  give  him  a 
set  of  mj  Lives,  if  he  will  do  me  tne  honour 
to  accept  them.*  In  this  he  kept  his  word  t 
and  Dr.  Bumey  had  not  only  the  pleasure 
of  gratilVinghis  friend  with  a  present  more 
worthy  of  aia  acceptance  than  the  segment 
from  the  hearth  broom,  but  soon  after  in- 
troducing him  to  Dr-  Johnson  himself  in 
Bolt-court,  with  whom  he  bad  the  satisfac- 
tion of  conversing  a  considerable  time,  not 
atbrtnigfat  before  nis  death ;  which  happen' 
ed  in  St.  Martin's-street,  during  his  visit  to 
Dr.  Bumey,  in  the  house  where  the  great 
Sir  Isaac  Newton  had  lived  and  died  before." 
In  one  of  his  little  memorandum-books  is 
the  following  minute ;

How  venerably  pious  does  he  appear  in 
these  moments  of  solitude,  and  how  Bpirited 
are  his  resolutions  for  the  improvement  of 
his  mind,  even  in  elegant  literature,  at  a 
very  advanced  jwriod  of  life,  and  when  af- 
flicted  with  many  complaints. 

In  autumn  he  went  to  Oxford,  Birming- 
ham, Lichfield,  and  Ashbourne,  for  whidi 
very  good  reasons  might  be  given  in  the 
conjectural  yet  positive  manner  of  writers, 
who  are  proud  to  account  for  every  event 
which  they  relate.  He  himself,  however, 
wys,  Ihe  motivesofiny  journey  I  hardlv 
know  ;  I  omitted  it  Itwt  year,  aiid  am  not 
wiilum  to  mm  It  again.-  But  some  coo*!

He  grew 
warm,  and  said,  "Turki  take  opium,  and 
ChristianK  take  opium  ;  but  HuskI,  In  hii 
account  of  Alt-jipu.  tells  us,  that  it  i«  aa  dis- 
graceful in  Turkey  I'ltake  too  much  opium, 
as  it  is  with  ns  to ^^  drunk.  Sir,  it  is  amaz- 
ing bow  things  arc  exaggerated.  A  gentle- 
man waa  lately  telling  in  a  company  where 
I  was  present,  that  in  France  aa  aooa  at  & 
man  at  foihion  marries,  he  takea  an  opera 
girl  into  keeping  ;  and  this  he  menlionedus 
agcncral  custom.  '  Pray,  Sir,  fsjiid  I,]how 
many  opera  girls  may  there  be?

I  roiifm 
with  some  justice,  and  commnndeil  us  to 
have  done-  **  Notwdy  (said  be.)  has  a  right 
to  utic  in  this  manner,  to  bnng  before  a 
■nan  his  own  ehariLrter,  and  the  events  of 
bis  life,  when  be  does  not  choose  It  should 
be  done.  I  never  have  sought  the  world  t 
the  world  was  not  to  seek  me.  It  is  rather 
wonderful  that  so  much  has  Invndutir  for 
me.  All  the  complaints  which  are  made 
of  the  world  are  unjust,  i  never  knew  a 
man  of  merit  neglected:  it  was  generally 
by  bis  own  fault  that  he  laile<l  ofnucceaa. 
A  man  may  hide  bis  bead  in  a  bole :  he  may 
go  into  the  country,  and  publish  a  book  now 
and  then,  which  nobody  reads,  and  then 
complain  he  is  neglwled-  There  is  no  rea- 
son why  anv  person  should  eicett  himsel. 
for  a  man  wnu  lias  written  a  good  luMfk  :  be 
has  not  written  it  for  any  individual-  I 
may  as  well  make  a  present  to  a  postman

fractice,  it  is  from  error,  not  from  iiijustice 
lu  is  not  neglected.  A  horse  that  is 
brought  to  market  tnay  not  be  bought, 
though  he  is  a  very  ^od  horse :  but  thut 
is  from  ignorance,  not  from  intention.'* 

There  was  in  this  discourse  much  novelty, 
uigenuity,  and  discrimination,  such  ns  is 
aelilom  to  be  found.  Yet  I  cannot  help 
thinking  that  men  of  merit,  who  have  no 
success  in  life,  may  be  forgiven  fur  Irimenl- 
inp,  if  they  are  not  allowed  to  complain. 
'i'hev  may  consider  it  as  hurrl  that  their  me- 
rit should  not  have  its  suitable  distinction. 
Though  there  is  no  intentional  injustice  to- 
wards them  on  the  part  of  the  world,  their 
merit  not  having  been  ]ien'eived,  they  may 
yet  repine  egainst/or/MHf  or  fate,  or  by  what- 
ever name  tney  choose  to  call  the  supposed 
mythological  power  of  Dettiny.  It  boa, 
however,  occured  to  me  as  a  consolatory 
thought,  that  men  of  merit  should  consider 
thus : — How  much  harder  would  it  be,  if 
the  same  persons  had  both  all  the  merit  and 
all  the  prosperity.  Would  not  this  be  a  mi- 
serable distribution  for  the  poor  dunces  ? 
AVould  men  of  merit  exfiiange  their  intel- 
lectual superiority,  and  the  enjoyments  aris- 
ing from  It,  for  externa!  distinction  and  the 
pleasures  of  wealth  ?  If  they  would  not,  let 
them  not  envy  othora,  who' are  poor  where 
thev  are  rich,  a  compensation  which  is  made 
to  tnern.  Let  them  look  inwards  and  bo  sa- 
tisfied; recollecting  with  conscious  pride 
what  Virgil  finely  says  of  Corycius  Scnex, 
and  which  I  have,  in  another  place,"  with 
truth  and  sincerity  apiiliod  to  Mr.  Burke  : 
"  Hef^iin  Kquabat  opos  snimu." 
On  the  subject  of  tlie  right  employment 
of  wealth,  .fohnson  oliserved,  "  A  man  can. 
not  ninke  a  bail  use  of  his  money,  so  flir  ns 
r<^rds  sofiety,  if  he  do  not  hoard  it ;  Ibr  if 
he  either  spcnd.s  it  or  lends  it  out,  society 
has  the  benclit.  It  is  in  ceneral  better  to 
6i>end  money  than  to  give  it  away  ;  for  in. 
dustry  is  more  promoted  by  spending  monov 
than  by  giving  it  awav.  A  man  whospenifs 
his  mon*'y  is  sure  he  is  doing  good  with  it ; 
he  is  not  sure  when  he  gives  it  away.  A 
m;in  who  spends  ten  thousand  a  year  will  do 
more  good  ihan  a  man  who  spends  two 
thousand  und  gives  awav  eiirht."

I  once  re- 
minded him  that  when  Dr.  Adam  Smith  was 
expatiating  on  thebeautyof  Glasf^w.hebad 
cut  him  snort  by  saying,  '■  Pray,  Sir,  have 
you  ever  seen  Brentford?"  and  I  took  the 
liberty  to  add,  "  Mv  dear  Sir,  surely  that 
watt  •Aoctin^." — "Why,  then.  Sir  (he  re- 
plied,)  YOU  have  never  seen  Brentford." 

Though  his  usual  plirase  tor  coaversation 
9/aslalk,  yet  he  m.tde  a  distinction ;  for  when 
be  once  loUl  me  thai  he  dined  the  day  before 
at  a  fViend's  house,  with  "a  very  pretty 
comuany;"  and  I  ask.d  him  if  tnere  wts 
good  conversation,  be  answere<t,  **  Xo,  Siri 
we  had  laik  enough,  but  no  cORtrertation ; 
there  was  nothing  diieuited." 

Talking  of  the  success  of  the  Scotch  in 
I^ndon,  ne  imputed  it  in  a  considerable  de- 

free  to  their  spirit  of  nationality.  "You 
now,  Sir,  (said  he,)  that  no  Scotchman 
publislics  a  book,  or  has  a  play  brought 
upon  the  stage,  but  there  are  live  hundje<l 
people  ready  to  applaud  bini." 

He  gave  much  praise  to  his  friend.  Dr. 
Bumey's  elegant  and  entertaining  travels, 
and  told  Mr.  Seward  that  he  hud  them  in 
his  eye,  when  writing  his  *'  Journey  to  the 
Western  Islands  of  Scotland," 

Such  was  his  sensibility,  and  so  much  was 
be  atiecteil  by  jiathetic  jioetry,  that,  when 
he  was  reading  Dr.  HcJttie's  "llemiit,"  in 
my  presence.  It  brought  team  intohiseyes." 

lie  dirij]iproved  much  of  mingling  real 
fads  with  liction.  On  thi»  account  he  cen- 
Bureil  a  hook  entitled  "  I  .ore  and  Madness." 

Mr.  IIoulc  tol'l  liim,  he  was  born  in  Sloor- 
flehis,  and  had  receivetl  part  of  liia  early  in- 
struction in  (Jrub-strcet.  *' Sir  (said  John- 
son, smiling.)  you  have  been  rt<iutarly  cAw- 
cated."  Having  asked  who  was  his  instruc- 
tor, and  Sir.  Hoole  having  answered, ''  My 
uncle.  Sir,  who  wiis  a  tailor  j"  Johnson,  re- 
collecting himself,  said,  "  Sir,  I  knew  him ; 
we  called  liim  the  melapfiyiical  tailor.  He 
was  (if  a  club  in  Old-street,  with  me  and 
(ieorge  INalmanazar,  and  some  others :  but 

{iray.  Sir,  was  he  a  giiod  tailor?"  Mr.  IIoolo 
laving  auHworeil  that  he  believed  he  was  too 
mathematical,  and  used  to  draw  xtiunres  and 
triangles  on  his  Khop-hoard,  so  that  he  did 
not  excel  in  the  cut  of  a  coat ;" — •■  I  am

They  seem 
vleased  at  the  time ;  but  their  envy  makes 
-Uem  curse  him  at  their  hearts.^' 
:  My  readers  will  probably  be  surprised  to 
heax  that  the  great  Dr.  Johnson  could 
amuse  himself  with  so  alight  and  playful  a 
tpecies  of  composition  as  a  Charade.  I  have 
recovered  one  which  he  made  on  Dr.  Bar- 
nard,  now  Lord  Bishop  of  Killaloe  ;t  who 
^as  been  pleased  for  many  years  to  treat  me 
Vith  so  much  intimacy  ana  social  ease,  that 
■I  may  presume  to  all  him  not  onl^  mv 
Hirfit  Reverend,  but  bj  very  dear  Friena. 
I  therefore  with  peculiar  pleasure  mve  to 
the  world  a  just  and  elecant  compliment 
tiiui  p^  to  hia  Lordship  by  Johnson.

It  is  preserved  in  his  works,  with  several 
variation^.  Johnaon  having  reail  aloud, 
from  the  beginning  of  it,  where  there  weto 
soraecommon-plai^  assertions  as  to  the  su- 
pcrioiitT  of  ancient  times ; — ^"  How  false 
(said  he)  ia  all  this,  to  say  that,  in  ancient 
time*,  learning  was  not  a  disgrace  to  a  Peer 
as  it  is  now.  In  ancient  times,  a  Peer  was 
as  ignorant  as  any  one  cIs*.  He  would  have 
been  an^y  to  have  it  thought  he  could 
write  fau  name.  Men  in  ancient  timea 
flared  to  stand  forth  with  a  devree  of  igno- 
rance with  which  nobody  would  dare  now 
to  stand  forth.  I  am  always  angry,  when  I 
hear  ancient  limes  praistx)  at  tbe  expente  of 
modem  time*.  Tnere  ia  now  a  great  deal 
more  learning  in  the  world  than  tnere  was 
fonneriy;  tor  it  is  univemnllr  ilinuscd. 
You  have,  pcrhato.  no  man  wlio  knows  as 
much  Greek  and  Latin  as  Bentley  ;  no  nun 
who  knows  aa  much  itutheraatica  as  New- 
ton :  hut  ymi  Itave  many  more  men  who 
know  Greek  and  Latin,  and  who  know  ma- 
Ihematics." 

Un  Thursday,  May  I,  I  visited  him  in 
the  evening,  along  with  vnungMr.  Burke. 
He  Kaid,  "It  is  Mrange  that  there  should  be 
so  little  reading  in  the  wurld.  and  s<>  niiti-h 
writing-  People  in  ^fneraJ  do  not  willingly 
rcail,  if  thov  can  have  any  thing  t-l»e  to 
amuse  tliem.  Thi^re  muat'tie  an  extrmal 
impulse;  i^muliition,  or  ^-anity,  or  avarice. 
Tncprogress  which  the  under^tandingmakei 
through  a  book  has  more  pain  than  pleasure 
in  it.  Zjmguai;e  is  s>'.irity,  and  inmU-iiuatc 
lo  express  tTu-  nice  graflatitms  and  mixtures 
of  our  feelings.  No  man  reads  a  book  of 
science  f^om  pure  incllDatlon.  The  books 
that  we  do  rcarl  with  pleasure  are  lij^t  com- 
ptisittuns,  which  contain  a  quick  succe»ioa 
of  e%'enta.  However,  I  have  this  yearread 
all  Virjjil  throu(;h-  I  read  a  book  oC  the 
^neiii  evcrr  night,  so  it  was  done  in  twelve 
nights,  and  \  bad  a  great  delight  in  it.  The 
Gcurgicks  did  not  give  mc so  much  pleasure, 
except  the  fourth  book.  The  Eckgucs  1 
have  almost  all  by  heart.  I  do  not  think  the 
story  of  the  jEneid  interesting.  I  like  tbi> 
story  of  the  tjdyssey  much  better ;  and  tlits

The  story  of  the  Odyssey  is  interesting,  an 
a  great  part  of  it  is  domestic — It  has  oeen 
said  there  is  pleasure  in  writing,  particu- 
larly in  writing  verses.  I  allow,  you  ina.y 
have  pleasure  mm  writing,  after  it  is  over, 
if  you  have  written  well;'  but  you  don't  go 
willingly  to  it  again.  I  know  when  I  havi- 
been  writing  verses,  I  have  run  my  finger 
down  the  margiii,  to  see  how  many  I  had 
made,  and  how  Tew  I  had  to  malce." 

He  seemed  to  be  in  a  very  placid  humour, 
and  although  I  have  no  note  of  the  particu> 
lars  of  youDg  Mr  Burke's  conversation,  it 
is  but  justice  to  mention  in  general,  that  it 
was  such  that  Dr.  Johnson  said  to  me  aller> 
wards,  **  He  did  very  well,  indeed ;  I  have  a 
mind  to  tell  his  fiither."

I  have  no  minute  of  any  interview  with 
Johnson  till  Thursday,  May  15th,  when  I 
find  what  follows :  Boswell  :  "  I  wish 
much  to  be  in  parliament,  Sir."  Johnson  : 
"  Why,  Sir,  unless  you  come  resolved  to 
support  any  administration,  you  would  be 
the  worse  for  bein^  in  Parliament,  because 
you  would  be  obliged  to  live  more  expen- 
sively."— BoswELL  :  "  Perhaps,  Sir,  I 
should  be  the  less  happy  for  being  in  Parlia- 
ment. I  never  would  sell  my  vote,  and  I 
should  be  vexed  if  things  went  wrong." 
Johnson  :  "  That's  cant.  Sir.  It  would 
not  vex  you  more  in  the  house,  than  in  the 
gallery;  public  aHairs  vex  no  man."  Bos- 
WEi.L :  "  Have  nut  they  vexed  yourself  a 
littlf,  Sir  ?  Have  not  you  been  vexed  by 
all  tiie  turbulence  of  this  roign,  and  by  that 
absurd  vote  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
*  That  the  influence  of  the  Crown  has  in. 
creased,  is  increasing,  and  ought  to  be  di- 
minished ?' "  Johnson:  "  Sir,  I  have 
never  slept  an  hour  less,  nor  e<it  an  ounce 
less  meat.  I  would  have  knocked  the  iac- 
tious  dogs  on  the  head,  to  be  sure;  but  I 
was  not   vej^cd."      Boswei.l  :  "  1  declare,

Sir,  upon  my  honour,  I  did  iiwyn^  I  wm 
vexed,  and  took  a  piide  in  H  ;  but  it  um, 
perhaps,  cant ;  for  I  own  1  d  either  eat  \em 
nor  slept  leas."  Johxsox  :  **  My  imr 
friend,  dear  yournuwf  of  cant.  T«u  aa^ 
talk  aa  other  people  do :  you  may  say  to  a 
man,  '  Sir,  I  am  your  moat  humble  aemnL* 
You  are  nof  his  most  humUc  servant.  Tou 
may  say,  *  Theae  are  had  times  :  it  ia  a-SK- 
lancholy  thing  to  be  reserved  to  web 
times.'  You  don't  mind  the  times.  You 
tell  a  man,  *  I  am  sorry  you  had  audi  bad 
weather  the  last  day  oi  your  journey,  uA 
were  so  much  wet.*  You  don't  CMre  six- 
pence whether  he  is  wet  or  dry.  You  mar 
UUk  in  this  manner ;  it  is  a  mode  of  IjIUm 
in  Sodety  :  but  don't  think  fooliaUy." 

Joax< 
soK :  "  Don't  set  up  for  what  is  cailed  hos- 
pitality :  it  ia  a  waste  of  time,  and  a  waste 
of  money  ;  you  are  eaten  up,  and  not  the 
more  respected  fbryour  libenJity.  Ifyov 
house  be  like  an  um,  nobody  cazea  fiir  yoa. 
A  man  who  stays  a  week  with  aiiotber,iiiaka 
him  a  slave  fiir  a  week."  Boswkll: '^Btf 
there  are  people,  Sir,  who  make  their  boiHM 
a  home  to  their  guests,  and  are  thonaehw 
quite  easy."  JoHHSoir:  '*  Then,  ^,hiiw 
must  be  the  same  to  the  guesta,  and  din 
need  not  come." 

Here  he  discovered'  a  notion  rmnawi 
enough  in  persons  not  mudi  accustoBMd  t* 
entertain  company,  that  there  moat  fa*  t 
degree  of  elaborate  attention,  othenri* 
company  will  think  themselves  nudeetii;

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In  the  end  of  this  year  tie  was  seized  with 
a  spaamodic  asthma  of  such  violence,  that  he 
was  confined  to  the  house  in  great  pain, 
being  sometimes  oblif^d  to  sit  all  night  in 
his  chair,  a  recumbent  posture  beintr  so  hurt- 
ful to  his  respiration,  that  he  could  not  en- 
dure lying  in  bed  ;  and  there  came  upon 
him  at  the  same  time  that  oppressive  and 
fatal  disease,  a  dropsy.  It  was  a"very  se- 
Tere  winter,  which  probably  aggravated  hia 
complaints;  and  the  solitude  m  which  Mr. 
Levett  and  Mrs.  Williams  bad  lefl  him, 
rendered  bis  life  very  cloomv-  Mrs.  Des- 
moulins,  who  still  livei^  was  herself  so  very 
ill,  that  she  could  contribute  very  little  to 
his  relief.  He,  however,  had  none  of  that 
unsocial  shyness  which  we  commonly  see  in 
people  afflicted  with  sickness.  He  did  not 
hide  his  head  from  the  world,  in  solitary  ab- 
straction ;  he  did  not  deny  himself  to  the 
visits  of  his  friends  and  acquaintances  ;  but 
at  all  times,  when  he  was  not  overcome  by 
■leep,  was  ready  for  conversation  as  in  his 
best  days.

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On  a  sudden  he  ubtained  extraordinary  re< 
lief,  for  which  he  looked  up  to  Heaven 
with  grateful  devotion.  He  made  no  direct 
inference  from  this  fact ;  but  from  his  man- 
ner of  tellina  it,  I  could  perceive  that  it 
Bjipcared  to  him  aa  sonictlung  more  than  an 
incident  in  the  common  course  of  events. 
For  my  own  part,  I  have  no  difficulty  to 
avow  that  cast  of  thinkine,  which  by  maay 
modem  pretenders  to  wisdoin,  is  called  su- 
perstitious.

On  Saturday,  May  IS,  I  dined  with  him 
at  Dr.  Brocklesby's,  where  were  Colonel 
Valiancy,  Mr.  Murjihy,  and  that  ever- 
cheerful  companion  Mr  Devaynea,  apothe- 
cary to  his  Majeiity.  Of  these  days,  and 
others  on  which  I  saw  him,  I  have  no  me- 
mortals,  except  the  general  recollection  of 
liis  being  able  and  animated  in  conversation, 
and  appearing  to  relish  society  as  much  as 
the  voungest  man.

Johnson  finding  himself  thus  pmented  u 
giving  an  instance  of  a  man  woo  had  lirnl 
without  uneasiness,  was  much  offended,  fbc 
he  looked  upon  auch  a  quotation  ns  unfair. 
His  anger  burst  out  in  an  unjustifiable  re- 
tort. Insinuating  that  the  gentleman's  re- 
mark was  a  sally  of  ebriety ;  "  Sir,  there  ii 
one  passion  I  would  advise  you  to  cou> 
mana:  when  you  have  drunk  out  that  ^aa, 
don't  drink  another."  Here  was  exempli, 
fied  what  Goldsmith  said  of  bim,  with  the 
aid  of  a  very  witty  Image  from  one  of  Cib- 
ber's  Comedies:  "  There  is  no  a^ing 
with  Johnson :  for  if  his  pistol  miases  fin,  i 
be  knocks  you  down  with  the  butt  end  ^it." 

Another  waa  this :  wh«i  a  aentlenan  of  ] 
eminence  in  the  literary  worhfwai  riolniU 
Jy  censured  for  attacking  peqile  br  an«iy>  ', 
nious  paragraphs  in  newspapers,  he,  fron 
the  spirit  of  contradiction  as  I  thought,  took 
up  his  defence,  and  said,  ^  Come,  fome, 
this  is  not  so  terrible  a  crime;  he  bmm 
only  to  vex  them  a  little.  I  do  not  say  that 
I  should  do  it;  but  there  is  a  gremt  ififiN 
rcnce  between  him  and  me ;  what  is  fit  br 
Hephiestion  is  not  fit  for  Alexander.*'— Aa- 
othcr,  when  I  told  him  that  a  young  ind 
handsome  Countess  had  said  to  tne,  **I 
should  think  that  to  be  praised  by  Dr.  John- 
son would  make  one  a  fool  all  one's  life| 
and  lliat  I  answeretl,  "  Madam,  I  thall 
inuke  him  a  fool  to-day,  t>y  repeating  this  I* 
him  ;"  he  said,  *'■  I  am  tiM  oul  to  be  made  a 
fuol ;  but  if  you  say  I  am  made  a  fool.  I  (hall 
not  deny  it.  I  am  much  pleased  with  a 
compliment,  especially  from  a  pretty  w» 
man."

One  of  the  itimpany  meulioneil  bis  hav- 
ing seen  a  noMc  pt'rsun  driviiig  in  hix  car- 
riage, and  looking  exceedingly  well,  notwith- 
standing hia  gr«ftt  age.  Jdukson  :  "  Ah, 
Sir ;  thiit  is  nothing.  Bacoo  obwrvea,  that 
a  Htuul  healthy  uldnuin  Is  like  a  tower  un- 
dermined." 

(>n  Sundav,  May  )R,  I  found  him  abac; 
heulkedufMrs.  Thrale  HriihmutJiconoem, 
saying,  "  Sir,  she  has  done  every  tiling 
wrong,  Mucc  Thrttle'ft  bridle  was  ofT  her 
nedc :"  and  was  nrocevding  to  nicntiun  aome 
circuniMances  wlilcb  have  aac*  been  the 
subject  of  public  diacuaauMi,  wbeo  be  was 
inlemiplra  by  the  arrival  of  I>r.  Douglas, 
now  Uisliop  of  Saliihurv. 

Dr.  Douglas,  upon  this  occasion,  refUted 
a  mistaken  notion  which  is  very  common  io 
!k-«]tluiid,  that  tbe  eccU'^aslinl  discipline 
of  the  Church  of  Kngland,  though  duly  en- 
force)!, is  insutheicnt  to  iireaerve  the  mormla 
of  the  cler^iy,  iiiasniucli  as  all  delinqucnla 
may  be  wreened  by  apftealing  tu  the  Lunvo- 
caUon,  which  being  never  authurizcd  by  tlus 
King  to  sit  for  the  dispatch  of  busin«aa,  the 
appeal  never  can  be  beard.  Dr.  Douglaa 
observed,  that  this  waa  founded  tipon  t^a- 
nince  ;  fur  that  the  ItislioiM  have  sufficient 
jtoarer  to  maintain  dncipliac,  and  tJial  tbe 
silting  (if  the  Convocation  was  wholly  ini- 
niatenal  in  this  resprct,  it  ttetng  not  a  Court 
of  Judicature,  but  like  a  parliament,  to 
nuke  cjnutii  and  regulations  as  timea  ouy 
reiniire. 

Johnaon,  Ulkiaf  of  the  fear  of  death,  said, 
"  Some  people  lire  doI  aftaid,  because  tbcy 
look  upon  salvatJon  as  the  effect  of  an  abso- 
lute decree,  and  think  they  feel  tii  tbem- 
wives  the  marks  of  sanctificalion.  OthiiT*, 
and  tboee  the  most  rational  in  my  opinion, 
look  upon  salvation  as  conditional  t  aod  a« 
thi-r  lu-ver  can  be  sure  that  they  have  com- 
plied with  the  conditions,  they  areaftakL" 

In  one  of  his  little  manuscript  diariea, 
about  this  lime.  I  timl  n  ilmrt  nutirc,  which 
marks  Ids  amiable  dlsiwiiktiun  more  certain- 
ly tlian  a  thuusand  studied  dcclantivni — 
*'  Ahemooti  spent  cheerfully  and  elegantly, 
I  hope  without  oH'enee  Id  Ooti  or  man  ; 
Ihoug^h  in  no  holv  duty,  yrt  in  the  gvnenl 
exerrut'and  rulttvation  of  tienevolenco." 

On  .M.iii'Uy.  Mav  17,  I  dined  with  him 
at  Mr.  Dilly's,  wbtTe  were  Colonel  ValUn. 
cr.  Ilic  Kcvcrvffll  Dr.  Gibbons  am)  .Mr. 
Caiiel  I.ullt,  who,  tliuugh  a  movt  xtfaluua 
Whig,  baa  a  mind  so  full  of  Irartiing  and 
knowlnlge.  and  so  muf  h  escrrtwil  in  varimis 
ilepartntenla,  and  vUhol  »n  mt"li  lit>.T^i;ir, 
ihit  lhL>  ^lupendous  power*  "1  "V 

liidiaili,  thniH^  thoy  did  n.i'.  .hi 

little  I)avid «)rpo)ialajr  spirit,  luaM  iu>t  but 
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excite  bis  admiration.  There  was  also  Mr. 
Braithwalte  of  the  Post^oiHce,  that  amiable 
and  frieudly  man,  who,  with  modest  and  un- 
ftssumioA  manners,  has  associated  with  manj 
of  the  wits  of  the  age.  Johnson  was  very 
quiescent  to-day.  Perhaps  too  I  was  indo- 
lent. I  find  nothinf;  more  of  him  in  my  notes, 
but  that  when  I  mentioned  that  I  had  seen 
in  the  King's  library  sixtv>three  editions  of 
my  favourite  Thomas  &  Kempis, — amongst 
which  it  was  in  eight  languages,  Latm, 
German,  French,  Italian,  Spani^,  English 
Arabic,  and  Armenian, — he  said,  he  thought 
it  unnecesssary  to  collect  many  editions  of 
a  book,  which  were  alt  the  same,  except  as 
to  the  paper  and  print  i  he  would  have  the 
original,  and  all  the  translations,  and  all  the 
editions  which  had  any  variations  in  the 
text.  He  approved  of  toe  ftunous  collectiao 
of  editions  of  Horace  by  Douglas,  mentioned 
by  Pope,  who  is  said  to  fare  had  a  closet 
mled  with  them;  and  he  added,  "every 
man  should  try  to  collect  one  book  in  that 
manner,  and  present  it  to  a  public  library." 

On  Tuesday,  May  18,  I  saw  him  for  a 
abort  time  in  the  morning.  I  told  him  that 
the  mob  had  called  out,  as  the  King  passed, 
"  No  F<ix— No  Fox,"  which  I  did  not  like. 
He  said,  "  They  were  right.  Sir."  I  said, 
I  thought  not ;  for  it  seemed  to  be  making 
Mr.  I  ox  the  King's  competitor.  There 
being  no  audience,  so  that  tnere  could  be  no 
triumph  in  a  victorv,  he  feirly  agreed  with 
me.  I  said  it  mignt  do  very  well,  if  ex- 
plained thus :  "  Let  us  have  no  Fox ;"  un- 
derstanding it  as  a  prayer  to  his  Majesty 
not  to  appoint  that  gentleman  minister. 

On  Wednesday,  May  19,  I  sat  a  part  of 
the  evening  with  him,  by  ourselves.  I  ob- 
served, that  tnc  death  of  our  fiiends  might 
be  a  consolation  agamst  the  fear  of  our  own 
dissolution,  because  we  might  have  more 
friends  in  the  other  world  than  in  this.  He 
perhapa  felt  this  03  a  reflection  upon  his  ap- 
prehension as  to  death  ;  .ind  said,  with  heat, 
"  How  can  a  man  know  where  his  depaited 
friends  are,  or  whether  they  will  be  his 
friends  in  the  other  world.  How  many 
friendahipa  have  you  known  formed  uj)on 
princiiilca  of  virtue  ?  Most  friendships  are 
ibrrncil  by  caprice  or  by  chance,  mere  con- 
federacies in  vice,  or  leagues  in  fully." 

We  talked  of  our  worthy  friend  Mr. 
Langton.  He  saiii,  "  I  know  not  who  will 
go  to  Heaven,  if  Langton  does  not.  Sir,  I 
could  almost  sny,  Sit  anima  met  cum  Lnng- 
tono.""  I  mentioned  a  very  eminent  I'ritiid 
as  a  virtuous  man.     Jomnsos  :  "  Ves,  Sir  ; 

but lias  not  the  evangelical  virtue  of 

Langton.     ,    I   am  afraid,  would  not 

Bcruple  to  pick  up  a  wench." 

He,  however,  charged  i\Ir.  I.angton  with 
what  he  thoiiglit  want  of  judgement  upon 
an  uiteresting  occasion.     "  When  I  was  ill 

isaid  hcA  I  desired  he  would  tell  me  slncere- 
y  in  wnat  he  thought  inv  Hfe  was  faulty. 


Sir,  he  brought  me  a  sheet  of  pq>er,  oa 
wbict  he  bad  written  down  several  text*  d 
Scru)ture,  recommending  Christian  charity 
And  when  I  questioned  him  wh^t  octsaiiHi 
I  had  given  for  such  an  animadveznon,  all 
that  he  could  say  amounted  to  thia,— that  I 
sometimes  contradicted  people  in  coaTeta- 
tion.  Now  what  harm  does  it  do  to  asT 
man  to  be  contradicted  ?"  Boswell:  "I 
suppose  he  meant  the  manner  of  doong  it ; 
roughly,  and  hanhly."  Jobitbox  :  '^  Aad 
who  is  the  worse  wr  that  ?"  Boswkll  : 
"  It  hurts  people  of  weaker  nerrea."  Joex- 
80V :  "  I  Know  no  such  weak-nerred  peo- 
ple." Mr.  Burke,  to  whom  I  related  thit 
conference,  said,  "  It  is  well,  if  when  a  nun 
comes  to  die,  he  has  nothing  heavier  upon 
his  conscience  than  having  been  a  little  rough 
in  conversation." 

Johnson,  at  the  time  when  the  paper  was 
presented  to  him,  though  at  first  pleased 
with  the  attention  of  his  fiiend,  whom  he 
thanked  in  an  earnest  manner,  soon  ex. 
claimed  in  a  loud  and  angry  tone,  **  What 
is  your  drift.  Sir  ?"  Sir  Joahua  Reynolds 
pleasantly  oteervcd,  that  it  was  a  scote  for 
a  comedy,  to  see  a  penitent  get  into  a  vio- 
lent passion  and  belabour  hia  oonftsaor."* 

I  nave  preserved  no  more  of  hia  conver- 
■ation  at  tne  times  when  I  saw  him  during 
the  rest  of  this  month,  tUl  Sunday,  the  30u 
of  May,  when  I  met  him  in  the  evemiiK  it 
Mr.  Hoole'a,  where  there  was  a  luge  com- 
wmy  both  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Sb 
James  Johnston  happenea  to  say,  tlat  he 
paid  no  regard  to  the  arsuments  of  couaid 
at  the  bar  of  the  House  of  Commons,  because 
they  were  paid  for  spring.  Johssox: 
"  Nay,  Sir,  argument  is  argument.  Vou 
cannot  help  paying  r^ard  to  their  iipi- 
ments,  if  they  are  good.  If  it  were  tesli- 
mony,  you  might  disregard  it,  if  vou  kne» 
that  it  were  purchased.

As  ahc  n>an  ha]){>ened  to  mention 
in  a  voii-i^  so  low  thaLfonnsan  did  not  hear 
it,  thU  her  bu«band  hod  been  a  member  of 
th<t  American  Congress,  I  cautioned  bt-r  to 
tiewate  of  intniiliu-iog  that  sitttijeirt,  in  she 
inuKl  tnuw  bow  very  violent  .iohnson  was 
agnimit  the  people  of  that  country.  lie 
tallccd  a  great  deaL  Dut  I  am  sorry  I  have 
(treaeri'ea  little  iif  the  <-on  venial  ion.  Mis* 
Bercsfonl  was  so  much  charmed,  that  sha 
raid  to  me  aside,  *'  How  he  does  talk ! 
Kvcry  sentence  is  an  essay."  She  amused 
her^ielf  in  the  coach  with  knotting;  he 
would  scarcely  allow  this  species  of  employ. 
ment  any  merit.  '*  Next  to  mere  Idleness 
(»ai(l  b<r)  I  think  knotting  is  to  be  retkoned 
in  ihest-aleof  insignifimni-'e;  thniigli  I  imce 
attempted  to  Icam  knotting,  licmpilcr's 
sister  (looking  to  mej  endeavoured  to  teach 
nve  It ;  but  I  made  no  proirrcwi." 

1  wa.s  liurprbed  at  his  talVing  without  re- 
serve in  the  public  post.«.'oncb  of  the  state  of 
his  ntlBinit  "I  have  (said  he)  about  the 
world,  I  think,  abnve  a  thntiiiand  pounds, 
which  I  intend  shall  atfonl  Frank  an  an- 
nuity of  seventy  [lounds  a  year."  Indeetl 
his  openness  with  pcopK-at  a  first  interview 
was  remarkable.  He  said  once  tu  Mr. 
I-aiuTton,  '*  I  think  I  am  like  S<]uire  Kicb- 
arii  111  'The  Jiiiirney  to  Ixindon,  fia  nerfr 
ttntnjrc  *n  a  tlrtmpe  pAuv."  He  was  trulv 
social.  He  strongly  censured  what  is  much 
too  common  in  Kn^and  among  persons  of 
condition, — maintaining  an  absolute  silence, 
wheti  unknown  to  eai'h  other;  aa  for  in- 
stance, when  occasionally  brxiugbt  togetlier 
in  a  room  before  the  master  or  mistrcw  of 
the  house  has  appeared.  "  Sir.  that  is  being 
so  undvilizvtl  n.t  not  to  understand  the  com- 
mon rifffats  of  humanity-" 

At  the  inn  where  we'  stopped  lie  waa  ex> 
ceedingly  dLssatisfled  with  some  nmrt  mut- 
ton which  he  iiad  (iw  dinner.  The  ladies, 
I  aaw,  wondered  to  see  the  great  philoso- 
pher, wfaoAe  wisdom  and  wit  they  had  been 
ailmirif^  all  the  wav,  get  into  ill.humour 
from  such  a  cause.  He  scolded  llie  waiter, 
saving.  '*  II  iaas  bad  aa  bod  can  be  ;  it  is  lll- 
fe^l.  ill-killed,  ill-kept,  and  ill-drest.*' 

He  bore  the  jnurney  very  well,  and 
seemed  to  feel  himtelf  elevatt-d  as  he  op- 
pntdicd  Oxford,  that  magnilicent  and  ve- 
nerable seat  of  Ijcaming,  Orthodoxy,  and 
Tor>'i'nn.  Prank  came  in  tht  heavy  coach. 
In  n,>adine*.n  to  attend  himt  and  we  were 
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received  vitfa  tbe  moot  polite  bospiUllty 
at  the  house  of  his  old  frieod  Dr.  Adams, 
Muter  of  Pembroke  College,  who  b«d 
gtrm  us  A  kind  invitation.  Before  we  were 
aet  down,  I  communicated  to  Johnson,  my 
bavii^  engaged  to  return  to  London  directly, 
fbr  the  reason  I  have  menticmed,  but  that  I 
would  hasten  back  to  him  again.  He  was 
pleased  that  I  had  made  this  journey  merely 
to  ke^  him  companv.  He  was  easy  and 
pladd,  with  Dr.  Adams,  Airs,  and  Miss 
Adams,  and  Mrs.  Kcnnicot,  widow  of  the 
learned  Hebraan,  who  was  here  on  a  visit 
He  soon  dispatched  the  inquiries  which  were 
made  about  his  illness  and  lecoveir,  by  a 
short  and  distinct  narrative  ;  and  then  as- 
auming  a  gay  air,  repeated  from  Swift, 

"Nor  think m our aspraachliw  IHi, 
And  talk  at  tpectmdtt  tad  plik.* 

Dr.  Newton,  the  Bishop  of  Bristol,  haT> 
ing  been  mentioned.  Jotinson  recollecting 
the  manner  in  which  he  had  been  censured 
by  that  prelate,*  thus  retaliated;  "Tom 
knew  he  should  be  dead  before  what  he  has 
said  of  me  would  appear.  He  durst  not  have 
printed  it  while  he  was  alive."  Dr.  Adahs  : 
^'  I  believe  his  *  Dissertations  on  the  Pro- 
phecies' is  his  great  work.  Johxson: 
"  Wbr,  Sir,  it  is  Tom's  great  work ;  but 
how  far  it  is  great,  or  how  much  of  it  is 
Tom's,  are  other  questions.  I  fancy  a  con- 
siderable part  of  it  was  borrowed."  Dr. 
Adams  :  "  He  was  a  verr  successful  man." 
JoRNsoy  ;  "  I  don't  tfiink  so.  Sir.  He 
did  not  get  very  high.  He  was  late  in  get- 
ting what  he  did  get ;  and  he  did  not  get  it 
by  the  best  means.

with  an  unthinking  assurance  and  flippancy. 
After  dinner.  When  one  of  us  tilled  of 
tliere  being  a  great  enmity  between  Whig 
Vid  T017; — JoHxsow:  "Why,  not  so 
much,  I  think,  unleu  when  ther  come  into 
competition  with  each  oth^.  Tnere  is  none 
when  they  are  only  common  acquaintance, 
none  when  they  are  of  different  aexes.  A 
Tory  will  mairy  into  a  Whig  family,  and  a 
Whig  into  B  Tory  fcmily,  without  any  re- 
luctcbce.  But  indeed.  In  a  matter  of  much 
mate  concern  than  political  tenets,  and  that 
il  religion,  men  ana  women  do  not  concern 
themselves  much  about  difference  of  opi- 
nion ;  and  ladies  set  no  value  on  the  moral 
diaracter  of  men  who  pay  th«r  addresses  to 
them ;  the  greatest  profligate  will  be  as  well 
received  as  the  man  of  the  greatest  virtue, 
and  this  by  a  very  good  woman,  by  a  woman 
who  savs  her  prayers  three  times  a  day." 
Our  laaies  endeavoured  to  defend  their  sex 
irom  this  charae ;  but  he  roared  them  down ! 
*'  No,  no,  a  la^  will  take  Jonathan  Wild  as 
readily  as  St.  Austin,  if  he  has  three-pence 
more ;  and,  what  is  worse,  her  parents  will 
give  her  to  him.  Women  have  a  perpetual 
envy  of  our  vices ;  they  are  leas  vicious  than 
we,  not  from  choice,  but  because  we  restrict 
them ;  they  are  the  slaves  of  order  and  &- 
shion  ;  their  virtue  is  of  more  consequence 
to  us  than  our  own,  so  far  as  concerns  this 
world." 

Aliss  Adams  mentioned  a  gentleman  of  li- 
centious cbaraeler,  and  said,  "  Suppose  I 
had  a  mind  to  ntarry  that  gentleman,  would 
my  parents  consent?"  Jouwsom  ;  "Yes, 
they  d  consent,  and  you'd  go.  You'd  go, 
though  they  did  not  consent." "  Miss  Adams  : 
**  Perhaps  their  opposing  might  make  me 
go."  JoiiNSoM  :  "  <),  very  well;  you'd  take 
one  whom  you  think  a  bad  man,  to  have  the 
pleasure  of  vexing  vour  parents.  You  put 
me  in  mind  of  Dr.  fiarrowby,  the  physician, 
who  was  very  fond  of  swine's  flesh.  One 
day,  when  he  was  eating  it,  he  said,  *  I  wish 
I  was  a  Jew.' — '  Why  so?  (said  somebody  ;) 
the  Jews  are  not  allowed  to  eat  your  favou- 
rite meat.' — '  llecause  (said  he.)  I  should 
then  have  the  gust  of  eating  it,  with  the 
pleasure  of  sinning.'  " — Johnson  then  pro- 
ceeded in  his  declamation. 

Miss  Adams  soon  afterwards  made  an  ob- 
aervation  I  do  not  retroUect,  which  plrased 
him  much ;  he  said  with  a  good-humoured 
■mile,  "That  there  should  be  so  much  ex- 
cellence united  with  so  much  depraviig,  is 
strange." 

Indeed,  this  lady's  good  qualities,  merit, 
and  accomidishments,  and  her  constant  at- 
tention to  Dr.  Johnson,  were  not  lo9t  upon 
him.  She  happened  to  tell  him  that  a  little 
ctffe^ppt,  lawUdiahehadmade  him  coff'ee 

KUit  wf  tUiig  ahe  could  call  her  own. 
toHMd  lo  Iwr  wtth  a  complacent  gal- 


lantry, ''Don't  Bay  so,  my  dear;  Ibopeyo* 
don't  reckon  my  heart  as  nothing-** 

I  aaked  lum  if  it  was  true  as  rcpaated, 
that  he  had  said  Utely,  ^  I  am  for  the  RJag 
aaainatFox;butIamfor  Fcoc  Mainst  ntt." 
JoaHBOV :  "  Yes,  Sir  {  the  Sing  is  my 
master;  but  I  do  not  know  Pitt;  and  Fox 
is  my  &iend." 

"*  Fox  (added  be)  is  a  most  extnucdinDy 
man :  here  ia  a  man,  (describing  lum  is 
strong  terms  of  objection  in  some  reneds 
according  as  he  appxehended,  but  whia  ex- 
alted his  abilities  tlie  more)  who  has  divided 
the  Kingdom  with  Cesar ;  so  that  it  was  a 
doubt  wnether  the  nation  should  be  ruled 
by  the  sceptre  of  George  the  Third,  or  the 
tongue  of  Fox." 

ur.  Wall,  physician  at  Oxford,  drank  tea 
with  ua.  Jonnson  had  in  gener*!  a  peculiir 
lileasure  in  the  company  of  phynctaaa, 
which  was  certainly  not  anated  by  the  cbb* 
versation  of  this  learned,  ingenious,  mbA 
pleasing  gentleman.  Johnson  said,  **  It  is 
wondemil  how  little  good  Radclifie*i  ti^ 
veiling  fellowships  have  done.  I  know  va- 
thing  that  has  been  imported  by  them ;  vet 
many  additions  to  our  medical  knowledge 
might  be  got  in  foreign  countries  Idocu- 
lation,  for  instance,  us  saved  mom  livci 
than  war  destroys :  and  the  cure*  peffacncd 
by  the  Peruvian  bark  are  innumerable  Bat 
it  is  in  vain  to  send  our  travelling  phya* 
£iang  to  France,  and  Italj,  and  Genaaay, 
for  all  that  is  known  there  is  known  ben: 
I'd  send  them  out  of  Christendom ;  I'd  sad 
them  among  barbarous  nations." 

On  Friday,  June  I  i,  we  talked  at  break- 
fast of  forms  of  prayer.  Joaxsov:  ^I 
know  of  no  good  prayers  but  those  in  the 
'  Book  of  Common  Prayer.'  **  Dr.  Anuo, 
(in  a  very  earnest  manner :)  *■*■  I  wi^  Sir, 
you  would  compose  some  &inily  prayen-" 
Johnson  :  "  I  will  not  compose  prayos  ftr 
you.  Sir,  because  vou  can  do  it  for  youisri£ 
But  I  have  thought  of  getting  together  all 
the  books  of  prayers  which  I  could,  selection 
those  which  should  appear  to  me  the  best, 
putting  out  some,  inserting  others,  addiof 
some  prayers  of  my  own,  and  prefixiif  > 
discourse  on  prayer.  We  all  now  gUiheoA 
about  him,  and  two  or  three  of  us  at  a  tint 
joined  in  pressing  him  to  execute  this  ptsa- 
He  seemed  to  be  a  little  displeased  at  the 
manner  of  our  importunity,  and  in  great  M;i- 
tation  called  out,  '*  Do  not  talk  thuaof  wbt 
ia  so  awfuL  I  know  not  what  tiau  Gov 
will  allow  me  in  this  world.  There  SR 
many  things  which  1  wish  to  do."  Some  of 
us  persistra,  and  Dr.  Adams  said,  "'  I  nenr 
was  more  serious  about  any  thing  in  bit 
life."  JouNSoM:  ^^Let  me  alone,  let  nw 
alone;  I  am  overpowered.**  And  iheo  he 
put  his  hands  before  his  face,  and  ivcUneil 
for  some  time  upon  the  table.

Dr.  Noweli  is  celebrated  for  having 
preached  a  aerman  befnrv  the  House  of  Com- 
mens,  on  the  30th  «f  January.  1772.  full  of 
high  Tiiry  sentinieiUs,  for  which  he  waa 
thanked  as  usual,  and  nrinted  it  at  tbetr  re- 
quest;  but,  in  the  tn'xarl  of  that  turbulence 
and  &ction  which  disgntcctl  a  part  uf  the 
present  reign,  the  thanks  were  allerw:tn]s 
ordered  to  be  expunged.  Thin  strange  con- 
dui-t  Rufiicieiitly  exposes  itwlf;  and  Dr. 
Noweli  will  ever  have  the  honour  wbkh  ia 
due  to  sloftrfi-iend  of  our  motian-lilca)  con. 
stitution.  l')r.  .Tnhnmin  said  to  me.  *^  Sir. 
the  Court  will  be  very  much  to  blame,  if 
he  is  not  promoted."'  I  told  this  to  Dr. 
Noweli ;  and  asserting  my  humbler,  thuugli 
nut  lew  zealous  exertions  in  the  same  cause, 
I  supfi-stcd,  that  whatever  rotuni  wemigfal 
receive,  we  should  still  have  the  consolation 
of  being  like  Rulicr's  sCondy  and  gvQcruua 
Hoyalist,

We  were  well  entcrtainedand  very  happy 
at  Dr.  Nowcli's,  where  wm  a  very  agreealile 
compuny  :  Andwednmk  "  Cburcb  and  King" 
after  dinner,  with  true  Tory  cordiality. 

We  talked  of  a  certain  clergyman  of  ex- 
traordinary character,  who,  by  exerting  bia 
talents  in  writing  on  tem|;oriry  topics,  anil 
dUplavingum-onimon  intrepiditv,  hadnuierf 
himself  toulHutmce-  1  maintained  that  we 
ought  not  to  be  indignant  at  his  success  t  (br 
merit  of  CTen.-  son  was  entitled  io  reward. 
JoBXiov:  **  ^ir,  I  will  not  jillow  this  man 
to  have  merit.  No,  Sir  j  what  be  has  in  ra- 
ther the  contrary  ;  1  will,  indeed,  allow  him 
courage,  and  on  this  aceount  we  no  tar  give 
him  credit.

I  CEiiAured  the  coarse  invetlives  which 
were  become  fiuhionntile  in  the  House  of 
Cunmions,  and  said  that  if  members  of  par* 
liaoieia  munt  attack  each  oihor  neraonaUy 
in  thi'  heat  of  debate,  it  should  In-done  more 

nieelly.  Johnson  :  "  Nn.  .Sir;  that  would 
V  much  worse.

was  somewhat  mortiticfl  by  Dr.  Johnson's 
not  being  highly  pleatted  with  some*' Fa- 
mily Discourses,"  whicii  be  had  printed ; 
they  were*  iu  too  familiar  a  style  to  be  ap- 
proved of  by  60  manly  a  mind.  I  have  no 
note  of  this  evening's  conversation,  except 
a  single  fragment.  When  I  mentioned 
Thomas  I^ord  Lyttelton's  vision,  the  pre- 
diction of  the  time  of  his  death  and  its  exact 
lulfilnient; — .Tohhsoh  :  "  It  is  tlie  most  ex- 
traordinary thing  that  has  bapjKned  in  iiiv 
day.  I  heard  it  with  my  own  ears,  from  Ins 
uncle,  Lord  Wefltcole.+  I  am  so  glad  to 
have  every  evidence  of  llie  spiritual  world, 
that  lam  willine  to  believe  it.

Mr.  llcndcrsfin,  with  whom  I  hnd  saun- 
tered in  the  venerable  walks  of  Morton- 
College,  and  found  bim  a  very  learned  and 
pious  man,  suppeil  with  us.  Dr.  Johnson 
surprised  him  liot  a  little,  by  acknowledging 
with  a  look  of  horror,  tbnt  he  wn^  much  ot>-

nitely good.  .}oiiNsov:  "That  he  is  infi- 
nitely good,  as  far  as  the  peribction  of  his 
nature  will  allow,  1  certainly  believe;  but 
it  is  ncccKsarv  liirgood  n])(in  the  whole,  that 
individuals  .slioulu  be  imiiished.  As  to  an 
iiii/irU/nai,  thcrcfori.',  lie  is  not  inlinitcly 
giioil ;  and  an  I  ciinnot  he  n'lre  lliat  I  havi- 
fuUiilcil  llie  CDiiditiims  on  H-bicb  sitlvation  is 
grniitfil,  I  iiin  athiid  I  may  be  one  of  tliose 
who  sbiili  be  liamiiiMl."  ( Looking  dismuUy.) 
Dn.  Ahams:  "  What  do  you  mean  '!>v 
drinmi.>d  !"

There  was  something 
exceedingly  pleasing  in  our  leading  a  CoU 
lege  life,  without  restraint,  and  wlu  aupe- 
rior  el^once,  in  consequence  of  oar  living 
in  the  Master's  House,  and  having  the  com. 
pany  of  ladies.  Mrs.  Kennicot  related,  in 
Ida  presence,  a  living  saying  of  Dr.  Johnson 
to  Miss  Hannah  Moie,  who  bad  expressed 
s  wonder  that  the  poet  who  had  written'^  Pa- 
radise Lost,"  should  write  such  poor  Son- 
nets : — "  Hilton,  Madam,  was  a  genius  that 
could  cut  a  Colossus  from  a  roclc,  but  could 
not  carve  beads  upon  cherry-stones." 

We  talked  of  the  casuistical  question. 
Whether  it  was  allowable  at  any  Ume  to  de- 
part from  TVurt  ?  JoHy80K:"Tbegeneral 
rule  is,  that  Truth  should  never  be  violated, 
because  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
comfort  of  life,  that  we  should  have  a  full 
security  by  mutual  f^tb  ;  and  occasional  in- 
conveniencies  should  be  willingly  suffered, 
that  we  may  preserve  it.  There  must,  how- 
ever, be  some  exceptions.  It,  for  instance, 
a  murderer  should  ask  you  which  way  a  man 
is  gone,  you  may  tell  him  what  is  not  true, 
because  you  are  under  a  previous  obligation 
not  to  betray  a  man  to  a  murderer."  Bos- 
well  t  "  Supposing  the  person  who  wrote 
Jumut  were  asked  whether  be  was  the  au- 
thor, might  he  deny  it  ?"  Johnson  :  '*  I 
don't  know  what  to  say  to  this.  If  you 
were  sure  that  he  wrote  Junius,  would  you, 
if  he  denied  it,  think  as  well  of  him  after- 
wards ?  Yet  it  may  be  urged,  that  what  a 
man  bas  a  right  to  ask,  you  may  refuse  to 
communii-ate  ;  and  there  is  no  other  effec- 
tual mode  of  preserving  a  secret  and  an  im- 
portant secret,  the  discovery  of  which  may 
r>e  very  hurtful  to  you,  but  a  flat  denial ;  for 
if  you  are  silent,  or  hesitate,  or  evade,  it 
will  be  held  equivalent  to  a  confession.  But 
stay,  Sir,  here  is  another  case.  Supposing 
the  author  had  told  me  confidentially  that 
he  had  written  Junius,  and  I  were  asked  if 
he  had,  I  should  hold  myself  at  liberty  to 
deny  it,  as  being  under  a  previous  promise,, 
express  or  implied,  to  conceal  it.  Now  what 
I  ought  to  do  for  the  author,  may  I  not  do 
for  myself?  But  I  deny  the  lawfulness  of 
telling  a  lie  to  a  sick  man,  for  fear  of  alarm- 
ing hmi.  You  have  no  business  with  con- 
sequences ;  you  are  to  tell  the  truth.  Be- 
sides, you  are  not  sure,  what  effect  your  tel- 
ling  him  that  he  is  in  danger  may  liave.  It 
may  bring  his  distemper  to  a  crisis,  and  that 
may  cure   him.      Or  all  lying,  I  have  the 

Sreatcst  abhorrence  of  this,  because  I  be- 
eve   it  baa  been  ti-equeotly  practised  on 
myself." 
I  cannot  help  thinking  that  there  is  much 


wdgfat  In  the  (^liiiian  of  those  *W  fane 
held,  that  truth,  ts  an  etenal  and  'fwawta- 
ble  prindple,  ouji^t,  upon  no  aecouDt  whi^ 
ever,  to  be  violated,  from  nippoaed  pteriov 
or  superior  obligations,  of  wnich  eroy  bh 
being  to  judge  for  hiinaeU^  thcve  is  cmt 
danger  that  we  too  often,  from  putialino- 
tlves,  persuade  ourslevcs  that  tbey  exiit  i 
and  probably  whatever  extraarcBnaiy  in* 
stances  may  sometimea  occur,  where  aoaie 
evil  may  be  prevented  by  violating  Uds 
noble  principle,  it  would  be  fiiimd  that  kn* 
man  happiness  would,  upon  the  whole,  ha 
more  perfect,  were  Truth  univenally  p»> 
served.

Having  asKed,'whecher  a  very 
vxtensive  acquaintance  In  Liitnlni),  wliicn 
was  very  vnluahir,  and  of  grenl  advantage 
to  a  man  at  large,  might  not  t>e  pnjudinal 
to  a  hiwyer,  by  Lrerenting  him  from  giving 
sufficient  altentlnn  to  hi«  iiiisiiies«  ?-  Joiik- 
tOKi  "  Sir,  ytm  wil!  attend  to  busincta,  as 
businesBi  lays  hold  of  you.  When  not  ac- 
tually employed.you  mar  see  your  frietid.i  a.s 
much  as  you  do  now.  Vou  may  dine  at  a 
club  every  liay,  and  suji  with  one  of  the 
members  every  night ;  and  you  may  be  ss 
much  at  public  plues  a*  one  who  lias  seen 
them  all  would  with  to  be.  But  vou  must 
take  care  to  attend  constant  Ey  in  \V\4tmSn> 
stcr  Hatl ;  both  to  mind  your  buunesa,  as  It 
Isalnaoatall  leamt  there,  (for  twbody  reads 
now),  and  to  sliow  that  you  want  to  have 
buHinesa.  And  %'du  must  not  lie  loo  otlen 
•eenut  public  places,  that  comuclitors  may 
not  have  it  to  say,  -  He  is  alwaya  at  tha 
Playhouse  or  at  Ranehkgh,  and  never  to  be 
found  at  his  rhanil^ers-  And,  ^r,  there 
must  Im;  a  kind  of  solemnity  in  the  manner  of 
a  professional  man.  I  have  nothing  tiarti- 
culor  to  say  to  you  on  thesubject.  All  this 
I  should  aav  to  any  one ;  t  should  have  auid 
it  to  1»rd  Yhurlnw  twenty  years  iito." 

The  Paorrssiow  may  jmbabrr  think 
tliis  repre»ealatioa  of  what  la  required  ia  a 
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'  Barrister  who  would  hope  fur  tuccess,  tn 
be  much  too  indulgent ;  out  certain  it  is^ 
thut  ag 
"  The  wltiofCharkt  found  eaderm;*  to  fltme," 

Bome  of  the  lawyers  of  this  age  who  liavf 
risen  hif;b,  have  by  no  means  thouabt  it  ab- 
solutely necessary  to  submit  to  that  long 
and  painful  course  of  study  wliich  a  Flow- 
den,  a  Coke,  and  a  Hale,  considered  as  re- 
quisite.   My  respected  friend,  Mr.  I>ang- 
ton,  has  shewn  me,  in  the  hand-writing  of  biH 
grand&ther,  a  curious  account  of  a  conrer- 
Bation  which  he  hod  with  Lord  Chief  Jus- 
tice Hale,  in  which  that  great  man  tells  him, 
"  That  for  two  years  after  he  came  to  the 
inn  of  court,  he  studied  sixteen  hours  a  day ; 
however  (his  Ixtrdship  added),  that  by  this 
intense  application  he  almost  brought  him* 
Self  to  his  grave,  thouch  he  were  m  a  very 
strong  constitution,  ana  after  reduced  him- 
self toeight  hours ;  but  that  he  would  not  ad< 
vise  any  one  to  80  much;  thathe  thoughtaix 
hours  a  day,  with  attention  and-  constancy, 
was  autticient ;  that  man  must  use  his  body 
as  he  would  his  horse,  and  his  stomach ;  not 
tire  him  at  once,  but  nse  with  an  appetite." 
On  Wednesday,  June  19,  Dr.  Johnson 
and  I  returned  to  London  ;  be  was  not  well 
to-dav,  and  said  very  little,  employing  him- 
self cnietly  in  reading  Kuripides.     He  ex- 
I»«89ed  some  displeasure  at  me,  for  not  ob> 
serving  sufficiently  the  various  objects  upon 
the  road.     "  If  I  had  your  eyes,  Sir,  (said 
he,)  I  should  count  the  passengers."    It  was 
wonderi'ul  how  accurate  his  observations  of 
visual  objects  was,  notwithstanding  his  im- 
perfect eyesight,  owing  to  a  habit  of  atten- 
tion.— That  nc  was  much  satisfied  with  the 
respect  i>aid  to  him  at  Ur.  Adams's  is  thus 
attested  by  himself ;  "  I  reluniedJast  night 
from  Oxford,  after  a  fortnight's  abode  willi 
Dr.   Adams,  who  treated  mc  as  well  as  I 
could  expect  or  wish;  and  he  that  contents 
a  sick  man,  a  man  whom  it  is  impossible  to 
please,  has  surely  done  his  part  well."* 

After  his  return  to  liondon  from  this  ex- 
cursion, I  saw  him  frequently,  but  have  few 
memorandums ;  I  sliall  therefore  here  insert 
some  particulars  which  1  collected  at  various 
times. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  As  tie,  of  Ashbourne, 
in  Derbytihire,  brother  to  the  learned  and 
ingenious  Thomas  Astle,  Esq.  was  from  his 
early  years  known  to  l)r.  Johnson,  who 
obligingly  advised  him  as  lo  his  studies,  and 
recomiiietided  to  him  llie  following  book.'*, 
of  which  a  list  which  he  iias  been  jiieased  to 
connnuaicate,  lies  before  me,  in  .luhnson's 
own  band-writing  : — l/iiirersal  JlUttirf/^fan- 
cieiil.j—fiiiiim'n  yfncii'Ht  Ifistory — Puffin- 
dxirfu  I  ntroduclinn  to  History. —  l'erlot\i  His.

It  banug  been  mentioned  to  Dr.  Joha- 
son  that  a  gentleman  who  had  a  sod  whan 
he  iinaginea  to  have  an  extreme  degree  of 
tlmidi^,  resolved  to  send  him  to  a  puUk 
school,  that  he  mi^t  acquire  confidence  ;— 
"■  Sir,  (said  JohnBon,_)  this  is  a  preposteran 
expedient  ibr  remoTing  his  infirmity ;  ncfa 
a  aispoaitlon  sbouM  be  culti\'ated  in  the 
shade  Placing  him  at  a  public  school  a 
forcing  an  owl  upon  day." 

Speaking  ofa  gentleman  whose hoaiewtt 
much  frequented  bv  low  company  t  "■  Rags, 
Sir,  (said  he,)  will  always  make  tlilaraf^war. 
ance,  where  they  have  a  right  to  do  it." 

Of  the  same  sentleman's  mode  of  Uriair, 
he  said,  "  Sir,  the  servants,  instead  of  <ioi^ 
vhat  they  are  bid,  stand  round  the  tsUe  in 
idle  clusters,  gaping  upon  the  guests:  and 
seem  as  unfit  to  attend  m  company,  tt  ta 
steer  a  man  of  war. " 

A  dull  country  magistrate  gare  Johnson  i 
long  tedious  account  of  his  exercising  bi* 
criminal  jurisdiction,  the  result  of  whicb  vai 
having  sentenced  four  convicts  to  transpcr- 
lation.  Johnson,  in  an  a^ny  of  im[iatieitct> 
to  get  rid  of  such  a  companion,  cxclainivt, 
"'  I  heartily  wish.  Sir,  that  I  were  a  fifth." 
Johnson  was  present  when  a  tr^xgedy  wu 
read,  in  which  there  occurred  thisiine : 
"  Who  rules  o'er  freemen  ihould  hinuelf  be  tirt.' 

The  company  having  admired  it  raudi."l 
rannot  agree  with  you,  (said  Johnson  :)  II 
iniglit  as  well  be  said, 

■Whodritei  fat  oMTiKhDuld  him*^  be  tkt." 

He  was  pleased  with  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Cator.  wlio  was  joined  with  him  in  Mr- 
I'hrale's  imjKirtant  trust,  and  thus  describe! 
him  :f  '•  There  is  much  cood  in  his  chirx- 
ler,  and  much  usefulness  in  his  knowledge." 
He  found  a  cordial  solace  at  that  penlk^ 
man's  seat  at  Beckenhom,  at  Kent,  whii-lm 
indeed  one  of  the  finest  places  at  whifh  1 
Lver  was  a  guest;  and  where  I  find  mure 
jind  more  a  hospitable  welcome. 

Johnson  seldom  encouraged  general  cec 
sure  of  any  profession ;  but  he  was  willing 
ta  allow  a  due  share  of  merit  to  the  various 
departments  necessary  in  civilized  life.  In 
a  splenetic,  sarcastic^,  or  jocular  frame  <■''' 
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■nind.  however,  be  would  Mmetimes  utter  i 

EinUril  tayiuu  uf  Uiul  nitliirf.  Oner  iti^lann' 
•  bwn  niCTitianttl,"  where  he  gave  n  sud- 
den  uluiol  stroke  tn  tht-  charjclcr  of  an 
o/fonvy.  The  too  iiidiKriminate  admiiuion 
to  ttut  emiilovniciit,  which  n>i|uiriii  both 
•MItticf  Btiil  inti-grily.  hiii  gireti  rise  Iv  in- 
jurious retleetiotis.  which  an.>  totall^v  inat>< 
plicable  to  many  vcr^  rwjwctabk*  men  who 
cxerciM  it  with  reputatinn  and  hoiintir. 

Jnhnomi  having  trfpied  fur  mime  time 
with  n  iHTtinacious  cpntleman:  his  opjto- 
Dent.  wdo  had  talked  in  i  vorv  puzztinfc 
nuoncr.  happcnc*!  to  »v,  "  1  don  l  undei^ 
ataad  jmi.  Sir  ;"  up»n  whtrh  Juhii>on  dI>> 
•rTTwU  "Sir,  I  have  round  yoii  on  ttrpi' 
lD«nt ;  but  I  am  not  oblif^d  to  find  vou  an 
undrntandinR." 

Talking  to  me  nf  Hurry  Waljinle,  (iis  Hn- 
nicr,  Utv  Earl  mI'  Orrunf,  wat  often  called,) 
Johiuon  alloweil  that  be  sot  toj^her  a 
rmt  many  curioui  little  thin)^,  and  lutd 
XbeDt  in  aji  elegant  manner.  Mr.  Waljjfilt- 
Ihoughl  .Iiihniicn  a  nmre  iimiable  diameter 
after  rradintt  hit  Ix-llers  to  Mr«.  ThraJe; 
bul  never  waa  one  of  the  true  admirers  uf 
Out  gmt  man-t  We  may  miivptwe  a  pre- 
*"  jice  conteiveil,  if  he  ever  heard  Johnwini* 

rount  l*>  Sir  tleorffe  Suunton.  that  when 
made  the  «peeches  in  porliatuent  fur  the 
Gentleman'!!  Sfa^zine,  ''  he  alwavn  tmtk 
Ore  to  put  Sir  Kobert  WalpoLu  in  the 
wronff.  and  to  say  everv  thing  ta«  could 
■guns!  the  electamte  0^  IIaiior4rr."  The 
celebrated  Heroic  EpifClc,  in  which  J[^- 
aon  U  aatirirally  introduced,  bas  been  aacri- 
bed  both  to  Mr.  Walpule  ami  Mr.  Mtt«m. 
One  tiny  at  Mr.  Courteray's,  when  a  (jen- 
tleman  expreHed  his  opinion  thul  tiK-rc  wa.i 
ODore  enerj^y  in  that  poem  than  f«uld  he 
«tpeet«>)  from  Mr.  Walpole  j  5fr.  Warlon, 
the  late  I^ureat.  observed.  "  II  may  have 
been  written  by  Wa|noli.>,  and  bHtkram'J  b\ 
Mamo.*-*

bf^-n  denied,  a»  in  the  inatuice  Ii^t  men- 
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Uoned.  F  used  to  consider  it  u  a  kind  of 
flag  ofdeftance:  as  ifhchailsald,  <*  Any  ar- 
gtimeiit  vou  may  offer  against  thia,  i*  not 
just.  Vo,  Sir.  it  is  not."  It  was  tike  Fal- 
itafT's  "  I  ileav  your  Mjyor." 

Sir  .Toftliua  Iteynolds  naving  said  that  he 
luok  the  nlliliuU-s  of  a  man's  tante  hv  hln 
stones  and  hut  wit,  and  of  hit  undenttunding 
by  the  remarks  whtrh  he  repeated ;  l>cing 
always  sure  that  he  must  be  a  weaJc  man, 
who  uuotn  cotiimon  tnings  with  an  empiia* 
nis  OS  if  ihey  were  oracles : — Johnscm  .tgrved 
witli  him  ;  and  Sir  Joshua  having  »!■•')  ob- 
served that  the  reil  character  of  a  man  was 
found  out  by  hia  arau«ement«.^ Johnson 
addeil,  "■*  Von  Sir ;  no  man  u  a  hy|KH.-rite  in 
hb  pleasurea." 

Iliave  raentionnl  .lohnson'sgeneral  avcr- 
(lion  to  pun.  Heuin'e,  however,  *^^ilnreii  one 
i»f  mine.  A^Hicn  we  were  tatLing  of  a  nu- 
merous company  in  whveli  he  bud  di^ititi^ 
guishe^l  himscir  highly,  [  Mid.  *''8ir.  yon 
were  a  Cod  siirmundetl  by  smelt».  In  not 
this  enough  for  you  ?  at  a  time  loo  when 
villi  were  not  ^lAtn^  for  i  comrdimi-nt?" 
%ie  laughed  at  this  with  a  complncent  a|>> 
proliation.  Old  Mr.  Sberitlan  observed, 
upon  my  meiitioniiig  it  to  him,  "  Ho  likerl 
your  comjilimeiit  so  well,  he  was  willing  to 
take  it  with  punmuce."  Forntyown  part, 
I  think  no  innocent  species  of  wit  or  pleit- 
fiantry  should  be  supprevsed:  and  that  n 
good  pun  may  be  admitted  among  the 
sniflllcr  excellencieB  of  livflir  conver»ation. 

Had  JiihnHon  treated  at  large  Df  Clurii 
OratnrifiHt,  he  might  have  eiven  us  an  ad- 
miralile  work.  Hhtntho  Duke  nf  IWilfunl 
altacke<l  the  ministry  as  vehemently  *«  i»e 
ciiuld,  for  luivin>;  taken  upon  them  to  txtend 
the  time  for  lite  lm[M>rtatian  of  com.  l^ril 
Chatliam,  in  his  first  sptfch  in  the  Houae 
of  Lofda,  boldly  avowed  himself  to  be  an 
adviser  of  that  measure.  "My  calleaguc-a 
(said  he,)a«l  waKcnnlineil  liv  indisposition, 
did  me  the  single  honour  ofci>auiig  to  the 
bed-»iiU'ofa  -^urk  man,  to  lutk  hts  opinion. 
But,  hatl  tbcy  not  Uius  condncemled,  I 
should  have  aOva  up  my  bed  and  teMul,  in 
nr<Ii-r  to  have  delivered  that  opinion  at  the 
L'ouncil-B<anl."  Mr.  I^njiton,  who  waJ 
present,  mentioneil  this  to  Johnson,  who, 
ohaenred,  "  Now.  Sir.  we  sec  Uial  he  Io<Jc 
tliesc  words  as  he  found  them  ;  without  con- 
sidering, that  though  the  cxpresuon  in 
Scripture.  laJtt  up  thy  bed  and  tm/ir,  stxiclly 
r^uiteil  the  inMAnce  of  the  side  nun  rcsloretl 
liilteallli  andatrength.  who  would  of  course 
be  supgHiaetl  to  carry  iiia  bed  with  him,  it 
could  not  be  proper  in  the  esse  of  a  man 
who  waa  lying  in  a  rUte  offeebleneM,  and 
who  would  certainly  not  add  to  the  <lim- 
eiiltr  of  inovinu  at  all,  that  of  carrying  bia 
bed."- 

When  I  poiniol  out  to  him  in  the  new«- 
|ia]»er  one  of  Mr.  <Jrattan's  aniiniileil  aM 
glowing  speerlies.  in  favour  of  the  frvedoot 
:i  V 
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of  Ireland,  in  which  this  czptcnlon  occur- 
red (I  know  not  if  accurate]/ taken;)  "We 
wiil  persevere,  till  there  is  not  one  link  of 
the  English  chain  left  to  clank  upon  the 
racs  of  the  meanest  be^g^  in  Ireland ;" — 
"Nay,  Sir,  (said  Johnson,)  don't  you  per- 
c*ave  that  <me  link  cannot  dank  ?" 

Mrs.  Thrale  has  published,*  as  Johnson's, 
a  kind  of  parody  or  counterpart  of  a  fine 
poetical  passage  in  one  of  Mr.  Burke's 
speeches  on  American  Taxation-  It  is  vi- 
gorously but  somewhat  coarsely  executed  ; 
and  I  am  inclined  to  suppose,  is  not  quite 
correctly  exhibited.  I  hope  lie  did  not  use 
the  words  "t>Ue  tKenW"  for  the  Americans 
in  the  House  of  nrliament ;  and  if  he  did 
BO  in  an  extempore  efhision,  I  wish  the  lady 
had  not  committed  it  to  writing. 

Air.  Burke  uniformly  shewed  Johnson 
the  greatest  respect  t  and  when  Mr.  Towns- 
hend,  now  Lorn  Sydney,  at  a  period  when 
he  was  conspicuous  in  opposition,  threw  out 
some  reflection  in  parliament  upon  the  grant 
of  a  pension  to  a  man  of  such  political  prin- 
ciples 03  Johnson ;  Mr.  Burke,  though  then 
of  the  same  partr  with  Mr.  Townshend, 
stoon  warmly  forth  in  defence  of  his  friend, 
to  whom  he  justly  observed,  the  pennon 
was  granted  solely  on  account  of  his  emi- 
nent literary  merit.  I  am  well  assured, 
that  Mr.  Townshend's  attack  upon  Johnson 
was  the  occasion  of  his  "  hitching  in  a 
rhyme  ;"  for,  that  in  the  ori^nal  copy  of 
Goldsmith's  character  of  Mr.  Burite,  in  his 
*'  Retaliation,"  another  person's  name  stood 
ill  the  couplet  where  Mr.  Townshend  is  now 
introduced : 

'*  ThduKh  IVaught  with  kU  learning  kept  ttnlnlng  hi) 

ihroat. 
"Ti- peiiuxJc  Tc-'nmy  Toiefwftenrf  to  lend  hira  •TOte." 

It  miy  be  worlli  remarking,  among  the 
minutia  uf  my  collection,  that  Johnson  was 
OHIO  drawn  to  serve  in  the  militia,  the 
Trained  Bands  of  the  City  of  London,  and 
that  Mr.  Rackstrow,  of  the  Museum  in 
Fleet-street,  was  his  Colonel  It  may  be 
believed  he  did  not  serve  in  person  ;  but  the 
idea,  with  all  its  circumstances,  is  certainly 
laughable.  He  upon  that  occasion  provided 
himself  with  a  musket,  and  with  a  sword  and 
belt,  which  I  have  seen  hanging  in  his  closet. 

He  was  very  constant  to  those  whom  he 
once  employed,  if  they  gave  him  no  reason 
to  be  displeased— \VTien  somebody  talked 
of  being  imposed  on  in  the  purchase  of  tea 
and  su^,  and  such  articles ;  "  That  will  not 
be  the  case  (said  he,)  if  you  go  to  a  ttaifly 
thop,  as  I  always  do.  In  such  a  shop  it  is 
not  worth  their  while  to  take  a  petty  ad- 
vantage." 

An  author  of  most  anxious  and  restless 
vanity  being  mentioned,  "  Sir,  (said  he,) 
thtre  is  not  a  young  sapling  upon  Parnassus 
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more  wverely  blown  about  by  ereiy  wind 
of  critidsm  than  that  poor  CeUow." 

The  difference,  he  obserred,  between  a 
well-bred  and  an  ill-bred  nun  ia  thia  i  **One 
immediately  attracts  your  liking*  the  odwr 

Sour  aversioa.    You  lore  the  (me  till  yon 
nd  reason  to  bate  him  ;  you  bate  the  other 
till  you  find  reason  to  love  lum." 

Tne  wife  of  one  of  his  acquaintaHce  had 
fraudently  made  a  puxae  fin-  heradf  oat  «f 
her  huslund's  fortune.  Feeling  a  feoper 
compunction  in  her  last  momenta,  die  Goa> 
fessed  how  much  she  had  secreted  ;  but  be- 
fore she  could  tell  where  it  mu  placed,  ikm 
was  seized  with  a  convulsive  fit  and  cspbcd 
Her  husband  said,  he  waa  more  hurt  by  her 
want  uf  confidence  in  him,  than  by  the  Ism 
of  bis  money.  **  I  told  him  (aaid  Johniaa,) 
that  he  should  console  himself :  tat  ptrttfi 
the  money  might  be/ound^  and  be  was  mm 
that  his  wife  wmsfone." 

A  foppish  |>hy8ician  once  reminded  Jolm- 
son  of  ms  having  been  in  company  with  hm 
on  a  fbrmer  occasion, "  I  do  not  remembs  it. 
Sir."  The  physiciaQ  still  insiated  ;  addiat 
that  he  that  day  wore  ao  fine  a  ooat  that  it 
must  have  attracted  bis  notice.  "  &i,  (mil 
Johnson,)  had  you  been  dipt  It  Fictdna,  I 
should  not  have  noticed  rou." 

He  seemed  to  take  a  pleasure  in  qmkiiy 
in  his  own  style  f  for  when  he  had  cardMly 
missed  it,  he  would  repeat  thethinigfat  tna*. 
lated  into  it  Talking  of  the  Comedy  of 
"  The  Rehearsal,"  he  said,  "  It  has  not  vit 
enough  to  keep  it  sweet."  Tlds  waa  ca>f ; 
— he  therefore  caught  himself^  and  jn- 
nounced  a  more  round  sentence;  **ItfaM 
not  vitality  enough  to  preserve  it  from  pu- 
tre&ction." 

He  censured  a  writer  of  entertaioiiy 
Travels  for  assuming  a  feigned  character, 
saying  (in  his  sense  of  the  word,)  **  He  car. 
ries  out  one  lie ;  we  know  not  how  manv  he 
brings  back."  At  another  time,  t^lirjng  d 
the  same  person,  he  observed,  "  Sir,  youi 
assent  to  a  man  whom  you  have  nerei 
known  to  falsify,  is  a  debt ;  but  after  ym 
have  known  a  man  to  blsify,  your  assent  to 
bim  then  is  a  fiivour." 

Though  he  had  no  taste  for  painting,  be 
admireiT  much  the  manner  in  whi^  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds  treated  of  his  art,  in  be

When  I  observed  to  bim  that  Paintiiv 
was  BO  far  inferior  to  Poetry,  that  the  Aary,

When  1  proof-nhect  of  one  of  liis 
work*  WHS  brought  to  him,  he  found  lault 
with  the  mode  iii  which  a  [>an  of  it  wai  ar> 
nnjErd.  rrfuscd  to  n-wl  it,  imd  in  u  iinuiun 
desired  that  the  compositor'  might  uc  sent 
to  him.  The  compositor  was  Mr.  Minnir^.

UU  generous  hucuanltv  to  the  mi>erahl« 
alnMe  bejrond  exaniple.

^V^  fie  once  in  his  life  was  known  to  havi^  ut- 
^WCered  what  is  called  a  I'Ull:  Sir  .Ti)*him  Rev. 
^"  Hohls,  when  they  were  ridini(  lofffthcr  in 
Devonshire,  complained  that  he  had  a  verj 
bad  horse,  for  that  even  when  );i>!ng  down- 
hill he  moved  s)owl;r  aleji  hj  *W\y~  "Av, 
(»«id  Johnson)  and  when  he  ifor*  uphill,  be 
ttan-U  ■till." 

He  had  a  f^reat  arenion  to  Kestieulatiiig 
in  comnuiv.  He  called  once  to  a  gentleman 
who  aalmdcd  Kim  in  that  point,  "  Don't  a/-

An  author  ul' considerable  eminnKC  bftv- 
ing  ongrosietl  a  good  share  of  the  converaa- 
tirm  in  the  company  of  Johnson,  and  having 
said  nothing  but  what  was  triHing  and  in- 
siKiiilii-ant ;  .TtJinson,  when  be  was  gone, 
obccrved  to  us,  *'  It  is  wonderful  what  a  dif- 
ference there  sometimes  i»  between  a  man's 
powers  of  writing  and  of  talking.  ••••"" 
writes  with  great  spirit,  but  is  a  [xior  talker ; 
had  be  held  bis  toninic,  we  iiiifjnt  have  sup- 
posed him  to  have  been  rvstrsmetl  by  mo- 
desty 1  but  he  has  spoken  a  great  deal  to- 
day;  and  luiveycm  heard  whatatufl' it  was  '(" 

A  gentleman  having  said  that  a  eonffi 
tTrfire  lioa  not,  perhaps,  the  force  of  a  com- 
mand, but  may  be  considered  only  as  a 
strong  rccommcnd.ition ;  —  "  Sir,  (replied 
•fubnson,  who  ovcrheanl  bim)  it  Is  such  a 
rccomni4-rkdation,  ai  If  I  sbimld  throw  you 
out  uf  a  two  jiair  of  stairs  window,  and  re- 
eutnmend  to  you  to  fall  3>.>ll."J 

Air.  SteevervH,  who  pauses!  many  a  social 
hour  with  him  during  their  long  acquaint- 
ance, which  commenced  when  they  liutl 
lived  in  the  T<-iniite,  has  preserved  a  good 
number  of  [larticuIarB  concerning  him,  most 
of  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  department 
of  Auuphtlietfins,  &.c.  in  the  Culleetion  uf 
"Johnson's  Works."  But  be  has  been 
pleaAcd  to  favour  me  with  the  following, 
which  are  original : 

"  One  evenine,  previous  to  the  trial  of 
Baretti,  a  cDnsuluUon  of  Im  friends  wa^ 
held  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Cox,  the  sulicilur, 
in  Soulbampton.butldingB,  CtuncerT-luie. 
Among  others  present  were,  Ur.  Burke  and 
I>r.  Johnson,  who  diQ'eretl  in  sentiments 
conceniing  the  leudeiicy  of  some  part  of  the 
defence  the  priaoner  was  (o  make.  IFbcn 
the  meeting  was  over,  Mr.  Steevens  observ. 
ed,  that  the  ijuesUon  between  him  and  his 
friend  luwl  been  nf^tatud  with  rather  too  much 
wamith.  *  It  may  be  so.  Sir.  (replied  the 
Doctor,)  for  Biu-ke  and  I  should  have  been 
of  one  opinion,  if  we  bad  bad  do  auiUcoofc'  " 

"  Dr.  JuhtiKm  once  assumed  avharacter 
in  which  perhafvs  even  Mr.  Boswell  never 
saw  him.  His  curionty  havinjt  been  fxciled 
bv  the  praiiiea  bestowei)  on  the  celebrated 
Torre'fl  fireworks  at  Marylebone-Gardeiis, 
be  desired  Mr  Stocvens  to  accompany  hiin 
thiiher.  Tbeevening  had  proved  showery  i 
and  soon  alter  the  few  jieuple  prefeot  were 
a&«enihled,  puhlio  notice  vas  given,  that  the 
conductors  to  the  wheels,  &uns.  stars.  &.c., 
were   so  thoroughly  water.iuaked,  that  it

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was  imposaible  any  part  of  the  exhibition 
xhould  be  made.  ^This  is  a  mere  exctise 
\aaya  the  Doctor.)  to  save  their  crackers  for 
a  more  profitable  companj.  Let  uo  both 
hold  up  our  sticks,  and  threaten  to  break 
those  coloured  lamps  that  surround  the  Or- 
diestra,  and  we  shall  soon  have  our  wishes 
}rratiiied.  The  core  of  the  fire-works  cannot 
he  injured :  let  the  dilferent  pieces  be  touch- 
e^l  in  their  respective  centres,  and  they  will 
do  their  offices  as  well  as  ever.' — Some 
▼oung  men  who  overheard  him,  immediate* 
1;  began  the  violence  he  had  recommended, 
and  an  attempt  vas  speedily  made  to  fire 
some  of  the  wheels  which  appeared  to  have 
received  the  smallest  damalre ;  but  to  little 
purpose  were  they  lij^ted,  nir  most  of  them 
completely  feiled—- The  author  of  '  The 
Itambler,  however,  may  be  considered,  on 
this  occason,  as  the  ringleader  of  a  success- 
ful  riot,  though  not  as  a  skilful  pyrotech- 
nist." 

•  "  It  has  been  supposed  that  Dr.  Johnson, 
so  &r  as  fashion  was  concerned,  was  careless 
of  his  appearance  in  public.  But  this  it 
not  altogether  true,  as  the  following  slight 
instance  may  shew; — (joldumith'a  last  Co. 
medy  was  to  be  represented  during  some 
court-mourning ;  and  Mr.  Steevens  appoint- 
ed to  call  on  &:■  Johnson,  and  carry  nim  to 
the  tavern  where  he  was  to  dine  with  others 
of  the  Poet's  friends.  The  Doctor  was  ready 
dressed,  but  in  coloured  clothes  ;  yet  being 
told  that  he  would  find  every  one  else  in 
black,  received  the  intelligence  with  a  profii- 
sion  of  thanks,  hastened  to  chan^^  his  attire, 
all  the  while  repeating  his  eratitiide  for  the 
information  that  had  saved  nim  from  an  ap- 

fiearance  so  improper  in  the  front  row  of  a 
ront  box.  '  I  would  not  (added  he,)  tor  ten 
pounds,  have  seemed  so  retrograde  to  aiiy 
general  observance'  '' 

"  lie  would  aouietimcs  fuiind  his  dislikes 
on  very  slender  circumstances.  Hapjiening 
one  day  to  mention  Mr.  Flexman,  a  disstnt- 
iufl  Minister,  with  some  compliment  to  his 
exact  memory  in  chronological  matters  ;  the 
Doctor  replied,  '  I^et  me  hear  no  more  of 
liim.  Sir.  That  is  the  fellow  who  made  the 
Index  to  my  Ilamblers,  and  set  down  the 
name  of  Milton  thus : — Milton,  Afr.  John.'  " 
Mr.  Steevens  adds  this  testimony  :  "  It 
is  unfortunate,  however,  for  Johnson,  that 
his  particularities  and  frailties  can  be  more 
distinctly  traced  than  his  good  and  amiable 
exertions.  Could  the  many  bounties  he 
studiously  concealed,  the  many  acts  of  hu- 
manity he  performed  in  private,  be  display- 
ed with  equal  circumstantiality,  his  defects 
would  be  so  far  lost  in  the  bla^e  of  his  vir- 
tues, that  the  latter  only  would  be  re- 
garded." 

Though  from  my  very  high  admiration  of 
Johnson,  I  have  wondered  that  he  was  not 
courted  by  all  the  great  and  all  the  eminent 
persons  of  his  time,  it  ought  fairly  to  be 


conudered,  that  no  man  of  humUe  birth, 
who  lived  entirely  by  literature,  in  riwrt, 
no  author  by  profession,  ever  rose  in  this 
county  into  toat  personal  notice  which  he 
did.  in  the  course  of  this  work  a  niuoennia 
variety  of  names  has  been  meutiooLd,  to 
which  manv  might  be  added-  I  cannot  omit 
Lord  and  Xady  Lucan,  at  whose  bouse  he 
often  enjoyed  all  that  an  el^anC  table  and 
the  best  company  can  contribute  to  h^ifd- 
nesB  ;  he  found  hospitality  united  with  ex* 
traordinary  accomplishments,  and  embellisb- 
ed  with  chaims  of  which  no  man  could  be 
insensible. 

On  Tuesday,  June  22,  I  dined  with  him 
at  The  Litebaby  Club,  the  last  time  of 
his  being  in  that  respectable  eocietj.  The 
other  members  present  were  the  Bishop  of 
St.  Asaph,  Lord  EUot,  Lord  Falnientoo, 
Dr.  Forayce,  and  Mr.  Malone.  He  looked 
ill ;  but  had  such  a  manly  fortitude,  that 
he  did  not  trouble  the  company  with  mdan- 
choly  complaints.  They  ail  shewed  evident 
marls  'of  kind  concern  about;  him,  with 
which  he  was  much  pleased,  and  he  exerted 
himself  to  tie  as  entertaining  as  his  indiqio* 
sition  allowed  him. 

The  anxiety  of  his  friends  to  prcware  m 
estimable  a  hfe,  as  long  as  human  mesas 
might  be  supposed  to  have  influence^  made 
them  plan  for  him  a  retreat  from  the  me- 
rity  oi  a  British  winter,  to  the  mild  ctunate 
of  Italy.  This  scheme  was  at  last  broueht 
to  a  serious  resolution  at  General  Faou's, 
where  I  had  often  talked  of  it.  One  cMen. 
tial  matter,  however,  I  understood  was  ne. 
cessary  to  be  previously  settled,  which  was 
obtaining  such  an  addition  to  his  income,  a* 
would  be  suilicient  to  enable  him  to  defraj 
the  expense  in  a  manner  becoming  the  first 
literary  character  of  a  great  nation,  and,  io- 
depcnaent  of  all  his  other  merits,  the  Author 
of  The  Dictionary  of  the  Evclieh 
Lakguage.  The  ])er3on  to  whom  I  above 
all  others  thought  I  should  apply  to  iif^to- 
tiatc  this  business,  was  the  Lord  Chanwl- 
lor,*  because  I  knew  that  he  highly  valued 
Johnson,  and  that  Johnson  highly  valued 
his  Lordship  ;  so  that  it  was  no  degradatira 
of  my  illustrious  friend  to  solicit  for  him 
the  favour  of  such  a  man.  I  have  mention- 
ed what  Johnson  said  of  him  to  me  when  be 
was  at  the  bar ;  and  after  his  LonLJiip  wai 
advanced  to  the  seals,  he  said  of  him.  "  I 
would  "prepare  mvself  for  no  man  in  Eof^ 
land  but  l.ord  I'hurlow.  When  I  am  to 
meet  with  him,  I  should  wish  to  know  a  dav 
before."  How  he  would  have  prepared  him- 
self, I  cannot  conjecture.  AVould  he  have 
selected  certain  topics,  and  considered  them 
in  every  view,  so  as  to  be  in  readiness  to  ar- 
gue them  at  all  points  ?  and  what  may  we 
suppose  those  topics  to  have  been  ?  1  once

"Vhia  appHntiun  wsa  made  not  nnlv  with- 
out BtiT  vufg^ntion  on  the  part  of  John»on 
hitnwIJC  but  was  utterly  unknown  to  him, 
nor  had  bctbenRuUeit  mnpiciora  ofiL  Anr 
Indnuationx,  thtrcfon,  which  unce  hUd«ttn 
have  been  thrown  out,  oa  if  he  had  itooiiad  la 
aak  what  wns  aupertlunufl,  are  without  any 
liiuutUiton.  But,  bml  be  atked  it,  it  wnuld 
not  hare  been  lupertluuus;  fnr  thnugli  the 
BODcrtwbjulMTed  proved  to  be  more  than 
Ilia  flrlaiHls  inaKiDda,  or  than  1  belicre  he 
falflualf,  to  h»  careteMneaa  concerning;

right ;  yet  the  seeing  of  the  two  extrcmvt, 
each  of  which  is  in  some  degree  more  cun. 
spicuom  than  the  rest,  couklnot  but  strike 
uue  in  a  atronger  manner  than  the  sight  of 
any  other  two  numbcrt. — Tlmiigh  Thava 
neglected  lo  preserve  bb  convemation,  it 
was  perhaps  at  this  interview  (hat  Dr.  Knox 
funned  the  notion  of  it  which  he  has  exhi- 
bited in  his  *'  Winter  Evening." 

On  Friday,  .Tune  '2\  I  dititnl  witlt  him  at 
General  Paoli'a,  wbi-rr  he  aaj^s '»  one  of  hia 
letters  to  Mre.  'i'brale,  "I  love  tu  dine." 
1'bere  was  a  variety  of  diahus  much  to  liia 
taste,  of  all  which  heseemol  In  me  to  cat  so 
much,  that  I  was  abuid  be  init;ht  be  hurt  by 
it :  and  I  wb!i|>ercd  to  the  General  my  fesr. 
uul  be^ed  he  might  not  press  him.  '*Alaal 
(said  t^tfeneral.Jaee  bow  very  ill  belookai 
be  can  live  but  a  vory  sbitrt  time.

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I  shewed  him  lome  verv^t  OD  Lichfield 
b;  Misa  Seward,  which  I  had  that  6aj  re- 
ceived from  her^  and  had  the  pleabore  to  hear 
bim  approve  of  them.  He  confirmed  to  me 
the  truth  of  a  hifh  compliment  which  I  had 
been  told  he hadpaid  to  that ladf,  when  ihe 
mentioned  to  him  "  The  Colombiade,"  an 
epic  poem,  by  Madame  du  Boccage : — *'  Ma- 
dam, there  u  not  anj  thing  equal  to  tout 
de  criptlon  of  the  aea  round  the  North 
Pole,  in  your  Ode  on  the  death  of  Captain 
Cooke." 

On  Sunday,  June  27, 1  found  him  rather 
better.  I  mentioned  to  him  a  roung  man 
who  waa  guing  to  Jamaica  with  nis  wife  and 
children,  in  expectation  of  bang  provided 
for  by  two  of  her  brothers  settlea  in  that 
islana,  he  a  clergyman,  and  the  other  a 
physician.  Johnsox:  "Itiaawildacheme, 
Bir,  unless  be  has  a  positive  and  deliberate 
invitation.  There  was  a  poor  girl,  who 
used  to  come  about  me,  who  had  a  cousin  in 
Barbados,  that,  in  a  letter  to  her,  ex- 
pressed a  wiah  she  should  come  out  to  that 
Inland,  and  expatiated  on  the  comforts  and 
bapiuness  of  her  situation.  The  poor  girl 
went  out ;  her  couun  was  much  surprised, 
and  asked  her  how  she  could  ttiink  of  com- 
ing. '  Because  (sud  she,)  you  invited  me.' 
—'Not  I,' answered  the  cousin.  The  letter 
was  then  produced.  *  I  see  it  is  true  (said 
■he,]  that  I  did  invite  you  ;  but  I  did  not 
th'nlr  you  would  come.*  They  ludged  her  in 
an  out-house,  where  she  passed  net  time 
miserably ;  and  as  soon  as  she  had  an  op- 
portunity she  returned  to  England.  Al- 
ways tell  this,  when  you  hear  of  people  going 
abroad  to  relations,  upon  a  notion  of  being 
well  received.  In  the  case  which  you  men- 
tion, it  is  probable  the  clergvman  spends 
ail  he  gets,  and  the  physician  aoes  not  snow 
how  much  he  U  to  get." 

We  this  day  dined  at  Sir  Joshua  Rey- 
nolds's, with  General  Paoli,  Lord  Eliot 
(formerly  Mr.  Eliot,  of  Port  Eliot,)  Dr. 
Seattle,  and  some  other  company.  Talk- 
ing of  I^rd  Chesterfield ; — JOHVSov:  "His 
manner  was  exquisitely  elegant,  and  he  had 
more  knowle^  than  I  expected."  Bos- 
well  :  "  Did  you  find.  Sir,  his  conversation 
to  be  of  a  superior  style  ?"  Johnson  : 
*'  Sir,  in  the  conversation  which  T  had  with 
him  I  had  the  best  right  to  superiority,  for 
it  was  upon  philology  and  literature."  Lord 
Eliot,  who  had  travelled  at  the  same  time 
with  Mr.  Stanhope,  Lord  Chesterfield's  na- 
tural son,  justly  observed,  that  it  was 
strange  that  a  man  who  shewed  he  had  so 
much  affection  for  his  son  as  Lord  Chesier- 
Held  did,  by  writing  so  manv  long  and  anx- 
ious letters  to  him,  almost  alt  of  Uiemwhen 
he  was  Secretary  of  Sute,  which  certainly 
was  a  proof  of  great  goodness  of  dispositioii, 
should  endeavour  to  make  his  son  a  rascal. 
His  lordship  told  ua,  that  Foote  had  in- 
tended to  brinp  on  tbe  stage  a  &ther  who 


bad  thus  tutored  hu  aon,  nnd  to  riiew  the 
ton  an  honest  man  to  enr^  one  ^m,  but 
practiainff  hia  &ther'a  maxima  upon  Ua, 
and  cheating  hint.  Jobnbo  v  :  **  I  am  m^ 
pleased  witfi  this  design  ;  but  I  think  then 
was  no  occasion  to  nuute  the  sod  honest  tt 
alL  No ;  he  should  be  m  conaummato  ngosi 
the  conbiat  between  honeotT  and  knnoy 
would  be  the  stronger.  It  should  be  oaa> 
trived  so,  that  the  nLheraliould  be  the  aly 
■ufierer  by  the  son's  vlllanj,  and  thus  tboe 
would  be  poetical  justice.** 

He  put  I^ord  £hoi  in  nund  of  Dr.  Wak« 
Harte.  ^  I  know  (said  he,)  Haitc  wssyser 
Lordships  tutor,  and  he  was  also  totw  to 
the  Peterborou^  &inUy.  Pray,  my  Lscd, 
do  you  recollect  anv  particulara  that  bstoU 
you  of  Lord  Peterborouf^  ?  He  is  a  bn^ 
rite  of  mine,  and  is  not  enou|ri)  known ;  Ui 
character  has  been  only  ventilated  in  psrty 
pamphlets."  I^rd  £uot  said,  if  Dr.  Jok^ 
son  would  be  so  good  as  to  ask  him  a^f 
questions,  he  would  tell  whet  he  canld  ts- 
collect.  Accordingly  some  thina  win 
mentioned.  "  But  (said  his  Loi^^)  tke 
best  account  of  Lord  Peterborou^  tot  I 
have  happened  to  meet  with,  is  in  '  O^ilaB 
Carleton's  Memoirs.'  Carletoo  was  de- 
scended of  an  ancestor  who  had  distinguiihed 
himself  at  tbe  siq;^  of  I>erTy.  He  was  ■ 
officer ;  and,  what  was  rare  at  that  time,  kad 
some  knowledge  of  engineering."  Jobnoa 
said,  he  had  never  heard  of  tlie  book.  Ijti 
Eliot  had  it  at  Port  EUot ;  but,  after  anod 
deal  of  inquiry,  procured  a  copy  in  Lomoa, 
and  sent  it  to  Johnson,  who  toU  Sir  Jcshsi 
Reynolds  that  be  was  going  to  bed  when  it 
came,  but  was  so  much  pleued  with  it,  thit 
he  sat  up  till  he  had  read  it  through,  and 
found  in  it  such  an  air  of  truth,  that  be  cwild 
not  doubt  of  its  authenticity  ;  adding  witfc 
a  smile  (in  allu^on  to  Lord  Eliot's  uriitt 
recently  been  raised  to  the  peerage,)  "1 
did  not  think  a  yo\tng  Ltord  could  have  mn* 
tioned  to  me  a  book  in  the  English  hiitA? 
that  was  not  known  to  me." 

Ad  addition  to  our  company  came  sftcr 
we  went  up  to  the  drawing-roum :  Dr.  Jolw- 
son  seemed  to  rise  in  spirits  as  his  audioce 
increased.  He  said,  "  He  wished  LordOr- 
ford's  pictures,  and  Sir  Aahton  Lerer'i 
Museum,  might  be  purchased  br  the  public, 
because  both  the  money,  and  the  pictiuei 
and  the  curiosities,  would  remain  in  tbt 
country ;  whereas  if  they  were  aold  into 
another  kingdom,  the  nation  would  indeed 
get  some  money,  but  would  lose  the  mrturet 
and  curiosities,  which  it  would  be  desinble 
we  should  have,  for  improvement  in  tatfe 
and  natural  history.  The  onlv  qu«ti« 
was,  as  the  nation  was  much  in  want  of  mo 
ney,  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  tite 
s  large  price  fhim  a  foreign  State  Y" 

Be  entered  upon  a  curious  discuMoa  4f 
the  difibreoce  between  intuition  and  sus* 
city ;  one  being  immediate  in  its  effecliu* 
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nqulruig  tcircultous  process  ;  one  be 
obtenred  wuUied|wof  tbemind,  ibe  oiber 
the  aaae  of  the  mind. 

A  Tounfj  Ktntleman  pnewnt  look  up  Ibe 
■l](umeol  agiinst  him,  and  oiainUineu  that 
DO  nun  ever  tbinlu  of  the  noi«  of  the  mind, 
ooi  adTerting  that  tbwigh  that  figurative 
■HUc  wenis  stran)^  to  us.,  ai  very  unusual, 
it  M  truly  not  more  forotd  than  Haml«t'» 
'*  In  my  aund'teffe^  Horatio."     He  peiBiated 
nnch  too  \nn^,  anA  ii|i|irant]  In  JonnHon  a* 
putting  hiuiKir  tbrward   aa  his  anta^onut 
with  too  much  prvsumption  :  upon  which  he 
CiJiedtohiniiRa  loud  tone."  What  i^ityou 
an  contending  for,  il  you  Ar  coni ending?" 
— And  afterward!)  imaguiing  that  tbcgentle- 
BBAO  returtctl  upon  him  witn  a  kind  ornDut 
droUer;,  be  MUl,  *'  ftfr.  **"**,  it  does  not  ; 
bacome  you  to  talk  *o  to  me.     Bnides.  ri-  . 
dcuie  if  not  your  talent :    you  have  there  \ 
aatber  intuition  nor  aagaciiy." — The  gen- 
ticnuui  prolested  that  n^  bad  intended  no  ' 
bnproper  freedom,  but  had  the  greatest  re-  | 
■pMt  for  Dr.  Johnacn.    After  a  short  pause, 
auring  which  we  were  somewhat  uneuy ;—  i 
Joaasoif:  "Giveiiieyour  hand.  Sir.    Vou 
v«re  tootedioui.  and  I  was  too  Khorl."    Mr.  I 
*••••  :  *•  Sir,  I  am  honoured  by  your  atten-  | 
tioa  in  any  way."    Johkaom:  "-ComefSir, 
|«t'a  have  no  more  of  it-     We  offended  one 
another  by  our  contention  :  let  u*  not  offend 
tht  eootpany  bv  Q>jr  com|>llinent9." 

He  DOW  aaiil,  "  He  wUbed  murli  to  go  to 
ItalTtud  that  be  dreaded  pa.uing  tbe  win- 
ter in  England."  I  said  nothing  ;  but  en* 
lo^vd  t  Mcrct  aatuGiction  In  thinaing  that  t 
kul  tdcen  the  most  effetrtujj  mcaaurca  to 
make  such  a  M-heme  jiracUcable. 

On  Monday,  June  28,  1  had  the  honour 
to  ncnve  ftom  the  Lord  ChanceUor  the  fol> 
lowiag  letter :

Thia  letter  gave  me  a  f  err  high  satiafoc. 
tion:  I  next  day  went  and  shewed  it  to 
Sir  Joshua  Kevn'olda,  who  was  exceedingly 
please^l  with  iti  He  thought  thai  I  should 
now    communicate  ibe  negotiation   to  Dr- 


Johnson,  who  miffht  afterwardj  complain  if 
the  atU-ntion  with  which  he  had  been  ho- 
noured should  be  loo  lung  (-['iiciralvd  from 
him.  1  intended  to  set  out  for  S<*>itland 
next  morning:  tut  Sir  Joshua  cordtally  in- 
sisted that  Ibould  sUv  another  <lay,'that 
Johnson  and  I  might  Jinv  with  bim,  that 
we  three  might  talk  of  hi«  Italian  Tour.and. 
as  Sir  Joshua  cxpreaaed  himael^  "  have  it 
all  out."  1  hastened  tu  Johnson,  and  was 
told  by  him  ihnl  be  wav  rather  belU-r  to- 
day. BoRwcLL  :  •*  I  am  very  aiixinus 
about  you.  Sir,  and  particularly  that  you 
should  go  tu  Italy  fur  the  winter,  which 
I  believe  is  tout  own  wiab."  JoHnaoji : 
"  It  is.  Sir.*'  BnivELL ;  "  You  have  no 
objection,  I  presume,  but  the  money  it 
would  require."  Johnsom  :  "  Why  no. 
Sir.** — Upon  which  i  gave  him  a  par- 
ticular account  of  what  tud  been  done,  and 
read  tu  him  the  Ixird  Chancellor's  letter. 
He  listened  with  much  attention;  then 
warmly  said,  ■*  This  is  taking  prodigious 
pains  about  a  man." — "O,  Sir(iaid  I  with 
most  sincere  aflWUon,)  your  Irienda  wouUl 
do  every  thine  for  you."  He  paused,— 
grew  more  and  more  wtated, — till  tears 
started  into  his  eyes,  ana  he  exclaimed  with 
fervent  emotiun,  "(ion  bleMH  vou  alk."  I 
was  so  all'txted  that  1  also  slied  tear*. — 
After  a  short  tUeoce,  he  renewed  and  ex. 
U'nded  liisgraU'ful  beneiliction,  "lion  bteas 
you  all,  HirJEara  t'uaisT's  soke."  Wo 
both  temaineil  for  some  tune  unable  to 
speak. —  He  rose  suddenly  and  quitted  the 
roo^^  quite  melted  in  tendeinesa.  He 
staid  but  a  short  time,  till  be  hatl  recovered 
his  firmness  :  soon  after  be  returned  I  left 
him,  baring  first  engaged  hmi  in  dine  ot  Sir 
Joshua  Reynold's  next  day. — I  never  was 
again  under  that  roui^  which  I  bad  so  long 
reverenced. 

On  Wednesday,  June  SO,  the  fViendly 
con Itilen etui  dinner  with  Sir  Joshua  Rey- 
nolds took  place,  no  other  company  bcuig 
present.  Had  I  known  that  this  was  the 
last  lime  Ifaol  I  should  enjoy  in  this  world, 
the  cui) h'eroation  of  a  friend  whom  1  go 
much  respeotol,  and  from  whom  1  derived 
BO  much  instruction  and  entertain oient,  I 
should  have  been  deeply  atlccted.  When  T 
now  look  bock  to  it,  I  am.  vexed  that  a  single 
word  obould  have  been  tiirgutlen. 

Both  Sir  Jothoa  and  1  were  so  sanguine 
in  our  expectationa,  that  we  expatiated  with 
contidence  on  the  liberal  provi-iion  which 
we  were  sure  would  be  made  for  him,  ron- 
j^^■t^ring  whether  m\inifii-<?nce  would  l>e 
dtsplaycl  ill  o'"'  lar^edonaliun.or  in  sn  ample 
increase  of  his  pension.  He  himself  catch- 
ed  90  much  of^our  enthusioMn,  aa  to  allow 
himself  to  suppose  it  not  impoMlble  that 
our  hopes  might  in  one  way  or  other  be  re- 
alised. He  said  that  he  would  rather  baru 
his  pension  doubled  than  ■  grant  of  a  tbuu- 
sano  pounds  j  '•  For  (wd  be,)  though  pro- 
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bably  T  mBv  not  live  to  receive  a«  much  aa 
k  thouaana  poutida,  a  man  would  hare  the 
conaciousness  that  he  ahoulil  pan  the  re- 
munder  of  bis  life  in  splendour,  how  long 
•oerer  it  might  be."  Considering  what  a 
raoderata  proportion  an  income  or  six  bun- 
dred  pounds  ajear  bean  to  innumerable  for- 
tunea  in  this  country,  it  ia  worthy  of  re- 
mark, that  a  man  so  truly  great  should 
think  it  splendour. 

As  an  instance  of  extraordinarv  liberality 
of  friendship,  dc  told  us,  that  Dr.  Brock- 
leaby  had  upon  this  occasion  offered  bim  a 
hundred  a  year  for  his  life.  A  crateful  tear 
started  into  his  eye,  as  he  spolte  this  in  a 
fiiulterins  tons. 

Sir  JtMhua  and  I  endeavoured  to  flatter 
his  imagination  with  a^ieeable  prospects  of 
happiness  in  Italy.  "  Nay  (said  he,)  I  must 
not  expect  much  of  that ;  when  a  man  goes 
to  Italy  merely  to  feel  how  he  breathes  the 
air,  he  can  enjoy  very  little." 

Uur  conversation  turned  upon  living  in 
the  country,  wbicli  .Tohnson,  whose  m^an- 
choly  mind  required  the  dissipation  of  quick 
Buccesuve  variety,  bad  habituated  himself 
to  consider  as  a  kind  of  mental  imprison- 
ment. "  Yet,  Sir  (said  I,)  there  are  many 
people  who  are  content  to  live  in  the  coun- 
try." JonysoK :  "  Sir,  it  is  in  the  intel- 
lectual world  as  in  the  physical  world :  we 
are  told  bv  natural  phllosophera  that  a  body 
is  at  rest  in  the  place  that  is  fit  for  it;  they 
who  are  content  to  live  in  the  country,  are 
ja  for  the  country." 

Talking  ofvanous  enjoyments,  I  argued 
thatarehnementoftastcwasadisadvantage, 
aa  they  who  have  attained  to  It  must  oe 
scldomer  pleased  than  those  who  have  no 
nice  discrimination,  and  are  therefore  satis- 
fie<l  with  every  thing  that  comes  in  their 
way.  Johnson:  "  Nny,  Sir;  that  is  a 
paltry  notion.  Endeavour  to  be  as  perfect 
as  you  can  in  eveiy  respect." 

I  accompanictl  him  in  Sir  Joshua  Rey- 
nolds's coach,  to  the  entry  of  Bolt.couft. 
He  asked  me  whether  X  would  not  co  with 
liim  to  his  house;  I  declined  it,  from  an 
apprehension  that  my  spirits  would  sink. 
Wo  t)ade  adieu  to  eacn  other  affectionately 
in  tile  carriage.  'Wlien  he  had  cot  down 
upon  the  fnot-p.ivoniciit,  he  callwl  out, 
"Fare  yciu  well ;"  and  without  looking  back, 
aprung  away  with  .■»  kind  of  pathetic  brisk- 
ness, iF  I  may  use  that  expression,  which 
aeemivl  to  indicate  a  struck-  to  conceal  un- 
casinc'sa.and  impressed  me  with  a  foieboding 
of  our  long,  long  w^parntiun. 

I  remained  one  day  more  in  town,  to  have 
the  chance  of  talking  over  my  negotiation 
with  the  liord  Cliancellnr ;  Init  the  nmlti- 
pllcity  of  his  Lordship's  important  engage- 
ments did  not  allow  of  it ;  so  I  letV  tlic 
management  uf  the  business  in  the  hands  of 
8ir  Jobhua  Reynolda. 
Soon  Kftcr  thb  time,  Dr.  Johnson  had  the 


mortification  of  being  informed  by  Mri. 
Thrale,  that,  "  what  sne  supposed  he  nerer 
believed,"*  was  true ;  namely,  thai  ahe  «» 
actually  going  to  marry  Signor  Fiozza,  an 
Italian  muMc-master.     He  endeavoured  to 

tirevent  it ;  but  in  vain.  If  she  would  pub- 
ish  the  whole  of  the  correspondence  tkat 
paued  between  Dr.  Johnson  and  her  on  the 
subject,  we  should  have  a  full  view  of  Us 
real  sentiments.  Aa  it  is,  our  jud|{emat 
must  be  biassed  by  that  characteristic  ^Kt 
men  which  Sir  John  Hawkins  haaaiTeoui: 
"  Toor  Thrale,  I  thought  that  either  her 
virtue  or  her  vice  woulonavc  restnined  ber 
from  such  a  marriage.  She  ia  now  becinM 
a  subject  for  her  enemies  to  exult  over; 
and  for  her  friends,  if  she  has  any  left,  to 
forget,  or  liity."t 

It  must  be  admitted  that  Johnson  derived 
a  considerable  portion  of  happini.''59  from  the 
comforts  and  elegancies  which  he  enjoyed  in 
Mr.  Thrale'fl  family  ;  but  Mrs.  Thrak  ai. 
sures  us  he  was  indebted  for  these  to  bn- 
husband  alone,  who  certainly  respected  fain 
sincerely.  Her  words  are,  "  Veneraiiim  fit 
kit  virtue^  reverence  for  hit  taletUt,  delight  ia 
hit  convertaiion,  and  habitual  endurance  tf  a 
yoke  my  husband  first  put  upon  me,  and  tf 
which  M  conterUlg  bore  Au  share  for  (irten  or 
tevenUtn  t/eart,  made  me  go  on  to  Umg  viA 
Mr.  Johnson  ;  bat  the  perpstval  cof^tMrnet 
1  will  mm  to  have  been  terrifying  imthcfnt 
yeart  uf  our  /ri«ndUUp,  and  iikaomt  in  (kr 
latl  ;  nor  could  I  pretend  to  support  ii  iridmt 
help,  when  my  coadjutor  wat  no  morr."J  Alail 
how  different  is  this  from  Ltie  declar^ioot 
which  I  have  heard  Mrs.  Thrale  make  in  hit 
lifetime,  without  a  sinijlc  murmur  apdrut 
any  peculiarities,  or  aeainat  any  one  draini- 
stance  which  attended  their  in'tinucy. 

Aa  a  sincere  friend  of  the  great  man  whnse 
life  I  am  writing,  I  think  it  neoe!«ar>-  u 
guard  mv  readers  against  the  inistakoi  M- 
lion  of  fir.  Johnson's  cliaracter,  whidi  ihi* 
lady's  "Anecdotes"  of  him  suggest;  ftr 
from  the  very  nature  and  fonn  ofner  book. 
"  it  lends  deception  lighter  wings  to  flv." 

'-  Let  it  be  rememberoil  (nays  an  earaiirrt 
critic).§  that  sho  bos  coinpris'ed  in  a  mall 
vuhimc  all  that  ahe  could  recollect  of  Ur. 
JolmHon  in  iiemly  years,  during  which  p*- 
riod,  (toubtlesM,  some  severe  things  men«cA 
by  him ;  and  tiiey  who  read  the  book  in  W 
liour/i,  naturally  enough  suppose  that  fan 
whole  L-onversation  was  of  this  complexio- 
But  the  fad  is,  1  have  l)e«n  ot^en  in  fcil 
company,  and  never  once  hoard  him  far  a 
severe  {hiiig  to  any  one  :  and  inanv  ahat 
can  attest  tie  same.  AVhen  he  did  sav  • 
severe  thing,  it  was  generally  extortnl  !•*

1  am  sorry  thin  Udy  dues  not  advert, 
(hit  the  b«n^cacitr*<lL't&  the  aaseruon  of 
his  being  oMinitclj  defective  in  the  jMtiiea 
mamUt,  m  the  little  endearing  charities  of 
social  life,  in  conferring  smaller  fiivours ;  for 
the  saymll  "■  Dr.  Johnson  mos  lihentl  enMgk 
tngranting  literary aitilanmloothtrB^Ilhimkt 
and  intntmerabit  art  the  Pnfaeet,  Sermarf, 
t^eclarei,  and  Dedteatione  tehieh  he  ttted  to  makt 
for  peop/e  tnlto  begped  of  him. "  I  am  certain 
that  a  more  acHntfriertd  has  nin-ly  been  found 
in  any  age.  This  work,  which  I  fondly  hop« 
will  ri-siue  hia  memnry  from  obloquy,  con- 
tains .i  thiiiiitfiHd  iiirtances  of  bis  benevolent 
exertions  in  almost  every  way  that  can  be 
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ftom  presuming  to  make  any  remarks,  or  to 
offer  any  conjectures. 

Ha7inji,aner  repeated  reasoninf^  brought 
Dr.  Johnson  to  agree  to  my  removing  to 
London,  and  even  to  furnish  ne  with  argu- 
ments in  favour  of  what  he  had  opposed ;  I 
wrote  to  hira  requesting  he  would  write 
them  for  me ;  he  was  bo  good  as  to  comply, 
and  I  shall  extract  that  p£t  of  his  letter  to 
me  of  June  11,  as  a  proof  how  well  he  could 
exhibit  a  cautious  yet  encouraging  view  of  it : 

"  I  remember,  and  entreat  you  to  remem- 
ber, that  virtui  est  vitium  fv^ere ;  the  first 
improach  to  riches  is  security  from  poverty. 
The  condition  upon  which  you  have  my  con- 
sent to  settle  in  London  is,  that  your  ex- 
pense never  exceeds  your  annual  income. 
Fixing  this  basis  of  security,  you  cannot  be 
hurt,  and  you  mav  be  very  much  advanced. 
The  loss  of  your  Scottish  business,  which  is 
all  that  vou  can  lose,  is  not  to  be  reckoned  as 
any  equivalent  to  the  hopes  and  possibilities 
that  open  here  upon  you.  If  you  succeed, 
the  question  of  prudence  is  at  an  end ;  every 
body  will  think  that  done  right  which  ends 
happily ;  and  though  your  expecLationa,  of 
which  T  would  not  advise  you  to  talk  too 
teuch,  should  not  be  totally  answered,  you 
can  hardly  fail  to  get  friends  who  will  do  for 
you  all  that  your  present  situation  allows 
you  to  hope ;  and  if,  afler  a  few  years,  you 
should  return  to  Scotland,  you  will  return 
with  a  mind  supplied  by  various  conversa- 
tion, and  many  opportunities  of  inquiry, 
with  much  knowledge,  and  materials  for  re- 
flection and  instruction." 

Let  UB  now  contemplate  Johnson  thirty 
vears  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  still  retain- 
ing for  her  all  the  tenderness  of  affection.

Is  this  tbe  b&Uoon  that  has  been  so  long 
expected,  ttils  balloon  to  which  I  subscribetl, 
but  without  payment  F  It  is  pitr  that  philo*

bis  endeavours  to  please. — I  am  delight- 
ed by  finding  that  our  opinions  are  the  same. 
— You  will  do  me  a  real  kindness  hj  conti- 
nuing to  write.  A  ^st-day  baa  now  been 
long  a  day  of  recreation." 

Nov.  1.  "  Our  correspondence  paused  for 
want  of  topics.  I  had  said  what  I  had  to 
say  on  the  matter  proposed  to  my  considera- 
tion :  and  nothing  remained  but  to  tell  you 
that  I  waked  or  slept ;  that  I  was  more  or 
less  sick.

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nurried  another  wonum  ;  so  that  even  the 
slight  connexion  which  there  once  had  been 
hy  ailiaTtce  was  dissolved.  Dr.  Johnson,  who 
hod  shewn  very  ereat  liberality  to  this  man 
while  his  first  wi^  was  alive,  as  has  ap{>eared 
in  a  former  part  of  this  work,*  was  humane 
and  charitable  enough  to  continue  his  bounty 
to  him  occasionally ;  but  surely  there  was 
no  strong  call  of  duty  upon  him  or  upon  his 
leeatee,  to  do  more.  The  fbllowine  letter, 
obliffingly  communicated  to  me  by  Mr.  An- 
drew Strahan,  will  confirm  what  I  have 
sUted:

— If  you  wait  on  Mr.  Strahan,  in  New-street, 
Fetter-lane,  or  in  his  absence,  on  Mr.  An- 
ilrew  Strahan,  shew  this,  by  which  they  are 
entreated  to  advance  you  two  guineas,  and 
to  keep  this  as  a  voucher.

Indeed  it  is  very  necessarv  to  keep  in 
mind  that  Sir  John  Hawkins  has  unaccoun- 
tably viewed  Johnson's  character  and  con- 
duct in  nlmost  every  particular,  with  an  un- 
happy prejudice.+ 

We  now  behold  Johnson  for  the  last  time 
in  hfs  native  citv,  for  which  he  ever  retained

markefl  in  lwonituitiii4,  books  lior rowed,  ^imt  booki  lent. 
In  !?lr  John  Hawkini,'*  compilation,  there  are,  how- 
ever, some  pafviKts  conccminn  JohnMm  wli'ch  have  un- 
quCnUonable  merit.  One  of  them  1  shall  transcribe.  In 
Justice  to  a  wrilei  whom  I  liave  had  too  much  occasion 
to  censure,  anil  lo  shew  my  fHimr-as  jib  the  biocraiiher  of 
my  illustrious  friend:  "There  was  wanting  in  his  con- 
duct and  behaviour,  that  disnliy  which  results  fnim  a 
renuiar  and  orderly  course  of  aciiim,  and  by  an  irresis- 
tible power  commands  esteem.  He  coiiM  not  lac  said  lo 
be  a  stayed  man,  nor  so  to  have  adjusted  In  his  mind 
the  balance  of  reastin  and  passion,  as  to  Rive  occasion  to 
lay  what  may  be  olwervnt  of  some  men,  that  all  they  do 
lijusi,  fit,  and  right."  Vei  a  judicious  frlenil  well  sue- 
gats,  "  Ic  miRht,  however,  have  been  added,  that  such 
men  are  often  merely  just,  and  rlKidlv  correct,  while 
UiciT  hearts  are  cold  and  unfeeling  i  and  that  Johnson's 
virtue*  were  of  ■  much  higher  lone  than  thoae  of  the 
ttaged,  onierly  man,  here  dosciibed." 


a  warm  affection,  and  which,  by  ■  luddes 
apostrophe,  under  the  word  Lit^  he  intro- 
duces with  reverence,  into  his  immortal 
Work,  The  Exolish  Uictiowabt  :  — 
**  Saive,  magna  parent  .'**}  While  here,  he 
felt  a  revival  of  all  the  tenderness  of  filial 
afi!cction,  an  instance  of  which  appeared  in 
his  ordering  the  grave-stone  and  uiKriptim 
over  KlizaMth  jlUneT§  to  be  nibstantially 
and  carefully  reneweil. 

To  Mr.  Henry  White,  a  young  deiju- 
man,  with  whom  be  now  fbrrneo  an  inti- 
inaLv  po  aa  to  talk  to  him  with  great  free- 
dom, be  mentioned  that  he  could  not  in  f^ 
nenl  accuse  himself  of  having  been  an  un- 
duti  .ill  son.  *'■  Once,  indeed,  (said  be)  I  irai 
disob^ient ;  I  refused  to  attend  my  &ther 
to  Uttoxetcr-market.

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him  to  trr  his  hand,  and  to  give  us  a  speci- 
men of  the  style  and  manner  that  he  ap- 
proved. He  added,  that  he  was  now  in  a 
right  frame  of  mind,  and  aa  he  could  not 
possibly  emptoj  his  time  better,  be  would 
u  earnest  set  about  it.  But  I  find  upon 
inquirr,  that  no  p^>erB  of  this  sort  were  lelt 
behind  him,  except  a  few  short  ejaculatorj 
fbrms  suitable  to  nia  present  situation." 

Dr.  Adams  had  not  then  received  accu- 
rate information  on  this  subject ;  for  it  haa 
since  appeared  that  various  prayers  had 
been  composed  by  htm  at  different  periods, 
vhich,  intermingled  with  pious  reuoiutiuns, 
and  some  short  notes  of  his  life,  were  enti- 
tled by  him  ^'-  Prayers  and  Meditations," 
and  have,  in  pursuance  of  his  earnest  re<]ui> 
sition,  in  the  hopes  of  doing  good,  been  pub- 
lished, with  a  Judicious  welf  written  Preiace, 
by  the  lleverend  Mr.  Strahan,  to  whom  he 
delivered  them.  This  admirable  collection, 
to  which  I  have  frequently  referred  in  the 
course  of  this  Work,  evinces,  beyond  all 
his  compositions  for  the  public,  and  all  the 
eulogies  of  his  friends  and  admirers,  the  sin- 
cere virtue  and  piety  of  Johnson.  It  proves 
witli  unquestionable  authenticity,  that 
amidst  all  his  constitutional  infirmities,  his 
earnestness  to  conform  his  practice  to  the 
precepts  of  Christianity  was  unceasing,  and 
that  ne  habitually  endeavoured  to  refer 
every  transaction  of  his  life  to  the  will  of 
the  supreme  Being.

I  came  through  the  joumej  without  mud 
inconvenience,  but  when  I  attempt  self^no- 
tioD  I  find  Diy  1^^  weak,  and  my  brestli 
very  short ;  this  day  I  have  been  much  dii- 
ordered.  I  have  no  company;  tbe  Doctor* 
is  busy  in  his  fields,  and  goes  to  bed  at  nine, 
and  his  whole  system  ia  so  different  tna 
mine,  that  we  seem  formed  jor  different  tit- 
ments;  I  have,  therefore,  all  my  anuw. 
ment  to  seek  within  mvaelf" 

Having  written  to  nim  in  badsnriti,! 
letter  filled  with  dejection  and  fretndiiea, 
and  at  the  same  time  expressing  anxkMsa^ 
prehensions  concerning  nim,  oo  account  ata 
dream  which  bad  disturbed  me  ;  his  aasmr 
was  chiefly  in  terms  of  reproach,  for  a  lop- 
posed  charge  of  '^  affecting  discontait,  mi 
indulging  the  vanity  of  complaint"  II, 
however,  proceeded,  **  Write  to  me  oftai, 
and  write  like  a  man.  I  consider  your  fide- 
lity and  tenderness  as  a  great  t»rt  of  tbe 
comforts  which  are  yet  lefl  me,  and  sio. 
cerely  wish  we  could  be  nearer  to  each  otbiT. 
—••*•'••.  Wy  dear  friend,  life  is  rerr 
short  and  very  uncertain  ;  let  us  spend  it  a 
well  as  we  can.  My  worthy  neigfabcui'. 
Allen,  i&  dead.  Ijove  me  as  well  as  vou  na 
Pay  my  respects  to  dear  Mrs.  Bosvell.  N-J' 
thing  ailed  me  at  that  time  ;  let  your  su- 
perstition at  last  have  an  end."

Ui'BiuwKs  has  analyzed  the  com* 
posdtion  of  Johnson,  and  pointed  out  tt9 
peculiarities  with  much  &culen«BSt  and  I 
would  recommend  u  careful  penoaal  of  his 
Kfesay  to  those,  who  beinff  captivated  by  the 
union  of  perspicuity  and  splendi>ur  which 
the  writings  of  Juhnson  contain,  without 
Itaving  a  sufBcient  portion  of  his  vigour  of 
mind,  may  be  in  danf^r  of  becoming  bad 
copyists  oV  his  manner.  I,  however,  tan- 
not' but  observe,  anil  I  observe  it  lo  his 
credit,  that  this  learned  gentleman  has  hini- 
•elf  caught  no  mean  degree  of  the  expan- 
sion and  harmony,  whtcn,  independent  of 
all  oilier  circumitancea,  chanu.'teri«  tlie 
sentences  of  .luhnson.  Thin,  in  the  Pre- 
luce  to  the  vnliime  in  wluL'h  the  £sMT  ap- 
pears, we  titid,  "  I  f  It  be  Miid  that  in  aucieticB 
of  this  sort,  too  much  atteiitiun  i»  frequent- 
ly bestowed  on  subjects  barren  and  specula* 
live,  it  may  be  answered,  (hat  no  one  science 
is  10  little  connected  witli  the  rest,  as  not 
(u  aHbrd  many  principles  whose  use  may 
eitlend  cunMilcrably  beyond  the  scienee  to 
which  they  |>rimarily  belong;  and  that  no 
proposition  is  so  purely  theoretical  as  to  be 
totally  incapable  of  being  appliwl  lu  proc- 
ttcal  purptipes.  There  la  no  apparent  con. 
nexicn  between  duration  and  mc  cycloidal 
arch,  the  propenies  of  whieh.duly  attended 
til.  huve  liimished  u*  with  our  best  regu- 
lated nielhudi  of  measuring  time:  aoit  he 
who  has  made  himself  master  of  the  nature 
and  uUections  of  the  logarithmic  cur\c,  b 
not  aware  thai  he  has  advanced  considerably 
towards  iscertainijig  the  proportionable  den- 
sity of  the  air  at  it«  vaiious  distances  from 
the  surface  of  the  earth." 

The  ludicnnis  imitators  of  Johndon's  stvle 
are  innumerable.  Their  general  Dwthod  b 
lo  accumulate -bard  words,  wilhoutcoiuider- 
ing,  that,  although  ho  wai  fond  of  intro. 
ducing  them  occasionally,  there  is  not  a  sin- 
gle sentence  in  all  his  wrilings  where  they 
arccrowdtii  together,  as  in  the  tirsl  verse 
of  the  foUowing  inm^inary  (>dc  by  him  to 
.Mrs.  Thrale4  which  appeared  in  ibe  iiews- 
pajiera  i

This,  snd  a  tfeousand  other  such  attempti, 
are  totally  unlike  the  orijfinal,  which  Uie 
writen  imagined  thejr  were  tuniing  into 
ridicule.  There  is  not  flinalaritjr  enough  fi»- 
burlesque  or  ev^n  fer  ouiuture. 

Mr.  CoLMAK,  in  hu  *'  Proae  oa  several 
OecaaioQs,"  kaa  ^'A  Letter  from  Lezi> 
PHAiTEs;  contaimtiR  proposals  fw  a  CAwMfy 
or  raoabuiarp  df  the  Vulffttr  Tongue :  in- 
tended as  a  Mi^iienient  to  a  larger  Dic> 
TioKART."  It  is  evidently  meant  as  a 
Iportive  sally  of  ridicule  on  Johnson,  whose 
s^le is  thus  imitaled,  witboutbeing  grossly 
overdiargetl.  "It  is  eaqv  to  foresee,  that 
the  idle  and  illiterate  will  complain  that  I 
bave  increased  their  labours  by  endeavour- 
ing  to  dbnini^  tbem  ;  and  that  I  have  ex- 
pbuned  what  is  mtwe  easy  by  what  is  more 
a^kultr-^fffUihimpefifftuitiuM.  I  expect,  on 
tlieotlMr  hand,  thelibenil  acknowledgements 
of  the  teamed.  He  who  is  buried  in  scho* 
lastic  retirement,  secluded  from  the  assem- 
bliea  of  the  gay,  tati  remote  &om  the  circles 
of  the  polite,  vwl  at  (Hice  comprehend  the 
definitions,  and  beigrateful  for  such  a  sea- 
Bcmable  and  necessary  elucidation  of  his 
mother-tongue."  Annexed  to  tbts  letter  is 
a  short  specimen  of  Uie  work,  thrown  toge- 
tlwr  in  a  vwue  -and  desultory  manner,  not 
even  adbenng  to  alphabetical  concatena- 
tion.* 

The  serious  imitators  of  Johnson's  style, 
whether  intentionally,  or  by  the  impercep- 
tible cifect  of  its  strength  and  animation, 
are,  as  I  bave  had  already  occasion  to  ob- 
serve, so  many,  that  I  might  introduce  quo- 
tatiooa  froni  n  numerous  buily  of  writers  in 
our  language,  since  he  apiicare<i  in  the  lite- 
rary world.  I  shall  point  out  the  following :

Death  had«lways 
been  to  liim  an  object  of  terror  ;  so  that, 
though  by  no  meuns  happy,  he  still  clung 
to  life  with  an  eagernpss  at  whidi  many 
have  woiiiiered.  At  any  time  wljen  he  wiia 
ill,  he  was  very  much  pleased  to  be  tol<l  that 
he  loolted  better.  An  ingenious  member  of 
the  Eumclian  Club-f  informs  me,  that  upon 
one  occa!<iion,  when  he  said  to  him  that  he 
saw  health  returning  to  his  cheek,  Johnson 
seized  him  by  the  ham)  and  exclaimed. 
Sir,  Tou  are  one  of  the  kindest  friends  I 
ever  had."

Bravery  has  no  place  where 
it  can  avail  nothing;  wisdom  impreait 
strongly  the  consciousnesg  of  those  wdts,  <j 
which  it  is,  perhaps,  itself  an  a{Q^Tatiaa; 
and  goodness,  always  wishing  to  be  better, 
and  imputing  every  deficiency  to  crimiosl 
negligence,  and  every  fault  to  voluntary 
corruption,  never  dares  to  suppose  the  con- 
dition of  forgiveness  fulfilleo,  nor  what  is 
wanting  in  the  crime  supphed  by  penitencb 

•■-  This  is  the  state  of  the  beat ;  but  whit 
must  be-the  condition  of  him  whose  heart 
will  not  suffer  him  to  rank  himself  among 
the  best,  or  among  the  good  ? — Such  must 
be  his  dread  of  the  approaching  trial,  as  will 
leave  him  little  attention  to  Uie  t^tiiUM  of 
those  whom  be  is  leaving  for  ever ;  asd  the 
serenity  that  is  not  felt,  It  can  be  do  virtw 
to  feign." 

His  great  fear  of  death,  and  the  ftrtiwt 
dark  manner  in  which  Sir  John  HawkiiH 
imparts  the  uneasiness  which  he  expm*- 
ed  on  account  of  oflences  with  which  hi 
charged  himself  may  give  occaaon  to  in- 
jurious suspicions,  oa  if  there  had  beta 
something  01  more  than  ordinary  crimniatit; 
weighing  upon  bis  conscience.  On  that  a^ 
count,  therefore,  as  well  as  from  tlie  r^iid 
to  truth  which  he  inculcated,§  1  am  ts 
mention  (with  all  posuble  respeet  and  ddi- 
cacy,  however,)  that  his  conduct,  after  he 
tame  to  London,  and  had  associated  with 
Savage  and  others,  was  not  so  strictly  vir- 
tuous, in  one  respect,  aa  when  be  was  a 
younger  man.  It  was  well  known  that  hii 
amorous  inclinations  were  UDcommonty 
strong  and  impetuous.  He  owned  to  inanj 
of  his  friends,  that  he  used  to  take  women 
of  the  town  to  taverns,  and  bear  them  relate 
their  history.  In  short,  it  must  not  becoo- 
cealed,  that,  like  many  other  good  ami  {doiii 
men,  among  whom  we  mav  place  the  ^x»tle 
Paul  upon  his  own  authority,  Johnson  was 
not  free  from  propensities  which  were  ercr 
"warring  a?amst  the  law  of  his  mind."— 
and  that  in  his  combats  with  them,  he  wu 
Bumetin:es  overcome. 

Here  let  the  profane  and  licentious  pause; 
let  them  not  thoughtlessly  say  that  Jobows 
was  on  hypocrite,  or  that  his  prineiplet  men 
not  firm,  because  his  practice  was  not  uitt- 
formly  conformable  to  what  he  professed. 

I^ft  the  question  be  considered  indepen- 
dent of  moral  and  relifrious  as-soL-iatiou ; 
ami  no  man  will  deny  that  thousancb,  in 
many  instances,  act  against  eonviction.  I* 
a  prodigal,  for  example,  an  hypocriic,  when 
he  owns  he  is  satisfied  that  his  extiars- 
gaiicc  will  bring  him  to  ruin  and  misen?

Dr.  Heberden,  Dr.  Broeklcsbj,  Dr.  War- 
ren, and  Dr.  Butter,  ph^iiciana,  generouslj 
attended  him,  without  accepting  any  fees, 
aa  did  Mr.  Cruikshank,  surgeon ;  and  all 
that  could  be  done  firoin  profewonal  skill 
and  ability  was  tried,  to  proltHSg  a  life  so 
truly  valuable.  He  himself,  indeed,  hav- 
ing, on  account  of  bis  very  bad  constitution, 
been  perpetually  applring  himself  to  medi- 
cal inquiries,  united  liia  own  efforts  with 
those  of  the  gentlemen  who  attended  him ; 
and  imagininff  that  the  dropsical  collection 
of  water  which  oppressed  him  might  be 
drawn  off  by  making  incisions  in  his  body, 
he,  with  his  usual  resolute  defiance  of  pain, 
cut  deep,  when  he  thought  that  his  su^eon 
had  done  it  too  tenderly.* 

About  e^t  or  ten  days  before  his  death, 
when  Dr.  Brocklesby  paid  him  his  morning 
visit,  he  seemed  very  low  and  desponding, 
and  said,  "  I  have  been  aa  a  dying  man  dl 
night."  He  then  emphatically  broke  out  in 
the  words  of  Shakspeare, — 

"  Cum  tbou  not  mbikter  to  ■mind  diieu'di 
Pluck  ftnni  the  memory  •  rooted  tonowi 
Rmc  o«t  tbe  Kritten  tnniblei  of  tha  bialB  t 
AmI,  wltb  KHnc  iwaet  obtivlou*  antidote, 
ClMue  the  itulTd  boiom  of  that  perllout  ftill^ 
Which  wd^  upon  the  hortf" 

To  which  Dr.  Brocklesby  readily  answered, 
from  the  same  great  poet : 


■  therein  the  patlnt 


Miut  miniater  ta  himsetf." 

Johnson  expressed  himself  much  satisfied 
with  the  application. 

On  another  day,  after  tbia,  when  talking 
on  the  subject  of  prayer,  Dr.  Brocklesby  re- 
peated from  Juvenal, 

"  Oiandum  e*l,  ut  sit  meni  una  In  corpoic  (aua>" 

and  BO  on  to  the  end  of  the  tenth  satire  t  but 
in  running  it  quickly  over,  he  happened,  in 
the  lint;, 
"  Qui  ipatlum  v)tK  extremum  latei  munoa  ponat," 

to  pronounce  sitpremum  for  extremum ;  at 
which  .luhnson'a  critical  ear  instantly  took 
otlence,  and  discoursing  vehemently  on  the 
unmctrical  eft'ect  of  sucn  a  lapse,  he  shewed 
himseir  aa  i'uU  as  ever  of  the  spirit  of  the 
grammarian. 

Having  no  other  relations,-}-  it  had  been

fiir  some  time  Johnson's  intcn^on  to  make 
s  liberal  prvvirion  for  his  fiutbRil  aervnt, 
Mr.  Francis  Barber,  whom  be  looked  upoa 
as  particularly  under  hia  piotcctios,  aod 
whom  he  had  all  along  treated  tnilv  as  m 
hnmUe  friend.  Having  aaked  Dr.  "BtoA- 
lesby  what  wouM  be  a  proptr  annuity  to  a 
&vourite  servant,  and  being  answered  that 
it  must  depend  on  the  circumstancoa  of  the 
master;  and  that,  in  the  case  crf'anobleaian, 
fifty  pounds  a  year  waa  consiiiered  as  so 
adet^uate  rewanl  for  many  years'  &ithfid 
service ; — "  Then  (said  Johnson,)  shall  I  be 
nsftifunnw,  f«:  I  mean  to  leave  Frank  se- 
voity  pounds  a  year,  and  I  desire  yoa  to 
tell  him  so."  It  is  strange,  however,  to 
tlijnk,  that  Johnson  waa  not  free  from  that 
genial  weakness  of  being  averse  to  execute 
a  will,  so  that  he  delayed  it  £rom  tine  to 
time :  and  had  it  not  'been  for  Sir  Jaha 
Hawkins's  reneatedly  urging  it,  I  think  it 
is  probable  toat  bis  kind  resolution  woaU 
not  have  been  fulfilled.  After  »fHwg  ^^^ 
which,  aa  Sir  John  Hawkins  tnfbnoa  na,  ex- 
tended no  &rther  than  the  promised  ttDnd- 
ty,  Johnson's  final  dispomtion  of  hia  proper-

His  intimacy  with  the  EnglJah  Bene- 
dictines, at  Paris,  has  been  mentioced ;  and 
as  an  additional  proofof  tb«  charity  in  which 
be  lived  with  good  men  of  tlie  Komish 
Church,  I  am  happy  in  tliis  opportunity  of 
recording  his  frienusfaip  with  uie  Reverend 
Thomas  Husaey,  D.D.  bis  CaiboUc  Ma- 
jesty's Cliaplain  of  Kmbasn'  at  the  Court  of 
London,  that  very  respectaSle  man,  eminent 
not  only  for  bia  powerful  elonuence  as  a 
preacJier,  but  fur  bis  vnnuus  Abilities  and  ac- 
quisitioas. — NaT,  ihougli  Jobnaon  loved  a 
Prcshylerian  the  least  of  all.  this  did  not 
prevent  his  having  a  long  and  uninlermpted 
social  conncxiun  with  the  Kcverend  Dr.

Bcinff  Mkid  next  morning  bow  Be  Uked  hia 
Bttend^tni,  bis  ansK-er  was,  "Not  at  dL  Sir  t 
the  felli>w'a  an  ideot ;  he  is  as  awkward  as  ■ 
lumsjiit  when  first  |iut  into  th*  wheel,  and 
as  aleeprae  ■  donDouse." 

Mr.  WbidhMn  baring  placed  a  pllow  con* 
venientlv  to  aupport  htm,  be  thanked  him 
for  his  kindncM,  and  said,  "  That  wiU  do^^ 
all  that  a  pillow  can  da."

^  Since  I  saw  you,  I  have  had  a  long 
conversation  with  CawMoii.f  who  sat  up 
with  Dr.  .Tolinson,  from  nine  o'clock  on  Hun- 
day  evening,  till  ten  o'clock  on  Monday 
morning.  And,  from  what  I  can  gather  from 
him,  it  should  seem,  that  Dr.  .liihnsoD  was 
perfectly  compcised.  steady  in  hoiw,  and  re> 
signed  to  death.  At  tbe  interval  of  each 
hour,  tliey  OiuiHted  liiin  to  sit  up  in  hi4  bed* 
and  move  \m  legrt,  which  were  in  much  pain ; 
when  he  regularly  addrcise'l  himself  to  fer- 
vent prayer ;  and  though,  sometimes,  his  voice 
failed  hini,  his  sense  never  did,  during  that 
time-  Tbe  only  sustenance  lie  receiveil  was 
cider  and  water.  lie  said  bin  mind  was  pre- 
pared, and  the  time  to  his  dissolution 
seemed  long.  At  six  in  the  miiming.  be  in- 
quired tbe  uour,  and,  on  being  intbrmed, 
said  that  all  went  on  regularly,  and  he  felt 
be  hod  but  a  few  liours  to  live.

Beynolds  i — To  forgive  bim  thirty  pounds 
which  be  had  borrowed  of  bim  ; — to  read  the 
Bible: — and  never  to  use  Ids  pencil  on  a 
Sunday.     Sir  Joshua  readily  acquiesced. 

Indeed  he  shewed  the  greatest  anxiety  for 
the  religious  improvement  of  his  friend  to 
whom  ne  discoursed  of  its  infinite  conse- 
quence. He  begged  of  Mr.  Hoole  to  think 
of  what  he  had  said,  and  to  commit  it  to

Deamoullna,  who  were  sitting 
in  the  room,  olMervini*  (hat  lite  iiuImi  he 
mnile  in  hreathing  had  ceased,  wen)  to  the 
bcJ.  and  found  he  wu  dead." 

About  two  (lays  after  his  death,  the  fuU 
lowing  vtTv  Bgrt-eable  account  was  commu- 
nicated lo  ^fr.  Muluiie,  in  a  letter  bv  the 
HonounbUy  John  liyng.  to  whom  I  am 
much  obliged  for  granting  me  permission  to 
introduce  it  in  my  work. 

"  Du.a  Hia. 

"  Sixca  I  aw  you,  I  have  had  along 
convenation  with  Cawxton.f  who  sat  up 
with  Dr.  Johnson,  frmii  nine  o'rhx'k  oit  Sun* 
day  evening,  till  ti-it  oVlwk  on  IMnnalay 
momirig.  And,  fVom  whai  I  lanj^uther  fmin 
blin.  it  should  Be«m,  thai  l>r.  Jobnaun  was 
perfectly  compoMd,  steady  In  bo)>a,  and  re> 
si)(nad  u  death.  At  tbe  InternU  of  ti«ch 
hour,  they  asaialed  bim  to  sit  up  in  his  bed, 
and  move  his  legs,  which  were  in  much  pain ; 
when  he  regularly  addreaed  hlmaclfto  lisr- 
viiii|iniv<Tiandlbaugb,aoinetiiiiiii,hLa  voice 
tailed  hiw,  hia  sense  nevar  did,  duriug  that 
time-  Tbe  only  sustenaiKp  he  receivwl  was 
cider  and  wat«r.  He  said  lili  mind  was  pre- 
pared, and  tbe  tine  to  his  dissolution 
Kccmed  long.  At  ail  In  tbe  nmniing,  be  in* 
ijuired  the  buur,  and,  on  bc-iiig  mlbrnu'd, 
said  that  all  went  on  r<.'guiarly,  and  he  fell 
he  bad  but  a  few  hours  to  Uve. 

"  At  ten  u'doi-k  in  the  morning,  he  parted 
(rnm  Cawslon,  nying,  '  You  should  nut  de- 
tain Mr.  Windham's  wrvanl:  I  ibank  vou  ; 
bear  my  renii-nibranc*  to  your  master.'  i.'aw- 
stun  luyn,  that  no  man  could  ap|>ear  more 
coUectt^  more  devutit,  or  leas  terhHeil  at 
the  thoughts  of  the  anpraaching  minute. 

'*  This  account,  wiucb  U  so  much  more 
agreeable  than,  and  somewhat  diflerCDt  fnatL, 
Tours,  has  given  ua  the  satisfaction  of  think- 
Ins  thai  that  great  man  died  sa  be  livcl,  full 
of  resignation,  strengthened  in  faith,  and 
joyful  in  hope." 

A  few  davs  before  his  death,  he  bad  asked 
Sir  John  llawklns,  as  one  of  his  executon, 
where  lie  should  be  buried]  and  un  lieing 
answered.  "l>wublless  in  Woatmin.ni.-r- A  l»- 
bey."  aeemed  to  feel  a  •atufk'tioR  very  na- 
tural to  a  poet;  and  indeed  in  my  opinion 
very  natural  to  erery  wan  of  any  imafHn^ 
Uon,  who  has  no  fam'ily  sepulrlirc  in  which 
be  can  be  Uid  with  tufnthen.  Acconiingly, 
uiHin    .Monday.  l>eeMabtr  80,  Ui   remains 
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were  deporited  in  that  noble  and  renowned 
edifice;  and  over  his  erave  was  placed  a 
Iju^  blue  fl£g-8tone,  with  this  inscription :

Hia  funera]  was  attended  by  a  respectable 
niimbeT  of  his  friends,  particularly  such  of 
the  members  of  the  Litehakv  Club  as 
were  then  in  town ;  and  was  also  honoured 
with  the  presence  of  several  of  the  Reverend 
Chapter  of  Westminster,  Mr.  Burke,  Sir 
Joseph  Banks.  Mr- Windham,  Mr.  I-ianfftoa, 
SirQiarles  Bunbury,  and  Mr.  Colman,  bore 
bis  [wll.  His  schoolfellow,  Dr.  Taylor,  per- 
finmed  the  mournful  office  of  miding  the 
burial  service. 

1  trust  I  shall  not  be  accused  of  afiecta- 
tion^  when  I  deckre,  that  I  find  myself  un- 
able to  express  all  that  I  felt  upon  the  loss 
of  such  a  "  Guide,  Philosopher,  and  Friend."* 
I  shall,  therefore,  not  say  one  word  of  my 
owOf  but  adopt  those  of  an  eminent  iriend,^ 
which  he  uttered  with  an  abrupt  felicity, 
■uperior  to  all  studied  compositions: — "  He 
has  nude  a  chasm,  which  not  only  nothing 
can  fill  up,  but  which  nothing  has  a  tendency 
to  fill  up. — Johnson  is  dead. — Let  us  go  to 
the  next  best;  there  is  nobody ;  no  man  can 
be  said  to  put  you  in  mind  of'^Johnson." 

As  Johnson  bad  abundant  homage  paid 
to  him  during  his  life,^  so  no  writer  in  this

X  Iie»ide  the  Doiieailum  to  hlra  by  Dr.  Gntdimith, 
the  Reverend  Dr.  Fianklin,  and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Wil- 
son, which  I  have  mentioned  acturdlnR  to  their  data, 
there  wai  one  by  a  lady,  of  a  versification  of  "  Aniiiffalt

His  tij^re  was  Urge  and  well  formed, 
and  his  countenance  of  the  cast  of  an  ancient 
sUtue;  yet  his  apiMntrance  waa  rendered 
strange  anil  somewhat  uncouth,  bv  cunvul- 
nve  ctaups.  by  the  g<-ars  of  that  ttiiteniper 
which  it  was  once  imagined  the  royal  touch 
couki  cure,  and  by  a  aJuvenly  muale  of  dress. 
Ite  hail  the  uae  only  of  one  eye ;  yet  so 
much  does  mind  govern  and  ercn  supply 
the  de&dency  of  omns,  that  his  visual  per> 
ceptiuns,  as  far  as  they  extemleil,  were  mn- 
eommonly  ijuick  and  arcurale.  80  tncibid 
was  his  temperanivnt  that  he  never  knew 
the  natural  joy  of  a  free  and  vicorous  UM 
of  bin  limbs:  when  b«  walked,  it  waa  like 
the  slTucgling  ffait  of  one  in  fetters;  when 
he  rode,  lie  had  tio  oummantl  or  dinrctioo  of 
his  hurse,  but  wu  carried  as  if  in  a  baJlooD. 
That  with  hit  con^tliutiim  and  habit*  of 
Uft  be  thould  have  lived  seventy-five  years, 
is  a  ]iruof  that  an  inherent  vivida  m*  Is  a 
powerlul  preservative  of  the  human  frame.
